2 And the earth was without form, and 
void; and darkness was upon the face 
of the deep.

8 And God said, Let there be light: 
and there was light. 


4 And God saw the light, that 72 was 
good: and God divided the light from 
the darkness. 


5 And God called the light Day, and 
the darkness he called Night. And the 
one and the morning were the first 
day. 


6 ¢ And God said, Let there be a fir- 
mament in the midst of the waters, and 
let it divide the waters from the waters. 


7 And God made the firmament, and 
divided the waters which were under 
the firmament from the waters which 
were above the firmament: and it was su 


8 And God called the firmament Hea- 
ven. And the evening and the morning 
were the second day. 


94 And God said, Let the waters 
under the heaven be gathered together 
unto one place, and let the dry dand 
appear: and it was 80, 


10 And God called the dry dand Earth; 
and the gathering together of the wa- 
ters called he Seas: und God saw that 
it was good. 


11 And God said, Let the earth bring 
fourth grass, the herb yielding seed, and 
the fruit tree yielding fruit after his 
kind, whose seed ig in itself, upon the 
earth: and it was so. 


12 And the earth brought forth grass, 
and herb ee seed after his kind 
and the tree yielding fruit, whose seed 
was in itself, after his kind: and God 
saw that et was good. 


13 And the evening and the morning 
were the third day. 


14 4 And God said, Let there be lights 
in the firmament of the heaven to di- 
vide the day from the night; and let 
them be for signs, and for seasons, and 
for days, and years; 
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15 And let them be for lights in the 
firmament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth: and it was sv. 


fic an God made two great lights; 

ater light to rule the day, an 
ie OKEBE light to rule the night: he 
made the ati also. 


17. And God set them in the firmament 
of ih heaven to give light upon the 
-ear 


18 And to rule over the day and over 
the night, and to divide the light from 
the Aarkness: and God saw that it was 
goo 


19 And the evening and the morning 
were the fourth day. 


20 And God said, Let the waters bring 

forth abundantly ‘the moving creature 
that hath lite, and fowl that may fly 
above the carth in the open firmament 
of heaven. 


21 And God created great whales, and 
every living creature that moveth, 
which the waters brought forth abun- 
dantly, after their kind, and every 
winged fowl atter his kind: and God 
saw that zt was good. 


22 And God blessed them, saying, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and fill the wa- 
ters in the seas, an let fowl multiply 
in the earth. 


23 And the evening and the morning 
were the fifth day. 


24 9§ And God said, Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature after his 
«kind, cattle, and creeping thing, and 
beast of the earth after his kind: and 
it was 80. 


2h And God made the beast of the 
earth after his kind, and cattle after 
their kind, and every thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth after his kind: and 
God saw that it was good. 


26 9 And God said, Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness: and 
let them have dominion over the tish 
of the sea, and over the fowl of the 
air, and over the cattle, and over all 
the earth, and over every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth. 


27 So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created he 
him; male and female created he them. 


28 And God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and mul- 
tiply, and replenish the earth, and sub- 
due it: and have dominion over the 
tish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over every living thing 
that moveth upon the earth. 


29 § And God said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, 
which ze upon the face of all the earth, 
and every tree, in the which ze the 
fruit of a tree yielding seed; to you it 
shall be for meat. 


30 And to every beast of the earth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
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every thing that cree hae upon the 
earth, wherein there zs life, J have given 
every green herb for meat: and it was 80. 


31 And God saw eve thing that he 
had made, and, ahold: it was very 
good. And ‘the eeu and the morning 
were the sixth day. 


CHAPTER II. 


YHUS the heavens and the earth 
Es were finished, and all the host of 
emi. 


2 And on the seventh day God enaec 
his work which he had made; and 
rested on the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made. 


8 And God blessed the seventh day, 
and sanctified it: because that in it he 
had rested from all his work which 
(;od created and made. 


4 4 These are the penersHoue of the 
heavens and of the earth when they 
were created, in the day that the Lorn 
God made the earth and the heavens, 


5 And every plant of the field before 
it was in the earth, and every herb of 
the field before it grew: for the Lorp 
God had not caused it to rain upon the 
earth, and there was not a man to till 
the ground. 


6 But there went up a mist from the 
earth, and watered the whole face of 
the ground. 


7 And the Lorn God formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; and 
man became a living soul. 


8 § And the Lorn God planted a gar- 
den eastward in Eden; and there he 
put the man whom he had formed. 


9 And out of the ground made the 
Lorp God to grow every tree that is 
pleasant to the sight, and good for 
food ; the tree of life also in the midst 
of the garden, and the tree of know- 
ledge of good ‘and evil. 


10 And a river went out of Eden to 
water the garden; and from thence it 
was parted, and became into four heads. 


11 The name of the first is Pison: that 
is it which compaaseth the whole land 
of Havilah, where there is gold; 


12 And the gold of that land is good: 
there is bdellium and the onyx stone. 


13 And the name of the second river 
is Gihon: the same is it that compass- 
eth the whole land of Ethiopia. 


14 And the name of the third river is 
Hiddekel: that zs it which goeth toward 
the east of Assyria. And the fourth 
river is Kuphrates. 


15 And the Lorp God took the man, 
and put him into the garden of Eden 
to dress it and to keep it. 
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16 And the Lorn God commanded the 
man, saying, Of every tree of the gar- 
den thou mayest freely eat: 


17 But of the tree of the knowledge 

of good ahd evil, thou shalt not eat of 
it: for in the day that thou eatest there- 
of thou shalt surely die. 


18 € And the Lorn God said, Jt is not 
good that the man should be alone; I 
will make him an help meet for him. 


19 And out of the ground the Lorn 
God formed every beast of the field, 
and every fowl of the air; and brought 
them unto Adam to see what he would 
callthem: and whatsoever Adam called 
every living creature, that mas the name 
thereof. 


20 And Adam gave names to all cattle, 
and to the fowl of the air, and to every 
beast of the field; but fur Adam there 
was not found an help meet for him. 


21 And the Lorp God caused a deep 
sleep to fall upon Adam, and he slept: 
and he took one of his ribs, and closed 
up the flesh instead thereof; 


29 And the rib, which the Lorn God 
had taken from man, made he a woman, 
and brought her unto the man. 


23 And Adam said, This is now bone 
of my bones, and flesh of my flesh: she 
shall be called oman, because she was 

taken out of 


24 Therefore i aman leave his father 
and his mother,-and shall cleave unto 
his wife: and they shall be one flesh. 


25 And they were both naked, the man 
and his wife, and were not ashamed, 


CHAPTER III. 


No the serpent was more subtil 
than any beast of the field which 
the Lor» God had made. And he said 
unto the woman, Yea, hath God said, 
Ye shall not eat of every tree of the 
garden ? 


2 And the woman said unto the serpent, 
We may eat of the fruit of the trees 
of the garden: 


3 But of the fruit of the tree which zs 
in the midst of the garden, God hath 
said, Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall 
ye touch it, lest ye die. 


4 And the serpent said unto the wo- 
man, Ye shall not surely die: 

5 For God doth know that in the day 
ye eat thereof, then your eyes shall be 
opened, and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil 


6 And when the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food, and that it was 
leasant to the eyes, and a tree to be 
aeaired to make one wise, she took of 
the fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave 
also unto her husband with her; and 
he did eat. 


7 And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they were 
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naked; and they sewed tig leaves toge- 
ther, and made themselves aprons. 


8 And they heard the voice of the Lorn 
God walking in the garden in the. cool 
of the day: and Adam and his wife 
hid themselves from the presence of the 
Lorp God amongst the trees of the 
garden. 


Y And the Lorn God called unto Adam 
and said unto him, Where aré thou? 


10 And he said, I heard thy voice in 
the garden, and T was afraid, because 
I was naked: and I hid myself, 


11 Aud he said, Who told thee that 
thou zast naked? Hast thou eaten of 
the tree, whereof 1 commanded thee 
that thou shouldest not eat? 


12 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest to de with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat 


13 Aud the Lory God said unto the 

woman, What zs this that thou hast 
done? And the woman said, The serpent 
beguiled me, and I] did cat. 


14 And the Lon» God said unto the 
serpeut, Because thou hast done this, 
thou art cursed above all cattle, and 
above every beast of the field; upbn 
thy belly shalt thou go, and dust shalt 
thou eat all the days of thy life: 


15 And I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, and between thy seed 
and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, 
and thou shalt bruise his heel 


16 Unto the woman he said, I will 
greatly multiply thy sorrow aud thy 
conception; in sorrow thou shalt bring 
forth children; and thy desire shall be to 
thy husband, and he shall rule over thee. 


17 And unto Adam he said, Because 
thou hast hearkened unto the voice of 
thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of 
which I commanded thee, saying, Thou 
shalt not eat of it: cursed ’s the ground 
for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat 
of it all the days uf thy life; 


18 Thorns also and _ thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee; and thou shalt eat 
the herb of the field: 1; 


19 In the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground; for out of it wast thou taken: 
for dust thou art, and unto dust shalt 
thou return. 


20 And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve; because she was the mother of 
all living. 


21 Unto Adam also and to jis wife 
did the Lorn God make coats of skins, 
and clothed them, 


229 And the Lorp God said, Behold, 
the man is become as one of us, to 
know good and evil: and now, lest he 
put forth his hand, and take also of 
the tree of life, and eat, and live for 
ever: 


23 Therefore the Lory God sent him 
forth from the garden of Eden, to till 
the ground from whence he was taken 


24 So he drove out the man; and he 
placed at the east of the garden of Eden 
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Cherubims, and a flaming sword which 
turned every way, to keep the way of 
the tree of life. 


CHAPTER IV. 


ND Adam knew Eve his wife; and 
she conceived, and bare Cain, and 
said, I have gotten a man from the Lorn. 
2 And she again bare his brother Abel. 
And Abel was a keeper of sheep, but 
Cain was a tiller of the grou 
3 And in process of time it came to 
pass, that Cain brought of the fruit of 
the ground an offering unto the Lorp. 
4 And Abel, he also brought of the 
firstlings of his flock and of the fat 
thereof. And the Lorp had respect unto 
Abel and to his offering: 
6 But unto Cain and to his offering 
he had not respect. And Cain was very 
wroth, and his countenance fe 
6 And the Lorn said unto Cain, Why

8 ‘And ( Cain talked with Abel his bro- 
ther: and it came to pass, when they 
were in the field, that Cain rose up 
against Abel his brother, and slew him. 
And the Lorp said unto Cain, 
Where is Abel thy brother? And he 
gaid, Rega not: Am I my brother’s 
ee 
10 And he said, What hast thou done? 
the voice of thy brother’s blood crieth 
unto me from the ground 
11 And now art thou cursed from the 
earth, which hath opened her mouth 
ie Fecenve thy brother's blood from thy 


ne When thou tillest the ground, it 
shall not henceforth yield unto thee her 
strength; a fugitive and a vagabond 
shalt thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain said unto the Lorn, My 
punishment is greater than I can bear. 
14 Behold, thou hast driven me out 
this day from the face of the slat 
poe from thy face shall I be hid; 

I shall be a fugitive and a cagabandl ia 
the earth; and it shall come to pass 
that every one that findeth me shall 
slay me. 

15 And the Lorn said unto him, There- 


fore whosvever slayeth Cain, vengeance * 


shall be taken on him sevenfold. And 
the Lorn set a mark upon Cain, lest 
any finding him should kill him. 

16 § And Cain went out from the pre- 
sence of the Lorn, and dwelt in the land 
of Nod, on the east of Eden. 

17 And Cain knew his wife; and she 
conceived, and bare Enoch: and he 
builded a city, and called the name of 
the city, after the name of his son, 
Enoch. 

18 And unto Enoch was born Irad: and 
Trad begat Mehujacl: and Mehujael be- 

pe Methusael: and Methusael begat 


ech. 
19 T And Lamech took unto him two 
wives; the name of the one was Adah, 
and the name of the other Zillah. 
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20 And Adah bare Jabal: he was the 
father of such as dwell in tents, and. 
of such as have cattle. 

21 And his brother’s name was Jubal: 
he was the father of all such as handle 
the harp and organ. 

22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubal-cain, 
an instructer of every artitiver in brass 
and iron: and the sister of Tubal-cain 
was Naamah. 


23 And Lamech said unto his wives, 





Adah and Zillah, Hear my voice; ye ° 


wives of Lamech, hearken unto my 
speech: for I have slain a man to my 
wounding, and a young man to my hurt. 


24 If Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, 
truly Lamech seventy and sevenfold. 


25 YF And Adan ares his wife again; 
and she bare a son, and called his name 

Seth: For God, suid she, hath er laeennan 
me another seed instead of Abel, whom 
Cain slew. 


26 And to Seth, to him also there was 
born a son; and he called his name 
Enos: then began men to call upon the 
name of the Lorn.

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CHAPTER VI. 


A N Dit came to pass, when men began 
to multiply on the face of the earth,

2 That the sons of God saw the daughters 
of men that they were fair; and they 
took them wives of all which they chose. 


8 And the Lorn said, My spirit shall 
not always strive with man, for that he 
also is flesh: yet his days shall be an 
hundred and twenty years. 


4 There were giants in the earth in 
those days; and also after that, when 
the sons of God came in unto the 
daughters of men, and they bare children 
to them, the same decame mighty men 
which were of old, men of renown. 


f ¥ And Gop saw that the wickedness 
of man was great in the earth, and that 
every imagination of the Fae of his 
heart wus only evil continually. 


6 And it repented the Lor» that he 
had made man on the earth, and it 
grieved him at his heart. 


7 And the Lorn said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created from the 
face of the earth; beth man, and beast, 
and the creeping thing, and the fowls 
of the air; for it repenteth me that I 
have made thei. 


% But Noah found grace in the eyes 
of the Lorn. 


9 ¥ These are the generations of Noah: 
Noah was a just man and perfect in his 
generations,and Noah walked with God. 


10 And Noah begat three sons, Shem, 
Ham, and Japheth. 


11 The earth also was corrupt before 
God, and the earth was filled with 
violence. 


12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behold, it was corrupt; for all flesh 
had corrupted his way upon the earth. 


13 And God said unto Noah, The end 
of all flesh is come before me; for the 
earth is tilled with violence through them; 
and, behold, I will destroy them with 
the earth. 


14 § Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make in the 
ark, and shalt pitch it within and with- 
out with pitch. 


15 And this is the paler which thou 
shalt make it of: The length of the ark 
shal be three hundred cubits, the 
breadth of it fifty cubits, and the height 
of it thirty cubits. 


16 A window shalt thou make to the 
ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish it 
above; and the door of the ark shalt 
thou set in the side thereof; with lower, 
second, and third stories shalt thou 
make it. 


17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring a 
flood of waters upon the earth, to de- 
stroy all flesh, wherein is the breath of 
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life, from under heaven; and every thing 
_ that is in the earth shall dic. 


18 But with thee will I establish my 
covenant; and thou shalt come into the 
ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, 
and thy sons’ wives with thee. 


19 And of every ad thing of all 
flesh, two of every sort shalt thou bring 
into the ark, to keep them alive with 
thee ; they shall be male and female. 


20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creep- 
ing thing of the earth after his kind, 
two of every sort shall come unto thee, 
to keep them alive. 


21 And take thou unto thee of all food 
that is eaten, and thou shalt gather it 
to thee; and it shall be for food for 
thee, and for them. 


22 Thus did Noah; according to all 
that God commanded him, so did he. 


CHAPTER VIL 


ND the Lorn said unto Noah, Come 

thou and all thy house into the ark ; 
for thee have I seen righteous before 
me in this generation. 


2 Of every clean beast thou shalt take 
to thee by sevens, the male and_ his 
female: and of beasts that are not clean 
by two, the male and his female. 


3 Of fowls also of the air by SEVELIS, 
the male and the female; to keep seed 
alive upon the face of all the earth. 


4 For yet seven days, and I will cause 
it to rain upon the earth forty days 
and forty nights; and every living su 
stance that I have made will I destroy 
from off the face of the carth. 


5 And Noah did according unto all 
that the Lory commanded him. 


6 And Noah was six hundred years 
old when the food of waters was upon 
the earth. 


7 4 And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him, into the ark, because of the wa- 
ters of the flood. 


8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of every 
thing that creepeth upon the earth, 


9 There went ine two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
temale, as God had commanded Noah. 


10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood were 
upon the earth. 


19 In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the same 
day were all the fountains of the great 
deep broken up, and the windows of 
heaven were opened. 
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12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 


18 In the selfsame day entered Noah, 
and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, the 
sons of Noah, and Noah’s wife, and the 
three wives of his sons with them, into 
the ark; 

14 They, and ever 
kind, and all the cattle after their kind, 
and every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth after his kind, and every 
fowl after his kind, every bird of every 
sort. 


15 And they went in unto* Noah into 


beast after his 


- the ark, two and two of all flesh, wherein 


is the breath of life. 


16 And they that went in, went in male 
and female of all flesh, as God had com- 
manded him: and the Lorn shut him in. 


17 And the flood was forty days upon 
the earth; and the waters increased, and 
bare up the ark, and it was lift up above 
the earth. 


18 And the waters prevailed, and were 
increased greatly upon the earth; and 
the ark went upon the face of the waters. 


19 And the waters prevailed exceed- 
ingly upon the earth; and all the high 
hills that were under the whole heaven, 
were covered. 


20 Fifteen cubits upward did the waters 
prevail; and the mountains were covered. 


21 And all flesh died that moved upon 
the earth, both of fowl, and of cattle, 
and of beast, and of every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth, and every 
man: 


2? All in whose nostrils was the breath 
of ue of all that was in the dry land, 
ied. 


23 And every living substance was 
destroyed which was upon the face of 
the ground, both man, and cattle, and 
the preepine things, and the fowl of the 
heaven; and they were destroyed from 
the earth: and Noah only remained alive, 
and they that were with him in the ark. 


24 And the waters prevailed upon the 
earth an hundred and fifty days. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Ae? God remembered Noah, and 
every living thing, and all the cattle * 
that was with him in the ark: and God 
made a wind to pass over the earth, 
and the waters asswaged; 


2 The fountains also of the deep and 
the windows of heaven were stopped, 
and the rain from heaven was re- 
strained; 


3 And the waters returned from off 
the earth continually: and after the end 
of the hundred and fifty days the waters 
were abated. 


4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
month, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the mountains of Ararat. 
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5 And the waters decreased continuall 
until the tenth month: in the tent 
month, on the first day of the month, 
wore the tops of the mountains seen. 


6 4 And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days, that Noah opened the window 
of the ark which he had made: 


7 And he sent forth a raven, which 
weut forth to and fro, until the waters 
were dried up from off the earth. 


8 Also he sent forth a dove from him, 
to see if the waters were abated from 
off the face-of the ground; 


) But the dove found no rest for the 
sule of her foot, and she returned unto 
him into the ark, for the waters were 
on the face of the whole earth: then he 
put forth his hand, and toak her, and 
pulled her in unto ‘him into the ark. 


10 And he stayed yet other seven days; 
and again he sent forth the duve out of 
the ark; 


11 And the dove came in to him in 
the evening; and, lo, in her mouth was 
an olive leat pluckt off: so Noah knew 
that the waters were abated from off 
the earth. 


12 And he stayed Phas other seven days; 
and sent forth the dove; which returned 
not again unto him any more. 


13 § And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the first 
month, the tirst day of the month, the 
waters were dricd up from off the earth : 
and Noah removed the covering of the 
ark, and looked, and, behvld, the face 
of the ground was dry. 


14 And in the second month, on the 
seven and twentieth day of the month, 
was the earth dried.

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18 Y And the sons of Noah, that went 
forth of the ark, were Shem, and Ham 
and Japheth: and Ham is the father of 
Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of Noah: 
and 4 them was the whole earth over- 
spread.

19 And the border of the Canaanites 
was from Sidon, as thou comest to 
Gerar, unto Gaza; as thou goest, unto 
Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Admah, 
and Zeboim, even unto Lasha, - 

20 These are the sons of Ham, after 
their families, after their tongues, in © 
their countries, and in their nations, 

21 § Unto Shem also, the father of all 
the children of Eber, the brother of 
Japheth the elder, even to him were 
children born. 

22 The children of Shem; Elam, and 
Asshur, and Arphaxad, and Lud, and 


ram. 

23 And the children of Aram; Uz, and 
Hul, and Gether, and Mash. 

24 And Arphaxad begat Salah; and 
Salah begat Eber. 

25 And unto Eber were born two sons: 
the name of one was Peleg; for in his 
days was the earth divided; and his 
brother’s name was Joktan.

14 And the anger of the Lorn was 
kindled against Moses, and he said, /s 
not Aaron the Levite thy brother? | 
know that he can speak well. And also, 
behold, he cometh forth to meet thee: 
and when he seeth thee, he will be glad 
in his heart. 


15 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
and put words in his mouth: and Tow ill 
be with thy mouth, and with his mouth, 
and will teach you what ye shall do. 


16 And he shall be thy ane 
unto the people: and he shall be, even 
he shall be to thee instead of a mouth, 


and thou shalt be to him instead of 


Gad. 


17 And thou shalt take this rod in 
thine hand, wherewith thou shalt do 
signs. 


18 § And Moses went and returned 
to Jethro his father in law, and said 
unto him, Let me go, J pray thee, and 
return unto my brethren which are in 
Kgypt, and see whether they be yet. 
alive. And Jethro said to Moses, Go in 
peace. 


19 And the Lorn said unto Moses in 
Midian, Go, return into eel a for all 
the men are dead which sought thy life. 


20 And Moses tovk his wife and his 
sons, and set them upon an Ass, and he 
returned to the land of HKgypt: and 
Moses took the rod of Grodin his hand. 


21 And the Lorn said unto Moses, 
When thou goest to return into Key pt, 
see that thou do all thuse wonders 
before Pharaoh, which I have put in 
thine hand: but 1 will harden his heart, 
that he shall not let the peuple go. 


22 And thou shalt ah unto Pharaoh, 
Thus saith the Lorn, Israel zs my son, 
even my firstborn: 


23 And I say unto thee, Let my son 

go, that he may serve me: and if thou 
refuse to let him go, behold, 1 will slay 
thy son, even thy firstborn. 


24 4 And it came to pass by the way 
in the inn, that the Lory met him, and 
sought to kill him., 
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25.Then Zipporah took a sharp stone, 

and cut off the foreskin of her gon, and 
cast it at his feet, and said, Surely a 
bloody husband art thou to me. 


26 So he let hin go: then she said, A 
bloody husband thou art, because of 
the circumcision. 


27 F And the Lorp said to Aaron, Go 
into the wilderness to meet Moses. And 
he went, and met him in the mount of 
God, and kissed him. 


28 And Moses told Aaron all the words 
of the Lorn who had sent him, and all 
ine signs which he had commanded

29 4 And Moses and Aaron went and 
gathered together all the elders of the 
children of Israel: 


30 And Aaron spake all the words 
Which the Loro had spoken unto Moses, 
and did the signs in the sight of the 
people. 


31 And the people believed: and when 
they heard that the Lorp had visited 
the children of Israel, and that he had 
looked upon their affliction, then they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. 


CHAPTER V. 


ND afterward Moses and Aaron

6 And Pharaoh said, Behold, the people 
of the land now are many, and ye make 
them rest from their burdens. 


6 And Pharagh commanded the same 
day the taskmasters of the people, and 
their officers, saying, 


7 Ye shall no more give the people 
straw to make brick, as heretofore: let 
them go and gather straw for themselves. 


8 And the tale of the bricks, which 
they did make heretofore, ye shall lay 
upon them; ye shall not diminish ought 
thereof: tor they be idle; therefore they 
cry, saying, Let us go and sacritice to 
our God 

9 Let there more work be laid upon 
the meu, that they may labour therein; 
and let them not regard vain words. 


10 § And the taskmasters of the yeonle 
went out, and their officers, and they

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spake to the people, saying, Thus saith 
haraoh, I will not give you straw. 


11 Go ye, get you straw where ye can 
find it: yet not ought of your work shall 
be diminished. 


12 So the pe one ware ocd abroad 
throughout all the land of Egypt to 
gather stubble instead of straw. 


18 And the taskmasters hasted them, 
saying, Fulfil your works, your daily 
tasks, as when there was straw. 


14 And the officers of the children of 
Israel, which Pharavh’s taskmasters had 
set over them, were beaten, uzd demand- 
ed, Wherefore have ye not. fultilled 
your task in making brick both yester- 
day and to day, as heretofore? 


15 § Then the officers of the children 
of Israel came and cried unto Pharaoh, 
saying, Wherefore dealest thou thus 
with thy servants? 


16 There is no straw given unto thy 

servants, and they say to us, Make 
brick: and, behold, thy servants are 
beaten; but the fault zs in thine own 
people. 


17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are idle : 
therefore ye say, Let us go and du sacri- 
tice to the Lor». 


18 Go therefore nuw, and work; for 
there shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 


19 And the officers of the children of 
Israel did see thut they were in evil 
cause, after it was suid, Ye shall not 
minish ought from your "bricks of your 
daily task. 


20 § And they met Moses and Aaron, 
who stood in the way, as they came 
forth from Pharaoh: 


21 And they said unto them, The Lorn 
look upon you, and judge; because ye 
have made our savour to be abhorred 
in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes 
of his servants, to put a sword in their 
hand to slay us. 


22 And Moses returned unto the Lorn, 
and said, Lord, wherefore hast thou so 
evil entreated this pe ople ? why is it 
that thou hast sent me; 


23 For since I came to Pharaoh to 
speak in thy name, he hath done evil 
to this people; neither hast thou de- 
livered thy people at alb 


CHAPTER VI.

your God, which bringeth you out from 
under the burdens of the Egyptians. 


% And I will bring you in unto the 
land, concerning the which I did swear 
tu give it to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob; and T will give it you for an 
heritage: | am the Lain, 

9 § And Moses spake so unto the 
children of Iyrael: but they hearkened 
not unto Moses for anguish of spirit, 
and for cruel bondage. 

10 And the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
Rily Mg, 

1] Go in, speak unto Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, that he let the children of Is- 
reel go out of his land. 


12 And Moses spake before the Lorn. 
saying, Behold, the children of Israel 
have not hearkened untu me; how then 
shall Pharaoh hear me, who am of 
uncircumcised lips ? 


13 And the Lon» spake unto Moses 
aud unto Aaron, and gave them a 
charge unto the children of Israel, and 
unto Pharavh king of Egypt, to bring 
the children of Israel out of the land 
of Egypt. 

J4 9 These de the heads of their fa- 
thers’ houses: ‘The sons of Reuben the 
firstborn of Israel; Hlanoch, and Pallu, 
Ilezron, nud Carmi: these be the tami- 
hes of Reuben. 


1H And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, 
id damin, and Ohad, and Jachin, and 
Zohar, and Shaul the son of a Canaan- 
itish won: these are the families of

16 9 And these are the names of the 
suns of Levi according to their gene- 
rations; Gershon, and Kohath, and

{18 And the sons of Kohath; Amram, 
and Izhar, and Hebron, and Uzziel: and 
the vears of the lite of Kuhath were an 
hundred thirty and three years. 

19 And the sons of Merari; Mahali 
and Mushi: these are the families of 
Levi according to their generations. 


20 And Amram tvok him Jochebed 
his father’s sister to wife; and she bare 
him Aaron aud Moses: and the years 
of the lite of Amram were an hundred 
ae thirty and seven years. 

1 4 And the sons of Izhar; Korah, 
ad Nepheg, and Zithri.

28 And Aaron took him Elisheba, 
daughter of Amminadab, sister of Naa- 
shon, to wife; and she bare him Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar.

27 ‘These are they which spake to 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring out 
the children of Israel from Egypt: 
these are that Moses and Aaron. 


28 9 And it came to pass on the day 
when the Lorn spake unto Moses in 
the land of Egypt,

unto Pharaoh king of Egypt all that I 
say unto thee. 


80 And Moses said before the Lorp 
Behold, Lam of uncircumcised lips, and 
how shall Pharavh hearken unto me?

7 And Moses wae fuurscore years old, 
and Aaron fyurscore and three years 
old, when they spake unto Pharaoh. 


84 And the Lory spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 


9 When Pharaoh shall speak ant 
you, saying, Shew a miracle for 
then thou shalt say unto Aaron, ' ake 
thy rod, and cast it befure Pharaoh, 
and it ahall become a serpent. 
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10 €¢ And Moses and Aaron went in 
unto Pharaoh, and they did so as the 
Lorp had commanded: and Aaron cast 
down his rod before Pharaoh, and hbe- 
fore hia servants, and it became a 
serpent. 

11 Then Pharaoh also called the wise 
men and the sorcerers: now the m 5 
cians of Egypt, they also did in li 
manner with their enchantments. 

12 For:they cast down every man his 
rod, and they became serpents: but 
Aaron’s rod swallowed up their rods. 

13 And he hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
that he hearkened not unto them; as 
the Lorp had said. 

14 ¥ And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Pharavh’s heart is hardened, he refu- 
seth to let the people go. 

15 Get thee unto Pharaoh in the 
morning; lo, he goeth out unto the 


water; and thou shalt stand by the 


river’s brink against he come; and the 
rod which was turned to a serpent 
shalt thou take in thine hand. 


16 And thou shalt say unto him, The 
Lorp God of the Hebrews hath sent 
me unto thee, saying, Let my people 
go, that they may serve me in the wil- 
derness: and, behold, hitherto thou 
wouldest not hear.

18 And the fish that zs in the river 
shall die, and the river shall stink; ane 
the Egyptians shall lothe to drink of 
the water of the river. 

19 § And the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and 
oe h out thine hand upon the waters 
of Egypt, upon their streams, upon: 
their rivers, and upon their ponds, and 
upon all their a of water, that they 
may become blood; and that ‘there may 
be blood throughout all the land of 
Egypt, both in vessels of wood, and in 
vessels of stone. 

20 And Moses and Aaron did $0, as 
the Lorn commanded; and he lifted up 
the rod, and smote ‘the waters that 
were in the river, in the sight of Pha- 
raoh, and in the sight of his servants; 
and all the waters that were in the 
river were turned to blood. 

21 And the fish that as in the river 
died; and the river stank, and the 
Egy tians could not drink of the water 

the river; and there was blood 
creruenuat all the land of Egypt. 


22 And the magicians of Egypt did so 
with their enchantments: and Pha- 
raoh’s heart was hardened, neither did 
he hearken unto them; as the Lorp 
had said. 

23 And Pharaoh turned and went into 
his house, neither did he set his heart 
to this also. 

24 And all the Egyptians digged round 
about the river for water to drink; for 
they could not drink of the water of 
the river. 
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25 And seven da aye were fulfilled, after 
that the Lorn had smitten the river. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


ND the Lorp spake unto Moses, 

Go unto Pharaoh, and say unto 
him, ‘Thus saith the Lorn, Let my people 
gu, that they may serve me.

8 { ‘Then Pharoh called for Moses and 
Aaron, and said, Intreat the Loro, that 
he may take away the frogs from me, 
and from my peanle and I will let the 
people go, that they muy do sacrifice 
unto the Lorn. 


Y And Moses said unto Pharaoh, Glory 
over me: when shall J intreat for thee, 
and for thy servants, and for thy people, 
to destroy the frogs from thee and thy 
houses, thut they may remain in the 
river only ? 


10 And he said, To morrow. And he 
snid, Be it according tu thy word: that 
thou inayest know that there ex none 
like unto the Lorp our God. 


11 And the frogs shall depart from 
thee, and trum thy houses, and trom 
thy servants, and from thy people: they 
shall remain in the river only. 


12 And Moses and Aaron went out 
from Pharaoh: and Moses eried unto the 
Lorn because of the frogs which he had 
brought against Pharaoh. 


13 And the Lorn did according to the 
word of Moses; and the frogs died out 
of the houses, out of the Villages, and 
out of the fields 

14 And they gathered them together 
upon heaps: and the land stank. 

15 But when Pharaoh saw that there 
was respite, he hardened his heart, and 
hearkened not unto them; as the Lor» 
had said. 

16 § And the Lorn gaid unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Stretch out thy rod, 
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and smite the dust of the land, that it 
may become lice throughout all the land 
UB pt. 

17 And they did so; for Aaron stretched 
out his hand with "his rod, and smote 
the dust of the earth, and it became 
lice in man, and in beast; all the dust 
of the land became lice throughout all 
the land of Egypt. 


18 And the magicians did so with their 
enchantments to bring forth lice, but 
they could not: so there were lice upon 
nan, and upon beast. 


19 Then the an sae said unto Pha- 
raoh, This zs the finger of God: and 
Pharaoh's heart Was hardened, and he 
hearkened not unto them; as the Lorn 
had said. 


20 § And the Lorn said unto Moses, 

lise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Pharaoh; lo, he cometh forth to 
the water; and say unto him, Thus 
saith the Lorn, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me. 


21 Else, if thou wilt not let my peo ue 
go, behold, I will send swarms of Jt 
upon thee, and upon thy servants, anal 
upon thy peuple, and into thy houses: 


- and the houses of the Egyptians shall 


be full of swarms of fies, and also the 
ground whereon they ure. 


22 And T will sever in that day the 
land of Goshen, in which my people 
dwell, that no swarms of fies shall be 
there; tu the end thou mayest know 
th: aM am the Lor» inthe midst of the 
earth 


23 And I will put a division between 
ny people and thy people: to morrow 
shall this sign be. 


24 And the Lorn did so; and there 
eame a grievous swarm of fies into 
the house of Pharaoh, and eto his ser- 
vants’ houses, and into all the land of 
Egypt: the land was corrupted by reason 
of the swarin of lies. 


2) § Aud Pharaoh called for Moses 
and tor Aaron, and said, Go ye, sacri- 
fice to your God in the land. 


26 And Moses said, It is not meet so 
to do; for wa shall sacrifice the abomi- 
nation of the Egyptians to the Lorp 
our God: to, shall we sacrifice the abomi- 
nation of the Egyptians before their 
eyes, and will they not stone us? 


27 We will go three days’ journey 
intu the wilderness, and sacrifice tu the 
Lorp our God, as he shall command us. 


28 And Pharaoh said, I will let you 
gu, that ye may sac rifice to the Lorn 
your God in the wilderness; only ye 
shall not go very far away: intreat 
for me. 


29 And Moses said, Behold, I go out 
from thee, and I will intreat the Lorp 
that the swarms of flies may depart 
from Pharaoh, from his servants, ‘and 
from his people, tu morrow: but let not 
Pharaoh deal deceitfully any more in 
not letting the people go to sacrifice to 
the Lorn.

And the heart of Pharaeh 
was hardened, and he did not let the 
people go. 

8 9 And the Lorn said unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, 
ashes of the furnace, and lect Moses 
sprinkle it toward the heaven in the 
sight of Pharagvh. 


9 And it shall become small dust in 
all the land of Egypt, and shall be a 
boil breaking forth with bluins upon 
man, and upon beast, throughout all 
the land of Heypt. 


10 And they took ashes of the fur- 
nace, and stood before Pharaoh; and 
Moses sprinkled it up toward heaven; 
and it became a_ boil breaking forth 
with blains upon man, und upon beast. 


11 And the magicians could not stand 
before Moses because of the boils; for 
the boil was upon the magicians, and 
upon all the Egyptians. 


12 And the Lorn hardened the heart 
of Pharaoh, and he hearkened nut unto 
them; as the Lorn had gpoken unto 
Moses. 


13 § And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Pharaoh, and say unto him, 
Thus saith the Lorn God of the He- 
brews, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 

14 For I will at this time send all my 
plagues upon thine heart, and upon 
thy servants, and upon thy people; 


Take to you handfuls of 
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EXODUS, IX. 
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that thou mayest, know that here is 
none like me in all the earth. 


15 For now I will stretch out my hand, | 
that I may smite thee and thy eople 
with pestilence; and thou shalt be cut 
off from the earth’ 


16 And in very deed for this cause 
have I raised thee up, for to shew in 
thee my power; and that my name 
may be Acclared throughout all the 
earth. 


17 As yet exaltest thou thyself against 
my people, that thou wiltnot let them go? 


18 Behold, to morrow about this time 
I will cause it to rain a very grievous 
hail, such as hath not been in Egypt 


since thg foundation thereof even until

d 


19 therefore now, and gather thy 

cattle, and all that thou hast in the 
field; for won every man and beast 
which shall be found in the field, and 
shall not be brought home, the hail 
shall come down upon them, and they 
shall die. 


20 He that feared the word of the 
Loxp among the servants of Pharaoh 
made his servants and his cattle flee 
into the houses: 


21 And he that regarded not the word 
of the Lorn left his servants and his 
cattle in the field. 


22.9 And the Lorn said unto Moses, 

Stretch forth thine hand toward hea- 
ven, that there may be hail in all the 
land of igypt, upon man, and upon 
beast, and upon every herb of the field, 
throughout t e land of Egypt. 


23 And Moses stretched forth his rod 
toward heaven: and the Lorn sent 
thunder and hail, and the fire ran along 
upon the ground: and the Lorn rained 
hail upon the land of Egypt. 


24 So there was hail, and fire mingled 
with the hail, very grievous, such as 
there was none like it in all the land 
of Egypt since it became a nation. 


25 And the hail smote throughout all 
the land of Egypt all that was in the 
field, both man and beast; and the hail 
sinote every herb of the field, and brake 
every tree of the field. 


26 Only in the land of Goshen, where 
ees of Israel were, was there 
no hai 


27 §¢ And Pharaoh sent, and called 
for Muses and Aaron, and said unto 
them, I have sinned this time: the 
Lorn is righteous, and I and my people 
are wicked. 


28 Intreat the Lorp (for : is enough) 
that there be no gore mig hty thunder- 
ings and hail; and I will let you go, 
and ye shall stay no lunger. 


20 And Moses said unto him, As soon 
as 1 am gone out of the city, I will 
spread abroad my hands unto the Lorn; 
and the thunder shall cease, neither 
shall there be any more hail; that thou 
mayest know how that the earth is the 
Lorv’s.

4 Else, if thou refuse to let iny people 
o, behold, to morrow will I bring the 
veusts into thy coast:

the earth, that one cannot be able to 
see the earth: and they shall eat the 
residue of that which is escaped, which 
reinuineth unto you from the hail, and 
shall eat every tree which grow eth for 
you out of the field: 


6 And they shall fill thy houses, and 
the houses of al] thy servants, and the 
houses of all the Egyptians; which 
neither thy fathers, nor thy fathers’ 
fathers have seen, since the day that 
they were upon the earth unto this day. 
And he turned himself, and went out 
from Pharaoh. 

7 And Pharaoh's servants said unto 
him, How long shall this inan be a snare 
unto us? let the men go, that they may 
serve the Lorp their God: knowest thou 
not yet that Egypt is destroyed ? 


§ And Moses and Aaron were brought 

again unto Pharach: and he said unto 
them. Go, serve the Lorp your God: 
but who are they that shall go? 


And Moses said, We will go with 
our young and with our old, with our 
sons and with our daughters. with our 
flocks and with our herds will we go;

21 9 And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand toward heaven, 
that there may be darkness over the 
land of Egypt, even darkness which 
may be felt. 

22 And Moses stretched forth his hand 
toward heaven; and there was a thick 
darkness in all'the land of Egypt three 
days: 

23 They saw not one another, neither 
ruse any from his place for three days: 
but all the children of Israel had hight 
in their dwellings. 

24 9 And Pharaoh called unto Moses, 
and said, Gu ye, serve the Lorn; only 
let your ‘flocks and your herds be stay- 
ed: let your little ones also go with

25 ‘And Moses said, Thou must give 
us alsu sacrifices and burnt offerings, 
that we may sacrifice unto the Lor» 
our (rod. 


EXODUS, XI.

14 And this day shall be unto you for 
a memorial; and ie shall keep it a feast 
to the Lorp throug 10ut your generations; 
ye shall keep it a feast by an ordinance 
for ever.

36 And the Lorn gave the people fa- 
vour in the sight of the Kgyptianes , 80 
that they lent unto them such things 
as they required. And they spoiled the 
Egy ptians. 

37 9 And the children of Israel jour- 
neyed from Rameses to Succoth, about 
six hundred thousand on foot that were 
ey beside children. 

8 And a mixed multitude went up 
ies with them; and flocks, and herds, 
evew very much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened cakes 
of the dough which they brought forth 
out of Kgypt, for it was not leavened; 
because they were thrust out of Eg pt, 
and could not tarry, neither had they 
prepared fur themselves any victual. 

40 9 Now the sojourning of the chil- 
dren of Israel, who dwelt in Keypt, 
was four hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it came to pass at the end of 
the four hundred and thirty years, even 
the selfsame day it came to pass, that 
all the hosts of the Lory went out 
from the land of kgypt. 

42 It 2s a night to be much observed 
unto the Lorp for bringing them out 
from the land of Egypt: this zs that 
night of the Lorn to be observed of 
all the children of Israel in their ge- 
nerations.

17 4 And it came to pass, when Pha- 
raoh had let the people go, that God 
led them not through the way of the 
land of the Philistines, although that 
was near; tor Goud said, Lest peradven- 
ture the people ent. when they see 
war, and the rn to Egypt: 


18 But God led the pe oye about, 
through the way of the wildernéss of 
the Ned sea: and the children of Israel 
went up harnessed out of the land of 
ligy pt. 


19 And Moses took the bones of Joeeps 
with him: for he had sey sworn t 
children of rie saying, God willsurely 
visit you; and ye shall carry up my 
bones away hence with you. 


20 § And they took their journey from 
Suceoth, and encamped in Etham, in 
the edge of the wilderness. 


2! And the Lorp went before them by 
day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them 
the way; and by night in a pillar of 
tire, to give them light; to go by day 
and night: 


2 He took not away the pillar or the 
oul by day nor the Due of fire by 
night, /rom betore the people. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


A soy the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they turn and encamp before Pi- 
hahiroth, between Migdol and the sea, 
over against Baal-zephon: before it shall 
ye encamp by the sea. 

3 For Pharaoh will say of the children 
of Israel, ‘They are entangled in the 
land, the ‘wilderness hath shut them in.

11 And they said unto Moses, Be- 
cause there were no graves in Kgypt, 
hast thou taken us away to (lie in the

> Ts not this the word that we did 
tell thee in Egypt, y ing, Let us alone, 
that we may serve the igy ptians? For 
it had been better for us to serve the 
Egyptians, than that we should die in 
the wilderness. 


13 ¥ And Moses said unto the people, 

Fear ye not, stand still, and see the 
salvation of ‘the Lorn, which he will 
shew to you to day: for the Kgy ptians 
whom ye have seen to day, ye shall 
see them again no more for ever. 


14 The Lorp shall fight for you, and 
ye shall hold your peace. 

15 § And the Lorn said unto Moses, 
Wherefore criest thou unto me? speak 
untu the children of Israel, that they 
go forward: 

16 But lift thou up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, 
and divide it: and the children of Is- 
rae] shall go on dry ground through 
the midst of the sea. 


17 And I, behold, I will harden the 
hearts of the Egyptians, and they shall 
follow them: and I will get me honour 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, 
unr his chariots, and upon his horse- 


"8 ‘And the Egyptians shall know that 
I am the Lorn, when I have gotten me 
honour upon Pharaoh, upon his cha- 
riots, and upon his horsemen. 

19 § And the angel of God, which 
went befvre the camp of Israel, removed 
and went behind them; and the pillar 
of the cloud went frum before their 
face, and stood behind them: 


20 And it came between the camp of 

the Egyptians and the camp of Israel; 
and it was a cloud and darkness to 
them, but it gave light by night to 
these: 80 that the one came not near 
the other all the night. 

21 And Moses stretched out his hand 
over the sea; and the Lor» caused the 
sea to go back by a strong east wind 
all that night, and made the sea dry 
land, and the waters were divided. 

22 And the children of Israel went 
into the midst of the sea upon the dry

ground: and the waters were a wall 
unto them on their right hand, and on 
their left. 

23 ¥ And the Egyptians pursued, and 
went in after them to the midst of the 
sea, even all Pharach’s horses, his cha- 
riots, and his horsemen. 

24 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning watch the Lorp looked unto 
the host of the Egyptians through the 
pillar of fire and of the cloud, and 
troubled the host of the Egyptians, 


25 And took off their chariot wheels, 
that they drave them heavily: so that 
the Egyptians said, Let us flee from 
the face of Israel; for the Lorp fighteth 
for them against the Egyptians. 

26 4 And the Lorn said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thjgp hand over the sea, 
that the watgg@iy come again upon 
the Egyptian pon their chariots, and 
upon their horsemen. 

97 And Moses stretched forth his hand 
over the sea, and the sea returned to 
his strength when the morning appear- 
ed; and the Egyptians fled against it; 
and the Lorn overthrew the Lgyptians 
in the midst of the sea. 

28 And the waters returned, and cover- 
ed the chariots, and the horsemen, 
and all the host of Pharaoh that came 
into the sea after them; there remained 
not so much as ove of them. 

29 But the children of Israel walked 
upon dry dand in the midst of the sea; 
and the waters were a wall unto them 
on their right hand, and on their left. 

80 Thus the Lorp saved Israel that 
day out of the hand of the Egyptians; 
and Israel saw the Egyptians‘dead upon 
the sea shore. 

31 And Israel saw that great work 
which the Lorp did upon the Egyp- 
tians: and the people feared the Lorn, 
and believed the Lorn, and his servant 
Moses.

30, -And there were eight boards; ‘and 
their sockets were sixteen sockets of 
silver, pnder every board two sockets,

five for the boards of the one side of 
the tabernacle, 


32 And five bars for the boards of the 

other side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for the boards of the tabernacle 
fur the sides westward. 


33° And he made the middle bar to 
shoot through the boards from the one 
end to the other. 


34 And he ‘overlaid the boards with 
geld, and made their rings of gold to 
be places for the bars, and overlaid the 
bars with gold. 


d0 9 And he made a vail of blue, and 
purple , and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen: with cherubims made he it of 
cunning work. 


36 And he made thereunto four pillars 
af shittim wood, and overlaid them with 
gold: their hooks were of gold; and he 
cast for them four sockets of silver. 


7 9 And he made an banging for the 
Fee wle door of blue, and, purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen, of 
necdlework; 


38 And the five pillars of it with their 
hooks: and he overlaid their chapiters 
anid their fillets with gold: but their 
live suckets were of brass. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 


ND Bezaleel made the ark of shittim 

wood: two cubits and # half was 
the length of it, and a cubit and a half 
the breadth of it, and a cubit and a 
half the height of it: 


2 And he overlaid it with pure gold 
within and without, and made a crown 
of gold to it round about. 

8 And he cast for it four rings of gold, 
to be set by the four corners of it: even 
two rings upon the one side of it, and 
two rings upon the other side of jit. 


4 And he made staves of shittim wood, 
ous overlaid them with gold.

7 And he made two cherubims of gold, 
beaten out of one piece made he them, 
on the two ends of the mercy seat; 


% One cherub on the end on this side, 
and another cherub on the other end 
on that side: out of the mercy seat 
made he the cherubims on the two ends 
thereof. 

9 And the cherubims spre: id out ther 
wings on high, and covered with their 
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wings over the mercy seat, with their 
faces one to another; even to the mercy 
seatward were the faces of the cheru- 
bims. 

10 F And he made the table of shittim 
wood: two cubits was the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the height thereof: 


11 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
and made thereunto a crown of gold 
romnd about. 


12 Also he made thereunto a border 
of an handbreadth round about? and 
made a crown of gold tor the border 
thereot round about. 


13 And he east for it four rings of gold, 
and put the rings upon the four corners 
that were in the four ‘feet thereof. 

14 Over against the border were the 
rings, the places for the staves to bear 
the table. 


1 And he made the staves of shittin 
wood, and overlaid them with gold, to 
bear the table. 

16 And he made the vessels which 
were upon the table, his dishes, and tis 
spoons, and hits bowls, and his covers 
tu cover withal, of pure gold. 


17 4 And he made the candlestick of 


pure gold: ef beaten work made he 
the candlestick; his shaft, and his braneh, 
his bowls, his knops , and his flowers, 
were of the same: 


IX And six branches going out of the 
sides thereof; three branches of the 
candlestick out of the one side the reo, 
and three branches of the candlestic rn 
ont of the other side thereof: 


(9 Three bowls made after the fishton 
of almonds mo one braneh, a knop and 
a flower; and three bowls made like 
ahbnonds in another branch, ao knop 
and a flower: so throughout the six 
branches guing out of the candlestick, 


20 And in the candlestick were four 
bowls made like almonds, his kuops, 
wil his flowers: 


24 And a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, anda hoop under 
two branches of the same, according to 
thé six branches going out of it 


22 Their knops and their branehes were 
of the same: all of it was one beaten 
work of pure gold. 


23> And he made his seven hunps, and 
his snuffers, and his suuffdishes, of pure 
gold. 


24 Of a talent of pure gold made he 
it, and all the vessels thereof: 


25 EF And he made the incense altar 

of shittim wood: the length of it acs 
a cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; 
it was foursquare; and two cubits vas 
the height of it; the horns thereof were 
of the sume. 


26 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
both the top of it, and the sides there- 
of round about, and the horns of it: 
also he made unto it a crown of gold 
round about. 
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97 And he made two rings of gold for 
it under the crown thereof, by the two 
corners of it, upon the two sides there- 
of, to be places for the staves to bear 
it withal. 


28 And he made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 


29 4 And be made the holy anointing 
ail, and the pure incense of sweet spices, 
according to the work of the apothecary. 





CHAPTER XXXVIIL 


A he made the altar of burnt 
offering of shittim wood: five cubits 
was the length thereof, and tive cubits 
the breadth thereot; 24 was foursquare ; 
and three cubits the height thereof.

8 | And he made the laver of brags, 
and the foot. of it of brass, of the looking- 
glasses of dhe wamen assembling, which 
assembled af the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

9 9 And he made the court: on the 
south side southward the hangings of 
the court were of fine twined linen, an 
hundred eubits: 


10'Pheir pillars were twenty, and their, 
brasen sockets tweity; the 1ooks of the: 
pillars and their fillets were of silver. 
ff And for the north side the Aangings 
were un hundred cubits, their pillars 
were twenty, and their sockets of brass 
twenty; the hooks of the ptllars and 
their lillets of silver. 


12 And for the west side were hang- 
ings of fifty ¢ ubits, their pillars ten, and 
their sockets ten; the hooks of the pillars 
and their tillets af silver. 


13 And for the east side castward fifty 
cubits. 

14 The hangings of the one side of 
the qate were fifteen cubits; their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 


1h And for the other side of the court 
gate, on this hand and that hand, sere 
hangings of fifteen cubits; their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 
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16 All the hangings of the court round 
about were of fine twined linen. 


au And the sockets for the pillars were . 


brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
tl eir fillets of silver; and the overlay- 
ing of their chapiters of silver; and all 
the pillars of the court were filleted with 
silver. 
18 And the hanging for the gate of 
the court was needlework, of blue, and 
urple, and scarlet and fine twined 
laen: fad twenty cubits was the length, 
and the height in the breadth was five 
cubits, answerable to the hangings of 
the court. 


19 And their pillars were four, and 

their sockets of brass fuur; their huoks 

of silver, and the overlaying of their 
apiters and their fillets of silver. 


90 And all the pins of the tabernacle, 
and of the court round about, were of 
brass. 


21 Y This is the sum of the tabernacle, 
even of the tabernacle of testimony, as 
it was counted, according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, for the service of 
the Levites, by the hand of Ithamar, 
son to Aaron the priest. 


2? And Bezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, made 
all that the Lorn commanded Moses. 


23 Aude with him vas Aholiab, son of 

Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, an 
engraver, and a cunning workinan, and 
an embroiderer in blue, and in purple, 
and in scarlet, and fine linen. 


24 All the gold that Ui occupied for 
the work in all the work of thie holy 
place, even the gold of the offering, was 
twenty and nine taleuts, and seven 
hundred and thirty ‘shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary. 


25 And the silver of them that were 
numbered of the congregation wus an 
hundred talents, and a thousand seven 
hundred and threescore and fifteen she- 
kels, after the shekel of the sanctuary : 


26 A bekah for every man, that ts, 
half a shekel, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for every one that went to 
be numbered, from twenty years old 
sand upward, for six hundred thousand 
and three thousand and five hundred 
and fifty men. 


27 And of the hundred talents of silver 
were cast the sockets of the sanctuary, 
and the sockets of the vail; an hundred 
sockets of the hundred talents, a talent 
for a socket. 


28 And of the thousand seven hundred 
seventy and five shekels he made hooks 
for the pillars, and overlaid their chapi- 
ters, and filleted them. 


29 And the brass of the offering was 
seventy talents, and two thousand and 
four hundred shekels. 


80 And therewith he made the sockets 
to the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the brasen altar, and 
the brasen grate for it, and all the 
vessels of the altar, 


8L Andthe sockets of the court round 
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about, and the sockets of the court gate, 
and all the pins of the tabernacle, and 
all the pins of the court round about. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 


ANY of the blue, and pares and 
acarlet, they made cloths of service 
to do service in the holy place, and 
made the holy garments for Aaron; as 
the Lorp commanded Moses.

8 § Aud he made the breastplate of 
cunning work, like the work of the 
ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 


9 It was erp hy they made the 
breastplate double: a span was the 
length thereof, and a span the breadth 
thereof, being doubled. 


10 And they set in it four rows of 
stones: the first row was a sardius, a 
topaz. and a carbuncle: this was the 
tirst row. 

‘dl And the second row, an emerald, 
a sapphire, and a diamond. 


12 And the third row, a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 


13 And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper: they were inclused 
in ouches of gold in their inclosings. 


14 And the stones were according to 
the names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, like 
the engravings of a signet, every one 
with his name, according to the twelve 
tribes. 


15 And they made upon the breast- 
plate chains at the ends, of wreathen 
work of pure gold. 


16 And they made two ouches @f gold, 


and two gold rings; and put the two 
rings in the two ends of the breastplate. 
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17 And they put the two wreathen 
chains of gold in the two rings on the 
ends of the breastplate. 


18 And the two ends of the two wreath- 
en chains they fastened in the two 
ouches, and put them on the shoulder 
pieces of the ephod, before it. 


19 And they made two rings of gold, 
aad put them on the two ends of the 
breastplate, upon the border of it, which 
was on the side of the ephed inward.

90 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two sides 
of the ephod underneath, toward the 
forepart of it, over ag: tinst the other 
cou vee thercof, above the curtous 
girdle of the ephod. 


21 And they did bind the breastplate 
by his rings unto the rings of the ephod 
with a lace of blue, that it might be 
above the curious girdle of the ephod, 
and that the breastplate might not be 
loosed from. the eho: as the Lorp 
commanded Moses, 

22 € And he made the robe of the 
ephod ef woven work, all of blue. 


23 And there was an hole in the midst 
of the robe, as the hole of an habergeon, 
mth a band round about the hole, that 
it should not rend. 


24 And they made upon the hems of 
the robe pomegranates of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined dimen. 


2h And they made bells of pure gold, 
and put the bells between the pome- 
granates upon the hem of the robe, 
round about between the pomegranates 5

31 And they tied unto it a lace of blue, 
to fasten 7 on high upon the mitre; as 
the Lorn commanded Moses. 


32 9 Thus was all the work of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congrega- 
tion finished: and the children of Isriel 
did according to all that the Lory com- 
manded Mosea, so did they. 


33 9 And they brought the tabernacle 

unto Moses, the tent, and all his furni- 
ture, his taches, his beards, his bars, 
and his pillars, and his sockets, 


34 And the covering of rams’ skins 
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dyed red, and the covering of badgers’ 


skins, and the vail of the cov ering, 


35 The ark of the testimony, and the 
staves thereof, and the mercy seat, 


36 The table, and all the vessels there- 
of, and the shewbread, 


37 The pure candlestick, 22th the lamps 
thereof, even mith the lamps to be set 
in order, and all the vessels thereof, 
and the oil for light, 


38 And the golden altar, and the anoint- 
ing oil, and the sweet incense, and the 
hanging for the tabernacle door, 


39 The brasen altar, and his grate of 
brass, his staves, and all bis vessels, the

45 And Moses did look upon all the 
work, and, behold, they had done it as 
the Lorn had commanded, even so had 
they done it: and Moses blessed them. 


CHAPTER XL.

10 And thou shalt anoint the altar of 
the burnt offering, and all his vessels, 
and sanctify the altar: and it shall be 
an altar most holy.

11 And thou shalt era the laver 
and his foot, and sanctify it. 


12 And thou shalt bring Aaron and 
his sons unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and wash 
them with water.

14 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
clothe them with coats:

16 Thus did Moses: according to all 
that the Lorp commanded him, so did he.

18 And Moses reared up the taber- 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and set 

up the boards thereof, and put in the 
bars thereof, and reared up his pillars. 


19 And he spread abroad the tent over 
the tabernacle, and put the covering of 
the tent above upon it; as the Lorn 
commanded Moses.

23 And he set the bread in order upon 
it before the Lorn; as the Lon had 
commanded Moses. 


24 4 And he put the candlestick in the 
tent of the congregation, over against 
the table, on the side of the tabernacle 
southward. 

25 And he lighted the lamps before the 
Lory; as the Lorp commanded Moses. 


26 9 And he put the golden altar in 
ee tent of the congregation before the 
vail: 

27 And he burnt sweet incense there- 
on; as the Lox» commanded Moses. 


28 4 And he set up the hanging at 
the door of the tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt offer- 
ing by the door of the tabernacle of the 
tent of the congregation, and offered 
upon it the burnt offering and the meat 
offering; as the Lor» commanded Moses, 

30 | And he set the laver between the 
tent of the congregation and the altar, 
and put water there, to wash withal. 

31 And Moses and Aaron and _ his 
sons washed their hands and their feet 
thereat: 

32 When they went into the tent of 
the congregation, and when they came 
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EXODUS, XL. 


peer unto the altar, they washed; as 
the Lorn commanded Moses. 

83 And he reared up the court round 
about the tabernacle and the altar, and 
set up the hanging of the court gate. 
So Moses tinished the work. 

34 4 Then a cloud covered the tent 
of the eon regation, and the glory of 
the Lorn filled the tabernacle. 

35 And Moses was not able to enter 
into the tent of the congregation, be- 
cause the cloud abode thereon, and 
the glory of the Lorw tilled the taber- 
nacle. 

$6 And when the cloud was taken up 
from over the tabernacle, the children of 
Isracl went onward in all their j journeys: 

37 But if the cloud were not taken up, 
then they journeyed not till the day 
that it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the Lorn was upon 
the tabernacle by day, and tire was on 
it by night, in the sight of all the house 
of Israel, throughout all their journeys.

f And he shall kill the bullock before 
the Lorn: and the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall bring the blood, and sprinkle the 
blood round about upon the altar that 
ts by the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 


6 And he shall flay the burnt offering, 
and cut it into his pieces. 


7 And the sons of Aaron the priest 
shall put fire upon the altar, and lay 
the wood in order upon the tire: 


8 And the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall 
lay the parts, the head, and the fut, in 
order upon the woud that es on the tire 
which zg upon the altar: 


9 But his inwards and his legs shall 
he wash in water: and the priest shall 
burn all on the altar, to be a burnt 
sacrifice, an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lorn. 


10 ¥ And if his offering be of the flocks, 
namely, of the sheep, or of the goats, 
for a burnt sacrifice; he shall bring it 
a male without blemish. 


11 And he shall kill it on the side of the 
altar northward before the Lorv; aud the 
pe Aaron's sons, shall sprinkle his 

lood round about upon the altar. 


12 And he shall cut it into his pieces, 
with his head and his fat: and the priest 
shall lay them in order on the wood 
pire is on the fire which zs upon the 
altar: 
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LEVITICUS, II. 


18 But he shall wash the inwards and 
the legs with water: and the priest 
shall bring i¢ all, and burn i upon the 
altar: it is a burnt sacrifice, an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lorp. 

14 § And if the burnt sacrifice for his 
offering to the Lorn de of fowls, then he 
shall bring his offering of turtledoves, 
or of young pigeons. 

1 And the priest shall bring it unto 
the altar, and wring off his head, and 
burn zt on the altar; and the blood 
thereof shall be wrung out at the side 
of the altar: 

16 And he shall pluck away his crop 
with his feathers, and cast it beside the 
altar on the east part, by the place of 
ie ashes: 

And he shall cleave it with the 
eae thereof, but shall not divide 22 
asunder: and the priest shall burn it 
upon the altar, upon the wood that is 
upon the fire: it z¢ a burnt sacrifice, 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lorp. 


CHAPTER II. 


A D when any will offer a meat 
offering unto the Loran, his offering 
shall be of tine flour; and he shall pour 
oil pions it,and put frankincense thereon: 

nd he shall bring it to Aaron’s 
sons the priests: and he shall take there- 
out his handful of the flour thereof, and 
of the oil thereof, with all the frankin- 
cense thereof; and the priest shall burn 
the memorial of it upon the altar, to be 
an offering made by tire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lorp:

® § And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering bauken in a pan, it shall be o 
une Hour unleavened, mingled with oil, 

Thou shalt part it in pieces, and 
y0Us oil thereon: it ¢@ a meat offering. 

{ And if thy oblation be a meat 
afferiie baken in the fryingpan, it shall 
be made of tine flour with oil. 

% And thou shalt bring the meat offer- 
ing that is made of these things unto 
the Lorn: and when it is presented 
unto the priest, he shall bring it unto 
the altar, 

And the priest shall take from the 
meat offering a memorial thereof, and 
shall burn ¢¢ upon the altar: i is an 
offering made by tire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lorn. 

10 And that which is left of the meat 
offering shall de Aaron’s and his sons’: 
it is a thing most holy of the offerings 
of the Lory made by fire. 

11 No meat offering, ei ye shall 
bring unto the ,Lorp be made 
with leaven: for ye shall b burt no leayen, 
nor any noney in any offering of the 
ie made by fire. 

12 4 As for the oblation of the first- 
fruits, ye shall offer them unto the 
Lory: but they shall not be burnt on 
the altar for a sweet savour.

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18 And every oblation of thy meat 
offering shalt thou season ae salt: 
neither shalt thou suffer the salt of 
the covenant of thy Gud to be lacking 
trom thy meat offering: with all thine 
offerings thou shalt offer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meat offering 
of thy firstfruits unto the Lorn, thou 
shalt offer for the meat offering of thy 
tirstfruits green ears of corn dried b 
mee fire, even corn beaten out of full 


.

21 Moreover the soul that shall touch 
any unclean thing, as the uncleanness 
of man, or any unclean beast, or any 
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abominable unclean thing, and eat of 
the flesh of the sacritice of peace offer- 
ings, which pertain unto the Lorn, even 
that soul shall be cut off from his peuple. 

22 a And the Lorn spake unto Noses 
sayin 

mf Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, Ye shall eat no manner of fut, 
of ox, or of sheep, or of goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that dieth 
of itself, and the fat of that which is 
torn with beasts, may be used in any 
other use: but ye shall in nu wise eat 

of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of the 
beast, of which men offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lorp, even the 
soul that eateth ¢ shall be cut off from 
his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no manner 
of blood, whether it be of fowl or of 
beast, in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsvever soul it be that cateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut. off from his people. 

23 9 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
sa ing, 

29 Speak unto the children of Isracl, 
saying, He that offereth the sacrilice 
of his peace offerings unto the Lorp 
shall bring his oblation unto the Lorn 
of the sacrifice of his peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the offer- 
ings of the Lorn made by tire, the fat 
with the breast, it shall he bring, that 
the breast may be waved for a wave 
offering before the Lorp. 

31 And the priest shall burn the fat 
upon the altar: but the breast shi ll be 
Aaron's and his sons’. 

32 And the right sboulder shall ye 
give unto the priest for an licave offer- 
ing of the sacrilices of your peace 
offerings. 

38 He among the sons of Aaron, that 
offereth the blood of the peace offerings, 
and the tat, shall have the right shoulder 
for Ais part. 

34 For the wave breast and the heave 
shoulder have | taken of the children 
of Israel from off the sacrifices of their 
peace offerings, and have given them 
unto Aaron the priest and unto his 
sons by a statute for ever from among 
the children of Israel.

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without the camp; as the Lorn com- 
manded Moses. 


18 ¢ And he brought the ram for the 
burnt offering: and Aaron and his sons 
laid their hands upon the head of the 
ram. 


19 And he killed it; and Moses sprin- 
med the blood upon the altar round 
about. 


20 And he cut the ram into pieces 
and Moses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 


21 And he washed the inwards and 
the legs in water; and Moses burnt the 
whole ram _ upon the altar: it was a 
burnt sacrifice for a sweet savour, and 
an offering made by fire unto the I. ORD; 
as the Lorn commanded Moses. 


22 | And he brought the other ram, 
the ram of consecration: and Anron 
and his sons laid their hands upon the 
head of the ram. 


23 And he slew it; and Moses took of 
the blood of it, and put zt upon the HP 
of Aaron's right ear, and upon the thum 
of his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right fvot. 


24 And he brought Aaron’s sons, and 
Moses put of the blood upon the tip 
of their right ear, and upon the thumbs 
of their EE hands, and upon the great 
toes of their right feet: and Moses 

epraiied the blued upon the altar round 


25 And he took the fat, and the rump, 

and all the fat that was upon the in- 
wards, and the caul above the liver, 
and the two kidneys, and their fat, and 
the right shoulder:

and upon his sons’ hand, and wav ed 

them for a wave offering before the 
ORD. 


26 And Moses took them from off their 
hands, and burnt ¢hem on the altar up- 
on the burnt offering: they were con- 
secrations for a sweet savour: it is an 
offering made by fire unto the Lorp. 


2) And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering befure the 
Lorp: for of the ram of consecration it 
was Moses’ part; as the Lorn com- 
manded Moses.

36 So Aaron and his sons did all things 
which the Lorn commanded by the 
hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER IX. 


A it came to pass on the eighth

his sons, and the elders of Israel; 


2 And he said unto Aaron, Tdke thee 
a young calf for a sin offering, and a 
ram tor a burnt offering, without ble- 
mish, and offer them before the Lorn.

12 And he slew the burnt offering; 
and Aaron’s sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled round 
about upon the altar. 


13 And they presented the burnt offer- 
ing unto him, with the pieces thereof, 
and the head: and he burnt them upon 
the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards and 
the legs, and burnt them upon the burnt 
offering on the altar. 


15 § And he brought the people’s offer- 
ing, and took the goat, which was the 
sin offering for the peuple, and slew it, 
and offered it fur sin, as the first. 

16 And he brought the burnt offering, 
and offered it according to the manner. 


17 And he brought the meat offering, 
and tuok an handful thereof, and burnt 
2#t upon the altar, beside the burnt sa- 
erifice of the morning. 


18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram jor a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which was for the people: and Aaron's 
sons presented unto him the blood, 
which he sprinkled upon the altar round 
about, 


19 And the fut of the bullock and of 


the ram, the rump, and that which 
covereth the inwards, and the kidneys, 
and the caul above ‘lie liver: 


20 And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat upon the 
altar: 

21 And the breasts and the right shoul- 
der Auron waved for a wave offering 
before the Lorn; as Moses commanded. 


22 And Aaron lifted up his hand toward 
the peuple, and blessed them, and came 
down from offering of the sin offering, 
and the burnt offering, and peace offer- 
ings. 


23 And Moses and Aaron went into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
came out, and blessed the people: and 
the glory of the Lorp appeared unto 
all the people. 


24 And there came a fire out from 
betore the Lorp, and consumed upon 
the altar the burnt offering and the fat: 
which when alt the people saw, they 
shouted, and fell on their thees. 


CHAPTER X. 


ND Nadab and Abihuthe sous of 
Aaron, took either of them his 

censer, aud put fire therein, and put 
incense thereon, and offered strange 
fire before the Loro, whieh he com- 
manded them not.

10 And all that have not fins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers,

any living thing which ¢s in the waters, 
they shall be an abomination unto you: 

11 They shall be even an abomination 
unto you; ye shall not eat of their 
flesh, but ye shall have their carcases 
in abomination.

deeper than the skin; it is a leprosy 
broken out of the burning: wherefore 
the priest shall pronounce him unclean: 
it ze the plague of pines 
26 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hair in the 
bright spot, and it be no lower than the 
other skin, but be somewhat dark; then 
the priest shall shut him up seven ‘day 8: 
27 And the priest shall look upon him 
the seventh day: and if it be spread 
much abroad in the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it is the 
plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not in the skin, but 
it be somewhat dark: it zs a rising of 
the burning, and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean: for it 7s an inflam- 
nae of the burning. 

29 4 If a man or woman have a plague 
upon the head or the beard: 
Then the priest shall see the plague: 


and the leprosy cover all, 
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and, behold, if it be in sight deeper than 
the skin: and there be in it a yellow 
thin hair; then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean: it is a dry scall, 
oe a leprosy upon the head or beard. 

1 And if the priest look on the plague 
of the scall, and, behold, it de not in 
sight deeper than the skin, and that 
there is no black hair in it; then the 
priest shall shut up him that hath the 
plague of the scall seven days: 

32 And in the seventh day the brett 
shall look on the plages: and, behold, 
if the scall spread not, and there be 
in it no yellow hair, and the scall be 
not in aot deeper than the skin; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest shall 
shut up him that hath the scall seven 
ca 8 more: 

And in the seventh da eee ee mee 
shall look on the scall: and, behold, if 
the scall be not spread in the skin, nor 
be in sight deeper than the skin; then 
the priest shall pronounce him clean: 
und he shall wash his clothes, and be 
clean. 

35 But if the scall spread much in 
the skin after his cleansing; 

36 Then the priest shall look on him: 
and, behold, if the scall be spread in 
the skin, the priest shall not seek for 
yellow hair; he is unclean. 

37 But if the scall be in his sight at 
a stay, and that there is black hair 
grown up therein; the scall is healed, 
he zs cleau: and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean. 

38 9 If a man also or a woman have 
in the skin of their flesh bright spots, 
even white bright spots; 

39 Then the priest shall look: and, be- 
hold, if the bright spots in the skin of 
their flesh de darkish white; it is a 
freckled spot that groweth in the skin ; 
he is clean. 

40 And the man whose hair is fallen 
off his head, he is bald; yet is he clean. 

41 And he that hath his hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward 
ne face, he is forehead bald: yet ts he 
clean, 

42 And if there be in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddish sore; 
it 2g a leprosy sprung up in his bald 
head, or tis bald forehea 

43 Then the priest shall look upon it: 
and, behold, 2f the rising of the sore 
be white reddish in his bald head, or 
in his bald forehead, as_ the leprosy 
appeareth in the skin of the flesh; 

44 He is a leprous man, he is un- 
clean: the priest shall pronounce him 
utterly unclean; his plague zs in his 
head. 

45 And the leper in whom the pl 
is, his clothes shall be rent, and 
head bare, and he shall put a covering 
upon his upper lip, and shall ery, Un- 
clean, unclean. 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be detiled; he 
is unclean: he shall dwell alone; with- 
out the camp shall his habitation be. 

7 ¥ The garment also that the plague 
of leprosy 18 in, whether it be a wo 
garment, or a linen garment; 
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48 Whether it de in the warp, or woof; 
of linen, or of woollen; whether in a 
skin, or in any thing made of skin; 


49 And if the plague be greenish or 
reddish in the garment, or in the skin, 
either in the phen or in the woof, or 
in any thing of skin; it is a plague of 
neat and shall be shewed unto the 
priest 

50 And the priest shall look upon the 
plague, and shut up it that hath the 
plague seven days: 


51 And he shall look on the pene on 
the seventh day: if the plague be spread 
in the garment, either in the warp, or 
in the woof, or in a skin, or in any 
work that is made of skin; "the plague 
is a fretting leprosy; it is unclean. 


52 He shall therefore burn that gar- 
ment, whether warp or woof, in woollen 
or in linen, or any thing of skin, wherein 
the plague is: for it is a fretting leprosy ;

53 And if the priest shall look, and, 
behold, the plague be not spread in the 
garment, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin;

0%: This cs the law of the plague of le- 
prosy in a garment of woollen or li- 
nen, either in the warp, or woof, or any 
thing of skins, to pronounce it clean, 
or to pronounce it unclean.

8 And if he that hath the issue spit 
upon him that is clean; then he shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

Y9 And what saddle soever he rideth 
upon that hath the issue shall be un- 

clean. 

"10 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that was under him shall be unclean 
until the even: and he that beareth any 
of those things shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

11 And whomsoever he toucheth that 
hath the issue, and hath not rinsed 
his hands in water, he shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that he 
toucheth which hath the issue, shall 
be broken: and every vessel of wood 
shall be rinsed in water. 

13 And when he that hath an issue 
is cleansed of his issue; then he shall 
number to himself seven days for his 
cleansing, and wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in running water, and 
shall be clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall 
take to him two turtledoves, or two 
- young pigeons, and come before the 

omp unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and give them unto 
the priest: 

15 And the priest shall offer them, 
the one for a sin offering, and the other 
Jor a burnt offering: an the priest shall 

make an atonement for him before the 
Lorp for his issue. 

16 And if any man’s seed of copulation 
go out from him, then he shall wash 

his flesh in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

17 And every garment, and every skin 
whereon is the seed of copulation, shall 
be washed with water, and be unclean 
until the even.

18 The woman also with whom man 
shall lie with seed of copulation, they 
shall both bathe themselves in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

19 § And jf a woman have an issue, 


| and her issue in her flesh be blood, she 


shall be put apart seven days: and 
whosoever toucheth her shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

20 And every thing that she lieth up- 
on in her separation shall be unclean: 
every thing also that she sitteth upon 
shall be unclean. 

21 And whosvever toucheth her bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe him- 
self in water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

22 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that she sat upon shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

23 Aud if it be on her bed, or on any 
thing whereon she sitteth , when he 
toucheth it, he shall be unclean until 
the even. 


24 And if any man lie with her at all, 
and her flowers be upon him, he shall 
be unclean seven days; and all the 
bed whereon he lieth shall be unclean. 


2) And if a woman have an issue of 
her blood many days out of the time 
of her separation, or if it run beyond 
the time of her separation: all the days 
of the issue of her uncleanness shall 
be as the days of her sepuration: she 
shall be unclean. 

26 Every bed whereon she lieth all 
the days of her issue shall be unto her 
as the bed of her separation: and what- 
soever she sitteth upon shall be un- 
clean, as the uncleauness of her sepa- 
ration. 


27 And whosvever toucheth those 
things shall be unclean, and shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe hunself i in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 


28 But ifshe be cleansed of her issue, 
then she shall number to herself seven 
days, and after that she shall be clean. 


29 And on the eighth day she shall 
take unto her two turtles, or two young 
pigeons, and bring them unto the priest, 
to the duor of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

30° And the priest shall otfor the one 
for a sin offering, and the other for a 
suurnt offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement tor her before the 
Lor» for the issue of her uncleanness. 

31 ‘Thus shall ye separate the children 
of Israel from their uncleanness; that 
they die not in their uncleanness, when 
bey detile my tabernacle that is among 
them. 

32 This es the law of him that hath 
an issue, and of him whose seed goeth 
from him, and is detiled therewith; 


33 And of her that is sick of her 
Howers, and of him that hath an issue 
of the man, and of the woman, and of 
him that lieth with her that is unclean. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 


AS D the Lorv spake unto Moses 
after the death of the two sons of 
Aaron, when they offered before the 
Lorn, and died; 


2 And the Loup said unto Moses, Speak 
unto Aaron thy brother, that he come 
not at all times into the holy place 
within the vail before the mercy seat, 
which zs upon the ark; that he die not: 
for I will appear in the cloud upon the 
mercy seat. 

8 ‘Thus shall Aaron come into the holy 
place: with a young bullock for a sin 
offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 


4 He shall put on the holy linen coat, 
and he shall have the nneD breeches 
upon his flesh, and shall be girded with 
a linen girdle, and with the linen mitre 
shall he be attired: these are holy gar- 
ments; therefore shall he wash his flesh 
in water, and so put them on. 


5 And he shall take of the congre- 
gation of the children of Israel two kids 
of the goats for a sin offering, and one 
ram for a burnt offering. 

6 And Aaron shall offer his bullock of 
the sin offering, which 2s for himself, 
and make an atonement for himself, 
and for his house. 


7 And he shall take the two goats, 
and present them befure the Lorp at 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
ation. 

nd Aaron shall cast lots upon the 
ie goats; one lut for the Lory, and 
the other lot for the se apegoat. 


9 And Aaron shall bring the goat 
upon which the Lorn’s lot fell, and 
offer him for a sin offering. 


10 But the goat, on which the lot fell 
to be the scapegoat, shall be presented 
alive before the Lorp, tu make an atone- 
ment with him, and to let him go for 

a scapegoat into the wilderness. 


11 And Aaron shall bring the bullock 
of the sin offering, which zs for himself, 
and shall make an atonement for him- 
self, and for his house, and shall kill 
the pullock of the sin offering which 
is for himself: 

12 And he shall take a censer full of 
burning coals of fire from off the altar 
before the-Lor», and his hands full of 
sweet incense beaten small, and bring 
it within the vail: 


13 And he shall put the incense upon 
the fire before the Lorn, that the cloud 
of the incense may cover the mercy 
seat that is upon the testimony, that 
he die not: 

14 And he shall take of the blood of 
the bullock, and sprinkle (¢ with his 
mneer upon the mercy seat eastward; 

before the mercy seat shall he 
sprinkle of the blood with his finger 
py times. 

5 & Then shall he kill the goat of 
the sin offering, that is for the people, 
and bring his blood within the vail, 
and do with that blood as he did with 
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the blood of the bullock, and 8 
it upon the mercy seat, ‘and bef ore othe 
mercy seat: 

16 And he shall make an atonement 
for the holy place, because of the un- 
cleanness of the children of Israel, and 
because of their transgressions in 
their sins: and so shall he do for the 
tabernacle of the congregation, that 
remaineth among them in the midst of 
their uncleanness.

22 And the goat shalt bear upon him

23> And Aaron shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
shall put off the linen garments, which 
he put on when he went into the 
Bad luce, nud shall leave them there: 

Ana he shall wash his flesh with 
ir in the holy place, and put on 
his garments, and came forth, and offer 
his Hari offering, anid the burnt offer- 
ing of the people, and make an pus: 
ment for himself, and for the peo 

20 And the fat of the sin o bats 
shall he burn upon the altar. 

26 And he that let go the goat for 
the senpegoat shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe his flesh in water, and after- 
ward come into the camp. 

27 And the bullock for the sin offering, 
and the goat for the sin offering, whose 
blood was brought in to make atone- 
ment in the holy place, shall one carr 
forth without the camp; and the shall 
burn in the fire their skins, and their 
flesh, and their dung. 

28 ‘And he that burneth them shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall come 
into the camp 

20 9 And Mis shall be a statute for 
ever unto you: that in the seventh 
month, on the tenth.day of the month, 
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ye shall afflict your souls, and do no 
work. at all, whether it be one of your 
own country, or & stranger that sojuurn- 
eth among you 

30 For on that day shall the priest 
make an atonement for you, to cleanse 
you, that ye may be clean trom all your 
sins betore the Lorn.

32 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom he shall consecrate 
to minister in the priest’s office in his 
father’s stead, shall make the atone- 
ment, and shall put on the linen clothes, 
even the holy garments: 

33 And he shall make an atonement 
for the holy sanctuary, and he shall 
make an atonement for the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and for the altar, 
and he shall make an atonement tor 


the priests, and for all the people of 


the congregation. 

34 And this shall be an everlasting 
statute untu you, to make an atone- 
ment for the children of Israel] for all 
their sins once a year. And he did as 
the Lornp commanded Moses. 


CHAPTER XVII.

This shall be a 
statute for ever unto them throughout 
their generations. 

8 4 And thou shalt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man there be of the house 
of Israel, or of the strangers which 
sajourn among you, that offereth a 
burnt offering or sacrifice, 

9 And bringeth it not unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
to offer it unto the Lorn; even that 
man shall be cute off from among his 
people. 
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10 | And whatsoever man there be of 
the house of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, that eateth 
any manner of blood; 1 will even set 
my face against that soul that eateth 
blood, and will cut him off from among 
his people, 

11 pe the life of the flesh is in the 
blood: and I have given it to you upon 
the altar to make an atonement for 
your souls: for it ig the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul. 

12 ‘Therefore I said unto the children 
of Israel, No soul of you shall eat 
blood, neither shall any stranger that 
sojourneth among you eat blood. 

And whatsoever man there be of 
the children of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, which hunteth 
and catcheth any beast or fowl that 
may be eaten; he shall even pour out 
oe suleod thereof, and cover it with 
dus 

14 For it ts the life of all flesh; the 
blood of it zs for the life thereof: there- 
fore I said unto the children of Israel, 
Ye shall eat the blood of no manner of 
flesh: for the life of all flesh zs the 
blood thereof: whosoever eateth it shall 
be cut off. 

15 And every soul that eateth that 
which died of itself, or that which was 
torn with beasts, whether it be one of 
your own country, or a stranger, he 
shall both wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean until 
the even: then shall he be clean. 

16 But if he wash éhem not, nor bathe 
his flesh; then he shall bear his iniquity. 


CHAPTER XVIII.

8 ‘The nakedness of thy father’s wife 
shalt thou not uncover: it zs thy fa- 
ther’s nakedness. 

9 ‘fhe makedness of thy sister, the 
daughter of thy father, or daughter of 
thy mother, whether she be born at 
home, or born abroad, even their naked- 
ness thou shalt not uncover. . 

10 The nakedness of thy son’s daugh- 
ter, or of thy daughter's daughter, even 
their nakedness thou shalt not uncover: 
for their's 7s thine own nakedness. 
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11 The nakedness of thy father’s wife’s 
daughter, begotten of thy father, she 
is thy sister, thou shalt not uncover 
her nakedness. 

12 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy father’s sister: she is thy 
father's near kinswoman. 

18 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy mother’s sister: for she is 
thy mother's near kinswoman. 


14 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy father's brother, thou shalt 
not approach to his wife: she zs thine 


aunt. 

15 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy daughter in law: she is thy 
son’s wife: thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. 

16 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy brother's wife: it ie thy 
brother’s nakedness. 

17 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of a woman and her daughter, nei- 
ther shalt thou take her son's daughter, 
or her daughter's daughter, tu uncover 
her nakedness; jor they are her near 
kinswomen: it zz wickedness. 

18 Neither shalt thou take a wife to 
her sister, to vex her, to uncover her 


‘nakedness, beside the other in her life 


tume. 

19 Also thou shalt not approach unto 
a& woman to uncover her nakedness, as 
lung as she is put apart for her un- 
cleanness. 

20 Moreover thou shalt not lie carnally 
with thy neighbour's wife, to defile thy- 
self with her.

32 F Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour the face of the 
old man, and fear thy God: | am the 
Lorp. 

33 § And if a stranger sojourn with 
thee in your land, ye shall not vex him. 
34 But the stranger that dwelleth with 
you shall be unto you as one born 
among you, and thou shalt love him 
as thyself; ‘for ye were strangers in

16 And if a woman approach unto 
any beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
shalt kill the woman, and the beast: 
they shall surely be put to death; their 
blood shall be upon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his sister, 
his father’s daughter, or his mother’s 
daughter, and see her nakedness, and 
she see his nakedness; it is a wicked 
thing; and they shall be cut off in tho 
sight of their people: he hath uncover- 
ed his sister’s nakedness; he shall bear 
his iniquity.

8 That which dieth of itself, or is torn 
with beasts, he shall not eat to detile 
himself therew@th: I am the Lorn. 


9 They shall therefore keep mine or- 

dinance, lest they bear sin for it, and 
die therefore, if they profane it: T the 
Lorp do sanctify them. 


10 There shall no stranger cat of the 
hely thing: a sojourner of the priest, 
or an hired servant, shall not eat of 
the holy thing. 

11 But if the priest buy any soul with 
his money, he shall eat of it, and he 
that is born in his house: they shall 
eat of his meat. 


12 If the priest’s daughter also be 
married unto a stranger, she may not 
eat of an offering of the ‘holy things.

15 And thou shalt speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, Whosoever 
curseth his God shall bear his sin. 


16 And he that peeapnemeth the name 
of the Lorn, he shall surely be put to 
death, and all the congregation shall 
certainly stone him: as well the stran- 
ger, as he that is born in the land, 
when he blasphemeth the name of the 
LORD, shall be put to death. 

17 4 And he that killeth any man 
shall surely be put to death. 

18 And he that killeth a beast shall 
make it good; beast for beast. 

19 And if a man cause a blemish in 
his neighbour; as he hath done, go 
shall it be done to him; 

20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth: as he hath caused a 
blemish in a man, so shall it be done . 
to him again, 

21 And he that killeth a beast, he 
shall restore it: and he that killeth a 
man, he shall be put to death. 

22 Ye shall have one manner of law, 
aus well for the stranger, as for one of 
your own country: for I am the Lorp 
your God. 

23 9 And Moses spake to the children 
of Israel, that they should bring forth 
him that had cursed out of the camp, 
and stone him with stones. And the 
children of Israel did as the Lorn com- 
manded Moses. 


CHAPTER XXV. 


ACY the Lorp spake unto Moses,

‘ gabbaths of years unto thee, seven 

times seven gears and the space ot 
the seven sabbaths of years shall be 
unto thee forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou cause the trumpet 
of the jubile to sound on the tenth day 
of the seventh month, in the day of 
atonement shall ye make the trumpet 
sound throughout all your land. 


10 And ye shall hallow the fiftieth 
year, and proclaim liberty throughout 
all the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof: it shall be a jubile unto you; 
and ye shall return every man unto 
his possession, and ye shall return 
every man unto his family. 


11 A jubile shall that fiftieth year 
be unto you: ye shall not sow, neither 
reap that which groweth of itself in it, 
nor gather the grapes in it of thy vine 
undressed. 

12 For it is the jubile; it shall be holy 
unto you: ye shall eat the increase 
thereof out of the field. 


13 In the year of this jubile ye shall 
return every man unto his possession. 


14 And if thou sell ought unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest ought of thy neigh- 
bour’s hand, ye shall not oppress one 
another: 


15 According to the number of years 
after the jubile thou shalt buy of thy 
neighbour, and according unto the nun- 
ber of years of the fruits he shall sell 
unto thee: 


16 According to the multitude of years 
thou shalt increase the price thereof, 
and according to the fewness of years 
thou shalt diminish the price of it: for 
according to the number of the years 
of the fruits doth he sell unto thee. 


17 Ye shall not therefore oppress one 
another; but thou shalt fear thy God: 
for I am the Lorp your God. 


18 { Wherefore Phe shall do my statutes, 
and keep ae ments, and do them; 
and ye shall dwell in the land in safety. 


19 And the land shall yield her fruit, 
and ye shall eat your till, and dwell 
therein in safety. 


20 And if ye shall say, What shall we 
eat the seventh year? behold, we shall 
not sow, nor gather in our increase: 


21 Then I will command my blessin 
upon you in the sixth year, and it sha 
bring forth fruit for three years. 


22 And ye shall sow the eighth year, 

and eat yet of old fruit until the ninth 
year; until her fruits come in ye shall 
eat of the old store. 
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Bq The land shall not be sold for ever: 
for the land is mine: for ye are stran- 
gers and sojourners with me. 

24 And in all the land of your pos- 
oe z shall grant a redemption for

25 § If thy brother be waxen poor, 
and bath sold away some of his pos- 
session, and if any of his kin come to 
redeem it, then shall he redeem that 
which his brother sold. 

26 And if the man have none to redeem 
it, and himself be able to redeem it; 

97 Then let him count the years ‘of 
the sale thereof, and restore the over- 
plus unto the man to whom he sold it; 
that he may return unto his possession. 

28 Dut if he be not able to restore 
it to him, then that which is sold shall 
remain in the hand of him that hath 
bought it until the year of jubile: and 
in the jubile it shall go out, and he 
shall retarn unto his possession. 

29 And if a man sella dwelling house 
in a walled city, then he may redeem 
it within a whole year after it is sold; 
within a full year may he redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed within 
the space ofa full year, then the house 
that zs in the walled city shall be esta- 
blished for ever to him that bought it 
throughout his generations: it shall not 
go out in the jubile. 

31 But the houses of the villages which 
have no wall round about them shall 
be counted as the fields of the country: 
they may be redeemed, and they shall 
go out in the jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of the 
Levites, and the houses of the cities of 
their possession, may the Levites re- 
deem at any time. 

33 And if a man purchase of the Le- 
vites, then the house that was sold, and 
the city of his possession, shall go out 
in the year of jubile: for the houses of 
the cities of the Levites are their pos- 
session among the children of Israel. 

34 But the field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold; for it is 
their perpetual possession. 

35 F And if thy brother be waxen poor, 
and tallen in decay with thee; then 
thou shalt relieve him: yea, though he 
be a stranger, or a sojourner; that he 
may live with thee. 

36 Take thou no usury of him, or in- 
crease: but fear thy God; that thy bro- 
ther may live with thee. 

37 ‘Thou shalt not give him thy mone vl 
upon usury, nor lend him thy victua 
tor increase.

39 4 And if thy brother that diwelleth 
by thee be waxen pour, and be sold 
unto thee; thou shalt not compel him 
to serve as a bondservant: 

40) But as an hired servant, and as a 
sajourner, he shall be with ‘thee, and 
shall serve thee unto the year of jubile: 

41 And then shall he depart from thee, 
both he and his children with him, an 
shall return unto his own family, and 
unto the possession of his fathers shall 
he return.

38 And 0 will seatter you among the 
heathen, and will draw out a sword 
after you: and your land shall be deso- 
lute, and your cities waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her sab- 
baths, as long as it licth desolate, and 
ye he in your enemies’ land; ecex ‘then 
shall the land rest, and enjoy her sab- 
baths. 

85 As long as it lieth desolate it shall 
rest; because it did not rest in your 
sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

30 And upon them that are left alae 
of you T will send a faintness into their 
hearts in the lands of their enemies;

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the Lorn, all 
that any man giveth of such unto the 
Lorn shall be holy, 


10 He shall not alter it, nor change

nd if it be any unclean beast, of 
nick they do ar offer a sacrifice unto 
the Lorn, then he shall present the 
beast before the priest: 

12 And the priest shall value it, whe- 
ther it be good or bad: as thou valuest 
it, who art the priest, sv shall it be. 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, then 
he shall add a fifth part thereof unto 
thy estimation. 

14 § And when a man shall sanctify 
his house to de holy unto the Lorn, then 
the priest shall estimate it, whether it 
be good or bad: as the priest shall esti- 
mate it, so shall it stand.

40 9 And the Lon said unto Moses, 
Number all the firstborn of the males 
of the children of Isracl from a month 
old and upward, and take the number 
of their names. 

41 And thou shalt take the Levites 
for me (] am the Lorn) instead of all 
the tirstborn among the children of Is- 
rael; and the cattle of the Levites 
instead of all the firstlings among the 
cattle of the children of Israel. 

42 And Moses numbered, as the Lorp 
commanded bim, all the firstborn among 
the children of israel. 

43 And all the tirstborn males by the 
number of names, from a month old 
and upward, of those that were num- 
bered of them, were twenty and two 

ousand two hundred and threescore 
and thirteen. 

Re ¥ And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 


m4 Biitke the Levites instead of all the 
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firstborn among the children of: Israel 
and the cattle of the Levites stead 
of their cattle; and the Levites shall 
be mine: I am the Lorn. 

46 And for those that are to be re- 
deemed of the two hundred and three- 
score and thirteen of the firstborn of the 
children of Israel, which are more than 
the Levites; 

47 Thou shalt even take five shekels 
apiece by the poll, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary shalt thou take them: 
(the shekel is twenty gerahs:) 

48 And thou shalt give the money, 
wherewith the odd number of them 1s 
to be redeeined, unto Aaron and to 
his sons. 

49 And Moses took the redemption 
money of them that were over and 
above them that were redeemed by 
the Levites: 

50 Of the firstborn of the children of 
Israel took he the money; a thousand 
three hundred and threescore and five 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanc- 
tuary: 

51 And Moses gave the money of 
them that were redeemed unto Aaron 
and to his sons, aceording to the word 
of the Lorn, as the Lorp commanded 
Moses. 


CHAPTER 1V. 


A D the Lorn spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying,

% And they shall spread upon thema 
cloth of scarlet, and cover the same 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, and 
shall put in the staves thereof. 

4 And they shalltake a cloth of blue, 
and cover the candlestick of the light, 
and his lamps, and his tongs, and his 
snuttdishes, and all the oil vessels there- 
of, wherewith they minister unto it: 

10 And they shall put it and all the 
vessels thereof within a covering of 
badgers’ skins, and shall put 7¢ upon 
a bar. 

11 And upon the golden altar they, 
shall spread a cloth of blue, and cover 
it with a covering of badgers’ skins, 
and shall put to the staves thereof: 
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12 And they shall take all the instru- 
ments of ministry, wherew ith they 
minister in the sanctuary, and put 
them ina cloth of blue, and cover them 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, and 
shall put them on a bar: 


13 And they shall take away the ashes 
from the altar, and spread a purple 
cloth thereon: 


14 And they shall put upon it all the 
vessels thereof, wherewith they minister 
about it, even the censers, the flesh- 
hooks, and the shovels, and the basons, 
all the vessels of the altar; and they 
shall apical upon it a covering of bad- 
gers’ skins, and put to the staves of it. 


15 And when Aaron and his sons have 
made an end of covering the sanctuary, 
and all the vessels of the sanctuary, 
as the camp is to set forward; after 
that, the sons of Kohath shall come to 
bear it: but. they shall not touch any 
holy thing, lest they die. These things 
are the burden of the sons of Kohath 
in the tabernacle of the congregation. 


16 4 And to the office of Mleazar the 
son of Aaron the priest: pertaineth the 
oil for the light, and the sweet incense, 
and the daily meat offering, and the 
anointing oil, and the oversight of all 
the tabernac le, and of all that therein 
ig, in the sanctuary, and in the vessels 
thereof. 

174 And the Lorp spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 


18 Cut ye not off the tribe of the fa- 
milies of the Kohathites from among 
the Levites: 


19 But thus do unto them, that they 
may live, and not die, when they ap- 
proach unto the most holy things: 
Aaron and his sons shall go in, and 
appoint them every one to his service 
and to his burden: 


20 But they shall not go in to see 
when the holy things are covered, lest. 
they die 


214 And the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

22 Take also the sum of the sons of 
Gershon, throughout the houses of their 
fathers, by their families; 


23 From thirty years old and upward 
until fifty years old shalt thou number 
them; all that enter in to perform the 
service, to do the work in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

24 This és the service of the finihes 
of the Gershonites, to serve, and for 
burdens: 

25 And they shall bear the curtains 
of the tabernacle, and the tabernacle 
of the congregation, his covering, and

32 And the pillars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their eords, with all their instru- 
ments, and with all their service: and 
by name ye shall reckon the instru- 
ments of the charge of their burden. 
35 ‘Phis es the service of the families 
of the sons of Merari, according to all 
their serviee, in the tabern: ile of the 
CONTE: ition, under the hand of Itha- 
mar the son of Aaron the priest. 

349 And Moses and Aaron and the

44 Even those that were numbered 
of them after their fumilies, were three 
thousand and two hundred.

46 All those that were numbered of 
the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron

% But if the man bave no kinsman to 
recompense the trespass unto, let the 
trespass be recompensed unto the Lorn, 
even to the priest; beside the ram of 
the atonement, whereby an atonement 
shall be made for him. 

9 And every offering of all the holy 
things of the children of Israel, which 
they bring unto the price st, shall be his. 
10 And every man’s hallowed things 
shall be his: whatsoever any man giveth 
the priest, it shall be his. 

11 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, If any man’s wife 

at aside, and commit a trespass against 
1m, 

13 And a man lie with her carnally, 
and it be hid from the eyes of her hus- 
band, and be kept close, and she be 


detiled, and there be no witness against 
her, neither she be taken with the 
manner ; 
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14 And the spirit oh jealousy come 
upon him, adc ue be jealous of his 
wife, and she be detited: or if the spirit 
of jealousy come upon him, and he be 
jealous of his wife, and she be not de- 
tile 

15 ‘Then shall the man bring his wife 
unto the priest, and he shall bring her 
offering for her, the tenth part of an 
ephah of barley meal; he shall pour 
no oil upon it, nor put frankincense 
thereon; for it és an offering of jealousy, 
an offering of memorial, bringing ini- 
quity to remembrance. 

16 And the priest shall bring her near, 
and set her before the Lorn: 

17 And the priest shall take holy 
water in an earthen vessel; and of the 
dust that is in the floor of the taber-. 
nacle the priest shall take, and put if 
into the water: 

18 And the priest shall set the woman 
before the Lorn, and uncover the wo- 
man’s head, and put the offering of 
me morial in her hands, which zs the 
ealousy offering: and the priest shall 
ae in his hand the bitter water that 
causeth the curse: 

19 And the priest shall charge her b 
an oath, and say unto the woman, If 
no man have lain with thee and if 
thou hast not gone aside to uncleanness 
with another instead of thy husband, 
be thou free from this bitter water 
that causeth the curse: 

20 But if thou hast gone aside to an- 
other instead of thy husband, and if 
thou be defiled, and some man_ have 
lnin with thee beside thine husband: 


21 Then the priest shall charge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall say unto the woman, 
The Lorp make thee a curse and an 
oath among thy people, when the Lorn 
doth make thy thigh to rot, and thy 
belly to swell; 

22 And this water that eauscth the 
curse shall go into thy bowels, to make 
thy belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot. 
And the woman shall say, Amen, amen. 

23 And the priest shall write these 
curses In a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the ‘bitter water: 

24 And he shall cause the woman to 
drink the bitter water that causeth the 
curse: and the water that causeth the 
curse shall enter into her, and become 
bitter. 

2) Then the priest shall take the jea- 
lousy offering out of the woman’s hand, 
and shall wave the offering before the 
Loxp, and offer it upon the altar: 


26 And the priest shall take an hand- 
ful of the offering, even the memorial 
thereof, and burn 2 upon the altar, 
and afterward shall cause the woman 
to drmk the water. 

27 And when he hath made her to 
drink the water, then it shall come to 
pass, that, if she be detiled, and have 
done trespass against her husband, that 
the water that causeth the curse shall 
enter into her, and become bitter, and 
her belly shall swell, and her thigh ‘shall 
rot: and the woman shall be a curse 
among her people. 

28 And if the woman be not defiled,

but be clean; then she ‘shall be free, 
and shall conceive see 

29 Thia is the law of jealousies, when 
a wife goeth aside to another instead 
of her husband, and is defiled; 

80 Or when the apirit of jealousy 
cometh upon him, and he be jealous 
over his wife, and shall set the woman 
before the Lorn, and the priest shall 
execute upon her all this law. 

31 Then shall the man be guiltless 
from iniquity , and this woman shall 
bear her iniquity. 








CHAPTER VI. 


A vay the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
‘and say unto them, When either man 
or woman shall separate themselves to 
vow a vow of a Nazarite, to separate 
themselves unto the Lorn:

6 Allthe days of the vow of his sepa- 
ration there shall no razor come upon 
his head: until the days be fulfilled, in 
the which he separateth himself unto 
the Lorp, he shall be holy, and shall 
let the locks of the hair of his head 
grow 
6 All the days that he separateth him- 
self unto the Lorp he shall come at 
no dead body. 

¢q He shall not make himself unclean 
for his father, or for his mother, for 
his brother, or for his sister, when they 
die: because the consecration of his 
God is upon his head. 

8% All the days of his separation he és 
holy unto the Lorn. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly 
by him, and he hath detiled the head 
of his consec ration; then he shall shave 
his head in the day of his cleansing, 
on the seventh day shall he shave it. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall 
bring two turtles, or two young pigeons, 
to the priest, to the dour of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation:

12 And the Levites shall lay their 
hands upon the heads of the bulloucks: 
and thou shalt offer the one for a sin 
offering, and the other for a burnt 
offering, unto the Lorn, to make an 
atonement for the Levites. 

18 And thou shalt set the Levites 
before Aaron, and before his sons, and 
offer them for an offering unto the 
ORD, 
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14 Thus shalt thou separate the Le- 
vites from among the children of Is- 
rael: and the Levites shall be mine. 

15 And atter that shall the Levites go 
in to do the service of the tabernacle 
of the congregation: and thou shalt 
cleanse them, and offer them for an 
offeriug. 


16 For they are wholly given unto me 
from among the children of Israel; in- 
stead of such as open every womb, 
even instead of the firstborn of all the 
children of Israel, have I taken them 
unto me. 

17 For all the firstborn of the children 
of Israel are mine, both man and beast: 
on the day that I smote every first- 
born in the Jand of Egypt I sanctitied 
them for myself. 

18 And I have taken the Levites for 
all the firstborn of the children of 
Israel. 

19 And J have given the Levites as 
a gift to Aaron and to his sons from 
among the children of Israel, to do the 
service of the children of Israel i in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and to 
inake an atonement for the children 
at Israel: that there be no plague 
anong the children of Israel, when the 
children of Israel come nigh unto the 
sanetuary, 

2) And Moses, and Aaron, and all 
the congregation of the children of Is- 
rael, did to the Levites according unto 
all that the Lorn commanded Moses 
concerning the Levites, so did the ehil- 
dren of Israel unto them. 

e 21 And the Levites were puritied, and 
they washed their clothes; and Aaron 
offered them as an. oftering before the 
Lorn; and Aaron made an atonement 
for them to cleanse them.

6 9 And there were certain meu, who 
were defiled by the dead body of a 
man, that they could not keep the pass- 
over on that day: and they came be- 
ae Moses and before Aaron on that 


7 And those men said unto him, We 
are detiled by the dead body of aman: 
moe are we kept back, that we 

nay not offer an offering of the Lor» 
i ris appointed scasen among the chil- 
dren of Israel? 

8 And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, and I will hear what the Lonp 
will command concerning you. 


9 F And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
Ney ing 

spade unto the children of Israel, 
a. If any man of you or of your 
peer shall be fae lean by reason of 
u dead body, or 6¢ in a journey afar 
off, ye et he shall keep the passover unto 
the Lon. 


lt The fourteenth day of the second 
month at even they shall keep it, ad 
on with unleavened bread and bitter 
her 

12 They shall leave none of it unto 
the inorning, nor break any bone of it: 
according to all the ordinances of the 
passover they shall keep it. 

18 But the man that es clean, and is 
not in a journey, and torbeareth to 
keep the passover, even the same soul 
shall be cut off from among his people: 
because he brought not the offering of 
the Loxn in his appointed seasun, that 
man shall bear Ins sin. 


14 And if a stranger shall sojourn 
among you, and will keep the passuver 
unto the Lorp; according to the ordi- 
nance of the passover, and according 
tu the manner thereof, so shall he do: 
ye shall have one or dinance , both for 
the stranger, and for him that was born 
ZS the land. 

15 FY And on the day that the taber- 
nacle was reared up the cloud covered 
the tabernacle, namely, the tent of the 
testimony: and at even there was upon 
the tabernacle as it were the appearance 
of fire, until the morning. 


16 So it was alway: the cloud covered 
it whe day, and the appearance of tire by

17 And when the cloud was taken up 
from the tabernacle, then after that the 
children of Israel journeyed: and in 
the place where the cloud abode, there 
the children of Israel pitched their tents. 


18 At the commandment of the Lorn 
the children of Israel journeyed, and 
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at the commandment of the Lorp they 
pitched: as long as the cloud abode 
upon the tabernacle they rested in 
their tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then 
the children of Israel kept the charge 
of the Lonn, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the cloud 
was x few days upon the tabernacle; 
according to the commandment of the 
Lor» they abede in their tents, and 
according to the commandment of the 
Lorp they journeyed. 

21 And so it was, when the cloud 
abode from even unto the morning, and 

that the cloud was taken up in the 
morning, then they journeyed: whether 
owas by slay or by night that the 
cloud was taken up, they journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two days, or a 
month, ora year, that the cloud tarried 
upon the tabernacle, remaining thereon, 
the children of Isr nel abode in their 
tents, and journeyed not: but when it 
was taken up, they journeyed, 

23 At the comm undment of the Lorn 
they rested in the tents, and at the com- 
mandment. of the Lorp they journeyed: 
they kept the charge of the Lor», at 
the commandment of the Lorp by the 
hand of Moses, 

CHAPTIER X. 

AS Lorp spake unto Moses, 

Hayle, 

» Make thee two trumpets of silver; 
of a whole piece shalt thou make then: 
that thou mayest use them for the call- 
ing of the assembly, and for the jour- 
ne ving of the camps. 

3 And when they shall blow with them, 
ull the assembly shall assemble them- 
sclves to thee at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

4oAnd if they blow uc with one 
trimpel, then the princes, which are 
heads of the thousands of Israel, shall 
mather themselves unto thee. 

» When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the east parts shall 
go forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the second 
time, then the camps that lie on the 

south side shall tuke their journey: they 
shi Wl blow an warm for their journeys, 

@ But when the congregation is to be 
vathered together, ye shall blow, but 
ye shall not sound an alarm. 

S And the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets; and they 
shall be to you for an ordinance for 
ever throughout your senerations, 

% And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth you, 
then ye shall blow an alarm with the 
trumpets; and ye shall be remembered 
betore the Lorp your God, and ye 
shall be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, 
and in your solemn days, and in the 
beginnings of your months, ye shall 
blow with the trumpets over your burnt 
offerings, and over the sacrifices of 

your peace offerings; that they may 

e to you for a memorial befure your 
God: 1 am the Lonny your God. 

11 § And it came to pass on_ the 
twentieth day of the second month, in 
the second year, that the cloud was 
taken up from off the tabernacle of 
the testimony. 
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12 And the children of Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness of 
Sinai; and the cloud rested in the wilder- 
‘ness of Paran 
' 18 And they: first took their journey 
according to the commandment of the 
Lorp by the hand of Moses. 

14 ¥ In the first place went the stan- 
dard of the camp of the children of Judah 
according to their armies: and over his 
host was Nahshon the son of Ammi-

18 § And the standard of the camp 
of Reuben set forward according to 
their armies: and over his host was 
Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

19 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Simeon azas Shelumiel 
the son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Gad was Eliasaph the 
son of Deuel. 

2) And the Kohathites set forward, 
bearing the sanctuary: and the other did 
oe up the tabernacle against they came. 

»¢ And the standard of the camp 
of ihe children of Ephraim set forward 
according to their armies: and over his 
host was Klishama the son of Amimihud. 

23 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Manassch zs Gamatiel 
the son of Pedahzur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Benjamin was Abidan 
the son of Gideoni. 

95 4 And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Dan set torw: rau 
which was the rereward of all the camps 
throughout their hosts: and over his host 
was Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai. 

26 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Asher ras Pagiel the 
son of Ocran. 

97 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Naphtali was Ahira the 
yon of Enan. 

28 ‘Thus were the journeyings of the 
children of Israel according to their 
armies, when they set forward. 

And Moses said unto Hobab, the 
son of Raguel the Midianite, Moses’ 
father in law, We are journeying unto 
the place of which the Lorn said, I will 
give it you: come thou with us, and 
we will do thee good: for the [orp 
hath spoken good concerning Israel. 

And he said unto him, I will not 
go: but I will depart to mine own land, 
and to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest how 
we are to encamp in the wilderness, and 
thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with us, 
yea, it shal] be, that what goodness the 

orp shall do unto us, the same will 
we do unto thee. 

33 § And they departed from the mount 
of the Lorp three days’ journey: and 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp went 
before them in the three days’ journey, 
to search out a resting place for them. 
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34 And the cloud of the Loan was 
upon them by day, when they went 
out of the camp. 

35 And it came to when the 
urk set forward, that fone said, Rise 
up, Lorp, and let thine enemies be 
scattered; and let them that hate thee 
tlee before thee. 

36 And when it rested, he said, Return, 
() Lorn, unto the many thousands of 
Israel. 


CHAPTER XI. 


AX D when the people complained, it 
displeased the Lorn: and the Lorp 
heard 74; and his anger was kindled; 
and the tire of the Lory burnt among 
them, and consumed them that were in 


the uttermost parts of the camp. 

2 And the people cried unto Moses; 
and when Moses prayed unto the Loxp, 
the fire was quenched.

there is nothing at all, beside this manna, 
before our eyes. 

« And the manna was as coriander 
seed, and the colour thereof as the 
colour of bdellium. 

% Aud the people went about, and 
gathered a, and ground i in mills, or 
beat a in a mortar, and baked 7 in 
pans, and made e akes of it: and the 
taste of it was us the taste of fresh oil. 


9 And when the dew fell upon the 
camp in the night, the manna fell 
upon it. 

10 9 Then Moses heard the people 
weep throughout their families, every 
man in the door of his tent: and the 
anger of the Lor» was kindled greatly; 
Moses also was displeased. 


I} And Moses said unto the Lorn, 
Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy ser- 
vant? and wherelure have 1 net found 
favour in thy sight, that thou layest 
the burden of all this people upon me? 


12 Have I conceived all this people? 
have I begotten them, that thou should- 
est say unto me, Carry them in thy 
bosom, as a nursing father beareth the 
sucking child, unto the land which thou 
swarest unto their fathers ? 

13 Whence should I have flesh to give 
unto all this people? for they weep 
unto me, saying, Give us flesh, that 
we may eat. 

14 1 am not able to bear all this people 
alone, because 2¢ is too heavy for me. 

15 And if thou deal thus with me, kill 
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me, I pray thee, out of hand, if Ihave 
found favour in thy sight; and let me 
not see my wretchedness. 


16 “¢ And the Lorn said unto Moses, 
Gather unto me seventy men of the 
elders of Israel, whom thou knowest to 
be the elders of the people, and officers 
over them; and bring them unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation, that 
they may stand there with thee. 


17 And I will come down and talk 
with thee there: and I will take of the 
spirit which is upon thee, and will put 
7¢ upon them; and they shall bear the 
burden of the people with thee, that 
thou bear zd not thyself alone. 


18 And sax thou unto the people, Sanc- 
tify yourselves against to morrow, and 
ye shall eat flesh: for ye have wept in 
the ears of the Lorn, saying, Who sh all 
give us flesh to eat? for it was well 
with us in Kgypt: therefore the Lorn 
will give you flesh, and ye shall eat. 


19 Ye shall not eat one day, nor two 
days, nor five days, neither ten days, 
nor twenty days; 


20 But even a whole month, until it 

come out at your nostrils, and it be 

luathsome unto you: because that ye 

have despised the Lorp which ‘s among 

you. and have wept before hii, say ine, 
Thy came we forth out of Egypt? 


21 And Moses said, The people, among 
whom I am, ave six hundred thousand 
footmen; and thou hast said, T will give 
them flesh, that they may eat a whole 
month. 


22 Shall the flocks and the herds be 
slain for them, to suthiee them? or 
shall all the fish of the sea be gathered 
together for them, to suffice them? 


23 And the Lorn said unto Moses, Is 
the Lorv’s hand waxed short? thou 
shalt see now whether my word shall 
come tuo pass unto thee or not. 


24 9 And Moses went ont, and told 
the people the words of the "Lorn, and 
gathered the seventy men of the elders 
of the people, and set them round about 
the tabern: acle, 


25 And the Lorp came down in a 
cloud, and spake unto him, and took 
of the spirit that was upon him, and 
gave et unto the seventy elders: and 
it came to pass, thet, when the spirit 
rested upon them, they prophesied, and 
did not cease.

30 And Moses gat him into the camp, 
he and the elders of Israel. 

31 § And there went forth a wind 
from the Lorn, and prone quails from 
the sea, and let them fall by the camp, 
as it were a day’s journey on this side, 
and as it were a day’s journey on the 
other side, round about the camp, and 
as it were two cubits Aigh upon the 
face of the earth. 

32 And the people stood up all that 
day, and all that night, and all the next 
day, and they vathered the quails: he 
that ‘gather ed least zathered ten homers: 
and they spread them all abroad for 
themselves round about the camp. 

38 And while the tlesh was yet be- 
tween their teeth, ere it was chewed, 
the wrath of the Lorp was kindled 
against the people, and the Lorp smote 
the people with a very great plague. 

34 And he called the name of that 
place Kibroth-hattaav hie because there 
they buried the people that lusted. 

3p And the people journeyed from 
Kibroth-hattaaval unto llazeroth; and 
abode at Hazeroth.

16 And afterward the pe ele removed 
from Hazeroth, and pitched in the 
wilderness of Paran. 


CHAPTER XIII. 


ND the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
guy ing 

2 Send thou men, that they may 
search the land of Canaan, which [ 
give unto the children of Israel: of 
every tribe of their fathers shall ye 
send a man, every one a ruler among 
them. 

3 And Moses by the commandment 
of the Lorn sent them from the wilder- 
ness of Paran: all those men were heads 
of the children of Israel. 

4 And these were their names: of the 
tribe of Reuben, Shammua the son of 
Zaccur. 

h Of the tribe of Simeon, Shaphat the 
son of Hori 

G6 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the sou 
of Jephunneh. 

7 Of the tribe of Issaehar, Igal the son 
- Joseph, 

8 Of the tribe of Hphraim, Oshea the 
son of Nun. 

9 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti the 
gon of Raphu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel 
the son of Sodi. 


11 Of the tribe of Joseph, namely, of 


the tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi the son 
of Susi. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, 
son of Gemalli. 

13 Of the ae of Asher, Sethur the 
son of Michael 

14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi the 
son of Vophsi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the son 
of Machi. 


16 These are the names of the men 
which Moses sent to spy out the bund. 
And Moses called Oshea the son of 
a Jehosliua. 


7 | And Moses sent them to spy 
ee the land of Canaan, and said unto 
them, Get you up this ay southward, 
and go up into the mountain: 

18 And see the land, what itis; and the 
people that dwelleth therein, whether 
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they be strong or weak, few or 
many; — 
19 And what the land is that they 
dwell in, whether it be good or bad; and 
what cities they be that they dwell in, 
whether in tents, or in strong holds; 


20 And what the land is, whether it 
be fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therein, or not. And be ye of good 
courage, and bring of the fruit of the 
lund. Now the time was the time of 
the firstripe grapes. 

21 | So they went up, and searched 
the land from the wilderness of Zin 
unto Rehob, as men come to Hamath. 


22 And they ascended by the south, 
and came unto Ilebron; where Ahiman 
Sheshai, and ‘'almai, the children o 
Anak, were. (Now Hebron was built 
seven years before Zoan in Egypt.) 

23 And they came unto the brook of 
Esheol, and cut down from thence a 
branch with one cluster of grapes, and 
they bare it between two upon a staff; 
siicie) brought of the pomegranates, 
and of the figs. 

94 The place was called the brook 
Eshcol, because of tle cluster of grapes 
which the children of Israel cut down 
from thence. 

25 And they returned from searching 
of the land after forty days. 


% FY And they went and came to Mo- 
ges, and to Aaron, and to all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel, unto 
the wilderness of Paran, to Kadesh; 
and brought back word unto them, and 
unto all the congregation, and shewed 
them the fruit of the land. 


27 And they told him, and said, We 
came unto the land whither thou sentest 
us, and surely it floweth with milk 
and honey; and this zs the fruit of it. 


28 Nevertheless the people be strong 
that dwell in the land, and the cities 
are walled, and very great: and more- 
over we saw the children of Anak 
there. 

29 The Amalekites dwell in the land 
of the south: and the Hittites, and the 
Jebusites, and the Aimorites, dwell in 
the mountains: and the Canaanites 
dwell by the sea, and by the coast of 
Jordan. 

30 And Caleb stilled the people before 
Moses, and said, Let us go up at once, 
and possess it; for we are well able to 
overcome it. 

Bf But the men that went up with 
him said, We be not able to go up 
against the people; for they are strong- 
er than we. 

32 And they brought up an evil report 
of the land which they had searched 
unto the children of Israel, saying, The 
land, through which we have gone to 
search it, 7s a land that eateth up the 
inhabitants thereof; and all the people 
that we saw in it are men of a great 
stature. 


33 And there we saw the giants, the

sons of Anak, whick come of the giants: 
and we were in our own sight as g@rass- 
hoppers, and so we were in their sight. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


AaY all the congregation lifted up 
their voice, and cried; and the 
people wept that night. 


2 And all the children of Israel mur- 
mured against Moses and against Aaron: 
and the whole congregation said unto 
them, Would God that we had died in 
the land of Egypt! or would God we 
had died in this wilderness! 


3 And wherefore hath the Lorp brought 
us unto this land, to tall by the sword, 
that our wives and our children should 
be a prey? were it not better for us to 
return into Kgypt? 


4 And they said one to another, Let 
us make a captain, and let us return 
into Kgypt. 

§ Then Moses and Aaron fell on their 
faces before all the assembly of the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel. 


6 9 And Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the sou of Jephunneh, which were 
of them that searched the land, rent 
their clothes: 

7 And they spake unto all the com- 
pany of the children of Israel, saying, 
The land, which we passed through to 
search it, is an exceeding good land. 


8 If the Lonp delight in us, then he 
will bring us into this land, and give 
it us; a dand which tlow eth with milk 
and honey. 


9 Only rebel not ye against the Lorn, 
neither fear ye the peuple of the land; 
for they are bread for us: their defence 
is departed from them, and the Lono 
is with us: fear them not. 


10 But all the congregation bade stone 
them with stones. And the glory of the 
Loxp appeared in the tabernacle of the 
congregation before all the children of 
Israel. 


11 ¢ And the Lorn said unto Moses, 
How long will this people provoke me? 
and how long will it be ere they be- 
lieve me, for all the signs which [ have 
shewed among them ? 


12 I will smite them with the pesti- 

Jence, and disinherit thein, and will 
make of thee a greater nation and 
mightier than they. 


13 § And Moses said unto the Lorn, 
Then the Egyptians shall hear i, (for 
thou broughtest up this people in thy 
might from among them;) 


14 And they will tell ¢¢ to the inhabi- 
tants of this land: for they have heard 
that thou Lorn art among this people, 
that thou Lorp art seen face to face, 
and that thy cloud standeth over them, 
and thaé thou goest before them, by 
day time in a pillar of a cloud, and in 
a pillar of fire by night. 


1b ¥ Now ?f thou shalt kill ad/ this 
people as one man, then the nations 
which have heard the famo of thee will 
speak, saying, 
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16 Because the Lorn was not able to 
bring this people into the land which 
he sware unto them therefore he hath 
slain them in the wilderness. 


17 And now, I beseech thee, let the 
power of my ‘Lorp be greut, according 
us thou hast spoken, saying, 


18 ‘The Lorn is longsuffering, and of 
great mercy, forgiving iniquity and 
transgression, and by no means clear- 
ing the guilty, visiting the iniquity of 
the tathers upon the children unto the 
third and fuurth generation. 


19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity 
of this people according unto the great- 
ness of thy merey, and as thou hast 
forgiven thie people, from Egypt even 
until now. 

20 And the Lorp said, I have pardon- 
ed according to thy word: 

.21 But as truly as I live, all the earth 
shall be filled with the ‘glory of the 
son 
» Because all those men which have 
seen my glory, and my miracles, which 
I did in Kgypt and in the wilderness, 
and have bertell me now these ten 
times, and have not hearkened to iny 
Voice; 

23 Surely they shall not see the land 
which I sware unto their fathers, nei- 
ther shall any of them that provoked 
me see it: 

24 But iny servant Caleb, because he 
had another spirit with him, and hath 
followed me fully, him will J bring in- 
to the land whereinto he went; and his 
seed shall possess it. 

25 (Now the Amalekites and the Ca- 
naanites dwelt in the valley. ) ‘lo morrow 
turn you, and get you into the wilder- 
ness by the way of the Ked sea. 


26 9 And the Lorp spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

27 Low long shall 1 bear with this evil 
congregation, which murmur against 
me? | have heard the murmurings of 
the children of Israel, which they mur- 
mur against me. 


28 Say unto them, As truly as I live, 
saith the Lory, as ye have spoken in 
mine cars, so will Ido to you: 


2) Your carcases shall fall in this 
wilderness; and all that were numbered 
of you, according to your whole num- 
ber, from twenty years old and upward, 
which have murmured ugainst me, 





80 Doubtless ye shall not come into 
the land, eoueerning which I sware to 
make you dwell therein, suave Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh, and Joshua the son 
of Nun. 

b1 But your little ones, which ye said 
should be a prey, them will I bring in, 
and they shall know the land which 
ye have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcases, they 
shall fall in this wilderness. 


33 And your children shall wander in 
the wilderness forty years, and bear 
our whoredoms, until your carcases 
x wasted in the wilderness. 

34 After the number of the days in 
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which ye searched the land, even forty 
days, each day for a year, shall ye bear 
your at uities, even forty years, and 
ye shall know my breach of promise. 
35 I the Lorp have said, I will surely 
do it unto all this evil congregation, 
that are gathered together against me: 
in this wilderness they shall be con- 
sumed, and there they shall die. 


86 And the men, which Moses sent 
to search the land, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to murmur 
against him, by bringing up a slander 
‘ upon the land, 


3¢ Even those men that did bring up 
the evil report upon the land, died by 
‘the plague before the Lorn. 


38 But Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, which were 
of the men that went to search the land, 
lived still. 


59 And Moses told these sayings unto 
all the children of Israel: and the peo- 
ple mourned greatly. 


40 { And they rose up early in the 
morning, and:gat them up into the top 
of the mountain, saying, Lo, we be here, 
and will go up unto the place which 
the Lorn hath promised: for we have 
sinned. 


41 And Moses said, Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the commandment 
of the Lorn? but it shall not prosper. 


42 Go not is for the Lorn is not 
among you; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. 


43 For the Amalekites and the Canaan- 
ites are there before you, and ye shall 
fall by the sword: because ye are turn- 
ed away from the Lorn, therefore the 
Lorn will not be with you. 


44 But they presumed to go up unto 
the hill top: nevertheless the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorn, and Moses, de- 
parted not out of the camp. 


45 Then the Amalekites came down, 
and the Canaanites which dwelt in that 
hill, and smote them, and discomfited 
them, even unto Hormah. 


CHAPTER XV. 


NID the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
into the land of your habitations, which 
I give unto you 

3 And will make an offering by fire 
unto the Lorn, a burnt offering, or a 
sacrifice in performing. a vow, or ina 
freewill offering, or in your solemn 
feasts, to make a sweet savour unto 
the Lorp, of the herd, or of the flock: 

4 ‘Then shall he that offereth his offer- 
ing unto the Lorn bring a meat offer- 
ing of a tenth deal of flour mingled 
with the fourth part of an hin of oil. 

5 And the fourth part of an hin of 
wine for a drink offering shalt thou 
Bre with the burnt offering or sacri- 

ce, for one lamb. 
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6 Or for a ram, thou shalt pre are 
for a meat offering two tenth deals of 
flour mingled with the third part of an 
hin of oil. | 

7 And for a drink offering thou shalt 
offer the third part of an hin of wine, 
for a sweet savour unto the Lorn. 

§ And when thou preparest a bullock 
for a burnt offering, or for a sacrifice 
in performing & vow, or peace offerings 
unto the Lorp: 

9 Then shall he bring with a bullock 
a meat offering of three tenth deals of 
flour mingled with half an hin of oil 

10 And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half an hin of wine, jor an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa- 
vour unto the Lorn. 

11 Thus shall it be done for one bul- 
luck, or for one ram, or for a lamb, or 
a kid. ; 

12 According to the number that ye 
shall prepare, so shall ye do to every 
one according to their number. 

13 All that are born of the country 
shall do these things after this manner, 
in offering an offering made by fire, of 
a sweet savour unto the Lorn. 

14 And fa stranger sojourn with you, 
or whosoever de among you in your 
generations, and will offer an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lorn; us ye do, so he shall do. 

15 One ordinance shall be both tor 


' you of the congregation, and also for 


the stranger that sojourneth with you, 
an ordinance for ever in your genera- 
tions: as ye are, so shall the stranger 
be before the Lorn. 

16 One law and vne manner shall be 
for you, and for the stranger that so- 
journeth with you. 

17 F And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
SsLyINng, 

18 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye come 
into the land whither I bring you, 

19 ‘Then it shall be, that, when ye 
eat of the bread of the land, ye shal! 
ee up an heave offering unto the 

sORD,. 

20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the first 
of your dough for an heave offering: 
as ye do the heave offering of the 
threshingfloor, so shall ye heave it. 

21 Of the first of your dough ye shall 
give unto the Lor» an heave offering 
in your generations. 

22 § And if ye have erred, and not ob- 
served all these commandments, which 
the Lorn hath spoken unto Moses, 

23 Even al) that the Lorp hath com- 
manded you by the hand of Moses, 
from the day that the Lorp command- 
ed Afoses, and henceforward among 
your generations; . 

24 Then it shall be, if ought be com- 
mnitted by ignorance without the know- 
ledge of the congregation, that all the 
congregation shall offer one young 
bullock for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
savour unto the Lorp, with his meat 
offering, and his drink offering, accord- 
ing to the manner, and one kid of the 
goats for a sin oferine, 

25 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for all the congregation of the 
children of Israel, and it shall be for- 
given them; for it ¢s ignorance: and 
they shall bring their offering, a sacrifice 
made by fire unto the Lorp, and their 
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sin offering before the Lorn, for their 


ignorance: 

96 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
and the stranger that sdjourneth among 
them; seeing all the people were in 
ignorance, 

27 ¢ And if any soul sin through igno- 
rance, then he shall bring a she goat 
of the first year for a sin offering. 


28 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for the soul that sinneth igno- 
rantly, when he sinneth by ignorance 
before the Lonp, to make an atonement 
for him; and it shall be forgiven him. 


29 Ye shall have one law for him that 
sinneth through ignorance, doth for him 
that is born among the children of Is- 
rnel, and for the stranger that sojourn- 
eth among them. 


80 F But the soul that doeth ought 
presumptuously, whether he be born in 
the land, or a stranger, the same re- 
roacheth the Lorn; and that soul shall 
be cut off from among his people. 


31 Because he hath despised the word 
of the Lorn, and hath broken his com- 
mandment, that svul shall utterly be 
cut. off; his iniquity shadl be upon him. 


32.9 And while the children of Israel 
were in the wilderness, they found a 
man that gathered sticks upon the 
sabbath day. 


33 And they that found him gathering 
sticks brought him unto Moses and 
Aaron, and unto all the congregation. 


34 And they put him in ward, becruse 
it was not declared what should be 
done to him. 


35 And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
The man shall be surely put to death: 
all the congregation shall stone him 
with stones without the camp. 


30 And all the congregation brought 
him without the camp, and stoned him 
with stones, and he died; as the Lorn 
commanded Moses. 


3¢ F And the Lor» spake unto Moses, 
saying, 


38 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and bid them that they make them 
fringes in the borders of their garments 
throughout their generations, aud that 
they put upon the fringe of the borders 
a ribband of blue: 


39 And it shall be unto you for a 
fringe, that yc may look upon it, and 
remember all the commandments of 
the Lorn, and do them; and that ye 
seek not after your own heart and your 
own eyes, after which ye use to go a 
whoring: 

40 That ye ma 
all my commandments, 
unto your God. 


41 IT am the Lor» your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
eC Ee your God: IT am the Lorp your

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CHAPTER XVI. 


Now Korah, the son of Izhar, the 
son of Kohath, the son of Levi, and 
Dathan and Abiram, the sens of Hliab, | 
and On, the son of Peleth, sons of | 
Reuben, took men: 


2 And they rose up before Moses, with 
certain of the children of Israel, two 
hundred and fifty princes of the assem- 
bly, famous in the congregation, men 
of renown: 

3 And thoy gathered themselves to- 
xether against Moses and against Aaron, 
and said unto them, Ye take too much 
upon you, seeing a all the congregation 
are holy , every one of them, and the 
Lory zg among them: wherefore then 
lift ye up yourselves above the con- 
gregation of the Lorp? 


4 And when Moses heard it, he fell 
upon his face: 

§ And he spake unto Korah, and unto 
all his company, saying, ven to mor- 
row the Lorn will shew who are his, 
and who is holy; and will cause him.te 
come hear unty him: even kim whom 
he hath chosen will he eause to come 
near unto him. 

6G This do; Take you censers, Korah, 
and al his company; 

7 And put tire therein, and put incense 
in them before the Lorn to morruw: 
and it shall be that the man whom the 
Lorp duth choose, he shall be holy: ye 
ue too much upen you, ye sons of 

evi. 

S And Moses said unto Korah, Hear, 
1 pray you, ye sons of Levi: 


9 Seemeth it but a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Israel hath sepa- 
rated you from the congregation of 
Isracl, to bring you near to himself to 
do the service of the tabernacle of the 
Lorp, aad to stand betore the congre- 
pation to minister unto them ? 


10 And he hath brought thee near to 
him, and all thy brethren the sons of 
Levi with thee: and seek ye the priest- 
hood also? 

11 For whieh cause both thou and 
all thy company are gathered together 
against the Lorp: and what és Aaron, 
that ye murmur against him? 


12 4 And Moses sent to call Dathan 
and Abiram, the sons of Idliab: which 
said, We will not come up: 

13 ds ct a simall thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a land that thow- 
eth with milk and honey, to kill us 
in the wilderness, except thou make 
thyself altogether a prince over us? 


14. Moreover thou hast not brought 
Us into a land that foweth with milk 
and honey, or given us inheritance of 
fields and vineyards: wilt thou put 
out the eyes of these men? we will 
hot come up. 


1h And Moses was very wroth, and 
said uuto the Lorn, Respect not thou 
their offering: I have not taken one 
ass from them, neither have I hurt one 
of them. 

16 And Moses said unto Korah, Be 
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company before the 


thou and all th 
they, and Aaron, to 


Lorp, thou, an 
morrow: 

17 And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring ye 


before the Lorp age man his censer,

two hundred and fifty censers; thou 
also, and Aaron, each of you his censer. 


18 And they took every man his cen- 
ser, and put fire in them, and laid in- 
cense thereon, and stood in the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation 
with Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered all the con- 
gregation against them unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation: 
and the glory of the Lorp appeared 
unto all the congregation. 

20 And the Lory spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from among 
this congregation, that I may consume 
them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, and 
said, O God, the G 
all flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt 
thou be wroth with all the congregation 4 

23 9 And the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, say- 
ing. Get you up trom about the taber- 
nacle of Korab, Dathan, and Abiram. 


25 And Moses rose up and weut unto 


Dathan and Abiram; and the elders of 


Israel followed him. 

26 And he spake unto the congregation, 
saying, Depart, I pray you, from the 
tents of these wicked men, und touch 
nothing of their's, lest ye be consumed 
in all their sins, 

27 So they gat up from the tabernacle 
of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on 
every side: and D athan and Abiram 
came out, and stood in the door of 
their tents, und their wives, and their 
sons, and their little children. 


28 And Moses said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the Lor» hath sent me to 
do all these works; for / have not done 
them of mine own mind. 

99 If these men die the common death 
of all men, or if they be visited after 
the visitation of all men; ther the Lorn 
hath not sent me. 


30 But if the Lor» make a new thing, 
und the earth open her mouth, and 
swallow them up, with all that appertain 
unto them, and they go down quick 
into the pit: then ye shall understand 
that these men have provoked the Lorn. 


31 4 And it came to pass, as he had 

made an end of speaking all these 
words, that the ground clave asunder 
that was under them: 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
andswallowed them up, and their houses 
and all the men that appertuined unto 
Korah, and all their goods. 


33 They, and all that auppertained to 
them, went down alive into the pit, 
and the earth closed upon them: and 


od of the spirits of 
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-a 
they perished from among the congre- 
gation. 

34 And all Israel that were round 
about them fled at the cry of them: 
for they said, Lest the earth swallow 
us up also. 

35 And there came out a fire from the, 
Lorp, and consumed the two hundred: 
and fifty men that offered incense. 

36 § And the Lorp spake unto Muses, 
saying, 

37 Speak unto Eleazar the son of Aaron 
the priest, that he take up the censers 
out of the burning, and scatter thou 
the fire yonder; for they are hallowed. 


88 The censers of these sinners against 
their own souls, let thein make them 
broad plates for a covering of the altar: 
fur they offered them before the Loxp, 
therefore they are hallowed: and they 
shall be a sign unto the children of 
Israel. 

39 And Eleazar the priest took the 
brusen censers, wherewith they that 
were burnt had offered; and they were 
made broad plutes for a covering of 
the altar: 

40) Jo be 2 memorial unto the children 
of Israel, that no stranger, which 7s not 
of the seed of Aaron, come near to offer 
incense before the Lonp; that he be not 
as Korah, and as his company: as the 
Lorp said to him by the hand of Moses. 

41 § But on the morrow all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel mur- 
mured against Moses and against Aaron, 
saying, Ye have killed the people of the 
Lorp. 

42 And it came to pass, when the con- 
gregation was gatl rered against Moses 
and against Aaron, that they looked 
toward the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and, behold, the cloud covered 
it, and the glory of the Lorp appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came before 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

44 9 And the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

45 Get you up from among this con- 
gregation, that IT may consume them 
as in a moment. And they fell upon 
their faces. 

46 9 And Moses said unto Aaron, 
‘Take a censer, and put fire therein 
trom off the altar, and put on incense, 
and go quickly unto the congregation, 
und make an atonement for them: for 
there is wrath gone out from the Lorn; 
the plague is begun. & 


7 And Aaron took as Moses com- 
m madell und ran into the midst of the 
congreg ation: and, behold, the plague 
was begun among ‘the people: and he 
put on incense, and made an atone- 
ment for the people. 

48 And he stood between the dead 
and the living; and the plague was 
stay ed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
were fourteen thousand and seven hun- 
dred, beside them that died about the 
matter of Korah. 
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50 And Aaron returned unto Moses 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and the plague was 
. stayed,

CHAPTER XVII 


AX D the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
saying, 
2 Speak unto the children of Isr: vel, 
and take of every one of them a rod 
according to the house of their fathers, 
of all their princes according tuo the 
house of their fathers twelve rods:

6 | And Moses spake unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, and every one of their 
princes gave him a rod apiece, for cach 
wince one, aceording to their fathers’ 
iouses, even twelve rods: and the rod 
of Aaron was among their rods.

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made them 
heads over you, captains over thou- 
sands, and captains over hundreds, and 
captains over fifties, and captains over 
tens, and officers among your tribes, 


16 And I charged your judges at that 
time, saying, [lear the causes between 

our brethren, and judge righteously 

etween every man and his_ brother, 
and the stranger that is with him. 


17 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment; but ye shall hear the small 
as well as the great; ye shall not be 
afraid of the face of man; for the judg- 
ment is God’s: and the cause that is 
too hard for you, bring it unto me, and 
I will hear it. 

18 And I commanded you at that time 
all the things which ye should do. 


19 § And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went through all that great 
and terrible wilderness, which ye saw 
by the way of the mountain of the 
Amorites, as the Lorn our God com- 
manded us; and we came to Kadesh- 
barnea.

31 And in the wilderness, where thou 
hast seen how that the Lorp thy God 
bare thee, as aman doth bear his son, 
in all the ws ay that ye went, until ye 
came into this place. 


82 Yet in this thing ye did not believe 
the Lorp your God, 


33 Who went in the way before you, 
to search you out a place to pitch your | 
tents iz, in tire by night, to shew you

84 And the Lorn heard the voice of 
your words, and was wroth, and sware, 
suying, . 


35 Surely there shall not one of these

41 Then ye answered and said unto 
me, We have sinned against the Lorn, 
we will go up and fight, according to 
all that the Lorp our God commanded 
us. And when ye had girded on every 
man his weapons of war, ye were ready 
tu go up into the hill. 


42 And the Lorn said unto me, Say 
unto them, Go not up, neither fight; 
for 1 am not among you; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. 


43 Sol apale unto you; and ye would 
not hear, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the Lorn, and went pre- 
sumptuously up into the hill. 

44 And the Amorites, which dwelt in 
that mountain, came out against you, 
and chased you, as bees do, and de- 
stroyed you in Seir, even unto Hormah.

thy God hath been with thee; thou hast. 
lacked nothing. 

% And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Ksau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion-gaber, 


we turned and passed by the way of 


the wilderness of Moab. 


9 And the Lorn said unto me, Distress 
not the Moabites, neither contend with 
them in battle: for T will not give thee 
of their land for a possession; because 


IT have given Ar unto the children of 
Lot for a possession. 


10 The Emims dwelt therein in times 
past, a poe great, and many, and 
tall, as the Anakims; 


1l Which also were accounted giants, 
as the Anakims; but the Moabites gall 
them Emims. 


12 The Horims also dwelt in Seir be- 
foretime; but the children of Fsau 
succeeded them, when they had de- 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did unto 
the land of his possession, which the 
Lorp gave unto them. 


13 Now rise up, said J, and get you 
over the brook Zered. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 


14 And the space in which we came 
from Kadesh-barnea, until we were 
come over the brook Zered, mas thirty 
and eight years; until all the genera- 
tion of the men of war were wusted 
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out from among the host, as the Lorp 
sware unto them. 

15 For indeed the hand of the Lorn 
was against them, to destroy them from 
among the host, until they were con- 
sumed.

2! A people great, and many, and tall, 
asthe Anakims: but the Lorp destroyed 
them before them; and they succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their stead: 

2? As he did to the children of Esau 
which dwelt in Seir, when he destro ed 
the Horims from before them; and they 
succeeded them, and dwelt in their 
stead even unto this days 

23 And the Avims ich dwelt in 
Hazerim, even unto Azzah, the Caph- 
torims, which came forth out of Caphtor, 
destroyed them, and dwelt in their 
stead. ) 

24 9 Rise ye up, take your journey, 
and pass over the river Arnon: behold, 
] have given into thine hand Sihon 
the Amorite, king of Heshbon, and his 
land: begin to possess i, and contend 
with him in battle. 

2) This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the nations that are under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear report 
of thee, and shall tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

20 9 And | sent messengers out of 
the wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sihon 
king of lleshbon with words of peace, 
saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land: ‘ 
will go along by the high way, I will 
neither turn unto the right hand nor 
to the lett. 

28 ‘Thou shalt sell me meat for money, 
that | may eat; and give me water for 
money, that I may drink: only ] will 
pass through on my feet;

30 But Sihon king of Heshbon would 
not let us pass by him: for the Lorp 
thy God hardened his spirit, and made 
his heart obstinate, that he might de- 
liver him into thy ‘hand, as appeareth 
this day. 

31 Aud the Lorn gaid unto me, Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee: begin to possess, 
that thou mayest inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out against us, 
he and all his people, to fight at Jahaz. 
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88 And the Lorgp our God delivered 
him before us; and we smote him, and 
his sons, and all his people. 


84 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the little ones, of 
every city, we left none to remain: 


85 Only the cattle we took for a prey 
unto ourselves, and the spoil of the 
cities which we took. 


; 86 From Aroer, which is by the brink 
-of the river of Arnon, and from the

Gilead, there was not one city too 
‘strong for us: the Lorn our God de- 
‘livered all unto us: 


87 Only unto the land of the children 
of Ammon thou camest not, nor unto 
any place of the river Jabbok, nor unto 
the cities in the mountains, nor unto 
whatsoever the Lorn our God forbad us. 


CHAPTER III. 


MH EN we turned, and went up the 

way to Bashan: and Og the king 
of Bashan came out against us, he and 
all his people, to battle at Edrei. 


2 And the Lorp said unto me, Fear 
him not: for I will deliver him, and all 
his people, and his land, into thy hand; 
and thou shalt do unto him as thou 
didst unto Sihon king of the Amorites, 
which dwelt at Heshbon. 


3 So the Lorn our God delivered into 
our hands Og also, the king of Bashan, 
and all his people: and we smote him 
until none was left to him remaining. 


4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 


h All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars; beside un- 
walled towns a great many. 


-6 And we utterly destroyed them, as 

we did unto Sihon king of Heshbon, 
tori destroying the men, women, 
and children, of every city. 


7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of 
the cities, we took for a prey to our- 
selves, 


8 And we took at that time out of the 
hand of the two kings of the Amorites 
the land that was on this side Jordan, 
from the river of Arnon unto mount 
Hermon; 


9 (Which Hermon the Sidonians call 
Sirion; and the Amorites call it Shenir;) 


10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Salchah 
and Kdrei, cities of the kingdom of Og 
in Bashan. 


11 For only Og king of Bashan re- 
mained of the remnant of giants; be- 
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hold, his bedstead was a bedstead of 
iron: is it not in Rabbath of the children 
of Ammon? nine cubits was the length 
thereof, and four cubits the breadth of 
it, after the cubit of a man. 


12 And this land, which we possessed 
at that time, from Arver, which is by 
the river Arnon, and half mount Gi- 
lead, and the cities thereof, gave I unto 
the Reubenites and to the Gadites. 


13 And the rest of Gilead, and all 
Bashan, being the kingdom of ‘Og, gave. 
I unto the half tribe of Manasseh; all 
the region of Argob, with all Bashan, 
which was called the land of giants. 


14 Jair the son of Manasseh took all 
the country of Argob unto the coasts 
of Geshuri and Maachathi; and called 
them after his own name, Bashan- 
havoth-jair, unto this day. 


15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 
16 And unto the Reubenites and unto 
the Gadites I gave from Gilead even 
unto the river Arnon half the valley, 
and the border even unto the river 
Jabbok, which is the border of the chil- 
dren of Ammon; 


17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereuv/, from Chinnereth even 
unto the sea of the plain, even the salt 
sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah eastward. 


1s § And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The Lorp your God hath 
given you this land to possess it: ye 
shall pass over armed before your 
brethren the children of Israel, all that 
are meet for the war. 


19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know that 
ye have much cattle, shall abide in 
your cities which I have given you; 


20 Until the Lor» have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 
lout and until they also possess the 

nd which the Lor» your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan: and then 
shall ye return every man unto his 
possession, which I have given you. 


21 9 And I commanded Joshua at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes have seen 
all that the Lone our God hath done 
unto these two kings: so shall the Lorn 
do unto all the kingdoms whither thou 
passest. 


22 Ye shall not fear them: for the 
Lorn your God he shall fight for you. 


23 And I besought the Lorp at that 
time, saying, 


24 QO Lord Gop, thou hast begun tov 
shew thy servant thy greatness, and 
thy mighty hand: for what God is there 
in heaven or in earth, that can do ac-

I pray thee, let me go over, and 
see the good land that is beyond Jor- 
dan, that goodly mountain, and Le- 
banon. 

26 But the Lorp was wroth with me 
for your sakes, and would not hear 
me: and the Lorp said unto me, Let 
it suftice thee; speak no more unto me 
of this matter. 

. 27 Get thee up into the top of Pisgah 
‘and lift up thine eyes westward, and

28 But charge Joshua, and encourage 
him, and strengthen him: for he shall 
go over before this people, and he shall 
cause them to inherit the land which 
thou shalt see.

OW therefore hearken, QO Israel, 

unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I teach you, for to 
do them, that ye may live, and zo in 
and possess the land which the Lorp 
God of your fathers giveth you. 


2 Ye shall not add unto the word 
which T command you, neither shall 
ibs diminish ougAt from it, that ye may 
eep the comm: indments of the Lorp 
your God which I command you. 


3 Your eyes have seen what the Lorn 
did because of Baal-peor: for all the 
men that followed Baal-peor, the Lorp 
thy God hath destroyed them from 
among you.

5h Behold, [have taught you statutes 
and judgments, even as the Lory my

6 Keep therefore and do them; for 
this ts your wisdom and your wnder- 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which shall hear all these statutes, and 
say, Surely this great nation vs a wise 
and understanding people. 


7 For what nation is there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as 
the Lorn our God is in all things that 
we call upon him for ? 


8 And what nation cts there so great, 
that hath statutes and judgments so 
righteous as all this law, which I set 
before you this day ? 


9 Only take heed to thyself, and keep 


thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, and 
lest they depart from thy heart all the 
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days of thy life: but teach them thy 
sons, and thy sons’ sons; 


10 Specially the day that thou stvodest 
before the Lorn thy God in Horeb, 
when the Lorp said unto me, Gather 
me the people together, and I will 
make them hear my words, that they 
may learn to fear me all the days that 
they shall live upon the earth, and that 
they may teach their children. 


{1 And ye came near and stood under 
the mountain; aud the mountain burned 
with fire unto the midst of heaven, 
with darkness, clouds, and thick dark- 
ess. 

lz And the Lorn spake unto you out 
of the midst of the fire: ye heard the 
voice of the words, but saw no simili- 
tude; only ye heard a voice.

yourselves; for ye saw no manner of 
similitude on the day that the Lorn 
spike unto you in Horeb out of the 
midst of the fire: 


16 Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and 
make you a graven image, the simili- 
tude of any figure, the likeness of male 
or female, 


17 The likeness of any beast that és 
on the earth, the likeness of any winged 
fowl that tlieth in the air, 


Is The likeness of any thing that 
crecpeth on the ground, the likeness 
of any fish that cst in the waters he- 
neath the earth: 


10 And lest thou lift up thine eyes 
unto heaven, and when thou seest the 
sun, and the mvuon, and the stars, even 
all the host of heaven, shouldest be 
driven to worship thei, and serve them, 
which the Lory thy God hath divided 
unto all nations under the whole heaven. 


20 But the Loxp hath taken you, and 
brought you forth out of the tron fur- 
nace, eves out of Kgypt, to be unto 
him a people of inheritance , us ye are 
this day. 


21 Furthermore the Lorp was angry 
with me for your sakes, and sware that 
I should not go over Jordan, and that 
I should not go in unto that good land, 
which the Lorp thy (ied giveth thee 
Jor an inheritance: 


22 But I must die in this land, H pease 
not go over Jordan: but re shall go 
over, and possess that good land. 


23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest ye 
forget the covenant of the Lorp your 
God, which he made with you, and 
inake you # graven image, or the like- 
ness of any thing, which the Loxp thy 
God hath forbidden thee. 
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24 For the Lory thy God iw a con- 
suming fire, even a jealous Go 


25 § When thou shalt beget children, 

and children’s children, and ye shall 
have remained long in the land, and 
shall corrupt yourselves, and make a 
graven image, or the likeness of any 
thing, and shall do evil in the sight of 
the Lorp thy God, to provoke him to 
anger: 


26 I call heaven and earth to witness 
against you this day, that ye shall 
soon utterly perish from off the land 
whereunto ye go over Jordan to pos- 
sess it; ye shall not prolong your days 
upon it, but shall utterly be destroyed. 


27 And the Lorn shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be left 
few in number enone the heathen, 
whither the Lorp shall lead you.

29 But if from thence thou shalt seek 
the Lorn thy God, thou shalt find Aim, 
if thou seek him’ with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul. 


8) When thou art in tribulation, and 
all these things are come upon thec, 
even in the latter days, if thou turn to 
the Lorn thy God, and shalt be obedient 
unto his voice; 


31 (For the Lorn thy God is a merci- 
ful God;) he will not forsake thee, 
neither destroy thee, nor forget the 
covenant of thy fathers which he sware 
unto them. 


32 For ask now of the days that are 
past, which were before thee, since the 
day that God created man upon the 
earth, and ask from the one side of 
heaven unto the other , whether there 
hath been any such thing as this great 
thing is, or hath been heard like it? 


33 Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speneing out of the midst of the 
fire, as thou hast heard, and live? 


34 Or hath God assayed to go and 
take him a nation from the midst of 
another nation, by temptations, by 
signs, and by wonders, and by war, 

und by a mighty hand, and by a 
siretehed out oe aud by great terrors, 
according to all that the Lorp: your 
God did for you in Egypt before your 
eyes? 


35 Unto thee it was shewed, that thou 
mightest know that the Lorp he is 
God: there is none else beside him. 


36 Out of heaven he made tlhe to 
hear his voice, that he might instruct 
thee: and upon earth he shewed thee 
his great fire; and thou heardest his 
words out of the midst of the fire. 


3¢ And because he loved thy fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after them,

ing the iniquity of the fathers’ upon 
the children unto the third and fourth 
generation of them that hate me, 


10 And shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me and keep my 
commandments. 


11 ‘Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lory thy Godin vain: for the Lor 
will not hold him guiltless that taketh 
his name in vain. 


12 Keep the sabbath day to sanctify 
it, as the Lorn thy God hath command- 
ed thee. 


18 Six days thou shalt labour, and do 
all thy work: 

14 But the seventh day ¢s the sab- 
bath of the Lorp thy God: tz zt thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, nor thy m aidserv: unt, nor thine 
ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy 
cattle, nor th stranger that zs within 
thy gates; that thy manservant and 
thy maidservant may rest as well as 
thou. 

15 And remember that thou wast a 
servant in the land of Iigypt, and that 
the Lory thy God brought thee out 
thence throifgh a mighty hand and by 
a stretched out arm: therefore the 
Lorp thy God commanded thee to keep 
the sabbath day. 

16 9 Honour thy father and thy mo- 
ther, as the Lorp thy God hath com- 
manded thee; that thy days may be 
prolonged, and that it may go well 
with thee, in the land which the Lorn 
thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 
19 Neither shalt thou steal. 


20 Neither shalt thou bear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy neigh- 
bour’s wife, neither shalt thou covet 
thy neighbour's house, his field, or his 
manservant, or his majdservant, his ox, 
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of ember ee 


or his ass, or any thing that is thy 
neighbour's. 

22 ¢ These words the Lorp spake unto 
all your assembly in the mount out of 
the midst of the fire, of the cloud, and 
of the thick darkness, with a great 
voice: and he addéd no more. And he 
wrote them in two tables of stone, and 
delivered them unto me. 


23 And it came to pass, when ye heard 

the voice out of the midst of the dark- 
ness, (for the mountain did burn with 
fire,) that ye came near unto me, even 
all the heads of your tribes, and your 
elders; 


24 And ye said, Behold, the Lorn our 
(od hath shewed us his ‘glory and his 
greatness, and we have heard his voice 
out of the midst of the fire: we have 
seen this day that. God doth talk with 
man, and he liveth. 


25 Now therefore why should we die? 
tor this great fire will consume us: if 
we hear the voice of the Loro our God 
any more, then we shall die. 


26 For who is there of all flesh, that 
hath heard the voice of the living God 
speaking out of the midst of the fire, 
as we have, and lived ? 

27 Go thou near, and hear all that 
the Lor» our God shall say: and speak 
thou unto us all that the Lorp our 

God shall speak unto thee; and we 
wait hear it, and do i. 


28 And the Lor» heard the voice of 
your words, when MG spake ra ae 
and the Lor» said unto me, I have 
heard the voice of the words i this 
people, which they have spoken unto 
thee: tl en have well said all that they 
have spoken 

29 0 that ‘liars were such an heart 
in them, that they would fear me, and 
keep all my commandments always, 
that it might be well with them, and 
with thei children tor ever! 


30 Go say to them, Get you into your 
tents again. 


81 But as for thee, stand thou here 
by me, and J will speak unto thee all 
the commandments, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which theu shalt 
teach them, that they ney do them in 
the land which I give them to pos- 
sess it. 


32. Ye shall observe to do therefore as 

the Lorp your God hath commanded 
you: ye shall not turn aside to the 
right hand or to the left. 


33 Ye shall walk in all the ways 
which the Lor» your God hath com- 
manded you, that ye may live, and 
that it may be well with you, and that 
ye may prolong your days in the land 
which ye shall possess. 


CHAPTER VI 


No these are the commandments, 
the statutes, and the judgments 
which the Lorp your God Someinaed 
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to teach you, that ye might do them 
in the land whither ye go to possess it: 


2 That Lae mightest fear the Lorn 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which I command 
thee, thou, and thy son, and thy son's 
son, all the days of thy life; and that 
thy days may be prolonged. 


3 4 Hear therefore, O Israel, and 
observe to do it; that it may be well 
with thee, and ‘that, ye may increase 
mightily , ‘as the Lorp God of thy fa- 
thers hath promised thee, in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 


4 Hear, O Israel: The Lorn our God 
is one Lorn: 

5 And thou shalt love the Loxp th 
God with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy might. 


6 And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart: 


7 And thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest i thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, "and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. 


8 And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. 


9 And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on thy 
gates. 


. JO And it shall be, when the Lorp 
thy God shall have brought thee into 
the land which he sware unto thy fa- 
thers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, ‘which thou buildedst not, 


11 And houses full of all good things, 
which thou ftilledst not, and wells dig- 
ped, which thou diggedst not, vine- 
yards and olive trees, which thou plant- 
edst not; when thou shalt have eaten 
and be full: 


12 Then beware lest thou forget the 
Lorn, which brought thee forth out of 
the land of Egypt, from the house ot 
bondage, 

13 Thou shalt fear the Lor» thy God, 
and serve him, and shalt swear by 
his name. 


14 Ye shall not go after other gods, 
of the gods of the people which are 
round about you; 


-15 (For the Lorp thy God is a jealous 
God among you) lest the anger of the 
Lorp thy God be kindled against thee, 
and destroy thee trom off the face of 
the earth. 

16 G Ye shall not tempt the Lorp 
your God, as ye tempted him in Massah. 


17 Ye shall diligently keep the com- 
mandments of the Lory your God, and 
his testimonies, and his statutes, which 
he hath commanded thee. 


18 And pee shalt do that which is 
right and good in the sight of the 
Lorn: that 1t may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest go in and pos- 
sess the good land which the Lorp 
sware unto thy fathers, 
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19 To cast out all thine enemies from 
before thee, as the Lorn hath spoken. 


20 And when thy son asketh thee in 
time to come, saying, What mean the 
testimonies, and the statutes, and the 
jud ments, which the Lory our God 

ath commanded you? 


21 Then thou shalt say unto thy son, 
We were Pharaoh's bondmen in gyri 
and the Lorn prougne us out of 
with a mighty han 


22 And the Lorn shewed signs and 
wonders, great and sore, upon Egypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his house- 
hold, before our eyes: 


28 And he brought us out from thence, 
that he might bring us in, to give us 
the land which he sware unto our 
fathers. 


24 And the Lorpn commanded us to 
do all these statutes, to fear the Lorp 
our God, for our good always, that he 
might preserve us alive, as it is at 
this day. 


25 And it shall be our righteousness, 

if we observe tv do all these com- 
mandments before the Lorn our God, 
ag he hath commanded us. 


CHAPTER VII. 


HEN the Lorn thy God_ shall 

bring thee into the land whither 
thou goest to possess it, and hath cast 
out many nations before thee, the Hit- 
tites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, seven nations greater and 
mightier than thou; 

And when the Lorn thy God shall 
deliver them before thee; thou shalt 
smite them, and utterly destroy them; 
thou shalt make no covenant with 
them, nor shew mercy unto them: 

8 Neither shalt thou make marriages 
with them; thy daughter thou shalt 
not give unto his son, nor his daugh- 
ter shalt thou take unto thy son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following me, that they may serve 
other gods: so will the anger of the 


' Lorn be kindled a pa you, and de- 


stroy thee sudden 

5 Dut thus shall ye deal with them; 
ye shall destroy their altars, and break 
down their images, and cut down their 
groves, and burn their graven images 
with tire. 

6 For thou at an boly people unto 
the Lory thy God: the Lorn thy God 
hath chosen thee to be a special people 
unto himself, above all people that are 

on ne face of the earth. 

“P The Lorn did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people; for 
ye were the fewest of all people: 

§ But because the Lorp loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fathers, 
hath the Lorn brought you out with 
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a mighty hand, and redeemed you out 
of the house of bondmen, from the hand 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt. 


9 Know therefore that the Lorp oy 
God, he is God, the faithful God, which 
keepeth covenant and mercy with them 
that love him and keep his command- 
ments to a thousand generations; 


10 And repayeth them that hate him 
to their face, to destroy them: he will 
not be slack to him that hateth him, 
he will repay him to his face. 


11 Thou shalt therefore keep the com- 
muandments, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which I command thee this 
day, to do them. 


12 | Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
if ye hearken to these judgments, and 
keep, and do them, that the Lorp thy 
God shall keep unto thee the covenant 
and the merey which he sware unto 
thy fathers: 

13 And he will love thee, and_ bless 
thee, and multiply thee: he will also 
bless the fruit of th womb, and the 
fruit of thy land, thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, the increase of thy 
kine, and the flocks of thy sheep, in 
the land which he sware unto thy ta- 
thers to give thee. 

14 Thou shalt be blessed above all 
people: there shall not be male or 
female barren among you, or among 
your cattle. 


15 And the Lorn will take away from 


thee all sickness, and will put none of 


the evil diseases of Egypt, which thou 


~ knowest, upon thee; but will lay them 


upon all them that hate thee. 


16 And thou shalt consume ali the ” 


people which the Lorn thy God shall 
deliver thee; thine eye shall have no 
pity upun them: neither shalt’ thou 
serve their gods; for that will be a 
snare unto thee. 


17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than 1; how 
can I dispossess them ? 


18 Thou shalt not be afraid of them: 
but shalt well remember what the Lorp 
thy God did unto Pharaoh, and unto 
all Egypt; 

19 The great temptations which thine 
eyes saw, and the signs, and the won- 
ders, and the mighty hand, and the 
stretched out arm, whereby the Lorn 
thy God brought. thee out: so shall 
the Lorn thy God do unto all the 
people of whom thou art afraid. 


20 Moreover the Lorn thy God will 
send the hornet among them, until 
they that are left, and hide themselves 
from thee, be destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them: for the Lorn thy God is among 
you, a mighty God and terrible. 

22 And the Lorn thy God will put 
out those nations before thee by little 
aud little: thou mayest not consume

23 But the Lorn thy God shall deliver 
them unto thee, and shall destroy them 
with a mighty destruction, until they 
be destroyed. 

24 And he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt destroy 
their name from under heaven: there 
shall no man be able to stand before 
thee, until thou have destroyed them. 

05 ‘The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with fire: thou shalt not 
desire the silver or gold that zs on them, 
nor take 2 unto thee, Jest thou be 
snared therein: for it zs an abomination 
to the Lorn thy God. 

26 Neither shalt thou bring an abomi- 
nation into thine house, lest thou be a 
cursed thing like it: but thou shalt 
utterly detest it, and thou shalt utterly 
abhor it; for it 7s a cursed thing. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Lu the commandments which 1 

command thee this day shall ye 
observe to do, that ye may live, and 
ab and geo in and possess the 
land lath the Lorp sware unto your 
os 11ers, 

2 And thou shalt remember all the 
w ay which the Lor» thy God led thee 
these forty years in the wilderness, to 
humble se aud to prove thee, to 
know what was in thine heart, whether 
thou wouldest keep his commandments, 
or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and suffered 
thee to hunger, and fed thee with 
manna, which thou knewest not, nei- 
ther did thy fathers know; that he 
might make thee know that man doth 
not live by bread only, but by ever 
word that proceedeth out of the snouth 
of the Lory doth man hve, 


4 Thy raiment. waxed not old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, these 
forty years. 

h Thou shalt also consider in thine 
heart, that, as aman chasteneth his 
son, so the Lorp thy God chastencth 
thee, 

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the com- 
mandments of the Lorp thy God, to 
walk in his ways, and to fear him. 

7 For the Lory thy God bringeth thee 
into a good Jand, a land of brooks of 
water, of fountains and depths that 
spring out of valleys and hills; 


8 A land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pomegranates; 
a land of oil olive, and honey; 

9 A land wherein thou shalt eat bread 
without scarceness, thou shalt not lack 
any thing in_it; a land whose stones 
are iron, and out of whose hills thou 
mayest dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and art full, 
then thou shalt bless the Lorn thy God 
As the good land which he hath given 

ee. 


11 Beware that thou forget not the 
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Lorp thy God, a net keeping his com- 
mandments, and his judgments, and 
his statutes, which I command thee 
this day: 


12 Lest when thou hast eaten and art 
full, and hast built goodly houses, and 
dwelt therein ; ; 

Bad rea when thy herds and thy flocks 

pen and thy silver and thy gold 
a m tiplied, and all that thou hast is 
multiplied; 


14 Then thine heart be lifted up, and 
thou forget the Lorn thy God, which 
brought thee forth out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage; 


15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderness, wherein were 
fiery serpents, and scorpions, and 
drought, where there was no w ater; 
who brought thee forth water out of 
the rock of flint; 


16 Who fed thee in the wilderness 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end; 


17 And thou say in thine heart, My 
power and the might of m2ne hand hat 
gotten me this wealth. 


18 But thou shalt remember the Lorp 
thy God: for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth, that he may esta- 

lish his covenant which he sware unto 
thy fathers, as it is this day. 


19 And it shall be, if thou do at all 

forget the Lorn thy God, and walk 
after other gods, and serve them, and 
worship them, T testify against you 
this day that ye shall surely perish. 


20 As the nations which the Lorn ce- 
stroyeth before your face, 80 shall ye 
perish; because ye would not be obe- 
ve unto the voice of the Loup your 

oC 


CHAPTER IX. 


EAR, © Israel: Thou art to pass 

over Jordan this day, to go in to 
possess nations greater and mightier 
than Pa bakes cities great and fenced 
uP to heaven, 

A people great and tall, the children 
of the Anakims, whom thou knowest, 
and of whom thou hast heard say, Whio 
can stand before the children of Anak! 


8 Understand therefore this day, that 
the Lory thy God is he which goeth 
over before thee; as a consuming fire 
he shall destroy them, and he shall 
bring them down before thy face: so 
shalt thou drive them out, and destroy 
them quickly, as the Lorp hath said 
unto thee. 


4 Speak not thou in thine heart, after 
that the Lorp thy God hath cast them 
out from -before thee, saying, For my 
righteousness the Lorp hath brought 
me in to possess this land: but for the 
wickedness of these nations the Lorn 
doth drive them out from before thee. 


5 Not for thy righteousness, or for 
the uprightness of thine heart, dost 
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DEUTERONOMY, IX. 
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thou go to possess their land: but for 
the wickedness of these nations the 
Lorv thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee, and that he may 
perform the word which the Lorn sware 
apa uy fathers, Abraham, Isaac, ‘and 
acob. 


6 Understand therefore, that the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee not this good land 
to possess it for thy righteousness; for 
thou art a stiffnecked people. 


7 | Remember, and forget not, how 
thou provokedst the Lorn thy God to 
wrath in the wilderness: from the day 
that thou didst depart out of the land 
of Egypt, until ye came unto this place, 
ye have been rebellious against the 

ORD. 


8 Also in Horeb ye provoked the Lorp 
to wrath, so that the Lorn was angry 
with you to have destroyed you. 


9 When I was gone up into the mount 
to receive the tables of stone, even the 
tables of the covenant which the Lorp 
made with you, then I abode in the 
mount forty days and forty nights, I 
neither did eat bread nor drink water: 


10 And the Lorp delivered unto me 
two tables of stone written with the 
finger of God; and on them was written 
according to all the words, which the 
Lorp spake with you in the mount out 
of the midst of the fire in the day of 
the assembly. 


11 And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days and forty nights, that the 
Lorp py me the two tables of stone, 
even the tables of the covenant. 


12 And the Lorn said unto me, Arise, 
get thee down quickly from hence; for 
thy people which thou hast brought 
forth out of Egypt have corrupted them- 
selves; they are quickly turned aside 
out of the way which I commanded 
them; they have made them a molten 
Image. 


13 Furthermore the Lorn spake unto 
me, saying, I have seen this people, 
and, behold, it is a stiffnecked people: 


14 Let me alone, that I may destroy 
them, and blot out their name from 
under heaven: and I will make of thee 
a nation mightier and greater than they. 


15 So I turned and came down from 

the mount, and the mount burned 
with fire: and the two tables of the 
covenant were in my two hands. 


16 And I looked, and, behold, ye had 
sinned against the Lorp your God, and 
had made you a molten calf: ye had 
turned aside quickly out of the way 
which the Lorpv had commanded you. 


17 And 1 took the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 


18 And I fell down before the Lorn, 
as at the first, forty days and forty 
nights: 1 did neither eat bread, nor 
drink water, because of all your sins 
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which hs sinned, in doing wickedly. in 
the sight of the ‘Lorn, to provoke hi 
to anger. 


- 19 For I was afraid of the anger and 
hot pa creel wherewith the Lorn 
was wroth against you to destroy you. 
But the Lorn hearkened unto me at 
that time also. 


20 And the Lorn was very angry with 
Aaron to have destroyed him: and I 
prayed for Aaron also the same time. 


21 And I took your sin, the calf which 

ye had made, and burnt it with fire, 
and stamped ‘it. and ground it very 
small, even until it was as small as 
dust: "and I cast the dust thereof into 
the brook that descended out of the 
mount. 


22 And at Taberah, and at Massah, 
and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye provoked 
the Lorp to wrath. 


28 Likewise when the Lorp sent you 

from Kadesh-barnea, saying, Go up 
and possess the land which I have 
given you; then ye rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lor» your 
God, and ye believed him not, nor 
hearkened to his voice. 


24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the Lorn from the day that I knew you. 


25 Thus 1 fell down before the Lorn 

forty days and only nights, as I fell 
down at the jirst; because the Lorn 
had said he would destroy you. 


26 I prayed therefore unto the Lorn, 
and said, QO Lord Gop, destroy not th 
people and thine inheritance, which 
thou hast redeemed through thy great- 
neas, which thou hast brought forth out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand. 


27 Remember thy servants, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob; look not unto the 
stubbornness of this people, nor to their 
wickedness, nor tu their sin: 


28 Lest the land whence thou brought- 
est us out say, Because the Lorp was 
not able to bring them into the land 
which he promised them, and because 
he hated them, he hath brought them 
out to slay them in the wilderness. 


29 Yet they are thy people and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
out by thy mighty power and by thy 
stretched out arm. 


CHAPTER X. 


Ai that time the Lory said unto me, 
Hew thee two tables of stone like 
unto the first, and come up unto me 
into the mount, and make lies an ark 
of wood. 


2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables which 
thou brakest, and thou shalt put them 
in the ark. 


8 And I made an ark of shittim wood 
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and hewed two tables of stone like unto 
the first, and went up into the mount, 
having the two tables in mine hand. 


4 And he wrote on the tables, ac- 
cording to the first writing, the ten 
commandments, which the Lorn spake 
unto you in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire in the day of the assembly: 
and the Lorp gave them unto me. 


5 And I turned myself and came down 
from the mount, and put the tables in 
the ark which I had made; and there 
they be, as the Lory commanded me. 


6 ¥ And the children of Israel took 
their journey from Beeroth of the chil- 
dren of Jaakan to Mosera: there Aaron 
died, and there he was buried; and Ele- 
azar his son ministered in the priest’s 
oftice in his stead. 


7 From thence they journeyed unto 
(Ggudgodah; and from Gudgodah to Jot- 
bath, a land of rivers of waters. 


& § At that time the Lorp separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorn, to stand before 
the Lorn to minister unto him, and to 
bless in his name, unto this day. 





9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren; the Lorp 
is his inheritance, according as the Lorn 
thy God promised him. 


10 And IJ stayed in the mount, accord- 
ing to the first time, oy. days and forty 
nights; and the orp hearkened unto 
me at that time also, and the Lorp 
would not destruvy thee. 


11 And the Lorn said unto me, Arise, 
take thy journey before the people, that 
they may go in and possess the land, 
which [ sware unto their fathers to give 
unto them. 


12 § And now, Israel, what doth the 
Lorp thy God require of thee, but to 
fear the Lorn ey God, to walk in all 
his ways, and to love him, and to serve 
the Lorp thy God with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul, 


13 ‘To keep the commandments of the 
Lory, and his statutes, which I com- 
mand thee this day for thy good? 


14 Behold, the heaven and the heaven 
of heavens is the Lorn’s thy God, the 
earth adso, with all that therein zs. 


15 Only the Lorn had a delight in 
thy fathers to love them, and he chose 
their seed after them, even you above 
all people, as i¢ zs this day. 


16 Circumcise therefore the foreskin of 
your heart, and be no more stiffnecked. 


17 For the Lory your God zs God of 
gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, a 
mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth 
not persons, nor taketh reward: 


18 He doth execute the judgment of 

the fatherless and widow, and loveth 
the stranger, in giving him food and 
raiment, 
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19 Love ye therefore the stranger: 
for ye were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. 


20 Thou shalt fear the Lorn thy God; 
him shalt thou serve, and to him shalt 
thou cleave, and swear by his name. 


21 He is thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine 
eyes have seen. 


22 Te fathers went duwn into Egypt 
with threescore and ten persons; and 
now the Lorp ay God hath made thee 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 


CHAPTER XI. 


TINHEREFORE thou shalt love the 

Loan thy God, and keep his charge, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, 
and his commandments alway. 


2 And know ye this day: for / speak 
not with your children which have not 
known, and which have not seen the 
chastisement of the Lory your God, his 
greatness, his mighty hand, and his 
stretched out arm, 


3 And his miracles, and his acts, which 
he did in the midst of Egypt unto Pha- 
raoh the king of Egypt, and unto all 
his land; 


4 And what he did unto the army of 
Kgypt, unto their horses, and to their 
chariots; how he made the water of 
the Red sea to overtlow them as they 
Pe after you, and how the Loxrp 

ath destroyed them unto this day; 


6 And what he did unto you in the 
wilderness, until ye came into this 
place; 


6 And what he did unto Dathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Kliab, the sou of 
Reuben: how the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their households, and their tents, and 
all the substance that was in’ their 
possession, in the midst of all Israel: 


7 But your eyes have seen all the 
great acts of the Lor» which he did. 


8 Therefore shall ye keep all the com- 
mandmeénts which | command you this 
day, that ye may be strong, and go in 
and possess the fan, whither ye go to 
possess it; 


9 And that ye may prolong your days 
in the land, which the Lorn sware unto 
your fathers to give unto them and to 
their seed, a land that floweth with 
milk and honey. 


10 ¢ For the Jand, whither thou goest 
in to possess it, is not as the land of 
Egypt, from whence ye came out, where 
thou sowedst thy seed, and wateredst 
it with thy foot, as a garden of herbs: 


11 But the land, whither ye go to 
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ossess it, is a Jand of hills and val- 
eys, and drinketh water of the rain of 
heaven: 


12 A land which the Lorn thy God 
careth for: the eyes of the Lorp thy 
God are always upon it, from the be- 
ginning of the year even unto the end 
of the year. 


13 9 And it shall come to pass, if ye 
shall hearken diligently unto my com- 
mandments which I command you this 
day, to love the Lorn your God, and 
to serve him with all your heart and 
with all your soul, 


14 That I will give you the rain of 
your land in his due season, the first 
rain and the latter rain, that thou 
mayest gather in thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine gil. 


15 And I will send grass in thy fields 
fur thy cattle, that thou mayest eat 
and be full. 


16 Take heed to yourselves, that your 
heart be not deceived, and ye turn 
aside, and serve other gods, and wor- 
ship them; 


17 And then the Lorn's wrath be kin- 
dled against you, and he shut up the 
heaven, that there be no rain, and that 
the land yield not her fruit; and les¢ 
ye perish quickly from off the good 
jand which the Lorn giveth you. 


18 § Therefore shall ye lay up these 
my words in your heart and in your 
soul, and bind them for a sign upon 
our hand, that they may be as front- 
ets between your eyes. 


19 And ye shall teach them your chil- 
dren, speaking of them when thou sittest 
in thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, when thou lest down, and 
when thou risest up. 


20 And thou shalt write them upon 
the door posts of thine house, and upon 
thy gates: 


21 ‘That your days may be multiplied, 
and the days of your children, in the 
land which the Lory sware unto your 
fathers to give them, as the days of 
heaven upon the earth. 


22 9 For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I com- 
mand you, to do them, to love the 
Lorp your God, to walk in all his ways, 
and to cleave unto him; 


2 Then will the Lorn drive out all 
these nations from before you, and 
ye shall possess greater nations and 
inightier than yourselves. 


24 Every place whereon the soles of 
your feet shall tread shall be your's: from 
the wilderness and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Kuphrates, even unto 
the uttermost sea shall your coast be. 


25 There shall no man be able to stand 
betore you: for the Lorp your God 
shall lay the fear of you and the dread 
of you upon all the land that ye shall 
tread upon, as he hath said unto you. 
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26 ¢ Behold, I set before you this day 
a blessing and a curse; 

97 A biessing, if ye obey the com- 
mandments of the Lorn your God, 
which I command you this day: 


28 And a curse, if ye will not obey 
the commandinents of the Lorn your 
God, but turn aside out of the way 
which I command you this day, to go 
after other gods, which ye have not 
known. 

29 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lorn thy God hath brought thee 
in unto the land whither thou goest tu 
possess it, that thou shalt put the bless- 
ing upon mount Gerizim, and the curse 
upon mount Ebal. 

30 Are they not on the other side 
Jordan, by the way where the sun 
goeth down, in the land of the Canaan- 
ites, which dwell in the champaign 
over against Gilgal, beside the plains 
_ of Moreh? 

31 For ye shall pass over Jordan to 
go in to possess the land which the 
Lorp your God giveth you, and ye 
shall possess it, and dwell therein. 

82 And ye shall observe to do all the 
statutes and judgments which J set be- 
fore you this day. 


CHAPTER XIT. 


VHESE are the statutes and judg- 

ments, which ye shall observe to 

do in the land, which the Lorn God of 

thy fathers giveth thee to possess it, 

the days that ye live upon the 
earth. 


2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the 

places, wherein the nations which ye 
shall possess served their gods, upon 
the high mountains, and upon the hills, 
and under every green tree: 


3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, 
and break their pillars, and burn their 
groves with fire; and ye shall hew 
down the graven images of their gods, 
and destroy the names of them out of 
that place. 


4 Ye shall not do so unto the Loup 
your (rod. 


5 But unto the place which the Lorn 
your God shall choose out of all your 
tribes to put his name there, eren unto 
his habitation shall ye seek, and thither 
thou shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring your 


burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, and heave offerings of 
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pou hand, and your vows, and your 


_freewill offerin s, and the firstlings of 


your herds and of your flocks: 


7 And there ye shall eat before the 
Lorp your God, and ye shall rejoice in 
all that ye put our hand unto ae 
and your households, wherein the 
thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 


9 For ye are not as yet come to the 
rest and to the inheritance, which the 
Lorp your God giveth you. 

10 But when ye go over Jordan, and 
dwell in the land which the Lory’ your 
God giveth you to inherit, and when 
he giveth you rest from all your enemies 
round about, so that ye dwell in safety; 


lt Then there shall be a place which 

the orp your God shall choose to 
cause his name to dwell there; thither 
shall ye bring all that I command you; 
your burnt offerings, and your sacri- 
tices, your tithes and the heave offer- 
ing of your hand, and all your choice 
vows which ye vow unto the Lorp: 


12 And ye shall rejoice before the 
Lorp your God, ye, and your sons, 
and your daughters, and your menser- 
vants, and your muidservants, and the 
Levite that is within your gates; foras- 
much aa he hath no part nor inheritance 
with you. 


13 ‘Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest: 

I+ But in the place which the Lorp 
shall chuose in one of thy tribes, there 
thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, 
and there thou shalt do all that 1 com- 
mand thee. 


15 } Ropes thou mayest kill 
and eat tlesh in all thy gates, what- 
soever thy soul lusteth after, according 
to the blessing of the Loup thy God 
which he hath given thee: the unclean 
and the clean may eat thereof, as of 
the roebuck, and as of the hart, 


16 wie) ye shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as 
water. 

17 F Thou mayest not eat within thy 
gates the tithe of thy corn, or of thy 
wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings of 
thy herds or of thy flock, nor any of 
thy vows which thou vowest, nor thy 
freewill offerings, or heave offering of 
thine hand: 


18 But thou must eat them before 
the Lorp thy God in the place which 
the Lorn» thy God shall choose, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy 
manservant, and thy maidservant, and 
the Levite that ws within thy gates: 
and thou shalt rejoice before the Lorp 
thy God in all that thou puttest thine 
hands unto, 


19 Take heed to thyself that thou for- 
sake not the Levite as long as thou 
nveat ae the earth. 

20 ¢ When the Lory thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath promised 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, 
because thy soul longeth to eat flesh; 


/ 
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thou mayest eat flesh, whatsoever thy 
soul lusteth after. z. 


21 If the place which the Lorp thy 
God hath chosen to put his name there 
be too far from thee, then thou shalt 
kill of thy herd and of thy flock, which 
the Lorn hath given thee, as I have 
commanded thee, and thou shalt eat 
in thy gates whatsoever thy soul lusteth 
after. 

2? Even as the roebuck and the hart 
is eaten, so thou shalt eat them: the 
unclean and the clean shall eat of 


| them alike. 


23 Only be sure that thou eat not the 


. bluod: for the blood is the life; and 


thou mayest not ext the life with the 
flesh. 


24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 


25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it ma 
go well with thee, and with thy chit 
dren after thee, when thou shalt do 
ee which is right in the sight of the 
sORD. 


26 Only thy holy things which thou 
hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, 
and go unto the place which the Lorn 
shall choose: 


27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt offer- 
ings, the flesh and the blood, upon 
the altar of the Lorn thy God: and the 
blood of thy sacrifices shall be poured 
out upon the altar of the Lorn thy God, 
and thou shalt eat the flesh. 


28 Observe and hear all these words 
which I command thee, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee for "ever, when thou doest 
that which is good and right in the sight 
of the Lorn thy God. 


29 ¢ When the Lorn thy God shall 
cut off the nations from before thee, 
whither thou goest to possess them, and 
thou succeedest them, and dwellest in 
their land; 


30 Take heed to thyself that thou be 
not snared by following them, after that 
they be destroyed from before thee; and 
that thou enquire not after their gods, 
saying, How did these nations serve 
their gods? even so will I do likewise. 


31 Thou shalt not do so unto the Lorn 
thy God: for every abomination to the 
Lorn, which he hateth, have they done 
unto their gods; for even their sons and 
their daughters they have burnt in the 
fire to their gods. 


32 What thing soever I command you, 
observe to do it: thou shalt not add 
thereto, nor diminish from it. 


CHAPTER XII. 


IF there arise among you a prophet, 
or a dreamer of dreams, and giveth 
thee a sign or a wonder, 
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2 And the sign or the wonder come 
to pass, whereof he spake unto thee, 
saying, Let us go after other gods, 
which thou hast not known, and let us 
serve them; 


8% Thou shalt not hearken unto the 
words of that prophet, or that dreamer 
of dreams: for the Lozy your God prov- 
eth you, to know whether ye love the 
Lory your God with all your heart and 
with all your soul. 


4 Ye shall walk after the Lorn your 
(,od, and fear him, and keep his com- 
mandments, and obey his voice, and 

e shall serve him, and cleave unto 
im. 

5 And that prophet, or that dreamer 
of dreams, shall be put to death; be- 
cause he hath spoken to turn you away 
from the Lorp your God, which brought 
you out of the land of Egypt, and re- 
deemed you out of the house of bond- 
age, to thrust thee out of the way 
which the Lorn thy God commanded 
thee to walk in. So shalt thou put the 
evil away from the midst of thee. 


6 ¥§ If thy brother, the son of thy 
mother, or thy son, or thy daughter, or 
the wife of t y bosom, or thy friend, 
which zs as thine own soul, entice thee 
secretly, saying, Let us go and serve 
other gods, which thou hast not known, 
thou, nor thy fathers; 


7 Namely, of the gods of the people 
which are round about you, nigh unto 
thee, or far off from thee, trom the one 
end of the earth even unto the other 
end of the earth; 


8 Thou shalt not consent unto him 
nor hearken unto him; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou 
spare, neither shalt thou conceal him: 


9 But thou shalt surely kill him; thine 
hand shall be first upon him to put 
him to death, and afterwards the hand 
of all the people. 


10 And thou shalt stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lorn thy God, which brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house 
of bondage. 


11] And all Israel shall hear, and fear, 
and shall do no more any such wicked- 
ness as this is among you. 


12 9 Jf thou shalt hear say in one of 
thy cities, which the Loup thy God 
hath given thee to dwell there, saying, 


18 Certain men, the children of Belial, 
are gone out from among you, and have 
withdrawn the inhabitants of their city, 
saying, Let us go and serve other gods, 
which ye have not known; 


14 Then shalt thou enquire, and make 
search, and ask diligently; and, behold, 
if it be truth, and the thing certain, that 
such abomination is wrought among 
you, 

15 Thou shalt surely smite the in- 
habitants of that city with the edge of 
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the sword, eestroy itis it utterly, and 
all that is therein, and the cattle there- 
of, with the edge of the sword. 


16 And thou shalt gather all the spoil 
of it into the midst of the street there- 
of, and shalt burn with fire the city, 
and all the spoil thereof every whit, 
for the Lorn thy God: and it shall be 
an heap for ever; it shall not be built 
again. 


17 And there shall cleave nought of 
the cursed thing to thine hand: that 
the Lornp may turn from the fierceness 
of his anger, and shew thee mercy, and 
have compassion upon thee, and mul- 
tiply thee, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers; 


18 When thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of the Lorn thy God, to keep all 
his commandments which I command 
thee this day, to do that which is right 
in the eyes of the Loup thy God. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


E are the children of the Lorn your 
20d: ye shall not cut yourselves, 
nor make any joadness between your 
eyes for the 
2 For thou pie ‘an holy people unto 
the Lory thy (sod, and the Lor» hath 
chosen thee to be a peculiar people 
unto himself, above all the nations 
that ave upon the earth. 
eee q ‘Thou shalt not eat any abominable 
thin 
4 'T ee are the beasts which ye shall 
eat: the ox, the sheep, and the goat, 
5 The hart, and the roebuck, and the 
fallow deer, and the wild goat , and 
the pygarg, and the wild ox, and the 
chamois. 
6 And every beast that parteth the 
hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two 
claws, and cheweth the cud among the 
beasts, that ye shall eat. 


7 Nevertheless these ye shall not eat 
of them that chew the cud, or of them 
that divide the cloven hoof: as the 
camel, and the hare, and the coney: 
tor they chew the cud, but divide not 
the hoof; therefore they are unclean 
unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it divideth 
the hoot, yet cheweth not the eud, it 
is unclean unto you: ye shall not eat 
of their Hesh, nor touch their dead 
curcase, 

9 F These ye shall eat of all that are 
in the waters: all 
scales shall ye eat: 

10 And whatsoever hath not fins and 
scales ye may not eat; it 2s unclean 
me 0; 

q Of all clean birds ye shall eat. 

p But these are they of which ye 
shall not eat: the a and the ossi- 
rage and the os 

3 And the plede a and the kite, and 
the vulture after his kind, 

14 And every raven after his kind, 

15 And the owl, and the night hawk, 
and the cuckuw, and the hawk atter 
his kind, 


that have fins ‘and 
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16 The little owl, and the great owl, 
and the swan, 

17 And the pelican, and the gier 
eagle, and the cormorant, 

18 And the stork, and the heron after 
her kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 


19 And every creeping thing that flieth 
is unclean unto you: they shall not be 
eaten. 

20 But of all clean fowls ye may eat. 

21 4 Ye shall not eat of any thing 
that dieth of itself: thou shalt give it 
unto the stranger that is in thy gates, 
that he may eat it; or thou mayest 
sell it unto an alien: for thou aré an 
holy people unto the Lorn thy God. 
Thou shalt not seethe a kid in his 
mother’s milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the 
increase of thy seed, that the field 
bringeth forth year by year. 

23 And thou shalt eat before the Lorn 
thy God, in the place which he shall 
choose to place his name there, the 
tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and of 
thine oil, and the firstlings of thy herds 
and of thy flocks; that thou mayest 
learn to fear the Lorp thy God always. 


24 And if the way be too long for 
thee, so that thou art not able to carry 
it; or if the place be too far from thee, 
which the Lorp thy God shall choose 
to set his name there, when the Lorp 
thy God hath blessed thee: 


25 Then shalt thou turn 7 into money, 
and bind up the money in thine hand, 
and shalt go unto the place which the 
Lorp thy God shall choose: 

26 And thou shalt bestow that money 
for whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, 
for oxen, or for sheep, or for wine, or 
for strong drink, or for whatsoever thy 
soul desireth: and thou shalt eat there 
before the Lory thy God, and thou 
shalt rejoice, thou, and thine household, 


27 And the Levite that is within thy 
gates: thou shalt not forsake him; for 
i hath no part nor inheritance with 
thee, 

23 4 At the end of three years thou 
shalt bring forth all the tithe of thine 
increase the same year, and shalt lay 
it up within thy gates: 

29 And the Levite, (because he hath 
uo part nor inheritance with thee.) 
and the stranger, and the fatherless, 
and the widow, which are within thy 
gates, shall come, and shall eat and 
be satisfied; that the Lorn thy God 
may bless thee in all the work of thine 
hand which thou doest. 


CHAPTER XV. 
Al the end of every seven years 
thou shalt make a release. 

2 And this is the manner of the release: 
Ivery creditur that lendeth ought unto 
his neighbour shall release it; he sh 
not exact i¢ of his neighbour, or of his 
brother; because it is called the Lorp’s 
release. ; 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exact 
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it again: but that which is thine with 
thy brother thine hand shall release; 


4 Save when there shall be no poor 
among you; for the Lonrp shall greatly 
bless thee in the land which the Lorn 
thy God giveth thee for an inheritance 
to, possess it: 

5 Only if thou carefully hearken unto 
the voice of the Lorn thy God, to ob- 
serve to do all these commandments 
which I command thee this day. 


6 For the Lorn thy God blesseth thee, 
as he promised thee: and thou shalt 
lend unto many nations, but thou shalt 
not borrow; and thou shalt reign over 
many nations, but they shall not reign 
over thee. 

7 9 If there be amoiig you a poor 
man of one of thy brethren within any 
of thy gates in thy land which the 
Lorp thy God eivcth thee, thou shalt 
not harden thine heart, nor shut thine 
hand from thy poor brother: 

8 But thou shalt open thine hand wide 
unto him, and shalt surely lend him 
sufficient for his need, é that which he 
wanteth. 

9 Beware that there be, not a thought 
in thy wicked heart, saying, The seventh 
year, the year of release, is at hand; 
and thine eye be evil against thy poor 
brother, and thou givest him nought; 
and be ery unto the Lorp against thee, 
and it be sin unto thee. 


10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
thine heart shall not be gneved when 
thou givest unto him: because that for 
this thing the Lorn thy Grod shall bless 
thee in all thy works, and in all that 
thou puttest thine hand unto. 

11 For the poor shall never cease out 
of the land: therefore I command thee, 
saying, Thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, and 
to thy needy, in thy land. 

12-9 Aud if thy brother, an Hebrew 
man, or an Hebrew woman, be sold 
unto thee, and serve thee six years; 
then in the seventh year thou shalt 
let him go free from thee. 


138 And when thou sendest him out 
free from thee, thou shalt not let him 
go away empty: 

14 Thou 8 ial furnish him liberally 
out of thy flock, and out of thy floor, 
and out of thy winepress: of (hat where- 
with the Lorp thy God hath blessed 
thee thou shalt give unto him. 

15 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the Jand of Egypt, 
and the Lorn thy (iod redeemed thee: 
therefore I command thee this thing 
to day. 

16 And it shall be, if he say unto thee, 
T will not Bo away from thee; because 
he loveth thee and thine house, because 
he is well with thee; 


17 Then thou shalt take an aul, and 
thrust é¢ through his ear unto the dvor, 
and he shall be thy servant for ever. 
And also unto thy maidservant thou 
shalt do likewise. 

18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free from 
thee; for he hath been worth a double 
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thee 


hired servant ¢o thee, in servin 
shall 


six years: and the Lorn thy Go 
bless thee in all that thou doest. 


19 J All the firstling males that come 
of thy herd and of thy flock thou shalt 
sanctify unto the Lorp thy God: thou 
shalt do no work with the firstling of 
thy bullock, nor shear the firstling of 
thy sheep. 

20 Thou shalt eat i¢ before the Lorn 
thy God year by year in the place 
which the Lorn shall choose, thou and 
thy household. 

21 And if there be any blemish therein, 
as af it be lame, or blind, or have any 
ill blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it 
unto the Lorn chy God. 

22 'Lhou shalt eat it within thy gates: 
the unclean and the clean person shall 
eat it alike, as the roebuck, and as the 
hart. 

23 Only thou shalt not eat the blood 
thereof; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground as water. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


( BSERVE the month of Abib, and 

keep the passover unto the Lorp 
thy God: for in the month of Abib the 
Lorn thy God brought thee forth out 
of Egypt by night. 

2 ‘bhou shalt therefore sacrifice the 
pussover unto the Lorn thy God, of 
the flock and the herd, in the place 
which the Lorn shall choose to place 
his name there. 

3 ‘Thou shalt eat no leavened bread 
with it; seven days shalt thou eat un- 
leavened bread therewith, eren the bread 
of afflictions tor thou camest forth out 
of the land of Kgypt in haste: that thou 
mayest remember the day when thou 
camest forth out of the land of Egypt 
all the days of thy life. 

4 And there shall be no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy coast 
seven days; neither shall there any 
thing of the flesh, which thou sacri- 
ficedst the first day at even, remain 
all night until the morning. 

» Thou mayest not sacrifice the pass- 
over within any of thy gates, which 
the Lorp thy God giveth thee: 

6 But at the place which the Lorn 
thy God shall choose to place his name 
in, there thou shalt sacrifice the pass- 
over at even, atthe going duwn of the 
sun, at the season that thou camest 
forth out of Kgypt. 

7 And thou shalt roast and eat 7 in 
the place which the Lorn thy God shall 
choose: and thou shalt turn in the 
morning, and go unto thy tents, 

% Six days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread: and on the seventh day shall be 
a solemn assembly to the Lorn thy 
Gcod: thou shalt do no work therein. 

9 Y Seven weeks shalt thou number 
unto thee: begin to number the seven 
weeks from such time as thou beginnest 
to in the sickle to the corn. 

10 And thou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto the Lorn thy God with a 
tribute of a freewill offering of thine 
hand, which thou shalt give unto the 
LORD thy God, according as the Lorn 
thy God hath blessed thee: 

11 And thou shalt rejoice before the 
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eaeee 


Lorn thy God, thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, and thy manservant, and 
thy maidservant, and the Levite that 
is within thy gates, and the stranger, 
and the fatherless, and the widow, that 
are among you, in the place which the 
Lorn thy God hath chosen to place his 
name there. 


12 ‘And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast 2 bondman in Egypt: and thou 
shalt observe and do these statutes. 


13 ¥ Thou shalt observe the feast of 
tabernacles seven days, after that thou 
hast gathered in thy corn and thy wine: 


14 And thou shalt rejgice in thy feast, 
thou, and thy son, anc Bid daughter, 
and thy manservant, and thy maidser- 
vant, and the Levite, the stranger, and 
the fatherless, and the widow, that ave 
within thy gates. 


15 Seven days shalt thou keep a solemn 

feast unto the Lorn thy God in the 
place which the Lorn shall choose: be- 
cause the Lorn thy God shall bless 
thee in all thine increase, and in all 
the works of thine hands, therefore thou 
shalt surely rejoice. 


16 | Three times in a year shall all 
thy males appear before the Lor» thy 
God in the place which he shall choose; 
in the feast of unleavened bread, and 
in the feast of weeks, and in the feast 
of tabernacles: and they shall not appear 
before the Lorn empty: 


1¢ Every man shall give as he is able, 
according to the blessing of the Lorp 
thy God which he hath given thee. 


ao, 

18 ¥ Judges and officers shalt thou 
make thee in all thy gates, which the 
Lorn thy God giveth thee, throughout 
thy tribes: and they shall judge the 
people with just judgment. 


19 Thou shalt not wrest judgment; 
thou shalt not respect persons, neither 
take a gift: for a gift doth blind the 
eyes of the wise, and pervert the words 
of the righteous. 


20 That which is altogether just shalt 
thou follow, that thou mayest live, and 
inherit the land which the Loxp thy 
God giveth thee. 


2% Thou shalt not plant thee a grove ° 


of any trees near unto the altar of the 
aes thy God, which thou shalt make 
ee, 


22 Neither shalt thou set thee up any 
image; which the Lorn thy God hateth. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


fFANHOU shalt not sacrifice unto the 

Lory thy God any bullock, or sheep, 
wherein is blemish, or any evilticoured: 
ness: for that is an abomination unto 
the Lorn thy God. 


24 If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee, man or woman, 
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that hath wrought wickedness in the 
sight of the Lorn thy God, in trans- 
gressing his covenant, 

8 And hath pone and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, either the 
sun, or moon, or any of the host of 
heaven, which I have not commanded; 


4 And it be told thee, and thou hast 
heard of it, and enquired diligently, 
and, behold, i be true, and the thing 
certain, ¢hat such abomination 18 
wrought in Israel: 

5 'Yhen shalt thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have com- 
mitted that wicked thing, unto thy 
gates, even that man or that woman, 
and shalt stone them with stones, till 
they die. 


G At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is worthy 
of death be put to death; but at the 
mouth of one witness he shall not be 
put to death. 

7 ‘The hands of the witnesses shall be 
first upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the hands of all the 
people. So thou shalt put the evil away 
from among you. 


% § If there arise a matter too hard 
fur thee in judgment, between blood 
and blvod, between plea and plea, and 
between stroke and stroke, being mat- 
ters of controversy within thy gates: 
then shalt thou arise, and get thee up 
into the place which the Lorn thy God 
shall choose; 


9 And thou shalt come unto the priests 

the Levites, and unto the judge that 
shall be in those days, and enquire; 
and they shall shew thee the sentence 
of Judgment: 

10 And thou shalt do according to 
the sentence, which they of that place 
which the Lorp shall choose shall shew 
thee; and thou shalt observe to do ac- 
cording to all that they inform thee: 


11 According to the sentence of the 
law which they shall teach thee, and 
according to the judgment which the 
shall tell thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt 
not decline from the sentence which 
they shall shew thee, ¢o the right hand, 
nor to the left. 

12 And the man that will do pre- 
sumptuously, and will not hearken 
unto the priest that standeth to mini- 
ster there before the Lory thy God, or 
unto the judge, even that man shall 
die: and thou shalt put. away the evil 
from Israel. 

13 And all the people shall hear, and 
fear, and do nu more presumptuously, 


14 9 When thou art com@ unto the 
Jand which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein, and shalt say, I will set 
a king over me, like as all the nations 
that are about me; 

16 Thou shalt in any wise set him 
king over thee, whom the Lorp thy 
God shall choose: one from among thy 
brethren shalt thou set king over thee: 
thou mayest not set a stranger over 
thee, which is not thy brother. 

16 But he shall not multiply horses 
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erect 





to himself, nor cause the people to 
return to Egypt, to the end that he 
should multtaly horses: forasmuch as 
the Lorn hath said unto you, Ye shall 
henceforth return no more that way. 
17 Neither shall he multiply wives to 
himself, that his heart turn not away: 
neither shall he greatly multiply to 
himself silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he sitteth 
upon the throne ‘of his kingdom, that 
he shall write him a copy of this law 
in a book out of that which is before 
the priests the Levites: 

19 And it shall be with him, and he 
shall read therein all the days of his 
life: that he may learn to fear the 
Lorn his God, to keep all the words 
of this law and these statutes, to do 


them 

20 "That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not aside from the commandment, to 
the right hand, or ¢o the left: to ‘the 
end that he may prolong his days in 
his pingdon: he, and his children, in 
the midst of Israel. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


HE priests the Levites, and all the 

tribe of Levi, shall have no part 
nor inheritance with Israe]: they shall 
eat the offerings of the Lorn made by 
fire, and his inheritance. 

2 ‘Therefore shall they have no inherit- 
ance among their brethren: the Lorn 
is their inheritance, as he hath said 
unto them. 

3 9 And this shall be the priest’s due 
from the people, from them that offer 
a sacrifice, whether zt be ox or sheep; 
and they shall give unto the priest the 
shoulder, and the two checks, and the 
maw. 

4 The firstfruit also of thy corn, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the first 
of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou 
give him. 

5 For the Lorn thy God hath chosen 
him out of all thy tribes, to stand to 
minister in the name of the Lorn, him 
and his sons for ever. 

And if a Levite come from any of 
thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sajourned, and come with all the desire 
of his mind Ete the place which the 

orp shall choose; 

7 Then he shall minister in the name 
of the Lorn his God, as all his brethren 
the Levites do, which stand there be- 
fore the Lorn. 

8 They | all have like portions to eat, 
beside tht which cometh of the sale 
of his patrimony. 

9 | When thou art come into the land 
which the Lorp thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not learn to do after the 
abominations of those nations. 

10 ‘There shall not be found among 
zou any one that maketh his son or 

is daughter to pass through the tire, 
or that useth divination, or an observer 
of times, or an enchanter, or a witch, 

11 Or a charmer, or a consulter with 
familiar sprite or & wizard, or a ne- 
cromance 

12 For ali that do these things a7e an 
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abomination unto the Lorn; and_ be- 
cause of these abominations the Lorp 
thy God doth drive them out from be- 
fore thee, 

18 Thou shalt be perfect with the Lorn 
thy God. : 

14 For these nations, which thou shalt 
possess, hearkened unto observers of 
times, and unto diviners: but as for 
thee, the Lorn thy God hath not suffer- 
ed thee so to do. 

15 J The Lorn thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Prophet from the midst 
of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; 
unto him ye shall hearken; 


16 According to all that thou desiredst 
of the Lorp thy God in Horeb in the 
day of the assembly, saying, Let me 
not hear again the voice of the Lorp 
my God, neither let me see this great 
tire any more, that I die not. 


17 And the Lorn said unto me, ‘They 
have well spoken that which they have 
spoken. 

18 T will raise them up a Prophet from 
among their brethren, like unto thee, 
and will put my words in his mouth; 
and he shall speak unto them all that 
T shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that who- 
soever will not hearken unto my words 
which he shall speak in my name, I 
will require i¢ of him. 


20 But the prophet, which shall pre- 
sume to speak a word in my name, 
which I have not commanded him to 
speak, or that shall speak in the name of 
other gods, even that prophet shall die. 


21 And if thou say in thine heart, 
How shall we know the word which 
the Lorn hath not spoken? 


22 When a prophet nar in the 
name of the Lorn, if the bing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that zs the thing 
which the Lorp hath not spoken, but 
the prophet hath spoken it presump- 
tuously: thou shalt not be afraid of him. 


CHAPTER XIX. 


Wis the Lorp thy God hath 

cut off the nations, whose land 
the Lorn thy God giveth thee, and 
thou succeedest them, and dwellest in 
their cities, and in their houses; 


2 Thou shalt separate three cities for 
thee in the midst of thy land, which 
the Lorp thy God giveth thee to pos- 
sess it. 

8 ‘Thou shalt prepare thee a way, and 
divide the coasts of thy land, which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee to inherit, 
into three parts, that every slayer may 
flee thither. 

4 4 And this is the case of the slayer, 
which shal) flee thither, that he may 
live: Whoso killeth his neighbour ig- 
norantly, whom he hated not in tim 
past; 
& As when a man goeth into the wood 
with his neighbour to hew wood, and 
his hand fetcheth a stroke with the ax 
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to cut down the tree, and the head 
slippeth from the helve, and lighteth 
upon his neighbour, that he die; he 
Hees flee unto one of those cities, and 
ive: 


6 Lest the avenger of the blood pursue 
the slayer, while his heart is hot, and 
overtake him, because the way is long, 
and slay him; whereas he was not 
worthy of death, inasmuch as he hated 
him not in time past. 


7 Wherefore I command thee, saying, 
Thou shalt separate three cities fur thee. 


8 And if the Lorn thy God enlarge 
thy coast, as he hath sworn unto th 
fathers, and give thee all the land which 
he promised to give unto thy fathers; 


9 If thou shalt keep all these com- 
mandments to do them, which I com- 
mand thee this day, to love the Lorn 
thy God, and to walk ever in his ways; 
then shalt thou add three cities more 
for thee, beside these three: 


10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the Lorp thy God 
pet thee for an inheritance, and so 

lood be upon thee. 


11 ¢ But if any man hate his neigh- 
bour, and lie in wait for him, and rise 
up against him, and smite him mortally 
that he die, and fleeth into one of these 
cities: 

12 Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and deliver 
him into the hand of the avenger of 
blood, that he may die. 


13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but 
thou shalt pat away the guilt of inno- 
cent blood trom Israel, that it may go 
well with thee. 


14 Y Thou shalt not remove thy neigh- 
bour’s landmark, which they of old time 
have set in thine inheritance, which 
thou shalt inherit in the land that the 
Lorn thy God giveth thee to possess it. 


15 § One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for 
any sin, in any sin that he sinneth: at 
the mouth of two witnesses, or at the 
mouth of three witnesses, shall the 
matter be established. 


16 ¥ If a false witness rise np Beainyt 
any man to testify against him that 
which is wrong; 


17 Then both the men, between whom 
the controversy is; shall stand before 
the Lorn, before the priests and the 
judges, which shall be in those days; 


18 And the judges shall make diligent 

inquisition: and, behold, ifthe witness 
be a false witness, and hath testified 
falsely against his brother; 


19 Then shall ye do unto him, as he 

had thought to have done unto his 
brother: so shalt thou put the evil 
away from among you. 


20 And those which remain shall hear, 
and fear, and shall henceforth commit 
no more any such evil among you. 
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DEUTERONOMY, XX. 


21 And thine eye shall not pity; Ged 
life shall go for life, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth, hand for hand, foot fer foot. 


CHAPTER XX. 


HEN thou goest out to battle 
against thine enemies, and seest 
horses, and chariots, and a people more 
than thou, be not afraid of them: for 
the Lorp thy God is with thee, which 
one thee up out of the land of 


e sen it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest 
shall approach and ‘speak unto the 
people, 

3 And shall say unto them, Hear, O 
Israel, ye approach this day unto battle 
against your enemies: let not your 
hearts faint, fear not and do not tremble, 
neither be ye terrified because of them; 
4 For the Lorn your God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you against 
your enemies, to save you. 

6 F And the officers shall speak unto 
the people, saying, What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath 
not dedicated it? let him go and return 
to his house, lest he die in the battle, 
and another man dedicate it. 


6 And what man is he that hath plant- 
ed a vineyard, and hath not yet eaten 
of it? let him ‘also go and return unto 
his house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man eat of it 

7 And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 
her? let him go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man take her. 

8 And the officers shall apeee further 
unto the people, and they shall say 
What man is there that ts fearful and 
fainthearted? let him go and return 
unto his house, lest his brethren’s heart 
faint as well as his heart. - 

Y And it shall be, when the officers 
have made an end of speaking unto 
the people, that they shall make ca 
tains of the armies to lead the people. 


10 § When thou comest nigh unto a 
city to fight against it, then proclaim 
peace unto it. 

11 And it shall be, if it make thee 
answer of fences and open unto thee, 
then it shall be, that all the people that 
is found therein shall be tributaries 
unto thee, and they shall serve thee. 

12 And if it will make no peace with 
thee, but will make war against thee, 
then thou shalt besiege it: 

13 And when the Lorn thy God hath 
delivered it into thine hands, thou shalt 
smite every male thereof with the edge 
of the sword: 

14 But the women, and the little ones, 
and the cattle, and all that is in the 
city, even all the spoil thereof, shalt 
thou take unto thyself; and thou shalt 
eat the spoil of thine enemies, which 
the Lorp thy God hath given thee. 

15 Thus shalt thou do unto all the 
cities whick are very far off from thee, 
which are not of the cities of these 
nations. 


DEUTERONOMY, XXI. 
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16 But. of the cities of these people 
which the Lorn thy God doth give 
thee for an inheritance, thou shalt save 
alive nothing that breatheth: 


17 But thou shalt utterly destroy 
them; namely, the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, the ‘Canagnites, and the Pe- 
rizzites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites; 
i the Lorn thy God hath commanded 
thee: 


18 That they teach you not to do 
after all their abominations, which they 
have done unto their gods; so should 
ye sin against the Lorn your God. 


19 § When thou shalt besiege a city 
a long time, in making war against it 
-to take it, ‘thou shalt not destroy the 
trees thereof by forcing an ax against 
them: for thou mayest eat of them, and 
thou shalt not cut them down (for the 
tree of the field 7s man’s life) to employ 
them in the siege: 


20 Only the trees which thou knowest 
that they de not trees for meat, thou 
shalt destiey and cut them down; and 
thou shalt build bulwarks a ainst the 
and that maketh war with thee, until 

e subdued. 


CHAPTER XX]. 


F one be found slain in the land 

which the Lorn thy God giveth thee 
to possess it, lying in the tield, and it 
be not known who hath slain him: 


2 Then thy elders and thy judges shall 
come forth, and they shall measure unto 
the cities which are round about him 
that is slain: 


3 And it shall be, ¢hat the city which 
ig next unto‘the slain man, even the 
elders of that city shall take an heifer, 
which hath not been wrought with, and 
which hath not drawn in the yoke: 


4 And the elders of that city shall 
bring down the heifer unto a rough 
valley, which is neither eared nor sown, 
and shall strike off the heifer’s neck 
there in the valley: 


h And the priests the sons of Levi 
shall come near; for them the Lorn 
thy God hath chosen to minister unto 
him, and to bless in the name of the 
Lorp; and by their word shi: ll ever 

controversy and every stroke be tr rf 


6 And all the elders of that city, that 
are next unto the slain man, shal wash 
their hands over the heifer that is be- 
headed 1 in the valley 

« And they shall answer and say 
Our hands have not shed this loot 
neither have our eyes seen it. 


8 Be merciful, O Lorn, unto thy peo- 
ple Israel, whom thou hast redeemed, 
and lay not innocent blood unto thy 
neon of Israel's charge. And the blood 
shall be forgiven them. 


9 So shalt thou put away the guilt 
of innocent blood from among you, 
when thou shalt do that which is right 
in the sight of the Lorp. 
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10 § When thou goest forth to war 
against thine enemies, and the Lorn 
thy God hath delivered them into 
thine hands, and thou hast taken them 
captive, 

11 Aud seest among the captives a 
beautiful woman, and hast a desire 
unto her, that thou wouldest have her 
to thy wife; 


12 ‘hen thou shalt bring her home to 
thine huuse; and she shall shave her 
head, and pare her nails; 

13 And she shall put the raiment of 
her captivity from off her, and shall 
remain in thine house, and bewail her 
futher und her mother a full month: 
and after that thou shalt go in unto 
her, and be her husband, and she shall 
be thy wife. 


14 And it shall be, if thou have no 
delight in her, then ‘thou shalt let her 
go whither she will: but thou shalt not 
sell her at all for money thou shalt 
not inake merchandise o her, because 
thou hast humbled her. 


15 § If a man have two wives, one 
beloved, and another hated, and they 
have born him children, both the be- 
loved and the hated; and if the ftirst- 
born son be her’s th at was hated: 


lo Then it shall be, when he maketh 

his sons to inherit that which he hath, 
thut he may not make the son of the 
beloved firstborn befure the son of the 
hated, which is indeed the firstborn: 


17 But he shall acknowledge the son 
of the hated fur the tirstborn, by giving 
him a double portion of all that he hath: 
for he is the beginning of his strength; 
the right of the firstborn ds his. 


18 9 If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey the 
voice of his tather, or the voice of his 
mother, and ¢hat, when they have 
chastened him, will not hearken unto 
them: 

19 Shen shall his father and his mother 
lay hold on him, and bring him out 
unto the elders of his city, and unto 
the gate of his.place; 


20 And uey shall say unto the elders 
of his rin fe his our son 7s stubborn 
and rebellious, he will not obey our 
voice; ke is a glutton, and a drunkard. 


21 And all the men of his city shall 
stone him with stones, that he die: so 
shalt thou put evil away from among 
you; and all Israel stall uur. and fear. 


22 4 And if a man have committed a 
sin worthy of death, and he be to be 
Uy to death, and thou hang him ona 


3 Hig body shall not remain all night 
upon the tree, but thou shalt in any 
wise bury him that day; (for he that 
is hanged is accursed of God; ) that thy 
land be not detiled, which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee ‘for an inheritance. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


fees shalt not see thy brother’s ox 
or his sheep go astray, and hide 
thyself from them: thou shalt in any 
case bring them again unto thy brother. 
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2 Andif thy brother de not nigh unto 
thee, or if thou know him not, then 
thou shalt bring it unto thine own 
house, and it shall be with thee until 
thy brother seek after it, and thou 
shalt restore it to him again. 


8 In like manner shalt thou do.with 
his ass; and so shalt thou do with his 
raiment; and with all lost thing of thy 

_brother’s, which he hath lost, and thou 
hast found, shalt thou do likewise: 
thou mayest not hide thyself. 


4 4 Thou shalt not see thy brother's 
ass or his ox fall down by the wa 
and hide thyself from them: thou sha t 
surely help him to lift them up again. 


5 ¢ The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, neither 
shall a man put on a woman’s gar ment: 
for all that do go are abomination un- 
tv the Lorp thy God. 


6 ¥ If a bird’s nest chance to be be- 
fore thee in the way in any tree, or on 
the ground, whether they be young ones, 
or eggs, and the dam sitting upon the 
young, or upon the eggs, thou shalt not. 
take the dam with the young: 


7 But thou shalt in any wise let the 
dam go, and take the young to thee; 
that it may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest prolong thy days. 


8 | When thou buildest a new house, 
then thou shalt make a battlement for 
thy roof, that thou bring not blood up- 


on thine house, if any man fall from 


thence. 


9 4 Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard 
with divers seeds: lest the fruit of thy 
seed which thou hast sown, and the 
fruit of thy vineyard, be defiled. 


10 § Thou shalt not plow with an ox 
and an ass together. 


11 § ‘Thou shalt not wear a garment 
of divers sorts, as of woollen and linen 
together. 


12 F Thou shalt make thee fringes upon 
the four quarters of thy vesture, where- 
with thou coverest éhyself. 


13 ¢ If any man take a wife, and go 
in unto her, and hate her, 


14 And give occasions of speech against 
her, and bring up an evil name upon 
her, and say, I took this woman, and 
when I came to her, I found her not 
a maid: 


15 Then shall the father of the damscl, 
and her mother, take and bring forth 
the tokens of the damsel's virginity unto 
the elders of the city in the gate: 


16 And the damsel’s father shall say 
unto the elders, I gave my daughter 
nate this man to wife, and he hateth 
rer; 


17 And, lo, he hath given occasions 
of speech against her, saying, I found 
not thy daughter a maid; an yet these 
are the tokens of my daughter's vir inity. 
And they sha sprees the cloth before 
the elders of the city. 
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DEUTERONOMY, X XXIIL 


18 And the elders of that city shall 
take that man and chastise him; 


19 And ney shall amerce him in an 
hundred shekels of silver, and give them 
unto the father of the damegel, because 
he hath brought up an evil name upon 
a virgin of Israel: and she shall be his 
wife; he may not put her Bway all his 
days. 

20 But if this thing be true, and the ° 
i ees of virginity be not found for the

21 Then they shal: bring out the damsel 
to the door of her father’s house, aud 
the men of her city shall stone her with 
stones that she die: because she hath 
wrought folly in Israel, to play the 

whore in her father’s house: so shalt 
thou put evil away from among you. 


22 ¢ If a man be found lying with a 

woman married to an husband, then 
they shall both of them die, both the 
man that lay with the woman, and the 
woman: so shalt thou put away evil 
trom Israel. 


239 If a damsel that is a virgin be 
betrothed unto an husband, and a man 
find her in the city, and He with her; 


24 ‘Then ye shall bring them_both out 
unto the gate of that city, and ye shall 
stone them with stones that they die; 
the damsel, because she cried not, being 
in the city and the man, because he 
hath hun led his neighbour's wife: so 
thou shalt put away evil from among 
you. 


25 7 But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man force 
her, and lie with her: then the man 
only that lay with her shall die: 


26 But unto the damsel thou shalt do 
nothing; there is in the damsel no sin 
worthy of death: for as when a man 
riseth against his neighbour, and slayeth 
him, even so ts this matter: 


27 For he found her in the field, and 
the betrothed damsel cried, and there 
wags none to save her. 


28 9 If a man find a damsel that is a 
virgin, which is not betrothed, and lay 
hold on her, and lie with her, ‘and they 
be found; 


29 Then the man that lay with her 
shall give unto the damsel’s father fifty 
shekels of silver, and she shall be his 
wife; because he hath humbled her, he 
may not put her away all his days. 


30 § A man shall not take his father’s 
wife, nor discover his father’s skirt. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 


E that is wounded in the stones 

or hath his privy member cut off 
shall not enter into the congregation 
of the Lorp. 

2 A bastard shall not enter into the 
congregation of the Lorp: even to his 
tenth generation shall he not enter into 
the congregation of the Lorn, 
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8 An Ammonite or Moabite shall not 
enter into the congregation of the Lorp ; 
even to their tenth generation shall they 
not enter into the congregation of the 
Lorn for ever: 

4 Because they met you not with 
bread and with water in the way, when 
ye came forth out of Egypt; and be- 
cause they hired against thee Balaam 
the son of Beor of Pethor of Mesopo- 
tamia, to curse thee. 


h Nevertheless the Lorn thy God 
would not hearken unto Balaam; but 
the Lorn thy God turned the curse 
into a blessing unto thee, because the 
Lorp thy God loved thee. 

6 Thou shalt not seek their peace nor 
their prosperity all thy days for ever. 

7 | Thou shalt not abhor an Edom- 
ite; for he is thy brother: thou shalt 
not abhor an Egyptian; because thou 
wast a stranger in his land. 

& The children that are begotten of 
them shall enter into the congregation 
of the Lory in their third generation. 


9 | When the host goeth forth against 
thine enemies, then keep thee from 
every wicked thing. 

10 § If there be among you any man, 
that is not clean by reason of unclean- 
ness that chanceth him by night, 
then shall he go abroad out of the 
camp, he shall not come within the 


camp: 
11 But it shall be, when evening com- 
eth on, he shall wash himself with 
water: and when the sun is down, he 
shall come into the camp again. 


12 | Thou shalt have a place also 
without the camp, whither thou shalt 
go forth abroad: 

18 And thou shalt have a paddle upon 
thy weapon; and it shall be, when thou 
wilt ease thyself abroad, thou shalt dig 
therewith, and shalt turn back and 
cover that which cometh from thee: 


14 For the Lorp thy (:od walketh in 
the midst of thy camp, tu deliver thee, 
and to give up thine enemies before 
thee; therefore shall thy camp be holy: 
that he see no unclean thing in thee, 
and turn away from thee. 


15 ¥ Thou shalt not deliver unto his 
master the servant which is escaped 
from his master unto thee: 


16 He shall dwell with thee, ever 
among you, in that place which he 
shall choose in one of thy gates, where 
it liketh him best: thou shalt not op- 
press him. 

17 | There shall be no whore of the 
daughters of Israel, nor a suduinite of 
the sons of Israel. 

18 Thou shalt not bring the hire of a 
whore, or the price of a dog, into the 
house of the Lorn thy God for any 
vow: for even both these are abomi- 
nation unto the Lorn thy God. 


19 F Thou shalt not lend upon usury 
to thy brother; usury of money, usury 
of victuals, usury of any thing that is 
lent upon usury: 

20 Unto a stranger thou mayest lend 
upon matty but unto thy brother thou 
shalt not lend upon usury: that the 
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Lorp thy God m ay. bless thee in all 
that thou settest thine hand to in the 
ee whither thou goest to possess it. 
When thou shalt vow a vow unto 

‘ne ogap thy God, thou shalt not slack 
to pay it: for the Lorp thy God will 
surely require it of thee; and it would 
be sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, 
it shall be no sin in thee. 

28 ‘That which is gone out of thy lips 
thou shalt keep and perform; even a 
freewill offering, according as thou hast 
vowed unto the Lorn thy God, which 
thou hast promised with thy mouth. 
24 F When thou comest into thy neigh- 
bour’s vineyard, then thou mayest eat 
pranes thy fill at thine own pleasure; 
ut thou shalt not put any in thy vessel. 
25 When thou comest into the stand- 
ing corn of ay neighbour, then thou 
mayest pluck the ears with thine hand; 
but thou shalt not move a sickle unto 
thy neighbour’s standing corn. 





CHAPTER XXIV. 


HEN a man bath taken a wife, 

and married her, and it come to 
puss that she find no favour in his 
eyes, because he hath found some un- 
cleanness in her:, then let him write 
her a bill of divorcement, and give it 
in her hand, and send her out of his 
house. 

2 And when she is departed out of 
his house, she may gu and be another 
man’s wife. 

3 And if the latter husband hate her, 
and write her a bill of divorcement, 
and giveth i¢ in her hand, and sendeth 
her out of his house; or if the latter 
husband die, which took her to be his 
wife; 

4 Her former husband, which sent 
her away, may not tuke her again to 
be his wile, after that she is defiled; 
for that 2g abomination before the Lorn: 
and thou shalt not cause the land to 
sin, which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee Jor an inheritance. 

5 Y When a man hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, neither 
shall he be charged with any business: 
but he shall be free at home one year, 
and shall cheer up his wife which he 
hath taken. 

6 § No man shall take the nether or 
the upper millstone to pledge: for he 
taketh @ man’s life to pledge. 

7 9 If a man be found ent Mee 

of his brethren of the children of Israel, 
and maketh merchandise of him, or 
selleth him; then that thief shall ‘die: 
and thou shalt put evil away from 
eu you. 

ake heed in the plague of heahae fe 
that thou observe diligently, and 
nuccording to all that the priests the 
Levites shall teach you: as I command- 
ed them, so ye shall observe to do. 

9 Remember what the Lorn thy God 
did unto Miriam by the way, after that 
ye were come forth out of Egy ypt. 

10 | When thou dost lend thy brother 
any thing, thou shalt not go into his 
house to fetch his pledge. 
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11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and the 
man to whom thou dost lend shall bring 
out the pledge abroad unto thee. 

12 And if the man de poor, thou shalt 
not sleep with his pledge: ; 

18 In any case thou shalt deliver him 
the pledge again when the sun goeth 
down, that he may sleep in his own 
raiment, and bless thee: and it shall 
be righteousness unto thee before the 
Lorp thy God. 

14 | Thou shalt not oppress an hired 
servant éhaé is poor and needy, whether 


be of thy brethren, or of thy stran- . 


gers that are in thy land within thy 
gates: 

16 At his day thou shalt give him his 
hire, neither shall the sun go down upon 
it; for he zs poor, and setteth his heart 
upon it: lest he cry against thee unto 
the Lorn, and it be sin unto thee. 

16 'The fathers shall not be put to 
death for the children, neither shall 
the children be put to death for the 
fathers: every man shall be put to 
death for his own sin. 

17 | Thou shalt not pervert the judg- 
mont of the stranger, nor of the father- 
less; nor take a widow’s raiment to 


pledge: 

18 But thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in Egypt, and the 
Lorp thy God redeemed thee thence: 
therefore I command thee to do this 


thing. 

19 | When thou cuttest down thine 
harvest in thy field, and hast forgot a 
sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go 
again to fetch it: it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for the 
widow: that the Lor» thy God may 
bless thee in allthe work of thine hands. 
20 When thou beatest thine olive tree, 
thou shalt not go over the boughs again: 
it shall be for the stranger, for the fa- 
therless, and fur the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the grapes of 
thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean it 
afterward: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow. 

22 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Bey pts 
therefore 1 command thee to do this 
thing. 

CHAPTER XXV. 
F there be a controversy between 
men, and they come unto judgment, 
that the judges may judge them; then 
they shall justify the righteous, and 
condemn the wicked. 

2 And it shall be, if the wicked man 
be worthy to be beaten, that the judge 
shall cause him to lie down, and to be 
beaten before his face, according to his 
fault, by a certain number. ; 

3 Forty stripes he may give him, and 
not exceed: lest, if he should exceed, 
and beat him above these with many 
stripes, then thy brother should seein 
vile unto thee. 

4 4 Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
when he treadeth out the corn. 

5 ¥ If brethren dwell together, and 
one of them die, and have no child, 
the wife of the dead shall not marr 
without unto a stranger: her husband's 
brother shall go in unto her, and take 
her to him to wife, and perform the 
duty of an husband’s brother unto her. 

6 And it shall be, éhaé the tirstborn 
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which she beareth shall succeed in the 
name of his brother which is dead, that 
his name be not put out of Israe 

7 And if the man like not to take his 
brother’s wife, then let his brother’s 
wife go up to the gate unto the elders, 
and say, My husband’s brother refuseth 
to raise up unto his brothey a name in 
Israel, he will not perform the duty of 
my husband’s brother. | 
_8 Then the elders of his city shall 
call him, and speak unto him: and tf 
he stand ¢o it, and say, I like not to 
take her; 

9 Then shall his brother’s wife come 
unto him in the presence of the elders, 
and loose his shoe from off his foot, 
and spit in his face, and shall answer 
and say, So shall it be done unto that 
man that will not build up his brother’s 
house. . 

10 And his name shall be called in 
Israel, The house of him that hath his 
shoe loosed. 

1) ¢ When men strive together one 
with another, and the wife of the one 
draweth near for to deliver her husband 
out of the hand of him that simiteth 
him, and putteth forth her hand, and 
taketh him by the secrets: 

12 Then thou shalt cut off her hand, 
thine eye shall not pity her. 

13 9 Thou shalt not have in thy bag 
divers weights, a great and a small. 

14 Thou shalt not have in thine house 
divers measures, a great and a small 


1h But thou shalt have a perfect and 
just weight, a perfect and just measure 
shalt thou have: that thy days may be 
lengthened in the land which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee. 

16 For all that do such things, and 
all that do unrighteously, are an abomi- 
nation unto the Lorn thy God. 

17 | Remember what Amalek did unto 
thee by the way, when ye were come 
forth out of Egypt; 

18 How he met thee by the way, and 
smote the hindmost of thee, even all 
that were feeble behind thee, when thou 
mast faint and weary; and he feared 
not God. 

19 Therefore it shall be, when the 
Lorn thy God hath given thee rest from 
all thine enemies round about, in the 
Jand which the Lor» thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance to possess it, 
that thou shalt blot out the remem- 
brance of Amalek from under heaven; 
thou shalt not forget zt. 


CHAPTER XXVI. 


ND) it shall be, when thou art come 
in unto the land which the Lorn 
thy Gud giveth thee jor an inheritance, 
and possessest it, and dwellest therein; 


2 That thou shalt take of the first of 

all the fruit of the earth, which thou 
shalt bring of thy land that the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee, and shalt put iz 
in a basket, and shalt go unto the place 
which the Lorp thy God shall choose 
to place his name there. 
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3 And thou shalt go unto the priest 
that shall be in those days, and say 
unto him, I profess this day unto the 
Lorn thy God, that I am come unto 
the country which the Lorp sware unto 
our fathers for to give us. 


4 And the priest shall take the basket 
out of thine hand, and set it down be- 
fore the altar of the Lorp thy God. 


5 And thou shalt speak and say be- 
fore the Lorp thy God, A Syrian ready 
to perish was my father , and he went 
down into Egypt, and sojourned there 
with afew, and became there a nation, 
great, mighty, and populous: 


6 And the Egyptians evil entreated 
us, and afflicted us, and laid upon us 
sa bondage: 

7 And when we.cried unto the Lorp 
God of vur fathers, the Lory heard our 
voice, and looked on our affliction, and 
our labour, and our oppression: 


8 And the Lor» brought us forth out 

of Egypt with a mighty hand, and with 
an outstretched arm, and with great 
terribleness, and with signs, and with 
wonders: 


9 And he hath brought us into this 
place, and hath given us this land, even 
a land that floweth with milk and honey. 


10 And now, behold, I have brought 
the firstfruits ‘ot the land, which thou, 
© Lorn, hast given me. And thou shalt 
set it before the Lorp hy God, and 
worship before the Lory thy God: 


11 And thou shalt rejoice in every 
good thing which the Lorp thy God 
hath given unto thee, and unto thine 
house, thou, and the Levite, and the 
stranger that is among you. 


12 € When thou hast made an end 
of tithing all the tithes of thine increase 
the third year, which is the year of tith- 
ing, and hae given it unto the Levite, 
the stranger, the fatherless, and the 
widow, that they may cat within thy 
gates, and be tilled; 


13 ‘Then thou shalt say before the 
Lorn thy God, I have brought away 
the hallowed things out of mine house, 
and also have given them unto the 
Levite, and unto the stranger, to-the 
fatherless, and to the widow, according 
to all thy commandments which thou 
hast commanded me: [ bave not trans- 
gressed thy commandments, neither 
have I forgotten them: 


14 1 have not eaten thereof in my 
mourning, neither have | taken away 
ought thereof for any unclean use, nor 
given ought thereof for the dead: ‘but I 
have hearkened to the voice of the 
Lorp my God, and have doue according 
to all that thou hast commanded’ me. 


15 Look down from thy holy habitation, 
from heaven, and bless thy people Is- 
reel, and the land which thou hast 
given us, as thou swarest unto our fa- 
thers, a land that floweth with milk 
und honey. 


16 ¢ This day the Lorn thy God hath 
commanded thee to do these statutes 
_and judgments: thou shalt therefore 
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keep and do them with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul. 


17 Thou hast avouched the Lorn this 
day to be thy God, and to walk in his 
ways, and to keep his statutes, and his 
commandments, and his judgments, 
and to hearken unto his voice: 


18 And the Lorp hath avouched thee 
this day to be his peculiar people, as 
he hath promised thee, and that thou 
shouldest keep all his commandments; 


19 And to make thee high above alle 
nations which he hath made, in praise, 
and in name, and in honour; and that 
thou mayest be an holy people unto 
the Lorn thy God, as he hath spoken. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 


ND Moses with the elders of Is- 

rael commanded the people, saying 
Keep all the commandments which i 
command you this day.

5 And there shalt thou build an altar 
unto the Lorn thy God, an altar of 
stones: thou shalt not lift up any iron 
tool upon them. 


6 Thou shalt build the altar of the 
Lorp et God of whole stones: and 
thou shalt offer burnt offerings thereon 
unto the Lorn thy God: 


7 And thou shalt ¢ffer pence. offerings, 
and shalt eat there, and rejoice before 
the Lorn thy God. 


8 And thou shalt write upon the stones 
all the words of this law very plainly. 


9 § And Moses and the priests the 
Levites spake unto all Israel, saying, 
Take heed, and hearken, © Israel; this 
day thou art become the people of the 
Lorp thy God. 


10 Thou shalt therefore obey the voice 
of the Lorp thy God, and do his com- 
mandments and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day. 


11 § And Moses charged the people 
the same day, saying, 


12 These shall stand upon mount Ge- 
rizim to bless the people, when #?e are 
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come over Jordan; Simeon, and Levi,

18 And these shall stand upon mount 
Ebal to curse; Reuben, Gad, and Asher, 
and Zebulun, Dan, and Naphtali. 

14 | And the Levites shall speak, and 
say unto all the men of Israel with a 
loud voice, 

15 Cursed be the man that maketh 
any graven or molten image, an abo- 
mination unto the Lorn, the work of 
the hands of the craftsman, and put- 

eteth iin a secret place. And all the 
people shall answer and say, Amen. 

16 Cursed be he that setteth light by 
his father or his mother. And all the 

people shall say, Amen. 

17 Cursed be he that removeth his 
neighbour’s landmark. And all the peo- 
ple shall ent Amen. ; 

18 Cursed be he that maketh the blind 
to wander out of the way. And all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

19 Cursed be he that perverteth the 
judgment of the stranger, fatherless, 
and widow. And all the people shall 
say, Amen. : 

20 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
father’s wife; because he uncovereth 
his father’s skirt. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. : 

21 Cursed be he that lieth with any 
manner of beast. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 
22 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
sister, the daughter of his father, or 
the daughter of his mother. And all 
the people shall say, Amen. ; 

23 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
mother in law. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

24 Cursed be he that smiteth his 
neighbour secretly. And all the people 
Shall say, Amen. 

25 Cursed be he that taketh reward 
to slay an innocent person. And all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

26 Cursed be he that confirmeth not. 
all the words of this law to do them. 
And all the people shall say, Amen. 


CHAPTER XXVIIL 


A® D it shall come to pass, if thou 
shalt hearken diligently unto the 
voice of the Lorn thy God, to observe 
and to do all his commandments which 
I command thee this day, that the 
Lorp thy God will set thee on high 
above all nations of the earth: 

2 And all these blessings shall come 
on thee, and overtake thee, if thou 
shalt hearken unto the voice of the 
Lorp thy God. 

3 Blessed shalt thou be in the city, 
and blessed shalt thou be in the field. 
4 Blessed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy ground, and 
the fruit of thy cattle, the increase of 
thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep. 
5 Blessed shall be thy basket and thy

6 Blessed shalt thou be when thou 
comest in, and blessed shalt thou be 
when thou goest out.

The Lorp shall cause thine enemics 
that rise up against thee to be smitten 
before thy face: they shall come out 
against thee one way, and flee before 
thee seven ways. 
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_8 The Lorp shall command the bless- 
ing upon thee in thy storehouses, and 
in all that thou settest thine hand 
unto: and he shall bless thee in the 
land which the Lory thy God giveth 


thee. 

9 The Lorp shall establish thee an 
holy people unto himself, as he hath 
sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep 
the commandments of the Lorp thy 
God, and walk in his ways. 

10 And all people of the earth shall 
see that thou art called by the name 
of the Lorn; and they shall be afraid 
of thee. 

11 And the Lorp shall make thee 
pecieous in goods, in the fruit of thy. 

ody, and in the fruit of any cattle, 
and in the fruit of thy ground, in the 
land which the Lorn sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee. 

12 The Lorn shall open unto thee 
his good treasure, the heaven to give 
the rain unto thy land in his season, 
and to bless all the work of thine hand: 
and thou shalt lend unto many nations, 
and thou shalt not borrow. : 

13 And the Lorn shall make thee the 
head, and not the tail; and thou shalt 
be above only, and thou shalt not be 
beneath; if that thou hearken unto 
the commandments of the Lorn thy 
God, which I command thee this day, 
to observe and to do them: 

14 And thou shalt not go aside from 
any of the words which I command 
thee this day, to the right hand, or to 
rin left, to go after other gods tu serve 

em. 

15 § But it shall come to pass, if 
thou wilt not hearken unto the voice 
of the Lorp thy God, to observe to do 
all his commandments and his statutes 
which I command thee this day; that 
all these curses shall come upon thee, 
and overtake thee: 

16 Cursed shalt thou be in the city, 
and cursed shalt thou ée in the field. 


‘ 17 Cursed shall be thy basket and thy 


store. 

18 Cursed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy land, the 
increase of thy kine, and the tlocks of 
thy sheep. 

19 Cursed shalt thou. be when thou 
comest in, and cursed shalt thou be 
when thou goest out. “ 

20 ‘The Lorp shall send upon thee 
cursing, vexation, and rebuke, in all 
that thou settest thine hand unto for 
to do, until thou be destroyed, and 
until thou perish a because of 
the wickedness of. thy doings, whereby 
thou hast forsaken me. 

21 The Lorn shall make the pesti- 
lence cleave unto thee, until he have 
consumed thee froin off the land, whi- 
ther thou goest to possess it. 

22 The Lorn shall smite thee with a 
consumption, and with a fever, and 
with an inflammation, and with an 
extreme burning, and with the sword, 
and with blasting, and with mildew; . 
and they shall pursue thee until thou 
perish. 

23 And thy heaven that ze over thy 
head shall be brass, and the earth that 
is under thee shall Je iron. 

24 The Lory shall make the rain of 
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thy land powder and dust: from heaven 
shall it come down upon thee, until 
thou be destroyed. 

25 The Lorp shall cause thee to be 
smitten before thine enemies: thou 
shalt go out one way against them, 
and flee seven ways before them: and 
shalt be removed into all the king- 
doma of the earth. 

26 And thy carcase shall be meat 
unto all fowls of the air, and unto the 
beasts of the earth, and no man shall 


pe t away. 

The Lorn will smite thee with the 
botch of Egypt, and with the emerods, 
and with the scab, and with the itch, 
é Serco thou canst not be healed. 

28 The Lorp shall smite thee with 
Eee and blindness, and astonish- 
ment of heart: 

29 And thou shalt grope at noonday, 
as the blind gropeth in darkness, and 
thou shalt not prosper in thy ways: 
and thou shalt be only oppressed and 
spoiled evermore, and no man shall 
save thee. 

30 ‘hou shalt betroth a wife, and 
another man shall lie with her: thou 
shalt build an house, and thou shalt 
not dwell therein: thou shalt plant a 
vineyard, and shalt not gather the 
erapes thereof. 

31 Thine ox shall be slain before thine 
eyes, and thou shalt not eat thereof: 
thine ass shall be violently taken away 
from before thy face. and shall not be 
restored to thee: thy sheep shall be 
given unto thine enemies, and thou 
shalt have none to rescue them. 

32 Thy sons and thy daughters shall 
be given unto another people, and thine 
eyes shall look, and tail with longing 
for them all the day long: and there 
shall be no might in thine hand. 

33 The fruit of thy land, and all thy 
labours, shall a nation which thou 
knowest not eat up; and thou shalt be 
only oppressed an crushed alway : 


34 So that thou shalt be mad for the’ 


sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 
85 The Lorn shall smite thee in the 
knees, and in the legs, with a sore 
botch that cannot be healed, from the 
sole of thy foot unto the top of thy 
head. 

36 ‘The Lorn shall bring thee, and thy 
king whichéthou shalt set over thee, 
unto a nation which neither thou nor 
thy fathers have known; and there shalt 
thou serve other gods, wood and stone. 
37 And thou shalt become an astonish- 
ment, a proverb, and a byword, among 
all nations whither the Lorn shall lead

38 “Thou shalt carry much seed out 
into the field, and shalt gather bat 
little in; for the locust shall consume it.

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy land 
shall the locust consume. 

48 The stranger that zs within thee 
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shall get up above thee very i id 
and thou shalt come down ver 

44° Ho shall lend to thee, an thou 
shalt not lend to him: he shall be the 
head, and thou shalt be the tail. 

46 Moreover all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and shall pursue thee, 
and overtake thge, till thou be de- 
stroyed; because thou hearkenedst not 
unto the voice of the Lorp thy God, 
to keep his commandments and _ his 
statutes which he commanded thee: 

46 And they shall be upon thee for 
a sign and for a wonder, and upon 
thy seed for ever. 

47 Because thou servedst not the 
Lon» thy God with joyfulness, and 
with gladness of heart, for the abun- 
dance of all Henge 

48 Therefore shalt thou serve thine 
enemies which the Lorp shall send . 
against thee, in hunger, and in thirst 
and in nakedness, and in want of a 
things: and he shall put a yoke of iron 
ape thy neck, until he have destroyed 
thee 

49 The Lorn shall bring a nation 
against thee froin far, from the end of 
the earth, as swift as the eagle flieth; 
a nation whose tongue thou shalt not 
understand ; 

50 A nation of fierce countenance, 
which shall not regard the person of 
the old, nor shew favour to the young: 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy 
cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until 
thou be destroyed: which also shall 
not leave thee either corn, wine, or oil, 
or the increase of thy kine, or flocks 
ine thy sheep, until he have "destroyed 
the 

2 “And he shall besiege thee in all 
thy gates, until thy high and fenced 
walls come down wherein thou trust- 
edst, throughout all thy land: and he 
shall besiege thee in all thy gates 
throughout all thy land, which the 
Lorp thy God hath given "thee. 

63 And thou shalt eat the fruit of thine 
own body, the flesh of thy sons and of 
thy daughters, which the Lorn thy God 
hath given thee, in the siege, and in 
the straituess, w herewith thine enemies 
shall distress thee: 

54 So that the man that is tender 
among you, and very delicate, his eye 
shall be evil toward his brother, and 
toward the wife of his bosom, and to- 
ward the remnant of his children which 
he shall leave: 

5b So that he will not give’ to aye 
them of the flesh of his children whom 
he shall eat: because he hath nothing 
left him in the siege, and in the strait- 
ness, wherewith thine enemies shall 
distress thee in all thy gates, 

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which would not adven- 
ture to set the sole of her foot upon 
the ground for delicateness and tender- 
ness, her eye shall be evil toward the 
husband of her bosom, and toward her 
son, and toward her daughter, 

57 And toward her young one that 
cometh oul from between her feet, and 
toward her children which she shall 
bear: for she shall eat them for want 
of all things secretly in the siege and 
straitness, wherewith thine enemy shall 
distress thee in thy gates. 
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58 If thou wilt not observe to do all 
the words of this law that are written 
a this book, that thou mayest fear this 
fen ones and fearful name, THE LORD 

? 
59 eae the Lorn will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues of 
thy seed, even great plagues, and of 
long continuance, and sore sicknesses, 
and of long continuance. 


60 Moreover he will bring upon thee 

all the diseases of Egypt, which thou 
wast afraid of; and they shall cleave 
unto thee. 


61 Also every sickness, and eve 
plague, which zs not written in the boo 
of this law, them will the Lorp bring 
upon thee, ‘until thou be destroyed. 


62 And ye shall be left few in number, 
whereas ye were as the stars of heaven 
for multitude; because thou wouldest 
not obey the voice of the Lorn thy God. 


63 And it shall come to pass, thaf as 
the Lorn rejoiced over you to do you 
good, and to multiply you; so the 1. one 
will rejoice over you to destroy 
and to bring you to nought; anc re 
shall be plucked from off the land 
whither thou goest to possess it. 


64 And the Lorn shall scatter thee 


among all people, from the one end of 


the earth even unto the other; and 
there thou shalt serve other gods, which 
neither thou nor thy fathers have 
known, eren wood and stone. 


65 And among these nations shalt 
thou find no ease, neither sha}) the sole 
of thy foot have rest: but the Lorn 
shall give thee there a trembling heart, 
and failing of eyes, and sorrow of mind: 


66 And thy life shall hang in doubt 
before thee; and thou shalt fear day 
and night, and shalt have none as- 
surance of thy life: 


67 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would God it were even! and at even 
thou shalt say, Would God it were 
morning! for the fear of thine heart 
wherewith thou shalt fear, and for the 
sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 


68 And the Lorn shall bring thee into 
Kgypt hs a with ships, by the way 
whereof I spake unto thee, ‘Thou shalt 
see it no more again: and there ye 
shall be sold unto your enemies for 
bondmen and bondwomen, and no man 
shall buy you. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 


HESE are the words of the covenant, 

which the Lory commanded Moses 
to make with the children of Israel in 
the land of Moab, beside the covenant 
which he made with them in Horeb. 


24 And Moses called unto aj] Israel, 
and said unto them, Ye have seen all 
that the Lorn did before your eyes in 
the land of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and 
eee all his servants, and unto all his 
and; 
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8 The great temptations which thine 
eyes have seen, the signs, and those 
great miracles: 


4 Yet the Lorp hath not given you 
an heart to perceive, and eyes to see, 
and ears to hear, unto this day. 


fh And I have led you forty years in 
the wilderness: your clothes are not 
waxen old upon you, and thy shoe 1s 
not waxen old upon thy foot. 


6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink; 
that ye might know that I am the Lorn 
your God. 


7 And when ye came unto this place, 
Sihon the king of Heshbon, and Og the 
king of Bashan, came out against us 
unto battle, and we smote thei: 


8 And we took their land, and gave 
it for an inheritance unto the Reuben- 
ites, and to the Gadites, and to the 
half tribe of Manasseh. 


9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 


10 ¥ Ye stand this day all of you be- 
fore the Lorp your God; your captains 
of your tribes, your elders, and your of- 
ficers, with all the men of Israel, 


It Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy stranger that zy in thy camp, from 
the hewer of thy wood unto the drawer 
of thy water: 


12 That thou shouldest enter into co- 
venant with the Lorn thy God, and 
into his oath, which the Lorn thy God 
maketh with thee this day: 


13 That he may establish thee to day 
for a people unto himself, and that he 
may be unto thee a God, as he hath 
said unto thee, and as he hath sworn 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob. 


14 Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath; 


15 But with him that standeth here 
with us this day before the Lorn our 
God, and also with Aim that is not 
here with us this day: 


_16 (For ye know how we have dwelt 
in the land of Kgypt: and how we came 
through the nations which ye passed by; 


17 And ye have seen their abomina- 
tions, and their idols, wood and stone, 
silver and gold, which were among 
them:) 


18 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or .tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day 
from the Lorn our (iod, to go and serve 
the pods of these nations; lest there 
should be among you aroot that beareth 
gall and wormwood; 


19 And it come to pass, when he 
heareth the words of this curse, that 
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he bless himself in his heart, saying, 
I shall have peace, though I walk in 
the imagination of mine heart, to add 
drunkenness to thirst: 


90 The Lorn will not spare him, but 
then the anger of the Lorp and his 
jealousy shall smoke against that man, 
and all the curses that are written in 
this book shall lie upon him, and the 
Lorp shall blot out his name from under 
heaven. 


21 And the Lorn shall separate him 
unto evil out of all the tribes of Israel, 
according to all the curses of the co- 
venant that are written in this book of 

the law: 


22 So that the generation to come of 
your children that shall rise up after 
you, and the stranger that shall come 
from a far land, shall say, when they 
see the plagues’ of that land, and the 
sicknesses which the Lorn hath laid 
upon it; 


23 And that the whole land thereof zs 
brimstone, and salt, and burning, that 
it is not sown, nor beareth, nor any 
grass groweth therein, like the over- 
throw of Sodom, and Gomorrah, Admah, 
and Zeboim, which the Lon ov rerthrew 
in his anger, and in his wrath: 


24 Even all nations shall say, Where- 

fore hath the Lorn done thus unto this 
land? what meaneth the heat of this 
great anger? 


25 ‘Then men shall say, Because they 
have forsaken the covenant of the Lorn 
God of their fathers, which he made 
with them when he brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt: 


26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods whom 
they knew not, and whom he had not 
given unto them: 


27 And the anger of the Lorn was 
kindled against this land, to bring upon 
‘ as the curses that are written in this 

OU 


28 And the Lory rooted them out of 
their land in anger, and in wrath, and 
in great indignation, and cast them into 
another land, as it is this day. 


29 The secret things belong unto the 
Lorn our God: but those aes which 
are revealed belong unto us and to our 
children for ever, that we may do all 
the words of this law. 


CHAPTER XXX. 


AND it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse, which 
I have set before thee, and thou shalt 
call them to mind among all the nations, 
iva the Lorn thy God hath driven 
thee 

2 And shalt return unto the Lorn thy 
God, and shalt obey his vuice accord- 
ing to all that I command thee this 
day, thou and thy children, with all 
thine heart, and with all thy’ soul; 
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8 That then the Lorn thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have compas- 
sion upon thec, and will return and 
gather thee from all the nations, whither 
the Lorn thy God hath scattered thee. 


4 If any of thine be driven out unto 

the outmost parts of heaven, from 
thence will the Lorn thy God gather 
thee, and from thence will he fetch 
thee: 

6 And the Lorn thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt possess it; 
and he will do thee good, and multiply 
thee above thy fathers. 


6 And the Lory thy God will circum- 
cise thine heart, and the heart of th 
seed, to love the Lorp thy God with 
nll thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
that thou mayest live. 


7 And the Lorp thy God will put all 
these curses upon thine enemies, and 
on them that hate thee, which perse- 
cuted thee. 


% And thou shalt return and obey the 
voice of the Lorn, and do all his com- 
anduen ts which | command thee this 
day. 

9 And the Lorp thy God will make 
thee plenteous in every work of thine 
hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in 
the fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit 
of thy land, for good: for the Lorn will 
again rejoice over thee for good, as he 
rejoiced over thy fathers: 


10 If thou shalt hearken unto the 
voice of the Lorn thy God, to keep 
his commandinents and his statutes 
which are written in this book of the 
law, and if thou turn unto the Lorp 
thy God with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul. 


ll Y For this commandment which 1 
command thee this day, it ¢s not hidden 
from thee, neither is it far off. 


12 It «cs not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go up tor us 
to heaven, and bring it unto us, that 
we may hear it, and do it? 


13 Neither ¢s it beyond the sea, that 
thou shouldest say, Who shall go over 
the sea for us, and bring it unto us, 
that we may hear it, and do it? 


14 But the word zs very nigh unto 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, 
that thou mayest do it. 


15 9 See, 1 have set before thee this 
day life and good, and death and evil; 


16 In that I command thee this day 
to love the Lor» thy God, to walk in 
his ways, and to keep his command- 
ments and his statutes and his judg- 
nents, that thou mayest live and a 
tiply: and the Lorn thy God shall bless 
thee in the land whither thou guest to 
possess it. 


17 But if thine heart turn away, so 
that thou wilt not hear, but shalt be 
drawn away, and worship other gods, 
and serve them; 


18 I] denounce unto you this day, that 
ye shall surely perish, and that ye shall 
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not Prolene your days upon the land, 
whither thou passest over Jordan to 
go to possess it. 


19 I call heaven and earth to record 
this day against you, that J have set 
befure you life an death, blessing and 
cursing: therefore choose life, that both 
thou and thy seed may live: 


20 That thou mayest love the Lorn 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
his voice, and that thou mayest cleave 
unto him: for he es thy life, and the 
length of thy days: that thou mayest 
dwell in the land which the Lorp sware 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and tu Jacob, to give them. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 


ND Moses went and spake these 
words unto all Israel. 


2 And he said unto them, I am an 
hundred and twenty years old this day; 
I can no more go out and come in: 
also the Lor» hath said unto me, Thou 
shalt not go over this Jordan. 


3 The Loro thy God, he will go over 
before thee, and he will destroy these 
nations from before thee, and thou shalt 
possess them: and Joshua, he shall go 
over before thee, as the Lorn hath said. 


4 And the Lorp shall do unto them 
as he did to Sihon and to Og, kings of 
the Amorites, and unto the land of 
them, whom he destroyed. 


5 And the Lorp shall give them up 
before your face, that ye may do unto 
them according unto all the command- 
ments which ] have commanded you. 


6 Be strong and of a good courage, 
tear not, nor be afraid of them: for 
the Lory thy God, he ct is that doth 
go with thee; he will not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee. 


7 9 And Moses called unto Joshua. 
and said unto him in the sight of all 
Isracl, Be strong and of a good cou- 
rage: for thou must go with this people 
unto the land which the Lorp hath 
sworn unto their fathers to give them; 
and thou shalt cause them to inherit it. 


8 And the Lorp, he ct cs that doth go 
before thee; he will be with thee, he 
will not fail thee, neither forsake thee: 
fear not, neither be disinayed. 


9 JY And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, which bare the ark of the co- 
venant of the Lorn, and unto all the 
elders of Israel. 


10 And Moses commanded them, say- 
ing, At the end of every seven years, 
in the solemnity of the year of release, 
in the feast. of fabernacles. 
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ee Stee ewe eee a eae oe 


11 When all Israel is come to appe 
befure the Lorn thy God in the p ce 
which he shall choose, thou shalt read 

this Jaw before all Israel in their 
hearing. 


12 Gather the people together, men, 
and wolnen, and children, and thy 
stranger that iy within thy gates, that 
they may hear, and that they aay 
learn, and fear the Lorp your Go 
and observe tu do all the words of this 
uw: 


13 And ¢haé their children, which have 
not known any thing, may hear, and 
learn to fear the Lory your God, an 
lung as ye Jive in the land whither ye 
go over Jordan to possess it. 


14 9 And the Lorp said unto Moses, 

Behold, thy days approach that thou 
must dic: call Joshua, and present 
yourselves in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, that I may give him a 
charge. And Moses ayd Joshua went, 
and presented themselves in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 


15 And the Lorp appeared in the ta- 
bernacle in a pillar of a cloud: and the 
pillar of the cloud stood over the door 
of the tabernacle. 


16 F And the Loep said unto Moses, 
Behold, thou shalt sleep with thy fa- 
thers; and this people will rise up, and 
go a whoring after the gods of the stran- 
gers of the land, whither they gu to be 
among them, and will forsake me, and 
break my covenant which I have made 
with them. 


17, Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and J will 
forsake them, and I will hide my face 
from them, and they shall be devoured, 
and many evils and troubles shall be- 
fall them; so that they will say in that 
day, Are not these evils come upon us, 
because our God ¢s not among us? 


Is And T will surely hide my face in 

that day for all the evils which they 
shall have wrought, tu that they are 
turned unto other gods. 


19 Now therefore write ye this song 
for you, and teach it the children of 
Israel: putit in their mouths, that this 
song may be a witness for me against 
the children of Israel. 


2) Kor when T shall have brought 
them into the land which [ sware unto 
their fathers, that floweth with milk 
and honey; and they shall have eaten 
and filled themselves, and waxen fat; 
then will they turn unto other gods, 
and serve them, and provoke me, and 
break my covenant. 


21 -°And it shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song shall testify against 
them as a witness; for it shall not be 
forgotten out of the mouths of their 
seed: for I know their imagination 
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which they go about, even now, be- 
foreT have brought them into the land 
which I sware. 


22 | Moses therefore wrote this song 
the same day, and taught it the chil- 
dren of Isrzel. 


23 And he gave Joshua the son of 
Nun acharge, and said, Be strong and 
of a good courage: for thou shalt bring 
the children of Israel into the land 
which I sware unto them: and 1 will 
be with thee. 


24 4 And it came to pass, when Mo- 
ses had made an end of writing the 
words of this law in a book, until they 
were finished, 


25 That Moses commanded the Levites, 
which bare the ark of the covenant of 
the Lorn, saying, 


26 Take this book of the law, and put 
it in the side of the ark of the covenant 
of the Loan your God, that it may be 
there for a witness against thee. 


27 For I know thy rebellion, and thy 
stiff neck: behold, while Iam yet alive 
with you this day, ye have been rebel- 
lious against the Lorn: aud how much 
more atter my death? 


28 | Gather unto me all the elders of 
your tribes, and your officers, that I 
may speak these words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to reeord 
against then. 


299 For I know that after my death ye 
will utterly corrupt yourselves, and turn 
aside from the way which I have com- 
manded you: and evil will befall you in 
the latter days; because ye will do evil 
in the sight of the Lorn, to provoke 
him to anger through the work of your 
hands. 


30 And Moses spake in the ears of all 
the congregation of Israel the words of 
this song, until they were ended. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 


(ie ear, © ye heavens, and I will 
J speak; and hear, QO earth, the words 
of my mouth. 


2 My doctrine shall drop as the rain, 
my speech shall distil as the dew, as 
the small rain upon the tender herb, 
and as the showers upon the grass: 


3 Because I will publish the name of 
the Lorn: ascribe ye greatness unto 
our God. 


4 Heis the Rock, his work ?¢s perfect: 
for all his ways are judgment: a God 
of truth and without iniquity, just and 
right is he, 


5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their spot 2s not the spot of his children: 
they are a perverse and crooked gene- 
ration. 
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6 Do ye thus requite the Lorn, O foolish 
people and unwise? is not he thy father 
that hath bought thee? hath he not made 
thee, and established thee? 


7 4 Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many. enerations: 
ask thy father, and he will shew thee; 
thy elders, and they will tell thee. 


8 When the Most High divided to the 
nations their inheritance, when he se- 
purated the sons of Adam, he set the 
ounds of the people ac cording to the 
number of the clildren of Israel. 


9 Yor the Lonn’s portion is his people: 
Jacob zg the lot of his inheritance. 


10 He found him in a desert land, and 
in the waste howling wilderness; he led 
him about, he instructed him, he kept 
him as the apple of his eye. 


11 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings: 


12 So the Lorp alone did lead him, 
and there wag no strange god with him. 


13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might eat 
the increase of the fields; and he made 
him to suck honey out of the rock, and 
oil out of the flinty rock; 


14 Butter of kine, and milk of sheep, 
with fat of lambs, and rams of the 
breed of Bashan, and guats, with the 
fut of kidneys of wheat; and thou 
didst drink the pure blood of the grape. 


15 FY But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou art 
grown thick, thou art covered with fat- 
ness; then he forsvok God which made 
him, and lightly esteemed the Rock of 
his salvation. 


16 They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange gods, with abominations 
provoked they him to anger. 


17 ‘They sacrificed unto devils, not’to 
God; to gods whoin they knew not, to 
new "gods that came newly up, whom 
your fathers feared not. 


IX Of the Kock that begat thee thou 
art unmindful, and hast forgotten God 
that formed thee. 


19 And when the Lorn saw it, he ab- 
horred them, because of the provoking 
of his suns, and of his daughters. 


20 And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, Iw ill see what. their end 
shall be: tor they are a very froward 
generation, children in whom ¢s no faith. 


21 They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is nut God; they have 
provoked me to anger with their vani- 
ties: and I will move them to jealous 
with those which are not a people; 
will prone them to anger with a 
foolish nation. 
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22 For a fire is kindled in mine anger, 
and shall burn unto the lowest hell, 
and shall consume the earth with her 
increase, and set on fire the foundations 
of the mountains. 


23 I will heap mischiefs upon them; 
I will spend mine arrows upon them. 


24 They shadl be burnt with hunger, and 

devoured with burning heat, and with 
bitter destruction; I will also send the 
teeth of beasts upon thein, with the 
poison of serpents of the dust. 


_26 The sword without, and terror with- 
in, shall destroy both the young man 
and the virgin, the suckling adsu with 
the man of gray hairs. 


26 I said, 1 would scatter them into 
corners, I would make the remembrance 
of them to cease from among men: 


27 Were it not that I feared the wrath 
of the enemy, lest their adversaries 
should behave themselves strangely, 
and lest they should say, Our hand es 
nial; and the Lorp hath not done all 
thus. 


28 For they area nation void of counsel, 


neither is there any understanding in:

29.0 that they were wise, that they 
understood this, that they would con- 
sider their latter end! 


30. How should one chase a thousand, 

and two put ten thousand to flight, ex- 
cept their Rock had sold them, and 
the Lor» had shut them up? 


31 For their rock ty not as our Rock, 


even our cnemies themselves being 


judges. 


32 For their vine ex of the vine of 


Sodom, and of the fields of Gomorrah: 
their grapes ave grapes of gall, their 
clusters are bitter: 


3d3 Their wine és the poison of dragons, 
and the cruel venom of asps. 


84 Js not this laid up in siore with 
me, and sealed up among my treasures ? 


35 ‘To me belongeth vengeance, and 
recompence; their foot shall slide in 
due time: for the day of their calamit 
is at hand, and the things that shall 
come upon them make haste. 


36 For the Lorn shall judge his people, 
and repent himself for his servants, 
when he seeth that ther power is gone, 
and there igs none shut up, or left. 


37 And he shall say, Where are their 
gods, ther rock in whom they trusted, 


8 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their 
drink offerings? let them rise up and 
help you, and be your protection. 


39 Sec now that I, even J, am he, and 
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there is no god with me: I kill, and I 
make alive; | wound, and I heal: nei-

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever.

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CHAPTER XXXIII 


ND this zs the blessing, wherewith 
Moses the man of God blessed the 
children of Israel before his death. 

2 And he said, The Lorp came from 
Sinai, and rose up from Seir unto 
them: he shined forth from mount 
Paran, and he came with ten thousands 
of saints: from his right hand went a 
fiery law for them. 

8 Yea, he loved the people; all his 
saints are in thy hand: and they sat 
down at thy feet; every one shall receive 
of thy words. 

4 Moses commanded us a law, even the 
inheritance of the congregation ‘of Jacob. 

5 And he was king in Jeshurun, when 
the heads of the people and the tribes 
of Israel were gathered together. 

6 | Let Touben live, and not die; 
and let not his men be few. 

7 4 And this is the blessing of Judah: 


and he said, Hear, Lory, the voice of 


Judah, and bring him unto his people: 
let his hands be sufficient for him; 
and be thou an help to him trom. his 
enemies. 

$ FY And of Levi he said, Let thy 
Thummim and thy Urim be with thy 
holy one, whom thou didst prove at 
Massah, and with whom thou didst 
strive at the waters of Meribah; 

9 Who said untyv his father and to 
his mother, I have not seen him; nei- 
ther did he acknowledge his brethren, 
nor knew his own children: for they 
have observed thy word, and kept thy 
covenant. 

10 They shall teach Jacob thy judg- 
ments, and Isracl thy law: they shall

11 Bless, Lorp, his substance, and 
accept the work of his hands: smite 
through the loins of thei that rise 
against him, and of them that hate 
him, that they rise not again, 

1 4 And ot Benjamin he said, The 
beloved of the Lor» shall dwell in sate- 
ty by him; and the LORD shall 
cover him all the day long, and he 
shall dwell between his shoulders. 

13 9 And of Joseph he said, Blessed 
of the Lorn be his land, for the precious 
things of heaven, for the dew, and for 
the deep that coucheth beneath 

14 And for the precious fruits br “ought 
forth by the sun, and for the precious 
things put forth by the moon, 

15 And for the chief things of the 
ancient mountains, and for the precious 
things of the lasting hills, 

16 And for the precious ‘things of the 
earth and fulness thereof, and jor the 
good will of Him that dwelt ‘in the 
bush: let the blessing come upon the 
head of Joseph, and upon the top of 
the head of him that was separated 
from his brethren. 

17 His glory is like the firstling of his 
bullock, and his horns ave like the 
horns of unicorns: with them he shall 
push the people together to the ends 
of the earth: and they are the ten 
thousands of Ephraim, and they «are 
the thousands of Manasseh. 

18 4 And of Zebulun he said, Rejoice, 
Zebulun, in thy going out; and, Issa- 
char, in thy tents. 

‘They shall call the people unto 
the mountain; there they shall offer 
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sacrifices of righteousness: for they 
shall suck of the abundance of the 
seas, and of treasures hid in the sand. 
20 q And of (iad he said, Blessed be 
he that enlargeth Gad: he "dwelleth as 
a lion, and teareth the arm with the 
crown of the head. 

! And he provided the first part for 
himself, because there, é a portion of 
the lawgiver, was he seate ; and he 
came with the heads of the people, he 
executed the justice of the Loss: and 
his judgments with Israel. 

y And of Dan he said, Dan is a 
lion’s whelp: he shall cap from Bashan. 
23 9 And of Naphtali he said, 0 
Naphtali, satisfied with favour, and full 
with the blessing of the Lorp: possess 
thou the west and the south. 

24 9 And of Asher he said, Leé Asher 
be blessed with children; let him be 
acceptable to his brethren, and let him 
dip his foot in oil. 

20 Thy shoes shall be iron and brass; 
and as thy days, so shall thy strength be. 
20 YF There es none like unto the God 
of Jeshurun, who rideth upon the heaven 
in th help, and in his excellency on 
the sky. 

27 ‘The eternal God is thy refuge, and 
underneath ave the everlasting arms: 
and he shall thrust out the enemy from 
before thee ; and shall say, Destroy them. 
28 Israel then shall dwell in satety 
alone: the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also his 
heavens shall drop down dew. 

20 Happy art thou, © Israel: who is 
like unto thee, 0 people saved by the 
Lorp, the shield of thy help, and who 
is the sword of thy exeellency | and 
thine enemies shall be found Jiars unto 
thee; and thou shalt tread upon their 
high places. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 
ND Moses went up from the plains 
of Moab unto ale mountain of 
Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that is over 
against Jericho, And the Lorp shewed 
him all the land of Gilead, unto Dan, 

2 And all Naphtali, and the land of 
Ephraim , and Man: isseh , and all the 
ne of Judah, unto the utmost sea, 

3 And the south, and the plain of the 
valley of Jericho, ‘the city of palm trees, 
unto Zoar, 

4 And the Lorp said unto him, This 
is a land which I sware unto Abra- 
ham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, say- 
ing, [ will give it unto thy seed: I 
have caused thee to see 7¢ with thine 
eyes, but thou shalt not go over thither. 

® J So Moses the servant of the Lorn 
died there in the land of Moab, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lorn. 

6 And he buried him in a valley in 
the land of Moab, over against Beth- 
peor: but no man knoweth of his Be- 
pule hre unto this day. 

7 G4 And Moses was an hundred and 
twenty years old when he died: his 
eye was not dim, nor his natural force 
abated. 

8 9 And the children of Israel wept 
for Moses in the plains of Moab thirty 
days: so the days of weeping and 
mourning for Moses were ended. 
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94 And Joshua the son of Nun was 
full of the spirit of wisdom; for eee 
had laid his hands upon him 
children of Israel hoarhened’ sate him, 
and did as the Lorn commanded Moses 
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THE BOOK OF JOSHUA. 


CHAPTER I. 


OW after the death of Moses the 
servant of the Lorp it came to 
pass, that the Lorp spake unto Joshua 
the son of Nun, Moses’ ininister, saying, 


2 Moses my servant is dead; now 
therefore arise, go over this Jordan 
thou, and all this peuple, wito the land 
which I do give to them, even to the 
children of Israel. 


8 Every place that the sole of your 
fuot shall tread upon, that have I given 
unto you, as I said untu Moses. 


4 From the wilderness and this Le- 
banon even unto the great river, the 
river Euphrates, all the land of the 
Hittites, and unto the great sea toward 
the going down of the sun, shall be 
your coast. 


f There shall not any man be able 
to stand before thee all the days of 
thy life: as I was with Moses, so I 
will be with thee: I will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 


6 Be strong and of a good courage: 
fur unto this people shalt thou divide 
fur an inheritance the land, which I 
sware unto their fathers to give then 


7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest observe 
to do according to all the law, which 
Moses my servant commanded thee: 
turn not from it ¢o the right hand or 
to the left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersvever thou goest. 


8 ‘This book of the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth; but thou shalt me- 
ditate therein day and night, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all 
that is written therein: for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, and 
then thou shalt have good success. 


9 Tlave not I commanded thee? Be 
strong and of a good courage; be not 
afraid, neither be thou dismayed: for 
the Lorn thy God is-with thee whither- 
soever thou goest. 


10 ¢ Then Joshua commanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 


11 Pass through the host, and oe 
mand the people, saying, Prepare y 
victuals; for within three days ye 8 all 
pass over this Jordan, to gu in to pos- 
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sess the land, which the Lorn your 
God giveth you to possess it. 


12 | And to the Reubenites, and to 
the Gadites, and to half the tribe of 
Manaasseh, spake Joshua, saying, 


18 Remember the word which Moses 
the servant of the Lorn commanded 
you, saying, The Loxp your God hath 
given you rest, and hath given you 
this land. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
which Moses gave os on this side 
Jordan; but ye shall pass before your 
brethren armed, all the mighty men of 
valour, and help them. 


+ 
15 Until the Lorn have given your. 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, 
and they also have possessed the land 
which the Lorn your God giveth them: 
then ye shall return unto the land of 
our possession , and enjoy it, which 
foses the Lorn’s servant gave you on 
this side Jordan toward the sunrising. 


16 ¢ And they answered Joshua, say- 
ing, All that thou commandest us we 
will do, and whithersoever thou sendest 
us, we will go. 

17 According as we hearkened unto 
Moses in all things, so will we hearken 
unto thee: only the Lorn thy God be 
with thee, as he was with Moses. 


18 Whosoever he be that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will 
not hearken unto thy words in all that 
thou commandest him, he shall be put 
to death: only be strong and of a good 
courage. 





CHAPTER IL 


ND Joshua the son of Nun sent 

out of Shittim two men to sp 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, 
even Jericho. And they went, and 
came into an harlot’s house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. 
2 And it was told the king of Jericho, 
saying, Behold, there came men in 
hither to night of the children of Is- 
rael to search out the country. 


8 And the king of Jericho sent unto 

Rahab, saying, Bring forth the men 
that are come to thee, which are en- 
tered into thine house: for they be 
come to search out all the country. 


4 And the woman took the two men, 

and hid them, and said thus, ‘rhere 
came men unto me, but I wist not 
whence they were: 


6 And it came to pass about the time 
of shutting of the gate, when it was 
dark, that the men went out: whither 
the men went, I wot not: pursue after 
them quickly : for ye shall overtake 
them. 

6 But she had brought them up to 
the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she had 
laid in order upon the roof.

we nt ee oe epee ee 


7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords: and 
as soon as they which pursued after 
them were gone out, they shut the gate. 


8 ¢ And before they were laid down, 
she came up unto them upon the roof: 


9 And she said unto the men, I know 
that the Lorp hath given you the land, 
and that your terror is fallen upon us, 
and that all the inhabitants of the land 
fuint because of you. 


10 For we have heard how the Lorn 
dried up the water of the Red sea for 
you, when ye came out of Egypt; and 
what ye did unto the two kings of the 
AMONG, that were on the other side 
Jordan, Sihon and Og, whom ye ut- 
terly destroyed. 


11 And as svon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, nei- 
ther did there remain any more cou- 
rage in any man, because of you: for 
. the Lorp your God, he is God in hea- 
ven above, and in earth beneath. 


12 Now therefore, I pray you, swear 
unto me by the Lorn, since | have 
shewed you kindness, that ye will also 
shew kindness unto my father’s house, 
and give me a true token: 


13 And ¢hat ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my bre- 
thren, ‘and my sisters, and all that they 
have, and deliv er our lives from death. 


14 And the men answered her, Our 
life fur your's, if ye utter not this our 
business. And it shall be, when the 
Lorp hath given us the land, that we 
will deal kindly and truly with thee. 


15 Then she Jet them down by a cord 
through the window: for her house 
was upon the town wall, and she dwelt 
upon the wall. 


16 And she said unto them, Get you 
to the inountain, lest the pursuers mect 
you; and hide ‘yoursely es there three 
days, until the pursuers be returned: 
and afterward may ye go your way. 


17 And the men said unto her, We 
will be blameless of this thine oath 
whieh thou hast made us swear. 


18 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of scarlet 
thread in the window which thou didst 
let us down by: and thou shalt bring 
thy father, and thy mother, and thy 
brethren, and all thy father’s household, 
home unto thee. 


19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out of the doors of thy house 
into the street, his blood shall be upon 
his head, and we well be guiltless: and 
whosoever shall be with thee in the 
house, his blood shall be on our head, 
— if any hand be upon him. 
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2% And if thou utter this our business, 
then we will be quit of thine oath which 
thou hast made us to swear. 


-9{ And she ae Aecorine unto 
your words, so be it. And she sent 
them away, and the departed: and she 
bound the scarlet line in the window. 


” And they went, and came unto the 

mountain, and abode there three daya, 
until the pursuers were returned: and 
the pursuers sought them throughout 
all the way, but found them not. 


28 9 So the two men returned, and 
descended from the mountain, and pass- 
ed over, and came to Joshua the son 
of Nun, and told him all things that 
befell them : 


94 And they said unto Joshua, Trul 
the Lorp hath delivered into our hands 

all the land; for even all the inhabitants 
of the country do faint because of us. 


CHAPTER III. 


ND Joshua rose early in the morn- 

ing; and they removed from Shit- 
tim, and came_to Jordan, he and all 
the children of Israel, and lodged there 
befure they passed over. 


» And il came to pass after three days, 
that the officers went through the host; 


And they commanded the people, 
Savile. When ye see the ark of the 
eovenant of the Lorp your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it, then 
ye shall remove from your place, and 
go after it 


4 Yet there shall be a space between 
you and it, about two thousand cubits 
xy Ncasure: Come Not near unto It, es 
ye may know the way by which 
must go: for ye have not passed ¢ a 
way heretofore. 


6 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves: fur tu morrow the 
Lorv will do wonders among you. 


6 And Joshua spake unto the priests, 
saying, ‘Take up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and pass over before the people. 
And ‘they took up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and went before the people. 


7 § And the Lorn said unto Joshua, 
This day will 1 begin to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel. that they may 
know that, as I was with Moses, so J 
will be with thee. 


8 And thou shalt command the priests 

that bear the ark of the covenant, say- 
ing, When ye are come to the ‘brink 
of the water of Jordan, ye shall stand 
still in Jordan. 


9 § And Joshua said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and hear 
the words of the Lorn your God. 
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10 And Thane said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the living God is among you, 
and that he will without fail drive out 
from before you the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Hivites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Girgashites, and 
the Amorites, and the Jebusites. 


11 Behold, the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord of all the earth passeth over 
before you into Jordan. 


12 Now therefore take you twelve 
men out of the tribes of Israel, out of 
every tribe a man. 


18 And it shall come to pass, as soon 
as the soles of the feet of the priests 
that bear the ark of the Lorn, the Lord 
of all the earth, shall rest in the waters 
of Jordan, that the waters of Jordan 
shall be cut off Jrom the waters that 
come down from above; and they shall 
stand upon an heap. 


14 § And it came to pass, when the 
people removed from their tents, to 
pass over Jordan, and the priests bear- 
ing the ark of the covenant before the 
people; 


15 And as they that bare the ark were 
come unto Jordan, and the feet of the 
priests that bare the ark were dipped 
in the brim of the water, (for Jordan 
overfloweth all his banks all the time 
of harvest, ) 


16 That the waters which came down 
from above stood and rose up upon an 
heap very tar from the city Adam, that 
is beside Zaretan: and those that came 
. down toward the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, failed, and were cut off: 
and the people passed over right against 
Jericho. 


17 And the priests that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorn stood firm 
on dry ground in the midst of Jordan, 
and all the Israelites passed over on 
dry ground, until all the people were 
passed clean over Jordan. 


CHAPTER IV. 


An? it came to pass, when all the 

people were clean passed over 
Jordan, that the Lorp spake unto Jo- 
shua, saying, 


2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, 


8 And command ye them, saying, 
‘Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the 
priests’ feet stood firm, twelve silaeeae 
and ye shall carry them over witl you 
and leave them in the lodging place 
where ye shall lodge this night. 


4 Then Joshua called the twelve men, 
whom he had prepared of the children 
of Israel, out of every tribe a man: 


§ And Joshua said unto them, Pass 
over before the ark of the Lorn your 
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JOSHUA, IV. 


God into the midst of Jordan, and take 

you up every man of you a stone u : 
is shoulder, according unto thenum 

of the tribes of the children of Tatael: 


6 That this may be a sign among you, 

that when your children ask ther fa- 
thers in time to come, saying, at 
mean ye by these stones 


7 Then ye shall answer them, That 
the waters of Jordan were cut off be- 
fore the ark of the covenant of the 
Lorn; when it passed over Jordan, the 
waters of Jordan were cut off: and these 
stones shall be for a memorial unto the 
children of Israel for ever. 


8 And the children of Israel did so 
as Joshua commanded, and took up 
twelve stones out of the midst of Jor- 
dan, asethe Lorp spake unto Joshua, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, and carried 
them over with them unto the place 
where they lodged, and laid them down 
there. 


9 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood: 
and they are there unto this day. 


10 § For the priests which bare the 
ark stood in the midst of Jordan, until 
every thing was finished that the Lor» 
cominanded Joshua ty peas unto the 
people, according to that Moses 
commanded Joshua; and the people 
hasted and passed over. 


11 And it came tu pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that 
the ark of the Lorp passed over, and 
the priests, in the presence of the people. 


12 And the children of Reuben, and 
the children of Gad, and half the tribe 
of Manasseh, passed over armed before 
the children of Israel, as Moses spake 
unto them: 


13 About forty thousand prepared for 
war passed over before the Lorp unto 
battle, to the plains of Jericho. 


14 9 On that day the Lorn magnified 
Joshua in the sight of all Israel; and 
they feared him, as they feared Moses, 
all the days of his life. 


15 And the Lorn spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 


16 Command the priests that bear the 
ark of the testimony, that they come 
up out of Jordan. 


17 Joshua therefore commanded the 
ee. saying, Come ye up out of 
ordan. 


18 And it came to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lorn were come up out 
of the midst of Jordan, and the soles 
of the priests’ feet were lifted up unto 
the dry land, that the waters of Jordan 
returned unto their place, and flowed 
over al} his banks, as they did before. 


19 § And the people came up out of 
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Jordan on the tenth day of the first 
inonth, and encamped in Gilgal, in the 
east border of Jericho. 


20 And those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgal. 


21 And he spake unto the children 
of Israel, saying, When your children 
shall ask their fathers in time tu come, 
saying, What mean these stones? 


22 Then ye shall let your children 
know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. 


23 For the Lorp your God dried up 
the waters of Jordan from before you, 
until ye were passed over, as the Lorp 
your God did to the Red sea, which he 
dried up from before us, until we were 
gone over: 


24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lorn, that 
it t¢ mighty: that ye might fear the 
Lorp your God for ever. 


CHAPPER \V 


AX D it came to pass, when all the 
kings of the Aimorite s, Which sere 
on the side of Jordan westw ard, aud all 
the kings of the Canaanites, whic h were 
by the sea, heard that the Lorp had 
dried up the waters of Jordan from 
before the children of Israel, until we 
were passed over, that their heart 
mnelted, neither was there spirit in them 


any Ores because of the children of 


Israel 


2 q At that time the Lonrp said unto 
Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, and 
circunicise again the chitdke an of Israel 
the second time. 


3 And Joshua made him sharp knives, 
and circumcised the children of Israel 
at the hill of the foreskins. 


4 And this is the cause why Joshua 

did circumcise: All the people that 
came out of Neypt, that were males, 
even all the men of war, died in the 
wilderness by the way, after they came 
out of Igy pt. 


5 Now all the people that came out 
were circumcised: but all the peo 
that were born in the wilderness dy the 
way as they came forth out of Egypt, 
them they had not circumcised. 


6 Tor the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, which 
came out of Egypt, were consumed, 


because they obeyed not the voice of 


the Lory: unto whom the Lorp sware 
that he would not shew them the land, 
which the Lorn sware unto their fa- 
thers that he would give us, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 
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7 And their children, whom he raised 
up in their stead, them Joshua circuni- 
cised: for they were uncircumcised, be- 
cause they h ad not circumcised them 
by the way. 


8 And it came to pass, when they 
had done circumcising all the people, 
that erat abode in their places in the 
camp, till they were whole. 


9 And the Lorn gaid unto Joshua, 
‘his day have 1 rolled away the re- 
prvach of Kgypt froin off you. Where- 
fore the name of the place is called 
Gilgal unto this day. 


10 § And the children of Israel en- 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the pass- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even inthe plains of Jericho, 


11 And they did eat of the old corn 
of the land on the morrow after the 
passover, unleavened cakes, and parch- 
ed corn in the selfyame day. 


12.9 And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land; neither had the 
children of Israel manna any more; but 
they did eat of the fruit of the land of 
Canaan that year. 


13.9 And it came to pass, when Jo- 
shua was by Jericho, that he lifted up 
his eyes aie: looked, and, behold, there 
stood a man over against him with 
his sword drawn in jis hand: and Jo- 
shua went unto him, and said unto 
him, Ar¢ thou for us, or for gur adver- 
SULies 7 


14 And he said, Nay; but as captain 
of the host of the Lorp am I now come. 
And Joshua fell on his face to the earth, 
and did worship, and said) unto him, 
What saith my lord unto his servant ? 


15 And the captain of the Lorp’s host 
said unto Joshua, Loose thy shoe from 
off thy foot; for the place suhekaor thou 
standest es holy. And Joshua did so. 


CHAPTER VI. 


Ne. Jericho was straitly shut up 
beeause of the children of Israel: 
none went out, and none came in. 


2 And the Lor» said unto Joshua, 
eae T have given into thine hand Je- 
riche, and the king thereof, and the 
mighty men of valour. 


3 And ye shall compass the city, all 
ye men of war, and go round about 
the city onee. ‘Thus shalt thou do six 
days. 


4 And seven priests shall bear before 
the ark seven trumpets of rams’ horns: 
and the seventh day ye shall compass 
the city seven times, and the priests 
shall blow with the trumpets. 


» And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long blast with the 
rain’s horn, and when ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, all the people 
shall shout with a great shout; and the 
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wall of the city shall fall down fiat, 
and the people shall ascend up every 
man straight before him. 


6 ¥ And Joshua the son of Nun called 
the pricat and said unto them, ‘Take 
up the ark of the covenant, and let 
seven priests bear seven trumpets of 
rams’ horns before the ark of the Lorp. 

7 And he suid unto the people, Pass 
on, and com Lge the city, and let him 
at i anne pass on before the ark of 


8 . ica it came to pass, when Joshua 
had spoken unto the people, that the 
seven peicets bearing the seven trum- 
pets of rams’ horns passed on before 
the Lorp, and blew with the trumpets: 
and the ark of the covenant of the 
Lorp followed them. 


9 § And the armed men went before 
the priests that blew with the trumpets, 
and the rereward came after the ark, 
the priests going on, and blowing with 
the trumpets. 


10 And Joshua had commanded the 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, nor 
make any noise with your voice, nei- 
ther shall any word proceed out of 
your mouth, until the day I bid you 
shout; then ‘shall ye shout. 


11 So the ark of the Lorn compassed 
the city, going about 7 once: and they 
came into the camp, and lodged in the 
camp. 


in the 


12 4 And Joshua rose earl 
up the 


morning, and the priests too 
ark of the Lorn. 


18 And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns before the ark 
of the Lorp went on continually, and 
blew with the trumpets: and the armed 
men went before them: but the rereward 
came after the ark of the Lorn, the 
priests going on, and blowing with the 
truinpets. 


14 And the second day they compassed 
the city once, and returned into the 
camp: so they did six days. 


15 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they rose early about the 
dawning of the day, and compassed 
the city after the same manner seven 
times: only on that day they compassed 
the city seven times. 


16 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, when the priests blew with the 
trumpets, Joshua said unto the people, 
Shout; for the Lorp hath given you the 
city. 


17 ¢ And the city shall be accursed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to the 
Lory: only Rahab the harlot shall live, 
she and all that are with her in the 
house, because she hid the messengers 
that we sent. 


18 And ye, in any wise keep yourselves 
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from the accursed oe lest ye make 
yourselves accursed, when ye take'of 
ule accursed thing, and make the camp 
of Israel a curse, and troub. le it. 


19 But all'the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are conse- 
crated unto the Lorn: they shall come 
into the treasury of the Lorp. 


20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and it 
came to pass, when the people heard 
the sound of the trumpet, and the peo- 
ple shouted with a great shout, that 
the wall fell down flat, so that the pso- 
ple went up intv the city, every man 
aright before him, and they took the 
city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all that 
was in the city, both man and woman, 
young and old, and ox, and sheep, and 
ass, with the edge of the sword. 


22 But Joshua had said unto the two 

men that had spied out the country, 
Go into the harlot’s house, and bring 
out thence the woman, and all that 
she hath, as ye sware unto her. 


23 And the young men that were spies 
went in, and brought out Rahab, and 
her father, and her mother, and her 
brethren, and all that she ‘had: and 
they brought out all her kindred, and 
left them without the camp of Israel. 


24 And they burnt the city with fire, 

and all that was therein: only the sil- 
ver, and the gold, and the vessels of 
brass and of iron, they put into the 
treasury of the house of the Lorp. 


20 And Joshua saved Rahab the harlot 
alive, and her father’s household, and 
nll that she had; and she dwelleth in 
Israel even unto this day; because she 
hid the messengers, which Joshua sent 
to spy out Jericho. 


26 9 And Joshua adjured them at that 

time, saying, Cursed de the man before 
the Lorn, that riseth up and buildeth 
this city Jericho: he shall lay the 
foundation thereof in his firstborn, and 
in his youngest son shall he set up the 
gates of it. 


27 So the Lory was with Joshua; and 
his fame was noised throughout all the 
country. 


CHAPTER VIL 


UT the children of Israel committed 

a trespass in the accursed thing: 
for Achan, the son of Carmi, the son 
of Zabdi, the son of Z erah, of ‘the tribe 
of Judah, took of the accursed thing: 
and the anger of the Lorp was kindled 
against the children of Israel.

6 9 And Joshua rent his clothes, and 

fell to the earth upon his face before 
the ark of the Lorp until the eventide, 
he and the elders of Israe), and put 
dust upon their heads. 


7 And Joshua said, Alas, O Lord Gon, 
wherefore hast thou at all brought this 
people over Jordan, to deliver us into 
Hie hand of the Amorites, to destroy 
us? would to God we had been content, 
and dwelt on the other side Jordan! 


8 © Lord, what shall I say, when Is- 
rae] turneth their backs before their 
enemies! 


Y For the Canaanites and all the in- 
habitants of the land shall hear of it, 
and shall environ us round, and cut. 
off our name from the earth: and what 
wilt thou do unto thy great name? 


10 ¢ And the Lor» said unto Joshua, 
Get thee up; whereture liest thou thus 
upon thy face? 


11 Israel hath sinned, and they have 
also transgressed my covenant which 
I commanded them: for they have even 
taken of the accursed thing, and have 
also stolen, and dissembled also, and 
they have put dé oeven among their OWll 
stufl, 


12 Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
but turned ther backs before their 
enemies, because they were accursed: 
neither will I be with you any more, 
except ye destroy the accursed from 
umong you. 


13 Up, sey the people, and gay, 
Sanctify yourselves against to morrow : 
for thus saith the Lorn God of Israel, 
There is an accursed thing in the midst 
of thee, © Israel: thou canst not stand 
before thine enemies, until ye take 
away the accursed thing from among 
you. 


14 In the morning therefore ye shall 
be brought according to your tribes: 
and it shall be, that the tribe which 
the Lorn taketh shall come accord- 
ing to the families thereof; and the 
family which the Lor» shall take shall 
come by households; and the household 
which the Lorn shall take shall come 
man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is taken 
with the accursed’ thing shall be burnt 
with fire, he and all that he hath: be- 
cause he hath transgressed the cove-

22 § So Joshua sent messengers, and | 
they ran unto the tet; and, behold, 
(Qwas bid in his tent, ‘and the silver 
under it. 


23 And they took them out of the 
mnidst of the tent, and brought them 
unto Joshua, and uuto all the children 
o Israel, and Jaid them vut before the 
JOD, 


24 And Joshua, and all Tsrael with 
him, took Achan the son of Zerah, and 
the silver, and the garment, and the 
wedge of gold, and his sons, and his 
daughters, and his oxen, and ‘his ASSES, 
wd his sheep , and his tent, and all 
that be had: and they brought them 
unto the valley of Achor.

5 And J, and all the peuple that are 
with me, will approach unto the city: 
and it shall come to pass, when they 
come out against us, as at the first, 
that we will flee before them, 

6 (For they will come out after us) 
till we have drawn them from the city; 
for they will say, They flee before us, 
as at the first: therefore we will flee 
before them. 

7 Then ye shall rise uP from the 
ambush, and seize upon the city: for 
the Lonp von God will deliver tt ‘into 
your han 

8 And it shall be, when ye have 
taken the city, that ye shall set the 
city on fire: according to the com- 
mandment of the Lorp shall ye do. 
See, I have commanded you. 


9 4 Joshua therefore sent them forth: 
and they went to lie in ambush, and 
abode between Beth-el and Ai, on the 
west side of Ai: but Joshua lodged that 
met amone the people. 

And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people, 
and went up, he and the elders of Is- 
rauel, before the people tu Ai. 

11 And all the people, even the people 
of war that were with him, went up, 
and drew nigh, and came befure the 
city, and pitched on the north side of 
Ai: now there was a valley between 
them and Al. 

12 And he took about five thousand 
inen, and set them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, un the west 
side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the people, 
even all the host that was on the north 
of the city, and their liers in wait on 
the west of the city, Joshua went that 
night into the midst of the valley. 


14 9 And it came to pass, when the 
king of Ai saw 7, that they hasted and 
rose up early, and the men of the city 
went out against Israel to battle, he 
and all his people, at a time appointed, 
petore the econ ; but he wist not that 

here were liers in ambush against him 
behind the city. 
15 And Joshua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled the way of the wilderness. 

16 And the people that were in Ai 
were called together to pursue after 
them: and they pursued after Joshua, 
and were drawn away from the city.

17 And there was not a man left in Ai 
or Beth-el, that went not out after Is- 
rael: and they left the city open, and 
pursued after Israel. 


18 And the Lorn said unto Joshua, 
Stretch out the spear that is in thy 
hand toward Ai; for I will give it into 
thine hand. And Joshua stretched out 
the spear that he had in his hand to- 
ward the city. 


19 And the ambush arose quickly out 
of their place, and they ran as soon as 
he had stretched out his hand: and 
they entered into the city, and took it, 
and hasted and set the city on fire. 


20 And when the men of Ai looked 
behind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended up to 
heaven, and they had 10 power to flee 
this way or that way: and the people 
that fled to the wilderness turned back 
upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, and 
slew the men of Al 


22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were in the 
midst of Israel, sume on this side, and 
some on that side: and they smote 
them, so that they let none of them 
remain or escape. 


23 And the king of Ai they tuok alive, 
and brought him to Joshua. 


24 And it came to pass, when Israel 

had made an end of slaying all the 
inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the 
wilderness wherein ney chased them, 
and when they were all fallen on the 
edge of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all the Israelites re- 
turned unto Ai, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword. 


25 And so it was, that all that fell that 
day, both of men and women, were 
twelve thousand, even all the men of Ai. 


26 For Joshua drew not his hand back, 
wherewith he stretched out the spear, 
until he had UeeUy. destroyed all the 
inhabitants of 


27 Only the stk and the spoil of 
that city Israel took for a prey unto 
themselves, according unto the word 
the Lorn which he commanded Jo- 
shua, 


28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made 
it an heap for ever, even a desolation 
unto this day. 


29 And the king of Ai he hanged on 
a tree until eventide: and as suon as 
the sun was down, Joshua commanded 
that they should take his carcase down 
from the tree, and cast it at the euter- 
ing of the gate of the city, and raise 
thereon a great heap of stones, that 
remaineth unto this day. 


30 § ‘Then Joshua built an altar unto 
the Lorn God of Israel in mount Ebal, 


31 As Moses the servant of the Lorn 
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commanded the children of Israel, 

it is written in the book of the law of 
Moses, an altar of whole stones, over 
which no man hath lift up any iron: 
and they offered thereon burnt offer- 
ings unto the Lorn, and sacrificed 
peace offerings. 

32 9 And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Moses, 
which he wrote in the presence of the 
children of Israel. 

38 And all Israel, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood on 
this side the ark and on that side be- 
fore the priests the Levites, which bare 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorn, 
as well the stranger, as he that was 
born among them; half of them over 
against mount Gerizim , and half of 
them over against mount bal; as Mo- 
ses the servant of the Lorn had com- 
manded before, that they should bless 
the people of Israel. 

84 And afterward he read all the 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is writ- 
ten in the book of the law. 

35 ‘There was not «a word of all that 
Moses commanded, which Joshua read 
not before all the’ coupreention of Is- 
rael, with the women, and the little 
ones, and the strangers that were con- 
versant among them. 


CHAPTER IX. 


NID it came to pass, when all the 

kings which were on this side Jor- 
dan, in the hills, and in the valleys, 
and in all the coasts of the great sea 
over against Lebanon, the Hittite, and 
the Amorite, the Canaanite, the Periz- 
zite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite, heard 
thereof; 


2 'That they gathered themselves to- 
ether, to fight with Joshua and with 
srael, with one accord. 


8 9 And when the inhabitants of Gi- 
beon heard what Joshua had done unto 
Jericho and to Aj, 


4 They did work wilily, and went and 
made as if they had been ambassadors, 
and took old sacks upon their asses, 
and wine bottles, old, and rent, and 
bound up; 


5 And old shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon them; 
and all the bread of their provision 
was dry and mouldy. 


6 And they went to Joshua unto the 
camp at Gilgal, and said unto him, 
and to the men of Israel, We be come 
from a far country: now therefore make 
ye a league with us. 


7 And the men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, VPeradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make a 
league with you? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We are 
thy servants. And Joshua said unto 
them, Who are ye? and from whence 
come ye! 


9 And they said unto him From a 
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very far country thy servants are come 
because of the name of the Lorn thy 
Giod: for we have heard the fame of 
him, and all that he did in Egypt, 

10 And all that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that were be- 
a Jordan, to Sihon king of Hesh- 

on, and to Og king of Bashan, which 
was at Ashtaroth. 


11 Wherefore our elders and all the 
inhabitants of our country spake to us, 
saying, ‘I'ake victuals with you for the 
journey, and go to meet them, and 
say unto them, We ave your servants: 
therefore now make ye a Gadi with us. 


12 This our bread we took hot for our 
provision out of our houses on the 
day we came forth to go unto you; 
but now, behold, it is dry, and it is 
mouldy : 

13 And these bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new; and, behold, they 
be rent: and these our garments and 
our shoes are become old by reason of 
the very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their victuals, 
and asked not counsel at the mouth of 
the Lorn. 

15 And Joshua made peace with them, 
and made a league with them, to let 
them live: and the princes of the con- 
gregation sware unto them. 


lo 4 And it came to puss at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
league with them, that they heard that 
they were their neighbours, and that 
they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel journeyed, 
and came unto their cities on the third 
day. Now their cities were Gibeon, and 
Cephirah, and Beeroth, and Kirjath- 
Jearim. 

Is And the children of Tsrael smote 
them not, because the prinees of the 
congregation had sworn unto them by 
the Lory God of Israel And all the 
congregation murmured against the 
princes. 


19 But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation, We have sworn unto 
them by the Lorn God of Israel: now 
therefore we may not touch them. 


20 This we will do tu them; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be upon 
us, because of the oath which we sware 
unto them. 


21 And the princes said unto them, 
Let them live; but let them be hewers 
of wood and ‘drawers of water unto 
all the congregation; as the princes 
had promised them. 


22 9 And Joshua called for them, and 
he. spake unto SAL saying, Wherefore 
have ye beguiled us, saying, We are 
very fur from you; when ye dwell 
among us? 


23 Now therefore ye are cursed, and 
there shall none of you be freed from 
being bondmenr, and hewers of wood 
and drawers of water for the house of 
my God. 


24 And they answered Joshua, and

20 And now, behold, we are in thine 
hand: as it seemeth good and right 
unto thee to do unto us, do. 


*26 And so did he unto them, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
the children of Israel, that they slew 
them not. 


27 And Joshua made them that day ~ 
hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for the congregation, and for the altar 
of the Lorn, even unto this day, in the 
place which he should choose. 


CHAPTER X. 


No it came to pass, when Adoni- 
zedec king of Jerusalem had heard 
how Joshua had taken Ai, and had 
utterly destroyed it; as he had done 
to Jericho and her. king, su he had 
done to Ai and her king; and how the 
inhabitants of Gibeon had made peace 
with Israel, and were among them; 


2 That they feared greatly, because 
Gibeon was a great city, as one of the 
royal cities, and because it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof were 
mighty. 


3 Wherefore Adoni-zedec king of Je- 
rusalem“sent unto Hoham king of He- 
bron, and unto Piram king of Jarmuth, 
and unto Japhia king of Lachish, and 
unto Debir king of Kglon, saying, 


4 Come up unto me, and help me, 
that we may smite Gibeon: for it hath 
made peace with Joshua and with the 
children of Israel. 


6 ‘Therefore the five kings of the 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, 
the king of Lachish, the king of Eglon, 
gathered themselves together, and went 
up, they and all their hosts, and en- 
camped before Gibeon, and made war 
against it. 


6 § And the men of Gibeon sent unto 
Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, saying, 
Slack not thy hand from thy servants; 
come up to us quickly, and save us, 
and help us: for all the kings of the 
Amorites that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against us. 


7 So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, he, 
and all the people of war with him, 
and all the mighty men of valour. 


8 § And the Lorp said unto Joshu 
Fear them not: for I have deliverec 
them into thine hand; there shall not 
a man of them stand before thee, 


9 Joshua therefore came unto them 
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suddenly, and went up from Gilgal all 
night. 


10 And the Lorp discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them with a 
great slaughter at Gibeon, and chased 
them along the way that goeth up te 
Beth-horon, and smote them to Aze 
and unto Makked dah. 


11 And it came to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the 
guing down to Beth-horon , that the 
ornp cast down great stones from 
heaven upon them unto Azekah, and 
they died: they were more which died 
with hailstones than they whom the 
children of Israel slew with the sword. 


12 ¢ Then spake Joshua to the Lorn 
in the day when the Lorn delivered 
up the Amorites before the children of 
Israel, and he said in the sight of Is- 
rae], Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon; 
and thou, Moon, in the valley of Ajalon. 


13 And the sun stood still, and the 
moon stayed, until the people had 
avenged t emselves upon their ene- 
mies. Js not this written in the book 
of Jasher? So the sun stood still in the 
midst of heaven, and hasted not to go 
down about a whole day. 


14 And there was no day like that 
before it or after it, that the Lorn 
hearkened unto the voice of a man: 
for the Lorn fought for Israel 


15 4 And Joshua returned, and all Is- 
rael with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 


16 But these five kings fled, and hid 
themselves in a cave at Makkedah. 


17 And it was told Joshua, saying, 
The five kings are found hid in a cave 
at Makkedah. 


18 And Joshua said, Roll great stones 
upon the mouth of the cave, and set 
men by it fur to keep them: 


19 And stay ye not, du¢ pursue after 
your enemies, and smite the hindmost 
of them; suffer them not to enter into 
their cities: for the Lorn your God 
hath delivered them into your hand. 


20 And it came to pass, when Joshua 
and the children of Israel had made an 
end of slaying them with a very great 
slaughter, till they were consumed, that 
the rest which remained of them enter ed 
into fenced cities. 


21 And all the people returned to the 
camp to Joshua at Makkedah in peace: 
none moved his tongue against any of' 
the children of Israel. 


22 Then said Joshua, Open the mouth 
of the cave, and bring out those five 
kings unto me out of the cave. 


23 And they did so, and brought forth 
those five kings unto him out of the . 
cave, the king of Jerusalem, the king 
of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the 
king of Lachish, and the king of Eglon.

ae And it came to pass, when they 

Prouahy ou out those kings unto Joshua 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of 
the men of war which went with him, 
Come near, put your feet upon the 
necks of these kings. And they came 
near, and put their feet upon the necks 
of them. 


25 And Joshua said unto them, Fear 

not, nor be dismayed, be strong and 
of good courage: for thus shall the 
Lory do to all your enemies against 
whom ye fight. 


26 And afterward Joshua smote them, 
and slew them, and hanged them on 
five trees: and they were hanging upon 
the trees until the evening. 


27 And it came to pass at the time 
of the going down of the sun, that Jo- 
shua commanded, and they tuook them 
down off the trees, and cast them into 
the cave wherein they had been hid, 
and laid great stones in the cave’s 
mouth, which remain until this very day. 


28 { And that day Joshua took Mak- 

kedah, and smote it with the edge of 
the sword , and the king thereof he 
utterly destroyed, them, and all the 
souls that were therein; he let none 
remain: and he did to the king of Mak- 
kedah as he did unto the king of 
Jericho. 


29 Then Joshua passed from Mak- 
kedah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Libnah, and fought against Libnah: 


80 And the Lorn delivered it also, 
and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel; and he smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein; he let none remain 
in it; but did unto the king thereof as 
he did unto the king of Jericho. 


81 9 And Joshua passed from Libnah, 
and all Israel with him, unto Lachish, 
and encamped against it, and fought 
against it: 


82 And the Lorn delivered Lachish 
into the hand of Israel, which took it 
on the second day, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein, according to all that 
he had done to Libnah. 


rc ¢ Then Horam king of Gezer came 

p to gd Lachish; and Joshua smote 
him and his people, until he had left 
him none remaining. 


84 ¢ And from Lachish Joshua passed 

unto Eglon, and all Israel with him; 
and they encamped against it, and 
fought against it: 


85 And they took it on that day, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and all the souls that were therein he 
utterly destroyed that day, according 
iG all that he had done to. Lachish: 
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JOSHUA, XI.

86 And Joshua went up from Eglon, 
and all Israel with him, unto Hebron; 
and they fought against it: 


87 And they took it, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof, and all the cities thereof, 
and all the souls that were therein; he 
left none remaining, according to all 
that he had done to Eglon; but de- 
stroyed it utterly, and all the souls 
that were therein. 


88 ¢ And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir; and fought 
against it: 


89 And he took it, and the king there- 
of, and all the cities thereof; and 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and utterly destroyed all the 
souls. that were therein; he left none 
remaining: as he had done to Hebron, 
so he did to Debir, and to the king 
thereof; as he had done also to Libnah. 
and to her king. 


40 ¥ So Joshua smote all the coun- 
try of the hills, and of the south, and 
of the vale, and of the springs, and 
their i dae he left none remainin 
but utterly destroyed all that breathed, 
as the Lorp God of Israel commanded. 


41 And Joshua smote them from Ka- 
desh-barnea even unto Gaza, and all 
the country of Goshen, even unto 
Gibeon. 


42 And all these kings and their land 
did Joshua take at one time, because 
the Lorn God of Israel fought for Israel. 


43 And Joshua returned, and all Is- 
rael with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 


CHAPTER XI. 


AX? it came to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor had heard those 
things, that he sent to Jobab king of 
Madon, and to the king of Shimron, 
and to the king of Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and_of the 
plains south of Chinneroth, and _in the 
valley, and in the borders of Dor on 
the west, 

3 And to the Canaanite on the east 
and on the west, and to the Amorite 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and 
the Jebusite in the mountains, and to 
the Hivite under Hermon in the land 
of Mizpeh. 

4 And they went out, they and all 
their hosts with them, much people, 
even as the sand that is upon the sea 
shore in multitude, with horses and 
chariots very a 
fh And when all these kings were met 
together, they cume and pitched to- 
gether at the waters of Merom, to fight 
against Israel. 

6 | And the Lorn said unto Joshua, 
Be not afraid because of them: tor to 
morrow about this time will I deliver 
them up all slain before Israel: thou

shalt hough their horses, and burn 
their chariots with fire. 


7 So Joshua came, and all the people 
of war with him, against them by the 
waters of Merom suddenly; and they 
fell upon them. 


8 And the Lorp delivered them into 
the hand of Israel, who smote them, 
and chased them unto great Zidon, 
and unto Misrephoth-maim, and unto 
the valley of Mizpeh eastward: and 
they smote them, until they left them 
none remaining. 


9 And Joshua did unto them as the 
Lorp bade him: he houghed their hor- 
ses, and burnt their chariots with tire. 


10 ¢ And Joshua at that time turned 
back, and took Hazor, and smote the 
king. thereof with the sword: for Hazor 
beforetime was the head of all those 
kingdoms. 


11 And they smote all the souls that 
were therein with the edge of the sword, 
utterly destroying them: there was not 
any left to breathe: and he burnt Ha- 
zor with fire. 


12 And all the cities of those kings, 
and all the kings of them. did Joshua 
take, and smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and he utterly destroyed 
them, as Moses the servant of the Lorp 
commanded. 


13 But as for the cities that stood still 

in their strength, Israel burned none 
of them, save Hazor only; that did 
Joshua burn. 


14 And all the spoil of these cities, 
and the cattle, the children of Israel 
took for a prey unto themselves; but 
every man they smote with the edge 
of the sword, until they had destroyed 
them, neither left they any to breathe. 


15 § As the Lorn commanded Moses 

his servant, so did Moses command 
Joshua, and so did Joshua; he left 
nothing undone of all that the Lorn 
commanded Moses. 


16 So Joshua took all that land, the 
hills, and all the south country, and 
all the land of Goshen, and the valley. 
and the plain, and the mountain of 
Israel, and the valley of the same; 


17 Even from the mount Halak, that 
goeth up to Seir, even unto Baal gad 
in the valley of Lebanon under mount 
Hermon: and all their kings he took, 
and smote them, and slew them. 


18 Joshua made war a long time with 
all those kings. 


19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel. save 
the Hivites the inhabitants of Gibeon: 
all other they tovk in battle. 


20 For it was of the Lory to harden 
their hearts, that they should come 
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against Israel in battle, that he might 
destroy them utterly, and that they 
might have no favour, but that he 
might destroy them, as the Lory com- 
manded Moses, 


21 § And at that time came Joshua, 
and cut off the Anakims from the 
mountains, from Hebron, from Debir, 


-from Anab, and from all the mountains 


of Judah, and from all the mountains 
of Israel: Joshua destroyed them utterly 
with their citieg. 


22 There was none of the Anakims 
left in the land of the children of Is- 
rael; only in Gaza, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, there remained. 


23 So Joshua took the whole land, 
accent to all that the Lorn said 
unto Moses; and Joshua gave it for 
an inheritance unto Israel according 
to their divisions by their tribes, And 
the land rested from war. 


CHAPTER XII. 


Now. these are the kings of the land, 
which the children of Israel smote, 
and possessed their land on the other 
side Jordan toward the rising of the 
sun, from the river Arnon unto mount 
Hermon, and all the plain on the east: 


2 Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt i in Heshbon, and ruled from Aroer, 
which is aon the bank of the river 
Arnon, and from the middle of the 
river, and from half Gilead, even unto 
the river Jabbok, which is the border 
of the children of Ammon; 


3 And from the plain to the sea of 
Chinneroth on the east, and unto the 
sea of the plain, even the salt sea on 
the east, the way to Beth-jeshimoth; 
and from the south, under Ashdoth- 
pisgah: 

4 4 And the coast of Og king of 
Bashan, which was of the remnant of 
the giants, that dwelt at Ashtaroth and 
at drei, 

5 And reigned i in mount Hermon, and 
in Salecah, and in all Bashan, unto the 
border of the Geshurites and the Maach- 
athites, and half Gilead, the border 
of Sihon king of Heshbon. 


6 Them did Moses the servant of the 
Lor» and the children of Isracl smite: 
and Moses the servant of the Lorn 
gave it for a possession unto the Reu- 
benites, and the Gadites, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh. 

7 9 And these are the kings of the 
country which Joshua and the children 
of Israel smote on this side Jordan on 
the west, from Baal-gad in the valley 
of Lebanon even unto the mount Halak, 
that goeth up to Seir; which Joshua 
gave unto the tribes of Israel for & pos- 
session according to their divisions;

CHAPTER XIII 


OW Joshua was old and stricken | 


N in years; and the Lorp said unto 
him, ‘Thou art old and stricken in years, 
and there remuineth yet very much 
land to be possessed. 


2 This is the land that et remaineth: 
all the borders of the Philistines, and 
all Geshuri, 

3 From Sihor, which is before Egypt, 
even unto the borders of Ekron north- 
ward, which is counted to the Canaanite: 
five lords of the Philistines; the Gazath- 
ites, and the Ashdothites, the Ishka- 
lonites, the Gittites, and the Ekronites; 
also the Avites: 


4 From the south, all the land of the 
Canaanites, and Mearah that és beside 
the Sidonians, unto Aphek, to the 
borders of the Amorites: 


bh And the land of the Giblites, and 
all Lebanon, toward the sunrising, from 
Baal-gad under mount Hermon unto 
the entering into Hamath. 


6 All the inhabitants of the hill coun- 
try from Lebanon unto Misrephoth- 
maim, and all the Sidonians, them will 
I drive out from before the children of 
Israel: only divide thou it by lot unto 
the Israelites for an inheritance, as I 
have commanded thee. 


7 Now therefore divide this land for 
an inheritance unto the nine tribes, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, 


8 With whom the Keubenites and the 
Gadites have received their inheritance, 
which Moses gave them, beyond Jordan 
eastward, eren as Moses the sei-vant of 
the Lory gave them; 


9 Krom Aroer, that 7s upon the bank 
of the river Arnon, and the city that 
is in the midst of the river, and all the 
plain of Medeba unto Dibon; 


10 And all the cities of Sihon king of 
the Amorites, which reigned in Hesh- 
bon, unto the border of the children of 
Ammon; 


1] And Gilead, and the border of the 
Geshurites and Maachathites, and all 
mount Hermon, and all Bashan unto 
Salcah; 

12 All the kingdom of Og in Bashan, 
which reigned in Ashtaroth and in 
Edrei, who remained of the remnant 
of the giants: for these did Moses smite, 
and cast them out. 


13 Nevertheless the children of Israel 
expelled not the Geshurites, nor the 
Maachathites: but the Geshurites and 
the Maachathites dwell among the Is- 
raelites until this day. 
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14 Only unto the tribe of Levi he 
gave none aida hah the sacrifices 
of the Lorn God of Israel made by fire 
ore their inheritance, as he said unto 


ae "¢ And Moses gave unto the tribe 
of the children of Reuben inheritance 
according to their familjes. 

16 And their coast was from Aroer, 
that is on the bank of the river Arnon, 
and the city that és in the midst of the 
river, and all the plain by Medeba; 


17 eon and all her cities that 
are in the Z ain: Dibon, and Bamoth- 
baal, and Beth- -baal-meon, 

18 And Jahaza, and Kedemoth, and 
Mephaath, 

19 Pand Kirjathaim, and Sibmah, and 
Zareth-shahar in the mount of the 
valley, 

20 had Beth-peor, and Ashdoth- 
pisgah, and Beth-jeshimoth, 


21 And all the cities of the plain, and 
all the kingdom of Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which reigned in Heshbon, 
whom Moses smote with the princes 
of Midian, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, 
and Flur, aud Reba, which were dukes 
of Sihon, dwelling in the country. 


2 € Balaam also the son of Beor, the 
soothsayer, did the children of Israel 
slay with the sword umong them that 
were slain by them. 

23 And the border of the children of 
Reuben was Jordan, and the border 
thereof. This was the inheritance of the 
children of Reuben after their families, 
the cities and the villages thereof. 

24 And Moses gave inheritance unto 
the tribe of Gad, even unto the chil- 
yee of Gad according to their families. 


5 And their coast was Jazer, and all 
an cities of Gilead, and half the land 
of the children of Ammon, unto Aroer 
that is befure Rabbah; 

26 And from Teshbon unto Ramath- 
mizpeh, and Betoniin; and from Maha- 
naim unto the border of Debir; 


27 And in the valley, Beth-aram, and 
Beth-nimrah, and Sucecoth, and Zaphon, 
the rest of the kingdom of Sihon king 
of Heshbon, Jordan and his border, 
even unto the edge of the sea of Chin- 
nereth on the other side Jordan east- 
ward, 

98 'Lhis 7s the inheritance of the chil- 
dren of Gad after their families, the 
tities, and their villages. 


20 9 And Moses gave inheritance unto 
the half tribe of Manasseh: and this 
was the possession of the half tribe of 
the children of Manasseh by their fa- 
milies. 

30 And their coast was from Maha- 
naim, all Bashan, all the kingdom of 
Og king of Bashan , and all the towns 
of Jair, which are in Bashan, three- 
score cities: 

31 And half Gilead, and Ashtaroth, 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og 
in Bashan, were pertaining unto the 
children of Machir the son of Manas- 
seh, even to the one half of the children 
of Machir by their families. 

32 These are the countries which Moses 
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did distribute for jahavitanee in the 
plains of Moab, on the other side Jor- 
dan, by Jericho, eastward. 


83 But unto the tribe of Levi Moses 
gave not any inheritance: the Lorp 
God of Israel was their inheritance, as 
he said unto them. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


ND these are the countries which 

the children of Israel inherited in 
the land of Canaan, which Eleazar the 
priest, and Joshua the son of Nun, and 
the heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Isracl, distributed for 
inheritance to them. 


2 By lot was their inheritance, as the 
Lonp commanded by the hand of Mo- 
ses, for the nine tribes, and for the 
half tribe. 


3 For Moses had given the inheritance 

of two tribes and an half tribe on the 
other side Jordan: but unto the Le- 
Nene he gaye none inheritance among 
them. 


4 For the children of Joseph were 
two tribes, Manasseh and Ephraim: 
therefore they gave no part unto the 
Levites in the land, save cities to dwell 
in, with their suburbs for their cattle 
and for their substance. 


fh As the Lorn commanded Moses, so 
the children of Israel did, and they 
divided the land. 


6 9 Then the children of Judah came 
unto Joshua in Gilgal: and Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh the Kenezite said 
unto him, Thou knowest the thing 
that the Lorn said unto Moses the 
man of Ged concerning me and thee 
in Kadesh-barnea. 


7 Forty years old was I when Moses 
the servant of the Lorn sent me from 
Kadesh-barnea to espy out the land; 
and I brought him word again as it 
was In mine heart. 


8 Nevertheless my brethren that went 
up with me made the heart of the peo- 
ple melt: but I wholly followed the 
Lorp my God. 


) And Moses sware on that day, say- 
ing, Surely the land whereon thy feet 
have trodden shall be thine inheritance, 
and thy children’s for ever, because 
ne hast wholly followed the Lorp my 

rOU 


10 And now, behold, the Lorn hath 
kept me alive, as he said, these forty 
aid five years, even since the Lorn 
spake this word unto Moses, while the 
children of Tsrael wandered in the wil- 
derness: and now, lo, I am this day 
fourscore and five ve ars old. 


11 As yet I am as strong this day as 
/ was in the day that Moses sent me: 
as iny strength was then, even so 18 


JOSHUA, XV. 


my strength now, for war, both to go 
out, and to come in. 


12 Now therefore give me this moun- 
tain, whereof the Lorn spake in that 
day; for thou heardest in that day how 
the Anakims were there, and that the 
cities were great and fenced: if so be 
the Lorn will be with me, then I shall 
ue able to drive them out, as the Lorp 


aid. 
"13 And Joshua blessed him, and gave 
unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh He- 
bron for an inheritance. 


14 Hebron therefore became the in- 
heritance of Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh the Kenezite unto this day, because 
that he wholly followed the Lory God 
of Israel. 


15 And the name of Hebron before 
was Kirjath-arba; which Arba was a 
great man among the Anakims. And 
the land had rest from war, 


CHAPTER XY. 


HIS then was the lot of the tribe 
of the children of Judah by their 

families; even to the border of dom 
the wilderness of Zin southward was 
the uttermost part of the south coast. 

And their south border was from 
the shore of the salt sea, from the bay 
that looketh southward:

@ And the border went up toward 
Debir from the valley of Achor, and 
so northward, looking toward Cilgal, 
that is betore the going up to Adum- 
mim, which 7s on the south side of the 
river: and the border passed toward 
the waters of Iin-shemesh, and the 
goings out thereof were at kn-rogel: 

% And the border went up by the 
valley of the son of Hinnom unto the 
south side of the Jebusite; the same 
is Jerusalem: and the border went up 
to the top of the mountain that let 
before the valley of Hinnom westward, 
which ig at the end of the valley of the 
penis northward: 

¥ And the border was drawn from the 
top of the hill unto the fountain of the 
water of Nephtoah, and went out to 
the cities of mount Ephron; and the 
border was drawn to Baalah, which is

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10 And the border compassed from 
Baalah westward unto mount Seir, and 

assed along unto the side of mount 

learim, which is Chesalon, on the north 
side, and went down to Beth-shemesh, 
and passed on to ‘Timnah: 

11 And the border went out unto the 
side of Ekron northward: and the border 
was drawn to Shicron, and passed along 
to mount Baalah, and went out unto 
Jabneel; and the goings out of the 
border were at the sea. 

12 And the west border was to the 
oat sea, and the coast thereof. This 
is the coast of the children of Judah 
round about according to their families. 


13 § And unto Caleb the son of Je- 

phunneh he gave a part among the 
children of Judah, according tv the 
commandment of the Lorn to Joshua, 
eren the city of Arba the father of 
hg which city is Hebron. 

4 And Caleb Rte thence the three 
sons of Anak, Sheshai, and Ahiman, 
and Talmai, the children of Anak. 

15 And he went up thence to the in- 
habitants of Debir: and the name of 
Debir before was Kirjath-sepher. 

16 9 And Caleb said, He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter to 
wife. 

17 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
the brother of Caleb, took it: and he 
gave him Achsuh his daughter to wife. 


18 And it came to pass, as she came 
unto him, that she moved him to ask 
of her father a field: and she lighted 
off her ass; and Caleb said unto her, 
What wouldest thou? 

19 Who answered, Give me a blessing; 
for thou hast given me a south land; 
vive me also springs of water. And he 
pave her the upper springs, and tlie 
nether springs. 

20 This zs the inheritance of the tribe 
of the children of Judah according to 
their families. 

21 And the uttermost cities of the 
tribe of the children of Judah toward

14 And the children of Joseph spake 
unto Joshua, saying, Why hast thou 
given me but one lot and one portion 
to inherit, seeing I am a great people, 
forasmuch as the Loxp hath blessed me 
hitherto?

16 And Ain with her suburbs, and 
duttah with her suburbs, and Beth- 
shemesh with her suburbs; nine cities 
out of those two tribes. 


iv And out of the tribe of Benjamin, 
Gibeon with her suburbs, Geba with 
her suburbs, 


18 Anathoth with her suburbs, and 
Almon with her suburbs; four cities. 


19 All the cities of the children of 
Aaron, the priests, were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. 


20 ¥ And the families of the children 
of Kohath, the Levites which remained 
of the children of Kohath, even they 
had the cities of their lot out of the 
tribe of Ephraim. 


21 For they gave them Shechem with 

her suburbs in mount Ephraim, to 6¢ 
a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
Gezer with her suburbs, 


22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, 
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and Beth-horon with her suburbs; four 
cities. 


23 And out of the tribe of Dan, [lte- 
keh with her suburbs, Gibbethon with 
her suburbs, 


24 Aijalon with her suburbs, Gath- 
rimmon with her suburbs; four cities. 


25 And out of the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, Tanach with her suburbs, and 
Gath-rimmon with her suburbs; two 
cities. 


26 All the cities were ten with their 
suburbs for the tamilies of the children 
of Kohath that remained. 


27 9 And unto the children of Ger- 
shon, of the families of the Levites, 
out of the other half tribe of Mani isseh 
they gave Golan in Bashan with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Beesh-terah with her sub- 
urbs; two cities. 


94 And out of the tribe of Issachar, 
Kishon with her suburbs, Dabareh 
with her suburbs, 


20 Jarmuth with her suburbs, En-gan- 
nim with her suburbs; four cities. 


30 And out of the tribe of Asher, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with 
her suburbs, 


31 Helkath with her suburbs, and 
Rehob with her suburbs; four cities. 


2 And out of the tribe of Naphtali, 
edeeh in Galilee with her suburbs, to 
be a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
Hammoth-dor with her suburbs, and 
Kartan with her suburbs; three cities. 


“3 AML the cities of the Crershonites 
according to their families were thirteen 
cities with their suburbs. 


343 9 And unto the families of the chil- 
dren of Merari, the rest of the Levites, 
out of the tribe of Zebulun, Jokneam 
with her suburbs, and Kar tah with her 
suburbs, 


35 Dimnah with ber suburbs, Nahalal 
with her suburbs; fuur cities. 


36 And out of the tribe of Reuben, 
Bezer with her suburbs, and Jahazah 
with her suburbs, 


37 Kedemoth with her suburbs, and 
Mephaath with her suburbs; four cities, 


38 And out of the tribe of Gad, Ra- 
moth in Gilead with her suburbs, to be 
a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
Mahanaim with her surburbs, 


39 Heshbon with her suburbs, Jazer 
with her suburbs; four cities in all. 
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40 So all the cities for the children of 
Merari_ by their families, which were 
remaining of the families of the Levites, 
were by their lot twelve cities. 


41 Allthe cities of the Levites within 
the possession of the children of Israel 
were forty and eight cities with their 
suburbs. 

42 These cities were every one with 
their suburbs round about them: thus 
were all these cities. 

43 § And the Lorp gave unto Israel 
all the land which he sware to give 
unto their fathers; and they possessed 
it, and dwelt therein. 


44 And the Lorn gave thein rest 
round about, according to all that he 
sare unto their fathers: and there stood 
not a man of all their enemies before 
them; the Lorn delivered all their ene- 
mies into their hand. 

45 There failed not ought of any good 
thing which the Lorp had spoken unto 
the house of Israel; all came to pass. 


CHAPTER XNI]. 


fhe Joshua called the Reubenites, 
and the Gadites, and the half tribe 
of Manasseh, 


2 And said unto them, Ye have kept 
all that Moses the servant of the Lorp 
commanded you, and have obeyed my 
voice in all that I commanded you: 


3 Ye have not left 

many days unto this day, but have 
kept the charge of the connnandment 
of the Lorp your God. 


4 And now the Lor» your God hath 
given rest unto your brethren, as he 
promised them: therefore now return 
ye, and get you unto your tents, and 
unto the land of your possession, which 
Moses the servant of the Lorp gave 
you on the other side Jordan.

5 But take diligent heed to do the 
commandment and the law, which 
Moses the servant of the Lorp charge d 
you, to love the Lorn your God, and 
to walk in all bis w ays, and to keep 
his commandments, and to cleave unto 
him, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul. 


6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent 
them away: and they went unto their 
tents. 


7 F Now to the one half of the tribe 
of Manusseh Moses had given posses- 
sion in Bashan: but unto the other half 
thereof gave Joshua among their bre- 
thren on this side Jordan westward. 
And when Joshua sent them away 
also unto their tents, then he blessed 
them, 


8 And he spake unto them, saying, 
Return with much riches unto you 
tents, and with very much cattle, with 
silver, and with gold, and with ‘brass, 
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and with iron, and with very much 
raiment: divide the spoil of your ene- . 
mies with your brethren. 


9 F And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and me half tribe 
of Manasseh returned, and departed 
from the children of Israel out of Shiloh, 
which zs in the land of Canaan, to go 
unto the country of Gilead, to the land 
of their, possession, whereof they were 
possessed, according to the word of 
the Lorp by the hand of Moses. 


10 § And when they came unto the 
borders of Jordan, that are in the land 
of Canaan, the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh built there an altar by 
Jordan, a great altar to see to. 


11 § And the children of Israel heard 
say, Rehold, the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh have built an altar 
over against the land of Canaan, in the 
borders of Jourdan, at the passage of 
the children of Israel. 


12 And when the children of Israel 
heard of it, the whole congregation of 
the children of Israel gathered them- 
selves together at Shiloh, to gu up to 
war against them. 


13 And the children of Israel] sent 
unto the children of Reuben, and to 
the children of Gad, and to the half 
tribe of Manasseh, "into the land of 
Gilead, Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest, 


14 And with him ten princes, of each 
chief house a prince Enugu all the 
tribes of toruel? and each one was an 
head of the house of their fathers 
among the thousands of Israel. 


15 J And they came unto the children 
of Reuben, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the half tribe of Manasseh, unto 
the land of Gilead, and they ‘spake 
with them, saying, 


16 Thus saith the whole congregation 
of the Lorp, What trespass is this that 
ye have committed against the God of 
Isracl, to turn away this day from 
following the Lorn, in that ye have 
builded you an altar, that ye might 
rebel this day against the Lorp ? 


17 Js the iniquity of Peor too little 
fur us, from which we are not cleansed 
until this day, although there was a 
plague in the congregation of the Lorn, 


18 But that ye must turn aw vay this 
day trom following the Lorp? and it 
will be, seeing ye rebel to day against 
the Lorn, that to morrow he will be 
wroth with the whole congregation of 
Israel. 


19 Notwithstanding, if the land of your 
possession de unclean, then pass ye over 
unto the land of the possession of the 
Lorn, wherein the Lorn’s tabernacle 
dwelleth, und take possession among 
us: but rebel not against the Lorp, nor 
rebel against us, in building you an 
a beside the altar of the Loap our 

od. 


20 Did not Achan the son of Zerah 
commit a trespass in the accursed thing, 
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and wrath fell on all the congregation 
of Israel? and that man perished not 
alone in his iniquity. 


21 ¥ Then the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh answered, and said unto 
the heads: of the thousands of Israel, 


2? The Lorp God of gods, the Lorp 
God of gods, he knoweth, and Israel 
he shall know: if it de in rebellion, or 
if in transgression against the Lorn, 
(save us not this day.) 


23 That we have built us an altar to 
turn from following the Lorp, or if to 
offer thereon burnt offering or meat 
offering, or if to offer peace offerings 
thereon, let the Lorp himself require 7; 


24 And if we have not rather done it 
for fear of this thing, saying, In time 
to come your children might speak 
unto our children, saying, What have 
ye tu do with the Lorn God of Israel? 


95 For the Lory hath made Jordana 
border between us and you, ye children 
of Reuben and children of Gad; ye have 
no part in the Lorn: so shall your chil- 
dren make our children cease from 
fearing the Lor». 


26 Therefore we said, Let us now 
proners to build us an altar, not for 
urnt offering, nor for sacrifice: 


27 But that it may be a witness be- 
tween us, and you, and our gener: itions 
after us, that we might do the service 
of the Lorn before him with our burnt 
offerings, and with our sacrifices, and 
with our peace offerings; that your 
children may not say to our children 
in time to come, Ye have no part in 
the Lorp. 


28 ‘Therefore said we, that it shall be, 
when they should so say to us or to 
our generations in time to come, that 
we may say aga, Behold the pattern 
of the altar of the ‘Lorn, which our fa- 
thers made, not for burnt offerings, nor 
for sacrifices; but it zs a witness be- 
tween us and you. 


29 God forbid that we should rebel 
against the Lorp, and turn this day 
from following the Lorp, to build an 
altar for burnt offeriugs, for meat ofter- 
ings, or fur sacrifices, beside the altar 
of the Lorn our God that is before his 
tabernacle. 


30 9 And when Phinehas the priest, 
and the princes of the congregation 
and heads of the thousands of Tape rel 
which were with him, heard the words 
that the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the children of 
Manassel spake, it pleased them. 


31 And Phinehas the son of Eleazar 


the priest said unto the children of 


Reuben, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the children of Manasseh, This 
day we perceive that the Lorp 7s among 
us, because ye have not committed this 
trespass against the Lorn: now ye have 
delivered the children of Israel vut of 
the hand of the Lorn. 


32 | And Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
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the priest, and the princes, returned 
from the children of Reuben, and from 
the children of Gad, out of the land of 
Gilead, unto the land of Canaan, to the 
children of Israel, and brought them 
word again. 

33 And the thing pleased the children 
of Israel; and the children of Israel 
blessed God, and did not intend to go 
ue against them in battle, to destroy 
the land wherein the children of Reu- 
ben and Gad dwelt. 

34 And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad called the altar 
ied: tor it shall be a witness between 
us that the Lorp is God. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 


AN it came to pass a long time 
after that the Lorp had given rest 
unto Israel from all their enemies round 
about, that Joshua waxed old and 
stricken in age. 


2 And Joshua called for all Israel, and 
for their elders, and for their heads, 
and for their judges, and for their of- 
ficers, and said unto them, I am old 
and stricken in age: 


3 And ye have seen all that the Lorn 
your God hath done unto all these 
nations because of you; for the Lorp 
your God es he that hath’ fought for you. 


4 Behold, I have divided unto you 
by lot these uations that remain, to be 
an inheritance for your tribes, from 
Jordan, with all the nations that I have 
eut off, even unto the great sea west- 
ward. 


5 And the Lory your God, he shall 
expel them from before you, and drive 
them from out of your sight; and ye 
shall possess their land, as the Lor 
your God hath promised unto you. 


6 Be ye therefore very courageous to 
keep end to do all that is written in 
the book of the law of Moses, that ye 
turn not aside therefrom ¢éo the right 
hand or to the left; 


7 That ye come not among. these 
nations, these that remain among you; 
either make mention of the name of 
their gods, uor cause to swear by them, 
neither serve them, nor bow yourselves 
unto them: 


% But cleave unto the Lorp your 
Giod, as ye have done unto this day. 


9 For the Lor» hath driven out from 
before you great nations and strong: 
but as for you, no man hath been able 
to stand before you unto this day. 


10 One man of you shall chase a 
thousand: for the Lor» your God, he 
ct ex that fighteth for you, as he hath 
promised you, 


11 Take good heed therefore unto your- 
selves, that ye love the Lorn your God. 


12 Else if ye do in any wise go back, 
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and cleave unto the remnant of these 
nations, even these that remain among 
you, and shall make marriages with 
them, and go in unto them, and they 
to you: 

18 Know for a certainty that the Lorn 
your God will no more drive out any 
of these nations from before you; but 
they shall be snares and traps unto 
you, and scourges in your sides, and 
thorns in your eyes, until ye perish 
from off this good land which the Lorp 
your God hath given you. 


14 And, behold, this day IT wa going 
the way of all the earth: and ye know 
in all your hearts and in all your souls, 
that not one thing hath failed of all 
the good things which the Lor» your 
God spake concerning you; all are come 
to pass unto you, and not one thing 
hath failed thereof. 


15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that as all good things are come upon 
you, which the Lorn your God pro- 
mised you; so shall the Lorn bring 
upon you all evil things, until he have 
destroyed you from off this good land 
which the Lorp your Goud hath given 
you. 

16 When ye have transgressed the 
covenant of the Lorp your God, which 
he commanded you, and have gone and 
served other gods, and bowed your- 


selves to them; then shall the anger of 


the Lorn be kindled against you, and ye 
shall perish quickly from off the good 
land which he hath given unto you. 


CHAPTER XAILV. 


ND Joshua gathered all the tribes 

of Israel to Shechem, and called 
for the elders of Israel, and for their 
heads, aud for their judges, and for 
their officers; and they presented them- 
selves before God. 


2 And Joshua said unto all the people: 
Thus saith the Lorp God of Israel, Your 
fathers dwelt on the other side of the 
flood in old time, even Terah, the father 
of Abraham, and the father of Nachor: 
and they served other gods. 


3 And [ took your father Abraham 
from the other side of the tlood, and 
led him throughout all the land = of 
Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaac. 

4 And I gave unto Isaac Jacub and 
Fsau: and | gave unto Esau mount 
Seir, tu possess it; but Jacob and his 
children went down into Egypt. 

5 I sent Moses also and Aaron, and L 
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lagued Egypt, according to that which 
| id among them: and afterward | 


brought you out. 


6 And I brought your fathers out of © 
Egypt: and ye came unto the sea; 
anil the Egyptians pursued after your 
fathers with chariots and horsemen 
unto the Red sea. 


7 And when Mey cried unto the Lorp, 
he put darkness between you and the 
Egyptians, and brought the sea upon 
them, and covered them; and your 
eyes have seen what J have done in 
Keypt: and ye dwelt in the wilderness 
a long season. 


8 And I brought you into the land of 
the Amorites, which dwelt on the other 
side Jordans ‘and they fought with you: 
and I gave ‘them into your hand, that 
ye might possess their land; and I 
destroyed them from before you. 


9 Then Balak the son of Zippor, king 
of Moab, arose and warred against Is- 
rauel, and sent and called Balaam the 
son of Beor to curse you: 


10 But 1 would not  hearken unto 
julaam: therefore he blessed ou still: 
so T delivered you out of his hand. 


i) And ye went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho: and the men of Je- 
richo fought. against you, the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, 
and the Hittites, and the Girgashites, 
the Hivites, and the Jebusites; and I 
delivered them into your hand. 


12 And [sent the hornet before you, 
which drave them out from before you, 
eren the two kings of the Amorites; bué 
not with thy sword, nor with thy bow. 


18 And I have given you a land for 
which ye did uot labour, and cities 
which ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them: of the vineyards and oliveyards 
which ye psunted not du ye eat 


14 9 Now therefore tear the Lorn, and 

serve him in sincerity and in truth: 
and put away the gods which your 

fathers served on the other side of the 

He wid in Keypt; and serve ye the 
ORD. 


i And iW it seem evil unto you to 
serve the Lorp, choose you this day 
whom ye will serve; whether the gods 
which your fathers served that were 
on the other side of the flood, or the 
gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye 
dwell: but as for me and iny house, 
we will serve the Lorn. 


16 And the people answered and said, 
(jod forbid that we should forsake the 
Loup, to serve other gods; 


l7 For the Lorn our God, he it és that 
brought us up and our fathers out of 
the lana of Egypt, from the house of 
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bondage, and which did those great 

ns in our sight, and preserved us in 
signs fe way wherein we went, and 
among all the people through whom 
Wwe passed: 


18 And the Lorn drave out from be- 
fore us all the people, even the Amor- 
ites which dwelt in the land: therefore 
will we Alb serve the Lorn; for he is 
our 


19 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Ye cannot serve the Lorn: tor he és an 
holy God; he is a jealous God; he will 
not forgive your transgressions nor 
your sins. 


20 If ye forsake the Lorn, and serve 
strange gods, then he will turn and do 
ou hurt, and consume you, after that 
he hath done you good. 


21 And the people said unto Jushua, 
Nay; but we will serve the Lorn. 


22 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Ye are witnesses against yourselves 
that ye have chosen you the Lorn, to 
serve him. And they said, We are wit- 
nesses. 


23 Now therefore put away, sad he, 
the strange gods which are among you, 
and ineline your heart unto the Lorn 
God of Israel. 


94 And the people said unto Joshua, 
The Lorn our God will we serve, and 
his voice will we obey. 


25 So Joshua made a covenant with 
the people that day, and set them a 
stutute and an ordinance in Shechem. 


26 9 And Joshua wrote these words 
in the book of the law of God, and 
tuok a great stone, and set it up there 
under an oak, that was by the sanc- 
tuary of the Loup. 


27 And Joshua said unto all the people, 

Behold, this stone shall be a witness 
unto us; fur it hath heard all the words 
of the Lor» which he spake unto us: 
it shall be therefore a witness unto 
you, lest ye deny your God. 


28 So Joshua let the people depart, 
every man unto his inheritance. 


29 9 And it came to pass after these 
things, that Joshua the sun of Nun, 
the servant of the Lorn, died, decng an 
hundred and ten years old. 


30 And they buried him in the border 

of his inheritance in ‘Timnath - serah, 
which ¢s in mount Ephraim, on the 
north side of the hill of G ash. 


31 And Israel served the Lorn all the 
days of Joshua, and all the days of the 
elders that overlived Jushua, and which 
had known all the works of the Loxn, 
that he had done for Israel. 
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32 § And the bones of Joseph, which 
the children of Israel brought up out 
uf Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in 
a parcel of ground which Jacob bought 
of the sons of Hamor the father of 
Shechem for an hundred_ pieces of 
silver: and it became the inheritance 
of the children of Joseph. 


33 And Eleazar the son of Aaron died; 
and they buried him in a hill that per- 
tained to Phinehas his son, which was 
given him in mount FE :phraim. 


THE BOOK OF JUDGES. 


CHAPTER I. 


OW after the death of Joshua it 


came to pass, that the children of

Israel asked the Lorn, sayin 
shall go up for us against the 
ites first, to fight against them’ 


2 And the Loxn said, Judah shall go 
up: behold, I have delivered the land 
into his hand. 


$ And Judah said unto Simeon his 
brother, Come up with me into my lot, 
that we may fight against the Canaan- 
ites; and I likewise will go with thee 
into thy lot. So Simeon went with him. 


4 And Judah went up; and the Lorp 
delivered the Canaanites and the Periz- 
zites into their hand: and they slew of 
them in Bezek ten thousand men. 


5 And they found Adoni-bezek in 
Bezek: and they fought against him, 
and they slew the Canaanites and the 
Perizzites. 


6 But Adoni-bezek fled; and they 
pursued after him, and caught him, 
and cut off his thumbs and his great 
toes. 

7 And Adoni-bezek said, Threescore 
and ten kings, having their thumbs 
and their great toes cut off, gathered 
their meat under my table: as I have 
done, so God hath requited me. And 
they brought him to Jerusalem, and 
there he died. 


% Now the children of Judah had 
fought aguinst Jerusalem, and had taken 
it, and smitten it with the edge of the 
sword, and set the city on fire. 


9 | And afterward the children of 
Judah went down to fight against the 
C anaaites, that dwelt in the mountain, 
and in the south, and in the valley. 


10 And Judah went against the Ca- 
naanites that dwelt in Hebron: (now 
the name of Hebron before was Kirjath- 
arba:) and they slew Sheshai, and 
Ahiman, and ‘fahnai. 

11 And from thence he went against 
the inhabitants of Debir: and the name 
of Debir before was Kirjuth-sepher: 


12 And Caleb said, He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
we I give Achsah my daughter to 
wife. 


13 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
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Caleb’s younger brother, took it: and 
he gave him Achsah his daughter to 
wife. 

14 And it came to pass, when she 
came to him, that she moved him to 
ask of Aa father a field: and she lighted 
from off her ass; and Caleb said unto 
her, What wilt thou? 


1m And she said unto him, Give me 
a blessing: for thou hast given me a 
suuth land; give me also springs of 
water. And Caleb gave her the upper 
springs and the nether springs. 

16 4 And the children of the Kenite, 
Moses’ father in law, went up out of 
the city of palm trees with the children 
of Judah into the wilderness of Judah 
which Meth in the south of Arad; and 
they went and dwelt among the people. 


17 And Judah went with Simeon his 
brother, and they slew the Canaanites 
that inhabited Zephath, and utterly 
destroyed it. And the name of the city 
was called Hormah. 

18 Also Judah took Gaza with the 
coast thereof, and Askelon with the 
Hea thereof, ‘and Ekron with the coast. 
thereof. 


19 And the Lorp was with Judah; 
and he drave out the inhabitants of the 
mountain; but could not drive out the 
inhabitants of the valley, because they 
had chariots of iron. 


20 And they gave Hebron unto Caleb, 
as Moses saul: and he expelled thence 
the three sons of Anak. 

21 And the children of Benjamin did 
not drive out the Jebusites that inha- 
bited Jerusalem; but the Jebusites 
dwell with the children of Benjamin in 
Jerusalem unto this day. 


22.4 And the house of Joseph, they 
nlao went up against Beth-el: and the 
Lorp was with them. 

23 And the house of Joseph sent to 
desery Beth-el. (Now the name of the 
city before was Luz.) 


24 And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the city, and they said 
unto him, Shew us, we pray thee, the 
entrance into the city, and we will 
shew thee mercy. 

25 And when he shewed them the 
entrance into the city, they smote the 
city with the edge of the sword; but 
they let go the man and all his tamily. 


PO And the man went into the land 
of the Hittites, and built a city, and 
ealled the name thereof Luz: which 
uw the name thereot unto this day. 


27 9 Neither did Manasseh drive out 
the mhabitants of Beth-shean and her 
towns, nor ‘Taanach and her towns, 
nor the inhabitants of Dor and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of Ibleam 
and her towns, nor the inhabitants of 
Megiddo and her towns: but the Ca- 
naanites would dwell in that land. 


28 And it came to pass, when Israel 
wus strong, that they put the Canaan- 
ites to tribute, ad did not utterly 
drive them out. 

29 4 Neither did Ephraim drive out 
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the Canaanites that dwelt in Cezer; 
but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer 
among them. 

30 49 Neither did Zebulun drive out 
the inhabitants of Kitron, nor the inha- 
bitants of Nahalol; but the Cunaanites 
dwelt among them, and became tribu- 
ane 

Neither did Asher drive out the 
he itants of Accho, nor the inhabi- 
tants of Zidun, nor of Ahlab, nor of 
Achzib, nor of Helbah, nor of Aphik, 
nor of Rehob: 

32 But the Asherites dwelt among the 
Canaanites, the inhabitants ofthe land: 
for they did not drive them out. 

33 9 Neither did Naphtali drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, nor 
the inhabitants of Beth-anath; but he 
dwelt among the Canuanites, the inha- 
bitants of the land: nevertheless the 


inhabitants of Beth-shemesh and of 


Beth-anath became tributaries unto 
them. 

34 And the Amorites forced the chil- 
dren of Dan into the mountain: for 
they would not suffer them to come 
down to the valley: 

39 But the Amorites would dwell in 
mount Heres in Aijalon, and in Shaal- 
ain yet the hand of the house of Jo- 

eph prevuiled, so that they became 
tri utaries. 

36 And the coast of the Amorites was 
from the going up to Akrabbimn, from 
the rock, and upward. 


CHAPTER IL 


ACY an angel of the Lorp came up 
from Gilgal to Bochim, and said, J 
made you to go up out of Egypt, and 
have brought you unto the Jand which 
I sware unto your fathers; and 1 said, 
I will never break my covenant with 
you. 


2 And ye shall make no league with 
the inhabitants of this land; ye shall 
throw down their altars: but ye have 


not obeyed my voice: why have ye 
done this? 
8 Wherefore I also said, I will not 


drive them out from before you; but 
they shall be as thorns in your sides, 
and their gods shall be a snare unto 
you. 


4 And it came to pass, when the 
angel of the Lorp spake these words 
unto all the children of Israel, that the 
people lifted up their voice, and wept. 


5 And they called the name of that 
place Bochim: and they sacrificed there 
unto the Lorn. 


6 § And when Jushua had let the 
people go, the children of Israel went 
every man unto his inheritance to pos- 
sess the land. 


7 4 And the people served the Lorn 
all the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that outlived Joshua, who 
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had seen all the great works of the 
Lorn, that he did tor Israel | 
8 And Joshua the. son of Nun, the . 
servant of the Lorn, died, being an | 
hundred and ten years old. 
9 And they buried him in the border 
of his inheritance in ‘Timnath-heres, in | 
the mount of Ephraim, on the north 
side of the hill Gaash. | 
10 And also all that generation were 
gathered unto their fathers: and there 
arose another generation after them, | 
which knew not the Lorn, nor yet the / 
works which he had done for Israel. | 


11 § And the children of Israel did: 
evil in the sight of the Lorn, and served 
Baalim: 

12 And they forsook the Lorn God of 
their fathers, which brought them out 
of the land of Egy pt, and followed other 
gods, of the gods of the people that 
were round about them, and bowed 
themselves unto them, and provoked 
the Lorn to anger. 

13 And they forsook the Lory, and 
served Baal and Ashtaroth. 

14 4 And the anger of the Lorn was 
hot against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the hands of spoilers that 
‘ viled them, and he sold them _ into 

e hands of their enemies round noone 
6 that they could not any longer stan 
before their enemies. 

16 Whithersoever they went out, the 
‘iaind of the Lorp was against them 
for evil, as the Lor» had said, and as 
the Lorp had sworn unto them: and 
they were greatly distressed. 

16 JY Nevertheless the Lor» raised up 
judges, which delivered them out of 
the hand of those that spoiled them. 


17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went a 
whoring after other gods, and’ bowed 
themselves unto them: they turned 
quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in, obeying the com- 
mandments of the Lorp; but they did 
not so. 

18 And when the Lorn raised them 
up judges, then the Lorp was with the 
judge, and delivered them out of the 
hand “of their enemies all the days of 
the judge: for it repented the Lorp 
hecause of their groanings by reason 
of them that oppressed them and vexed 
them. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, 
and corrupted. themselves more than 
their fathers, in following other gods 
to serve them, and to bow down unto 
them; they ceased not from their own 
doings, nor from their stubborn WAY. 


20 Y And the anger of the Lorn was 
hot against Israel; and he said, Because 
that this people hath transgressed my 
covenant which I commanded their 
fathers, and have not hearkened unto 
my voice; 

21 I also will not henceforth drive out 
any from before them of the nations 

which Joshua left when he died: 

22 ‘That through them I may prove 
Israel, whether they will keep the way 
of the Lorp to wa therein, as their 
fathers did keep it, or not. 
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23 Therefore the Lorn left those na- 
tions, without driving them out hastily ; 
neither delivered he them into the hand 
of Joshua. 


CHAPTER ITI. 


Now these are the nations which 
the Lorn left, to prove Israel by 
them, even as many of Israel as had 
not known all the wars of Canaan; 


2 Only that the generations of the 
children of Israel might know, to teach 


. them war. at the least such as before 


knew nothing thereof; 


8 Namely, five lords of the Philis- 
tines. and all the Canaanites, and the 
Sidonians, and the Hivites that dwelt 
in mount Lebanon, from mount Baal- 
hermon unto the entering in of Hamath. 


4 And they were to prove Israel by 

them, to know whether they would 
hearken unto the commandments of 
the Lorn, which he commanded their 
fathers by the hand of Moses. 


hb § And the children of Israel dwelt 
among the Canaanites, Ilittites, and 
Amorites, and Perizzites, and Hivites, 
and Jebusites: 


6 And they took their daughters to be 
their wives, and gave their daughters 
to their sons, and served their gods. 


* And the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Lorn, and forgat 
the Lorp their God, and served Baalim 
and the groves. 


8 4 Therefore the anger of the Lorp 
was hot against Israel, and he sold them 
into the hand of Chushan-rishathaim 
king of Mesopotamia: and the children 
of Israel served Chushan -rishathaim 
eight years. 


9 And when the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lorn, the Lorn raised 
up adeliverer to the children of Israel, 
who delivered them, eren Othniel the 
son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger brother. 


19 And the Spirit of the Lorp came 
upon him, and he judged Israel, and 
went out to war: and the Lorn deli- 
vered Chushan-rishathaim king of Me- 
sopotamia into his hand; and his hand 
prevailed against Chushan-rishathaim. 


11 And the land had rest forty years. 
And Othniel the son of Kenaz died. 


12 ¢ And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the Lorn: 
and the Lorp strengthened Kglon the 
king of Muab against Israel, because 
they had done evil in the sight of the 

ORD. 

18 And he gathered unto him the 
children of Ammon and Amalek, and 
went and smote Israel, and possessed 
the city of palm trees. 


14 So the children of Israel served 
Eglon the king of Moab eighteen years. 


15 But when the children of Israel 
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cried unto the Lorn, the Lorn raised 
them up a deliverer, Ehud the son of 
Gera, a Benjamite, a man lefthanded: 
and by him the children of Israel sent 
a& present unto Eglon the king of Moab. 


_ 16 But Ehud made him a dagger which 


had two edges, of a cubit length; and 
he did gird it under his raiment upon 
his right thigh. 

1¢ And he brought the present unto 
Eglon king of Moab: and Kglon war a 
very fat man. 

1% And when he had made an end to 
offer the present, he sent away the 
people that bare the present. 


19 But he himself earned a a from 
the quarries that were by Gilgal, and 
said, I have a secret errand unto thee 
) king: who said, Keep silence. And 
_ that stood by him went out from 
im. 


20 And Ehud came unto mn eeu i 
was sitting in a summer par) our wh nen 
he had for himself alone. And E 
suid, I have a message from God Tans 
thee. And he arose out of Ais seat. 


21 And Ebud put forth his ee hand, 
and took the dagger from his right 
thigh, and thrust it into his belly: 


2”? And the haft also went in after 
the blade; and the fat closed upon the 
blade, so that be could not draw the 
dagger out of his belly; and the dirt 
came out. 


23 Then Ehud w ent forth through the 
porch, and shut the doors of the parlour 
upon him, and locked them. 


24 When he was gone out, his ser- 
vants came; and when they saw that, 
behold, the doors of the parlour were 
locked, they said, Surely he covereth 
his feet in his summer chamber, 


25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed: and, behold, he opened not 
the doors of the parlour; therefore they 
took akey, and ope ned them: and, be- 
hold, their lord aaa fallen down dead 
on the earth. 


26 And Ehud escaped while they tar- 
ried, and passed beyond the quarries, 
and escaped unto Seirath. 


27 And it came to pass, when he was 
come. that he blew a trumpet in the 
mountain of phraim, and the children 
of Israel went down with him from the 
mount, and he before them. 


28 And he said unto them, Follow 
after me: for the Lorp hath deliv ered 
your enemies the Moabites into your 
hand. And they went down after him, 
and took the fords of Jordan toward 
Moab, and suffered not a man to pass 
over. 


29 And they slew of Moab at that time 
about ten thousand men, all lusty, and 
all men of valour; and there escape 
not a man. 


30 So Moab was: subdued that day 
under the hand of Israel. And the 
land had rest fourseore years, 
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31 J And after him was Shamgar the 
son of Anath, which slew of the Phi- 
listines six hundred.men with an ox 
goad: and he also delivered Israel. 


CHAPTER IV 
1s, 
AAG the children of Israel again 
did evil in the sight of the Lorn, 
when Ehud was dead. 


_.2 And the Lorn sold them into the 
‘hand of Jabin king of Canaan, that 
‘reigned in Hazor; the captain of whose 
‘host was Sisera, which dwelt in Ha- 
rusheth of the Gentiles. 


8 And the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lorn: for he had nine hun- 
dred chariots of iron; and twenty years 


he mightily oppressed the children of 


Israel, 


4 4 And Deborah, a prophetess, the 
wife of Lapidoth, she judged Israel at 
that time. 


§ And she dwelt under the palm tree 
of Deborah between Ramah and Beth-el 


in mount Ephraim: and the children of 


Israel came up to her for judgement. 


6 And she sent and called Barak 
the son of Abinoam out of Kedesh- 
naphtali, and said unto him, Hath not 
the Lorn God of Israel commanded, 
saying, Go and draw toward mount 
‘Tabor, and take wifh thee ten thou- 
sand men of the children of Naphtali 
and of the children of Zebulun? 


7 And I will draw unto thee to the 


river Kishon Sisera, the captain of 


Jabin’s anny with his chariots and 
his multitude; and I will deliver him 
into thine hand. 


8% And Barak said unto her, If thou 
wilt go with me, then I will gu: but 
if thou wilt not go with me, then | 
will not go. 


9 And she said, I will surely go with 

thee: notwithstanding the journey that 
thou takest shall not be for thine 
honour; for the Lorn shall sell Sisera 
into the hand of u woman. And De- 
borah arose, und went with Barak to 
Kedesh. 


10 F And Barak called Zebulun and 
Naphtali to Kedesh; and he went up 
with ten thousand men at his feet: 
and Deborah went up with him. 


1] Now Heber the Kenite, which was 
of the children of Hobab the father in 
law of Moses, had severed himself 
from the Kenites, and pitched his tent 
unto the plain of Zaanaim, which os 
by Kedesh. 


12 And they shewed Sisera that Barak 
the son of Abinoam was gone up to 
mount ‘labor. 


13 And Sisera gathered together all 
his chariots, even nine hundred charioty 
of iron, and all the people that were 
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with sins: from Harosheth of the Gen- 
tiles unto the river of Kishon. 


14 And Deborah said unto Barak, 
Up; for this zs the da ay i in which the 
Lorn hath delivered Sisera into thine 
hand: is not the Lorn gone out before 
thee? So Barak went down from mount 
Tabor, and ten thousand men after him. 


15 And the Lorp discomfited Sisera, . 
and all his chariots, and all his host, 
with the edge of the sword before 
Barak; so that Sisera lighted down off 
his chariot, and fled away on his feet. 


16 But Barak pursued after the cha- 
riots, and after the host, unto Haro- 
sheth of the Gentiles: and all the host 
of Sisera fell upon the edge of the 
sword; and there was not a man left. 


17 Howbeit Sisera fled away on his 
feet to the tent of Jael the wife of 
Heber the Kenite: tor there was peace 
between Jabin the king of Hazor and 
the house of Heber the Kenite. 


18 9 And Jael went out to meet Si- 
sera, and said unto him, Turn in, my 
lord, turn in to me; fear not. And when 
he had turned in unto her into the 
tent, she covered him with a muntle. 


19 And he said unto her, Give me, 
I pray thee, a little water to drink; 
for I am thirsty. And she opened a 
bottle of milk, and gave him drink, and 
covered him. 


20 Again he said unto her, Stand in 
the dour of the tent, and it shall be, 
when any man doth come and enquire 
of thee, and say, Is there any man 
here? that thou shalt say, No. 


21 Then Jael Weber's wife took a nail 
of the tent, and took an hammer in 
her hand, and went softly unto him, 
and smote the nail into his temples, 
and fastened it into the ground: for he 
was fast asleep and weary. So he died. 


22 And, behold, as Barak pursued 
Sisera, Jael came out to meet him, and 
said unto him, Come, and I will shew 
thee the man whom thou seekest. And 
when he came into her tent, behold, 
Sisera lay dead, and the nail was in 
his temples. 


23 So God subdued on that day Jabin 
the king of Canaan before the children 
of Israel. 


24 And the hand of the children of 
Israel prospered, and prevailed against 
Jabin the line of Canaan, until they 
had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 





CHAPTER V. 


FPHEN sang Deborah and Barak the 

son of Abinoam on that day, saying, 

2 Praise ye the Lorn for the aveng- 

ing of Israel, when the people willingly 
offered themselves. 
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8 Hear, O ye kings; give ear, O ye 
princes; I, even I, will sing unto the

7 The inhabitants of the villages ceased, 
they ceased in Israel, until that I De- 
borah arose, that I arose a mother in 
Israel. 

8 ‘They chose new gods; then wus war 
in the gates: was there a shield or 
spear seen among forty thousand in 
Israel? 

9 My heart is toward the governors 
of Jsrae), that offered themselves will- 
ingly among the peuple. Bless ye the 
Lorp. 

10 Speak, ye that ride on white asses, 
ye that sit in judgment, and walk by 
the way. 

WW They that are delivered from the 
noise of archers in the places of draw- 
ing water, there shall they rehearse 
the righteous acts of the Lonp, eren the 
righteous acts toward the inhabitants 
of his villages in Israel: then shall the 
people of the Lorn go down to the 
gates. 

12 Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, 
awake, utter a song: arise, Barak, and 
lead thy captivity captive, thou son of 
Abinoam. 

18 Then he made hin that remaineth 
have dominion over the nobles among 
the people: the Lornp made me have 
dominion over the mighty. 


14 Out of Ephraim was there a root 
of them against Amalek; after thee, 
Benjamin, among thy people; out of 
Machir came down governors, and out 
of Zebulun they that handle the pen 
of the writer. 

15 And the princes of Issachar wee 
with Deborah; even Issachar, and also 
Barak: he was sem on foot into the

8 That the Loro sent a prophet unto 
the children of Israel, which said unto 
them, Thus saith the Lorp God of Is- 
rael, I brought you up trom key pt, and 
brought you forth out of the house of 
bondage; 

9 And I delivered you out of the hand 
of the Egyptians, and out of the hand 
of all that oppressed you, and drave 
them out from before you, and gave 
you their land; 

10 And I said unto you, I am the 
Lorp your God; fear not the gods of 
the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell: 
but ye have not obeyed my vuice. 


11 ¢ And there came an angel of the 
Lorn, and sat under an oak which 
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was in Ophrah, that pertained unto 
Joash the Abi-ezrite: and his son Gi- 
deon threshed wheat by the winepress, 
tu hide it from the Midianites. 


12 And the angel of the Lorn appeared 
unto him, and said unto him, The Loap 
is with thee, thou mighty man of valour. 


18 And Gideon said unto him, Oh my 
Lord, if the Lorn be with us, why then 
is all this befallen us? and where be 
all his miracles which our fathers told 
us of, eating Did not the Lorn bring 
us up from Egypt? but now the Lorp 
hath forsaken us, and delivered us into 
the hands of the Midianites. 


14 And the Lorn looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and 
thou shalt save Israel from the hand 
ot the Midianites: have not I sent thee? 


15 And he said unto him, Oh my 
Lord, wherewith shall I save Israel? 
behold, my family és poor in Manasseh, 
and I am the least in my father's 
honse. 


16 And the Lorn said unto him, Surely 
will be with thee, and thou shalt 
smite the Midianites ag one man. 


17 And he said unto him, If now I 
have found grace in thy sight, then 
shew me a sign that thou talkest 
with me. 


18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, 
until I come unto thee, and bring forth 
my present, and set it before thee. 
And he said, I will tarry until thou 
come again. 


19 4 And Gideon went in, and made 
ready «a kid, and unleavened cakes of 
an ephah of flour: the flesh he put in 
a basket, and he put the broth in a 
pot, and brought i¢ out unto him under 
the oak, and presented ct. 


20 And the angel of God said unto 
him, ‘Take the tlesh and the unleavened 
cakes, and lay them upon this rock, and 
pour out the broth. And he did so. 


21 9 Then the angel of the Lorp put 
forth the end of the staff that was in 
his hand, and touched the flesh and the 
unleavened cakes; and there rose up 
fire out of the rock, and consumed the 
Hlesh and the unleavened cakes. Then 
the angel of the Loun departed out of 
his sight. 


22? And when Gideon perceived that 
he was an augel of the Lorp, Gideon 
said, Alas, () Lord Gop! for because I 
have seen an angel of the Lorn face 
to face. 


23 And the Lorn said unto him, Peace 
be unto thee; fear not: thou shalt not die. 


24 Then Gideon built an altar there 
unto the Lorp, and ealled it Jehovah- 
shalom: unto this day it 7g yet in 
Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites, 


2) F And it came to pass the same 
night, that the Lorn said unto him, 
‘Take ‘thy father’s young bullock, even 
the second bullock of seven years old, 
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and throw down the altar of Baal that 
thy father hath, and cut down the 
grove that is by it: 


% And build an altar unto the Lorn 
thy God upon the top of this rock, in 
the ordered place, and take the second 
bullock, and offer a burnt sacrifice with 
the wood of the grove which thou shalt 
cut down.

And when 
they enquired and asked, they said, 
Gideon the son of Joash hath done this 
thing. 


30 Then the men of the city said unto

81 And Joash said unto all that stood 
against him, Will ye plead for Baal? 
will ye save him? he that will plead 
for hin, let him be put to death whilst 
itis yet morning: if he be a god, let 
him plead for himself, because one hath 
cast down his altar. 


32 ‘Therefore on that day he called 
him Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal plead 
against him, bec awuse he hath thrown 
down his altar. 


~ $3 4 hen all the Midianites and the 
Amalekites and the children of the east 
were gathered together, and went over, 
and pitched in the valley of Jezreel. 


34 But the Spirit of the Lorp came 
upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; 
and Abi-ezer was gathered after lin. 


Bo And he sent messengers throughout 

all Manasseh; who also was gathered 
after him: and he sent messengers unto 
Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto 
Naphtah; and they came up to meet 
them. 


36 F And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, as 
thou hast said, 


37 Behold, I will put a fleece of wool 
in the floor; and if the dew be on the 
fleece only, ‘and it be dry upon all the 
earth desde, then shall I know _ that 
thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, 
as thou hast said. 

88 And it was so: for he rose up 
early on the morrow, and thrust the 
Hleece together, and wringed the dew 
out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. 


39 And Gideon said unto God, Let 
not thine anger be hot against me, and 
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I will speak but thia once: let me prove, 
I pray thee, but this once with the 
fleece; let it now be dry only upon 
the fleece, and upon all the ground 
let there be dew. 


40 And God did so that night: for it 
was dry upon the fleece only, and there 
was dew on all the ground. 


CHAPTER VIL 


MYLEN, Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, 

and all the people that were with 
him, rose up early, and pitched beside 
the well of Hard: 30 that the host of 
the Midianites were on the north side 
of them, by the hill of Moreh, in the 
valley. 

2 And the Lorp said unto Gideon, 
The people that are with thee are tov 
many for me to give the Midianites 
into their hands, lest Israel vaunt them- 
selves against me, saying, Mine own 
hand hath saved me. 


3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in 
the ears of the people, saying, Who- 
suever is fearful and afraid, let him 
return and depart early from mount 
(iilead. And there returned of the peu- 
ple twenty and two thousands; and 
there remained ten thousand, 


4 And the Lorp said unto Gideon, 
The people are yet too many; bring 
them down unto the water, and I wi 
try them for thee there: and it shall 
be, that of whom I say unto thee, ‘This 
shall go with thee, the same shall go 
with thee; and of whomsoever I say 
unto thee, This shall not go with thee, 
the same shall not go. 


» So he brought down the people 
unto the water: and the Lorp said 
unto Gideon, Every oue that lappeth 
of the water with his tongue, as a dog 
lappeth, him shalt thou set by himself; 
likewise every one that boweth down 
upon his knees to drink. 


0 And the mumber of them that lapped, 
patting their hand to their mouth, were 
three hundred men: but all the rest of 
the people bowed down upon their 
knees to drink water. 


7 And the Lorn said untd Gideon, 
By the three hundred men that lapped 
will J save you, and deliver the Midiau- 
ites into thine hand: and let all the 
se people go every man unto his 
place. 

% So the people took victuals in their 
haud, and their trumpets: and he sent 
wll the vest of Israel every man unto 
his tent, and retained those three hun- 
dred men: and the host of Midian was 
beneath him in the valley. 


9 § And it came to pass the same 
night; that the Lurp said unto him, 
Arise, get thee down unto the host; 
for | have delivered it into thine hand. 
10 But if thou fear tu go down, go 
thou with Phurah thy servant down tu 
the host : 
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11 And thou shalt hear what they 
say; and afterward shall thine hands 
be strengthened to go down unto the 
host. Then went he down with Phurah 
his servant unto the outside of the 
urmed men that were in the host. 


12 And the Midianites and the Ama- 
lekites and all the oer of the east 
lay along in the valley like grasshop- 
pers for multitude; and their camels 
were without number. as the sand by 
the sea side for multitude. 


18 And when Gideon was came, be- 
hold, there 2ous a man that told a dream 
unto his fellow, and said, Behold, J 
dreamed a dream, and, lo: a cake of 
barley bread tumbled into the host of 
Midian. and came unto a tent, and 
smote it that it fell, and ov erturned it, 
that the tent lay along. 


14 And his fellow answered and said, 
This is nothing else save the sword of 
Gideon the son of Joash, a man of Is- 
rael: for into his hand hath God deli- 
vered Midian, and all the host. 


15 § And it was so, when Gideon 
heard the telling of the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, that he worship- 
ped, and returned into the host of Is- 
rael, and said, Arise; for the Lorn hath 
delivered into your hand the host of 
Midian. 


16 And he divided the three hundred 
men duty three companies, and he put 
a trumpet in every man’s band. with 
empty pitchers, and humps within the 
pitchers. 


17 And he said unto them, Look on 
me, and dv likewise: and, behold, when 
I come to the uutsile of the camp, it 
shall be that, us I do, so shall ye do. 


Ig When I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, then blow ye 
the trumpets also on every side of all 
the camp, and say, Jhe sword of the 
Lorn, and of Gideon. 


19 | So Gideon, and the hundred men 

that were with him, came unto the out- 
side of the camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch; and they had but 
newly set the watch: and they blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitchers 
that were in their hands. 


20 And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and 
held the lamps 3 in their left hands, and 
the trumpets in their right hands to 
blow withal: and they cried, Vhe sword 
of the Lorn, and of Gideon. 


21 And they stood every man it his 
place round about the camp: and all 
the host ran, and eried, and fled. 


2? And the three hundred blew the 
trumpets, and the Lorp set every man’s 
sword against his fellow, even through- 
out all the host: and the host fled to 
Beth-shittah in Zererath, and to the 
border of Abel-meholah, unto Tabbath. 
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23 And the men of Israel gathered 
themselves together out of Naphtali, 
and out of Asher, and out of Ma- 
nasseh, and pursued after the Midian- 
ites. 


24 9 And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout all mount Ephraim, saying, 
Come down against the Midianites, 
and tike before them the waters unto 
Beth-barah and Jordan. ‘Then all the 
men of Ephraim gathered themselves 
together, and took the waters unto 
Beth-barah and Jordan. 


2b And-they took two princes of the 
Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; and they 
slew Oreb upon the rock Oreb, and 
Zeeb they slew at the winepress of 
Zeeb, and pursued Midian, and brought 
the heads of Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon 
on the other side Jordan. 


CHAPTER VIII 


ND the men of Iphraim said unto 

him, Why hast thou served us 
thus, that thou calledst us not, when 
thou wentest to fight with the Midian- 
ites? And they did chide with him 
sharply. 

2 And he said unto them, What have 
I done now in comparison of you? 
/s not the gleaning of the grapes of 
Kiphraim better than the vintage of 
Abi-ezer? 

3 God hath delivered into your hands 
the princes of Midian, Oreb and Zeeb: 
and what was I able to do in compa- 
rison af you? ‘Then their anger was 
abated toward him, when he had said 
that. 

4 4 And Gideon came to Jourdan, and 
passed over, he, and the three hundred 
men that were with him, faint, yet 
pursuing thei. 

5 And he said unto the men of Sue- 
coth, Give, F pray you, loaves of bread | 
unto the pe ople that follow me; for 
they be faint, and | am pursuing after 
Zebah and Zalmunna, kings of Midian. 


6 J And the princes of Succoth said, 
Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna 
now jn thine hand, that we should give 
bread unto thine army ? 


7 And Gideon said, Therefore when 
he Lorn hath deliv ered Zebah and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, then I will 
tear your flesh with the thorns of the 
wilderness and with briers. 


8 9 And he went up thence to Penuel, 
and spake unto them likewise: and the 
men of Penuel answered him as the 
men of Succoth had auswered him. 


And he spake also unto the men of 
Penuel, 8% ayings When I come again in 
peace, 1 will break down this tower. 


10 § Now Zebah and Zalmunna were 
in Karkor, and their hosts with them, 
about fifteen thousand men, all that 
were left of all the hosts of the chil- 
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dren of the east: for there fell an hun- 
dred and twenty thousand men that 
drew sword. 

11 ¢ And Gideon went up by the way 
of them that dwelt in tents on the east 
of Nobah and Jogbehah, and smote the 
host: for the host was secure. 


12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna 
fled, he pursued after them, and took 
the ‘two kings of Midian, Zebah and 
Zalmunna, and discomtited all the host. 


18 ¢ And Gideon the son of Joash 
returned from battle before the sun 
20a8 Up, 

14 And caught a young man of the 
men of Succoth, and enquired of him: 
and he described unto him the princes 
of Succoth, and the elders thereof, even 
threescore and seventeen men. 


15 And he came unto the men of 
Succoth, and said, Behold Zebah and 
Zalmunna, with whom ye did upbraid 
me, saying, Are the hands of Zebah 
and Zalmunna now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto thy men 
that are weary ? 


16 And he took the elders of the city, 
and thorns of the wilderness and briers, 
and with them he taught the men of 
Succoth. 

17 And he beat down the tower of 
Penunel, and slew the men of the city. 


18 | Then said he unto Zebah and 
Zadmunna, What manner of men were 
they whom ye slew at Tabor? And they 
answered, As thou art, so mere they ; 
each one resembled the children of a 
king. 

19 And he said, They were my bre- 
thren, even the sons of my mother: as 
the Lorn liveth, if ye had saved them 
alive, I would not slay you. 


20 And he said unto Jether his first- 
born, Up, and slay them. But the youth 
drew not his sword: for he feared, be- 
cause he was yet a youth. 


21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna. said, 
Rise thou, and fall upon us: for as the 
man is, so és his strength And Gideon 
arose, and slew Zebah and Zalmunna, 
and took away the ornaments that. mere 
on their camels’ necks. 


2 ¢€ Then the men of Israel said unto 

Gideon, Rule thou over us, both thou, 
and thy son, and thy son's son also: 
for thou hast delivered us from the 
hand of Midian. 


23 And Gideon said unto them, I will 
not rule over you, neither shall my 
son rule over you: the Lorp shall rule 
over you. 


24 4 And Gideon said unto them, | 
would desire a request of you, that ye 
would give me every man the earrings 
of his prey. (Tor they had golden car- 
rings, because they were Ishmaelites. ) 


25 And they answered, We will will- 
ingly give them. And ‘they spread a 
garment, and did cast therein every 
man the earrings of his prey. 
26 And the weight of tlie golden ear- 
rings that he requested was a thousand 
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and seven hundred shekels of gold; 

beside ornaments, and collars, an 

purple raiment that was on the kings 
of Midian, and beside the chaing that 
were about their camels’ necks. 


27 And Gideon made an ephod thereof, 

and put it in his city, even in Ophrah: 
and all Israel went thither a whoring 
after it: which thing became a snare 
unto Gideon, and to his house. 


28 | 'I‘hus was Midian subdued before 
the children of Israel, so that they 
lifted up their heads no more. And 
the country was in quietness forty 
years in the days of Gideon. 


299 ¢ And Jerubbaal the son of Joash 
went and dwelt in his own house. 


80 And Gideon had threescore and 
ten sons of his body begotten: for he 
had many wives. 

81 And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, she also bare him a son, 
whose name he called Abimelech. 


32 4 And Gideon the son of Joash 
died in a good old age, and was buried 
in the sepulchre of Joash his father, in 
Ophbrah of the Abi-ezrites. 


33 And it came to pass, a8 soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children of 
Isr: ael turned again, and went a whor- 
ing after Banlim, and made Baal-berith 
their god. 


34 And the children of Israel remem- 
hered not the Lorn their God, who had 
delivered them out of the hands of 
wl their enemies on every side: 


o) = Neither shewed they kindness to 
the house of Jerubbaal, namely, Gideon, 
necording to all the goodness which he 
had shewed unto [srael. 


CHAPTER IX. 


A D Abimelech the son of Jerubbaal 
went to Shechem unto his mother’s 
brethren, and communed with them, 
and with all the family of the house of 
his mother’s father, saying, 


2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears of 
all the men of Shechem, Whether is 
better fur you, either that all the sons 
of Jerubbaal, which ave threescore and 
ten persons, reign over you, or that 
one reign over you? remember also 
that I con your bone and your flesh. 


> And his mother’s brethren spake of 

him in the ears of all the men of She- 

chem all these words: and their hearts 

inclined to follow Abimelech; for they 
said, He is our brother. 


4 And they gave him threescore and 
ten pieces of silver out of the house of 
Baal-berith, wherewith Abimelech hired 
vain and light persons, which followed 
tim 


5 And he went unto his father’s house 
at Ophrah, and slew his brethren the 
sons of Jerubbaal, being threescore and 
ten persons, upon one stone: notwith- 
standing yet Jotham the youngest son 
of Jerubbaal was left; for he hid himself. 
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§ And all the men of Shechem gathered 
together, and all the house of Millo, 
ane went, and made Abimelech king, 

rh the plain of the pillar that was in 
Shechem. | 


7 ¥ And when they told it to Jotham, 
he went and stood in the top of mount 
Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and 
cried, and said unto them, Hearken 
unto me, ye men of Shechem, that God 
may hearken unto you. 


8 The trees went forth on a time to 
anoint a king over them; and they 
‘said unto the olive tree, Reign thou 
over us. 


9 But the olive tree said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, wherewith 
by me they honour God and man, and 
go to be promoted over the trees? 


10 And the trees said to the fig tree, 
Come thou, and reign over us. 


11 But the fig tree said unto them 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and 
my good fruit, and go to be promoted 
over the trees? 


12 Then said the trees unto the vine, 
Come thou, and reign over us. 


18 And the vine said unto them. Should 
J leave my wine, which cheereth God 
and man, and go to be promoted over 
the trees? 


14 Then said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over us. 


15 And the bramble said unto the 
trees, If in truth ye anoint me king 
over you, then come and put your trust 
in my shadow; and if not, let fire come 
out of the bramble, and devour the 
cedars of Lebanon. 


16 Now therefore, if ye have done 
truly and sine erely , in thut ye have 
made Abimelech king, and if ye have 
dealt well with Jerubbaal and his house, 
and have done unto him according to 
the deserving of his hands: 


17 (For my father fought for you, and 
adventured his Jife far, and delivered 
you out of the hand of Midian: 


18 And ye are risen up against my 
father’s house this day, aud have slain 
his sons, threescore and ten persons, 
upon one stone, and have made Abi- 
melech, the son of his maidservant, 
king oy er the men of Shee ‘hem, because 
he zs your brother; ) 


19 If ye then have dealt truly and 
sincerely with Jerubbaal and with his 
house this day, then rejoice ye in Abi- 
melech, and let him also rejoice in you: 


20 But if not, let fire come out from 
Abimelech, and devour the men of 
Shechem, and the house of Millo; and 
let fire come out from the men of She- 
chem, and from the house of Millo, 
and devour Abimelech. 


21 And Jotham ran away, and fed, 
and went to Beer, and dwelt there, for 
fear of Abimelech his brother. 
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22 | When Abimelech had reigned 
three years over Israel, 

93 Then God sent an evil spirit be- 
tween Abimelech and the men of She- 
chem; and the men of Shechem dealt 
treacherously with Abimelech: 

24 That the cruelty done to the three- 
score and ten sons of Jerubbaal might 
come, and their blood be Jaid upon 
Abimelech their brother, which slew 
them; and upon the men of Shechem, 
which aided him in the killing of his 
brethren. 

25 And the men of Shechem set liers 
in wait for him in the top of the moun- 
tains, and they robbed all that came 
along that way by them: and it was 
told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came 


with his brethren, and went over to - 


Shechem: and the men of Shechem put 
their confidence in him. 

27 And they went out into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, and trode 
the grapes, and made merry, and went 
into the house of their ped and did 
eat and drink, and cursed Abimelech. 


28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, 
Who is Abimelech, and who 28 She- 
chem, that we sh hould serve him? is 
not he the son of Jerubbaal? and Zebul 
his officer? serve the men of Hamor 
the father of Shechem; for why should 
we serve him? 

29 And would to God this people were 
under my hand! then would J remove 
Abimelech. And he said to Abimelech, 
Increase thine army, and come out. 


30 9 And when Zebul the ruler of 
the city heard the words of Gaal the 
son of bed, his anger was kindled. 


él And he sent messengers unto Abi- 
melech privily, saying, Behold, Gaal 
the son of Ebed and his brethren be 
come to Shechem; and, behold, they 
fortify the city against thee. 


32 Now therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that zs with t ee, and 
jie in wait in the field: 

33 And it shall be, thad in the morn- 
ing, a8 soon as the sun is u » thou 
shalt rise early, and set upon t @ cit 
and, behold, when he and the peop e 
that is with him come out against thee, 
then mayest thou do to them as thou 
shalt find occasion. 


34 9 And Abimelech rose up, and all 
the people that were with him, by night, 
and they laid wait against Shechem in 
four companies. 

35 And Gaal the son of Ebed went 
out, and stood in the entering of the 
gate of the city: and Abimelech rose 
up, and the people that were with him, 
from lying in wait. 

86 And when Gaal saw the people, 
he said to Zebul, Behold, there come 
people down from the top of the moun- 
tains. And Zebul said unto him, Thou 
seest the shadow of the mountains as 
if they were men. 

87 And Gaal spake again and said, 
See there come people down by. the 
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middle of the land, and another com- 
pany come along by the plain of Meo- 


nenim 

88 ‘Then said Zebul unto him, Where 
is now thy mouth, wherewith thou 
saidst, Who is Abimelech, that we 
should serve him? zs not this the peo- 
ple that thou hast despised? go out, I 
pray now, and fight with then. 

39 And Gaal went out before the men 
of Shechem, and fuught with Abi- 


melech. 
"40 And Abimelech chased him, and 
he fied before him, and many were 


' overthrown and wounded , even unto 


. the enterin 


See = 


of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech “await at Arumah: 
and Zebul thrust out Gaal and_ his 
brethren, that they should not dwell in 
Shechem. 

42 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that the people went out into the 
field; and they told Abimelech. 

43 And he took the people, and divided 
them into three companies, and laid 
wait in the tield, and looked, and, be- 
hold, the people were come forth out 
of the city; and he rose up against 
them, and smote them. 

44 And Abimelech, and the aie 
that was with him, rushed forwar 
and stood in the entering of the gate 
of the city: and the two other com- 
panies ran upon all the people that were 
in the tields, and slew them. 

45 And Abimelech fought against the 
city all that day; and he took the city, 
and slew the people that was therein, 
and beat down the city, and sowed it 
with salt. 

46 | And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heard that, they 
entered into an hold of the house of 
the god Herith. 

47 And it was told Abimelech, that 
all the men of the tower of Shechem 
were gathered para 

48 And Abimelech gat him up to 
mount Zalmon, he and all the people 
that were with him; and Abimelech 
took an ax in his hand, and cut down 
a bough from the trees, and took it 
and laid it on his shoulder, and said 
unto the people that were with him, 
What ye have seen me do, make haste, 
and do as I have done. 

49 And all the people likewise cut 
down every man his bough, and fol- 
lowed Abimelech, and put them to the 
hold, and set the hold on tire upon 
them; so that all the men of the tower 
of Shechem died also, about a thou- 
sand men and women. 

50 ¥ ‘Then went Abimelech to The- 
bez and encamped against ‘Thebez, and 
too 

51 But there was a strong tower with- 
in the city, and thither fled all the 
men and women, and all they of the 
city, and shut z¢ to them, and gat them 
up to the top of the tower. 

oD) And Abimelech came unto the 
tower, and fought against it, and weut 
hard unto the door of the tower to 
burn it with fire. 

53 And a certain woman cast a 
of a millstone upon Abimelech’s 
and all to break his skull. 
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54 Then he called hastily unto the 
young man his armourbearer, and said 
unto him, Draw thy sword, and slay 
me, that men say not of me, A woman 
slew him. And his yoane man thrust 
him through, and he die 


hS And when the men of irae saw 
that Abimelech was dead, they de- 
parted every man unto his ‘place. 


66 § Thus God rendered the wicked- 
ness of Abimelech, which he did unto 
ts father, in slaying his seventy bre- 
thren: 


bc And all the evil of the men of 
Shechem did God render upon their 
heads: and upon them came the curse 
of Jotham the son of Jerubbaal. 


CHAPTER X. 


ND after Abimelech there arose to 

defend Israel Tola the sun of Puah, 
the son of Dodo, a man of [ssachar; 
and he «dwelt in Shamir in mount 
Kphraim. 

2 And he judged Israel twenty and 
three years, and died, and was buried 
in Shamir. 

8 9 And after him arose Jair, a Gilead- 
ite, and judged Israel twenty and two 
years. 

4 And he had thirty sons that rode 
on thirty ass colts, and they had thirty 
cities, which are called Havoth-jair 
unto this day, which are in the land 
of Gilead, 


h And Jair died, and was buried in 
Camon. 

6G § And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the Lorn, and 
served Baalimn, and Ashtaroth, and the 
gods of Syria, and the gods of Zidon, 
and the gods of Moab, and the gods 
of the children of Ammon, and the 
ods of the Philistines, and forsook the 
Danis and served not ‘him. 


7 And the anger of the Lorn was hot 
against Israel, and he sold them into 
the hands of the Philistines, and into 
the hands of the children of Ammon, 


8 And that year they vexed and op- 
pressed the children of Israel: eighteen 
years, all the children of Israel that 
were on the other side Jordan in the 
land of the Amorites, which zs in Gilead. 


Moreover the children of Ammon 
Passed over Jordan to fight also against 
Judah, and against Benjamin, and 
neninst the house of Ephraim; so that 
Israel was sore distressed. 

10 § And the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lorn, saying, We have sinned 
against thee, both becuuse we have 
forsuken our God, and also served 
Baalim. 

11 And the Lorp said unto the chil- 


dren of Israel, Did not / deliver you 
from the Egyptians, and from the

Amorites, from the children of Ammon, 
and from the Philistines ? 


12 The Zidonians also, and the Ama- 
lekites, and the Maonites, did oppress 
you; and ye cried to me, and I delivered 
you out of their hand. 


18 Yet ye have forsaken me, and 
served other gods: wherefore i will 
deliver you no more. 

14 Go and cry unto the gods which 
ye have chosen; let them deliver you 
in the time of your tribulation. 





15 And the children of Israel said 

unto the Lorn, We have sinned: do 
thou unto us whatsoever seemeth good 
unto thee; deliver us only, we pray 
thee, this day. 


16 And they put away the strange 
pee on pong them, and served he 
orp: and his soul was grieved for the 
misery of Israel. 


17 Then the children of Ammon were 
patiered together, and encamped in 

yilead. And the children of Israel as- 
sembled themselves together, and en- 
camped in Mizpeh. 


18 And the people and princes of Gi- 
lead said one to another, What man is 
he that will begin to fight against the 
children of Ammon? he shall be head 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 


CHAPTER XI. 


Now Jephthah the Gileadite was a 
mighty man of valour, and he was 
the son of an harlot: and Gilead begat 
Jephthah. 


2 And Gilend’s wife bare him sons; 
and his wife’s sons grew up, and they 
thrust out Jephthah, and said unto 
him, ‘Thou shalt not inherit in our fa- 
ther’s house; fur thou art the son of a 
strange woman. 

3 ‘Then Jephthah fled from his bre- 
thren, and dwelt in the land of ‘Tob: 
and there were gathered vain men to 
Jephthah, and went out with him. 


4 49 And it came to pass in process 
of time, that the children of Ammon 
made war against Israel. 

5 And it was so, that when the chil- 
dren of Ammon made war against Is- 
rael, the elders of Gilead went to fetch 


Jephthah out of the land of Tob: 


6 And they said unto Jephthah, Come, 
and be our captain, that we may fight 
with ane children of Ammon. 

Jephthah said unto the elders 

a Gilead, Did not ye hate me, and 

ave me out of my father’s house? 

why are ye come unto me now 
when ye are in distress? 

8 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, Therefore we turn again tu 
thee now, that thou mayest go with us, 
and fight against the children of Am- 
mon, and be our head over all the in- 
habitants of Gilead. 

9 And Jephthah said unto the elders 
of Gilead, If ye bring me home again 
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to fight against the children of Ammon, 
and ht again deliver them before me, 
shall I be your head? 


10 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, The Lory be witness be- 
tween us, if we do not 80 according to 
thy words. 


11 Then Jephthah went with the el- 
ders of Gilead, and the people made 
him head and captain over them: and 
Jephthah uttered all his words before 
the Lorp in Mizpeh. 


12 9 And Jephthah sent messengers 
unto the king of the children of Am- 
mon, saying, What hast thou to do 
with me, that thou art come against 
me to tight i in my land? 


18 And the king of the children of 
Amnon answered unto the messengers 
of Jephthah, Because Israel took away 
ny land, when they came up out of 
Egypt, from Arnon even unto Jabbok, 
and unto Jordan: now therefore restore 
those lands again peaceably. 


14 And Jephthah sent messengers 
aguin unto the king of the children of 
Ammon: 

1a And said unto him, Thus gaith 
Jephthah, Israel took nut away the 
land of Moab, nor the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon: 


16 But when Israel came up from 
Egypt, and walked through the wil- 
derness unto the Red sea, and came 
to Kadesh; 


17 Then Isracl sent messengers unto 
the king of IXdom, sa ing et me, I 
pray thee, sass through thy land: but 
the king of Edom would not hearken 
thereto, And in like manner they sent 
untu the king of Moab: but he would 
not consent: and Israel abode in Kadesh. 


{8 ‘Then they went along through the 
wilderness, aud compassed the land of 
Kdom, and the land of Moab, and came 
by the east side of the land of Moab, 
and pitched on the other side of Arnon, 
but came not within the border of 
Moab: for Arnon was the border of 
Moab. 

1) And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king 
of Heshbon; and Israel said "unto him, 
Let us pass, we pray thee, through thy 
land intou my place. 

20 But Sihon trusted not Israel to 
pass through his coast: but Sihon 
gathered all his people together, and 

en in Jahaz, and fought against 
srae 


"21 And the Lorp God of Israel deliver- 


ed Sihon and all his people into the hand 
of Israel, and they smote them: so Is- 
rael possessed all the land of the Amo- 
rites, the inhabitants of that country. 


22 And they possessed all the coasts 
of the Amorites, from Arnon even unto 
Jabbok, and from the wilderness even 
unto Jordan. 


23 So now the Lorn God of Israel 
hath dispossessed the Amorites from 
before his people Israel, and shouldest 
thou possess it? 

24 Wilt not thou possess that which 
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Chemosh thy god giveth thee to pus- 
sess? So whomsoever the Lor» our 
(sod shall drive ouf from before us, 
them will we possess. 

25 And now art thou any thing better 
than Balak the son of Zippor, king of 
Moab? did he ever strive against Israel, 
or did he ever fight against them, 


26 While Israel dwelt in Heshbon and 
her towns, and in Aroer and her towns, 
and in all the cities that be along by 
the coasts of Arnon, three hundred 
years? why therefore did ye not re- 
cover them within that time ? 

27 Wherefore I have not sinned against 
thee, but thou doest me wrong to war 
against me: the Lorn the Judge be 
judge this day between the children of 

srael and the children of Ammon. 


28 Howbeit the king of the children 
of Ammon hearkened not unto the 
words of Jephthah which he sent him. 
29 ¢ Then the Spirit of the Lorn came 
upon Jephthah, and he passed over 
Gilead, and Manassch, and passed over 
Mizpeh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh 
of Gilead he passed over uzto the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 


30 And Jephthah vowed a vow unto 
the Lorn, and said, If thou shalt with- 
out fail deliver the children of Ammon 
into mine hands, 

31 Then it shall be, that whatsoever 
cometh forth of the doors of my house 
to meet me, when I return in peace 
from the children of Aimmon, shall 
surely be the Lonrn’s, and I will offer 
it up for a burnt offering. 


32 So Je ee passed over unto the 
children of Ammon to fight agaist 
them; and the Lory delivered them 
into his hands. 

338 And be smote them from <Arver, 
even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of the 
vineyards, with a very great slaughter. 
‘Thus the children of Ammon were sub- 
dued before the children of Israel. 


34 § And Jephthah came to Mizpeh 
unto his house, and, behold, his daugh- 
ter came out to meet him with timbrels 
and with dances: and she was his only 
child; beside her he had neither son 
nor daughter. 
35 And it came to pass, when he saw 
ae that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought 
me very low, and thou art one of them 
that trouble me: for I have opened my 
mouth unto the Lorp, and I cannot gy 
back. 
36 And she said unto him, My father, 
thou hast opened thy mouth unto 
t e Lorn, do to me according to that 
which hath proceeded out of thy mouth; 
forasmuch as the Lorp hath taken 
vengeance fur thee of thine cnemies, 
even of the children of Ammon. 


37 And she said unto her father, Let 
this thing be done for me: let me alone 
two months, that I may go up and 
down upon the mountains, and bewail 
my virginity, I and my fellows. 

38 And he said, Go. And he sent her 
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away fur two months: and she went 
with her companions, and bewailed her 
virginity upon the mountains. 


39 And it came to pass at the end of 
two months, that she returned unto her 
father, who did with her according to 
his vow which he had vowed: and she 
knew no man. And it was a custom in 
Israel, 


40 That the daughters of Israel went 
yearly to lament the daughter of Jeph- 
thah the Gileadite four days in a year. 


CHAPTER XII. 


ND the men of i ileal gathered 

themselves together, and went 
northward, and said unto Jephthah, 
Whereture passedst thou over to fight 
against the children of Ammon, and 
didst not call us to go with thee? we 
will burn thine house upon thee with 
tire. 

2 And Jephthah said unto them, I 
and my people were at great strife with 
the children of Ammon; and when | 
called you, ye delivered me not vut of 
their hands. 


38 And when J saw that ye delivered 
me not, | put my life in my hands, 
and passed over against the children 
of Ammon, and the Lorn delivered 
them into my hand: wherefore then 
are ye come up unto me this day, to 
pie against me? 


Then Jephthah gathered together 
ail the men of Gilead, and fought with 
Ephraim: and the men of Gilead smote 
Ephraim, because they said, Ye Gilead- 
ites ave fugitives of Ephraim among the 
Kphraimites, and among the Manassites. 

b And the Gileadites took the passages 
of Jordan before the Ephraimites: and 
it was so, that when those lophraimites 
which were escaped said, Let me go 
over; that the men of Gilead said unto 
him, Art thou an Ephraimite? If he 
sald, Nay; 

6 ‘Then said they unto him, Say now 
Shibboleth: and lie said Sibboleth: for 
he could not frame to pronounce it 
right. Then they took him, and slew 
him at the passages of Jordan : and 
there fell at that time of the Ephraim- 
ites forty and two thousand. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel six 
years. Then died Jephthah the Gilead- 
ite, and was buried in one of the cities 
of Gilead. 

8 § And after him Ibzan of Beth- 
Jechem judged Israel. 

9 And he had thirty sons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he sent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad 
jor his sons. And he judged Israel 
seven years. 

10 Then died Izban, and was buried 
at Beth-lehem. 


1) ¥ And after him Elon, a Zebulonite, 
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judged Israel; and he judged Israel ten 
years. 


12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, and 
was buried in Aijalon in the country 
of Zebulun. 


13 ¢ And after him Abdon the son of 
Hillel, a Pirathonite, judged Israel. 


14 And he had forty sons and thirty 
nephews, that rode on threescore and 
ten ass colts: and he judged Israel 
eight years. 


15 And Abdon the son of Hillel the 
Pirathonite died, and was buried in 
Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, in 
the mount of the Amalekites., 


CHAPTER XITI. 


ND the children of Israel did evil 

again in the sight of the Lorn; 
and the Lorn delivered them into the 
hand of the Philistines forty years. 


2 9 And there was a certain man of 
Zorah, of the family of the Danites, 
whose name was Manoah; and his wife 
was barren, and bare not. 


3 And the angel of the Loup appeared 

unto the woman, and said unto her, 
Behold now, thou art b: aren, and 
bearest not: but thou shalt conceive, 
and bear a son. 


4 Now therefore beware, I pray thee, 
and drink not wine nor strong drink, 
and eat not any unclean thing: 


5 For, lo, thou shalt conceive, and 
bear a son; and no razor shall ‘come 
on his head: for the child shall be a 
Nazarite unto God frum the womb: 
und he shall begin to deliver Israel out 
of the hand of the Philistines. 


6 9 Then the woman cane and told 
her husband, saying, A man of God 
came unto me, and his countenance 
was like the countenance of an angel 
of God, very terrible: but I asked him 
not whence he was, neither told he me 
his name: 


7 But he said unto me, Behold, thou 
shalt conceive, and bear a son; and 
now drink no wine nor strong drink, 
neither eat any unclean thing: for the 
child shall be a Nazarite to God from 
the womb to the day of his death. 


8 4 Then Manoah intreated the Lorp, 
and said, O my Lord, let the man of 
God which thou didst send come again 
unto us, and teach us what we shall 
do unto the child that shall be born. 


9 And God hearkened to the voice of 
Manoah; and the ange) of God came 
again unto the woman as she sat in 
the field: but Manoah her husband aas 
not with her. 

10 And the woman made haste, aud 
ran, and shewed her husband, and 
said unto him, Behold, the man hath 
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appeared unto me, that came unto me 
ue other day. 

1 And Manoah arose, and went after 
his wife, and came to the man, and 
said unto him, Art thou the man that 
spakert unto the woman? And he aaid, 

am 

12 And Manoah said, Now let thy 
words come to pass. How shall we 
order the child, and how shall we du 
unto him? 

13 And the angel of the Lorn said 
unto Manoah, Of all that I said unto 
the woman let her beware. 

14 She may not eat of a ny thing that 
cometh of the vine, neither let her 
drink wine or strong drink, nor eat 
any unclean thing: all that I com- 
manded her let her observe. 

15 § And Manoah said unto the angel 
of the Lorn, I pray thee, let us detain 
thee, until we shall have made ready 
a kid for thee. 


16 And the angel of the Lorn said 
unto Manoah, Though thou detain me, 
TY will not eat of thy bread: and if thou 
wilt offer a burnt offering, thou must 
offer it unto the Lorn... For Manoah 
rea not that he was an angel of the 
4zOoRD. 

17 And Manoah said unto the angel 
of the Lor», What és thy name, that 
when thy sayings come to pass we may 
do thee honour? 

18 And the angel of the Lorn said 
unto him, Why askest thou thus after 
my name, seeing it és secret? 

19 So Manoah took a kid with a meat 
offering, and offered 7 upon a rock 
unto the Lorn: and the angel did 
wonderously; and Manoah and_ his 
wife looked on. 

2) For it came to pass, when the 
Hame went up toward heaven from off 
the altar, that the angel of the Lorn 
ascended in the flame of the altar. 
And Manoah and his wife looked on it, 
and fell on their faces to the ground. 


21 But the angel of the Loro did no 

more appear to Manoah and to his wife. 
Then Manoah knew that he was an 
angel of the Lorp. 

22 And Manoah said unto his wife, 
We shall surely die, because we have 
seen (rod. 

23 But his wife said unto him, If the 
Lorn were pleased to kill us, he would 
not have received a burnt offering and 
2% meat offering at our hands, neither 
would he have shewed us all these 
things, nor would as at this time have 
told us such things as these. 


24 GF And the woman bare a son, 
and called his name Samson: and the 
child grew, and the Lorn blessed him. 

25 And the Spirit of the Lorn began 
tu move him at times in the camp of 
Dan between Zorah and Eshtoal. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


ND Samson went down to ‘Yim- 
nath, and saw a woman in Timnath 
of the daughters ot the Philistines. 
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2 And he came up, and told his father 

and his mother, and said, I have seen 
a woman in Timnath of the daughters 
of the Philistines: now therefore get 
her for me to wife. 


3 Then his father and his mother said 

unto him, /s there never a woman 
among the daughters of thy brethren, 
or among all my people, that thou goest 
to take a wife of the uncircumcised 
Philistines? And Samson said unto 
his father, Get her for me; for she 
pleaseth me well. 


4 But his father and his mother knew 
not that it was of the Lorn, that he 
sought an oceasion against the Philis- 
tines: for at that time the Philistines 
had dominion over Israel. 


5 ¥ Then went Samson down, and his 
father and his mother, to Timnath, and 
came to the vineyards of Timnath: and, 
behold, a young lion roared against him. 


6 And the Spirit of the Lorp came 
mightily upon him, and he rent him as 
he would have rent a kid, and he had 
nothing in his hand: but he told not 
his father or his mother what he had 
done. 

7 And he went down, and talked with 
ne woman; and she pleased Samson 
well. 


8 ¥ And after a time he returned to 
take her, and he turned aside to see 
the carcase of the lion: and, behold, 
there was a swarm of bees and honey 
in the carcase of the hon. 


9 And he took thereof in his hands, 
and went on eating, and came to his 
father and mother, and he gave them, 
and they did eat: but he told not them 
that he had taken the honey out of the 
carcase of the lion. 


10 4 So his father went down unto 
the woman: and Samson made there 
a feast; for so used the young men 
to do. 

11 And it came to pass, when they 
saw him, that they brought thirty com- 
panions to be with him. 


12 § And Samson said unto them, | 
will now put forth a riddle unto you: 
if ye can certainly declare it me within 
the seven days of the feast, and tind 
it out, then T will give you thirty sheets 
and thirty vhange of garments: 


13 But if ye cannot declare it me, then 

shall ye give me thirty sheets and 
thirty change of garments. And they 
said unto him, Put forth thy riddle, 
that we may hear it. 


14 And he gaid unto them, Out of 
the eater came forth meat, and out of 
the strong came forth sweetness. And 
they could not in three days expound 
the riddle. 


15 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they said unto Samson’s wile, 
Entice thy husband, that he may de- 
clare unto us the riddle, lest we burn 
thee and thy father’s house with fire: 
have yec alled us to take that we have? 
is it not so? 


16 And Samson's wife wept before 
him, and said, Thou dost but hate me, 
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and lovest me not: thou hast put forth 
a riddle unto the children of my people, 
and hast not told it me. And he said 
unto her, Behold, I have not told i 
any father ha my mother, and shall I 

1 it thee? 

17 And she wept before him the seven 
days, while their feast lasted: and it 
came to pass on the seventh day, that 
he told her, because she lay sore upon 
him: and she told the riddle to the 
children of her people. 

18 And the men of the city said unto 
him on the seventh day before the 
sun went down, What is sweeter than 
honey ? and what is stronger than a 
lion? And he said unto them, If ye 
had not plowed with Bh heifer, ye had 
not found out my riddle. 

19 | And the Spirit of the Lorp came 
upon him, and he went down to Ash- 
kelon, and slew thirty men of them, and 
took their spuil, and gave change of 
garments unto them which expounded 
the riddle. And his anger was kindled, 
and he went up to his father’s house. 
20 But Samson’s wite was given to his 
a whom he had used ag his 
frienc 


CHAPTER XV. 


Bu it came to pass within a while 
after, in the time of wheat harvest, 
that Samson visited his wite with a 
kid; and he said, I will go in to my 
wite into the chamber. But her father 
would not suffer him to go in. 

2 And her father said, I verily thought 
that thou hadst utterly hated her; there- 
fure 1 gave her to thy companion: 
is not her younger sister fairer than 
shes take her, I pray thee, instead of 
er 

39 And Samson said concerning them, 
Now shall IT be more blameless than 
the Vhilistines, though I do them a 
displeasure. 

4 And Samson went and caught three 
hundred foxes, and took tirebrands, 
and turned tail to tail, and put a fire- 
br and in the midst between two tails. 

5 And when he had set the brands on 
fire, he let them go into the standing 
corn of the Philistines, and burnt up 
both the shocks, and also the standing 
corn, with the vineyards and olives. 

69 Then the Philistines said, Who 
hath done this? And they answered, 
Samson, the son in law of the ‘Timnite. 
because he had taken his wife, and 
given her to his companion. And the 
Philistines came up, and burnt her 
and her father with fire. 

q And Samson said unto them. 
‘Though ye have done this, yet will I 
be avenged of you, and after that J 
will cease. 

8 And he smote thein hip and thigh 
with a great slaughter: and he went 
down and dwelt in the top of the rock 

‘tam. 

2 4 Then the Philistines went up, and 
pitched in Judah, and spread them- 
selves in Lehi. 

10 And the men of Judah said, Why 
are ye come up against us? And they 
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answered, To bind Samson are we come 
up, to do to him as he hath done to us. 


11 Then three thousand men of Judah 
went to the top of the rock Etam, and 
said to Samson, Knowest thou not that 
the Philistines are rulers over us? what 
is this that thou hast done unto us? 
And he said unto them, As they did 
unto me, so have I done unto them. 


12 And they said unto him, We are 
come down to bind thee, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand of the Phi- 
listines. And Samson said unto them, 
Swear unto me, that ye will not fall 
upon me yourselves. 


13 And they spake unto him, saying, 
No; but we will bind thee fast, and 
deliver thee into their hand: but surely 
we will not kill thee. And they bound 
him with two new cords, and brought 
him up from the rock. 


14 9 And when he came unto Lehi, 
the Philistines shouted against him: 
and the Spirit of the Lorp came mighti- 
ly upon him, and the cords that were 
upon his arms became as flax that was 
burnt with fire, and his bands loosed 
from off his hands. 


15 And he found a new jawbone of 


an ass, and put forth his hand, and 
took it, ‘and slew a thousand men there- 
with. 


16 And Samson said, With the jaw- 
bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, with 
Par agi of an ass have | slain a thou- 
sand men. 


17 And it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking, that he cast 
away the jawbone out of his hand, and 
called that place Ramath-lehi. 


18 & And he was sore athirst, and 
called on the Lorp, and said, Thou 
hast given this great deliverance into 
the hand of thy servant: and now 
shall I die for thirst, and fall into the 
hand of the uncircumcised ? 


19 But God clave an hollow place that 
was in the jaw, and there came water 
thereout; and when he had drunk, his 
spirit came again, and he revived: where- 
tore he called the name _ thereof En- 
hakkore, which es in Lehi unto this 
day. 

20 And he judged Israel in the days 
of the Philistines twenty years. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


TEXHEN went Samson to Gaza, and 
saw there an harlot, and went in 
unto her. 

2 And it was told the Gazites, saying, 
Samson is come hither. And they com- 
passed him in, and laid wait for him 
all night in the gate of the city, and 
were quiet all the night, saying, In the 
OEUDG when it is day, we shall kill 


3 Aid Samson lay till midnight, and 
arose at midnight, and took the doors 
of the gate of the city, and the two 
posts, and went away with them, bar 
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and all, and put them upon his shonul- 
dere, and carried them u up to the top 
of an hill that is before Hebron. 


4 4 And it came to passa afterward, 
that he loved a woman in_the valley 
of Sorek, whose name was Delilah, 


6 And the lords of the Philistines 
came up unto her, and said unto her, 
Ientice him, and see wherein his great 
strength lieth, and by what means we 
inay prevail against him, that we ma 
bind him to afflict him: and we wi 
give thee every one of us eleven hun- 
dred pieces of silver. 


6 9 And Delilah said to Samson, ‘Tell 

me, 1 pray thee, wherein thy great 
strength eth, and wherewith thou 
mightest be bound to afflict thee. 


7 And Samson said unto her, If they 
bind me with seven green withs that 
were never dried, then shall I be weak, 
und be as another man. 


& Then the lords of the Philistines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she 
bound him with them. 


9 Now there were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. And 
she said unto him, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he brake the 
withs, as a thread of tow is broken 
when it toucheth the fire. So his strength 
wus not known. 


10 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies: now tell me, | pray thee, 
wherewith thou mightest be bound. 


11 And he said unto her, If they bind 

ine fast with new ropes that never 
were vecupied, then shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 


12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound him therewith, and said 
unto him, The Philistines de upon thee, 
Samson. And there were hers in wait 
abiding in the chamber. And he brake 
them from off his arms like a thread. 


13 And Delilah said unte Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and 
told me hes: tell ine wherewith thou 
mightest be boand. And he said unto 
her, If thou weavest the seven locks 
of my hend with the web. 


14 And she fastened z¢ with the pin, 
and said unto him, ‘The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he awaked 
out of his sleep, and went away with 
the pin of the beam, and with the web. 


15 § And she said unto him, How 
canst thou say, I love thee, when thine 
heart is not with me? thou hast mocked 
me these three times, and hast not told 
me wherein thy great strength Leth. 


16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, and 
urged him, so that his soul was vexed 
unto death; 
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17 That he told her all his heart, and 
said unto her, ‘There eget not come a 
razor upon mine head; for I have been 
a Nazarite unto God from my mother’s 
womb: if I be shaven, then my strength 
will go from me, and I shall become 
weak, and be like any other man. 


18 And when Delilah saw that he had 
tuld her all his heart, she sent and 
called we the lords of the Philistines, 
saying, Come up this once, for he hath 
shewed me all his heart. ‘hen the lorda 
of the Philistines came up unto her, 
and brought money in their hand. 


19 And she made him sleep upon her 
knees; and she called for a man, and 
she caused him to shave off the seven 
locks of his head; and she began to 
qc him, and his strength went from 
1m 


20 And she said, The Philistines be 
ea thee, Samson. And he awoke out 

his sleep, and said, I will go out as 
at other times befure, and shake myself. 
And he wist not that the Lorn was 
departed from him. 


21 4 But the Philistines took him, and 

put out his eyes, and brought him 
down to Gaza, and bound him with 
fetters of brass; and he did grind in 
the prison house. 


22 Howbeit the hair of his head began 
to grow again after he was shaven. 


23 Then the lords of the Vhilistines 
gathered them together for to offer a 
great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, 
and to rejoice: for they said, Our god 
hath delivered Samson our enemy into 
our hand. 


24 And when the people saw him, 
they praised their god: for they said, 
Our god hath delivered into our hands 
our enemy, and the destroyer of our 
country, which slew many of us. 


26 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that the said, Call 
for Samson, that he may ake us sport. 
And they called for Samson out of the 
prison house; and he made them sport: 
and they set him between the oillara: 


26 And Samson said unto the lad that 
held him by the hand, Suffer me that 
I may feel the pillars’ whereupon the 
youre standeth, that I may lean upon 
them 


27 Now the house was full of men 
and women; and all the lords of the 
Philistines were there; and there were 
upon the roof about three thousand 
men and women, that beheld while 
Samson made sport. 


28 And Samson called unto the Lorn, 
and said, Q Lord Gop, remember me, 
I pray thee, and strengthen me, J pray 
thee, only this once, O God, that I 
may ‘be at once av enged of the Philis- 
tines for my two eyes. 


29 And Samson took hold of the two 
middle pillars upon which the house 
stood, and on which it was borne up, 
of the one with his right hand, and of 
the other with his left. 
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80 And Samson said, Let me die with 
the Philistines. And he bowed himaelf 
with all his might; and the house fell 
upon the lords, and upon all the people 
that were therein. So the dead which 
he slew at his death were more than 
they which he slew in his life. 


$1 Then his brethren and all the 
house of his father came down, anid 
took him, and brought him up, and 
buried him between Zorsh and Eshtaol 
in the buryingplace of Manoah his fa- 
ther. And he judged Israel twenty 
years.

CHAPTER XVIL 


ND there was a man of mount 

Ephraim, whose name was Micah, 
2 And he said unto his mother, The 
eleven hundred shekels of silver that 
were taken from thee, about which 
thou cursedst, and spakest of also in 
mine ears, behold, the silver is with 
me; I took it.

4 Yet he restored the money unto 
his mother; and his mother took two 
hundred shekels of silver, and gave 
them to the founder, who made thereof 
a graven image and a molten image: 
and they were in the house of Micah. 


h And man Micah had an house 
of gods, and made an ephod, and te- 
raphim,and consecrated one of his sons, 
who became his priest. 

6 In those days there was no king in 
Israel, but every man did that ehich 
mas right in, his own eyes. 


7 9 And there was a young man out 
of Beth-lehem-judah of the family of 
Judah, who was a Levite, and he so- 
journed there. 

% And the man departed out of the 
city from Beth-lehem-judah to sojourn 
where he could tind a place: and he 
came to mount Ephraim to the house 
of Micah, as he journeyed. 


9 And Micah said unto him, Whence 

comest thou? And he said unto him, 
I an a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah 
and [ go to sajourn where I may find 
a place. 

10 And Micah said unto him, Dwell 
with me, and be unto me a father and 
al priests. and I will give thee ten she- 
kels of silver by the year, and a suit 
of apparel, and thy victuals. So the 
Levite went in. | 

11 And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man; and the young 
man was unto him as one of his suns, 


12 And Micah consecrated the Levite; 
and the young man became his priest, 
and was in the house of Micah. 
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18 Then said Micah, Now know I 
that the Lorn will do me good, seeing 
; have a Levite to my priest. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


By those days there was no king in 
Israel: and in those days the tribe 
of the Danites sought them an inheri- 
tance to dwell in; for unto that day all 
their inheritance had not fallen unto 
them among the tribes of Israel. 


2 And the children of Dan sent of 
their family five men from their coasts, 
men of valour, from Zorah, and from 
Eshtaol, to spy out the land, and to 
search it; and they said unto them, 
(x0, search the land: who when they 
came to mount Ephraim, to the house 
of Micah, they lodged there. 


38 When they were by the house of 
Micah, they knew the voice of the 
young man the Levite: and they 
turned in thither, and suid unto him, 
Who brought thee hither? and what 
makest thou in this place? and what 
hast thou here?

sel, we pray thee, of God, that we may 
know whether our w: ty which we go 
shall be prosperous. 


6 And the priest said a Go 
in peace: before the Lorp four way 
wherein ye go. 


7 4 Then the tive men departed, and 
came to Laish, and saw the people that 
were therein, how they awele careless, 
after the manner of the Zidonians, quiet 
and secure; and there was no magistrate 
in the land, that might put them to 
shame in any thing; and they were far 
from the Zidonians, and had no busi- 
ness with any man. 


8 And they came unto their brethren 
to Zorah and Eshtaol: and their bre- 
thren said unto them, What suy ye? 


9 And they said, Arise, that we may 
go up against them: for we have seen 
the land, and, behold, it ¢s very good: 
and are ye still? be not slothful to BU, 
and to enter to possess the land. 


10 When ye go, ye shall come unto 
a people secure, and to a large land: 
for God hath given it into your hands; 
a place where there is no want of any 
thing that is in the earth. 


11 F And there went from thence of 
the family of the Danites, out of Zorah 
and out of Eshtaol, six ‘hundred men 
appointed with weapons of war. 


12 And they went u

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they called that place Mahaneh-dan unto 
this day: behold, sé ts behind Kirjath+ 


earim. 
18 And they passed thence unto mount 
Ephraim, and came unto the house of 

icah, 

14 4 Then answered the five men 
that went to spy out the country of 
Laish, and said unto their brethren, 
Do ye know that there is in these 
houses an ephod, and teraphim, and 
& graven image, and a molten image? 
now therefore consider what ye havea 
to do. 
15 And they turned thitherward, and 
came to the house of the young man 
the Levite, even unto the house of 
Micah, and saluted him. 

> And the six hundred men ap- 
pointed with their weapons of war, 
which were of the children of Dan, 
stood by the entering of the gate. 


17 And the five men that went to spy 

out the land went up, and came in 
thither, and took the graven image 
and the ephod, and the teraphim, an 
the molten image: and the priest stood 
in the entering of the gate with the 
six hundred men that were appointed 
with weapons of war. 

18 And these went into Micah’s house, 
and fetched the carved image, the 
ephod, and the teraphim, and the molten 
image. ‘Then said the priest unto them, 
What do ye? 

19 And they said unto him, Hold thy 
peace, lay thine hand upon thy mouth, 
and go with us, and be to us a father 
and a priest: zs 7 better for thee to be 
a priest unto the house of one man, or 
that thou.be a priest unto a tribe and 
a family in Israel? 

20 And the priest’s heart was glad, and 
he took the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the graven image, and went in the 
midst of the people. 

21 So they turned and departed, and 
put the little ones and the cattle and 
the carriage before them. 

22 § And when they were a goud way 
from the house of Micah, the men that 
were in the houses near to Micah’s house 
were gathered together, and overtook 
the children of Dan. 

%s And they cried unto the children 
of Dan. And they turned their faces, 
and said unto Micah, What aileth thee 
that thou comest with such a company ? 

24 And he said, Ye have taken away 
my gods which I made, and the priest, 
and ye are gone away: and what have 
I more? and what 7s this that ye say 
unto me, What aileth thee? 

25 And the children of Dan said unto 
him, Let not thy voice be heard among 
us, lest angry fellows run upon thee, 
and thou lose thy life, with the lives 
of thy household. 

26 And the children of Dan went their 
way: and when Micah saw that they 
were too strong for him, he turned and 
went back unto his house. 

27 And they took the things which 
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Micah had made, and the ridiat which 
he had, and came unto Laish, unto a 
people that were at quiet and secure: 
and they smote them with the edge of 
the sword, and burnt the city with fire. 


28 And there wus no deliverer, because 
it was far from Zidon, and they had 
no business with any man; and it was 
in the valley that eth by Beth-rehob. 
And they built a city, and dwelt therein. 


29 And they called the name of the 
city Dan, after the name of Dan their 
father, who was born unto Israel: 
howbeit the name of the city was 
Laish at the first. 


380 | And the children of Dan set up 
the graven image: and Jonathan, the 
son of Gershom, the son of Manasseh, 
he and his sons were priests to the 
tribe of Dan until the day of the cap- 
tivity of the land. 


31 And they set them up Micuh’s 
graven image, which he made, all the 
time that the house of God was in 
Shiloh, 


CHAPTER XIX. 


AY it came to pass in those days, 
when there was no king in Israel, 
that there was a certain Levite sujourn- 
ing on the side of mount Ephraim, who 
took to him a concubine out of Beth- 
lehem- qudel 

2 And his concubine played the whore 
against him, and went away trom him 
unto her father’s house to Beth-lehem- 
judah, and was there four whole months. 

And her husband arose, and went 
after her, to speak friendly unto her, 
and to bring her again, having his ser- 
vant with him, and a couple of asses: 
and she brought him into her father’s 
house; and when the father of the 
damsel saw him, he rejoiced to meet 

im 

4 And his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, retained him; and he abode with 
him three days: so they did eat and 
drink, and lodged there. 

54 ‘And it came to pass on the fourth 
day, when they usrose early in the 
morning, that he rose up to depart: 
and the damsel’s father said unto his 
son in law, Comfort thine heart with 
a morsel of bread, and afterward go 
your way. 

6 And they sat down, and did eat and 
drink both of them together: for the 
damsel's father had said unto the man 
Be content, I pray thee, und tarry all 
night, and let thine heart be merry. 

7 And when the man rose up to depurt, 
his father in law urged him: therefore 
he lodged there again. 

And he arose early in the morning 
on the fifth day to depart: and the 
damsel’s father said, Comfort thine 
heart, I pray thee. And they tarried 
until afternoon, and they did eat both 
of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to de- 
part, he, and his concubine, and his 
servant, his father in law, the damsel’s 

father, said unto him, Behold now the 
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day draweth toward evening, I pray 
you tarry all night: behold, the day 
groweth to an end, lodge here, that 
thine heart may be merry; and to 
morrow get you early on your way, 
that thou mayest go home. 

10 But the man would not tarry that 
night, but he rose up and departed, 
and came over against Jebus, which 
is Jerusalem; and there were with him 
two asses saddled, his concubine alsu 
was with him. 

11 And when they were by Jebus, the 
day was far spent; and the servant 
said unto his master , Come, I pray 
thee, and let us turn in into this city 
of the Jebusites, and lodge in it. 

12 And his master said unto him, We 
will not turn aside hither into the city 
of a stranger, that zs not of the chil- 
dren of Israel: we will pass over to 
Gibeah. 

13 And he said unto his servant, Come, 
and let us draw near to one of these 
places to lodge all night, in Gibeah, or 
in Ramah. 

14 And they passed on and went 
el way; and the sun went down 

on them when they were by Gibeah, 
vhich belongeth to Benjamin. 

“Db And they turned aside thither, to 
go in and to lodge in Gibeah; and when 
he weut in, he sat him down in a 
street of the city: for there was no man 
that took them into his house to lodging. 

16 | And, behold, there came an old 
man from his work out of the field at 
even, which was also of mount Io piven 
and he sojourned in Gibeah: but the 
men of the place were Benjamites. 

17 And when he had lifted up his 
eyes, he saw a waytaring man in the 
street. of the city: and the old man 
said, Whither goest thou? and whence 
comest thou ? 

1X And he said unto him, We are 
passing from Beth-lehem-judah toward 
the side of mount Ephraim; from thence 
am I: and I went to Beth-lehem-judah, 
but T am now going to the house ot 
the Lorp; and there zy no man that 
receiveth me to house. 

19 Yet there is both straw and_pro- 
vender for our asses; and there is bread 
and wine also for me, and for thy hand- 
maid, and for the young man which is 
with thy servants: there is no want 
of any thing. 

20 And the old man said, Peace be 
with thee; howsoever let all thy wants 
lie upon me; only lodge not in the 
street. 

21 So he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the asses: 
and they washed their feet, and did 
eat and drink. 

22 | Now as ee were making their 
eee merry. behold, the men of the 
city, certain sons of Belial, beset the 
house round about, and beat at the 
eae and spate to’ the master of the 

house, the old man, saying, pene forth 
the man that came into thine house, 
that we may know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and said 
unto them, Nay, my brethren, ray, I 
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pray you, do not so wickedly; seeing 
that thi man is come into mine house, 
do not this folly. 


24 Behold, here is my ‘daughter a 
maiden, and his concu ine; them I 
will bring out now, and humble ye 
them, and do with them what seemeth 
good unto you; but unto this man do 
not so vile a thing. 


2h But the men would not hearken 
to him: so the man tovk his concu- 
bine, and brought her forth unto them; 
and ney knew her, and abused her all 
the night until the morning: and when 
the day began to spring, they let her go. 


26 Then came the woman in the 
dawning of the day, and fell down at 
the door of the man’s house where her 
lord was, till it was light. 


27 And her lord rose up in the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the house, 
and went out to go his way: and, be- 
hold, the woman his concubine was 
fallen down at the door of the house, 
and her hands were upon the threshold. 


28 And he said unto her, Up, and let 
us be going. But none answered. ‘Then 
the man took her up upon an ass, and 
the man rose UP, and gat him unto 
his place. 


29 § And when he was come into his 
house, he took a knife, and laid hold 
on his concubine, and divided her, to- 
gether with her bones, into twelve pieces, 
ne sent her into all the coasts of Is- 
rae 


30 And it was so, that all that saw 

it said, There was no such deed done 

nor seen from the day that the children 

Hy Israel came up out of the land of 

heypt unto this day: consider of it, 
e advice, and speak your minds. 


CHAPTER XX. 


- TPHEN all the children of Israel went 
out, and the congregation was ga- 


thered together as one man, from Dan | 


even to Beer-sheba, with the land of 
Gilead, unto the Lorn in Mizpeh. 

2 And the chief of all the people, even 
of all the tribes of Israel, presented 
themselves in the asseinbly of the peo- 
ple of God, four hundred thousand 
footmen that drew sword. 

3 (Now the children of Benjamin heard 
that the children of Isruel were gone 
up to arn ee -) Then said the children 
of Israel, ‘l'ell us, how was this wicked- 
ness? 

4 And the Levite, the husband of the 
woman that was slain, answered and 
aid I came into Gibeah that belongeth 

o Henjamin, I and my concubine, to 
eae 

6 And the men of Gibeah rose against 
me, and beset the house round about 
upon me by night, and thought to have 
slain me: and my concubine have they 
forced, that she is dead. 
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6 And I took my concubine, and cut 
her in pieces, and sent her thronghout 
all the country of the inheritance of 
Israel: for they have committed lewd- 
ness and folly in Israel. 

7 Behold, ye are all children of Jsrael; 

give here your advice and counse 


8 § And all the pecpte arose as A pd 
man, saying, We will not any of 

go to hig tent, neither will we any of 
us turn into his honse. 


9 But now this shall be the thing 
which we will do to Gibeah; we will go 
up by lot against it; 


10 And we will take ten men of an 
hundred throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, and an hundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand out of ten thousand, 
to dil victual for the people, that 
the may do, when they come to Gi- 
bea 3enjamin, according to all the 
folly ae they have wrought in Israel. 


11 So all the men of Israel were ga- 
thered against the city, knit together 
as one man. 

12 § And the tribes of Israel sent men 
through all the tribe of Benjamin, say- 
ing, What wickedness ¢s this that is 
done among you? 


13 Now therefore deliver us the men, 
the children of Belial, which are in Gi- 
beah, that we may oe them to death, 
and put away evil from Israel. But the 
children of Benjamin would not hearken 
to the voice of their brethren the chil- 
ee of Israel: 

14 But the children of Benjamin ga- 
thered themselves together out of the 
cities unto Gibeah, to go out to battle 
against the children of Israel. 


15 And the children of Benjamin were 

numbered at that time out of the cities 
twenty and six thousand men that 
drew sword, beside the inhabitants of 
Gibeah, which were numbered seven 
hundred chosen men. 


16 Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men lefthanded; 
every one could sling stones at an hair 
breadth, and not miss. 


17 And the men of Israel, beside Ben- 

jamin, were numbered four hundred 
thousand men that drew sword: all 
these were men of war. 


18 § And the children of Israel arose 
and went up to the house of God, and 
asked counsel of God, and said, Which 
of us shall go up first to the battle 
against the children of Benjamin? And 
the Lorp said, Judah shall go up tirst. 


19 And the children of Israel rose up 
in the morning, and encamped against 
Gibeah. 


20 And the men of Israel went out 
to battle against Benjamin; and the 
men of Isruel put themselves in array 
to fight against them at Gibeah. 


21 And the children of Benjamin came 

forth out of Gibeah, and destroyed 
down to the ground of the Israelites 
that day twenty and two thousand 
men. 
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22 And the people the men of Israel 
encouraged themsel lves, and set their 
battle again in array in the place 
where they put themselves in array 
the first day. 


23 (And the children of Israel went 
up and wept before the Lorn until 
even, and asked counsel of the Lorn, 
saying, Shall I fe up again to battle 
against the children of Benjamin my 
brother? And the Lorp said, Go up 
against him.) 


24 And the children of Israel came 
near against the children of Benjamin 
the second day. 


25 And Benjamin went forth against 

them out of Gibeah the second day. 
and destroyed down to the ground of 
the children of Jsrael again eighteen 
thousand men; all these drew the 
sword. - 


26 9 Then all the children of Israel, 
and all the peuple, went up, and came 
unto the house of God, and wept, and 
sat there before the Lown, and fasted 
that day until even, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before the 
Lorp. 

97 And the children of Israel enquired 
of the Lorn, (for the ark of the cove- 
nant of God was there in those d: Lys, 


28 And Vhinehas, the son of Eleazar, 

the son of Aaron, stood before it in 
those days, ) ort aed Shall I yet again 
go out to battle against the children 
of Benjamin my brother, or shall I 
cease? And the Lorn said, Go up; for 
to morrow I will deliver them into 
thine hand. 


29 And -Israel set liers in wait round 
about Gibeah. 

30 And the children of Israel went up 
against the children of Benjamin on 
the third aay, and put themse ves in 
array against Gibeah, as at other times. 


31 And the children of Benjamin went 
out against the people, and were drawn 
away from the city; and they began 
to smite of the people, and kill, as at 
other times, in the highways, of which 
one guveth up to the house of God, and 
the other to Gibeah in the field, about 
thirty men of Israel. 


32 And the children of Benjamin said, 
They are smitten down before us, as 
at he first. But the children of Israel 
said, Let us flee, and draw them from 
the city unto the highways. 


33 And all the men of Israel rose up 

out of their pluce, and put themselves 
in array at Baal-tamar: and the liers 
in wait of Israel came forth out of 
their places, even out of the meadows 
of Gibeah. 


34 And there came against Gibeah 
ten thousand chosen men out of all 
Tarael, and the battle was sore: but 
they knew not that evil sas near them. 


35 And the Lory smote Benjamin be- 
fore Israel: and the children of Israel 
destroyed of the Benjamites that day 
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twenty and five thousand and an dun- 
dred men: all these drew the sword. 


36 So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten: for the men 
of Israel gave place to the Benjamites, 
because they trusted unto the liers in 
wait which they had set beside Gibeah. 


37 And the liers in wait hasted, and 
rushed upon Gibeah; and the liers in 
wait drew themselves along, and smote 
all the city with the edge of the sword. 


38 Now there was an appointed si A 
between the men of Israel and 
liers in wait, that they should make: & 
great flame with smoke rise up out of 
the city. 


39 And when the men of Israel retired 
in the battle, Benjamin began to smite 
and kill of the men of Israel about 
thirty persons: for hey said, Surely 
they are smitten down before us, as in 
the first battle. 


40 But when the flame began to arise 

up out of the city with a pillar of 
smoke, the Benjamites looked behind 
them, and, behold, the tlame of the 
city ascended up to heaven. 


41 And when the men of Israel turned 

again, the men of Benjamin were 
amazed: for they saw that evil was 
come upon them. 


42 Therefore they turned their backs 
before the men of Israel unto the way 
of the wilderness; but the battle over- 
took them; and them which came out 
of the cities they destroyed in the 
midst of them. 


48 Thus they inclosed the Benjamites 
round about, and chased them, and 
trode them down with ease over against 
Gibeah toward the sunrising. 


44 And there fell of Benjamin eigh- 
teen thousand inen; all these were men 
of valour. 


45 And they turned and fled toward 
the wilderness unto the rock of Rim- 
mou: and they gleaned of them in the 
highways tive thousand men; and pur- 
sucd hard after them unto Gidom, and 
slew two thousand men of them. 


46 So that all which fell that day ot 
Be dh ees were twenty and five thou- 
sand men that drew the sword; all 
these were men of valour, 


47° But six hundred men turned and 
fied to the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rim- 
mon four months. 


48% And the men of Israc]l turned again 
upon the children of Benjamin, and 
smote them with the edge of the sword, 
as well the men of every city, as the 
beast, and all that came to hand: also 
they set on fire all the cities that they 
came to. 


CHAPTER XXI. 


OW the men of Israel had sworn 

in Mizpeh, saying, ‘There shall not 

any of us give his daughter unto Ben- 
jamin to wife. 

- 2 And the people came to the house 

of God, and abode there till even be- 
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fore God, and lifted up their voices, 
ead puke sore; |

4 And it came to pass on me mor- 
row, that the people rose ea ae and 
built there an altar, and offere burnt 
offerings and peace offerings. 


5 And the children of Israel said, 
Who is there among all the tribes of 
Israel that came not up with the con- 
pregation unto the Lorp? For they 
ad made a greut oath concerning him 
that came not up to the Lorp to Miz- 
Feu AAyANE, He shall surely be put to 


6 And the children of Israel repented 
them for Benjamin their brother, and 
said, There is one tribe cut off from 
Israel this day. 


+ How shall we do for wives for them 
that remain, seeing we have sworn by 
the Lorp that we will not give them 
of our daughters to wives’? 

8 ¥ And they said, What one zs there 
of the tribes of Israel that came not 
‘up to Mizpeh to the Lorn? And, be- 
hold, there came none to the camp 
from. Jabesh-gilead to the assembly. 


9 For the people were numbered, and, 

behold, there were none of the inhabi- 
tants of Jabesh-pilead there. 

10 And the congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of the valiautest 
and commanded them, saying, Go and 
smite the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead 
with the edge of the sword, with the 
women and the children. 


11 And this és the thing that ye shall 
do, Ye shall utterly dooney. every 
male, and every woman that hath lain 


by man. 

2 And they found among the inha- 
bitants of Jabesh-gilead four hundred 
young. virgins, that had known no min 

y lying with any male: and they 
brought them unto the camp tu Shi- 
loh, which is in the land of Canaan. 

13 And the whole congregation sent 
sume to speak tu the children of Ben- 
jamin that were in the rock Rimmon 
and to call peaceably unto them. 


14 And Benjamin came again at that 





time; and they gave them wives which 


they ‘had saved alive of the women of 
Jabesh-gilead: and yet so they sufficed 
them not. 

15 And the people repented them for 
Benjamin, because that the Lory had 
made a breach in the tribes of Israel. 


16 F Then the elders of the congre- 
gation said, How shall we do for wives 
for them that remain, seeing the wo- 
men are destroyed out of Benjamin? 


17 And they said, There must be an 
pig Naar ancy for them that be escaped 

f Benjamin, that a tribe be not de- 
atraved out of Israel. 


18 Howhbeit we may not give them 
wives of our daughters: for the chil- 
dren of Israel have sworn, saying, 
Cursed be he that giveth a wife to Ben- 
jamin. 
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said, Behold, there ee :

20 Therefore they commanded the 
children of Benjamin, saying, Go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards;

_ 23 And it shall be, when their fathers 


or their brethren come unto us to 
complain, that we will say unto them, 
Be favourable unto them for our sakes:

his wife in the war: for ye did not 
give unto them at this time, that yer 
should be guilty 

23 And the children of Benjamin did 
so, and took them wives, according to 
their number, of them that danced, 

whom they caught: and they went and 
returned unto their inheritance, and 
repaired the cities,-and dwelt in them. 


24 And the children of Israel departed 
thence at that time, every man to his 
tribe and to his family, and they went 
out from thence every man to his in- 
heritance. 


25 In those days there was no king in 
Israel: every man did that which wus 
right in his own eyes.

6 And her Auer ary also provoked 
her sore, for to make her fret, because 
the Lorn had shut up her womb. 


¢ And as he did s0 year by year, 
when she went up to the house of the 
Lorp, so she provoked her; therefore 
she wept, and did not eat. 


8 Then said Elkanah her husband to 
her, Hannah, why wecpest thou? and 
why eatest thou not? and why is thy 
heart grieved? am not I better to thee 
than ten sons? 


9 J So Hannah rose up after they had 
eaten in Shiloh, and after they had 
drunk. Now Eli the priest sat upon a 
seat by a post of the temple of the Lor», 


10 And she was in bitterness of soul, 

and prayed unto the Lory, and wept 
sore. 

11 "And she vowed a vow, and said, 
QO Lorp of hosts, if thou wilt indeed 
look on the affliction of thine handmaid, 
and remember me, and not forget thine 
handmaid, but wilt give unto thine 
handmaid a man child, then | will give 
him unto the Lorn all the d: ys of his 
lite, and there shall no razor come upon 
his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as she conti- 
nued praying before the Lorn, that Kh 
inarked her mouth. 

13 Now Hannah, she spake in her 
heart; only her lips moved, but 
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voice was not heard: therefore Eli 
thought she had been drunken. 


14 And Eli said unto her, How long 
wilt thou be drunken? put away thy 
wine from thee. 

15 And Hannah answered and said, 
No, my lord, I am a woman of a sor- 
rowful spirit: I have drunk neither wine 
nor strong drink, but have poured out 
my soul before the Lorp. 


16 Count not thine handmaid for a 
daughter of Belial: for out of the abun- 
dance of my complaint and grief have 
I spoken hitherto. 


17 ‘Then Eli auswered and said, Go 
in peace: and the God of Israel graut 
thee thy petition that thou hast asked 
of him. 

I8 And she said, Let thine handmaid 
find grace in thy ‘sight. So the woman 
went her way, and did eat, and her 
countenance was 10 more sad. 


19 J And they rose up in the morning 
early, and worshipped before the Lorn, 
and returned, and came to their hduse 
to Ramah: and Elkanah knew Hannah 
his wife; and the Lory remembered her. 


20 Wherefore it came to pass, when 
the time was come about after Tannah 
had conceived, that she bare a son, 
and called his name Samuel, saying, 
Because I have asked him of the Lorn. 


21 And the man Elkanah, and all his 
house, went up to offer unto the Lorp 
the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. 


22 But Hannah went not up; for she 
said unto her husband, / will not go u 
until the child be we: ied, and then 
will bring him, that he may appear be- 
fore the Lorn, ‘and there abide for ever. 


23 And Elkanah her husband said unto 
her, Do what seemeth thee good; tarry 
until thou have weaned him; only the 
Lorp establish his word. So the woman 
abode, and gave her son suck until she 
weaned him. 

24 FY And when she had weaned him, 
she took him up with her, with three 
bullocks, and one ephah of flour, and 
a bottle of wine, and brought him unto 
the house of the Lorn in Shiloh: and 
the child was young. 

25 And tl iy slew x bullock, and 

brought the child to El. 

96 And she said, Oh my lord, ag thy 
soul liveth, my lord, I an the woman 
that stood by thee here, praying unto 
the Lorn. 

27 For this child TI prayed; and the 
Lorp hath given me my petition which 
I asked of him: 

9 Therefore also I have lent him to 
the Lorn; as long as he liveth he shall 
be lent to the Lorp. And he worshipped 
the Lorp there. 


CHAPTER IL. 


AN 1) Hannah prayed, and said, My 
heart rejoiceth in the Lorn, mine 
horn is exalted in the Lorp; my mouth 
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we 


enlarged over mine enemies; because 
I rejoice in thy salvation. 


2 There is none holy as the Lorn: for 
there ts none beside thee: neither is 
there any rock like our God. 

8 Talk no more so exceeding proudly ; 
let not arrogancy come out of your 
mouth: for the Lorp is a God of know- 
ledge, and by him actions are weighed. 


4 The bows of the mighty men ave 
broken, and they that stumbled are 
girded with strength. 

5 The hey that were full have hired out 
themselves for bread; and they that were 
hungry ceased: so that the barren hath 
born seven; and she that hath many 
children is waxed feeble. 

6 The Lorn killeth, and maketh alive: 
he bringeth down to the grave, and 
bringeth up. 

7 The Lorp maketh poor, and maketh 
rich: he bringeth low, and lifteth up. 


8 He raiseth up the poor out of the 
dust, and lifteth up the beggar from the 
dunghill, to set them among princes, 
and to make them inherit the throne 
of glory: for the pillars of the earth 
are the Lorn’s, and he hath set the 
world upon them. 

9 He will keep the feet of his saints, 
and: the wicked shall be silent in dark- 
ness; tor by strength shall no man 
prevail. 


10 The adversaries of the Lor» shall 
be broken to pieces; out of heaven shall 
he thunder upon them: the Lor» shall 
judge the ends of the earth; and he 
shall give strength unto his king, and 
exalt the horn of his anointed. 

11 And Elkanah went to Ramah to 
his house. And the child did minister 
unto the Lonp before Eli the priest. 


12 ¥ Now the sons of [hi were sons of 
Belial; they knew not the Lorn. 

13 And the priest’s custom with the 
people wus, that, when any man offered 
sacrifice, the priest's servant came, 
while the flesh was in seething, with 
a fleshhook of three teeth in his hand; 


14 And he struck it into the pan, or 
kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that ‘the 
fleshhook brought up the priest took 
for himself. So they did in Shiloh unto 
all the Israelites that came thither. 


15 Also before they burnt the fat, the 
priest’s servant came, and said to the 
man that sacrificed, Give flesh to roast 
for the priest; for he will not have 
sodden flesh of thee, but raw. 


16 Andif any man said unto him, Let 

them not fail to burn the fat presently, 
and then take as much as thy soul 
cor then he would answer him, 
Nay; but thou shalt give it me now: 
and if not, I will take zt by force. 


17 Wherefore the sin of the young 
men was very great before the Lorn: 
so men abhorred the offering of the 


18 "4 But Samuel ministered before 
the Lorn, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod. 

19 Moreover his mother made him 
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a little coat, and brought i to him 
from year to year, when she came up 

with her husband to offer the vaarly 
sacrifice. 


20 ¥ And Eli blessed Elkanah and his 
wife, and said, The Lorn give thee seed 
of this woman for the loan which is 
lent to the Lorn. And they went unto 
their own home. 


21 And the Lorn visited Wanaah: 80 

that she conceived, and bare three sons 

and two daughters. And the child Sa- 
par grew before the Jorp. 


Tan ae Eli was very old, and heard 
all that his sons did unto all Israel; 
and how they lay with the women that 
assembled at the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

23 And he said unto them, Why do 
ye such things? for I hear of your evil 
dealings by all this people. 

24 Nay, my sons; for zt zs no good 
report that I hear: ye make the Lorn’s 
people to transgress. 

25 If one man sin against another, 


the judge shall judge him: but if aman + 


sin against the Lorp, who shall intreat 
for him? Notwithstandin they hear- 
kened not unto the voice of their father, 
because the Lorn would slay them. 


26 And the child Samuel grew on, 
and was in favour both with the Lorn, 
and alsv with men. 


27 F And there came a man of God 
unto Eli, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the Lorn, Did I plainly appear 
unto the house of thy father, when 
they were in Isgypt in Pharaoh's house? 


28 And did I choose him out of all 
the tribes of Israel to be my priest, to 
pie upon mine altar, to burn incense 
to wear an ephod before me? and d did 
{ give unto the house of thy father all 
the offerings made by fire of the chil- 
dren of Israel? 


2 Wherefore kick ye at my sacrifice 
and at mine offering, which I have 
commanded in my habitation; and ho-~ 
nourest thy sons above me, "to make 
yourselves fat with the chiefest of all 
the offerings of Israel my people? 


30 Wherefore the Lorp God of Israel 
saith, I said indeed that thy house, and 
the house of thy father, should walk 
before me for ever: but now the Lorn 
siith, Beit far from me; for them that 
honour me I will honour, and they that 
despise me shall be lightly esteemed. 


31 Behold, the days come, that J will 
cut off thine arm, and the arm of thy 
father’s house, that there shall not be 
an old man in thine house. 


32 And thou shalt see an enem 
my habitation, in all the wealth w ich 

od shall give Israel: and there shall 
not be an old man in thine house for 
ever. 


83 And the man of thine, whom I shall 
not cut off from mine altar, shall be to 
consume thine eyes, and to grieve thine 
heart: and all the increase of thine 
house shall die in the flower of their age. 
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$4 And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
a shall come upon thy two sons, on 
Hohn and igs es in one day they 
die both of th em. 
- And I will raise me up a faithful 
priest, that shall do according to that 
which is in mine heart and in my 
mind: and I will build him a sure 
house; and he shall walk before mine 
anointed for ever. 
8 And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left in thine house 
shall come and crouch to him for a 
piece of silver and a morsel of bread, 
and shall say, Put me, I pray thee, 
into one of the priests’ offices, that I 
may eat a piece of bread.

And he answered, I 
called not, my son; lie down again. 


7 Now Samuel did not yet know the 
Lorn, neither was the word of the Lorn 
yet revealed unto him. » 


8 And the Loxp called Samuel a 
the third time. And he arvse and went 
to Eli, and said, Here an I; for thou 
didst call me. And Eli perceived that 
the Lorn had called the child. 


9 Therefore Eh said unto Samuel, Go, 
lie down: and it shall be, if he call thee, 
that thou shalt say, Speak, Lorn; for 
thy servant heareth. So Samuel went 
and lay down in his place. 


again 


10 And the Lorp came, and stood, and 
called as at other times, Sain uel, Samuel. 
Then Samuel answered, Speak; for thy 
servant heareth. 


7 A And the Lorp said to Samuel, Be- 

I will do a thing in Israel, at 
which both the ears of every one that 
heareth it shall tingle. 


12 In that day I will perform against 
Eli all things which I have spoken con- 
cerning his house: when I begin, lL 
will also make an end. 

138 For I have told him that I will 
judge his house for ever for the ini- 
quity which he knoweth; because his 
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sons made themselves vile, and he 
restrained them not. 


14 And therefore ks have sworn unto 
the house of Eli, that the iniquity of 
Eli’s house shall not be purged with 
sacrifice nor offering for ever. 


15 § And Samuel Jay until the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the house 
of the Lorn. And Samuel feared to 
shew Eli the vision. 


16 Then Eli called Samuel, and said, 
Samuel, my son. And he answered, 
Here am I. 


17 And he said, What is the thing that 
the LORD hath said unto thee? I pray 
thee hide it not from me: God do 80 to 
thee, and more also, if thou hide any 
thing from me of all the things that 
he said unto thee. 


18 And Samuel told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him. And he 
said, It 7s the Lorn: let him do what 
seemeth him good. 


19 | And Samuel grew, and the Lorp 
was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground. 


20 And all Israel from Dan even to 
Beer-sheba knew that Samuel was esta- 
blished to be a prophet of the Lorn. 


2) And the Lorp appeared again in 
Shiloh: for the Lorp revealed himself 
to Samuel in Shiloh by the word of 
the Lorn, 


CHAPTER IV. 


ND the word of Samuel came to 
all Israel. Now Israel went out 
against the Philistines to battle, and 
itched beside Eben-ezer: and the Phi- 
istines pitched in Aphek. 


2 And the Philistines put themselves 
in array against Israel: and when they 
joined battle, Israel was smitten before 
the Philistines: and they slew of the 
army in the field about four thousand 
men.

and the two sons of Eli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, sere there with the ark of 
the covenant of God. 


h And when the ark of the covenant 
of the Lorp came into the camp, all 
Israel shouted with a great shout, so 
that the earth rang again. 

’ 6 And when the Philistines heard the 


noise of the shout, they said, What 
meennells the noise of this great shout 
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in the camp of the ebrene: And they 
understood that the ark of the Lorp 


was come into the camp. 


7 And the Philistines were afraid, for 
they said, God is come into the camp. 
And they said, Woe unto us! for there 
hath not been such a thing heretofore. 


g Woe unto us! who shall deliver us 
out of the hand of these mighty Gods? 
these are the Gods that smote the 
Kgyptians with all the plagues in the 
wilderness. 


9 Be strong, and quit yourselves like 
men, O ye Philistines , that ye be not 
servants unto the Hebrews, as they 
have been to you: quit yourselves like 
men, and fight. 


‘10 F And the Philistines fought, and 
Israel was smitten, and they fled every 
man into his tent: and there was a 
very great slaughter; for there fell of 
Israel thirty thousand footmen. 


11 And the ark of God was taken; 
and the two sons of Kli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, were slain. 


12 ¢ And there ran a man of Benjamin 
out of the army, and came to Shiloh 
the same day with his clothes rent, and 
with earth upon his head. 


13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat 
upon a seat by the wayside watching: 
for his heart trembled for the ark of 
God. And when the man came into the 
city, and told it, all the city cried out. 


14 And when Khi heard the noise of 
the crying, he said, What meaneth the 
noise of this tumult? And the man 
came in hastily, and told Eh. 


15 Now Eli was ninety and eight 
ears old; and his eyes were din, that 
1e could not see. 


16 And the man said unto Kli, I am 
he that came out of the army, and | 
fled to day out of the army. And he 
said, What is there done, my son? 


17 And the messenger answered and 
said, Israel is fled before the Philistines, 
and there hath been also a great slaugh- 
ter among the people, and thy two sons 
also, Hophni and Phinehas, are dead, 
and the ark of God is taken. 


18 And it came to pass, when he made 
mention of the ark of God, that he fell 
from off the seat backward by the side 
of the gate, and his neck brake, and he 
died: for he was an old man, and heavy. 
And he had judged Israel forty years. 


19 4 And his daughter in law, Phi- 
nehas’ wife, was with child, near to be 
delivered: and when she heard the 
tidings that the ark of God was taken, 
and that her father in law and her 
husband were dead, she bowed herself 
and travailed; for her pains came 
upon her. 
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290 And about the time of her death 
the women that stood by her said un 
her, Fear not; for thou hast born a 
But she answered not, neither did ake 
regard 2t. 


21 And she named the child Ichabod, 
saying, he glory is departed from 
Israel: because the ark of God ars 
taken, and because of her father in 
law and her husband. 


22 And she said, The glory 1 is departed 
from Israel: for the ark of God is eho 


CHAPTER V. 


ND the Philistines took the ark of 
God, and brought it from Eben-ezer 
unto Ashdod. 

2 When the Philistines took the ark 
of God, they brought it into ane house 
uf Dagon, and set it by D 

3 9 And when they of As ‘dod arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Dagon 
roas fallen upon his face to the earth 
before the ark of the Lorn. And they 
took Dagon, and set him in his place 
again. 

4 And when ey arose early on the 
morrow mornin ehold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his fe to the ground be- 
fore the ark of the Lorn; and the head 
of Dagon and both the palms of his 
hands were cut off upon the threshold; 
only the stump of Dagon was left to him. 


5 Theretore neither the priests of 
Dagou, nor any that come into Dagon’s 
house, tread on the threshold of Dagon 
in Ashdod unto this day. 


6 But the hand of the Lorn was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and he 
destroyed them, and smote them with 
emerods, even Ashdod and the coasts 
thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod saw 
that it 2as so, they said, The ark of 
the God of Israel shall not abide with 
us: for his hand is sore upon us, and 
upon Dagon our god. 

8% They sent therefore and gathered 
all the lords of the Vhilistines unto 
them, and said, What shall we do with 
the ark of the Giod of Israel? And they 
answered, Let the ark of the God of 
Israel be carried about unto Gath. And 
oe carried the ark of the God of Is- 
rael about thither. 


9 And it was so, that, after they had 
carried it about, the hand of the Lozp 

was against the city with a very great 
destruction: and he smote the men of 
the city, both small and great, and they 
had emerods in their secret parts. 


10 4 Therefore they sent the ark of 
God to Ekron. And it came to pass, as 
the ark of God came to Ekron, that the 
Kkronites cried out, sa ing They have 
pout about the ar the God of 
Israel to us, to slay us and our people. 

11 So they sent and gathered together 
all the lords of the Philistines, and said, 
Send away the ark of the God of Israel, 
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snd let it go again to his own place, 
that it slay us not, and our people: for 
there was a deadly destruction through- 

aut all the city; the hand of God was 
Nery heavy there. 


i112 And the men that died not were 
itten with the emerods: and the cry 
f the city went up to heaven. 


CHAPTER VI. 


ND the ark of the Lorn was in the 
+& country of the Philistines seven 
months. 


2 And the Philistines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, What 
rhall we do to the ark of the Lorn? tell 
us wherewith we shall send it to his 
place. 


3 And they said, If ye send away the 
ark of the God of Israel, send it not 
empty; but in any wise return him 
a trespass RE KaNe then ye shiall be 
healed, and it shall be known to you 
why his hand is not removed trom you. 


4 Then said they, What shall be the 
trespass offering which we shall return 
to him? They answered, Five golden 
emerods, and five golden mice, accord- 
ing to the number of the lords of the 
Philistines: for one plague was on you 
all, and on your lords. 


h Wherefore ye shall make images of 


your emerods, and images of your mice 
that mar the land; and ye shall give 
glory unto the God of Israel: peradven- 
ture he will lighten his hand from off 
you, and from off your gods, and from 
off your land. 


6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the Kgyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wondertully among them, did 
they not let the people go, and they 
departed ? 


7 Now therefore make a new cart, 
and take two milch kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kine to the cart, and bring their calves 
buime from them: 


% And take the ark of the Lorn, and 

lay it upon the cart; and put the jewels 
of Dold. which ye return him for a 
trespass offering, in a coffer by the 
side thereof; and send it away, that it 
may go. 


9 And see, if it goeth up by the way 
of his own coast to Beth-shemesh, then 


he hath done us this great evil: but if 


not, then we shall know that zt 7s not 
his hand that smote us; it was a chance 
that happened to us. 


10 § And the men did 80; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them to the 
eart, and shut up their calves at home: 


11 And they laid the ark of the Lorn 
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upon the cart, and the coffer with the 
mice of gold and the images of their 
emerods. 


12 And the kine took the straight way 
to the way of Beth-shemesh, and went 
along the highway, new ne as they went 
and turned not aside ¢o the right han 
or to the left; and the lords of the Phi- 
listines went after them unto the border 
of Beth-shemesh. 


13 And they of Beth-shemesh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley: and they lifted up their eyes, 
and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see it. 


14 And the cart came into the field - 
of Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and stood 
there, where there was a great stone: 
and they clave the wood of the cart, 
and offered the kine a burnt offering 
unto the Lorp. 


1h And the Levites took down the 
ark of the Lorp, and the coffer that 
was With it, wherein the jewels of gold 
were, and put them on the great stone: 
and the men of Beth-shemesh offered 
burnt offerings and sacrificed sacrifices 
the same day unto the Lorn. 


16 And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen ¢t, they returned 
to Kkron the same day. 


17 And these are the golden emerods 

which the Philistines returned for a 
trespass offering unto the Lorn; for 
Ashdod one, for Gaza one, for Askelon 
one, for Gath one, for iKkron one; 


18 And the golden mice, according to 
the number of all the cities of the Phi- 
listines belonging to the five lords both 
of fenced cities, and of country v “ill es, 
even unto the great stone of A el, 
whereon they set down the ark of the 
Lorn: which stone remaineth unto this 
day in the field of Joshua, the Beth- 
shemite. 


19 ¢ And he smote the men of Beth- 
shemesh, because they had looked into 
the ark of the Lorn, even he smote of 
the people fifty thousand and threescore 
and ten men: and the people lamented, 
because the Lorn had smitten many of 
the people with a great slaughter. 


20 And the men of Beth-shemesh said, 

Who is able to stand before this holy 
Lorp God? and to whom shall he go 
up from us? 


21 9 And they sent messengers to the 

inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, saying, 
The Philistines have brought again the 
ark of the Lorp; come ye down, and 
fetch it up to you. 


CHAPTER VII. 


AX D the men of Kirjath-jearim came, 
and fetched up the ark of the Lorn, 
and brought it into the house of Abi- 
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a in the hill, and sanctified Eleazar 
is son to keep the ark of the Lorn.’ 


ly And it came to pass, while the ark 
bbode in Kirjath -jearim. that the time 
vas long; for it was twenty years: and 
hele the ‘house of Israel lamented after 


'3 ¢ And Samuel spake unto all the 
Jouse of Israel, saying, If ye do return 
into the Lorp with all your hearts, then 
ut away the strange gods and ‘Ash- 
oth from none you, and prepare 
jour hearts unto the Lorp, and serve 
im only: and he will deliver you out 
of the hand of the Philistines. 


4 Then the children of Israel did put 
way Baalim and Ashtaroth, and served 
the Lorn only. 


5 And Samuel said, Gather all Israel 
to Mizpeh, and I will’ pray for you unto 
the Lorp. 


6 And they gathered together to Miz- 
peh, and drew water, and poured zt out 
efore the Lorn, and fasted on that 
day, and said there, We have sinned 
against the Lorn. And Samuel judged 
the children of Israel in Mizpeh. 


7 And when the Philistines heard that 

the children of Israel were gathered 
together to Mizpeh, the lords of the 
Philistines went up against Israel, And 
when the children of Israel heard it, 
they were afraid of the Philistines. 


8 And the children of Israel said to 
Samuel, Cease not to via unto the 
Lory our God for us, that he will save 
us out of the hand of the Philistines. 


9 Y And Samuel took a sucking lamb, 
and offered it for a burnt offering wholly 
unto the Lorn: and Samuel eried unto 
une Lorp for Israel: and the Lorp heard 
1m. 


10 And as Samuel was offering up the 
burnt offering, the Philistines drew near 
to battle against Israel: but the Lorp 
thundered with a Reve thunder on that 
duy upon the Philistines, and discom- 
fited them; and they were smitten be- 
fore Israel. 


11 And the men of Israel went out of 
Mizpeh, and pursued the Philistines, 
and smote them, until they came under 
Beth-car. 


12 Then Samuel took a stone, and set 
it peece aitiats and Shen, and called 
the name of ben-ezer, saying, 
Hitherto hath the Lorp helped us. 


13 ¢ So the Philistines were subdued, 
and they caine no more into the coast 
of Israel: and the hand of the Lorn 
was against the Philistines all the days 
of Samuel. 


14 And the cities which the Philistines 
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had taken from Israel were restored to 
Israel, from Ekron even unto Gath; 
and the coasts thereof did Israel deliver 
out of the hands of the Philistines. And 
there was peace between Israel and 
the Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all the 
days of his life. 


16 And he went from year to year in 
circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, and Miz- 
peh, and judged Israel in all those 
places. 


17 And his return was to Ramah; he 
there was his house; and there he 
judged Israel; and there he built an 
altar unto the Lorn. 


CHAPTER VITI. 


AX? it came to pass, when Samuel 
was old, that he made his sons 
judges over Israel. 


2 Now the name of his firstborn was 
Joel; and the name of his second, 
Abiah: they were judges in Beer-sheba. 


8 And his sons walked not in his ways, 
but turned aside after lucre, and took 
bribes, and perverted judgment. 


4 Then all the elders of Israel gathered 
themselves together, and came to Sa- 
muel unto Ramah, 


5 And said unto him, Behold, thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in thy 
ways: now make us a king to judge 
us like all the nations. 


6 | But the thing displeased Samuel, 
when they said, Give us a king to judge 
us. And Samuel prayed unto the Lorn, 


7 And the Lorp said unto Samuel, 
Hearken unto the voice of the people 
in all that they say unto thee: for they 
have not rejected thee, but they have 
rejected me, that I should not reign 
over them. 


8 According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of Egypt even 
unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, und served other gods, so 
do they also unto thee. 


9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice: howbeit yet protest solemnly 
unto them, and shew them the manner 
of the king that shall reign over them. 


10 | And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lorn unto the people that asked 
of him a king. 

11 And he said, This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: He will take a sons, and 
appoint zhem for himself, for his chariots 
and to de his horsemen; and some shall 
run before his chariots. 


12 And he will appoint him captains 
over thousands, and captains over 
fifties; and will set them to ear his 
ground, and to reap his harvest, and 
fo make his instruments of war, and 
instruments of his chariots. 
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1B And he will take your daughters 
& be confectionaries, and to be cooks, 
gid to be bakers. 
}4 And he will take your fields, and 
yur vineyards, and your oliveyards, 
‘en the best of tien and give them to 
ig servants. 
5 And he will take the tenth of your 
ged, and of your vineyards, and give 
te his officers, and to his servants. 


6 And he will take your menservants, 
aad your maidservants, and your good- 
Hest yours men, and your asses, and 
put them to his work 


17 He will take he tenth of your 
sheep: and ye shall be his servants. 

18 And ye shall cry out in that da 
because of your king which ye sh: all 
have chosen you; and the Loxrp will 
not hear you in that day. 

19 | Nevertheless the people refused 
to obey the voice of Samuel; and they 
said, Nay; but we will have a king 
over us; 

20 That we also may be like all the 
nations; and that our king may judge 
us, and go out before us, and tight 
our battles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the words of 
the people, and he rehearsed thei in 
the ears of the Lorn. 

22 And the Lorn said to Samuel], 
Hearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man 
unto his city. 


CHAPTER IX. 


OW there was a man of Benjamin, 


whose name was Kish, the son ot 

Abiel, the son of Zeror, ‘the son of 
Bechorath, the son of Aphiah, wu Ben- 
jamite, a mighty man of power. 

2 And he had a son, whose name was 
Saul, a choice young man, and a goodly : 
and there was not among the children 
of Israel a geodlier person than he: 
from his shoulders and upward he was 
higher than any of the people. 

$ And the asses of Kish Saul’s father 
were lost. And Kish said tu Saul his 
son, ‘Take now one of the servants with 
thee, and arise, go seek the asses. 


4 And he passed through mount 
Iephraim, and passed through the land 
of Shalisha, but they found them not: 
then they passed through the land of 
Shalim, and there they were not: and 
he assed through the land of the 
Benjamites, but they found ¢hem not. 


5 And when they were come to the 
land of Zuph, Saul said to his servant 
that was with him, Come, and let us 
return; lest my father leave caring for 
the ASKeS, and take thought for us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold now. 
there is in this city a man of God, and 
he is an honourable man; all that he 
saith cometh surely to pass: now let us 
gu thither; peradventure he can shew 
us our way that we should go. 
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7 Then said Saul to his servant, But, 
behold, if we go, what shall we ‘bring 
the man? for the bread is spent in our 
vessels, and there ig not 4 present to 
bring to the man of God: what have we” 





8 And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said, Behold, I have here 
at hand the fourth part of a shekel of 
silver: that will I give to the man of 
(rod, to tell us our way. 


9 (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 

went to enquire of God, ‘thus he spake, 
Come, and let us go to the seer: for 
he that is now called a Prophet was 
beforetime called a Seer.) 


10 Then said Saul to his servant, Well 
said; come, let us go. So they went 
unto the city where the man of God 
WAS. 


11 9 And as they went up the hill to 
the city, they found young maidens 
going out to draw water, and said unto 
them, Is the seer here? 


12 And they answered them, and said, 
He is; behold, he is before you: make 
haste now, for he came to day to the 
city; for there is a sacrifice of the peo- 
ple to day in the high place: 


13. As soon as ye be come into the 
city, ye shall anraie aEW ay tind him, be- 
fore he go up to the high place to ‘eat: 
for the people will not eat until he 
come, because he doth bless the sa- 
crifice ; and afterwards they eat that 
be bidden. Now therefore get you up; 
for about this time ye shall find him. 


14 And they went up into the cit 
and when they were come into ihe 
city, behold, Samuel came out against 
ce for to go up to the high place. 


5 9 Now the Lorpv had told Samuel 
in nia ear a day before Saul came, 
saying, 

16 To morrow about this time I will 

send thee a man out of the land of 
Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint him 
to be captain over my people Israel, 
that he may save my people out of 
the hand of the Philistines: for I have 
looked upon my people, because their 
cry is come unto me. 


17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lorp said unto him, Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of! this same 
shall reign over my people. 


18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel in 
the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray thee, 
where the seer’s house is. 


19 And Samuel answered Saul, and 
sid, I am the seer: go up before me 
unto the high place; for ye shall eat 
with me to day, and to morrow I will 
let thee go, and will tell thee all that 
is in thine heart. 


1) And as for thine asses that were 
Lont three days ago, set not thy mind 
on them; fur the are found. Knd on 
whom te all the desire of Israel? Js it 
not on thee, and on all thy father’s 
house ?

26 And they arose carly: and it came 
to pass about the spring of the day 
that Samuel called Saul to the top of 
the house, saying, Up, that I may send 
thee away. And Saul erose, and the 
wee out loth of them, he and Samuel, 
abroad 


27 And as they were going down to 
the end of the city, Samuel said to 
Saul, Bid the servant pass on before 

s, (and he passed on,} but stand thou 
still a while, that I may shew thee the 
word of God. 


CHAPTER X. 


FENHEN Samuel took a vial of oil, and 

poured if upon his head, and kiss- 
ed him, and said, Js zt not because 
the Lonp hath anointed thee to be 
captain over his inheritance ? 


2 When thou art departed from ime 
to day, then thou shalt find two men 


by Rachel’s sepulchre in the border of

10 And when they came thither to 
the hill, behold, a company of prophets 
met him: and the Spirit of God came

11 And it came to pass, when all that 
knew him beforetime saw that, behold, 
he prophesied among the prophets then 
the people said one to another, What 
te this that is come unto the son of 
Kish? /s Saul also among the prophets? 


12 And one of the same place an- 
swered and said, But who és their fa- 
ther? Therefore it became a proverb, 
/s Saul also among the prophets? 


183 And when he had made an end of 
prophesying, he came to the high place. 


14 J And Saul’s uncle said unto him 
and to his servant, Whither went ye? 
And he said, To seek the asses: and 
when we saw that they were no where, 
we came to Samuel. 


15 And Saul’s uncle said, Tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuel said unto you. 


16 And Saul said unto his uncle, He 
told us plainly that the asses were 
found. But of the matter of the king- 
dom, whereof Samuel spake, he told 
him not. 


17 9 And Samuel called the people 
together unto the Lor» to Mizpeh; 


18 And said unto the children of Is- 
rael, Thus saith the Lorn God of Is- 
rael, J brought up Israel out of Egypt, 
and delivered you out of the hand of 
the Egyptians, und out of the hand of 
all kingdoms, and of them that ORprene: 
ed you: 


19 And ye have this day veisctal 
your God, who himself saved you out 
of all your adversities and your tri- 
bulations; and ye have said unto him, 
Nay , brit set a king over us, Now

M0 And when Samuel had caused all 
e tribes of Israel to come uear, the 
ibe of Benjamin was taken. 


21 When he had caused the tribe of 
Benjamin to come near by their fa- 
ilies, the family of Matri was taken, 
end Saul the son of Kish was taken: 
nd when they sought him, he could 
ot be found. 


22 Therefore they enquired of the 
onp further, if the man should yet 
eome thither. And the Lorn answered, 
perold, he hath hid himself among the 
stu 


23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence: and when he stood among the 
people, he was higher than any of the 
people from his shoulders and upward. 


24 And Samuel said to all the people, 
See ye him whom the Lorp hath cho- 
sen, that there is none like him among 
all the people? And all the people 
shouted, and said, God save the king. 


25 Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote 
in a book, and laid ¢¢ up before the 
Lorp. And Samuel sent all the people 
way, every man to his house. 


26 FY And Saul also went home to 
Gibeah; and there went with him a 
band of men, whose hearts Gaod had 
touched. 


27 But the children of Belial said, How 

shall this man save us? And they de- 
spised him, and brought him no pre- 
sents. But he held his peace. 


CHAPTER XI. 


rINHEN Nahash the Ammonite came 

up, and encamped against Jabesh- 
gilead: and all the men of Jabesh said 
unto Nahash, Make a covenant with 
us, and we will serve thee. 


2 And Nahash the Ammonite answered 
them, On this condition will TI make a 
covenant with you, that T may thrust 
out all your right eyes, and lay it for 
vw reproach upon all Israel. 


3 And the elders of Jabesh said unto 
him, Give us seven days’ respite, that 
we may seud messengers unto all the 
coasts of Israel: and then, if there be 
no man to save us, we will come out 
to thee. 


4 49 Then came the messengers to 
Gibeah of Saul, and told the tidings in 
the ears of the people: and all the peo- 
ple lifted up their vuices, and wept. 


a And, behold, Saul came after the 
herd out of the field; ; and Saul said, 
What aileth the people that they weep 7? 
And they told him the tidings of the 
men of Jabesh. 

6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, and 
his anger was kindled greatly. 
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I. SAMUEL, XT. 


7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent cher 
throughout all the coasts of Israel by 
the hands of messengers, saying, Whor 
soever cometh not forth after Saul an 
after Samuel, so shall it be done untér 
his oxen. And the fear of the Lorn fe 
on the people, and they came out wit 
me consent. 


And when he numbered them i 
Bevek the children of Israel were thre 
hundred thousand, and the men of J us 
dah thirty thousand. 

9 And they, said unto the messengers 
that came, Thus shall ye say unto the 
men of Jabesh-gilead, To morrow, by 
that time the sun be hot, ye shall have 
help. And the messengers came and 
shewed ¢¢ to the men of Jabesh; and 
they were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of Jabesh said, 
‘To morrow we will come out unto you, 
and ye shall do with us all that seemeth 
good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people in three companies; 
and they came into the midst of the 
host in the morning watch, and slew 
the Ammonites until the heat of the 
day: and it came to pass, that they 
which remained were scattered, 80 that 
two of them were not lett together. 


12 § And the people said unto Samuel, 

Who is he that said, Shall Saul reign 
over us? bring the men, that we may 
put them to death. 

13 And Saul said, ‘There shall not a 
man be put to death this day: for to 
day the toni hath wrought salvation 
in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the ae 
Come, and let us go to Gilgal, and 
renew the kingdom there. 

15 And all the pe peony, went to Gilgal; 
and there they Saul king before 
the Lorp in (lea ul; and there they sa- 
crificed sacrifices of peace offerings be- 
fore the Lown; and there Saul and all 
the men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 


CHAPTER XII. 


A* I) Samuel said unto all Israel, 
Behold, [have hearkened unto 
your voice in all that ye said unto me, 
wid have made a king over you. 


2 And now, behold, the king walketh 
before you: and I am old and gray- 
headed; and, behold, my suns are with 
you: and I have walked before you 
from my childhood unto this day.

75 And he said unto them, The Lorn 
is Witness aga ainst you, and his anointed 
s witness this day, that ye have not 
jound ought in my hand. And they 
nunswered, He is witness. 


‘6 F And Samuel said unto the people, 
(itis the Lorn that advanced Moses and 
‘Aaron, and that brought your tathers 
hip out of the land of Egypt. 


17 Now therefore stand still, that I 
may reason with you before the Lorn 
of all the righteous acts of the Lorn, 
which he did to you and to your fathers. 


8 When Jacob was come into Egypt, 
and your fathers cried unto the Lorn, 
then the Lorn sent Moses and Aaron, 
which brought forth your fathers out 
of Egypt, and made them dwell in this 
place. 


3 And when they forgat the Lorn their 
God, he suld them into the hand of 
Sisera, captain of the host of Hazor, 
and into the hand of the Philistines, and 
into the hand of the king of Moab, and 
they fought against then. 


10 And they cried unto the Lorn, and 
said, We have sinned, because we have 
forsaken the Lorn, ‘and have served 
Baalim and Ashtaroth: but now deliver 
us out of the hand of our enemies, and 
we will serve thee. 


11 And the Lorn sent Jerubbaal, and 
Bedan, and Jephthah, and Samuel, and 
delivered you out of the hand of your 
evemuey on every side, and ye dwelled 
safe 


12 And when ye saw that Nahash the 
king of the children of Ammon came 
against you, ye said unto me, Nay; 
but a king shall reign over us: when 
the Lorp your God eas your king. 


13 Now therefore behold the king 
whoin ye have chosen, and whom ye 
have desired! and, behold, the Lorn 
hath set a king over you. 


14 If ye will fear the Lorn, and serve 
him, and obey his voice, and not rebel 
against the commandment of the Lorn, 
then shall both ye and also the king 
that reigneth over you continue follow- 
ing the Lorp your God: 


15 But if ye will not obey the voice 
of the Lor», but rebel against the com- 
mandment of the Lorn, then shall the 
hand of the Lorp be against you, as it 
was against your fathers. 


16 ¥ Now therefore stand and see this 
great thing, which the Lorn will du be- 
fore your eyes. 


17 Js it not wheat harvest to day? I 
will call unto the Lorp, and he shall 
send thunder and rain; that ye may 
Percewe and see that your wickedness 
ts great, which ye have done in the 
sient of the Lorp, in asking you a 

ing. 
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18 So Samuel called unto the Loan; 

and the Lorp sent thunder and rain 
that day: and all the people greatly 
feared the Lorp and Samuel 


19 And all the peonls said unto 
pac. Pray for thy servants unto the 











thy God, that we die not: for 
have added unto all our sins this evi 
to ask us a king. 


20 ¢ And Samuel said unto the Ped 
ple, Fear not: ye have done all th 
wickedness: yet turn not aside from 
following the Lorn, but serve the Lorp 
with all your heart; 


21 And turn ye not aside: for then 
should ye go after vain uanee which 
cannot profit nor deliver; for they are 
vain. 


22 For the Lorp will not forsake his 
people for his great name’s sake: be- 
cause it hath pleased the Lorp to make 
you his people. 


23 Moreover as for me, God forbid that 

I should sin against the Loup in ceas- 
ing to pray for you: but I will teach 
you the good and the right way: 


24 Only fear the Lorn, and serve him 
in truth with all your heart: for con- 
sider how great things he hath done 
for you. 


25 But if ye shall still do wickedly 
ye shall be consumed, both ye and 
your king. 


CHAPTER XL 


AUL reigned one year; and when 
: ae had reigned two years over 
srael, 


2 Saul chose him three thousand men 

of Israel; svhereaf two thousand were 
with Saul in Michmash and in mvount 
Beth-el, and a thousand were with 
Jonathan in Gibeah of Benjamin: and 
the rest of the people he sent every 
man to his tent. 


3 And Jonathan smote the ee of 
the Philistines that was in Geba, and 
the Philistines heard of it. And Saul 
blew the trumpet throughout all the 
land, saying, Let the Hebrews hear. 


4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philis- 
tines, and ¢hat Israel also was had in 
abomination with the Philistines. And 
the people were called together after 
Saul to Gilgal. 


6 | And the Philistines gathered them- 
selves together to fight with Israel, 
thirty thousand chariots, and six thou- 
sand horsemen, and eople as the sand 
which is on the sea shore in multitude: 
and they came up, and pitched in Mich- 
mash, eastward from Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people 
were distressed, ) then the people did 
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‘hide themselves in caves, and in thick- 

ets heir in rocks, and in high places, 
and i in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went over 

Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead. 

As for Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and 

es the people followed him trembling 


And he tarried seven days, ac- 
con ing to the set time that Samuel 

appointed: but Samuel came not to 
(iat and the people were scattered 
‘from him. 
‘ 9 And Saul said, Bring hither a burnt 
\offering to me, and peace offerings. And 
che offered the burnt offering. 


: 10 And it came to pass, that as soon 
as he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, behold, Samuel came; 
and Saul went out to meet him, that 
he might salute him. 


11 F And Samuel said, What bast 
thou done? And Saul said, Because I 
saw that the people were scattered from 
me, and that thou camest not within 
the days appointed, and that the Phi- 
listines gathered themsely es together 
at: Michmash; 


12 Therefore said I, The Philistines 
will come down now upon me to Gilgal, 
and I have not made supplication unto 
the Lorn: I forced myself therefore, and 
offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou hast 

done fvolishly: thou hast not kept the 
commandment. of the Lorn thy God, 
which he commanded thee: for now 
would the Lory have established thy 
kingdom upon Israel for ever. 


14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue: the Lory hath sought him a 
man after his own heart, and the Lorn 
hath commanded him to be captain over 
his people, because thou hast not kept 
that which the Lor» commanded thee. 


15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up 
from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benjamin. 
And Saul numbered the people that 
were present with him, about six hun- 
dred men. 

16 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were present with 
them, abode in Gibeah of Benjamin: but 
the Philistines encamped in Michmash. 


17 ¢ And the spoilers came out of the 
eamp of the Philistines in three com- 
panies: one company turned unto the 
way that leadeth to Ophrah, unto the 
land of Shual: 

18 And another company turned the 
way to Beth-horon: and another com- 
pany turned to the way of the border 
that looketh to the valley of Zeboim 
toward the wilderness. 


19 | Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Israel: for 
the Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears: 

20 But all the Israelites went down to 
the Philistines, to sharpen every man 
his share, and his coulter, and his ax, 

and his mattock. 


21 Yet they had a file for the mattocks, 
and for the coulters, and for the forks, 
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ane tot the axes, and to sharpen the 


2 So it came to pass in the day of 
bate that there was neither gyord 
nor spear found in the hand of arg of 
the people that were with Saul and 
Jonathan: but with Saul and with Jo- 
nathan his son was there found. 

23 And the parion of the Philistings 
went out to the passage of Michmash. 


CHAPTER XIV. | 


OW it came to pass upon a day, 
that Jonathan the son of Saul said 
unto the young man that bare his 
armour, Come, and let us go over to 
the Philistines’ ’ garrison, that 7s on the 
other side. But he told not his father. 
2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah under a pomegranate 
tree which 7s in Migron: and the people 
that were with him were about six hun- 
dred men; 

3 And Ahiah, the son of Ahitub, 
I-chabod’s brother, the son of Phi- 
nehas, the son of Eli, the Lorp’s priest 
in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And the 
people knew not. that Jonathan was 

zone. 

A G And between the passages, by 
which Jonathan sought to go over unto 
the Philistines’ garrison, there was a 
sharp rock on the one side, and a sharp 
rock on the other side: and the name 
of the one was Bozez, and the name of 
other Seneh. 


5 The forefront of the one was situate 

northward over against Michmash, and 
the other southward over against Gi- 
beah. 
6 And Jonathan said to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, and 
let us go over unto the garrison of 
these uncircumeised: it may be that 
the Lorp will work for us: for there 
tg no restraint to the Lorn to save by 
many or by few. 


7 And his armourbearer said unto 
him, Do all that ¢s in thine heart: turn 
thee; behold, Tam with thee according 
to thy heart. 

8 ‘Then said Jonathan, Behold, we will 
puss over unto these men, and we will 
discover ourselves unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, aay 
until we come to you; then we will 
stand still in our place, and will not 
go up unto them,

12 49 And Saul was afraid of David 
because the Lorp was with him, and 
was departed from Saul. 

13 'Thereture Saul removed him from 
him, and made him his captain over a 
thousand; and he went out and came 
before the people. 

14 And David behaved himself wisely 
in all his ways; and the Lorn was 
with him. 

15 Wherefore when Saul saw that he 
behaved himself very wisely, he was 
atraid of him. 

16 But all Israel and Judah loved Da- 
vid, because he went out and came in 
betore them. 

17 9 And Saul said to David, Behold 
my elder daughter Merab, her will I 
give thee to wife: only be thou valiant 
fur me, and fight the Lorn’s battles. 
For Saul said, Let not mine hand be 
upon him, but let the hand of the 
Philistines be upon him. 


18 And David said unto Saul, Who 
am 1? and what is my life, or my fa- 
ther’s family in Israel, that I should 
be gon in law to the king? 

19 Put it came to pass at the time 
when Merab Saul’s daughter should 
have been given to David, that she 
was given unto Adriel the Meholathite 
to wife. 

2) And Michal Sauls duughter loved 
David: and they told Saul, and the 
thing pleased him. 

21 And Saul said, I will give him her,. 
that she may be a snare to him, wid 
that the hand of the Philistines. may 
be against him. Wherefore Saul said 
to David, Thou shalt this day be my 
son in law in the one of the twain. 


22 G And Saul commanded his ser- 
vants, saying, Commune with David 
secretly, and sa Behold, the king 
hath delight in th lee, and all his ser- 
vants love thee: now therefore be the 
king’s son in law. 

23 And Saul’s servants spake those 
words in the ears of David. And Da-

they went forth, that David behaved 
himself inore wisely than all the ser- 
vants of Saul; sv that his name was 
much set by. 


CHAPTER XIX.

9 And the evil spirit from the Lor 
was upon Saul, as he sat in his hous 
with his javelin i in his hand: and Da 
vid played with kis hand. | 


10 And Saul sought to smite David 
even to the wall with the javelin; but 
he slipped away out of Saul’s presence, 
aud he smote the javelin into the wall; 
and David fled, and escaped that night. 


11 Saul also sent messengers unto 
David’s house, to watch him, and to 
slay him in the morning: and Michal 
David's wife told him, saying, If thou 
save not thy life to night, to morrow 
thou shalt be slain. 


12 ¢ So Michal let David down through 
a window: and he went, and fled, and 
escaped. 


13 And Michal took an image, and 
laid 2¢ in the bed, and put a pillow of 
goats’ hair tor his bolster, and covered 
2t with a cloth. 


14 And when Saul sent messengers 
to take David, she said, He is sick. 


15 And Saul sent the messengers again 
to see David, saying, Bring him up to 
me in the bed, that I may slay him. 


16 And when the messengers were 
come in, behold, there was an image in 
the bed, with a pillow of goats’ hair 
for his bolster. 


17 And Saul said unto Michal, Why 
hast thou deceived me so, and sent 
away mine enemy, that he 18 escaped? 
And Michal answered Saul, He said 
Hee me, Let me go; why should I kill 
thee 7 


18 9 So David fled, and escaped, and 

came to Samuel to Ramah, and told 
him all that Saul had done to him. 
And he and Samuel went and dwelt 
in Naioth. 


19 And it was told Saul, saying, Be- 
hold, David ig at Naivth in Ramah. 


20 And Saul sent messengers to take 
David: and when they saw the com- 
pany of the prophets prophesying, and 
Samuel standing as appointed over 
them, the Spirit of God was upon the 
messengers of Saul, and they also pro- 
phesied. 


21 And when it was told Saul, he sent 

other messengers, and they prophesied 

likewise. And Saul sent messengers 

aren the third time, and they pro- 
resied also. 


22 Then went he also to Ramah, and 
came to a great well that is in Sechu: 
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And they went out both of them in 
the field. 





12 And Jonathan said unto Davi 
O Lorn God of Israel, when I hay - 
sounded my father a out to morrot 
a time, or the third day, and, 
d, if there be good toward David.

16 So Jonathan made a covenant with 
the house of David, saying, Let the 
Lorn even require it at the hand of 
Pavid’s enemies.

24 9 So David hid himself in the field: 
and when the new moon was come, 
the king sat him down to eat meat. 
20 And the king sut upon his seat, 
as at other times, even upun a seat 
by the wall; aud Jonathan arose, and 
Abner sat by Saul’s side, and David's 
place was empty. 

26 Nevertheless Saul spake not any 
thing that day: for he thought, Some- 
thing hath befallen him, he ¢s not clean;

33 And Saul cast a javelin at him to 
smite him: whereby Jonathan knew 
that it was determined of his father to 
slay David. 


$4 So Jonathan arose from the table 
in fierce anger, and did eat no meat 
the second day of the month: for he 
was grieved tor David, because his 
father had done him shame. 


35 F And _it came ty pass in the morn- 
ing that Jonathan went out into the 
field at the time appointed with David, 
and a little lad with him.

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
any Saul and upon his suns; and the 
Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abi- 
nadab, and Melchi-shua, Saul’s sons. 


8 And the battle went sore agi auinst 
Saul, and the archers hit him; and he 
was sore wounded of the archers. 


4 Then said Saul unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust me 
through therewith; lest these uncir- 
cumceised come and thrust ine through, 
and abuse me. But his armourbearer 
would not; for he was sore afraid. 
Therefore Saul took a sword, and fell 
upon it. 


§ And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul, was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died with him.

9 And they cut off his head, and 
stripped off his armour, and aent into 
the land of the Philistines round about, 
to pacneh it in the house of their idols, 
and among the people. 

10 And they put his armour in the 
house of Ashtaroth: and they fastened 
his body to the wall of Beth-shan. 

11 ¢ And when the inhabitants of 
Jabesh-gilead heard of that which the 
Philistines had done to Saul; 

12 All the valiant men arose, and 
went all night, and took the body of 
Saul and the bodies of his sons from 
the wall of Beth-shan, and came to 
Jabesh, and burnt them there. 


13 And they took their bones, and 
buried them under a tree at Jabesh, 
and fasted seven days.

4 And David said unto him eh went 
the matter? T pray thee, tell me. And 
he answered, | ‘hat the Pople ae fled 
from the battle, and many of the people 
also are fallen and dead; and Saul and 
Jonathan his son are dead also. 

f And David said unto the young 
man that told him, How knowest thou 
that Saul and Jonathan his son be dead? 

6 And the young man that told him 
said, As IT happened by chance upon 
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mount Gilboa, pene Saul leaned upon 
his spear; and, "the chariots and 
normemen ten hard after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him 
he saw me, and called unto me. And 
I answered, Here am I. 

8 And he said unto me, Who aré thou? 
And I answered him, I am an Amalekite. 


9 He said unto me again, Stand, I 
pray thee, upon me, and slay me: for 
anguish is come upon me, because my 
life is yet whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, and slew him, 
because I was sure that he could not 
live after that he was fallen: and | 
took the crown that was upon his head, 
and the bracelet that was on his arm, 
eae brought them hither unto 
my lo 
Hf Then David took hold on his clothes, 
. and rent them; and likewise all the men 
‘that were with him: 

12 And, they mourned, and wept, and 
fasted until even, for Saul, and fur Jo- 
nathan his son, and for the people a 
the Lorn, and for the house of Israel; 
because they were fallen by the sword. 

13 4 And David said unto the young 
man that told him, Whence art thou? 
And he answered, J am the son ofa 
stranger, an Amalekite. 

14 And David said unto him, How wast 
thou not afraid to stretch forth thine 
hand to destroy the Lorn’s anointed ? 

15 And David called one of the young 
men, and said, Geo near, and fall upon 
him. And he smote him that he died. 


16 And David said unto him, Thy blood 
be upon thy head; for thy mouth hath 
testified a ainst thee, saying, 1 have 
slain the Lorp's anointed. 

17 9 And David lamented with this 
lamentation over Saul and over Jona- 
than his son: 

18 (Also he bade them teach = the 
children of Judah the use of the bow: 
behold, é¢ is written in the book of 
Jasher. ) 

19 'The beauty of Israel is slain upon 
th high places: how are the mighty 
fallen! 

20 ‘Tell it not in Gath, publish i not 
in the streets of Askelon: lest the 
daughters of the Philistines rejoice, lest 
the daughters of the uncircumcised 
triumph. 

21 Ye mountains of Gilboa, let there 
be no dew, neither det there. be rain, 
upon you, nor fields of offerings: for 
there the shield of the mighty is vilely 
cast away, the shield of Saul, as though 
he had not been anointed with oil. 


22 From the blood of the slain, from 
the fat of the mighty, the bow of Jo- 
nathan turned not back, and the sword 
of Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely and 
pleasant in their lives, and in their 
death they were not divided: they were 
swifter than eagles, they were stronger 
than lions. 

24 Ye seated Sete of Israel, weep over 
Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, with 
one delights, who put on ornaments 
of gold upon your apparel. 
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25 How are the vig ciar Mer verre in jhe: 
midst of the battle! on hou’ 
wast slain in thine high paris 


26 I am distressed for thee, m my brother 
Jonathan: very pleasant hast thou been 
unto me: thy love to me was wonderful, 

passing the love of women. 


27 How are the mighty fallen, and 
the weapons of war perished} 


CHAPTER II. 


ND it came to pe ss after this, that 
David enquired of the Loxp, say- 
ing, Shall I go up into any of the cities 
of Judah’ ? And the Lorn said unto him 
Go up. And David said, Whither shall 
I go up? And he said, Unto Hebron. 


2 So David went up thither, and his 
two wives also, Ahinoam the Jezree)- 
itess, and Abigail Nabal’s wife the Car- 
melite. 


3 And his men that were with him 
did David bring up, every man with 
his household: and they dwelt in the 
cities of Hebron. 


4 And the men of Judah came, and 
there they anointed David king over 
the house of Judah. And they told 
David, saying, That the men of Jabesh- 
gilead were a that buried Saul. 


5 § And David sent messengers unto 
the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said unto 
them, Blessed de ye of the Lorn, that 
ye have shewed this kindness unto 

our lord, even unto Saul, and have 

uried him. 


6 And now the Lorp shew kindness 
and truth unto yous and I also will 
requite you this kindness, because ye 
have done this thing. 


7 Therefore now let your hands be 
strengthened, and be ye valiant: for 
our master Saul is dead, and also the 
iouse of Judah have anointed me king 
over them. 


% | But Abner the son of Ner, captain 
of Saul’s host, took Ish-bosheth the son 
of Saul, and brought him over to Ma- 
hanaim ; 


9 And made him king over Gilead, and 

over the Ashurites, and over Jezreel, 
and over Ephraim, and over Benjamin, 
and over all Israel. 


10 Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was forty 
ears old when he began to reign over 
Hsrael, and reigned two years. But the 
house of Judah followed David. 


1) And the time that David was king 
in Hebron over the house of Judah 
was seven years and six months. 


12 § And Abner the son of Ner, and 
the servants of Ish-bosheth the son 
rf Saul, went out from Mahanaim to 

ibeon.

13 And Joab the son of Zeruiah, and 
the servants of David, went out, and 
met together by the ‘pool of Gibeon: 
and they sat down, the one on the one 
side of the pool, and the other on the 
other side of the puol. 


14 And Abner said to Joab, Let the 
young men now arise, and play before 
us. And Joab said, Let them arise. 


15 Then there arose and went over 
by number twelve of Benjamin, which 
vertained to Ish-bosheth the son of Si aul, 
and twelve of the servants of David.

20 Then Abner looked behind hin, 
and said, Art thou Asahel? Aud he 
answered, I am. 


21 And Abner said to him, Turn thee 
aside to thy right hand or to thy left, 
and lay thee hold on one of the young 
men, and take thee his armour. But 
Asahel would not turn aside from fol- 
lowing of him. 


22 And Abner said again to Asahel, 
Turn thee aside from following me: 
wherefore should I smite thee to the 
ground? how then should IT hold up 
iny face to Joab thy brother? 


23 Howbeit he refused to turn aside: 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end 
of the spear smote him under the tifth 
rb, that the spear came out behind 
him; and he fell down there, and died 
in the same place: and it came to pass, 
that as many as came to the place 
ae AS: hel fe Wl) down and died stood 
sti 


24 Joab also and Abishai pursued after 
Abner: and the sun went down when 
they were come to the hill of Ammah, 
that lieth before Giah hy the way of 
the wilderness of Gibeon. 


25 § And the children of ats 
gathered themselves together after Ab- 
ner, and became one trvop, and stood 
on the top of an hill. 


26 Then Abner called to Joab, and 
said, Shall the sword devour for ever? 
knowest thou not that it will be bitter- 
ness in the latter end? how long shall 
it be then, ere thou bid the peuple 
return from following their brethren? 
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27 And Joab said, As God liveth, un- | 
less thou hadst spoken onbey. then j in 
the morning the people a ne up 
every one from following ae rother,} 


28 So Joab blew a trumpet, and all: 
the people stood still, and pursued after 
Israel no more, neither fought they 
any more. 

*} And Abner and his men walked’ 
all that night through the plain, and 
passed over Jordan, and went through 
all Hithron, and they came to Ma- 
hanaim. 


50 And Joab returned from following 
Abner: and when he had gathered all. 
the people tugether, there lacked of 
David’s servants nineteen men and 
Asahel. 

831 But the servants of David had 
sinitten of Benjamin, and of Abner’s 
men, so that three hundred and three- 
score men died. 

32 9 And they took up Asahel, and 
buried him in the sepulchre of his fa- 
ther, which was in Beth-lehem. And 
Joab and his men went all night, and 
they came tou Hebron at break of day.

fault concerning this woman ? 

9 So do God to Abner, and more also, 
except, as the Lorn hath sworn to Da- 
vid, even so I do to him;

19 And Abner also spake in the ears 
of Benjamin: and Abner went also to 
speak in the ears of David in Hebron

26 And when Joab was come out OL 
David, he sent messengers after Abner 
which brought him again from the well 
of Sirah: but David knew it not. 


27 And when Abner was returned to 
Hebron, Joab took him aside in the 
gate to speak with him ace one 
smote him there under the fitt hr 
that he died, for the blood of Asahat 
his brother. 


28 q9 And afterward when David hear 
it, he said, I and my kingdom are guilt- 
less before the Lorn for ever from the 
blood of Abner the son of Ner: 


2) Let it rest on the head of Joab, 
and on all his father’s house; and let 
there not fail from the house of Joab 
one that hath an issue, or that is a 
leper, or that leaneth on a staff, or 
pi i alleth on the sword, or that lac keth 
reac 


80 So Joab and Abishai his brother 
slew Abner, because he had slain their 
brother Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. 


31 9 And David said to Joab, and to 
all the people that were with him, Rend 
your clothes, and gird you with sack- 
eloth, and mourn before Abner. And 
king David himself followed the bier. 


32 And they buried Abner in Hebron: 
und the king lifted up his vouice, and 
wept at the grave at Abuee: and all 
the peuple wept. 


33 And the king lamented over Abner, 
and said, Died Abner as a fuol dieth? 


354. Thy hands were not bound, nor 
thy feet put into fetters: as a man 
falleth befure wicked men, so fellest 
thou. And all the people wept again 
over him. 


35 And when all the people came 
to cause David to cat meat while it 
was yet day, David sware, saying, So 
do God to me, and more also, if 
taste bread, or ought else, till the sun 
be down.

5 And the sons of Rimmon the Beer- 
othe Rechab and Baanah, went, and 
came about the heat of the day to the 
house of IJsh-busheth, who lay on a 
bed at nocu. 


6 And they came thither into the 
midst of the house, as though they 
would have fetched wheat; and they 
smote him under the fifth rid: and 
Rechab and Baanah his brother escaped. 


7 For when they came into the house, 

he lay on his bed in his bedchamber, 
and they smote him, and slew him, 
and beheaded him, and took his head, 
and gat them away through the plain 
all night. 


8 And they brought the head of Ish- 
bosheth unto David to Uebrou, and 


ii one was Baanah, and the name of 


said to the king, Behold the head of 


Ish-bosheth the son of Saul thine enemy, 
which sought thy lifes; and the Lorp 
hath avenged amy lord the king this 
day of Saul, and of his seed. 


9 ¢ And David answered Rechab and 
Baanah his brother, the sons of Rimmon 
the Beerothite, and said unto them, sts 
the Lonrp liv eth, who hath redeeme d my 
goul out of all adv ersity, 


10 When one told me, saying, Behold, 
Saul is dead, thinking to ae br ought 
good tidings, I tvok hold of him, and 
slew him in Ziklag, who thought that 
I would have given him a reward for 
his tidings: 


11 How much more, when wicked 
men have slain a righteous person in 
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his @wn house upon his bed? shall 
not therefore now require his blood o 
your hand, and take you away mm 
the earth? 


12 And David commanded ae youn 
men, and they slew them, and cut o 
their hands and their feet, and han ed 
them up over the pool in Hebron. Bu 
they took the head of Ish-bosheth, and. 
buried it in the sepulchre of Abner in 
Hebron. 


CHAPTER V. 


MYINHEN came all the tribes of larael 
3 to David unto Hebron, and spake 
saying, Behold, we are thy bone and 
pee flesh. 


2 Also in time past, when Saul was 
king over us, thou wast he that leddest 
out and brouehtest in Israel: and the 
Lorp said to thee, ‘Thou shalt feed my 
people Israel. and thou shalt be a 
captain over Israel.

Pe Jerusalem unto the Jebusites, the 
inhabitants of the land: which spake 
unto David, saying, Except thou take 
away the blind and the lame, thou shalt 
not come in hither: thinking, David 
cannot eome in hither. 


7 Nevertheless David took the strong 
Ae ‘i Aion: the same is the city of 
WiC 


8 And David said on that day, Who- 
soever getteth up to the gutter, and 
smiteth the Jebusites. and the lame 
and the blind, that are hated of David's 
soul, he shell Le chief and captain. Where- 
fore they said, The blind and the lame 
shall not come into the house. 


Y So David dwelt in the fort, and 
called it the city of David. And David 
built round about from Millo and inward. 


10 And David went on, and grew 
great, and the Lorn God of hosts was 
with him. 


11 | And Hiram king of Tyre pent 
messengers to David, and cedar trees, 
and carpenters, and masons: and they 
built David an house. 


12 And David perceived that the Lorn 
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had established him king over Israel, 
and that he had exalted his kingdom 
for his people Israel’s sake. 


18 ¢ And David took him more concu- 
bines and wives out of Jerusalem, after 
he was come from Hebron: and there 
‘were yet sons and daughters born to 
David. 


14 And these be the names of those 
| that were born unto him in Jerusalem; 
Shammuah, and Shobab, and Nathan, 
ang Solomon, 


15 Ibhar also, and Elishua, and Nepheg, 
and Japhia, 


16 And Klishama, and Eliada, and 
Eliphalet. 


17 ¥ But when the Philistines heard 
that they had anointed David king over 
(srael, all the Philistines came up to 
seek David: and David heard of ce, and 
went down to the hold. 


(18 The Philistines also came and spread 
theinselves in the valley of Rephaim. 


49 And David enquired of the Lorn, 
gaying, Shall | go up to the Philistines ? 
wilt thou deliver them into mine hand ? 

nd the Lorn said unto David, Go up: 
pr I will doubtless deliver the Philis- 

nes into thine hand. 

(20 And David came to Baal-perazim, 
end David smote them there, and said, 
The Lor» hath broken forth tipon mine 





enemies before me, as the breach of 


waters. Therefore he called the name 
of that place Baal-perazim. 


21 And there they left their imapes, 
and David and his men burned them. 


22 9 And the Philistines came up yet 
again, and spread themselves in the 
valley of Rephaim. 


23 And when David enguired of the 
Lorp, he said, Thou shalt not go up; 
but fetch a compass behind them, and 
come upon them over against the mul- 
berry trees. 


24 And let it be, when thou hearest 
the sound of a going in the tops of the 
mulberry trees, that then thou shalt 
bestir thyself: for then shall the Lorp 
go out before thee, to smite the host 
of the Philistines. 


25 And David did so, as the Lonp 
had commanded him; and smote the 
Philistines from Geba until thou come 
tu Gazer. 


CHAPTER VI. 


Aa David gathered together 
all the chosen men of Israel, thirty 
thousand. 

2 And David arose, and went with 
all the people that were with him from 
Baale of Judah, to bring up from thence 
the ark of God whose name is called 
by the name of the Lorp of hosts that 
dwelleth Jetween the cherubims. 

3 And they set the ark of God upon 
a new cart, and brought it out of the 
house of Abinadab that was in Gibeah:

Israel played before the Lorp on a 
manner of instruments mude of fir wood 
even on harps, and on psalteries, and 
on timbrels, and on cornets, and on 
cymbals. 


6 F And when they came to Nachon’s 
threshingfloor, Uzzah ut forth his hand 
to the ark of God, ae took hold ot it 
for the oxen shook it. 


7 And the suge of the Lorn wag 
kindled against Uzzah; and God smote 
him there for Ads error: and there he 
died by the ark of God. 


8 And David was displeased, because 
the Lorn had made a breach upon 
Uzzah: and he called the name of the 
place Perez-uzzah to this day. 


9 And David was afraid of the Lorp 
that day, and said, How shall the ark 
of the Lorn come to me? 


10 So David would not remove the 
ark of the Lorp unto him into the city 
of David: but David carried it aside 
into the house of Obed-edom = the 
Gittite. 


11 And the ark of the Lorn continued 
in the house of Obed-edom the Gittite 
three months: and the Lorp blessed 
Obed-edom, and all his household. 


12 9 And it was told king David, say 
ing, The Lorp hath blessed the Louse 
of Obed-edum, and all that pertaineth 
unto him, because of the ark of God. 
So David went and brought up the ark 
of God from the house of Obed-edom 
into the city of David with gladness. 


13 And it was so, that when they that 
bare the ark of the Lory had gone six 
paces, he sacrificed oxen and fatlings. 


14 And David danced before the Lorp 
with all Ais might; and David wes 
girded with a linen ephod. 


15 So David and all the house of Is- 
racl brought up the ark of the Lorp 
with shouting, and with the sound of 
the trumpet. 


16 And as the ark of the Lorn came 
into the city of David, Michal Saul’s 
daughter looked through a window, 
and saw hing David leaping and danc- 
ing before the Lorp; and she despised 
him in her heart. 


17 4 And they brought in the ark of 
the Lorn, and set it in his place, in the 
midst of the tabernacle that David had 
pitched for it: and David offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before the 
Lorp. 

18 And as soon as David had made 
an end of oftering burnt offerings and 
peace offerings, he blessed the people 
in the name of the Lorn of hosts. 


19 And he dealt among all the people. 
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even among the whole multitude of Is- 

| rael, as well to the women as men, to 
-every one a cake of bread, and a good 
| piece of flesh, and a tenon of wine. So 
‘all the people departed every one tu 
‘his house. 


20 | Then David returned to bless 
his household. And Michal the daugh- 
‘ter of Saul came out to meet David, 
‘and said, How glorious was the king 
of Israel to day, who uncovered him- 
self to day in the eyes of the hand- 
‘maids of his servants, as one of the 
‘vain fellows shamelessly uncovereth 
‘himself! 


| 21 And David said unto Michal, It 
‘was before the Lorn, which chose me 
before thy father, and before all his 
house, to appoint me ruler over the 
people of the Lorn, over Israel: there- 
gore will I play before the Lorn. 


,22 And I will yet be more vile than 
thus, and will be base in mine own 
sight: and of the maidservants which 
thou hast spoken of, of them shall I 
ye had in honour. 


3 Therefore Michal the daughter of 
Saul had no child unto the day of her 
death.

CHAPTER VII. 


ND it came to pass, when the king 

sat in his house, and the Lorp had 
given him rest round about from all 
his enemies; 


2 That the king said unto Nathan the 

prophet, See now, I dwell in an house 
of cedar, but the ark of God dwelleth 
within curtains. 


3 And Nathan said to the king, Go, 
do all that zs in thine heart; tor the 
Lorp zs with thee. 


4 94 And it came to pass that night, 
that the word of the Lor» came unto 
Nathan, saying, 


» Go and tell my servant David, Thus 
saith the Lorp, Shalt thou | build me 
an house for me to dwell in? 


6 Whereas ] have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Isracl out of Egypt, 
even to this day, but have walked in 
au tent and in a tabernacle. 


7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of Israel 
spake I a word with any of the tribes 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed 
my people Israel, saying, W hy build 
ye not me an house of cedar? 


8 Now therefore so shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus sat 
the Lor» of hosts, J took thee from the 
sheepcote, from following the sheep, to 
be ruler over my people, over Israel: 


9 And I was with thee whithersvever 
thou wentest, and have cut off all 
thine enemies out of thy sight, and 
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have made thee a great name, like 
unto the name of the great men that 
are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my people Israel. and will plant 
them, that they m ay dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more: 
neither shall the children of wicked- 
ness afflict them any more, as before- 
time, 

11 And as since the time that I com- 
manded judges fo be over my people 
Israel, and have caused thee to rest 
from all thine enemies. Also the Lorp 
telleth thee that he will make thee un 
house, 

12 9 And when thy ne be fultilled, 
and thou shalt sleep with thy fathers, 
I will set up thy seed after thee, which 
shall proceed out of thy bowels, and | 
will establish his kingdom. 


13 He shall build an house for my 
name, and | will stablish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. 

14 1 will be his father, and he shall 
be my son If he commit iniquity, | 
will chasten him with the rod of men, 
und with the stripes of the children 
of men: 

‘15 But my mercy shall not depart 
away from him, as I took 2 from Saul, 
whom I put away betore thee. 

16 And thine house and thy kingdom 
shall be established for ever befure 
thee: thy throne shall be established 
for ever. 

17 According to all these words, and 
according to all this vision, so did Na- 
than speak unto David. 


18 § Then went king David in, and 
sat before the Lorp, and he said, Who 
aml, OQ Lord Gop? and what is my 
house , {hat thou hast brought me 
hitherto ? 

19 And this was yet a small thing in 
thy sight, O Lord Gop; but thou hast. 
spoken also of thy servant's house for 
a great while to come. And zs this the 
manner of man, O Lord Gon ? 

20 And what can David say more 
unto thee? fur thou, Lord Gon, knowest 
thy servant. 

of Yor thy word’s sake, and accord- 
ing to thine own heart, hast thou done 
all these great things, to make thy 
servant know ¢éhem. 


22 Wherefore thou art great, O Lorn 
God: for there is none like thee, nei- 
ther es there any God beside thee, ac- 
cording to all that we have heard with 
our ears, 

23 And what one nation in the earth 
is like thy people, even like Israel, 
whom God went to redeem for a peo- 
ple to himself, and to make him a 
name, and to do for you great things and 
terrible for thy land, before thy peo- 
ple, which thou redeemedst to thee 

ow i gypt, from the nations and their 
gods? 

24 For thou hast confirmed to thy- 
self thy people Israel to be a people 
unto thee for ever; and thou, Lorp, art 
become their God. 

25 And now, O Lorp God, the word 
that thou hast spoken concerning thy 
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{ servant, and concerning his house, 
' establish 7¢ for ever, and do as thou 
‘ hast said. 

; 26 And let thy name be magnified for 
' ever, saying, The Lorp of hosts is the 
« God over Israel: and let the house of 
j hoe servant David be established before 


| 97 For thou, O Lorp of hosts, God of 
: Israel, hast revealed to thy servant, 
* saying, I will build thee an house: 
i there ore hath thy servant found in 
: his heart to pray this prayer unto thee. 


' 28 And now, O Lord Gon, thou art 
' that God, and thy words be true, and 
‘thou hast promised this goodness unto 
‘thy servant: 


: 29 Therefore now let it please thee to 

‘bless the house-of thy servant, that it 
may continue for ever before thee: for 
ithou, O Lord Gov, hast spoken it; and 
with "thy blessing let the house of thy 
servant be blessed for ever. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


ND after this it came to pass, that 

David smote the Philistines, and 
gubdued them: and David took Metheg- 
ammah out of the hand of the Phi- 
listines. 


2 And he smote Moab, and measured 
them with a line, casting them down 
to the ground; even with two lines 
measured he to put to death, and with 
one full line to keep alive. And so the 
Moabites became David's servants, and 
brought gifts. 


3 F David smote also Hadadezer, the 
son of Rehob, king of Zobah, as he 
went to recover his border at the river 
Kuphrates. 


4 And David took from him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven hundred horse- 
men, and twenty thousand footmen: 
and David houghed all the chariot 
horses, but reserved of them for an 
hundred chariots. 

§ And when the Syrians of Damascus 
came to succour Iladadezer king of 
Zobah, David slew of the Syrians two 
and twenty thousand men. 


6 Then David put garrisons in Syria 
of Damascus: and the Syrians became 
servants to David, and brought. gifts. 
And the Lorn preserved David whither- 
svever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Hadadezer, 
and brought them to Jerusalem. 


8 And from Betah, and from Berothai, 
cities of Hadadezer, king David took 
exceeding much brass. 

hen ‘loi king of Hamath heard 
that David had smitten all the host of 
Hadadezer, 


10 Then Toi sent Joram his son unto 
king David, to salute him, and to bless 
him, because he had fought against 
Hadadezer, and smitten him: for Ha- 
dadezer had wars with Toi. And Joram 
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brought with him vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and vessels of brass: 


11 Which also king David did dedicate 
unto the Lorn, with the silver and gold 
that he had dedicated of all nations 
which he subdued; 

12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of the 
children of Ammon, and of the Philis- 
tines, and of Amalek, and of the spoil 
of Hladadezer, son of Rehob, king of 
Zobah. 

13 And David gat him a name when 
he returned from smiting of the Syrians 
in the valley of salt, being eighteen 
thousand men. 

14 § And he pu ut garrisons in Edom; 
throughout all Edom put he garrisons, 
and all they of Edom became David's 
servants. And the Lorp preserved Da- 
vid whithersoever dhe went. 

15 And David reigned over all Israel; 
and David executed judgment and 
justice unto all his people. 

16 And Joab the son of Zeruiah was 
over the host; and Jehoshaphat the 
son of Ahilud was recorder; 

17 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, and 
Ahimelech the sun of Abiathar, were 
the priests; and Seraiah was the scribe; 

18 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over both the Cherethites and the 
pee and David’s sons were chief 
rulers 


CHAPTER IX. 


ND David said, Is there yet an 
that is left of the house of Saul, 
that I may shew him kindness for Jo- 
nathan's sake 
2 And there was of the house of Saul 


. a servant whose name was Ziba. And 


when they had called him unto David 
the king said unto him, Art thou Ziba‘

3 And the king said, /s there not yet 
any of the house of Saul, that I may 
shew the kindness of God unto him? 
And Ziba said unto the king, Jonathan 
hath yet a son, which is lame on his feet. 


4 And the king said unto him, Where 
is he? And Ziba said unto the king, 
Behold, he is in the house of Machir, 
the son of Ammiel, in Lo-debar. 

5 J Then king David sent, and fetched 
him out of the house of Machir, the 
son of Ammiel, from Lo-debar. 


6 Now when Mephibosheth, the son 
of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was come 
unto David, he fell on his face, and 
did reverence. And David said Mephi- 
busheth. And he answered, Behold thy 
servant! 

7 4 And David said unto him, Fear 
not: for I will surely shew thee kind- 
ness for Jonathan thy father’s sake, 
and will restore thee all the land of 
Saul thy father; and thou shalt eat 
bread at my table continually. 

8 And he bowed himself, and said, 
What ?e thy servant, that thou shouldest 
look upon such a dead dog as I am? 
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Then the king called to Ziba 
Saul 8 servant, and said unto him, 1 
_ have given unto thy master’s son all 
: oe pertained to Saul and to all his 
- house. 


- 10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, and 
’ thy servants, shall till the land for 
- him, and thou shalt bring in the Fruits, 
' that thy master’s sun may have food 
to eat; but Mephibosheth thy master’s 


- gon shall eat bread alway at my table. 


Now Ziba had fifteen sons und twenty 
' servants. 


11 Then said Ziba unto the king, Ac- 

‘ cording to all that my lord the king 

hath commanded his servant, so shall 

i thy servant do. As for Me phibosheth, 

, said the king, he shall eat at my table, 
as one of the king’s sons. 


12 And MephibosReth had a young 
son, whose name was Micha. And all 
that dwelt in the house of Ziba were 
yervants unto Mephibosheth. 


13 So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jerusa- 
Jem: for he did eat continually at the 


king’s table; and was lame on both 


his feet. 


CHAPTER X. 


ND it came to pass after this, that 

the king of the children of Ammon 
died, and Hanun his son reigned in 
his stead. 


2 Then said David, I will shew kind- 
ness unto Hanun the son of Nahash, 
as his father shewed kindness unto me. 
And David sent to comfort him by the 
hand of his servants for his father. Aud 
David’s servants came into the land 
of the children of Aimmon. 


3 And the princes of the children of 


Ammon said unto Hanun their Jord, 
Thinkest thou that David doth honour 
thy father, that he hath sent comtorters 
unto thee? hath not David rather sent 
his servants unto thee, to search the 
city, aud to spy it out, and to over- 
throw it? 


4 Wherefore Hanun took David's ser- 


vants, and shaved off the one half of 


their beards, and cut off their garments 
in the middle, even to their buttocks, 
and sent them away. 


6h When they told @ unto David, he 

sent to meet them, because the men 
were greatly ashamed: and the king 
said, ‘Yarry at Jericho until your beards 
be grown, and ¢hen return. 


6 | And when the children of Ammon 
suw that they stank before David, the 
ayia of Ammon sent and hire d the 

Syrians of Beth-rehob, and the Syrians 
of Zoba, jeveuty thousand fuotmen, and 
of king Maacah a thousand men, and 
of Ish-tob twelve thousand men. 


7 And when David heard of 7¢, he sent. 
Joab, and all the host of the mighty 
men. 
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8 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array at the 
entering in of the gate: and ne Srrane 
of Zoba, and of Rehob, and Ish-tob, 
and Maacah, were by themselves in. 
the field. 

9 When Joah saw that the front of 
the battle was against him before and 
behind, he chose of all the choice men 
of Isr: tel, and put them in array against 
the Syrians: 

10 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered into the hand of Abishai his 
brother, that he might put them in 
array against the children of Ammon. 

11 And he said, If the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help 
me: but if the children of Ammon be 
too strong for thee, then I will come 
and help thee. 

12 Be of good courage, and let us 
play the men for our people, and for 
the cities of our God: and the Lorp do 
that which seemeth him good. 

18 And Joab drew nigh, aud the peo- 
ple that were with him, unto the battle 
against the Syrians: and they fled: be- 
fore him. 

14 And when the children of Ammon 
suw that the Syrians were fled, then 
fled they also before A bishai, and enter- 
ed into the city. So Joub returned from 
tlie children of Amon, and came to 
Jerusalem. 

15 9 And when the Syrians saw that 
they were smitten before Israel, they 
gathered themselves together. 

16 And Hadarezer sent, and brought 
aut the Syrians that were beyond the 
river: and they came to Helam; and 
Shobach the captain of the host of Ha- 
darezer went before them.

18 And the Syri: is fled before Tyrael; 
and David slew the men of seven hun- 
dred chariots of the Syrians, and tory 
thousand horsemen, and smote Shobach 
us captain of their host, who died 
there. 

19 And when all the kings that were 


er PY arent 


. servants to Hadurezer saw that they 


were smitten before Israel, they made 
peace with Israel, and served them. So 
the Syrians feared to help the children 
of Ammon any more. 


CHAPTER XI. 


ND it came to pass, after the year 

was expired, at the time when kinga 
go forth to battle, that David sent Joab, 
and his servants with him, and all Is- 
racl; and they destroyed the children 
of Ammon, and besieged Rabbah. But 
David tarried still at Jerusalem. 


And it came to pass in an even- 
saatiie, that David arose from off his 
bed, and walked upon the roof of the 
king's house: and from the roof he 
saw a won washing herself; and the 
woman was very beautiful to look upon, 
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8 And David sent and Saquired after 
the woman. And one said, Js not this 
Bath-sheba, the daughter of Eliam, the 
wife of Uriah the Hittite? 


4 And David sent messengers, and 
took her; and she came in unto him, 
and he lay with her; for she was puri- 
fied from her uncleanness: 
returned unto her house: 


5 And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told David, and said, "lam 
with child. 


6 4 And David sent to Joab, saying, 
Send me Uriah the Hittite. And Joa 
sent Uriah to David. 


7 And when Uriah was come unto 
him, David demanded of him how Joab 
. did, and how the people did, and how 

the war prospered. 


and she 


8 And David said to Uriah, Go down 
to thy house, and wash thy feet. And 
Uriah departed out of the king’s house, 
and there fellowed him a mess of meat 
from the king. 


9 But Uriah slept at the door of the 
‘king’s house with all the servants of his 
‘lord, and went not down to his house. 


10 And when they had told Davida, 
saying, Uriah went not down unto his 
house, David-said unto Uriah, Camest 
thou not from thy journey? why then 
didst thou not go down unto thine 
house ? 


11 And Uriah said unto David, The 
ark, and Isracl, and Judah, abide in 
tents ; and my lord Joab, and the 
servants of my lord, are encamped in 
the open fields; shall I then gu into 
mine house, to eat and to drink, and 
to lie with my wife? as thou livest, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not do 
this thing. 


12 And David said to Uriah, est 
here to day also, and to morrow I will 
let thee depart. So Uriah abode in Je- 
rusalem that day, and the morrow. 


18 And when David had called him 
he did eat and drink before him; and 
he made him drunk: and at even he 
went out to lie on his bed with the 
servants of his lord, but went not down 
to his house. 


14 § And it came to pass in the 
morning, that David wrote a letter to 
Joab, and sent zt by the hand of Uriah. 


15 And_he wrote in the letter, saying, 
Set ye Uriah in the forefront of the 
hottest battle, and retire ye from him, 
that he may be smitten, and die. 


16 And it came to pass, when Joab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
Uriah unto a place where he knew that 
valiant men were. 


17 And the men of the city went out 
and fought with Joab: and there fell 


some of the people of the servants of 
David; and Uriah the Hittite died also. 


18 4 Then Joab sent and told David 
all the things concerning the war; 
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19 And charged the messenger, saying, 
When thou hast made an end of telling 
the matters of the war unto the king, 


20 And if so be that the king’s wrath 
arise, and he say unto thee, Wherefore 
approached ye so nigh unto the city 
when ye did fight? knew ye not that 
they would shvot from the wall? 


21 Who smote Abimelech the son of 
Jerubbesheth? did not a woman cast a 
piece of a millstone upon him from the 
wall, that he died in ‘Thebez? why went 
ye nigh the wall? then say thou, Thy 
servant Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 


22 4 So the messenger went, and 
came and shewed David all that Joab 
had sent him for. 


23 And the messenger said unto David, 

Surely the men prevailed against us, 
and came out unto us into the field, 
and we were upon them even unto 
the entering of the gate. 


24 And the shooters shot from off the 
wall upon thy servants; and some of the 
king’s servants be dead, and thy servant 
Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 


25 Then David said unto the mes- 
seuger, ‘hus shalt thou say unto Joab, 
Let not this thing displease thee, for 
the sword devoureth one as well a5 
another: make thy battle more stron 

against the city, and overthrow it: an 

encourage thou him. 


26 § And when the wife of Uriah 
heard that Uriah her husband was dead, 
she mourned for her husband. 


27 And when the mourning was past, 
David sent and fetched her to his house, 
and she became his wife, and bare him 
a son. But the thing that David had 
done displeased the Lorn. 


CHAPTER XIL 


ND the Lorp sent Nathan unto 

David. And he came unto him, 
and said unto him, There were two 
men in one city; the one rich, and the 
other poor. ; 

2 The rich man had exceeding many 
flocks and herds: - 

3 But the poor man had nothing, save 
one little ewe lamb, which he had 
bought and nourished up: and it grew 
up together with him, and with his 
children; it did eat of his own meat, 
and drank of his own cup, and lay 
in his bosom, and was unto him as a 
daughter. 

4 And there came a traveller unto 
the rich man, and he spared to take of 
his own flock and of his own herd, to 
dress for the wayfaring man that was 
come unto him; but took the poor 
man’s lamb, and dressed it for the man 
that wus come to him. 

5 And David’s anger was greatly 
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kindled against the man; and he said 
to Nathan, As the Lorn liveth, the 
man that hath done this thing shall 
surely die: 


6 And he shall restore the lamb four- 
fuld, because he did this thing, and 
because he had no pity. 


749 And Nathan said to David, Thou 
art the man. Thus saith the Lonn (aod 
of Israel, 1 anointed thee king over 
Israel, and I delivered thee out of the 
hand of Saul; 


8 And I gave thee thy master’s house, 
and thy master’s wives into thy bosom, 
and gave thee the house of Israel and 
of Judah; and if that had been too little, 
I would moreover have given unto thee 

such and such things. 


9 Wherefore hast thou despised the 
commandment of the Lorn, to do evil 
in his sight? thou hast killed Uriah the 
Hittite with the sword, and hast taken 
his wife do de thy wife, and hast slain 
him with the sword of the children of 
Ammon. 


10 Now therefore the sword shall never 
depart from thine house; because thou 
hast despised me, and hast taken the 
wife of Uriah the Tittite to be thy wife. 


11 ‘Thus saith the Lorn, Behold, | will 
raise up evil against thee out of thine 
own house, and J will take thy wives 
before thine eyes, and give ¢hem unto 
thy neighbour, and he shall lie with 
thy wives in the sight of this sun. 


12 For thou didst cf secretly: but. 1 
will do this thing before all Israel, and 
before the sin. 


3 And David said unto Nathan, I 
have sinned against the Lorp And 
Nathan said unto David, Phe Lorp 
also hath put away thy siu; thou shalt 
not die. 


(4 Howbeit, because by this deed 
thou hast given great occasion to the 
enemies of the Lorp to blaspheme, the 
child also thaé vx born unto thee shall 
surely die. 

Ww 9 And Nathan departed unto his 
house. And the Lorp struek the child 
that Urial’s wife bare unto David, and 
it was very sick. 

16 David therefore besought God for 
the child; and David fasted, and went 
in, and lay all night upon the earth. 


7 And the elders of bis louse arose, 
A went to him, tu raise hint up from 
the earth: but he would not, neither 
did he eat bread with them. 


18 And it came to pass on the seventh 

day, that the child died. And the ser- 
vants of David feared to tell him that 
the child was dead: for they said, Be- 
hold, while the child was yet alive, 
we pile unty him, and he would hot 
hearken unto our voice: how will he 
then vex himself, if we tell him that 
the child is dead? 


19 But when David saw that his ser- 
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vants whispered, David astenived that 
the child was dead: therefore David 
said unto his servants, Is the child dead? 
And they said, He is dead. 


20 Then David arose from the earth 
and washed, and anointed himself, an 
changed his ‘apparel, and came into the 
house of the Lorn, and worshipped: 
then he came to his own house; and 
when he required, they set bread be- 
tore him, and he did eat. 


21 Then said his servants unto him 
What thing és this that thou hast done‘ 3 
thou didst fast and weep for the child, 
while it was alive; but when the child 
was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 


22 And he said, While the child was 


acer alive, I fasted and wept: for I said, 


Vho can tell whether (ion will be gra- 
cious to me, that the child may live? 


23 But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can T bring him) back 
again? J shall go to him, but he shall 
not return fo me. 


24 9 And David comforted Bath-sheba 
his wife. and went in unto her, and 
lay with her: and she bare a son, and 
he called his name Solomon: and the 
Loxp loved him. 


25 And he sent by the hand of Nathan 
the prophet; and he called his name 
sbecilinly because of the Lorn. 


6 J And Joab fought against Rabbah 
of ‘die children of Ammon, and took 
the royal city. 


27 Aud Joab sent messengers to Da- 
vid, and said, | have fought against 
Rabbah, and have taken the city of 
waters, 

28 Now therefore gather the rest of 
the people together, and encamp against 
the city, amd take it; lest I take the 
city, and it be called) after my name. 


~Y And David gathered all the people 
foxether, and went to Rabbah, and 
fought against it, and took it. 


$0 And he tooh their king’s crown from 
off his head, the weight whereof was a 
talent of old with the precious stones: 
and it was eet on David's head. And 
he brought forth the spoil of the city 
in great abundanee. 


3) And he brought forth the people 
that cere therein, and put them unde 
saws, aud under harrows of iron, and 
under axes of iron, and made them 
pass through the brickkiln: and thus 
did he unto all the cities of the children 
of Ammon. So David and all the peo- 
ple returned unto Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER XU. 


ND it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom the son of David had a 
fnir sister, whose name was ‘Tamar; 
and Amnon the son of David loved her. 


2 And Amnon was so vexed, that he 
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fell sick for his sister Tamar; for she 
was a virgin; and Amnon thought it 
hard for him to do any thing to her. 


8 But Amnon had a friend, whose 
name was Jonadab, the son of Shimeah 
David's brother: and Jonadab was a 
very subtil man. 


4 And he said unto him, Why art 
thou, being the king’s son, ‘lean from 
day to day? wilt thou not tell me? And 
Amnon said unto him, I love Tamar, 
my brother Absaloin’s sister. 


5 And Jonadab said unto him, Lay 
thee down on thy bed, and make thy- 
self sick: and when thy father cometh 
to see thee, say unto him, | pray thee, 
let my sister Tamar cume, and give 


. me meat, and dress the meat in my 
' sight, that I may see it, and eat 7 at 


her hand. 


64 So Amnon lay down, and inade 
himself sick: and when the king was 
come to see him, Amnon said unto the 
king, I pray thee, let Tamar my sister 
come, and make me a couple of cakes 
in my sight, that I may eat at her 
hand. 


7 Then David sent home to ‘Tamar, 
saying, Go now to thy brother An- 
non’s house, and dress him meat. 


8 So Tamar went to her brother Am- 

non’s house; and he was laid down. 
And she took flour, and kneaded ¢/, 
and made cakes in his sight and did 
bake the cakes. 


9 And she took a pan, and poured 
them out before him; but he refused to 
eat. And Amnon said, Have out all 
men from me. And they went out 
every man from him. 


10 And Amnon said unto Tamar, 
Bring the meat into the chamber, that 
I may eat of thine hand. And Tamar 
took the cakes which she had made, 
and brought them into the chamber to 
Amnon her brother. 


1! And when she had brought (hem 
unto him to eat, he took hold of her, 
and said unto her, Come lie with me, 
my sister. 

12 And she answered him, Nay, my 
brother, do not force me; fur no such 
thing ought to be done in Israel: do 
not thou this folly. 


18 And JI, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go? and as for thee, thou 
shalt be as one of the fvols in Israel. 
Now therefore, I pray thee, speak unto 
the king; for he will not withhold me 
from thee. 


14 Howbeit he would not hearken 
unto her voice: but, being stronger 
than she, forced her, and lay with her. 
15 § Then Amnon hated her exceed- 
ingly; so that the hatred wherewith 
he hated her was greater thun the love 
wherewith he had loved her. And Am- 
non said unto her, Arise, be gone. 


16 And she said unto him, There is 
no cause: this evil in sending ine away 
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is greater than the other that thou 
didst unto me. But he would not hear- 
ken unto her. 


17 Then he called his servant that 
ministered unto him, and said, Put 
now this woman out from me, and bolt 
the door after her. 





18 And she hud a garment of divers 

colours upon her: for with such robes 
were the king’s daughters that were 
virgins apparelled. Then his servant 
brought her out, and bolted the door 
after her. 


19 | And Tamar put ashes on her 
head, and rent her garment of divers 
colours that was on her, and laid her 
hand on her head, and went on crying. 


207 And Absalom her brother said unto 
her, Hath Amnon thy brother been 
with thee? but hojd now thy peace, 
my sister: he cs thy brother; regard 
not this thing. So Tamar remained 
desolate in her brother Absalom’s house. 


21 9 But when king David heard of 
all these things, he was very wroth. 


22 And Absalom spake unto his brother 
Amnon neither good nor bad; for 
saluin hated Amnon, because he had 
forced his sister Tamar. 


23 9 And it came to pass after two 
full years, that Absalom had sheep- 
Shenton in Baal-hazor, which is beside 
Ephraim: and Absalom invited all the 
king’s sons. 


24 And Absalom came to the king, 
and said, Behold now, thy servant hat 
sheepshearers; let the king, I beseech 
thee, and his eervauty go with thy ser- 
vant. 


25 And the king said to Absalom, 
Nay, my son, let us not all now go, 
lest we be chargeable unto thee. And 
he pressed him: howbeit he would not 
go, but blessed him. 


26 Then said Absalom, If not, I pra 
thee, let my brother Amnon go with 
us. And the king said unto him, Why 
should he go with thee ? 


27 But Absalom rere: him, that he 
let Ainnon and all the king’s sons go 
with him. 


28 F Now Absalom had commanded 
his servants, saying, Mark ye now 
when Amnon’s heart is merry with 
wine, and when I say unto you, Smite 
Amnon: then kill him, fear not: have 
not I commanded you? be courageous, 
and be valiant. 


29 And the servants of Absalom did 
unto Amnon as Absalom had com- 
manded. Then all the king’s sons arose, 
and every man gat him up upon his 
mule, and fled. 


30 § And it came to pass, while they 
were in the way, that tidings came to 
David, saying, Absalom hath slain all 
the king’s sons, and there is not one 
of them left. 
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81 Then the king arose, aud tare his 
garments, and lay on the earth; and 
all his servants stood by with their 
clothes rent. 

$2 And Jonadab, the son of Shimeah 
David’s brother, answered and _ said, 
Let not my lord suppose that they have 
slain all the young men_ the king's 
sons; for Amnon only is dead: for by 
the appointment of Absalom this hath 
been determined from the day that he 
forced his sister ‘Tamar. 


88 Now therefore let not my lord the 

king take the thing to his heart, to 
think that all the king’s sons are dead: 
tor Amnon only is dead. 

34 But Absalom Hed. And the young 
man that kept the watch lifted up his 
‘eyes, and lovked, and, behold, there 
came much people b Dy the way ‘of the 
hill side behind him. 


85 And Jonadab said unto the king, 
Behold, the king's suns come: as thy 
servant said, sv it is. 


36 And it came tov pass, as soon as 
he had,made an end of speaking. that, 


behold, the king’s sons came, and lifted - 


up their voice and wept: and the king 
also and all his servants wept very 
sure. 

387 FJ But Absalom tled, and went to 
Talmai, the son of Amimihud, hing of 
Geshur. And Jae mourned tor his 
son every day. 

38 So Absalom fled, and weut to 
Geshur, and was there three yeurs. 


39 And the soul of king David longed 
to go forth unto Absalom: for he was 
comferted concerning Amnon, seeing 
he was dead. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


OW Joab the sou of Zerutah per- 
ceived that the king’s heart cas 
toward Abs:lom. 


2 And Joab sent to ‘Tekoah, and feteh- 
ed thence a wise woman, nnd said unto 
her, | pray thee, feign thyself to be a 
mourner, and put on now mourning 
apparel, and anoint not thyself with 
on, but be as a woman that had along 
time mourned for the dead: 


3 And come to the king, and speak 
on this manner unto him. So Joab put 
the words in her mouth. 


44 And when the woman of Tekoah 
spake to the king, she fell on her face 
to the ground, ound did obeisanee, and 
said, Help, O king. - 


§ And the king said unto her, What 
aileth thee? And she answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine 
husband is dead. 


6 And thy handmaid had_ twu sons, 
and they two strove together in the 
field, and there was none to part them, 
mae the one smote the other, and slew 
vim. 
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7 And, behold, the whole family is 
risen against thine handmaid, and they 
said, Deliver him that amote his bro- 
ther, that we may kill him, for the life 
of his brother whom he slew; and we 
will destroy the heir also: and so they 
shall quench my coal which is left, and 
shall not leave to my husband neither 
name nor remainder upon the earth. 


8 And the king said unto the woman, 
Go to thine house, and JI will give 
charge concerning thee, 


9 And the woman of Tekoah said 
unto the king, My lord, O king, the 
iniquity be on me, and on my father's 
house: and the king and his throne be 
ruiltless. 


10 And the king said, Whosoever 
saith ought unto thee, bri ing him to me, 
and he shall not touch thee any more. 


HW Then said she, | pray thee, let the 
king remember the Lorn thy God, that 
thou wouldest not suffer the revengers 
of bluod to destrey any more, lest they 
destroy my son. And he said, As the 
Lorp liveth, there shall not one hair 
of thy son fall to the earth. 


12 Then the woman said, Let thine 
handmaid, | pray thee, speak ove word 
unto my lord the hing. And he said, 
Say on. 


8 And the woman said, Wherefore 
then bast thou thoughe such a thing 
ngainst the people of God? for the 
hing doth speak ae thing as one which 
is faulty, in that the king doth not 
feteh home again his banished. 


ff Kor we must meeds die, and are 
ax water spilt onethe ground, which 
cannot be gathered up again; neither 
doth God respeet avy person: yet doth 
he devise means, that his banished be 


net expelled from) hin. 


1d Now therefore that Pant come to 

speak of this thing unte my lord the 
hing, ees because the people have made 
me albaid: and thy handmaid said, 1 
will now speak unto the hing; il may 
be that the king will perform the re- 
quest of his Tamdtaiaia. 


16 For the hing will hear, to deliver 
his handmatd out of the h and of the 
min that would destroy me and my 
gon together out of the inheritance of 
Grod. 


17 Then thine bandmatd said, The 
word of my lord the hing shi all how 
be comfortable: for us oan angel of 
(aod, so és my lord the hing to discern 
good and bad: therefore the Loup thy 
(aod will be ee thee. 


Is Then the king answered and said 
unto the woman, Hide not from me, I 
pray thee, the thing that T shall ask 
thee. And the womau si tid, Let my lord 
the king now speak. 

19 And the king said, /s woé the hand 
of Joab with thee in all this? And the 
woman answered and said, As thy soul 
liveth, my lord the king, none can

turn to the ri ght hand or to the left 
from ought that my lord the king hath 
spoken: for thy servant Joab, he bade 
me, and he put all these words in the 
mouth of thine handmaid:

wisdom of an angel of God, to know 
all things that are in the earth. 


21 And the king said unto Joab, 
Behold now, I have done this ining:

22 And Joab fell to the ground on his 
face, and bowed himself, and thanked 
‘ the king: and Joab said, To day thy 
servant knoweth that I have found 
grace in thy sight, my lord, O king, 
in that the king hath fulfilled the re- 
quest of his servant. 


23 So Joab arose and went to Geshur, 
and brought Absalom to Jerusalem. 


24 And the king said, Let him turn 
tu his own house, and let him not see 
my face. So Absalom returned to his 
own house, and saw not the kiug’s face. 


25 § But in all Israel there was none 

to be so much praised as Absalom tor 
his beauty: from the sele of his foot 
even to the crown of his head there 
was no blemish in him. 


26 And when he polled his head, (fur 
it was at every year’s end that he 
polled it: because the hair was heavy 
on him, therefore “he polled it:) he 
weighed the hair of his head at two 
hundred shekels after the king’s weight. 


27 And untu Absalom there were born 

three sons, and one daughter, whose 
name was Tamar: she was a woman 
of a fair countenance. 


26 F So Absalom dwelt two full years 
ae Jerusalem, and saw not the king's 
ace. 


29 Therefore Absalom sent for Joab, 
to have sent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him: and when he 
sent again the second time, he would 
not come. 


30 Therefore he said unto his ser- 
vants, See, Joab’s field is near mine, 
and he hath barley there; go and set 
it on fire. And Absalom’s servants set 
the field on fire. 


31 Then Joab arose, and came to Ab- 
salom unto his house, and said unto 
him, Wherefore have thy servants set 
my field on fire? 


32 And Absalom answered Joab, Be- 
hold, I sent unto thee, saying, Come 
hither, that J] may send thee to the 


king, to say, Wherefore am I come . 
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from Geshur? i had been good for me 
to have been there still; now therefore 
let me see the king’s face; and if there 
be any iniquity in me, let him kill me. 


33 So Joab came to the king, and told 
him: and when he had called for Ab- 
salom, he came to the king, and bowed 
himself on his face to the ground be- 
es the king: and the king kissed Ab- 
salom. 


CHAPTER XV. 


A® D it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom prepared him chariots and 
horses, and tifty men to run before him. 


2 And repareld Wika up early, and 
stood beside thé*way of the gate: and 
it was so, that when any man that 
had a controversy came to the king for 
judement, then Absalom called unto 
iim, and said, Of what city art thou? 
And he said, Thy servant.is of one of 
the tribes of Israel. 


3 And Absalom said unto him, See, 
thy matters are good and right; but 


" there is no man deputed of the king to 


hear thee. 


4 Absalom said moreover, Oh that I 
were made judge in the land, that 
every man which hath any suit or 
cause might come unto me, and I would 
duo him justice! 


5 And it was so, that when any man 
came nigh to hem to do him obeisance, 
he put forth his hand, and took him, 
and kissed him. 


6 And on this manner did Absalom 
to all Israel that came to the king for 
judgment: so Absalom stole the hearts 
of the men of Israel. 


« ¥ And it came to pass after forty 
ears, that Absalom aa unto the king, 

pray thec, let me go and pay my 
vow, which I have vowed unto the 
Lorp, in Hebron. 


8 For thy servant vowed a vow while 

I abode at Geshur in Syria, saying, If 

the Lorn shall bring me again indeed 

to Jerusalem, then I will serve the 
ORD. 


3 And the king said unto him, Go in 
peace. So he aruse,and went to Hebron. 


10 ¢ But Absalom sent spies through- 
out all the tribes of Tsract, saying, As 
svon as ye hear the sound of the 
trumpet, then ye shall say, Absalom 
reigneth in Hebron. 


iL And with Absalom went two hun- 
dred men out of Jerusalem, that were 
called; aud they went in their simpli- 
city, and they knew not any thing. 


12 And Absalom sent for Ahithophel 
the Giionite, David’s counsellor, from 
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his city, even from Giloh, while he 
offered sacrifices. And the conspiracy 
was strong; for the people increased 
continually with Absalom. 


13 ¢ And there came a messenger to 
David, saying, The hearts of the men 
of Israel are after Absalom. 


14 And David said unto all his ser- 

vants that were with him at Jerusa- 
lem, Arise, and let us flee; for we shall 
not else escape from Absalom: make 
speed to depart, Jest: he overtake us 
suddenly, and bring evil upon us, and 
amite the city with the edge of the 
sword. 


15 And the king’s servants said unto 

the king, Behold, thy servants are 
ready to do wh atsoever my lord the 
king shall appoint. 


16 And the king we@t forth, and all 
his household after him. And the king 
left ten women, wich were concubines, 
io keep the house. 


17 And the king went forth, and all 
the people after him, and tarried in a 
place that was far off 


18 And all his servants passed on be- 
side him; and all the Cherethites, and 
all the Pelethites, and all the Gittites, 
six hundred men whic h came after him 
from Gath, passed on before the king. 


(9 4 Then said the king to Ittai the 
Gittite, Wherefore goest thou also with 
us? return to thy place, and abide with 
the king: for thou «vt a stranger, and 
also an exile. 


2) Whereas thon camest ba/ yesterday, 
should I this day make thee go up and 
down with us? seeing | go whither | 
may, return thou, and take back thy 
brethren: merey and truth de with thee. 


21 And Ittai answered the king, and 
suid, As the Lorp liveth, and as my 
lord the king liveth, surely in) what 
place ny lord the hing shall be, whether 
i death or life, even there also will 
thy servant be. 


22 And David said to Ittai, Go and 
pass over. And Ittai the Gittite passed 
over, and all his men, and all the little 
ones that were with him. 


23 And all the eouaery wept. with a 
loud voice, and all the people passed 
over: the king also himself passed over 
the brook Kidron, and all the people 
passed over, toward the way of the 
wilderness. 


24 4 And lo Zadok also, and all the 
Levites were with him, bearing the ark 
of the covenant of Giod: and they set 
down the ark of God; and Abiathar 
went up, until all the people had done 
passing out of the city. 


25 And the king said unto Zadok, ( Carry 

back the ark of Grod into the city : if 
1 shall find favour in the eyes of the 
Loxp, he will bring me again, and shew 
ine both it, and his habitation: 
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2 But if he thus say, I have no delight 
in thee; behold, here am 1, let him do 
to me as seemeth good unto him. 


97 The king said also unto Zadok the 
priest, Art not thou a seer? return into 
the city in peace, and your two sons 
with you, Ahimaaz thy son, and Jo- 
nathan the son of Abiathar. 


98 See, J] will tarry in the plain of the 
wilderness, until there come word from 





* you to certify me. 


29 Zadok therefore and Abiathar car- 
ried the ark of God again to Jerusalem: 
and they tarried there. 


80 4 And David went up by the ascent 
of mount Olivet, and wept as he went 
up, and had his head covered, and he 
went barefoot: and all the people that 
was with him covered every man his 
head, and they went up, weeping as 
they went up. 


81 9 And one told David, saying, 
Ahithophel «s among the conspirators 
with Absalom. And David said, O 
Lorn, I pray thee, turn the counsel of 
Ahithophel into foolishness. 


82 9 And it came to pass, that when 
David was come to the top of the 
mount, where he worshipped God, be- 
hold, Hushai the Archite came to meet 
him with his coat re nt, and earth upon 
his head: 


33 Unto whom David said, If thou 
passest on with me, then thou shalt be 
n» burden unto me: 


34 But if thou return to the city, and 
say unto Absalom, | will be thy servant, 
© king; as | have been thy father’s ser- 
vant hitherto, so all 1 now also be thy 
servant: then mayest thou for me defeat 
= counsel of Ahithophel. 


» And hast thou not there with thee 
Zulok and Abiathar the priests? there- 
fore it. shall be, that what thing soever 
thou shalt hear ‘out of the king’s house, 
thou shalt tell 7¢to Zadok and Abiathar 
the priests. 


36 Behold, they hare there with them 
their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok’s son, 
and Jonathan Abiathar’s son; and by 
them ye shall send unto ine every thing 
that ye can hear. 


37 So Hushai David's friend came into 
the city, and Absalom came into Jeru- 
salem. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


A when David was a little past 
the top of the hill, behold, Ziba the 
servant of Mephibosheth met him, with 
a couple of asses saddled, and upon 
them two hundred loaves of bread, and 
an hundred bunches of raisins, and an 
hundred of suinmer fruits, and a bottle 
of wine. 

2 And the king said unto Ziba, What 
meanest thou by these? And Ziba said 
The asses de for the king’s household 
to ride on; and the bread and summer 
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fruit for the young men to eat; and 
the wine, that such as be faint in the 
wilderness may drink. 


8 And the king said, And where is 
thy master’s son? And Ziba said unto 
the hing, Behold, he abideth at Jeru- 
salem: for he gaid, To day shall the 
house of Israel restore me the kingdom 
of my father. 


4 Then said the king to Ziba, Behold, 
thine are all that pertained unto Me- 
porbosney And Ziba said, 1 humbly 

eseech thee that I may find grace in 
thy sight, my lord, O king. 


5 § And when king David came to 
Bahurim, behold, thence came out a 
man of the family of the house of Saul, 
whose name was Shimei, the son of 
Gera: he came forth, aud cursed still 
as he came. 


6 And he cast stones a“ David, and 
at all the servants of king Dav id: and 
all the people and all the mighty men 
were on his right hand and on his left. 


7 And thus said Shimei when_ he 
cursed, Come out, come out, thou 
bloody’ man, and thou man of Belial: 


8 The Lorp hath returned upon thee 
all the blood of the house of Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned; and the 
Lorn hath delivered the kingdom into 
the hand of Absalom thy son: and, be- 
hold, thou art taken in thy mischief, 
because thou art a bloody man. 


9 4 Then said Abishai the son of 


Zeruiah unto the king, Why should 
this dead dog curse my lord the king? 
let me go over, J pray thee, and take 
off his head. 


10 And the king said, What have I to 
do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah? so let. 
him curse, because the Lorp hath said 
unto him, Curse David. Who shall then 
say, Wherefore hast thou done 80? 


11 And David said to Abishai, and to 
wl his servants, Behold, my son, which 
came forth of my bowels, seeketh my 
life: how much more now may this Ben- 
jamite do it? let him alone, and let him 
curse; for the Lorn hath bidden him. 


12 It may be that the Lorn will look 
on mine affliction, and that the Lorp 
will requite me good for his cursing 
this day. 


13 And as David and his men went 
by the way, Shimei went along on the 
hill’s side over against him, and cursed 
as he went, a threw stones at him, 
and cast dust. 


14 And the king, and all the people 
that were with hin, came weary, and 
refreshed themselves there. 


15 § And Absalom, and all the people 
the men of Israel, came to Jerusalem, 
and Ahithophel with him. 


16 And it came to pass, when Hushai 
the Archite, David’s frien , was come 
unto Absalom, that Hushai said unto 
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Absalom, (iod save the king, God save 
the king. 

17 And Absalom said to Hushai, Js 
this thy kindness to thy friend? why 
wentest thou not with thy friend? 
we And Hushai said unto Absalom, 

but whom the Lorp, and this 
peorle and all the men of Israe choose, 
1is will I be, and with him will I abide. 


19 And again, whom should I serve? 
should / not serve in the presence of 
his son? as Ihave served in thy father's 
presence, so will I be in thy presence. 

20 FY Then said Absalum to Ahitho- 
phel, Give counsel among you what 
we shall do. 

21 And Ahithophel said unto Absalom, 
Go in unto thy father’s concubines, 
which he hath left to keep the house; 
and all Israel shall hear that thou art 
abhorred of thy father: then shall the 
hands of all that are with thee be strong. 


2? So they’spread Absalom atent upon 
the top of the house; and Absalom went 
in unto his father’s concubines in the 
sight of all Israel. 

23 And the counsel of Ahitho opneh 
which he counselled in those days, 
was os if a man had enquired at the 
oracle of God: so was all the counsel 
of Ahithophel both with David and 
with Absalom. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


OREOVER Ahithophel said unto 

Absalom, Let me now choose out 
twelve thousand men, and I will arise 
and pursue after David this night: 


2 And I will come upon him while he 
is weary and weuk handed, and will 
make him afraid: and all the eople 
that are with him shall flee; and J will 
site the king only: 


3 And I will bring back all the people 
unto thee: the man whom thou seekest 
is as if all returned: so all the people 
shall be in peace. 


4 And the sayin g pleased Absalom 
well, and all the elders of Israel. 


§ Then said Absalom, Call now Hushai 
the Archite also, and let us hear like- 
wise what he saith. 


6 And when Hushai was come to Ab- 
salom, Absalom spake unto him, say- 
ing, aN thonhes se spoken after this 
manner: shall we do after his saying? 
if not; speak thou. 


7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
The counsel that Ahithophel hath given 
is not good at this time. 


8 For, said Hlushai, thou knowest thy 
father and his men, that they de mighty 
men, and they be chafed in their minds, 
as a bear robbed of her whelps in the 
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field: and thy father is a man of war, 
and will not lodge with the people. 


9 Behold, he is hid now in some pit, 
or in some other place: and it will come 
to pass, when some of them be over- 
thrown at the first, that whosvever 
heareth it will say, There is a slaugh- 
ter among the people that fullow Ab- 
salom. 


10 And he also that is valiant, whose 
heart zs as the heart of a lion, shall 
utterly melt: for all Israel knoweth 
that thy father zs a mighty man, and 
they which 6e with him are v aliant 
men. 


11 Therefore I counsel that all Israel 
be generally gathered unto thee, from 
Dan even to Beer-sheba, as the sand 
that is by the sea for multitude ; and 
that thou go to battle in thine own 
person. 


12 So shall we come upon him in 
some place where he shall be found, 
and we will light upon him as the dew 
falleth on the ground: and of him and 
of all the men that are with him there 
shall not be left 30 much as one. 


13 Moreover, if he be gotten into a 
city, then shall all Israel bring ropes 
tu that city, and we will draw it into 
the river, until there be not one sinall 
stone found there. 


14 And Absalom and_all the men of 


Israel said, The counsel of Hushai the 


Archite is better than the counsel of 


Ahithophel. For the Lorp had appointed 

to defeat the guod counsel of Ahitho- 

phel, to the intent that the Lorp might 
ring evil upon Absalom. 


1b F Then said Hushai unto Zadok 
and to Abiathar the priests, Thus and 
thus did Ahithophel counsel Absalom 
and the elders of Israel; and thus and 
thus have I counselled. 


16 Now therefore send quickly, and 
tell David, saying, Lodge not this night 
in the plains of the wilderness, but 
speedily pass over; Jest the king be 
swallowed up, and ‘all. the people that 
are with him. 


17 Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz stayed 
by En-rogel; for they might not be 
seen to come into the city: and a 
wench went and told the ve and they 
went and told king David. 


18 Nevertheless a lad saw them, and 
told Absalom: but they went both of 
them away quickly, and came to a 
man’s house in Bahurim, which had 
a well in his court; whither they went 
down. 


19 And the woman took and spread 
a covering over the well’s mouth, and 
Haha ground corn thereon; and the 

thing was not known. 


20 And when Absalom’s servants came 
to the woman to the house, they suid, 
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Where zg Ahimaaz and Jonathan? And 
the woman said unto them, They be 
gone over the brook of water. And 
when they had sought and could not 
find them, they returned to Jerusalem. 


21 And it came to pass, after they 
were de gparted, ,that they came up out of 
the well, and went and told king Da- 
vid, and said unto David, Arise, and 
1088 uickly over the water: for thus 
ath Nultophel counselled against you. 


22 Then David arose, and all the peo- 
ple that were with him, and they passed 
over Jordan: by the morning light there 
lacked not one of them that was not 
gone over Jordan. 


23 9 And when Ahithophel saw that 
his counsel was not tollowed, he sad- 
died Ais ass, and arose, and gat him 
home to his house, to his city, and put 
his household in ’ order, and hanged 
himself, and died, and was buried in 
the sepulchre of his father. 


24 Then David came to Mahanaim. 
And Absalom passed over Jordan, he 
and all the men of Israel with him. 


20 9 And Absalom made Amasa cap- 
tain of the host instead of Joab: which 
Amasa was & man’s son, whose name 
wus Ithra an Israelite, that went in to 
Abi ail the daughter of Nahash, sister 
to Zeruiah Joab’s mother. 


26 So Israel and Absalom pitched in 
the land of Gilead. 


2¢ Aud it came to pass, when Da- 
vid was come to Mahanaim, that Shobi 
the son of Nahash of Rabbah of the 
children of Ammon, and Machir the 
son of Ammiel of Lo-debar, and Bar- 
zillai the Gileadite of Rogelim, 


28 Brought beds, and basons, and 


earthen vessels, and wheat, and barley, 
and flour, and parched corn, and beans, 
and lentiles, and parched padse, 


29 And honey, and butter, and sheep, 
and cheese of kine, for David, and tor 
the people that vere with him, to eat: 
fur they said, The people is hungry, 
and weary, and thirsty, in the wilder- 
ness. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


AN? David numbered the people 
that were with him, and set cap- 
tains of thousands and captains of 
hundreds over them. 


2 And David sent forth a third part 
of the people under the hand of Joab, 
and a third part under the hand of 
Abishai the son of Zeruiah, Joab’s bro- 
ther, and a third part under the hand 
of Ittai the Gittite. And the king said 
unto the people, I will surely go forth 
with you myselt’ algo. 


3 But the people answered, Thou 
shalt not go forth: for if we flee away, 
they will not care for us; neither if 
half of us die, will they care for us: 
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but now ¢hou art worth ten thousand 
of us: therefore now it is better that 
thon succour us out of the city. 


4 And the king said unto them, What 
seemeth you best I will do. And the 
king stood by the ate side, and all 
the pe eople came out by hundreds and 
by thousands. 


5 And the king commanded Joab and 
Abishai and Ittai, saying, Deal gently 
for my sake with the young man, 
even with Absalom. And all the people 
heard when the king gave all the cap- 
tains charge concerning Absalom. 


So the people went out into the 
fel against Israel: and the battle was 
in the wood of Ephraim; 





7 Where the people of Isracl were 
slain before the servants of David, and 
there was there a great slaughter that 
day of twenty thousand mez. 


8 For the battle was there scattered 
over the face of all the country: and 
the wood devoured more people that 
day than the sword devoured. 


9 F And Absalom met the servants 
of David. And Absalom rode upon a 
mule, and the mule went under the 
thick’ boughs of a great oak, and his 
head caught hold of the oak, and he 
was taken up between the heaven 
and the earth; and the mule that was 
under him went away. 


10 And a certain man saw it, and 
told Joab, and said, Behold, Isaw Ab- 
salom hanged in an oak. 


11 And Joab said unto the man that 

told him, And, behold, thou sawest 
him, and why ‘didst thou not smite 
him there to the ground? and I would 
have given thee ten shekels of silver, 
and a girdle. 


12 And_ the man said unto Joab 
Though I should receive a thousand 
shekels of silver in mine hand, yet 
would IT not put forth mine hand 
against the king’s son: for in our hear- 
ing the king charged thee and Abishai 
and Ittai, saying, Beware that none 
touch the young man Absalom. 


13 Otherwise I should have wrought 

falsehood against mine own life: for 
there is no matter hid from the king, 
and thou thyself wouldest have set 
thyself against me. 


14 Then said Joab, I may not tarry 
thus with thee. And he took three darts 
in his hand, and thrust them through 
the heart of Absalom, while he was 
yet alive in the midst of the oak. 


15 And ten young men that bare 
Joab’s armour compassed about and 
smote Absalom, and slew him. 


16 And Joab blew the trumpet, and 
the people returned from pursuing after 
Israel: for Joab held back the people. 
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Il. SAMUEL, XVIII. 


17 And they took Absalom, and cast 
him into a great pit in the wood, and 
laid a very Freat heap of stones upon 
ee and all Israel fled every one to 

is tent. 


18 | Now Absalom in his lifetime had 
taken and reared up for himself a pil- 
lar, which is in the king's dale: for he 
said, I have no son to keep my name 
in remembrance: and he called the 
pillar after his own name: and it is 
called unto this day, Absalom’s place. 


9 9 Then said Ahimaaz the son of 
Zao, Let me now run, and bear the 
king tidings, how that the Lorp hath 
avenged him of his enemies. 


20 And Joab said unto him, Thou 
shalt not bear tidings this day, but 
thou shalt bear tidings another day: 
but this day thou shalt bear no tidings, 
because the king’s son is dead. 


21 Then said Joab to Cushi, Go tell the 
king what thou hast seen. And Cushi 
bowed himself unto Joab, and ran. 


22 Then said Ahimaaz the son of Za- 
dok yet again to Joab, But howsoever, 
let me, I pray thee, also run after 
Cushi. And Joab said, Wherefore wilt 
thou run, my son, seeing that thou 
hast no tidings ready ? 


23 But howsoever, said he, let me run. 
And he said unto him, Run. Then 
Ahimaaz ran by the way of the plain, 
and overran Cushi. 


24 Aud David sat between the two 
gates: and the watchman went up to 
the roof over the gate unto the wall 
and lifted up his eyes, and looked, and 
behold a man running alone. 


25 And the watchman cried, and told 
the king, And the king, said, If he be 
alone, there és tidings in his mouth. 
And he came apace, and drew near. 


26 And the watchman saw another 
man running: and the watchman called 
unto the porter, and said, Behold, an- 
other man running alone. And the king 
said, He also bringeth tidings. 


27 And the watchman said, Me think- 
eth the running of the foremost is like 
the running of Ahimaaz the son of 
Zadok. And the king said, He ig a good 
man, and cometh with good tidings. 


28 And Ahimaaz called, and said unto 
the king, All is well. Aud he fell down 
to the earth upon his face before the 
king, and said, Blessed be the Lorp thy 
God, which hath delivered up the men 
that lifted up their hand against my 
lord the king. 


29 And the king said, Is the young 
man Absalom safe? And Ahimaaz an- 
swered, When Joab sent the king’s

33:9 And the king was much moved, 
and went up to the chamber over the 
gate, and wept: and as he went, thus 
he said, © my son Absalom. my sou, 
my son Absalom! would God Thad died 
for thee, O Absalom, my son, my son! 


CHAPTER XIX. 


ND it was told Joab, Behold, the 
king weepeth and mourneth for 
Absalom. 


2 And the victory that day was turned 


into mourning unto all the people: for 
the people heard say that day how the 
king was grieved for his son. 


§ And the people gat them by stealth 
that day into the city, as people being 
ashamed steal away when they flee in 
battle. 


4 But the king covered his face, and 
the king cried with a loud voice, O 
my son Absalom, 0 Absalom, my son, 
my son! 


5 And Joab came into the house to 
the king, and said, Thou hast shamed 
this day the faces of all thy servants, 
which this day have saved thy life, 
and the ves of thy sons and of thy 
daughters, and the lives of thy wives, 
and the lives of thy concubines; 


6 In that thou lovest thine enemies, 
and hatest thy friends. For thou hast 
declared this day, that thou regardest 
neither princes nor servants: for this 
day I perceive, that if Absalom had 
lived, and all we had died this day, 
then it had pleased thee well. 


7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and 
speak comfortably unto thy servants: 
fur | swear by the Lorn, if thou go not 
forth, there will not tarry one with thee 
this night: and that will be worse unto 
thee than all the evil that befell thee 
from thy youth until now. 


8 Then the king arose, and sat in the 
gate. And they told unto all the peo- 
ple, saying, Behold the king doth sit 
in the gate. d all the people came 
before the aes fur Israel had fled 
every man to his tent. 
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9 ¢ And all the people were at strife 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, say- 
ing, The king saved us out of the hand 
of our enemies, and he delivered us 
out of the hand of the Philistines; and 
now he is fled out of the land for Ab- 
salom. 


10 And Absalom, whom we anointed 
over us, is dead in battle. Now there- 
fore why speak ye not a word of bring- 
ing the king back? 


11 4 And king David sent to Zadok 
and to Abiathar the priests, saying, 
Speak unto the elders of Judah, sa 
ing, Why are ye the last to bring the 
king back to his house? seeing the 
speech of all Israel is come to the king, 
even to his house. 


12 Ye ae my brethren, ye are my 
bones and my flesh: wherefore then 
are ye the last tu bring back the king? 


13 And say ye to Amasa, Art thou 
not of my bone, and of ny flesh? God 
do so tou me, and more also, if thou be 
not captain ‘of the host before me con- 
tinually in the room of Juab. 


14 And he bowed the heart of all the 

men of Judah, even as the heart of 
one man; so that they sent ¢his word 
unto the king, Return thou, and all 
thy servants. 


15 So the king returned, and came to 
Jordan. And Judah came to Gilgal, te 
go to meet the king, to conduct the 
king over Jordan. 


Ii And Shimei the son of Gera, a 
Benjamite, which aes of Bahurin, 
hasted utd came down with the men 
of Judah to meet king David. 


ly And there were a thousand men of 

Benjamin with hiin, and Ziba the ser- 
vant of the house of Saul, and his 
fifteen sons and his twenty servants 
with him; and they went over Jordan 
before the king. 


18 Aud there went over a ferry boat 
tu carry over the king’s household, and 
to do what he thought good. And 
Shimet the son of Gera fell down be- 
fore the king, as he was come over 
Jordan; 


19 And said unto the king, Let not 
my lord impute iniquity unto me, nei- 
ther do thou remember that which thy 
servant did perversely the day that 
my lord the king went out of Jerusa- 
a that the king should take it to his 
reart. 


20 For thy servant doth know that I 
have sinned; therefore, behold, I am 
¢ Lin the first this day of all the hoase 
of Joseph to go down to meet my lord 
the king. 


21 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
answered and. said, Shall not Shimei 
be put to death for this, because he 
cursed the Lorn's anointed ?

28 For all of my father’s house were 

but dead men before my lord the king: 
yet didst thou set thy servant among 
them that did eat at thine own table. 
What right therefore have I yet to cry 
any more unto the king? 


29 And the king said unto him, Why 
speakest thou any more of thy matters ? 
: neve said, Thou and Ziba divide the 
and. 


80 And Mephibosheth said untu the 
king, Yea, Jet him take all, forasmuch 
as my lord the king is come again in 
peace unto his own house, 


31 9 And Barzillai the Gileadite came 
down from Rogelim, and went over 
Jordan with the king, to conduct him 
over Jordan. 


32 Now Barzillai was a very aged 
man, even fourscore years old: and he 
had provided the king of sustenance 
while he lay at Mahanaim; for he was 
a very great man. 


33 And the king said unto Barzillai 
Come thou over with me, and I will 
feed thee with me in Jerusalem. 


34 And Barzillai said unto the king 
How long have I to live, that I should 
go up with the king unto Jerusalem? 


35 I am this day fourscore years old: 
and can I discern between gvod and 
evil? can thy servant taste what I eat 
or what I drink? can I hear any more 
the voice of singing men and singing 
women? wherefore then should thy 
servant be yet a burden unto my lord 
the king?

41 9 And, behold, all the men of Is- 
rael came to the king, and said unto 
the king, Why have our brethren the 
men of Judah stolen thee away, and 
have brought the king, and his house- 
hold, and all David’s men with him, 
over Jordan? 


42 And all the men of Judah answered 
the men of Israel, Because the king is 
near of kin to us: wherefore then be 
ye angry for this matter? have we 
eaten at all of the king’s cost? or hath 
he given us any gift? 


43 And the men of Israel answered 
the men of Judah, and said, We have 
ten parts in the king, and we have 
also more right in David than ye: why 
then did ye despise us, that our advice 
should not be tirst had in bringing back 
our king? And the words of the men 
of Judah were fiercer than the words 
of the men of Israel. 


CHAPTER XX. 


ND there happened to be there a 

man of Belial, whose name was 
Sheba, the son of Bichri, a Poe 
and he blew a trumpet, and said, 
have no part in D: wid, neither have 
we inheritance in the son of Jesse: 
every man to his tents, O Israel. 


2 So every man of Israel went up 
from after David, and followed Sheba 
the son of Bichri: ‘but the men of Judah 
clave unto their king, from Jordan even 
to Jerusalem. 


3 9 And David came to his house at 
Jerusalem; and the king took the ten 
women his concubines, whom he had 
left to keep the house, and put them 
in ward, and fed them, but went not 
in unto them.

5 So Amaga went to assemble the men 
oy Judah: but he tarried longer than the 
' get time which he had appointed him. 


. 6 And David said to Abishai, Now 
| shall Sheba the son of Bichri do us 
more harm than did Absalom: take 
- thou thy lord’s servants, and pursue 
_ after him, lest he get him fenced cities, 
' and escape us. 


7 And there went out after him Joab’s 
men, and the Cherethites, and the Pe 
lethites, and all the mighty men: and 
they went out of J cousien to pursue 
after Sheba the son of Bichri. 


8 When they were at the great stone 
which ig in Gibeon, Amasa went be- 
fore them. And Jonb's garment that he 
had put on was girded unto him, and 
upon it a girdle with a sword fastened 
upon his loins in the sheath thereof’ 
and as he went forth it fell out. 


Y And Joab said to Amasa, Art thou 
in health, my brother? And Joab took 
Amasa by the beard with the right. 
hand to kiss him. 


10 But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand: so he 
smote him therewith in the tifth 7d, 
and shed out his bowels to the ground, 
and struck him not again; and he died. 
So Joab and Abishai his’ brother pur- 
sued after Sheba the son of Bichri. 


11 And one of Joab’s men stood by 
him, and said, Ile that favoureth Joab, 
and he that es for David, let him go 
after Joab. 


12 And Amasa wallowed in blood in 
the midst of the highway. And when 
the man saw that all the people stood 
atill, he removed Amasa out of the 
highway into the field, and cast a cloth 
upon him, when he saw that every one 
that came by him stood still. 


13 When he was removed out of the 

highway , all the people went on after 
Joab, to pursue after Sheba the son 
of Bichri. 


14.9 And he went through all the 
tribes of Israel unto Abel, and to Beth- 
maachah, and all the Berites: amd they 
were gathered together, and went also 
after lim. 


15 And they came and besieged him 
in Abel of Beth-maachah, and they 
cast up 4 bank against the city, and it 
stood in the trench: and all the people 
that were with Joab battered the wall, 
to throw it down. 


16 F ‘Then cried a wise woman out 

of the city, Hear, hear; say, I pray 

yuu, unto Joab, Come near hither, that 
may speak with thee. 


17 And when he was come near unto 
her, the woman said, Art thon Joab? 
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Seiad 


And he answered, I am he. Then she 
said unto him, Hear the words of thine 
handmaid. And he answered, I do hear. 


18 Then she spake, saying, They were 
wont to speak in old time, ae tie 
They shall surely ask counsel at 
and so they ended the matter. 


19 I am one of them that are peaceable 
and faithful in Israel: thou seekest to 
destroy a city and a mother in Israel: 
why wilt thou swallow up the inheri- 
tunce of the Lorn? 


20 And Joab answered and said, Far 
be it, far be it from me, that I should 
swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter is not so: but a man 
of mount Ephraim, Sheba the son of 
Bichri by name, hath lifted up his 
hand against the king, even against 
David: deliver him only, and I will 
depart from the Kee And the woman 
suid unto Joab, Behold, his head shall 
be thrown to thee over the wall. 


22 Then the woman went unto all the 
pe ‘ople in her wisdom. And they cut 
off the head of Sheba the son of Bichri, 
and cast a out to Joab. And he blew 
a trumpet, and they retired from the 
city, every man to his tent. And Joab 
returned to Jerusalem unto the king. 


23° 9 Now Joab amas over all the host 
of Israel: and Benaiah the son of Je~ 
hoiada was over the Cherethites and 
over the Pelethites: 

24 And Adora was over the tribute: 
and Jehoshaphat the son of Ahilud wes 
recorder: 

9) And Sheva was seribe: and Zadok 
and Abiathar were the priests: 


YH And Tra also the Jairite was a chief 
ruler about David. 


CHAPTER XXL. 


ee there was a famine in the 
days of David three years, year 
after year, and David enquired of the 
Lorp. And the Lory answered, /¢ is 
for Saul, and for his bloody house, be- 
cause he slew the Gibeonites. 


2 And the king called the Gibeonites, 
an saidd unto thems (now the Gibeon- 
ites were not of the children of Israel, 
but of the remnant of the Amorites; 
and the children of Israel had sworn 
unto them: and Saul sought to slay 
them in his zeal to the children of Is- 
racl and Judah.) 

3 Wherefore David suid unto the Gi- 
beonites, What shall I do for you? and 
where swith shall I make the atonement, 
that ye m: iy bless the inheritance of 
the Lorn? 

+ And the Gibeunites said unto him, 
We will have no silver nor gold of 
Saul, nor of his house; neither for us 
shalt thou kill any man in Israel. And 
he said, What ye shall say, that will I 
do for you. 


5 And they answered the king, ‘The 
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man that consumed us, and that de- 
vised against us that we should be 
destroyed from ropetaine in any of 
the coasts of Israel, 


6 Let seven men of his sons be de- 
livered unto us, and we will hang them 

unto the Lorn in Gibeah of Saul, 
hon th Lorp did choose. And the 
king ssi. 1 will give them. 


7 But the king spared Mephibosheth, 

the son of Jonathan the son of Saul, 
because of the Loxrn’s oath that was 
between them, between David and Jo- 
nathan the son of Saul. 


8 But the king took the two sons of 
Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom 
she bare unto Saul, Armoni and Me- 
phibosheth; and the five sons of Michal 
the daughter of Saul, whom she brought 
for Adriel the son of Barzillai the 
Meholathite: 


9 And he delivered them into the 
hands of the Gibeonites, and they 
hanged them in the hill before the 
Lorp: and they fell add seven together, 
and were put to death in the days of 
harvest, in the tirst days, in the be- 
ginning of barley harvest. 


10 4 And Rizpuh the daughter of 
Miah took sackcloth, and spread it for 
her upon the rock, from the beginning 
of harvest until water dropped upon 
them out of heaven, and suffered nei- 
ther the birds of the air to rest on them 
by lay, nor the beasts of the tield by 
night. 


11 And it was told David what Riz- 
ea the daughter of Aiah, the concu- 
ine of Saul, had done. 


12 9 And David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jona- 
than his son from the men of Jabesh- 
gilead, which had stolen them ffom the 
street of Beth-shan, where the Philis- 
tines had hanged them, when the Phi- 
listines had slain Saul in Gilboa: 


18 And he brought up from thence 
the bones of Saul and the bones of 
Jonathan his son; and they gathered 
the bones of them that were hanged. 


14 And the bones of Saul and Jo- 
nathan his son buried they in the 
country of Benjamin in Zelah, in the 
sepulchre of Kish his futher: and they 
performed all that the king commanded. 
And after that God was intreated for 
the land. 


15 § Moreover the Philistines had yet 
war again with Israel; and David went 
down, and _ his servants with him, and 
fought against the P hilistines : and Da- 
vid waxed faint. 


16 And Ishbi-benob, which was of the 
sons of the giant, the weight of whuse 
spear weighed three hundred shekels of 
brass in weight, he being girded with 
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a new sword, thought to have slain 
David. 


| 17 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 


succoured him, and smote the Philis- 
tine, and killed him. Then the men of 
David sware unto him, saying, Thou 
shalt go no more out with us to battle, 
that thou quench not the light of Israel. 


18 And it came to pass after this, that 
there was again a battle with the Phi- 
listines at Gob: then Sibbechai the 
Hushathite slew Saph, which was of 
the sons of the giant. 


19 And there was again a battle in 
Gob with the Philistines, where Elha- 
nan the son of Jaare-oregim, a Beth- 
lehemite, slew the brother of Goliath 
the Gittite, the staff of whose spear 
was like a weaver’s beam. 


20 And there was yet a battle in 
Gath, where was a man of great sta- 
ture, that had on ever hanc six fin- 
gers, and on every foot six toes, four 
and twenty in number; and he also 
was born to the giant. 


21 And when he defied Israel, Jona- 
than the son of Shimeah the brother 
of David slew him. 


22 These four were born to the giant 
in Grath, and fell by the hand of Da- 
vid, and by the hand of his servants. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


AN? David spake unto the Lorn 
the words of this song in the day 
that the Lorp had delivered him out 
of the hand of all his enemies, and out 
of the hand of Saul:

8 Then the earth shook and trembled; 
tne foundations of heaven moved and 
shook, because he was wroth. 


9 There went up a smoke out of his 
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nostrils, and fire out of his moult de- 
voured: coals were kindled by it. 


10 He bowed the heavens also, and 
lis down; and darkness was under 
is feet. 


11 And he rode upon a cherub, and 
did fly: and he was scen upon the 
wings of the wind. 


12 And he made darkness pavilions 
round about him, dark waters, and 
' thick clouds of the skies. 


13 ‘Through the brightness before him 
were coals of fire kindled. 


14 The Lorn thundered from heaven, 
and the most High uttered his voice. 


15 And he sent, out arrows, and 
scattered them; lightning, and discom- 
fited them. 


16 And the channels of the sea ap- 
peared, the foundations of the wor Nd 
were discov rered, at the rebuking of 
the Lorp, at the blast of the breath of 
his nostrils. 


17 He sent from above, he took me; 
he drew me out of many waters; 


18 Ile delivered me from my strong 
enemy, and trom them that hated me: 
fur they were too strong fur me. 


19 They prev ented me in the day of 


my calamity: but the Lorp was my 


stay. 


20 He brought me forth also into a 
large place: he delivered me, because 
he delighted in me. 


21 The Lorn rewarded me_ according 
to my righteousness: according to the 
cleanness of my hands hath he = re- 
compensed me. 


22 For J have kept the ways of the 
Lorp, and have not wickedly departed 
from my God. 


23 For all his judgments were before 
me: and as for his statutes, | did not 
depart from them. 


24 Twas also upright before him, and 
have kept myself from mine iniquity. 


26 Therefore the Lorn hath recom- 
pensed me according to iny righteous- 
ness; according to my cleanness in 
his oye sight. 


26 With the merciful thou wilt shew 
thyself merciful, aud with the upright 
man thou wilt shew thyself upright. 


27 With the pure thou wilt shew thy- 
self pure; and with the froward thou 
wilt shew thyself unsavoury. 


28 And the afflicted people thou wilt 
save: but thine eyes «are upon the 
haughty, that thou mayest bring them 
down. 


29 For thou art my lamp, © Lorp: 
and the Lorp will lighten my darkness. 
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80 For he thee T have run through 
a troop: i" my God have I leaped 
over a wal 


31 As for God, his way is perfect; the 
word of the orp ia tried: he is a 
buckler to all them that trust in him. 


32 For who is Gud, save the oe 
and who is a rock, save our God’ 


d} God is my strength and power: 
and he maketh my way perfect. 


34 He maketh my feet like hinds’ 
Jeet: and setteth me upon my high 
places. 


39 He teacheth my hands to war; 80 
that a bow of steel is broken by mine 
arnis. 


36 ‘Thou hast also given me the shield 
of thy salvation: and thy gentleness 
hath made me great. 


*¢ Thou hast enlarged my steps under 
me; 80 that my feet did not slip. 


38 T have pursued mine enemies, and 
dlestro wed them; and turned not again 
until IT had consumed them. 


39 And [ have consumed them, and 
wounded them, that they could not 
arise: yea, they are fallen under my 
feet. 


40 For thou hast girded me with 
strength to battle: them that rose up 
against me hast thou subdued under me. 


41 Thou hast also given me the necks 
of mine enemies, that I might destroy 
them that hate me. 


42 They looked, but there was none 
to save; even unto the Lorn, but he 
answered them not. 


43 Then did IT beat them as small as 
the dust of the earth; I did stamp 
them as the mire of the street, and did 
spread them abroad. 


44 Thou also hast delivered me from 
the strivings of my people, thou hast 
kept me ¢o be head of the heathen: a 
people which T knew not shall serve me. 


45 Strangers shall submit themselves 
ulto me: as soon ‘as they hear, they 
shall be obedient unto me. 


40 Strangers shall fade away, and 
ay shall be afraid out of their close 
places. 


47 The Jtorp liveth; and blessed be 
my rock; and exalted be the God of 
the rock of my salvation. 


48 [tis God that avengeth me, and

of the Ié egyptian’ s hand, and slew him 
with his own spear, 

2” These things did Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and had the name among 
three mighty men. 

23 Ile was more honourable than the 
thirty, but he attained not to the first 
three. And David set him over his 
guard. 

24 Asahel the brother of Joab was 
one of the thirty; Elhanan the son of 
Dodo of Beth-lehem, 

25 Shammah the Harodite, Elika the 
Harodite, 

26 llelez the Paltite, Ira the son of 
Ikkesh the ‘lekoite, 

27 Abiezer the Anethothite, Mebunnai 
the Hushathite, 

28 Zalmon the Ahohite, Maharai the 
Netophathite, 

29 Heleb the son of Baanah, a Ne- 
tophathite, Ittai the son of Ribai out 
of Gibeah of the children of Benjamin, 

30 Benaiah the Pirathonite, Hiddai of

32 Kliahba the Shaalbonite, of the 
sons of Jashen, Jonathan,

CHAPTER XXIV. 


A again the anger of the Loup 
was kindled against Israel, and he 
moved David against them to say, Go, 
number Israel and Judah.

Go now through all the tribes of Is- 
rael, fron Dan even to Beer-sheba, 
and ‘number ye the people, that ] may 
know the number of the people. 


8 And Joab said unto the king, Now 
the Lorp thy God add unto the peo- 
pee how many soever they be, an 
aundredtfold, and that the eyes of my 
lord the king may see if: but why 
doth my lord the king delight in this 
thing ? 


4 Notwithstanding the king’s word 
prevailed against Joab, and against the 
captains of the host. And Joab and the 
captains of the host went out from the 
presence of the king, to number the 
people of Israel. 


5 § And they passed over Jordan, and 


pitched in Arver, on the right side of 


the city that deth in the midst of the 
river of Gad, and toward Jazer:

10 | And David's heart smote him 
after that he had numbered the people. 
And David said unto the Lorn, | have 
sinned greatly in that I have done; 
and now, | beseech thee, 0 Lorn, take 
away the iniquity of thy serv ant; for 
I have done very foolishly. 

11 For when David was up in the 
morning, the word of the Lorp came 
unto the prophet Gad, David's seer. 
saying, 
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12 Go and say unto David, Thus saith 
the Lorn, I offer thee three things; 
choose thee one of them, that I may 
do it unto thee. 


18 So Gad came to David, and told 
him, and said unto him, Shall seven 
ears of famine come uuto thee in thy 
and? or wilt thou flee three months 
befure thine enemies, while they pur- 
sue thee? or that there be three days’ 
pestilence in thy land? now advise, 
und see what answer I shall return tu 
him that sent me. 


14 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait: let us fall now intu 
the hand of the Lorn; for his mercies 
are great: and let me not full into the 
hand of man. 


15 ¢_So the Lorp sent a pestilence 
upon Israel from the morning even to 
the time appointed: and there died of 
the people from Dan even to Beer- 
sheba seventy thousand men.

16 And when the angel stretched out 
his hand upon Jerusalem to destroy it, 
the Lorp repented him of the evil, and 
said to the angel that destroyed the 
people, It is enough: stay now thine 
hand. And the angel of the Lory was 
by the threshingplace of Araunah the 
Jebusite. 


17 And David spake unto the Lorp 
when he saw the angel that smote the 
people, and said, Lo, | have sinned, 
and | have done wickedly: but these 
sheep, What have they done? let thine 
hand, | pray thee, be agaist me, and 
against my father's house. 


18 § And Gad came that day to Da- 

vid, and said unto hin, Go up, rear an 
altar unto the Lorp in the threshing- 
floor of Araunah the Jebusite. 


19 And David, according to the say- 
ing of Gad, went up as the Lorn coim- 
manded, 


20 And Araunah looked, and saw the 
king and his servants coming on toward 
him: and Araunah went out, and bowed 
himself before the king on his face upon 
the ground. 


21 And Araunah said, Wherefore is 
my lord the king come to his servant? 
And David said, To buy the threshing- 
fluor of thee, to build an altar unto the 
Lorp, that the plague may be stayed 
from the people. 


22 And Araunah said unto David, Let 
my lord the king take and offer u 

what seemeth good unto him: behold. 
here be oxen for burnt sacritice, and 
threshing instruments and other instru- 
ments of the oxen for wood. 


23 All these éhings did Araunah, as a 
king, give unto the king. And Araunah 
said unto the king, The Lory thy God 
accept thee. 

24 And the king said unto Araunah, 


Nay; but I will surely buy i of thee 
at a price: neither will [ offer burnt 
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offerings unto the Lorn my God of that 
which doth cost me nothing. So David 
pone the threshingfloor and the oxen 
for fifty shekels of silver. 


25 And David built there an altar unto 
the Lorn, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings. So the Lorp was 
intreated for the land, and the plague 
was stayed from Israel.

CHAPTER L 


OW king David was old and 
stricken in years; and they cover- 
ed him with clothes, but he gat no heat. 


2 Wherefore his servants said unto 
him, Let there be sought for my lord 
the king & young virgin: and let her 
stand before the king, and let her 
cherish him, and let her lie in thy 
bosom, that my lord ine king may 
os heat. 


3 So they sought for a fair damsel 
throughout all the coasts of Israel, and 
found Abishag a Shunammite, and 
brought her to the king. 

4 And the damsel eas very fair, and 
cherished the king, and ministered to 
him: but the king knew her not. 


® 4 Then Adonijah the son of Haggith 
exalted himself, saying, I will be king: 
and he prepared him chariots and horse- 
en, and fifty mento run before him. 


6 And his father had not displeased 
him at any time in saying, Why hast 
thou done so? and he also was avery 
goodly man; and Ais mother bare him 
after Absalom. 

7 And he conferred with Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, and with Abiathar the 
aaa and they following Adonijah 
relped Aim. 

% But Zadok the priest, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, and the 
mighty men which belonged to David, 
were not with Adonijah. 

9 And Adonijah slew sheep and oxen 
and fat cattle by the stone of Zoheleth, 
which és by En-rogel, aud called all 
his brethren the king’s sons, and all 
the men of Judah the king’s servants: 


10 But Nathan the prophet, and Be- 
naiah, and the mighty men, and So- 
lomon his brother, he called not. 

11 § Wherefore "Nathan spake unto 
Bath-sheba the mother of Solomon, 
saying, Ifast thou not heard that 
Adonijah the son of Haggith doth 
reign, and David our lord knoweth 
it not? 

12 Now therefore come, let me, I 
pray thee, give thee counsel, that thou 
mayest save thine own life, and the 
life of thy son Solomon. 

13 Go and get thee in unto king 
David, and say unto him, Didst not 


I]. KINGS, 1. 





thou, my lord, O king, swear unto 
thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly So- 
lomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne? why 
then doth Adonijah reign’ 

14 Behold, while thou yet talkest 
there with the king, [ also will come 
in after thee, and confirm thy words. 

15 ¥ And Bath-sheba went in unto 
the king into the chamber; and the 
king was very old; and Abishag the 
Shunammite ministered unto the king. 


16 And Bath-sheba bowed, and did 
obeisance unto the king. And the king 
said, What wouldest thou? 


17 And she said unto him, My lord, 
thou swarest by the Lorp thy God unto 
thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly So- 
lomon thy son shall reign after me, 
aud he shall sit upon my throne. 


18 And now, behold, Adonijah reign- 
eth; and now, my lord the king, thou 
knowest tt not: 

19 And he hath Slain oxen and fat 
cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called all the sons of the king, 
and Abiathar the priest, and Joab the 
captain of the host: but Solomon thy 
servant hath he not called. 

20 And thou, my lord, O king, the 
eyes of all Isracl ‘are upon thee, that 
thou shouldest tell them who shall 
sit on the throne of my lord the hing 
after him. 

21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleep with 
his fathers, that land my son Silonian 
shall be counted offenders. 

22 9 And, lo, while she yet talked 
with the king, Nathan the prophet also 
came in, 

23 And they told the king, saying, 
Behold Nathan the prophet. And when 
he was come in before the king, he 
bowed himself before the king with his 
face to the ground. 


24 And Nathan said, My lord, © king, 
hast thou said, Adonijah, shall reign 
after me, and ‘he shall sit upon my 
throne? 

25 For he is gone down this day, and 
hath slain oxen and fat cattle and sheep 
in abundance, and hath called all the 
king’s sons. and the captains of the 
host, and Abiathar the priest; and, be- 
hold, they eat and drink beture him, 
and say, God save king Adonijah. 


26 But me, even me thy servant, and 
Zadok the priest, and Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and thy servant Solomon, 
hath he not called. 


27 Is this thing done by my lord the 
king, and thou hast not shewed ct unto 
thy servant, who should sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him? 

28 9 Then king David answered and 
said, Call me Bath-sheba. And she came 
into the king’s presence, and stood be- 
fore the king. 

20 And the king sware, and said, As 
the Lorn liveth, that hath redeemed 
my soul out of all distress, 
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30 Even as I sware unto thee by the 
Lorn God of Israel, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign after me, 
aud he shall sit upon my throne in 
my etead; even so will I certainly do 
this day. 


31 Then Bath-sheba bowed with her 
face to the earth, and did reverence to 
the king, and said, Let my lord king 
David hve for ever. 


32.9 And king David said, Call me 
Zadok the priest, and Nathan the pro- 
phet, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada. 
And they came before the king. 


33 The king also said unto them, Tuke 
with you the servants of your lord, and 
cause Sulomun my son to ride upon 
mine own mule, and bring him down 
to Gihon: 


34 And let Zadok the priest and Na- 
than the prophet anoint him there king 
over Israel: and bluw ye with the trum- 
pet, and say, Grod save king Solomon. 


50 Then ye shall come up after him, 
that he may come and sit upon my 
throne; for he shall be king in my 
stead: and [ have appointed him to be 
ruler over Israel and over Judah. 


36 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
answered the king, and said, Amen: 
the Lorp God of my lord the king say 
SO too. 


37 As the Lor» hath been with my lord 

the king, even so be he with Solomon, 
and ima ce his throne greater than the 
throne of my lord king David. 


38 So Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada, and the Cherethites, and the 
Pelethites, went down, and caused 
Solomon to ride wpon king David's 
inule, and brought him to Gihon. 


39 And Zadok the priest took an horn 

of oil out of the tabernacle, and anointed 
Solomon. And they blew the trumpet; 
and all the people said, God save king 
Solomon. 


40 And all the people came. up alter 
him, and the people piped with pipes, 
and "rejoiced with great joy, so that 
the earth rent with the sound of them. 


41 9 And Adonijah and all the guests 
that were with him heard 2 as they 
had made an end of cating. And when 
Joab heard the sound of the trumpet, 
he said, Wherefore ¢s this noise of the 
city being in an uproar ? 


42 And while he yet spake, behold, 
Jonathan the son of Abiathar the priest 
came: and Adonijah said unto him, 
Come in; for thou art a valiant man, 
and bringest good tidings. 


43 And Jonathan answered and said 
tu Adonijah, Verily our lord king Da- 
vid hath made Solomon king. . 


44 And the king hath sent with him

St ama sah pM Ea EE Se ead ye 
Zadok the priest, and Nathan the pro- 
phet. and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
and the Cherethites, and the Pelethites, 
and they have caused htm to ride upon 
the king’s mule: . 

45 And Zadok the priest and Nathan 
the prophet have anointed him king in 
Gihon: and they are come up from 
thence Ao lass so that the city rang 
again. ‘This zs the nuise that ye have 
heard. 

46 And also Solomon sitteth on the 
throne of the kingdom. 

47 And moreover the king’s servants 
came to bless our lord king David, 
saying, God make the name of Solomon 
better than thy name, and make his 
throne greater than thy throne. And 
the king bowed himself upon the bed. 

48 And also thus said the king, Blessed 
be the Lorp God of Israel, which hath 
given one to sit on my throne this day, 
mine eyes even seeing 7. 

419 And all the guests that were with 
Adonijah were afraid, and rose up, and 
went every man his way. 


50 Y And Adonijah feared because of 
Solomon, and arose, and went, and 
caught hold on the horns of the altar. 
Ht And it was told Solomon, saving, 
Behold, a toiiant feareth king Solo- 
mon: for, lo, he hath caught hold on 
the horns of the altar, saying, Let king 
Solomon swear unto me to day that 
he will not slay his servant with the 
sword. 

52 And Solomon said, If he will shew 
himself a worthy man, there shall not. 


an hair of him fall to the earth: but if 


wickedness shall be found in him, he 
shall die. 

53 So king Solomon sent, and they 
brought him down from the altar. And 
he came and bowed himself to king 
Solomon: and Solomon said unto him, 
Go to thine house. 


° CHAPTER IL. 


Now the days of David drew nigh 
that he should die; and he charged 
Solomon his son, saying, 

21 g0 the way of all the earth: be 
thou strong therefore, and shew thyself 
a man; 

3 And keep the charge of the Lorp 
thy God, to walk in his ways, to keep 
his statutes, and his commandments, 
and his judgments, and his testimonies, 
as it is written in the law of Moses, 
that thou mayest prosper in all that 
thou doest, and whithersvever thou 
turnest thyself: 

4 That the Loran may continue his 
word which he spake concerning me, 
saying, If thy children take heed to 
their way, to walk before me in truth 
with all their heart and with all their 
soul, there shall not fail thee (said he) 
a man on the throne of Israel. 
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f Moreover thou knowest also what 
Joab the son of Zeruiah did to me, 
and what he did to the two captains 
of the hosts of Israel, unto Abner the 
son of Ner, and unto Amasa the son 
of Jether, whom he slew, and shed the 
blood of war in peace, and put the 
blood of war upon his girdle that was 
about his luins, and in his shoes that 
were on his feet. 


6 Do therefore according to thy wis- 
dom, and let not his hoar head go 
down to the grave in peace. 


7 But shew kindness unto the sons of 
Barzillai the Gileadite, and let them be 
of those that eat at thy table: for 80 
they came to me when I fled because 
of Absalom thy brother. 


8 And, behold, how hast with thee 
Shimei the son of Gera, a Benjamite 
of Bahurim, which cursed me with a 
grievous curse in the day when T went 
to Mahanaim: but he came down to 
meet me at Jordan, and I sware to 
him by the Lorn, saying, I will not 
put thee to death with the sword. 


9 Now therefore hold him not guilt- 
less: for thou art a wise man, and 
knowest what thou oughtest to do 
unto him; but his hoar head bring thou 
duwn to the grave with blood. 


10 So David slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David. 


1! And the days that David reigned 
over Israel] Were forty years: seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and thirty 
and three years reigned he in Jeru- 
salem. 

12 ¢ Then sat Solomon upon the throne 
of David his father; and his kingdom 

was established preatly. 


13 F And Adonijah the son of Haggith 
came to Bath-sheba the mother of So- 
lomon. And she said, Comest thou 
peaceably? And he said, Peaceably. 


14 He said moreover, I have somewhat 
to say unto thee. And she said, Say on. 


15 And he said, Thou knowest that 
the kingdom was mine, and that all Is- 
rae) set their faces on me, that I should 
reign: howbeit the kingdom is turned 
about, and is become my brother's: for 
it was his from the Lorn. 


16 An now I ask one petition of thee, 
deny me not. And she said unto him, 
Say on. 


17 And he said, Speak, I pray thee, 
unto Solomon the king, (for he will 
not. say thee nay,) that he give me 
Abishag the Shunammite to wife. 


18 And Bath-sheba said, Well; I will 
speak for thee unto the king. 


19 ¢ Bath-sheba therefore went unto 
king Solomon, to speak unto him for 
eras ine And the king rose up to 
meet her, and bowed himself unto her, 
and sat down on his throne, and caused 
a seat to be set for the king’s mother; 
and she sat on his right hand. 
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20 Then she said, I desire one small 
petition of thee; 1 pray thee, say me 
not nay. And the king said unto her, 
Ask on, my mother: for I will not say 
thee nay. 


21 And she said, Let Abishag the 
Shunammite be given to Adonijah thy 
brother to wife. 


22 And king Solomon answered and 
said unto his mother, And why dost 
thou ask Abishag the Shunammite for 
Adonijah? ask tor him the kingdom 
also; for he is mine elder brother; 
even for him, and for Abiathar the 
priest, and for Joab the sun of Zeruiah. 


23 Then king Solomun sware by the 
Lorn, saying, God do so to me, and 
more ‘also, if Adonijah have not spoke n 
this word against his own life. 


24 Now therefore, as the Lorn liveth, 
which hath established me, and set 
me on the throne of David my father, 
and who hath made me an house, as 
he promised, Adunijah shall be put to 
death this day. 


25 And king Selomon sent by the 
hand of Benaiah the son of Jehoiuda; 
and he fell upon him that he died. 


26 9 And unto Abiathar the priest 
suid the king, Get thee to Anathoth, 
unto thine own fields; for thou are 
worthy of death: but ] "will not at this 
time put thee to death, because thou 
barest the ark of the Lord Gon before 
David my father, and because thou 
hast been afflicted in all wherein my 
futher was afflicted. 


27 So Solomon thrust out Abiathar, 
from being priest unto the Lon; th: it 
he might fullil the word of the Lorn, 
which he spake concerning the house 
of leh in Shiloh. 


2% JF Then tidings came to Joab: for 
Joab had turned after Adonijah, though 
he turned not after Absalom. And Joab 
fled unto the tabernacle of the Lorn, 
and caught hold on the horns of the 
altar. 


2) And it was told king Solomon that 


Joab was fled unto the tabernacle of 


the Lorn; and, behold, he is by the 
altar. Then Sulomon sent Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada, saying, Go fall upon 


him. 


30 And Benaiah came to the taber- 
nacle of the Lorn, and said unto him 
Thus saith the king, Come forth. And 
he said, Nay; but | will die here. Aud 
Benaiah brought the king word again, 
saying, ‘Thus said Joab, and thus he 
answered me. 


3) And the king said unto him, Do as 
he hath said, and fall upon him, and 
bury him; that thou m ayest tuke awa 
the innocent blood, which Joab shied. 
from me, and from the house of my 
father. 


32 And the Lorp shall return jis 
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blood upon his own head, who fell 
upon two men more righteous and 
better than he, and slew them with 
the sword, my father David not know- 
ing thereof, to wit, Abner the son of 
Ner, captain of the host of Israel, and 
Amagsa the son of Jether, captain of 
the host of Judah. 


33 Their blood shall therefore return 
upon the head of Joab, and upon the 
head of his seed for ever: but upon 
David, and upon his seed, and upon 
his house, and upon his throne, shall. 
there be peace for ever from the Lorp. 


34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
went up, and fell upon him, and slew 
him: and he was buried in his own 
house in the wilderness. 

55 9 And the king put Benaiah the 
yon of Jehviada in his room over the 
host: and Zadok the priest did the 
king put in the reom of Abiathar. 

36 9 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Build thee 
an house in Jerusalem, and dwell there, 
and go not forth thence any whither. 


37 For it shall be, that on the day thou 

goest out, and passest over the brook 
Widron, thou shalt know for certain 
that thou shalt surely die: thy blood 
shall be upon thine own head. 


38 And Shimei said unto the king, The 
saying is good: as my lord the king 
hath suid, so will thy servant do. And 
Shimei dwelt in Jerusalem many days. 


39 And it came to pass at the end of 
three years, that two of the servants 
of Shimei ran away unto Achish son 
of Maachah king of Gath. And they 
told Shimei, saying, Behold, thy ser- 
vints de in Gath. 

40 And Shimei arose, and saddled his 
ass, and went to Gath to Achish to seek 
his servants: and Shimei went, and 
brought his servants from Gath. 


41 And it was told Solomon that Shi- 
mei had gone from Jerusalem to Gath, 
and was come aga. 

42 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Did I not 
make thee to swear by the Lorp, and 
protested unto thee, saying, Kuow for 
a certain, on the day thou goest out, 
and walkest abroad any whither, that 
thou shalt surely die? and thou saidst 
unto me, The word that I have heard 
as good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the Lorp, and the command- 
ment that I have charged thee with? 


44 The king said moreover tu Shimei, 
Thou knowest all the wickedness which 
thine heart is privy to, that thou didst 
to David my father: therefore the Lorp 
shall return thy wickedness upon thine 
own head; 

45 And king Sulumon shall be blessed, 
and the throne of David shall be esta- 
blished before the Lorp for ever. 


46 So the king commanded Benaiah 
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the son of Jehoiada; which went out, 
and fell upon him, that he died. And 
the kingdom was established in the 
hand of Solomon 


CHAPTER IIL 


Aa Solomon made affinity with 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and took 
Pharaoh’s daughter, and brought her 
into the city of David, until he had 
made an end of building his own house, 
and the house of the Lorn, and the 
wall of Jerusalem round about. 


2 Only the people sacrificed in high 
laces, because there was no house 
uilt unto the name of the Lorn, until 
those days. 


3 And Solumon loved the Lorn, walk- 
ing in the statutes of David his father: 
ou y he sacriticed and burnt incense in 
high places. 


4 And the king went to Gibeon to 
sacrifice there; for that was the great 
high place: a thousand burnt offerings 
did Solomon offer upon that altar. 


5 | In Gibeon the Lorn appeared to 
Solomon in a dream by night: and God 
said, Ask what | shall give thee. 


6 And Solomon said, Thou hast shewed 
unto thy servant David my father great 
mercy, according as he walked betore 
thee in truth, and in righteousness, and 
in uprightness of heart with thee; and 
thou hast kept for him this great kind- 
ness, that thou hast giveu him a son to 
sit on his throne, as ¢é iy this day. 


7 And now, O Lorp my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead of 
David my father: and I am but a little 
child: I know not how to go out or 
come in. 


8 And thy servant cs in the midst of 
thy people which thou hast chosen, a 
great people, that cannot be numbered 
nor counted fur multitude. 


9 Give therefore thy servant an un- 
derstanding heart to judge thy people, 
that I may discern between good and 
bad: for who is able to judge this thy 
so great a people? 


10 And the speech pleased the Lord, 
that Solomon had asked this thing. 


11 And God said unto him, Because 

thou hast asked this thing, and hast 
not asked fur thyself long life; neither 
hast asked riches fur thyself, nor hast 
asked the life of thine enemies; but 
hast asked for thyself understanding 
to discern judgment; 


12 Behold, I have done according to 

thy words: lo, J] have given thee a wise 
and an understanding heart; so that 
there was none like thee betore thee, 
neither after thee shall any arise like 
unto thee. 


13 And I have also given thee that 
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which thou hast not asked, both riches, 
and honour: so that there "shall not be 
any among the kings like unto thee 
all thy days. 


14 And if thou wilt walk in my ways, 
to keep my statutes and my command- 
ments, as thy father David did walk, 
then I will lengthen thy days. 


15 And Solomon awoke; and, behold, 
it was a dream. And he came ‘to Jeru- 
salem, and stood before the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorn, and offered up 
burnt offerings, and offered peace 
offerings, and made a feast to all his 
Servants. 


16 4 Then came there two women, 
that were harlots, unto the king, and 
stood before him. 


17 And the one woman said, O my 
lord, 1 and this woman dwell. in one 
house: and I was delivered of a child 
with her in the house. 


1% And it came to pass the third day 

after that I was delivered, that this 
woman was delivered also: and we 
were together; there was no stranger 
with us in the house, save we two in 
the house. 


19 And this woman's child died in the 
night; because she overlaid it. 


20 And she arose at midnight, and 
took my son from beside me, while 
thine handmaid slept, and laid it in 
her bosom, and laid her dead child in 
my bosom. 


21 And when I rose in the morning 
to give my child suck, behold, it was 
dead, but when J had ‘considered it in 
the morning, behold, it was not my 
son, which ‘did bear. 


22 And the other woman said, Nay; 
but the living és my son, and the dead 
is thy son. And this said, No; but the 
dead is thy son, and the living is my 
son. Thus they spake before the king. 


23 Then said the king, The one saith, 
‘This 2s my son that liveth, and thy son 
ss the dead: and the other saith, Nay; 
but thy son zs the dead, and my son 
ws the living. 


24 And the king said, Bring me a 
sword. And they brought a sword be- 
fure the king. 


25 And the king said, Divide the 
living child in two, and give half to 
the one, and half to the other. 


26 ‘Then spake the woman whose the 
living child was unto the king, for her 
bow if yearned upon her son, and she 
said, O my lord, give her the living 
child, and in no wise slay it. But the 
other said, Let it be neither mine nor 
thine, bet divide it. 


27 ‘Then the king answered and said, 
Give her the living child, and in no 
wise slay it: she is the mother thereof, 


28 And all Israel heard of the judg- 
ment which the king had judged; and 
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they feared the king: for they saw 
that the wisdom of God was in him, 
to do judgment. 





CHAPTER IV. 


SS king Solomon was king over all 
Israel. 

2 And these were the princes which 
he had; Azariah the son of Zadok the 


priest, 
38 Khhoreph and Ahiah, the sons of 
Shisha, scribes; Jehoshaphat the son 
of Ahilud the recorder, 

4 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over the host: and Zadok and 
Abiathar were the priests: 

5 And Azariah the son of Nathan was 
over the officers: and Zabud the son 
of Nathan was principal oflicer, and 
the king’s friend: 


6 And Ahishar was over the house-. 


hold: and Adoniram the son of Abda 
was over the tribute. 

7 4 And Solomon had twelve offi- 
cers over all Israel, which provided 
victuals for the king and his house- 
hold: each man his month in a year 
made provision, 

8 And these are their names: The 
son of Hur, in mount Ephraim: 

9 The son of Dekar, in Makaz, and 
in Shaalbim, and Beth-shemesh, and 
Klon-beth-hanan: 

10 The son of Hesed, in Aruboth; to 
him pertained Sochoh, and all the land 
ot Hepher: 

11 The son of Abinadab, in all the 
region of Dor; which had ‘laphath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife: : 

12 Baana the son of Ahilud; to him 
pertained Taanach and Megiddo, and 
all Beth-shean, which és by Zartanah 
beneath Jezreel, from Beth-shean to 
Abel-meholah, even unto the place that 
is beyond Jokneam: 


13 The son of Geber, in Ramoth- 
gilead; to him pertained the towns of 
Jair the son of Manasseh, which are 
in Gilead; to him also pertained the 
region of Argob, which ¢s in Bashan, 
threescore great cities with walls and 
brasen bars: 

14 Ahinadab the son of Iddo had Ma- 
hanaim: 

1b Ahimaaz was in Naphtali; he also 
took Basmath the daughter of Solomon 
to wife: 

16 Baanah the son of Hushai was in 
Asher and in Aloth: 

17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, in 
Issachar: 

18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Ben- 
jamin: 

19 Geber the son of Uri was in the 
country of Gilead, im the country of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, and of 
Og king of Bashan; and he was the 
only officer which wae in the land. 


20 F Judah and Israel were many, as 

the sand which is by the sea in mul- 
titude, eating and drinking, and mak- 
ing merry. 
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21 And Solomon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the land 
of the Philistines, and unto the border 
of kg “yp they brought presents, and 
served Solomon all the days of his life. 


22 | And Solomon’s provision for one 
day was thirty measures of fine flour, 
and threescore measures of meal, 


23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out 

of the pastures, and an hundred sheep, 
beside harts, and roebucks, and fallow 
deer, and fatted fowl. 


24 For he had dominion over all the 

region on this side the river, from 
‘Liphsah even to Azzah, over all the 
kings on this side the river: and he 
had, peace on all sides round about 
Man 


25 And Judah and Israel dwelt safely, 


every man under his vine and under 
his fig tree, from Dan even to Beer- 


wsheba, all the days of Solomon. 


26 F And Solomon had forty thousand 
stalls of horses for his chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen. 


27 And those officers provided victual 
for king Solomon, and for all that came 
unto king Solomon's table, every man 
in his month: they lac ‘ked’ nothing. 


28 Barley also and straw for.the hor- 
ses and dromedaries brought they 
unto the place where the officers were, 
every man according to his charge. 


20 4 And God gave Solomon wisdom 
and understanding exceeding much, 
and largeness of heart, even as the 
sand that cs on the sea ‘shore. 


30 And Solomon’s wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the 
east country, and all the wisdom of 
Kigypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all men; 
than Ethan the Ezrahite, und Heman, 
and Chaleol, and Darda, the sons of 
Mahol: and his fame was in all nations 
round about. 


$2 And he spake three thousand pro- 
verbs: and his songs were a thousand 
and five. 


33 And he spake of trees, from the 
cedar tree that ¢s° in Lebanon even 
unto the hyssop that springeth out of 
the wall: he spake also of beasts, and 
of fowl, and of creeping things, and of 
tishes. 


34 And there came of all people to 

hear the wisdum of Solomon, from all 
kings of the earth, which had heard 
of lis wisdom. 


CHAPTER V. 


ND Hiram king of Tyre sent his 

servants unto Solomon; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him king 
in the room of his father: for Hiram 
was ever 2 lover of David. 


2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, saying, 
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8 Thou knowest how that David my 
father could nut build an house unto 
the name of the Loup his God for the 
wars which were about him on every 
side, until the Lorn put them under 
the soles of his: feet. 

4 But now the Lorp my God hath 
given me rest on every side, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil 
occurrent. 


f And, behold, J purpose to build an 
house unto the name of the Logp my 
God, as the Lorp 8 ake unto David 
my father, saying, Thy son, whom I 
will set upon thy throne in thy room, 
he shall build an house unto my name. 


6 Now therefore command thou that 
they hew me cedar trees out of Le- 
banon; and my servants shall be with 
thy servants: and unto thee will | give 
hire for thy servants according to all 
that thou. shalt appoint: for thou know- 
est that there zs not among us any 
that can skill to hew timber Tie unto 
the Sidonians. 

7 4 And it came to pass, when Hiram 
heard the words ot Solomon, that he 
eoioteed greatly, and said, Blessed be 
the Lorn this day, which’ hath given 
unto David a wise son over this great 
people. 

% And Hiram sent to Solomon, say- 
ing, I have considered the things which 


thou sentest to me tor: and I will do 


all thy desire concerning timber of 
cedar, and concerning timber of fir. 


9 My servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea: and J will 
convey them by sea in Hoats unto the 
place that thou shalt appoint me, and 
will cause them to be discharged there, 
and thou shalt receive them: and thou 
shalt accomplish my desire, in giving 
food for my household. 


10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar trees 
and fir trees according to all his desire. 


11 And Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
thousand measures of wheat for food 
to his household, and twenty measures 
of pure oil: thus gave Solomun tv 
Hiram year by year. 

12 And the Lorn gave Solomon wis- 
dom, as he promised him: and there 
was peace between Lliram and Solo- 
mon; and they two made a league 
together. 


13 § And king Solomon raised a levy 
out of all Israel; and the levy was 
thirty thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, ten 
thousand a month by courses: a month 
they were in Lebanon, aud two months 
“ home: and Adoniram was over the 
evy. 


15 And Solomon had threescore and 
ten thousand that bare burdens, and 
fourscore thousand hewers in - the 
mountains; 

16 Beside the chief of Solomon’s 
officers which were over the work, 
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three thousand and three hundred, 
which ruled over the people that 
wrought in the work. 


17 And the king commanded, and they 
brought great stones, costl stones, 
and hewed stones, to lay the foun- 
dation of the house. 


18 And Solomon's builders and Hi- 
ram's builders did hew them, and the 
stonesquarers: so they prepared timber 
and stones to build the house. 


CHAPTER VI. 


A it came to pass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after 
the children of Israel were come out 
of the land of Egypt, in the fourth 
year of Solomon’s relen over Israel, in 
the month Zif, which is the second 
month, that he began to build the house 
of the Lorn. 


2 And the house which king Solomon 
built for the Lorn, the length thereof 
was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits. 

8 And the porch before the temple 
of the house, twenty cubits was the 
length thereof, according to the breadth 
of the house; and ten cubits was the 
breadth thereof before the house. 


*" 4 And for the house he made win- 


dows of narrow lights. 

bh § And against the wall of the house 
he built chambers round about, against 
the walls of the house round about, 
both of the temple and of the oracle: 
and he made chambers round about: 


G The nethermost chamber zag _ tive 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third awas seven 
cubits broad: for without in the wall 
of the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams should not 
be fastened in the walls of the house. 
7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was built of stone made ready 
before 1t was brought thither: so that 
there was neither hammer nor ax nor 
any tool of iron heard in the house, 
while it was in building. 


8 The door for the middle chamber 
was in the right side of the house: and 
they went up with winding stairs into 
the middle chamber, and out of the 
middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finished 
it; and covered the house with beams 
and boards of cedar. 


10 And then he built chambers against 
all the house, five cubits high: and 
they rested on the house with timber 
of cedar. 

1l ¢ And the word of the Lorp came 
to Solomon, saying, 

12 Concerning this house which thou 
art in building, if thou wilt walk in 
my statutes, and execute my judg- 
ments, and keep all my commandments 
to walk in them; then will I perform 
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my word with thee, which I spake 
unto David thy father: 


18 And I will dwell among the chil- 
dren of Israel, and will not forsake my 
people Israel. 


14 So Solomon built the house, and 
finished it. 


15 And he built the walls of the house 
within with boards of cedar, both the 
floor of the house, and the walls of the 
cieling: and he covered them on the 
inside with wood, and covered the tloor 
of the house with planks of fir. 


16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
sides of the house, Gath the floor and 
the walls with boards of cedar: he even 
built them for it within, even for the 
oracle, even for the most holy place. 


17 And the house, that zs, the temple 
before it, was forty cubits long. 


18 And the cedar of the house within 

was carved with knops and open 
flowers: all sas cedar; there was no 
stone seen. 


19 And the oracle he prepared in the 
house within, to set there the ark of 
the covenant. of the Lorn. 


20 And the oracle in the forepart aas 

twenty cubits in-length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits 
in the height thereof: and he overlaid 
it with pure gold; ee so covered the 
altar which was of cedar. 


21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold: and he made 
a partition by the chains of gold before 
the oracle; and he overlaid it with gold. 


22 And the whole house he overlaid. 


with gold, until he had finished all the 
house: also the whole altar that. dwae 
by the oracle he overlaid with gold. 


23 9 And within the oracle he made 
two cherubims of olive tree, each ten 
cubits high. 


24 And five cubits was the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub: from the uttermost 
part of the one wing unto the utter- 
most part of the other were ten cubits. 


2h And the other cherub was ten 
cubits: both the cherubims were of one 
measure and one size. 


26 The height of the one cherub was 
ten cubits, and so was it of the other 
cherub. 


27 And he set the cherubims within 
the inner house: and they stretched 
forth the wings of the cherubims, so 
that the wing of the one touched the 
one wall, and the wing of the other 
cherub touched the other wall; and 
their wings touched one another in the 
midst of the house. 


28 And he overlaid the cherubimns 
with gold. 


29 And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures 
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of cherubims and pale trees and open 
flowers, within and without. 

80 And the floor of the house he over- 
laid with gold, within and without. 

31 | And for the entering of the oracle 
he made doors of olive tree: the lintel 
ee side posts were a fifth part of the 
DU 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree; and he carved u upon them carvings 
of cherubims and pi m trees and open 
flowers, and overlaid them with gold, 
and spread gold upon the cherubims, 
and upon the palm trees. 

38 So also made he for the door of 
the temple posts of olive tree, a fourth 
part of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir tree: 
the two leaves of the one dvor were 
folding, and the two leaves of the other 
ey were folding. 

» And he carved thereon cherubims 
ne palm trees and open flowers: and 
covered them with gold fitted upon the 
cues work. 

86 9 And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, and 
a row of cedar beams. 

3¢ FY In the fourth year was the foun- 
dation of the house of the Lorp laid, 
in the month Zif: 

38 And in ne eleventh year, in the 
month Bul, which is the eighth month 
was the house finished throughout all 
the pee thereof, and according to all 
the fashion of it. Su was he seven years 
in building it. 
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UT Solomon was building his own 
house thirteen years, and he finish- 
ed all his house. 
2 9 He built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length thereof 
was an hundred cubits, and the breadth 
thereof fifty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits, upon four rows of 
cedar pillars, with cedar beams upon 
the pillars. 
3 And zt was covered with cedar above 
vier the beains, that day on forty five 
lars, fifteen zz a row. 
4 And there were windows in tires 
rows, and light was against light in 
three ranks. 
5 And all the doors and posts ere 
square, with the windows: and light 
was against light in three ranks. 


6 4 And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof thirty cubits; and 
the porch was before them: and the 
other pillars and the thick beam were 
before them. 

7 4 Then he made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even the 
porch of judgment: and 2 was covered 
with cedar from one side of the floor 
. the other. 

8 § And his house where he dwelt 
had another court within the porch, 
which was of the like work. Solomon 
made also an house for Pharaoh’s 
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daughter, whom he had taken fo wife, 
like unto this porch. 
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9 All these were of costly stones, ac- 
cording to the measures of hewed 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation unto 
. the coping, and so on the outside to- 
ward the great court. 


10 And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of ten 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 


11 And above were costly stones, after 
the measures of hewed stones, and 
cedars. 


12 And the great peer round about 
was with three rows of hewed stones, 
and a row of cedar beams, both for the 
inner court of the house of the Lorn, 
and for the porch of the house. 


18 § And king Solomon sent and fetch- 
ed Hiram out of ‘Tyre. 


‘14 He was a widow’s son of the tribe 
of Naphtali, and his father was a man 
of Tyre, a worker in brass: and he 
was led with wisdom, and understand- 
ing, and cunning to work works in 
brass. And he came to king Solomon, 
and wrought all his work. 


15 For he cast two pillars of brass, of 
eighteen cubits high apiece: and a line 
of twelve cubits did compass either of 
them about. 


16 And he made two chapiters of 
molten brass, to set upon the tops of 
the pillars: the height of the one 
chapiter was five cubits, and the height 
of the other chapiter was five cubits: 


17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapi- 
ters which were upon the top of the 
pillars; seven for the one chapiter, and 
seven for the other chapiter. 


18 And he made the pillars, and two 
rows round about upon the one network, 
to cover the chapiters that were upon 
the top, with pomegranates: and so 
did he for the other chapiter. 


19 And the ehapiter that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily work 
in the porch, four cubits. 


20 And the chapiters upon the two 
pillars had pomegrunates also above, 
over against the belly which was by 
the network: and the pomegranates 
were two hundred in rows round about 
upon the other chapiter. 


21 And he set up the pillars in the 
porch of the temple: and he set up the 
right pillar, and called the name thereof 
Jachin: and he set up the left pillar, 
and called the name thereof Boaz. 
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22 And upon the top of the pillars 
was lily work: so was the work of the 
pillars finished. 


23 | And he made a molten sea, ten 
cubits from the one brim to the other: 
it was round all about, and his height 
was five cubits: and a line of thirty 
cubits did compass it round about. 


24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing it, 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea 
round about: the knops were cast in 
two rows, when it was cast. 


25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three look- 
ing toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, ‘and three looking 
toward the east: and the sea was set 
above upon them, and all their hinder 
parts were inward. 


26 And it was an hand breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought like 
the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies: 
it contained two thousand baths. 


27 | And he made ten bases of brass; 
four cubits was the length of one base, 
and four cubits the breadth thereof, 
and three cubits the height of it. 


28 And the work of the bases was on 
this manner: they had borders, and 
the borders were between the ledges: 


29 And on the bordets that were be- 

tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
cherubims: and upon the ledges there 
was & base above: and beneath the 
lions and oxen were certain additions 
made of thin work. 


30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the 
four corners thereof had undersetters: 
under the laver were undersetters 
molten, at the side of every addition. 


31 ‘And the mouth of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit: but 
the mouth thereof was round after the 
work of the base, a cubit and an half: 
and also upon the mouth of it were 
gravings with their borders, foursquare, 
not round. 


32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the wheels 
were jomned to the base: and the height 
of a wheel wus a cubit and half a cubit. 


33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel: their 
axletrees, and their naves, and their 
felloes, and their spokes, were all molten. 


34 And there were four undersetters 
to the four corners of one base: and 
Pe uanereateels were of the very base 
itself. 


35 And in the top of the base was 
ere a round compass of half a cubit 

pene and on the top of the base the 
ledges thereof and the borders thereof 
were of the same. 
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86 For on the plates of the idles 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, 
he graved cherubims, lions, and palm 
trees, according to the proportion of 
every one, and additions round about. 


37 After this manner he made the 
ten bases: all of them had one casting, 
one measure, and one size. 


38 § Then made he ten lavers of 
brass: one laver contained forty baths: 
and every laver was four cubits: and 


‘ upon every one of the ten bases one 


laver. 


39 And he put five bases on the right 
side of the house, and tive on refer 
side of the house: and he set the sea 
on the right side of the house eastward 
over against the south. 


40 4 And Hiram made the lavers, and 
the shovels, and the basons. So Hiram 
made an end of doing all the work that 
he made king Solomon for the house 
of the Lorn: 


41 The two pillars, and the tro bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 
the two pillars; and the two networks, 
to cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pi At ars 5 


42 And four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks, even two rows 
of pomegranates for one network, tu 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
that were upon the pillars ; 


43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers 
on the bases; 


44 And one sea, and twelvc oxen 
under the sea; 


45 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basons: and ail these vessels, 
which Hiram made to king Solomon 
for the house of the Lorn, were of 
bright brass. 


46 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, In the clay ground between 
Succoth and Zarthan. 


47 And Solomon left all the vessels 
unweighed, because they were exceeding 
many: neither was the weight of the 
brass found out. 


48 And Solomon made all the ves-° 


sels that pertuined unto the house of 
the Lorn: the altar of gold, and the 
table of gold, whereupon the shew- 
bread was, 


49 And the candlesticks of pure gold, 
five on the right side, and five on the 
left, before the oracle, with the flowers, 
and the lamps, and the tongs of gold, 


50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, 
and the basons, and the spoons, and the 
censers of pure gold; and the hinges

51 So was ended all the work that king 
Solomon made for the house of the Lorn. 
And Solomon brow a in the things 
which David his father had dedicated; 
even the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels, did he put among the ‘treasures 
of the house of the Lorn. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


fj Reese Solomon assembled the elders 
of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto king Solomon 
in Jerusalem, that they might bring up 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
out of the city of David, which és Zion. 


2 And all the men of Israel assembled 
themselves unto king Solomon at the 
feast in the month Kthanim, which is 
the seventh month. 


3 And all the elders of Israel came, 
and the priests took up the ark. 


4 And they brought up the ark of the 
Lorp, and the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and all the holy vessels that 
were in the tabernacle, even those did 
ie priests and the Levites bring up. 


5 And king Solomon, and all the con- 
gy cawition of Israel, that were assembled 
unto him, were with him betore the ark, 
sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could 
not be told nor numbered for multitude, 


6 And the priests brought in the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorp unto his 
place, into the oracle of the house, to 
the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubims. 


7 For the cherubims spread forth theiy 
two wings over the place of the ark, and 
the cherubims covered tho ark and the 
staves thereof above. 


8 And they drew out the staves, that 

the ends of the staves were seen out 
in the holy place before the oracle, and 
they were not seen without: and there 
they are unto this day. 


9 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables of stone, which Moses 
put there at Horeb when the Lorp 
made a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of the land 
uf lngy pt. 

10 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place, that the cloud filled the house 
of the Lorn, 


11 So that the priests could not stand 

to munister because of the cloud: for 
the glory of the Lorn had filled the 
house of the Lorn, 


12 4 Then spake Solomon, The Loan 
gaid that he would dwell in ne thick 


~>darkness. 


13 I have surely built thee an house 
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to dwell in, a settled place for thee to 
abide in for ever. 


14 And the king turned his face about, 
and blessed all the congregation of Is- 
rael : (and all the congregation of Israel 
stood; ) 


15 And he said, Blessed be the Lorn 
God of Israel, which spake with his 
mouth unto David my father, and hath 
with his hand fulfilled zt, saying,. 


16 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people Israel out of Egypt, I chose 
no city out of all the tribes of Israel to 
build an house, that my name might 
be therein; but I chose David to be 
over my people Israel. 


17 And it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the Lorp God of Israel. 


18 And the Lorn said unto David my 
father, Whereas it was in thine heart 
to build an house unto my name, thou 
didst well that it was in thine heart. 


19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son that shall come 
forth out of thy lone: he shall build 
the house unto my name. 


20 And the Lorn hath performed his 
word that he spake, and Iam risen up 
in the room of David my father, and 
sit on the throne of Israel, as the Lorp 
promised, and have built an house for 
the name of the Lorp God of Israel. 


91 And I have set there a place for 
the ark, wherein zs the covenant of the 
Lorp, which he made with our fathers, 
when he brought them out of the land 
of Egypt. 

” | And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Lorp in the presence of all 
the congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven: 


23. And he said, Lorp God of Tsrael, 
there is no God like thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath, who keepest 
covenant and mercy with thy servants 
that walk befure thee with all their 
heart: 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thou promisedst 
him: thou spakest also with thy mouth, 
and hast fulfilled ¢¢ with thine hand, 
us it is this day. 


25 Therefore now, Lorp God of Israel, 

keep with thy servant David my father 
that thou promisedst him, saying, There 
shall not fail thee a man in my sight. 
to sit on the throne of Israel; so that 
thy children take heed to their way, 
that hey walk before me as thou hast 
walked before me. 


26 And now, © God of Israel, let thy 
word, I pray thee, be veritied, which 
thou spakest unto thy servant David 
my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on the 
earth? behold, the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain thee; how 
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much less this house that I have 
uilded ?. 
98 Yet have thou respect unto the 


' prayer of thy servant, and to his sup- 


plication, O Lorv my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and to the prayer, which 
thy servant prayeth before thee to day: 


29 That thine eyes may be open to- 
ward this house night and day, even 
toward the place of which.thou hast 
said, My name shall be there: that 
thou mayest hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall make toward 
this place. 

3) And hearken thou to the suppli- 
cation of thy servant, and of thy peo- 
ple Israel, when they shall pray toward 
this place: and hear thou in heaven 
thy dwelling place: and when thou 
hearest, forgive. 

31 9 1f any man trespass ea his 
neighbour, and an oath be laid upon 
him to cause him to swear, and the 
oath come before thine altar in this 
house: 

$2 Then hear thou in heaven, and do, 
and judge thy servants, condemning 
the wicked, to bring his way upon his 
head; and justifying the righteous, to 
give him according to his righteous- 
ness. 

33 9 When thy people Israel be smitten 
down before the enemy, because they 
have sinned against thee, and shall 
turn again to thee, and confess thy 
name, and pray. und make supplication 
unto thee in this house: 


34 Then hear thou in heaven. and 
forgive the sin of thy people Israel 
and bring them again unto the lanc 
which thou gavest unto their fathers. 


30 9 When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray to- 
ward this place, and confess thy name, 
and turn frum their sin, when thou 
alflictest them: 

86 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Israel, that thou teach them 
the good way wherein they should 
walk, and give rain upon thy land, 
which thou hast given to thy people 
for an inheritance. 

o¢ 4 If there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, or if there be caterpillar; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of 
their cities; whatsoever plague, what- 
soever sickness there be; 

36 What prayer and supplication 
soever be made by any man, or by all 
thy people Isracl, which shall know 
every man the plague of his own 
heart, and spread forth his hands tu- 
ward this house; 


39° Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to vee man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
(tor thou, even thou only, knowest the 
hearts of all the children of men;) 


40 That they may fear thee all the 
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days that they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto our fathers. 


41 Moreover concerning a stran er, 
that is not of thy people Israel, 
cometh out of a far country for sy 
name’s sake; 


42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and 
of thy stretched out arm;) when he 
shall come and pray toward this house; 


43 Hear thou in heaven ay dwelling 
place, and do according to all that the 
stranger calleth to thee fur: that all 
people of the earth may know thy 
name, to fear thee, as do thy people 
Israel: and that they may know that 
this house, which I have builded, is 
called by thy name. 


44 49 If thy people go out to battle 
ape their enemy, whithersvever thou 

alt send them, and shall pry unto 
the Lorn toward the city which thou 
hast chosen, and toward the house that 
I have built for thy name: 


45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 


46 If they sin against thee, (for éhere 
ig no man that sinneth not,) and thou 
be angry with them, and deliver them 
to the enemy, so that they carry them 
away captives unto the land of the 
enemy, far or near; 


47 Yet if they shall bethink themselves 
in the land whither they were carried 
captives, and repent, and make suppli- 
cation unto thee in the land of them 
that carried them captives, saying, We 
have sinned, and have done perversely, 
we have committed wichedness; 


48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the lund of their enemies, which ‘led 
them away captive, and pray unto thee 
toward their land, which thou gavest 
unto their fathers, the city which thou 
hast chosen, and the house which [ 
have built for thy name: 


49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and maintain their cause, 


50 And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their trans- 
gressions wherein they have transgress- 
ed against thee, ail give them com- 
passion before them who carried them 
captive, that they may have compassion 
on them: 


51 For they be thy eal and thine 
inheritance , which thou broughitest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst of 
the furnace of iron: 


52 That thine eyes may be open unto 
the ou plication of thy servant, and 
unto the supplication of thy people 
ferael to hearken unto them in all that 
they call for unto thee. 


53 For thou didst separate them from 
among all the people of the earth, to be 
thine inheritance, as thou spakest by 
the hand of Moses thy servant, when 
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thou broughtest our fathers out of 
Egypt, O Lord Gop. 


54 And it was so, that when Solomon 
had made an end of praying all this 
rayer and supplication unto the Lorn, 
he arose from before the altar of the 
Lorp, from kneeling on his knees with 
his hands spread up to heaven. 


55 And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with aloud voice, 
saying, : 


56 Blessed be the Lorn, that hath 
given rest unto his people Israel, ac- 
cording to all that he promised: there 
hath not failed one word of all his good 

romise, which he promised by the 
hand of Moses his servant. 


57 The Lorn our God be with us, as 
he was with our fathers: let him not 
leave us, nor forsake us: 


58 That he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, and 
to keep his commandments, and his 
statutes, and his judgments, "which he 
commanded our fathers. 


59 And let these my words, wherewith 
I have made supplication before the 
Lop, be nigh unto the Lorn our God 
day and night, that he maintain the 
cause of his servant, and the cause of 
his people Israel at "all times, as the 
matter shall require: 


60 ‘That all the people of the earth 
may know that the Lory is God, and 
that there ws none else. 


G1 Let your heart therefore be perfect 

with the Lorp our God, to walk in his 
statutes, and to keep his command- 
ments, as at this day. 


62 9 And the king, and all Israel with 
him, offered sacrifice before the Lorp. 


63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice of 
peace offerings, which he offered unto 
the Lorp, two and twenty thousand 
oxen, and an hundred and oy 
thousand sheep. So the king and all 
the children of Israel dedicated the 
house of the Lorn. 


Gi The same day did the king hallow 
the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lorn: for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and meat offer- 
ings, and the fat of the peace offerings: 
because the brasen altar that was be- 
fore the Lor» awas too little to receive 
the burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and the fat of the peace offerings. 


65 And at that time Solomon held a 

feast, and all Israel with him, a great 
congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt, be- 
fore the Lorp our God, seven ‘days 
and seven days, even fourteen days. 


66 On the cighth day he sent the 
people away: and they blessed the 
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king, and went unto their tents joyful 
an ‘glad of heart for all the goodness 
that the Lorp had done for David his 
servant, and for Israel his people. 


CHAPTER IX. 


ND it came to pass, when Solomon 
had finished the building of the 
house .of the Lorn, and the king's 
house, and all Solomon’s desire which 
he was pleased to do, 


2 That the Lorp appeared to Solomon 
the second time, as he had appeared 
unto him at Gibeon. 


38 And the Lorn said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy supplication, 
that thou hast made before me: I have 
hallowed this house, which thou hast 
built, to put my name there for ever 
and mine eyes and mine heart shall 
be there perpetually. 


4 And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in integrity 
of heart, and in uprightness, tu do ac- 
cording to all that I have commanded 
thee, and wilt keep my statutes and 
my judgments: 


5 Then I will establish the throne of 
thy kingdom_upon Israel for ever as I 
promised to David thy father, saying, 
There shall not fail thee a man upon 
the throne of Israel. 


6 But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, ye or your children, and 
will not keep my commandments and 
my statutes which I have set before 
you, but go and serve other gods, and 
worship them: 


7 Then will T cut off Israel out of the 

land which I have given them; and 
this house, which T have hallowed for 
my name, will J cast out of my sight; 
and Israel shall be a proverb and a 
byword among all people: 


&% And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they 
shall say, Why hath the Lorn done 
thus unto this land, and to this house? 


9 And they shall answer, Because 
they fursook the Lorp their God, who 
brought forth their fathers out of the 
land of Egypt, and have taken hold 
upon other gods, and have worshipped 
them, and served them: therefore hath 
ey Loap brought upon them all this 
evi 


10 | And it came to pass at the end 
of twenty years, when Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of the 
Loran, and the king’s house, 


11 (Now Hiram the king of Tyre had 
furnished Solomon with cedar trees 
and fir trees, and with gold, according 
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to all his desire,) that then king So- 
lomon gave Hiram twenty cities in the 
land of Galilee. 


12 And Hiram came out from Tyre to 
see the cities which Solomon had given 
him; and they pleased him not. 


13 And he said, What cities are these 
which thou hast given me, my brother? 
And he called them the land of Cabul 
unto this day. 


14 And Hiram sent to the king six- 
score talents of gold. 


15 J And this is the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised: for to 
build the house of the Lorn, and his 
own house, and Millo, and the wall of 
Jorusalem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, 
and (zezer. 


16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, and burnt 
it with fire, and slain the Canaanites 
that dwelt in the city, and given it 

daughter: Solo- 


mon’s wife. 


17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether, 


18 And Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land, 


19 And all the cities of store that So- 
lomon had, and cities for his chariots, 
and cities for his horsemen, and that 
which Solomon desired to build in Je- 
rusalem, and in Lebanon, and in all 
the land of his dominion. 


20) And all the people that were left of 
the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, Hi- 
vites, and Jebusites, whic th were not of 
the children of Isr zel, 


21 Their children that were left after 
them in the land, whom the children 
of Israel also were not able utterly to 
destroy, upon those did Solomon levy a 
tribute of bondservice unto this day. 


22 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen: but they 
were men of war, and his servants, and 
his princes, and his captains, and rulers 
of his chariots, and his horsemen. 


23 These were the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon’s work, five 
hundred and filty, which bare rule over 
the people that wrought in the work. 


24 F But Pharach's daughter came up 
out of the city of David unto her house 
which Solomon had built for her: then 
did he build Millo. 


25 4 And three times ina year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and peace 
offerings upon the altar which he built 
unto the Lorn, and he burnt incense 
upon the altar that was before the Lorn. 
So he finished the house. 


26 4 And king Solomon made a navy 
of ships in Kzion-geber, which is beside 
Kloth, on the shore of the Red sea, in 
the lana of Kdom. 


I KINGS, X. 
27 And Hiram sent in the navy his 


servants, shipmen that had knowledge 
of the sea, with the servants of Solomon. 


ed 


28 And they came to Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four bhun- 
dred and twenty talents, and brought 
zt to king Solomon. 


CHAPTER X. 


ND when the queen of Sheba heard 

of the fame of Solomon concerning 
the name of the Lorn, she came to 
prove him with hard questions. 


2 And she came to Jerusalem with 
a very great train, with camels that 
bare spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones: and when she was 
come to Solomon, she communed with 
him of all that was in her heart. 


8 And Solomon told her all her ques- 
tions: there was not any thing hid from 
the king, which he told her not. 


4 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen all Solomon’s wisdum, and the 
house that he had built, 


5 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the atten- 
dance of his ministers, and their apparel, 
and his cupbearers, and his ascent by 
which he went up unto the house of 
a Lorp; there was no more spirit 
in her. 


6 And she said to the king, It was a 
true report that I heard in mine own 
land of thy acts and of thy wisdom. 


7 Howbeit I believed not the words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen zt: 
and, behold, the half was not told me: 
thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth 
the fame which I heard. | 


8 Happy are thy men, happy are these 
thy servants, which stand continually 
before thee, and that hear thy wisdom. 


9 Blessed be the Lorn thy God, which 
delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel: because the Lorn loved 
Israel for ever, therefore made he thee 
king, to do judgment and justice. 


10 And she gave the king an hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of spices 
very great store, and precious stones: 
there came no more such abundance 
of spices as these which the queen of 
Sheba gave to king Solomon. 


11 And the navy also of Hiram, that 
brought gold from Ophir, brought in 
from Ophir great plenty of almug trees, 
and precious stones. 


12 And the king made of the almug 
trees pillars for the house of the Lorn, 
and for the king’s house, harps also 
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and psalteries fur singers: there came 
no such almug trees, nor were seen 
unto this day. 


13 And king Solomon gave unto the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
suvever she asked, beside that. which 
Solomon gave her of his royal bounty. 
So she turned and went to her own 
country, she and her servants. 


14 § Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred threescore and six talents of 
gold, 

15 Beside that he had of the mer- 
chantmen, and of the trattick of the 
spice merchants, and of all the kings 
of Arabia, and of the governors of the. 
country. 


16 9 And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred shekels of gold went to one 
target. 


17 And he made three hundred shields 
of beaten gold; three pound of gold 
went to one shield: and the king put 
them in the house of the forest of Le- 
banon, 


18 § Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
the best gold. 


190 The throne had six steps, and the 
top of the throne mas round behind: 
and dae were stays on either side on 
the piney of the seat, and two lions 
stood beside the stays. 


20 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other hae 
the six steps: there was not the lik 
made in any kingdom. 


21 G9 And all king Solomon’s drinking 
vessels were of gold, and all the vessels 
of the house of the forest of Lebanon 
were of pure gold; none were of silver: | 
it was nothing accounted of in the days 
of Solomon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy of 
Tharshish with the navy of Hiram; 
once in three years came the navy of 
‘Tharshish, bringing gold, and_ silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peac ocks. 


23 So king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth for riches and for 
wisdom. 


24 9 And all the earth sought to So- 
lomon, to hear his wisdom, which God 
had put in his heart. 


25 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels 
of gold, and garments, ‘and armour, 
and spices, horses, and mules, a rate 
year by. year. 


26 ¢ And Solomon gathered together, 
chariots and horsemen: and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen, whom 
he bestowed in the cities for chariots, 
and with the king at Jerusalem. 


27 And the king made silver to be 
in Jerustlem as stones, and cedars 
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made ke to be as the sycomore trees 
that are in the vale, for abundance. 


28 | And Solomon had horses broushe 

out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the 
king’s merchants received the ‘linen 
yarn at a price. 


29 And a chariot came up and went 
out of Egypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and an horse for an hundred 
and fifty: and so for all the kings of 
the Hittites, and for the kings of Syria, 
did they bring them out by their means. 


CHAPTER XI. 


UT king Solomon loved many strange 
women, together with the daugh- 
ter of Pharaoh, women of the Moabites, 
Ammonites, Edomites, Zidonians, and 
Hittites ; 
2 Of the nations concer ning which the 
Lorp said unto the children of Israel, 
Ye shall not go in to them, neither 
shall they come in unto you: jor surely 
they will turn away your heart after 
thelr gods: Solomon clave unto these 
in love. 
3 And he had seven hundred wives, 
rincesses, and three hundred concu- 
ines: and his wives turned away his 
heart. 


4 For it came to pass, when Solomon 
was old, that his wives turned away 
his heart after other gods: and his 
heart was not perfect with the Lorp 
his God, as was the heart of David his 
father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians, and 
after Milcom the abomination of the 
Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lorp, and went not fully after 
the Lorn, as did David his father. 


7 Then did Solomon build an high 
lace for Chemosh, the abomination of 
oab, in the hill that és before Jeru- 
salem; and for Molech, the abomination 
ot the children of Ammon. 
8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 
9 9 And the Lor» was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was turned 
from the Lorn God of Israel, which 
had appeared unto him twice, 
10 And had commanded him econ- 
cerning this thing, that he should not 
go after other gods: but he kept not 
that which the Lorn commanded. 


11 Wherefore the Lorn said unto So- 
lomon, For as much as this is done of 
thee, and thou hast not kept: my 
covenant and my statutes which I 
have commanded thee, I will surel 
‘rend the kingdom from. thee, and will 
give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days I will 
not do it for David thy father's sake: 
but I will rend it out of the hand of 


th 
13 Howbeit I will not rend away all 
the kingdom; but will give one tribe 
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to thy son for David my servant's sake, 
and for Jerusalem's sake which I have 
chosen. 

14 § And the Lonrp stirred u up. oe 
adversary unto Solomon, Hada 
Edomite: he was of the king’s eed is 
Edom. 

15 For it came to pass, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain of 
the host was gone up to bury the 
slain, after he had smitten every male 
in Edom; 

16 (For six months did Joab remain 
there with all Israel, until he had cut 
off every male in Edom:) 


17 That Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of his father’s servants with 
him, to go into Egypt; Hadad being 
yet a little child. 


18 And they arose out of Midian, and 
came to Paran: and they took men 
with them out of Paran, and they came 
to Egypt, unto pnareon king of ae 
which gave him an house, an 

ates him victuals, and gave hin 
an 

19 And Hadad found great favour in 
the sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave 
him to wife the sister of his own wife, 
the sister of Tahpenes the queen. 


20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare 
him Genubath his son, whom Tahpenes 
weaned in Pharaoh's house: and Ge- 
nubath was in VPharaoh’s household 
among the sons of Pharaoh. 


21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt 
that David slept with his fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the host was 
dead, Hadad said to Pharaoh, Let me 
depart, that ] may go to mine own 
country. 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto him, But 
what hast thou lacked with me, that, 
behold, thou seekest to go to thine 
own country ? And he answered, No- 
thing: howbeit let me go in any wise. 


23 9 And God stirred him up another 

adversary, Rezon the son of Eliadah, 
which fled from his lord Hadadezer 
king of Zobah: 


24 And he gathered men unto him, 
and became captain over a band, when 
David slew them of Zobah: and they 
went to Damascus, and dwelt therein, 
and reigned in Damascus. 


25 And he was an adversary to Is- 
racl all the days of Solomon, beside 
the mischief that Hadad did: and he 
abhorred Israel, and reigned over Syria. 


26 § And Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
an Ephrathite of Zereda, Solomon's 
servant, whose mother’s name was Ze- 
ruah, a widow woman, even he lifted 
up his hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he 
lifted up his hand against the kin 
Solomon built Millo, and re aired t e 
breaches of the city of David his father, 


28 And the man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour: and Solomon 
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seeing the young man that he was 
industrious, he made him ruler over 
all the charge of the house of Joseph. 


29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusa- 
lem; that the prophet Ahijah the Shi- 
lonite found him in the way; and he 
had clad himself with a new garment; 
and they two were alone in the field: 


30 And Ahijah caught the new gar- 
ment that was on him, and rent it in 
twelve pieces: 


81 And he said to Jeroboam, Take 

thee ten pieces: for thus saith the 

Lorn, the God of Israel, Behold, I will 

rend the kingdom out of the hand of 

aon and will give ten tribes to 
ee: 


32 (But he shall have one tribe for 
my servant David’s sake, and for Je- 
rusalem’s sake, the city which I have 
chosen out of all the tribes of Israel: ) 


33 Because that they have forsaken 
me, and have worshipped Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidunians, Chemush 
the god of the Moabites, and Milcom 
the god of the children of "Ammon, and 
have not walked in my ways, to do 
that which ts right inv mine eyes, and 
ta keep my statutes and my judgments, 
as did David his father. 


34 Howbeit I will not take the whole 
kingdom out of his hand: but J will 
make him prince all the days of his 
life for David my servant’s sake, whom 
I chose, because he kept my com- 
mandments and my statutes: 


35 But 1 will take the kingdom out 
of his son’s hand, and will give it unto 
thee, even ten tribes. 


36 And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that David my servant may 
have a light alway betore me in Jeru- 
salem, the city which I have chosen 
me to. put my name there. 


3¢ And I will take thee, and thou 
shalt reign according to all that thy 
soul desireth, and shalt be king over 
Israel. 


38 And it shall be, if thou wilt hearken 

unto all that I command thee, and 
wilt walk in my ways, and do that is 
right in my sight, to keep my statutes 
and my comm andments, as Dayid my 
servant did; that I will be with thee, 
and build thee a sure house, a8 I built 
om David, and will give Israel unto 
thee. 


39 And I will for this afflict the seed 
of David, but not for ever. 


40 Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam. And Jeroboam arose, and 
fled into Kaypt. unto Shishak king of 
Egypt, and was in Egypt until the 
death of Solomon. 


41 4 And the rest of the acts of So- 
lomon, and all that he did, and his

43 And Solomon slept with -his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David his father: and Rehoboam his 
son reigned in his stead.

for all Israel] were come to She- 
chem to make him kine. 


2 And it came to pass, when Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who was yet 
in Egypt, heard of i, (for he was fled 
from the presence of king Solomon, 
and Jeroboam dwelt in Kgypt;) 


S$ That they sent and called him. 
And Jeroboaim and all the congregation 
of Israel came, and spake unto Reho- 
boam, saying, 


4 hy father made our yoke grievous: 
now therefore make thou the grievous 
service of thy father, and his heavy 
yoke which he put upon us, lighter, 
und we will serve thee. 


§ And he said unto them, Depart yet 
Jor three days, then come again to me. 
And the people departed. 


6 9 And king Rehoboam consulted 
with the old men, that stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived 
and said, llow do ye advise that I may 
answer this people? 


7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou wilt be a servant unto this 
people this day, and wilt serve them, 
and answer them, and speak, good 
words to them, then they will be thy 
servants for ever. 


% But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men that 
were grown up with him, avd which 
stood before him: 


9 And he said unto them, What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to me, 
saying, Make the yoke which thy fa- 
ther did put upon us lighter? 


10 And the young men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou speak unto this 
people that spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, but 
sake thou ¢t lighter unto us; thus shalt 
thou say unto them, My little jinger 
shall be thicker than my father’s loins. 


11 And now whereas my father did 
lade you witha neve yoke, I will add 
to your yoke: my father hath chastised 
you with whips, but I will chastise 
you with scorpions. 


12 ¢ So Jeroboam and all the people 
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came to Rehoboam the third day, as 
the king had appointed, saying, Come 
to me again the third day. 


13 And the king answered the people 
roughly, and forsook the old men’s 
counsel that they gave him; 


14 And spake to them after the coun- 
sel of the young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, and J will add 
to your yoke: my father also chastised 
you with whips, but I will chastise 
you with scorpions. 


15 Wherefore the king hearkened not 
unto the people; for the cause was 
from the Lorn, that he might perform 
his saying, which the Lorp spake by 
Ahijah the Epuonite unto Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat. 


16 | So when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the 
people answered the king, saying, What 

ortion have we in David? neither 

ave we inheritance in the son of Jesse: 
to your tents, © Israel: now see to 
thine own house, David. So Israel de- 
parted unto their tents. 


17 But as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 


18 Then king Rehoboam sent dorm 
who was over the tribute; and all 
rael stoned him with stones , that. he 
died. Therefore king Rehoboam made 
speed to get him up to his chariot, to 
flee to Jerusalem. 


19 So Israel rebelled against the house 
of David unto this day. 


20 And it came to pass, when all Is- 

rael heard that Jerobonam was come 
again, that they sent and called him 
unto the congregation and made him 
king over all Israel: there was none 
that followed the house of David, but 
the tribe of Judah only. 


21 § And when Rehoboam was come 
to Jerusalem, he assembled all the 
house of Judah, with the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, an hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand chosen men, which were warriors, 
to fight against the house of Israel, to 
bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon. 


22 But the word of God came unto 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 


23 Sneak unto Rehoboam, the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and unto all 
the house of Judah and Benj amin, and 
to the remnant of the zo saying, 


24 Thus saith the Lorn, Ye shall not 
go up, nor fight against your brethren 
the children of Isracl; return every 
man to his house; for this thing is 
from me. ‘hey hearkened therefore to 
the word of the Lorn, and returned to 
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depart, according to the word of the 
Lorp. 


25 §¥ Then Jeroboam built Shechem 
in mount Ephraim, -and dwelt therein; 
and went out from thence, and built 
Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David: 


27 If this people go up to do sacritice 
in the house of the Lorn at Jerusalem, 
then shall the heart of this people turn 
again unto their lord, even unto Reho- 

boam king of Judah, and they shall 
kill me, and go again to Rehoboam 
king of Judah. 


28 Whereupon the king took counsel 
and made two calves of gold, and said 
unto them, It is too much for you to 
go up to Jerusalem: behold thy gods, 
Q Israel, which brought thee up out 
of the land of Egypt. 


29 And he set the one in Beth-el, and 
the other put he in Dan. 


30 And this thing became a sin: for 
the people went to worship before the 
one, even unto Dan. 


31 And he made an house of high 
places, and made priests of the lowest 
of the people, which were not of the 
sons of Levi. 


32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast in 
the cighth month, on the fifteenth day 
of the month, like unto the feast that 
is in Judah, and, he offered upon the 
altar. So did he in Beth-el, sacrificing 
unto the calves that he had made: and 
he placed in Beth-el the priests of the 
high places which he had made. 


33 So he offered upon the altar which 
he had made in Beth-el the fifteenth 
day of the eighth month, even in the 
month which he had devised of his 
own heart; and ordained a feast unto 
the children of Isracl: and he offered 
upon the altar, and burnt incense. 


CHAPTER XII. 


ND, behold, there came a man of 

God out of Judah by the word of 
the Lor» unto Beth-el: and Jeroboain 
stood by the altar to burn incense. 


2 And he cried against the altar in 

the word of the Lorn, and said, O altar, 
uitar, thus saith the Lorn; Behold, a 
child shall be born unto the house 
of David, Josiah by name; and upon 
thee shall he offer the priests of the 
high places that burn Incense upon 
thee, and men’s bones shall be burnt 
upon thee. 


3 And he gave a sign the same day, 
saying, ‘This is the sign which the Lorn 
hath spoken; Behold, the altar shall be 
rent, and the ashes that ave upon it 
shall be poured out. 


4 And it came to pass, when king 
Jcroboam heard the saying of the man 
of God, which had cried against the 
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altar in Beth-el, that he put forth his 
hand from the altar, saying, Lay hold 
on him. And his hand, which he put 
forth against him, dried up, so that he 
could not pull it in again to him. 


5 The altar alao was rent, and the 

ashes poured out from the altar, ac- 

cording to the sign which the man of 

God had given by the word of the 
ORD. 


6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Intreat now the 
face of the Lorn thy God, and pray for 
me, that my hand may be restored me 
again. And the man of God besought 
the Lorn, and the king’s hand was 
restored him again, and became as ié 
was before. 


7 And the king said unto the man of 
God, Come home with me, and refresh 
thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 


8 And the man of God said unto the 
king, If thou wilt give me half thine 
house, I will not go in with thee, nei- 
ther will I eat bread nor drink water 
in this place: 


9 For so was it charged me by the 
word of the Lorn, saying, Kat no bread, 
nor drink water, nor turn again by the 
game way that thou camest. 


10 So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Beth-el. 


11 Y Now there dwelt an old prophet 
in Beth-el; and his sons came and told 
him all the works that the man of God 
had done that day in Beth-ol: the 
words which he had spoken unto the 
oes them they told also to their ta- 

er. 


12 And their father said unto them, 
What way went he? For his suns had 
seen what way the man of God went, 
which came from Judah. 


13 And he said unto his sons, Saddle 
me the ass. So they saddled him the 
ass: and he rode thereon, 


14 And went after the man of God, 
and found him sitting under an oak: 
and he said unto him, Art thou the 
man of God that camest from Judah ? 
And he said, I am. 


1h Then he said unto him, Come home 
with me, and eat bread. 


16 And he said, [ may not return 
with thee, nor goin with thee: neither 
will | eat bread nor drink water with 
thee in this place: 


17 For it was said to me by the word 
of the Lorv, Thou shalt eat no bread 
nor drink water there, nor turn again 
to go by the way that thou camest. 


18 He said unto him, I am a prophet 
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also as thou art; and an purest spake 
unto me by the word of Lorp, 
saying, Bring him back with thee into 
thine house, that he may eat bread and 
drink water. But he lied unto him. 


19 So he went back with him, and 
iid eat bread in his house, and drank 
water. 


20 ¥ And it came to pass, as they sat 

at the table, that the word of the Lorn 
came unto the prophet that brought 
him back 


21 And he cried unto the man of God 
that came from Judah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorn, Forasmuch as thou hast 
disobeyed the ‘mouth of the Lorp, and 
hast not kept the commandment which 
the Lory thy God commanded thee, 


22 But camest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place of 
the which the LORD did say to thee, 
Kat no bread, and drink no water; 
thy carcase shall not come unto the 
sepulchre of thy fathers. 


23 § And it came to pass, after he had 
eaten bread, and after he had drunk, 
that he saddled for him the ass, to wié, 
Lae ane prophet whom he had brought 
ac 


24 And when he was gone, a lion met 
him by the way, and slew him: and 
his carcase was cast in the way, and 
the ass stood by it, the lion also stood 
by the carcase. 


25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the carcase cast in the way, and 
the lion standing by the carcase: and 
they came and told 2é in the city where 
the old prophet dwelt. 


26 And when the prophet that brought 
him back from the way heard thereof, 
he suid, It zs the man of God, who was 
disobedient unto the word of the Lorn: 
therefore the Lorn hath delivered him 
unto the lion, which Nath torn him, 
and slain him, according to the word 
of the Lorn, which he spake unto hitn. 


27 And he spake to his sons, 8 ay ing 
Phas me the ass. And they sa 
umn 


23 And he went and found his car- 
case cast in the way, and the ass and 
the lion standing by the carcase: the 
lion had not eaten the carcase, nor 
torn the ass. 


29 And the prophet took up the car- 
case of the man of God, and laid it 
upon the ass, and brought it back: and 
the old prophet came to the city, to 


‘mourn and to bury him. 


30 And he laid his carcase in his own 
grave; and they mourned over him, 
saying, Alas, my brother! 


3) And it came to pass, after he had 
buried him, that he spake to his sons, 
paying, When I am dead, then bury 
me in the sepulchre wherein the man 
of God is buried; lay my bones beside 
his bones:

82 For the saying which he cried by 
the word of the Lozp against the altar 
in Beth-el, and against all the houses 
of the high "places which are in the cities 
of Samaria, shal) surely come to pass. 


33 4 After this thing Jeroboam re- 
turned not from his evil way, but made 
again of the lowest of the people priests 
of the high places: whosoever would, 
he consecrated him, and he became one 
of the priests of the high places. 

84 And this thing became sin unto 
the house of Jeroboam, even to cut i¢ 
off, and to destroy i¢ from off the fave 
of ‘the earth, 





CHAPTER XIV. 


At that time Abijah the son of Je- 
roboam fell sick. 


2 And Jervboam said to his wife, 
Arise, I pray thee, and disguise thyself, 
that thou be not known to be the wife 
of Jeroboam; and get thee to Shiloh: 
behold, there is Ahijah the rophet, 
which told me that 7 should be king 
over this people. 


3 And take with thee ten loaves, and 
cracknels, and a cruse of honey, and 
o to him: he shall tell thee what shall 
Becune of the child. 


4 And Jeroboam’s wife did so, and 
arose, and went to Shiloh, and ‘came 
to the house of Ahijah. But Ahijah 
could not see; for his eyes were set 
by reason of his age. 


5 | And the noe said-unto Ahijah, 
Behold, the wife of Jeroboam cometh 
to ask a thing of thee for her son; for 
he zs sick: thus and thus shalt thou 
say unto her: for it shall be, when she 
cometh in, that she shall feign herself 
to be another woman. 


6 And it was so, when Ahijah heard 
the sound of her fe et, as she came in 
at the door, that he said, Come in, thou 
wife of Jeroboam; why feignest thou 
thyself to be another? for I cn sent to 
thee with heavy tidings. 


7 Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saith the 
Lorp God of Israel, Forasmuch as I 
exalted thee from among the people, 
and made thee.prince over my people 
Israel, 


8 And rent the kingdom away from 
the house of David, and gave it thee: 
and yet thou hast not been as my ser- 
vant David, who kept my command- 
ments, and who followed me with all 
his heart, to do that only which wus 
right in mine eyes; 


9 But hast done evil above all that 
were before thee: for thou hast gone 
and made thee other gods, and molten 
images, to provoke me to anger, and 
hast cast me behind thy back: 


10 Therefore, behold, I will bring evil 
upon the house of Jeroboam, and will 
cut off from Jeroboam him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut 
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up and left in Israel, and will take 
away the remnant of the house of Je- 
roboam, as a man taketh away dung, 
till it be all gone, 


11 Him that dieth of Jeroboam in the 
city shall the dogs eat; and him that 
dieth i in the field shall the fowls of the 
“air eat: for the Lory hath spoken it, 


12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to 
thine own house: and when th thy feet 
enter into the city, the child shall die, 


13 And all Israel shall mourn for him, 
and bury him: for he only of Jeroboam 
shall come to the grave, because in 
him there is found some good thing 
toward the Lorp God of Israel in the 
house of Jeroboam. 


14 Moreover the Lorn shall raise him 

up a king over Israel), who shall cut 
off the house of Jeroboam that day; 
but what? even now. 


15 Yor the Lorn shall smite Israel, as 
i reed is shaken in the water, and he 
shall root up Israel out of this good 
lund, which he gave to their fathers, 
and shall scatter them beyond the river, 
because they have made their groves, 
provoking the Lorp to anger. 


16 And he shall give Israel up because 
of the sins of Jeroboam, who did sin, 
and who made Israel to sin. 


17 F And Jeruboam’s wife arose, and 
departed, and came to Tirzah: and when 
she came to the threshold of the door, 
the child died; 


18 And they buried him; and all Is- 
raecl mourned for him, according to the 
word of the Lorn, which he spake by 
the hand of his servant Ahijah the 
prophet. 


19 And the rest of the acts of Jero- 
boam, how he warred, and how he 
reigned, behold, they are written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. 


20 And the days which Jeroboam 
reigned were two and twenty years: 
and he slept with his fathers, and Na- 
dab his son reigned in his stead. 


21 G And Rehobuam the son of Solo- 
mon reigned in Judah. Rehoboam was 
forty and one years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned seventeen 
ha in Jerusalem, the city which the 

orp did choose out of all the tribes 
of Israel, to put his name there. And 
his mother’s name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. 


22 And Judah did evil in the sight 
of the Lorn, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their sins which they 
had committed, abovo all that their 
fathers had done. 


23 For they also built them high places, 
and images, and groves, on every high 
hil], and under every green tree. 

24° And there were also sodomites 
in the land: cad they did according 
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to all the abominations of the nations 
wich the Lorp cast out before the 
children of Israel. 


25 ¥ And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam, that Shishak 
ing of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem: 


26 And he took away the treasures of 
the house of the Lorn, and the trea- 
sures of the eine 8 house: he even took 
away all: and he took away all the 
shields of gold which Solomon had made. 


27 And king Rehoboam made in their 
stead brasen shields, and committed them 
unto the hands of the chief of the euares 
which kept the door of the king’s house. 


28 And it was so, when the king went 

into the house of the Lorn that the 
guard. bare them, and brought them 
ack into the guard chamber. 


29. 9 Now the rest of the acts of Re- 
hoboam, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 


30 And there. was war between Reho- 
boam and Jeroboam all their days. 


B1 And Rehobvam slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of David. And his mother’s 
name was Naamah an Ammonitess. And 
Abijam his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER XV. 


OW in the eighteenth year of king 
_ Jeroboam the son of Nebat reigned 
Abijam over Judah. 


t . . 
2 Three years reigned he in Jerusa- 
lem. And his) mother’s name was 
Maachah, the daughter of Abishalom. 


3 And he walked in all the sins of 
his father, which he had done before 
him: and his heart) was not perfect 
with the Lorn his God, as the heart 
of David his father. 


4 Nevertheless for David's sake did 
the Lorn his God give him a lamp in 
Jerusalem, to set up his son after him, 
and to establish Jerusalem: 


5 Because David did that which was 
ne in the eyes of the Lorn, and turn- 
not aside from any thing that he 
sorimnandad him all the days of his 
life, save only in the matter of Uriah 
the Hittite. 


6 And there was war between Reho- 
boam and Jerobvain all the days of 
his life. 

7 Now the reat of the acts of Abijam, 
and all that he did, «re they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? And there was 
war between Abijam and Jeroboam. 


8 And Abijam slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him in the city of 
David: and Asa his son reigned in his 
stead. : 

9 4 And in the twentieth year of Je- 
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roboam king of Israel reigned Asa over 
Judah. 

10 And forty and one years rei ned. 
he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Maachah, the daughter of 
Abishalom. 


11 And Asa did that which was_right 
in the eyes of the Lorn, as did David 
his father. 


12 And he took away the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all the 
idols that his fathers had made. 


138 And also Maachah his mother, 
even her he removed from being queen, 
because she had made an idol in a 
grove; and Asa destroyed her idol, and 
burnt it by the brook Kidron. 


14. But the high places were not 
removed: nevertheless Asa’s heart was 
perfect with the Loxp all his days. 


15 And he brought in the things which 
his father had dedicated, and the things 
which himself had dedicated, into the 
house of the Lorn, silver, and gold, 
and vessels. 


16 J And there was war between Asa 

and Baasha king of Israel all their 
days. 

17 And Baasha king of Israel went 
up against Judah, and built Ramah, 
that he might not ‘suffer any to gO out 
or come in to Asa king of Tadate 


18 Then Asa took all the silver and 
the gold that were left in the treasures 
of the house of the Lor» and the trea- 
sures of the king’s house, and delivered 
them into the hand of his servants: 
and king Asa sent them to Ben-hadad, 
the son of Tabrimon, the son of Hezion, 
king of Syria, that-dwelt. at Damascus, 
sity ing, 

19 There is a league between me and 
thee, and between my father and thy 
father: behold, I have sent unto thee 
a present of silver and gold; come and 
break thy league with Baasha king of 
Israel, that he may depart from me. 


20 So Ben-hadad hearkened unto king 
Asa, and sent the captains of the hosts 
which he had against the cities of Is- 
ynel, and smote Tjon, and Dan, and 
Abel-beth-maachah, and all Cinneroth, 
with all the land of Naphtali. 


21 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard thereof, that he left off building 
of Ramah, and dwelt in ‘Tirzah. 


22 Then king Asa made a proclamh- 
tion throughout all Judah; none was 
exempted: and they took away the 
stones of Ramah, and the timber there- 
of wherewith Baasha had builded; and 
king Asa built with them Geba of Ben- 
jamin, and Mizpah. 


28 The rest of allthe acts of Asa, and 
all his might, and all that he did, and 
the cities which he built, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? Nevertheless 
in the time of his old age he was 
diseased in his feet. 
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24 And Asa slept with his fathers, and 
was buried with his fathers in the city 
of David his father: and Jehoshaphat 
his son reigned in his stead. 


25 9 And eget the son of Jeroboam 
began to Teen over Israel in the second 
year of Asa king of Judah, and reigned 
over Israel two years. 


26 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Loan, and walked in the way of his 
tather, and in his sin wherewith he 
made Israel to sin. 


27: Y And Baasha the son of Ahijah, 
of the house of Issachar, conspired 
against him; and Baasha sinote him at 
(zibbethon, which belonged to the Phi- 
listines; for Nadab and all Israel laid 
siege to Gibbethon. 


98 Even in the third year of Asa 
king of Judah did Baasha slay him, 
and reigned in his stead. 


29 And it came to pass, when he 





reigned, that he smote all the house of 


Jeroboam: he left not to Jeroboam any 
that breathed, until he had destroyed 
him, accor ding unto the saying of the 
Lorn, which he spake by tis servant 
Ahijah the Shilonite: 


30 Because of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and which he made 
Tsrael sin, by his provocation where- 
with he provoked the Lorn God of Is- 
rael to anger. 


31 FY Now the rest of the acts of 


Nadab, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chront- 
cles of the kings of Israe)? 


32 And there was war between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel all their days. 


33 In the third ye ar of Asa king of 


Judah began Baasha the son of Ahijah 
to reign over all Israel in ‘Tirzah, 
twenty and four years. 


34 And he did ev ilin the sight of the 
Lorp, and walked in the way of Jero- 
boam,_ and in his sin wherewith he 
made Israel to sin. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


TEN the word of the Lorn came 
to Jehu the son of Hanani against 
Baasha, saying, 

2 Forasmuch as I exalted thee out of 
the dust, and made thee prince over 
my people Israel; and thou hast walked 
in the way of Jeroboam, and hast 
made my people Israel to sin, to pro- 
voke me to anger with their sins; 

3 Behold, 7 will take away the pos- 
terity of Baasha, and nie osterity of his 
house; and will make thy house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 


4 Him that dieth of Baasha in the 
city shall the dogs eat; and him that 
dieth of his in the fields shall the fuwls 
of the air eat. 

5 Now the rest of the acts of Baasha, 
and what he did, and his might, are 
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they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 


G6 So Baasha slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Tirzah: and Elah 
his son reigned in his stead. 


7 And also by the hand of the pro- 
phet Jehu the son of Hanani came the 
word of the Lorp against Baasha, and 
against his house, even for all the evil 
that he did in the sight of the Lorn, 
in provoking him to anger with the 
work of his hands, in being like the 
house of Jerobouam; and because he 
killed him. 


8 9 In the twenty and sixth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Elah the son 
of Baasha to reign over Israel in Tirzah, 
two years. 


9 And his servant Zimri, captain of 
half his chariots, conspired ag: inst him, 
as he was in ‘Tirzah, drinking himself 
drunk in the house of Arza steward of 
Ais house in ‘lirzah. 


10 And Zimri went in and smote him, 

and killed him, in the Buatila and 
seventh year of Asa king of Judah, 
and reigned in his stead. 


11 § And it came to pass, when he 
began to reign, as soon as he sat on 
his throne, that he slew all the house 
of 3aasha: he left him not one that 
pinot against a wall, neither of his 
insfulks, nor of his friends, 


12 Thus did Zimri destroy all the 
house of Baasha, according tu the word 
of the Lorn, which he spake against 
Daasha by Jehu the prophet, 


13 For all the sins of Baasha, and the 
sing of Jlah his son, by which they 
sinned, and by which they made Israel 
to sin, in provoking the Lorn God of 
Israel to anger with their vanities. 


14 Now the rest of the acta of Elah, 

and all that he did, ave they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel? 


15 7 In the twenty and seventh year 
of Asa king of Tadan did Zimri reign 
seven days in Tirzah. And the people 
were encamped against Gibbethon, 
which belonged to the Philistines. 


16 And the people that were encamped 
heard say, dita hath conspired, and 
hath also slain the king: wherefore all 
Israel made Omri, the captain of the 
host, king over Tsruel that day in the 
camp. 


17 And Omri went up from Gibbe- 
thon, and all Israel with him, and they 
besieged ‘Tirzah. 


18 And it came to pass, when Zimri 
saw that the city was taken, that he 
went into the palace of the king’ s house, 
and burnt the king’s house over him 
with fire, and died, 


19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Loan, in 
walking in the way of Jeroboam, and 
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in his sin which he died, to make Is- 
rael to sin. 


20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 

and his treason that he wrought, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel?

2) ¢ Then were the people of Israel 
divided into two parts: half of the 

le followed Tibni the son of Gi- 
Fathi to make him king; and half fol- 
lowed Omri. 


22 But the people that followed Omri 

pee ailed against the people that fol- 
owed Tibni the son of Ginath: so 
Tibni died, and Omri reigned. 


23 4 In the ya and first year of 
Asa king of Judah began Omri to reign 
over Israel, twelve years: six years 
reigned he in ‘Tirzah. 


24 And he bought the hill Samaria of 


Shemer for two talents of silver, and 
built on the hill, and called the name 
of the city which he built, after the 
name of Shemer, owner of the hill, 
Samaria. 


25 € But Omri wrought evil in the 
eyes of the Lorn, and cid worse than 
all that were before him. 


26 For he walked in all the way of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and in his 
sin wherewith he made Israel to sin, 
to provoke the Lorn God of Israel to 
anger with their vanities. 


27 Now the rest of the acts of Omri 
which he did, and his might that he 
shewed, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel ? 


28 So Omri slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Samaria: and Ahab 
his son reigned in his stead. 


29 9 And in the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah began Ahab 
the son of Omri to reign over Israel: 
and Ahab the son of Omri reigned 
over Israel in Samaria twenty and 
two years. 


30 And Ahab the son of Omri did 
evil in the sight of the Lorn above all 
that were before him. 


31 And it came to pass, as if it had 

been a hight thing for him to walk in 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
that he took to wife Jezebel the daugh- 
ter of Ethbaal king of the Zidonians, 
and went and served Baal, and wor- 
shipped him. 


32 And he reared up an altar for Baal 
in the house of Baal, which he had 
built in Samaria. 

33 And Ahab made a grove; and 
Ahab did more to provoke the Lorn 
God of Israel to anger than all the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 


34 9 In his days did Hiel the Beth- 
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elite build Jericho: he laid the foun- 
dation thereof in Abiram his firstbora, 
and set up the gates thereof in his 
youngest son Segub, according to the 
word of the Lorn, which he spake by 
Joshua the son of Nun. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


AND Klijah the Tishbite, who was 
of the inhabitants of Gilead, said 
unto Ahab, As the Lorn God of Tsrael 
liveth, before whom I stand, there shall 
not be dew nor rain these years, but 
according to my word. 


2 And the word of the Lorp came 
unto him, saying, 

3 Get thee 1ence, and turn thee east- 
ward, and hide thyself by the brook 
Cherith, that zs before Jordan, 


4 And it shall be, that thou shalt 
drink of the brook; and I have com- 
manded the ravens’ to feed thee there. 


5 So he went and did according unto 

the word of the Lorp: for he went 
and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that 
is before Jordan. 


6 And the ravens brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread 
and flesh in the evening; and he drank 
of the brook. 


7 And it came to pass after a while, 
that the brook dried up, because there 
had been no rain in the land. 


% 4 And the word of the Lorp came 
unto him, saying, 


9 Arise, get thee to Zarephath, which 

belongeth to Zidon, antl dwell there: 
behold, I have commanded a widow 
woman there to sustain thee. 


1) So he arose and went to Zare- 
phath. And when he came to the gate 
of the city, behold, the widow woman 
was there gathering of sticks: and he 
called to her, and said, Fetch me, 1 
pray thee, a ‘little water in a vessel, 
that I may drink. 


11 And as she was going to fetch it, 
he called to her, and said, Bring me, 
I pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine 
hand. 


12 And she said, As the Lorn thy 
God liveth, I have not a cake, but an 
handful of meal in a barrel, and a 
little oil in a eruse: and, be ‘hold, Tam 
gathering two sticks, that 1 may go in 
and dress it for me and my son, that 
we may eat it, and die. 


13 And Jlijah said unto her, Fear 
not; go and do as thou hast said: but 
make me thereof alittle cake first, and 
bring ¢ unto me, and after make for 
thee and for thy son. 


14 For thus saith the Lorn God of 
Israel, The barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither shall the cruse of oil 
fail, until the day that the Lorv send- 
eth rain upon the earth. 

15 And she went and did accordin 
to the saying of Klijah: and she, an 
he, and her house, did eat many days. 
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16 And the barrel of meal wasted not, 
, neither did the cruse of oil fail, ac- 
sab the word of the Lorp, which 
he spake by Elijah. 


17 ¥ And it came to pass after these 

things, that the son of the woman, the 
mistress of the house, fell sick; and 
his sickness was so sore, that "there 
was no breath left in him. 


18 And she said unto Elijah, What 
have I to do with thee, O thou man 
of God? art thou come unto me to 
call my sin to remembrance, and to 
slay my son? 


19 And he said unto her, Give me 
thy son. And he took him out of her 
bosom, and carried him up into a loft, 
where he abode, and laid him upon 
his own bed. 


20 And he cried unto the Lorn, and 
said, O Lorp my God, hast thou also 
brought evil upon the widow with 
whom I sojourn, by slaying her son? 


21 And he stretched himself upon the 
child three times, and cried unto the 
Lorp, and said, O Lorn my God, I pray 


thee, let this child’s soul come into 


him again. 


22 And the Lorn heard the voice of 


Klijah; and the soul of the child came 
into him again, and he revived. 


23 And Hlijah took the child, and 
brought him down out of the chamber 
into the house, and delivered him unto 
his mother: and Ehjah said, See, thy 
son liveth. 


24 4 And the woman said to [lijah, 
Now by this I know that thou arta 
man of God, and that the word of the 
Lorp in thy mouth 7s truth. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


An it came to pass after many 
days, that the word of the Lorp 
came to fijah in the third yeur, say- 
ing, Go, shew thyself unto Ahab; and 
1 will send rain upon the earth. 


2 And Elijah went to shew himself 


unto Ahab, And there mas a sore fa- 
mine in Samaria. 


3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which 
twas the governor of jus house. (Now 
Obadiah feared the Lorn greatly: 


4 For it was so, when Jezebel cut off 
the prophets of the Lorn, that Obadiah 
took an hundred prophets, and hid 
them by fifty in a cave, and fed them 
with bread and water.) 


5 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go 
into the land, unto all fountains of 
water, and unto all brooks : per adven- 
ture we may find grass to save the 
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horses and mules alive, that we lose 
not all the beasts. 


6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it; Ahab went 
one way by himself, and Obadiah went 
another way by himself. 


7 4 And as Obadiah was in the way, 
behold, Elijah met him: and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, Art 
thou that my lord Elijah 


8 And he answered him, I am: go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 


9 And he said, What have I sinned, 
that thou wouldest deliver thy servant 
into the hand of Ahab, to slay me? 





10 As the Lorn thy God liveth, there 
is no nation or kingdom, whither my 
lord hath not sent to seek thee: and 
when they said, fle is not there; he 
took an oath of the kingdom and na- 
tion, that they found thee not. 


11 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 


12 And it shall come to pass, as soon 
as 1 am gone from thee, that the Spirit 
of the Lorp shall carry thee whither 
I know not; and so when I come and 
tell Ahab, and he cannot find thee, he 
shall slay me: but I ny servant fear 
the Lorp from my youth. 


18 Was it not told my lord what 
1 did when Jezebel slew the prophets 
of the Lorn, how I hid an hundred 
men of the Lorn’s prophets by fifty in 
a cave, and fed them with bread and 
water? 


14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell th 
Jord, Behold, Elijah is here: and he shail 
sluy me. 


15 And Elijah said, As the Lorn of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I[ 
will surely shew myself unto him to day. 


16 So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, 
and told him: and Ahab went to meet 
Klijah. 


17 ¢ And it came to pass, when Ahab 
saw Elijah, that Ahab said unto him, 
Art thou he that troubleth Israel? 


18 And he answered, J have not trou- 
bled Israel; but thou, and thy father’s 
house, in that ye have forsaken the 
commandments of the Lorp, and thou 
hast followed Baalim. ° 


19 Now therefore send, and gather to 
me all Israel unto mount Carmel, and 
the prophets of Baal four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of the groves 
our hundred, which eat at Jezebel’s 
table. 


20 So Ahab sent unto all the children 
of Israel, and gathered the prophets 
together unto mount Carmel. 


21 And Elijah came unto all the peo- 
ple, and said, How long halt ye be- 
tween two opinions? if the Lorp be 
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God, follow him: but if Baal, then follow 
him. ond the people answered him not 
a wor 


22 Then said Elijah unto the people, 
J, even I only, remain a prophet of the 
Lory; but Baal’s prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. 


23 Let them therefore give us two 
bullocks; and let them choose one 
bullock for themselves, and cut it in 
ieces, and lay i¢ on wood, and put no 
re under: and I will dress the other 
bullock, and lay it on wood, and put 
no fire wnder: 


24 And call ye on the name of your 

gods, and I will call on the name of 
the Lorn: and the God that answereth 
by fire, let him be God. And all the 
people "answered and said, It is well 
spoken. 


2) And naan said unto the prophets 
of Baal, Chouse you one bullock f for 
yourselves, and dress it first; for ye 
are many; and call on the name of 
your gods, but put no fire wnder. 


26 And they took the bullock which 
was given thein, and they dressed 27t, 
and called on the name of Baal from 
morning even until noon, saying, O 
Baal, hear us. But there sas no voice, 
nor any that answered. And _ they 
leaped upon the altar which was made. 


27 And it came to pass at noon, that 
Klijah mocked them, and. said, Cry 
aloud: for he is a god; either ‘he is 
talking, or he 1s pursuing, or he is in 
a journey, or peradventure he sleepeth, 
and must be awaked. 


28 And they cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their manner with 
knives and lancets, till the blood gushed 
out upon them. 


29 And it came to pass, when midday 
was past, and they prophesied until 
the game of the offering of the ex ening 
sacrifiee, that there was neither voice, 
nor any to answer, nor any that re- 
garded. 


30 And Elijah said unto all the peo- 
ple, Come near unto me. And all the 
people came near unto him. And he 
repaired the altar of the Lorn that was 
broken down. 


31 And Elijah took twelve stones, ac- 
cording to the number of the tribes of 
the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word 
of the Lorn came, saying, Israel shall 
be thy name: 


32 And with the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the Lorn: and he 
made a trench about the altar, as great 
as would contain two measures of seed. 


33 And he put the wood in order, and 
cut the bullock in pieces, and laid hen 
on the wood, and said, Fill four barrels 
with water, and pour if on the burnt 
sacrifice, and on the wood. 


34 And he said, Do 2 the second time. 
And ney did i¢ the second time. And 
he said, Do zt the third time. And they 
did it the third time. 
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35 And the water ran round about 
the altar; and he filled the trench also 
with water. 


36 And it came to pass at the time of 
the offering of the evening sacrifice, that 
Elijah the prophet came near, and said, 
Lorn God of Abraham, Isaac, and of 
Israel, let it be known this day that 
thou art God in Israel, and that I am 
thy servant, and that 1 have done all 
these things at thy word. 


87 Hear me, © Lorn, hear me, that 
this people may know that thou art 
the Lorp God, and that thou hast turned 
their heart back again. 


88 Then the fire of the Lorn fell, and 
consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the 
wood, and the stones, and the dust, 
and licked up the water that wae in 
the trench. 


39 And when all the people saw it, 
they fell on their faces: and they said, 
‘The Lorn, he is the God; the Lorp, he 
is the God. 


40 And Elijah said unto them, Take 
the prophets of Baal; let not one of 
them escape. And they took them: and 
Elijah brought them down to the brook 
Kishon, and slew them there. 


41 4 And Elijah said unto Ahab, Get 
thee up, eat and drink; for there is a 
sound of abundance of rain. 


42 So Ahab went up to eat and to 
drink, And Klijah went up to the top 
of Carmel; and he cast himself down 
upon the earth, and put his face be- 
tween his knees, 


43 And said to his servant, Go up 
now, look toward the sea. And he went 
up, and looked, and said, J'here ts no- 
thing. And he aaid , Go again seven 
times. 


44 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, that he said, Behold, there ariseth 
a little cloud out of the sea, like a 
man’s hand. And he said, Go up, say 
unto Ahab, Prepare thy chariots and get 
thee down, that the rain stop thee not. 


45 And it came to pass in the mean 
while, that the heaven was black with 
clouds and wind, and there was a great. 
rain. And Ahab rode, and went to 
Jezreel, 

46 And the hand of the Lorn was on 
Elijah; and he girded up his loins, and 
ran before Ahab to the entrance of 
Jezreel, 


CHAPTER XIX. 


ND Ahab told Jezebel all that 
Elijah had done, and withal how 
he had slain all the prophets with the 
sword. 
2 ‘Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto 
Elij ah, saying, So let the gods do to me, 
and more also, if I make not thy life 
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as the life of one of them by to morrow 
about this time. 


3 And when he saw that, he arose, 
and went for his life, and came to 
Beer-sheba, which belongeth to Judah, 
and left his servant there. 


4 ¥ But he himself went a day’s jour- 
ney into the wilderness, and came and 
sat down under a juniper tree: and he 
requested for himself that he might 
die; and said, It is enough; now, O 
Lorn, take away my life; for I am not 
better than my fathers. 


h And as he lay and slept under a 

juniper tree, behold, then an angel 
touched him, and said unto him, Arise 
and eat. 


6 And he looked, and, behold, there 
was a cake baken on the coals, "and a 
cruse of water at his head. And he 
did eat and drink, and laid him down 
again. 

7 And the angel of the Lorp came 
again the second time, and touched 
hin, and said, Arise and eat; because 
the journey is too great for thee. 


8 And he arose, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength of that 
meat forty days and forty nights unto 
Horeb the mount of God. 


9 | And he came thither unto a cave, 

and lodged there; and, behold, the word 
of the Lorn came to him, and he said 
unto him, What doest thou here, Elijah? 


10 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lorn God of hosts: for 
the children of Israel have forsaken thy 
covenant, thrown down thine altars, 
and slain iy prophets with the sword ; 
and I, even I only, am left; and they 
seek my lite, to tuke it away. 


11 And he said, Go forth, and stand 
upon the mount ‘before the Lorp. And, 
behold, the Lor» passed by, and a great 
and strong wind rent the mountains, 
and brake in pieces the rocks before 
the Lorn; but the Lorn was not in the 
wind: and after the wind an earth- 
quake; bat the Lorn was not in the 
earthquake: 

12 And after the earthquake a tire; 
but the Lorp was not in the tire: and 
after the fire a still small voice. 


13 And it was so, when Elijah heard 
it, that he wrapped his face in_ his 
mantle, and went out, and stuod in 
the entering in of the cave. And, be- 
hold, ¢here came a voice unto him, and 
said, What dvest thou here, Mlijah? 


14 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lory God of hosts: be- 
cause the children of Israel have for- 
saken thy covenant, thrown duwn thine 
altars, and slain thy prophets with the 
sword; and I, even [ only, am left; and 
they geek my life, to take it away. 

15 And the Lorn said unto him, Go, 
return on thy way to the wilderness 
of Damascus: and when thou comest, 
anoint Hazael to be king over Syria: 

16 And Jehu the son of Nimshi shalt 
thou anoint to be king over Israel: 
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and Elisha the son of Shaphat of Abel- 
meholah shalt thou anoint 0 b6 prophet 
in thy room. 

17 And it shall come to pass, that 
him that escapeth the sword of Ha- 
zael shall Jehu slay: and him that 
escapeth from the sword of Jehu shall 
Klisha slay. 

18 Yet I axe left me seven thousand 
in Israel, all the knees which have not 
bowed unto Baal, and every mouth 
which hath not kissed him. 


19 | So he departed thence, and found 
Elisha the son of Shaphat, who was 
plowing with twelve yoke of oxen be- 
fore him, and he with the twelfth: and 
Klijah passed by him, and cast his 
mantle upon him. 


20 And he left the oxen, and ran after 

Elijah, and said, et me, I pray thee, 
kiss my father and my mother, and 
then I will follow thee. And he said 
unto him, Go back again: for what 
have I done to thee? . 


21 And he returned back from him, 
and took a yoke of oxen, and slew 
them, and boiled their flesh with the 
instruments of the oxen, and gave unto 
the people, and they did eat. Then he 
arose, and went after Elijah, and mini- 
stered unto him. 


CHAPTER XX. 


ND Ben-hadad the king of Syria 

gathered all his host together: and 
there were thirty and two kings with 
him, and horses, and chariots: and he 
went up and besieged Samaria, and 
wi arred against it. 

> And he sent messengers to Ahab 
king of Israel into the city, and said 
unto him, Thus saith Ben- ‘hadad, 

3 ‘Thy silver and thy gold ts mine; 
thy wives also and thy children, even 
the goodliest, are mine. 

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, My lord, © king, according 
to thy saying, | am thine, and all that 
I have. 

D And the messengers came again, 
and said, Thus speaketh Ben-hadad, 
SayINE, Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, Thou shalt deliver me 
thy silver, and thy gold, and thy 
Wives, and thy children; 

6 Yet ] will send my servants unto 
thee to morrow about this time, and 
they shall search thine house, and the 
houses of thy servants; and it shall be, 
that whatsoever is pleasant in thine 
cyes, they shall put ¢¢ in their hand, 
and take 74 away. 

7 Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the land, and said, Mark, 
I pray you, and sec how this man 
secketh mischief: for he sent unto me 
for my wives, and for my children, and 
for my silver, and for my gold; and I 
denied him not. 
$ And all the elders and all the people 
said unto him, Hearken not unto him, 
nor consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the mes- 
sengers of Ben-hadad, ‘Tell my lord 
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the king, All that thou didst send for 
to thy servant at the first I will do: 
but this thing I may not do. And the 
messengers departed, and brought him 
word again. 


10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him, and 
said, The gods do so unto me, and 
more also, if the dust of Samaria shall 
suffice for handfuls for all the people 
that follow me. 


11 And the king of Isracl answered 
and said, Tell him, Let not him that 
girdeth on his harness boast himself as 
he that putteth it off. 


12 And it came to pass, when Ben- 
hadad heard this message, as he was 
drinking, he und the kings in the pa- 
vilions, that he said unto his servants, 
Set yourselves in array. And they set 
themselves in array against the city. 


13 § And, behold, there came a prophet 
unto Ahab king of Israel, saying, ‘Thus 
saith the Lorn, Hast thou seen all this 
great multitude ? behold, I will deliver 
it into thine hand this day; and thou 
shalt know that I am the Lorn. 


14 And Ahab said, By whom? And 
he said, Thus saith the L orp, Even by 
the young men of the princes of the 
provinces. ‘Then he said, Who shall 
order the battle? And he answered, 
Thou. 

15 ‘Then he numbered the young men 
of the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty two: and 
after them he numbered all the people, 
ever all the children of Israel, Jeng 
seven thousand. 


16 And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad was drinking himself drunk 
in the pavilions, he and the kings, the 
thirty and two kings that helped him. 


17 And the young men of the princes 

of the provinces went out first; and 
Ben-hadad sent out, and they told 
him, saying, ‘There are men come out 
of Samaria. 

18 And he said, Whether they be 
come out for peace, take them alive; 
or whether they be come out for war, 
take them alive. 


19 So these young men of the princes 
of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army which followed them. 


20 And they slew every one his man: 
and the Syrians fled; and Isracl pursued 
them: and Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
escaped on an horse with the horsemen. 


21 And the king of Jsracl went out, and 
smote the horses and chariots, and slew 
the Syrians with a great slaughter. 


22 9 And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
what thou doest: for at the return of 
the year the king of Syria will come 
up against thee. 

23 And the servants of the king of 
Syria said unto him, Their gods are 
gods of the hills; therefore they were 
stronger than we; but let us fight 
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against them in the plain, aud surely 
we shall be stronger than they. 


24 And do this thing, Take the kings 
away, every man out of his place, and 
put captains in their rooms: 


25 And number thee an army, like 
the army that thou hast lost, horse for 
horse, and chariot for chariot: and we 
will fight against them in the plain, and 
surely we shall be stronger than they. 
And he hearkened unto their voice, 
and did so. 


26 And it came to pass at the return 
of the year,. that Ben-hadad numbered 
the Syrians, and went up to Aphek, to 
fight against Israel. 


27 And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them: and the children 
of Israel pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids; but the Syrians 
filled the country. 


28 4 And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, and 
said, Thus saith the Lorn, because the 
Syrians have said, The Lorp is God of 
the hills, but he és not God of the valleys, 
therefore will I deliver all this great 
multitude into thine hand, and ye shall 
know that I am the Lorp. 


29 And they pitched one over against 
the other seven days. And go it was, 
that in the seventh day the battle was 
joined: and the children of Israel slew 
of the Syrians an hundred thousand 
footmen in one day. 


30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into 
the city; and there a wall fell upon 
twenty and seven thousand of the men 
that were left. And Ben-hadad _ fled, 
and gual into the city, into an inner 
chamber. 


3) 7 And his servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the 
kings of the house of Israel are mer- 
ciful kings: let us, I pray thee, put 
sackcloth on our loins, and ropes upon 
our heads, and go out to the king of [s- 
rael: peradventure he will save thy life. 


32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and ywé ropes on their heads, 
and came to the king of Israel, and 
said, Thy servant Ben-hadad saith, I 
pray thee, let me live. And he said, Js 
he yet alive? he es my brother. 


35 Now the men did diligently observe 
whether any thing would come from him, 
and did hastily catch it; and they said, 
Thy brother Ben-hadad. Then he said, 
Go ye, bring him. Then Ben-hadac 
came forth to him; and he caused him 
tu come up into thie chariot. 


34 Aud Ben-hadad said unto hin, The 
cities, which my father took from th 
father, I will restore; and thou shalt 
make streets for thee in Damascus, as 
my father made in Samaria. Then sad 

hab, I will send thee away with this 
covenant. So he made a covenant with 
him, and sent him away. 


35 | And a certain man of the sons 
of the prophets said unto his neighbour 
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. in the word of the Lory, Smite me, I 
pray thee. And the man refused ‘to 
smite him. 


36 Then said he unto him, Because 
. thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
_ Lorn, behold, as soon as thou art de- 
parted from me, a lion shall slay thee. 
And as soon as he was departed from 
him, a lion found him, and slew him. 


. 87 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And the 
' man smote him, so that in smiting he 
wounded him. 


38 So the prophet departed, and waited 
for the king by the way, and disguised 
himself with ashes upon his face. 


39 And as the king passed by, he 
cried unto the king: and he said, Thy 
servant went out into the midst of the 
battle; and, behold, a man turned aside, 
and brought aman unto me, and said, 
Keep. this man: if By any means he 
be missing, then shall thy life be for 
his life, or else thou shalt pay a talent 
of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the king 
of Israel said unto him, So shall thy 
judgment be; thyself hast decided @. 


41 And he hasted, and took the ashes 





away from his face; and the king of 
Isracl discerned him that he was of 


the prophets. 

42 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorn, Because thou hast let go 
out of thy hand a man whom I ap- 
pointed to utter destruction, therefore 
thy life shall go for his life, and thy 
people for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to 
his house heavy and displeased, and 
came to Samaria. 


CHAPTER XXI. 
ND it came to pass after these 


things, that Naboth the Jezreelite 
had a vineyard, which was in Jezreel, 


hard by the palace of Ahab king of 


Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, say- 
ing, Give me thy vineyard, that I may 
have it for a garden of herbs, because 
it és near unto my house: and I will 
give thee for it a better vineyard than 
it; or, if it seem good to thee, I will 
give thee the worth of it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The Lorp 
forbid it me, that TI should give the 
inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 


4 And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite had 
spoken to him: for he had said, J will 
not give thee the inheritance ‘of ny 
fathers. And he laid him down upon 
his bed, and turned away his face, and 
would eat no bread. 

5 4 But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy apirit 
so sad, that thou eatest no bread? 
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6 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him, Give me thy vineyard 
for money; or else, if it please thee, J 
will give thee aaother vineyard for it: 
and he answered, | will not give thee 
my vineyard. 


7 And Jezebel his wife said unto him, 
Dost thou now govern the kingdom of 
Israel? arise, and -eat bread, and let 
thine heart be merry: I will give thee 
the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite. 


8% So she wrote letters in Ahab’s name, 
and sealed them with his seal, and sent 
the letters unto the elders and to the 
nobles that were in his city, dwelling 
with Naboth. 


9 And she wrote in the letters sny- 
ing, Proelaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people: 


10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 

before him, to bear witness against 
him, saying, Thou didst blaspheme God 
and the king. And then carry him out, 
and stone him, that he may die. 


11 And the men of his city, even the 

elders and the nobles who were the 
inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel 
had sent unto them, and as it -was 
written in the letters which she had 
sent unto them. 


12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people. 


13 And there came in two men, chil- 
dren of Belial, and sat before him: and 
the men of Belial witnessed against 
him, ever against Naboth, in the pre- 
sence of the people, eda Naboth 
did blaspheme God and the king. Then 
they carried him forth out of the city, 
7 pene him with stones, that he 
died 


14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, 
Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 


15 4 And it came to pass, when Je- 
zebel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab, Arise, take possession of the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreclite, 
which he refused to give thee for mo- 
ney: for Naboth is not alive, but dead. 


16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that Ahab 
rose up to go down to the vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreelite, to take posses- 
gion of it. 


17 ¥ And the word of the Lor» came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 


18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab king 
of Israel, which is in Samaria: behold, 
he is in the vineyard of Naboth, whi- 
ther he is gone down to possess it. 


19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith the Lorn, Hast thou 
killed, and also taken possession? And 
thou shalt . eak unto him, saying, 
Thus saith the Lorp, In the place 
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where dogs licked the blood of Naboth 
shall dogs lick thy bleod, even thine. 


20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou 

found me, mine enemy? And he 
answered, I have found thee: because 
thou hast sold thyself to work evil in 
the sight of the Loxp. 


21 Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, 
and will take away thy posterity, and 
will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut 
up and left in Israel, 





22 And will make thine: house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, and like the house of Baasha the 
son of Ahijah, for the provocation 
wherewith thou hast provoked me to 
anger, and made Israel to sin. 


23 And of Jezebel also spake the 
Lorn, saying, ‘The dogs sha eat Je- 
zebel by the wall of Jezreel. 


24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the cit 
the dogs shall eat; and him that dieth 
in phe tield shall the fowls of the air 
ea 


25 9 But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the Lon», 
whom Jezebel his wife stirred up. 


26 And he did very abominably in 
following idols, according to all things 
as did the Amorites, whom the Lop 
cast out before the children of Isracl. 


27 And it came to pass, when Ahah 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon_ his 
flesh, and fasted, and lay in sackcloth, 
and went softly. 


28 And the word of the Lory came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how Ahab humbleth 
himself before me? because he hum- 
bleth himself before me, I will not 
bring the evil in his days: Gut in his 
son’s days will |] bring the evil upon 
his house. 


CHAPTER XXIL 


ND they continued three years 
without war between Syria and 
Tarael). 
2 And it came to puss mn the third 
year, that Jehoshaphat the king of Ju-

17 And he said, I saw all Israel scat- 
tered upon the hills, as sheep that 
have not 2 shepherd: and the Lorn 
said, ‘hese have no master: let them 
return ev ery man to his house in peace. 


18 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehosha Daas Did I not tell thee that 
he woul WY ae ‘sy no good concerning 
me, but evil’ 


19 And he said, Hear thou therefore 
the word of the Lorn: I saw the Lorn 
sitting on his throne, and all the host 
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of heaven sho ag by him on his right 
hand and on his left. 


20 And the Lorn said, Who shall per- 
suade Ahab, that he may go up and 
fall at Ramoth-gilead? And one said 
on this manner, and another said on 
that manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, and 
stood before the Lorn, and said, I will 
persuade him. 


22 And the Lorn said unto him, 
Wherewith? And he said, I will go 
forth, and I will be a lying spirit in 
the mouth of all his prophets. And he 
said, Thou shalt persuade fim, and 
prevail also: go forth, and do so. 


23. Now therefore, behold, the Lorn 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
of all these thy prophets, and the Lorn 
hath spoken evil concerning thee. 


24 But Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah 

went near, and smote Micaiah on the 
check, and. said, Which way went the 
Spirit of the Lor» from me. to speak 
unto thee? 

25 And Mic: uah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see in that day, w then thou shalt 
fo into an inner chamber to hide 
thyself. 

26 And the king of Israel said, Take 
Micaiah, and carry him back unto 
Amon the governor of the city, and 
to Joash the king’s son; 


2¢ And say, Thus saith the king, Put 

this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until T come in peace. 


28 And Micaiah said, If thou return 

at all in peace, the Lorn hath not 
oken by me. And he said, Hearken, 

G paeple. every one of you. 

2%) So the king of Israel and Jehosha- 

phat the king of Judah went up to 

Ramoth-gilead. 


30 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, | will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; but put thou 
on thy robes. And the king of Israel 
disguised himself, and went into the 
battle. 


31 But the king of Syria commanded 
his thirty and two captains that had 
rule over his chariots, saying, Fight nei- 
ther with small nor great, save only 
with the king of Isracl. 


32 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jchosha- 
phat, that they said, Surely it cv the 
king of Israel. And they turned aside 
to fight against him: and Jehoshaphat 
cried out. 


33 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived that 
it was not the king of Israel, that they 
turned back from pursuing him. 


34.And a certain man drew a bow at 
a venture, and smote the king of Is- 
rael between the joints of the harness: 
wherefore he said unto the driver of 
his chariot, ‘Turn thine hand, and carry 
me out of the host; for I am wounded. 
35 And the battle increased that day: 
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and the king was stayed up in his 
chariot against the Syrians,- and died 
at even: and the blood ran out of the 
wound into the midst of the chariot. 


36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man 
to his city, and every man to his own 
country.

38 And one washed the chariot in the 
pool of Samaria; and the dogs licked 
up his blood; and they washed _ his 
armour ; according unto the word of the 
Lorp which he spake. 


39 Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, 
and all that he did, and the ivory 
house which he made, and all the 
cities that he built, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Israel? 


49 So Ahab slept with his fathers; 
and Ahaziah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

41 9 And Jehoshaphat the son of Asa 
began to reign over Judah in the 
fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. 


42 Jehoshaphat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign; and 
1 reigned twenty and five years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was 
Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 


43 And he walked in all the ways of 
Asa his futher; he turned uot aside 
from it, doing that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lorp: nevertheless the 
high places were not taken away; for 
the people offered and burnt incense 
yet in the high places. 


44 And Jehoshaphat made peace with 
the king of Israel. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, and his might that he 
shewed, and, how he warred, are they 
hot written in the bouvk of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Judah ? 


46 And the remnant. of the sodomites, 
which remained in the days of his fa- 
ther Asa, he took out of the land. 


AT There was then no king in Edom: 
nu deputy was king. 

48 Jehoshaphat made ships of ‘Thar- 
shish to go to Ophir for gold: but they 
went not; for the ships were broken 
um zion- ge ber. 

49 ‘Then said Ahaziah the sen of 
Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let my ser- 
vants go with thy servants in the 
ships. But Jehoshaphat would not. 


50 JY And Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of David his father: and 
Jehoram his son reigned in his stead. 


51 GY Ahaziah the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria the 
seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, and reigned two years over 
Israel. 

52 And he did evilin the sight of the 


died, and was brought 
they buried the king 
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Lorn, and walked in the way of his 
father, and in the way of his mother, 
and in the way of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin: 


53 For he served Baal, and worshipped 
him, and provoked to anger the Lorp 
God of Israel, according to all that his 
father had done.

3 But the angel of the Lor» said to 
Klijah the ‘lishbite, Arise, go up to 
meet the messengers of the king of 
Samaria, and say unto them, /s i not 
because there is not a God in Israel, 
that ye go to enquire of Ba: u-zebub 
the god of Ekron? 


4 Now therefore thus saith the Lorn, 
Thou shalt not come down from that 
bed on which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. And Ehjah departed. 


6 ¥ And when the messengers turned 
back unto him, he said unto them, Why 
are ye now turned back ? 


G And they said unto him, There 
came & man up to meet us, and said 
unto us, Go, turn again unto the king 
that sent you, and say untu him, ‘Thus 
saith the Lorn, /s it not because there 
7g not a God in Israel, that thou sendest 
to enquire of Baal-zebub the god of 
Ekron? therefore thou shalt not come 
down from that bed on which thou art 
gone up, but shalt surely die. 


7 And he said unto them, What 
manner of man as he which came u 
to meet you, and told you these words ? 


% And they answered him, He was an 
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hairy man, and girt with a girdle of 
leather about his loins. And he said, 
It. is Elijah the ‘Tishbite. 


9 Then the king sent unto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
went up to him: and, behold, he sat 
on the top of an hill And he 3 ake 
unto him, Thou man of God, the king 
hath said, Come down. 


10 And Elijah answered and said to 
the captain of fifty, If I be a man of 
God, then let tire come down from 
heaven, and consume thee and thy fifty. 
And there came down fire from heaven, 
and consumed him and his fifty. 


11 Again also he sent unto him another 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
answered and said unto him, O man of 
God, thus hath the king said, Come 
down quickly. 


12 And Ehijah answered and said unto 
them, If I de a man of God, let fire 
come down from heaven, and consume 
thee and thy ay And the fire of God 
came down from heaven, and consumed 
him and his fifty. 


138 YF And he sent again a captain 
of the third fifty with his fifty. And 
the third captain of fifty went up, 
and came and fell on his neon before 
Khjah, and besought him, and said 
unto him, O man of God, I pray thee, 
let my life, and the life of these fifty 
thy servants, be precious in thy sight. 


14 Behold, there came fire down from 
heaven, and burnt up the two captains 
of the former fifties with their fifties: 
therefore let my life now be precious 
in thy sight. 


15 And the angel of the Lorn said 
unto Elijah, Go down with him: be 
not afraid of him. And he aruse, and 
went down with him unto the king. 


16 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Forasimuch as thou hast sent 
messengers to enquire of Baal-zebub 
the god of Kkron, is iz not because 
there 1s no God in Israel to enquire of 
his word? therefore thou shalt not come 
down off that bed on which thou art 
gone up, but shalt surely die. 


17 4 So he died according to the 
word of the Lory which Elijah had 
spoken. And Jehoram cine in his 
stead in the second year of Jehoram 
the son of Jehoshaphat king of Judah; 
because he had no son. 


18 Now the rest of the acts of Ahaziah 
which he did, ave they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel? 
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CHAPTER II. 


ANY it came to pass, when the 
Lorn would take up Elijah into 
heaven by a whirlwind, that Elijah 
went with Elisha from Gilgal. 

2 And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry 
here, I pray_thee; for the Lory hath 
sent me to Beth-el. And Elisha said 
unto him, As the Lorn liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they went down to Beth-el. 


8 And the sons of the prophets that 

were at Beth-el came forth to Elisha, 
and said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the Lorn will take away thy master 
from thy head to day? And he said, 
Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 


4 And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, 
tarry here, I pray thee; for the Loxrp 
hath sent me to Jericho. And he said 
As the Lorp liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. So they 
came to. Jericho. 


h And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Jericho came to Ehsha, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that the 
Lorn will take away thy master from 
thy head to day? And he answered, 
Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 


G6 And Pia ie said unto him, ‘arry, | 
pray thee, here; for the Lor» hath sent 
me to Jordan. And he said, As the Lorp 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. And they two went on. 


7 And fifty men of the sons of the 
prophets went, and stood to view afar 
off: and they two stood by Jordan. 


8 And Elijah took his mantle, and 
wrapped it together, and sinote the 
waters, and they were divided hither 
and thither, so that they two went 
over on dry ground. 


9 § And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that Ilijah said unto 
Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, 
before I be taken away from thee. And 
Elisha said, I pray shiee. let a double 
portion of thy spirit be upon me. 


10 And he said, Thou hast asked a 
hard thing: nevertheless, if thou see me 
when / am taken frum thee, it shall be 
so unto thee; but if not, it shall not 

@ 80. 


11 And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold, éhere 
appeared a chariot of fire, and horses 
of fire, and parted them both asunder; 
and Elijah went up by a whirlwind 
into heaven. 

12 ¢ And Elisha saw ¢, and he cried, 
My father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel, and the horsemen thereof. And 
he saw him no more: and he took hold 
of his own clothes, and rent them in 
two pieces. 


13 He took up also the mantle of Elijah 
that fell from him, and went back, and 
stood by the bank of Jordan; 


14 And he took the mantle of Elijah 
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that fell from him, and smote the waters, 
and said, Where is the Lorn God of 
Elijah? and when he also had smitten 
the waters, they parted: hither and 
thither: and Elisha went over. 


15 And when the sons of the prophets 
which were to view at Jericho saw him, 
they said, The spirit of Ilijah doth rest 
on Elisha. And diey came to meet him, 
and bowed themselves to the ground 
before him. 


16 | And they said unto him, Behold 
now, there be with thy servants fifty 
strong men; let them go, we pray thee, 
and seek thy master: lest peradventure 
the Spirit of the Lorp hath taken him 
up, and cast him upon some mountain, 
or into some valley. And he said, Ye 
shall not send. 


17 And when they urged him till he 
was ashamed, he said, Send. They sent 
therefore fifty men; and they sought 
three days, but found him not. 


18 And when they came ogain to 
him, (four he tarried at Jericho,) he 
atid unto them, Did | not say unto 
you, Go not? 


19 ¢ And the men of the city said 
unto Elisha, Behold, I pray thee, the 
situation of ‘this city 7s pleasant, as my 
lord seeth: but the water is naught, 
and the ground barren. 


20 And he said, Bring ne a new cruse, 
and put. salt therein. And they brought 
74 to him. 


21 And he went forth unto the spring 
of the waters, and cast the salt in there, 
and said, Thus saith the Lorn, I have 
healed these waters; there sh: all not be 
jae thence any more, death or barren 
Cue 


22 Sv the waters were healed unto 
this day, according to the saying of 
Elisha which he spake. 


23 9 And he went up from thence 
unto Beth-el: and as he was going up 
by the way, there came forth little 
children out of the city, and mocked 
him, and said unto him, Go up, thou 
bald bead; go up, thou bald head. 


24 And he turned back, and looked 
on them, and cursed them in the name 
of the Lorn. And there came forth two 
she bears out of the wood, and tare 
forty and two children of them. 


26 And he went from thence to mount 
Carmel, and from thence he returned 
to Samaria. 


CHAPTER HI. 


Now: Jehoram the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria the 
eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, and reigned twelve years. 


2 And he wrought evil in the sight 
of the Lorn; but not dike his father, 
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and like his mother: for he put away 
che image of Baal that his father had 
made 


3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
which made Israel to sin; he departed 
not therefrom. 


4 4 And Mesha king of Moab was a 
sheepmaster, and rendered unto the 
king of Israel an hundred thousand 
lambs, and an hundred thousand rams, 
with the wool 


h But it came to pass, when Ahab was 
dead, that the king of Moab rebelled 
against the king of Israel. 

6 F And king Jehoram went out of 
Samaria the same time, and numbered 
all Israel. 


7 And he went and sent to Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah, saying, The king of 
Moab hath rebelled against me: wilt 
thou go with me against Moab to battle? 
And he said, I will go up: Lamas thou 
art, my people as thy people, aud my 
horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall we 
go up? And he answered, The way 
through the wilderness of Edom. 


9 So the king of Israel went, and the 
king of Judah, and the king of Edom: 
and they fetched a compass of seven 
days’ journey: and there was no water 
for the host, and for the cattle that. 
followed them. 


10 And the king of Israel snid, Alas! 
that the Lorp hath called these three 
kings together, to deliver them into the 
hand of Moal nm 


11 But Jehoshaphat said, Js there 
not here a prophet of the Lorn, that 
we may enquire of the Lorp by “him? 
And one of the king of Israel’s servants 
answered and said, Here zs Khisha the 
son of Shaphat, which poured water 
on the hands of Elijah. 


12 And Jehoshaphat said, The word 
of the Lor» is with him. 30 the king 
of Israel and Jehoshaphat and the king 
of Kdom went down to him. 


13 And Elisha said unto the king of 
Israel, What have I to do with thee? 
get thee to the prophets of thy father, 
and to the prophets of thy mother. 
And the king of Israel said unto hin, 
Nay: for the Lorn hath ealled these 
three kings together, to deliver them 
into the hand of Moab. 


14 And Elisha said, As the Lorn of 

hosts liveth, before- whom T stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard the 
preente of Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah, I would not look toward thee, 
nor see thee. 


15 But now bring me a minstrel. And 
it came to pass, when the minstrel 
played, that the hand of the Lonrn 
came upon him. 

16 And he said, Thus saith the Lorn, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 

17 For thus saith the Lorn, Ye shall 
not see wind, neither shall ye see rain; 
yet that valley shall be filled with 
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water, that ye may ora. poh ye, 
and your cattle, and toute 

18 And this is but a light nine in the 
sight of the Lorn: he will deliver the 
Moabites also into your hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and shall 
fell every good tree, and stop all wells 
of water, and mar every good piece of 
land with stones. 


20 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, When the meat offering was offered, 
that, behold, there caine water by the 
way of EF dom, and the country was 
filled with water.

9Y And she said unto her husband, 
Behold now, 1 perceive that this ¢s an 
holy man of Giod, which passeth by us 
continually. 


10 Let us make a little chamber, | 
ee thee, on the wall; and let us set. 

r him there a bed, and a table, and 

a stool, und a candlestick: and it shall 
be: when he cometh to us, that he 
shall turn in thither. 


tf And it fell on a day, that he came 
thither, and he turned into the chamber, 
and lay there. 

12 And he said to Gehazi his servant, 
Call this Shunammite. And when he 
had called her, she stood before him. 


13 And he said unto him, Say now 
unto her, Behold, thou hast been care- 
ful for us with all this care; what zs 
to be done for thee? wouldest thou 
be spoken fur to the king, or to the 
captain of the host? And she answered, 
T dwell among mine own pcople. 


14 And he said, What then is to be 
done for her? And Gehazi answered, 
Verily she hath no child, and her hus- 
band is old. 


15 And he said, Call her. And when 

he had called her, she stood in the 
door. 

16 And he said, About this season, 
according to the time of life, thou shalt 
embrace a son. And she said, Nay, 
my lord, thow man of God, do not lie 
unto thine handmaid. 


17 And the woman conceived, and 
bare a son at that season that Elisha 
bad said unto her, according to the 
time of life. 

18 § And when the child was grown, 
it fell on a day, that he went out to 
his father to the reapers, 


19 And he said unto his father, My 
head, my head. And.he said to a lad, 
Ca him to his mother, 

And when he had taken him, and 
brought him to his mother, he sat on 
her knees till nvon, and then died. 
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21 And she went up, and laid him 
on the bed of the man of God, and 
shut the door upon him, and went out. 


22 And she called unto her husband 
and said, Send me, I pray thee, one of 
the young men, and one of the asses, 
that 1 may run to the man of God, 
and come again. 


23 And he said, Wherefore wilt thou 
go to him to day ? it is neither new 
moon, nor sabbath. And she said, i 
shall be well. 

24 Then she saddled an ass, and said 
to her servant, Drive, and go forward; 
slack not thy riding for me, except |

‘bid thee. 


25 So ‘she went and came unto the 
man of God to mount, Carmel And it 
came to pass, when the man of God 
saw her afar off, that he said to Gehazi 
his servant, Behold, yonder is that 
Shunammite: 


26 Run now, I pray thee, to meet her 
and say unto her, Js 2¢ well with thee? 
is it well with thy husband? is it well 
with the child? And she answered, Jt 
‘ well. 


7 And when she came to the man 
oe God to the hill, she caught him by 
the feet: but Gehazi came near to 
thrust her away. And the man of God | 
said, Let her alone; for her soul is vexed 
within her: and the Lop hath hid 2 
from me, and hath not told me. 


28 Then she said, Did I desire a son 
of my lord? did I not say, Do not de- 
ceive me? 

29 ‘Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up 
thy loins, and take my staff in thine 
hand, and go thy way: if thou meet 
any man, salute him not; and if any 
salute thee, answer him not again: and 
lay my staff upon the face of the child. 


30 And the mother of the child said 
As the Lorn liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And he 
arose, wnd followed her. 


31 And Gehazi area on before them, 
and laid the staff upon the face of the 
child; but ¢here was neither voice, nor 
hearing. Wherefore he went again to 
meet him, and told him, saying, The 
child is not awaked, 

32 And when Elisha was come into 
the house, behold, the child was dead, 
and laid upon his bed. 


33 He went in therefore, and shut the 
door upon them twain, and prayed 
unto the Lorn. 

34 And he went up, and lay upon 
the child, and put his mouth upon his 
mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, 
and his hands upon his hands: and he 
stretched himself upon the child; and 
the flesh of the child waxed warm. 


35 Then he returned, and walked in 
the house to and fro; and sient up 
and stretched himself upon him: and 
the child sneezed seven times, and the 
child opened his eyes. 


36 And he called Gehazi, and said 
Call this Shunammite. So he called 
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her. And when she was come in unto 
him, he said, ‘Take up thy son. 

37 Then she went in, and fell at his 
feet, and bowed herself to the ground, 
and took up her son, and went out. 


- § And Elisha came again to Gil- 
aus and there was a dearth in the 
nd; and the sons of the prophets 
were sitting before him: and he said 
unto his servant, Set on the great pot, 
and seethe pottage for the sons of the 
prophets. 

39 And one went out into the field 
to gather herbs, and found a wild vine, 
and gathered thereof wild gourds his 
lap full, and came and shred them into 
the pot of puttage: for they knew 
them not. 

40 So they poured out for the men to 
eat. And it came to pass, as they were 
eating of the pottage, that they cried 
out, and said. O thou man of God, there 
is death in the pot. And they ‘could 
not eat thereof. 


41 But he said, Then bring meal. And 
he cust i into the pot; aud he said, 
Pour out for the peuple, that they may 
eat. And there was no harm in the pot. 

42 9° Aud there came a man from 


Baal-shalisha, and brought the man of 


Gud bread of the firstfruits, twenty 
loaves of barley, and full cars of corn 


in the husk thereof. And he said, Give : 


unto the people, that they may Cite 


43 And his servitor said, What, should 
I set this before an hundred men’? He 
said again, Give the people that they 
may eat: for thus saith the Lorp, They 
shall eat, and shall leave ¢hereof. 

14 So he set ié before them, and they 
‘lid eat, and left therevf, according to 
the word of the Lorp. 


CHAPTER V. 


OW Naaman, captain of the host 

of the king of Syria, was a great 
man with his master, and honourable, 
because by hin the Lorp had given 
deliverance unto Syria: he was also a 
mighty man in valour, due he was a 
leper. 
2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and had brought away cap- 
tive out of the land of Israel a little 
maid; and she waited on Naaman’s 
wite, 
8 And she said unto her mistress, 
Would God my lord were with the 
prophet that 7 in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of lis leprosy. 


4d And one went in, and told his-lord, 
saying, Thus and thus said the m: uid 
that iy of the land of Israel. 

5 And the king of Syria said, Go to, 
gu, and I will send a letter unto the 
king of Usracl And he departed, and 
tovk with him ten talents of silver, 
and six thousand pieces of gold, and 
ten changes of raiment. 


6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying, Now when this 
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letter is come unto thee, behold, I have 
therewith sent Naaman my servunt to 


thee, that thou mayest recover him of 


his leprosy, 


7 And it came to pass, when the king 

of Israel had read the letter, that he 
rent his clothes, and said, dm I God, 
to kill and to make alive, that this 
man doth send unto me to recover a 
man of his leprosy? wherefure con- 
sider, I pray you, and see how he 
seeketh a quarrel against me. 


8 4 And it was sv, when Elisha the 
man of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent his clothes, that he 
sent to the king, saying, Wherefore 
hast thou rent thy clothes? let him 
come now tuo me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in Israel. 


9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at the 
door of the house of Elisha. 


10 And Elisha sent a messenger unto 
him, saying, Go and wash in Jordan 
seven times, and thy flesh shall come 
again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. 


11 But Naaman was wroth, and went 
away, and said, Behold, I thought, He 
will surely come out to me, and stand, 
and call on the name of the Lorp his 
God, and strike his hand over the 
place, and recover the leper. 


12 Are not Abana and Pharpay, rivers 
of Damascus, better than all the wa- 
ters of Israel? may I uot wash in 
them, and be clean? So he turned and 
went away in a rage. 


13 And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said, My father, 
if the prophet had bid thee cdo some 
great thing, wouldest thou not have 
done it? how much rather then, when 
he saith to thee, Wash, and be clean? 


1-4 ‘Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, accord- 
ing to the saying of the man of God: 
and his flesh came again like unto the 
flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 


1> J And he returned to the man of 

God, he and all his company, and 
came, and stood before him: and he 
said, Behold, nuw I know that there is 
nu God mm all the earth, but in Israel: 
now therefore, I pray thee, take a 
blessing of thy servant. ’ 
16. But he said, As the Lorn liveth, 
before whom [I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take é¢; 
but he refused. 


17 And Naaman said, Shall there not 
then, I pray thee, be given to thy ser- 
vant two mules’ burden of earth? for 
thy servant will henceforth offer nei- 
ther burnt offering nor sacrifice unto 
other gods, but unto the Lorp. 


1s In this thing the Lorn pardon th 
servant, that when my master goet 
into the house of Rimmon to worship 
there, and he Jeaneth on my hand, and 
I bow myself in the house of Rimmon: 
when I bow déwn myself in the house 
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of Rimmon, the Lory pardon thy ser- 
vant in this thing. 


19 And he said unto him, Go in 
pene. So he departed from him a 
ittle way. 


20 YF But Gehazi, 
Klisha the man of God, said, 
my master hath spared Naaman this 
Syrian, in not receiving at his hands 
that which he brought: but, as the 
Lorp liveth, I will run after him, and 
take somewhat of him. 


21 So Gehazi followed after Naaman. 

And when Naaman saw hom running 
after him, he lighted down from the 
chariot to mect him, and said, ds all 
well? 


9? And he said, All is well. My master 
hath sent me, saying, Behold, even 
now there be come to me from mount 
Kphraim two young men of the sous 
vf the prophets: give them, | pe ay thee, 
a tdlent of silver, and two ¢ mnges of 
garments. 


23 And Naaman said, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
bags, with two changes of garments, 
and laid them upon two of his servants; 
and they bare them before him. 


24 And when he came to the tower, 
he took then trom their hand, and be- 
stowed them in the house: and he let 
the men go, and they departed. 


25 But he went in, and stood before 

his master. And Elisha said unto hii, 
Whence comest thou, Gehazi? And he 
said, Thy servant went no whither. 

26 And he said unto him, Went not 
mine heart wth thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet 
thee? Js i a time to receive money, 
and tu receive garments, and olive- 
yards, and vineyards, and sheep, and 
oxen, and menservants, and maid- 
servants ? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naaman 
shall cleave unto thee, and unto thy 
seed for ever. And he went out from 
his presence a leper as white as snow.

to Samaria. 


20 And il came to pass, when they 
were come into Samaria, that Elisha 
said, Lorp, open the eyes of these 
men, that. they may see. And the Lorn 
opened their eyes, and they saw; and, 
behold, ¢hey were in the midst of Sa- 
maria. 


answered, 
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21 And the king of Israel said unto 
Elisha, when he saw them, My father, 
shall I smite them? shall I smite them? 


22 And he answered, Thou shalt not 
smite them: wouldest thou smite those 
whom thou hast taken captive with thy 
sword and with thy bow? set bread and 
water before them, that they may eat 
and drink, and go to their master. 


23 And he prepared great provision 
for them: and when they had eaten 
and drunk, he sent them away, and 
they went to their master.

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15 And it came to

cloth, and dipped 


it in water, and spread 7 on his face, | 


so that he died: and Hazael reigned 
in his stead. 


16 F And in the fifth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel, Jeho- 
shaphat beng then king of Judah, Je- 
horam the son of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah began to reign. 


17 anuey and two years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
eight years in Jerusalem. 


18 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab: for the ‘daughter of Ahab was 
his wife: and he did evil in the sight 
of the Lorn. 


19 Yet the Lorn would not destroy 
Judah for David his servant’s sake, ay 
he promised him to give him alway A 
light, avd to his children. 


20 F In his days Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and made a 
king over themselves. 


91 So Joram went over to Zair, and 
all the chariots with him: and he rose 
by night, and smote the KMdomites 
which compassed him about, and the 
captains of the chariots: and the peo- 
ple fled into their tents. 


22 Yet Edom revolted from under the 
hand of Judah unto this day. ‘Then 
Libnah revolted at the same time. 


23 And the rest of the acts of Joram, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 


94 And Joram slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David: and Ahaziah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


2h 9 In the twelfth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Tsrael did 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah begin to reign. 


26 Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem. Ani 
his mother’s name was Athaliah, the 
daughter of Omri king of Israel. 


27 And he walked in the way of the 
house of Ahab, and did evil in the 
sight of the Lorn, as did the house of 
Ahab: for he was the son in law of 
the house of Ahab. 


28 9 And he went with Joram the’ 
son of Ahab to the war against Hazael 
king of Syria in Ramoth-gilead; and 
the Syrians wounded Joram. 


29 And king Joram went back to be 
healed in Jezreel of the wounds which 
the Syrians had given him at Ramah, 
when he fonent against Hazael king 
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of Syria. And Ahaziah the son of Je- 
horam king of Judah went down to 
see Joram the son of Ahab in Jezreel, 
because he was sick. 





CHAPTER IX. 


ND Elisha the prophet called one 

of the children of the prophets, 

and said unto him, Gird up thy loins, 

and take this box of oil in thine hand, 
and go to Ramoth-gilead: 


2 And when thou comest thither, 
look out there Jehu the son of Jeho- 
shaphat the son of Nimshi, and go in, 
and make him arise up from among 
his brethren, and carry him to an inner 
chamber; 


8 Then take the box of oil, and pour 
it on his head, and say, Thus saith the 
Lorn, I have anointed thee king over 
Israel. ‘Then open the door, and flee, 
and tarry not. 


4 9 So the young man, even the young 

man the prophet, went to Ramoth- 
gilead. 

5 And when he came, behold, the 
captains of the host aere sitting: and 
he said, I have an errand to thee, O 
captain, And Jehu said, Unto which 
of all us? And he said, ‘lo thee, O 
captain. 


G6 And he arose, and went into the 
house; and he poured the oil on his 
head, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorp God of Tsrael, [have anointed 
thee king over the people of the Lorn, 
even over Israel. 


7 And thou shalt smite the house of 
Ahab thy master, that I may avenge 
the blood of my servants the prophets, 
and the blood of all the servants of 
the Lonp, at the hand of Jezebel. 


% For the whole house of Ahab shall 
pea and JT will cut off from Ahab 
im that pisseth against the wall, and 
him that is shut up and left in Israel: 


9 And I will make the house of Ahab 
like the house of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and like the house of Baasha 
the son of Ahijah: 

10 And the dogs shall eat Jezebel in 
the portion of Jezreel, and there shall 
ée none to bury her. And he opened 
the door, and fled. 


11 § Then Jehu came forth to the 
servants of his lord: and one said unto 
him, /s all well? wherefore came this 
mad. felloo to thee? And he said unto 
them, Ye know the man, and his com- 
munication. 


12 And they said, / 2s false; tell us 
now. And he said, ‘Thus and thus spake 
1e to me, saying, Thus saith the Lorn, 
I have anointed thee king over Israel. 
13 Then they hasted, and took every 
man his garment, and put i under 
hin on the top of the stairs, and blew 
with trumpets, saying, Jehu is king. 
14 So Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat 
the son of Nimshi conspired against 


I. KINGS, Ix. 
Joram. (Now Joram had kept Ramoth- 
ilead, he and all Israel, because of 


azael king of Syria. 


15 But. king Joram was returned to be 
healed in Jezreel of the wounds which 
the Syrians had given him when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria.) And 
Jehu said, If it be your minds, then 
let none 20 forth zor escape out of the 
city to go to tell zt in Jezreel. 


16 So Jehu rode in a chariot, and 
went to Jezreel; for Joram lay there. 
And Ahaziah king of Judah was come 
down to see Joram. 


Iv And there stood a watchman on 
the tower in Jezreel, and he spied the 
company of Jehu as he came, and said, 
I see a company. And Joram said, ‘fake 
an horseman, and send to meet ‘them, 
and let him say, /s 74 peace? 


18 So there went one on horseback 
to meet him, and said, Thus saith the 
king, /s it penee? And Jehu said, What 
hast thou to do with peace? turn thee 
behind me. And the watchman told, 
suying, ‘The messenger came to them, 
but he cometh not again. 


19 ‘Then he sent out a seeond on 
horseback, ‘which came to them, and 
sald, Thus saith the king, Js it peace? 
And Jebu answered, What hast thou 
to do with peace? tur n thee behind me. 


20 And the watchman told, saying, 
He came even unto them, and cometh 
not again: and the driving és like the 
driving of Jehu the son of Nimshi; for 
he driveth furiously. 


2! And Joram said, Make ready. And 
his chariot was made re ady. And Joram 
king of Israel and Ahaziah king of Ju- 
dah went out, each in his chariot, and 
they went out against Jehu, and met 
him in the portion of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite. 


22 And it came to pass, when Joram 
saw dehu, that he said, /s e¢ peace, 
Jehu? And he answered, What peace, 
so long asthe w horedoms of thy mother 
Jezebel and her witeherafts «are so 
many ? 


23 And Joram turned his hands, and 
fled, and said to Abhaziah, There ww 
treac hery, O Abhaziah. 


24 And Jehu drew a bow with his 
full strength, and smote Jehoram be- 
tween his arms, and the arrow went 
out at his heart, and he sunk down in 
his chariot. 


2) Then said Jehw to Bidkar Mis 
captain, Take up, avd cast him in the 
portion of the tield of Naboth the 
Jezreelite: fur remember how that, 
when I and thou rode together after 
Ahab his father, the Lorn laid this 
burden upon him; 


HH Surely I have seen yesterday the 
blood of Naboth, and the blood of his 
sons, saith the Lorn; and I will requite 
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thee in this plat, saith the Lorn. Now 
therefore take and cast him into the 
plat of ground, according to the word 
of the Lonn. 

27 ¥ But when Ahaziah the king of 
Judah saw this, he fled by the way of 
the garden house. And Jehu followed 
after him, and said, Smite him also in 
the chariot. And they aa so at the oe 
up to Gur, which is by Ibleam. 
he fled to Megiddo, and died ere 

28 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot to Jerusalem, and buried him 
in his sepulchre with his fathers in the 
city of David. 

29 And in the eleventh year of Joram 
the son of Ahab began Ahaziah to reign 
over Judah. 


30 Y And when Jehu was come to 
Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it; and she 
painted. her face, and tired "her head, 
and looked out at a window. 


$1 And as Jehu entered in at the gate, 
she said, /lud Zimri peace, who slew 
his master ? 


32 And he lifted up his face to the 
window, and said, Who zs on my side? 
who? And there looked out to him 
two or three eunuchs, 


53 And he said, Throw her down. So 
they threw her down: and some of net 
blood was sprinkled on the wall, and 
eh the horses: and he trode her under 
oot. 


34 And when he was come in, he did 
eat and drink, and said, Go, see now 
this cursed woman, and ‘bury her: for 
she zs a king’s daughter. 


35 And they went to bury her: but 
ey found no more of her than the 
scull, and the feet, and the palms of 
her hands. 


36 Wherefore they came again, and 
told him. And he said, This ts the word 
of the Lorn, which he spake by his 
servant I lijah the ‘Tishbite, saying, In 
the portion of Jezreel shall dogs eat 
the flesh of Jezebel: 


37 And the carcase of Jezebel shall 
be as dung upon the face of the field 
in the portion of Jezreel; so that they 
shall nat say, This is Jezebel. 


CHAPTER X. 


ND Ahnob had seventy sons in Sa- 
maria. And Jehu wrote letters, and 
sent to Samaria, unto the rulers of 
Jezreel, to the elders, and to them that 
brought up Ahab’s children, saying, 
2 Now as soon as this letter cometh 
ou, seeing your master's sons are 
wit you, anid here are with you cha- 
riots and horses, a fenced city also, 
and armour; 


8 Look even out the best and meet- 
est of your master’s sons, and set him 
on his father’s throne, and fight for 
your master’s house. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, 
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and said, Behold, two kings stood not 
before him: how then shal] we stand? 


5 And he that was over the house, 
and he that was over the city, the 
elders also, and the bringers up of 
the children, sent to Jehu, saying, We 
are thy servants, and will do all that 
thou shalt bid us; we will not make 
any king: do thou that which is good 
in thine eyes. 


6 Then he wrote a letter the second 
time to them, saying, If ye be mine, 
and if ye will hearken unto my voice, 
take ye the heads of the men your 
master’s sons, and come to me to Jez- 
reel by to morrow this time. Now the 
king’s sons, being seventy persons, were 
with the great men of the city, which 
brought them up. 


7 And it came to pass, when the let- 
ter came tv them, that they took the 
king’s sons, and slew seventy persons, 
and put their heads in baskets, and 
sent him them to Jezreel. 


% § And there came a messenger, and 
told him, saying, ‘They have brought 
the heads of the king’s sons. And he 
said, Lay ye them in two heaps at 
the entering in of the gate until the 
morning. 


9 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that he went out, and stood, and 
said to all the people, Ye be righteous: 
behold, I conspired. against my master, 
and slew him: but who slew all these ? 


10 Know now that there shall fall 
unto the earth nothing of the word of 
the Lorp, which the Lorp spake con- 
cerning the house of Ahab: for the 
Lorp hath done that which he spake 
by his servant Elijah. 


Jt So Jehu slew all that remained of 
the house of Ahab in Jezreel, and all 
his great men, ne his kinsfolks, and 
his priests, until he left him none re- 
maining. 


12 4 And he arose and departed, and 
came to Samaria. And as he was at 
the shearing house in the way, 


18 Jehu met with the brethren of 
Abaziah king of Judah, and said, Who 
are ye? And they answered, We are 
the brethren of Ahaziah; and we go 
down to salute the children of the king 
and the children of the queen. 


14 And he said, Tluke them alive. 
And they took them alive, and slew 
them at the pit of the shearing house, 
even two and forty men; neither left 
he any of them. 


15 9 And when he was departed 
thence, he lighted on Jehonadab the 
son of Rechab commg to meet him: 
and he saluted him, and said to him, 
Is thine heart right, as my heart es 
with thy heart? And Jehonadab un- 
swered, It is. [If it be, give me thine 
hand. And he gave him his hand; and 
he took him up to him into the chariot. 


16 And he said, Come with me, and 
see my zeal for the Lorn. So they 
made him ride in his chariot. 


17 And when he came to Saiaria, 
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he slew all that remained unto Ahab 
in Samaria, till he had destroyed him, 
according to the saying of the Lorp, 
which he spake to HKlijah. 

Is ¢ And Jehu gathered all the peo- 
ple together, and said unto them, Ahab 
served Baal a little; bet Jehu shall 
serve him much. 

19 Now therefore call unto me all the 
prophets of Baal, all his servants, and 

all his priests; let none be wanting: 
for I have a great sacrifice to do tu 

Baal; whosoever shall be wanting, he 
shall not live. But Jehu did i¢ in sub- 
tilty, to the intent that he might de- 
stroy the worshippers of Baal. 


2) And Jehu said, Proclaim a solemn 
sembly for Baal. And they proclaim- 
ed it. 

“{ And Jehu sent through all Israel: 
and all the worshippers of Baal came, 
so that there was not a man left that 
came not. And they came into the 
house of Baal: and the house of Baal 
was full from one end to another. 

22 And he said unto him that was 
over the vestry, Bring forth vestments 
for all the worshippers of Baal. And 
he brought them forth vestments. 


23 And Jehu went, and Jehonadab 
the son of Rechab, into the house of 
Baal, and said unto the worshippers of 
baal, Search, and look that there be 
here with you none of the servants of 
He Lorp, but the worshippers of Baal 
only. 

24 And when they went in to offer 
sacrifices and burnt offerings, Jehu 
appointed foursecore men without, and 
said, /f any of the men whom I have 
brought into your hands escape, he that 
letteth him go, his lite shall be for the 
lite of him. 

>) And it eame to pass, as s00n as 
ie had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, that Jehu said to the 
guard and to the captains, Go in, and 
slay thea; let none come forth. "And 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sword; and the guard and the captains 
cust them out, and went to the city of 
the house of Baal. 


26 And they brought forth the images 
out of the house of Baal, and burned 
them. 

2+ And they brake down the image 
of Baal, and brake down the house of 
Baal, and made it a draught house 
unto this day. 

24 Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out of 
Israel. 

29 9 Howbeit from the sins of Jero- 
boam the son ft Nebat, who made Is- 
raecl to sin, Jehu dep: arted not from 
after them, fo wil, the golden calves 
that were in Beth-el, and that were in 
Dan. 

30 And the Lorn said unto Jehu, Be- 
cause thou hast done well in executing 
that which ia right in mine eyes, and 
hast done unto the house of Ahab ac- 
cording to all that as in mine heart, 
thy children of the fourth generation 
shall sit on the throne of Israel. 

3L But Jehu teok no heed to walk in 
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thie law of the Lorn God of Israel with 

his heart: for he departed not from 
the sins of Jerobuam, which made I[s- 
rael to sin. 


82 ¥ In those days the Lorn began 
to cut Israel short: and Hazael smote 
them in all the coasts of Israel; 


38 From Jordan eastward, all the land 
of Gilead, the Gadites, and the Reuben- 
ites, and the Manassites, from Aroer, 
which is by the- river ‘Arnon, even 
Gilead and Bashan. 


84 Now the rest of the acts of Jehu, 
and all that he did, and all his might, 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 


35 And Jehu slept with his fathers: 
and they buried him in Samaria. And 
Jehoahaz his son reigned in his stead. 


36 And the time that Jehu reigned 
over Israel in Samaria was twenty and 
eight years. 


CHAPTER XI. 


ND when Athaliah the mother of 

Ahaziah saw that her son was 

dead, she arose and destroyed all the 
seed royal 


2 But Jehosheba, the daughter of kin 
Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took Joash 
the son of Ahaziah, and stole him from 
ee aha king’s sons which were slain ; 
and they hid him, even him and his 
nurse, in the bedchamber from Atha- 
liah, so that he was not slain. 


3 And he was with her hid in the 
house of the Lorp six years. And 
Athaliah did reign over the land. 


4 4 And the seventh year Jehoiada 
sent and fetched the rulers over hun- 
dreds, with the captains and the guard, 
and brought them to him into the 
house of the Lorv, and made a cove- 
nant with them, and took an oath of 
them in the house of the Lorp, and 
shewed them the king’s son. 


§ And he commanded them, saying, 
‘This és the thing that ye shall do; A 
third part of you that enter in on ‘the 
sabbath shall even be keepers of the 
watch of the king’s house; 


6 And a third part shall be at the 
gate of Sur; and a third part at the 
gate behind the guard: so shall ye 
keep the watch of the house, that it 
be not broken down. 


7 And two parts of all you that go 
_ forth on the sabbath, even they shall 
keep the watch of the house of the 
Lorp about the king. 


8 And ye shall compass the king round 
about, every man with his weapons in 
his hand: and he that cometh within 
the ranges, let him be slain: and be ye 
with the king as he goeth out and as 
he cometh in. 


9 And the captains over the hundreds 
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did according to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest commanded: and they took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on the sabbath, with them that 
should go out on the sabbath, and came 
to Jehoiada the priest. 


10 And to the captains over hundreds 
did the priest give king David's spears 
and shields, that were in the temple of 
the Lorn. 


11 And the guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his hand, round 
about the king, from the right corner 
of the temple to the left corner of the 
temple, along by the altar and the temple, 


12 And he brought forth the king’s 
son, and put the crown upon him, and 
ave him the testimony; and they made 
him king, and anointed him; and they 
clapped their hands, and said, God save 
the king. 


138 ¢ And when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the guard and of the people, 
she came to the people into the temple 
of the Lorn. 


14 And when she looked, behold, the 
king stood by a pillar, as the manner 
was, and the princes and the trum- 
peters by the king, and all the people 
of the land rejoiced, and blew with trum- 
pets: and Athaliah rent her clothes, and 
cried, Treason, ‘Treason. 


15 But Jehoiada the priest commanded 

the captains of the hundreds, the offi- 
cers of the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth without the ranges: 
and him that followeth her kill with 
the sword. Tor the priest had suid, 
Let her not be slain in the house of 
the Lorn. 


16 And they laid hands on her; and 
she went by the way by the which the 
horses came into the king’s house: and 
there was she slain. 


17 ¥ And Jehoiada made a covenant 

between the Lorp and the king and 
the people, that they should be the 
Lorn’s people; between the king also 
and the people. 


18 And all the people of the land 
went into the house of Baal, and brake 
it down; his altars and his images 
brake they in pieces thoroughly, and 
slew Mattan the priest of Baal before 
the altars. And the priest appointed 
officers over the house of the Lorn. 


19 And he took the rulers over hun- 
dreds, and the captains, and the guard 
and all the people of the land; and 
they brought down the king from the 
house of the Lorp, and came by the 
way of the gate of the guard to the 
king’s house. And he sat on the throne 
of the kings. 


20 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and the city was in quiet: 
and they slew Athaliah with the sword 
beside the king’s house. 
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21 Seven years old was Jehoash when 
he began to reign. 


CHAPTER XI. 


7 the seventh year of Jehu Jehoash 
began to reign; and forty years 
reigned he in Jerusalem. And his mo- 
ther’s name was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 
2 And Jehoash did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lorn all his 
days wherein Jehviada the priest in- 
structed him. 

8 But the high places were not taken 
away: the people still sacrificed and 
burnt incense in the high places. 

4 4 And Jehvash said to the priests, 
All the money of the dedicated things 
that is brought into the house of the 
Lorp, ever the money of every one 
that passeth the account, the money 
that every man is set at, and all the 
money that cometh into any man’s 
heart to bring into the house of the 
Lonn, 

5 Let the priests take it to them, 
every man of his acquaintance: and 
let them repair the breaches of the 
house, wheresvever any breach shall 
be found. 

6 But it was so, (had in the three and 
twentieth year ‘of king Jehoash = the 
priests had not repaired the breaches 
2 the house. 

7 Then king Jeboash ealled for Je- 
hoiada the priest, and the other priests, 
and said unto them, Why repair ye 
not the breaches of the house? now 


therefore receive no more money of 


your aequaintanee, but deliver it for 
the breaches of the house. 

® And the priests consented to receive 
no more money of the people, neither 
to repair the breaches of the house. 

0 But Jehotada the priest took a chest. 
and bored a hole in the lid of it, and 
set it beside the altar, on the right 


side as one cometh into the house of 


the Lorp: and the priests that hept 
the door put therein all the money 
that was Drought into the house of the 
Lorn. 

10 And it was so, when they saw 
that dhkere wes much money ine the 
chest, that the hing’s seribe and the 
high priest came up, and they put up 
in bags, and told the money that was 
found in the house of the Lorn. 


1) And they gave the money, being 
told, into the hands of them that did 
the ‘work , that had the oversight of 
the house of the Lor»: and they laid 
it out to the carpenters and builders, 
that wrought upon the house of the 
Lorp, 

12 Aud to masons, 
stone, and to buy timber and hewed 
atone to repair the breaches of the 
house of the Lory, and for ajl that 
was laid out for the house to repair ef. 
13 Howbeit there were not made for 
the house of the Lorp bowl]s of silver, 
snuffers, basons, trumpets, any vessels 
of gold, or vessels of silver, of the 


and hewers of 
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money that was brought into the house 
of the Lorn: 

14 But they gave that to the work- 
men, and repaired therewith the house 
of the Lorn. 

15 Moreover they reckoned not with 
the men, into whose hand they de- 
livered the money to be bestowed on 
workmen: for they dealt faithfully. 


16 ‘The trespass money and sin money 
was not brought into the house of the 
Lorp: it was the priests’. 


17 F Then Hazael king of Syria went 
up, and fought against Gath, and took 
it: and Hazael set his face to go up 
to Jerusalem. 


18 And Jehoash king of Judah took 
all the hallowed things that Jehosha- 
phat, and Jehoram, and Ahaziah, his 
fathers, kings of Judah, had dedicated 
and his own hallowed ‘things, and all 
the gold ¢hat was found in the treasures 
of the house of the Lorp, and in the 
kings house, and sent it to Hazael 
king of Syria: and he went away from 
Jerusalem. 

19 § And the rest of the acts of 
ie ish, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah ? 

20 And his servants arose, and made 
a conspiracy, and slew Joash in the 
house of Millo, which goeth down to 
Silla. 

2! For Jezachar the son of Shimeath, 
and Jehozabad the son of Shomer, his 
servants, smote him, and he died; and 
they buried him with his fi thers in the 
eity of David: and Aimaziah his son 
reigned mt huis stead. 


CHAPTER XU. 


L* the three and twentieth year of 
Joash the son of Ahaziah king of 
Judah dehoahaz the son of Jehu be- 
gan to reign over Israel in Samaria, coed 
Penet seventeen years. 


> And he did that which was evil in 
ae sight of the Lorw, and tollowed the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
which made Israel to sin; he depar ted 
i therefrom. 

3°97 And the anger of the Lorp was 
kindled against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the hand of Hazael king of 
Syria, and into the hand of Ben-hadad 
the son of Hazael, all theer days. 

4 And Jehoahaz besought the Lorn, 
and the Lory hearkened unto him: for 
he saw the oppression of Israel, because 
the king of Syria oppressed them. 

5 (And the Lory gave Israel a saviour, 
s0 that they went out from under the 
hand of the Syrians: and the children 
of Israel dwelt in their tents, as be- 
foretime. 

6 Nevertheless they departed not from 
the sins of the house of Jeroboam, who 
made Israel sin, dué walked therein: 
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and there remained the grove also in 
Samaria. 


7 Neither did he leave of the people 
to Jehoahaz but fifty horsemen, and 
ten bier and ten thousand footmen :

Joash was buried in Samaria with the 
kings of Israel. 


14 J Now Elisha was fallen sick of his 
sickness whereof he died. And Joash 
the king of Isracl came down unto 
him, and wept over his face, and said 
© my father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel, and the horsemen thereof. 


15 And Elisha said unto him, Take 
bow and arrows. And he took unto 
him bow and arrows. 


16 And he said to the king of Israel, 
Put thine hand upon the bow. And he 
ut his hand wpon it: and KNisha put 
his hands upon the king’s hands. 


17 And he said, Open the window 
eastward. And he opened it. Then 
Klisha said, Shoot. And he shot. And 
he said, ‘Phe arrow of the Lono’s de- 
liveranee, and the arrow of deliverance 
from Syria: for thou shalt smite the 
Syrians in Aphek, till thou have con- 
sumed then.

Y And Jehoash the king of Israel sent 
to Amaziah king of Judah, saying, The 
thistle that was in Lebanon sent to the 
cedar that zras in Lebanon, saying, Give 
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thy daughter to my son to wile: and 
there passed by a wild beast that was 
in Lebanon, and trode down the thistle. 


10 Thou hast indeed smitten Edom, 
and thine heart hath lifted thee up: 
glory of this, and tarry at home: for 
why shouldest thuu meddle to ¢hy hurt, 
that thou saoulde’? fall, even thou, and 
Judah with thee ? 


11 But Amaziah would not hear. There- 
fore Jehoash king of Israel went up; 
and he and Amaziah king of Judah 
looked one another in the face at Beth- 
shemesh, which delungeth to Judah. 


12 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel; and they fled every man 
to their tents. 


18 And Jehoash king of Israel took 
Amaziah hing of Judah, 
Jehoash the son of Ahaziah, at Beth- 
shemesh, and came to Jerusalem, and 
brake down ne wall of Jerusalem from 
the gate of Kphraim unto the corner 
gate, fuur ere red cubits. 


14 And he took all the gold and. sil- 
ver, aud all the vessels that were found 
in the house of the Lory, and in the 
treasures of the king’s house, and host- 
ages, and returned to Samaria. 


15 9 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoash which he did, and his might, and 


how he fought with Amaziah king of 


Judah, are they not written in’ the 


book of the chronicles of the kings of 


Israel? 


16 And Jehoash slept with his fathers, 
avd was buried in Samaria with the 
kings of Israel; and Jerogboam nis son 
reigned ut his stead, 


174 And Amaziah the son of doash 


king of Judah lived after the death of

rael fifteen years. 


18 And the rest of the acts of Ama- 
aziah, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 


19 Now they made aconspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem: and he fled to Lach- 
ish; but they sent after bin to Lachish, 
and slew him there. 


20 And ey brought him on horses:

15 And king Ahaz commanded Urijah 
the priest, saying, Upon the great altar

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, but not as the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 


+4 Against him came up Shalmaneser 
hing of Assyria; and Hoshea became 
his servant, and gave him presents. 


4 And the king of Assyria found con- 
spiracy in Hoshea: for he had = sent 
messengers to So king of Egypt, and 
brought no present to the king of 
Assyria, a8 he had done year by year: 
therefore the king of Assyria shut him 
up, and bound him in prison. 


® § Then the king of Assyria came up 
throughout all the land, and went up 
to Samaria, and besieged it three years. 
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6 4 In the ninth year of Hoshea the 
king of Ass ee took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away into Assyria, and 
placed them in Halah and in Habor by 
the river of Gozan, and in the cities of 
the Medes. 


7 For so it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the Lorp their 
God, which had brought them up out 
of the land of Egypt, from under the 
hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
had feared other gods, 


8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Lorn cast out from 
before the children of Israel, and of the 
kings of Israel, which they had made. 


9 And the children of Israel did se- 
cretly those things that were not right 
against the Lorn their God, and they 
built them high places in all ‘their cities, 
from the tower of the watchmen tou the 
fenced city. 


10 And they set them up images and 
groves in every high hill, and under 
every green tree: 


11 And there they burnt incense in 
all the high places, as did the heathen 
whom the Lor» carried away before 
them; and wrought wicked things to 
provoke the Lorp to anger: 


12 For they served idols, whereof the 
Lorn had said unto them, Ye shall not 
do this thing. 


13 Yet the Lorn testified against Israel, 
one against Judah, by all the prophets, 

by all the ee saying, Turn ye 
fiom your evil wi ae and keep my 
commandments and iny statutes, ac- 
cording to all the law which I com- 
manded your fathers, and which I sent 
to you by my serv ants the prophets. 


14 Notwithstanding they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like to 
the neck of their fathers, that ‘did not 
believe in the Lorn their God. 


15 And they rejected his statutes, and 
his covenant that he made with their 
fathers, and his testimonies which he 
testified against them; and they followed 
Vanity, and became vain, and went 
after the heathen that were round about 
them, concerning whom the Lorp had 
charged them, that they should not 
do like them. 


16 And they left all the commandments 
of the Lorp their God, and made them 
molten images, even two calves, and 
made a grove, and worshipped all the 
host of heaven, and served Baal. 


17 And they caused their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the fire, 
and used divination and een enen 
and sold themselves to do evil in the 


sight of the Lorn, to provoke him to | 


anger. 
18 Therefore the Lorp was very angry 
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with Israel, and removed them out of 
his sight: there was none left but the 
tribe of Judgh only. 


19 Also Judah kept not the com- 
mandments of the Lorp their God, but 
walked in the statutes of Israel which 
they made. 


20 And the Lorp rejected all the seed 
of Israel, and afflicted them, .and de- 
livered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his sight. 


21 For he rent Israel from the house 
of David; and they made Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat king: and Jeroboam 
drave Israel from following the Loxn, 
and made them sin a great sin. 


22 For the children of Israel walked 
in all the sins of Jeroboam which he 
did; they departed not from them; 


23 Until the Lorn removed Israel 
out of his sight, as he had said-by all 
his servants the prophets. So was Is- 
racl carried away out of their own 
land to Assyria unto this day. 


24 4 And the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Cuthah, 
and from Ava, and from Tamath, and 
from Sepharvaim, and placed them in 
the cities ot Samaria instead of the 
children of Israel: and they, possessed 
Samaria, and dwelt in the cities thereof. 


25 And so it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared 
not the Lorn: therefore the Lorp sent 
oe among them, which slew some of 
them. 


26 Wherefore they spake to the king 
of Assyria, saying, The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Samaria, know not the man- 
ner of the God of the land: therefore 
he hath sent Hons among them, and, 
behold, they slay them, because they 
know not the manner of the God of 
the land. 


27 Then the king of Assyria com- 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of 
the priests whom ye brought from 
thenee; and let them go and dwell 
there, and let him teach them the man- 
ner of the God of the land. 


28 Then one of the priests whom they 
had carried away from Samaria came 
and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught them 
how they should fear the Lorn. 


20 Howbeit every nation made gods 
of their own, and put them in the 
houses of the high places which the 
Samaritans had made, every nation in 
their cities wherein they dwelt. 


80 And the men of Babylon made 
Suceoth-benoth, and the men of Cuth 
mide Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made Ashima, 


81 And the Avites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, aud the Sepharvites burnt 
their children in fire to Adrammelech 
and Ananmelech, the gods of Sephar- 
Vain. 
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82 So they feared the Lorn, and made 
unto themselves of the lowest of them 
priests of the high places, which sa- 
crificed for them in the houses of the 
high places. 


83 They feared the Lorn, and served 

their own gods, after the manner of 
the nations whom they carried away 
from thence. 


84 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners: they fear not the 
Lorn, neither do they after their sta- 
tutes, or after their ordinances, or after 
the law and commandment which the 
Lorn commanded the children of Ja- 
cob, whom he named Israel; 


3) With whom the Lorn had made a 


- covenant, and charged them, saying, 


Ye shall not fear other gods, nor bow 
yourselves to them, nor serve them, 
nor sacrifice to them: 


36 But the Lorp, who brought you up 

out of the land of Egypt with great 
power and a stretched out arm, him 
shall ye fear, and him shall ye worship, 
and to him shall ye do sacrifice. 


37 And the statutes, and the ordi- 
nances, and the law, and the com- 
mandment, which he wrote for you, ye 
shall observe to do for evermore; and 
ye shall not fear other gods. 


38 And the covenant that I have made 
with you ye shall not forget; neither 
shall ye fear other gods. 


39 But the Lorn your God ye shall 
fear; and he shall deliver you out of 
the hand of all your eneries. 


40 Howbeit they did not hearken, but 
they did after their former manner. 


41 So these nations feared the Lorn, 
and served their graven images, both 
their children, and their children’s chil- 
dren; as did their fathers, so do they 
unto this day. 


CHAPTER XVIIL 


Now it came to pass in the third 
year of Hoshea son of Elah king 
of Israel, thaé Hezekiah the son of 
Ahaz king of Judah began to reign, 


2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he Gagan to reign; and he reign- 
ed twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
His mother's name also was Abi, the 
daughter of Zachariah. 


3 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorn, according to all 
that David his father did. 


4 4 He removed the high places, and 
brake the images, and cut down the 
groves, and brake in pieces the brasen 
serpent that Moses had made: for unto 
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those days the children of Israel did 
burn incense to it: and he called it 
Nehushtan. 


® He trusted in the Lorn God of Is- 

rael; so that after him was_none like 
him among all the kings of Judah, nor 
any that were before him. 


6 For he clave to the Lorp, and de- 
arted not from following him, but kept 
his commandments, which the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 


7 And the Lorn was with him; and 
he prospered whithersoever he went 
forth: and he rebelled against the king 
of Assyria, and served him not. 


8 Tle smote the Philistines, even unto 
Gaza, and the borders thereof, from 
the tower of the watchmen to ‘the 
fenced city. 


9 | And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekiah, which zas the 
seventh year ‘of Hoshea son of Elah 
king of Israel, that Shalmaneser king 
of Assyria came up against Samaria, 
and besieged it. 


10 And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the sixth year of Heze- 
kiah, that 7s the ninth year of Hoshea 
king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 


11 And the king of Assyria did carry 
away Israel unto Assyria, and put 
them in Halah and in Habor dy the 
as of Gozun, and in the cities of the 

edes: 


12 Because they obeyed not the voice 
of the Lorn their (rod, but transgressed 
his covenant, and all that Moses the 
servant of the Lorp commanded, and 
would not hear them, nor do them. 


18 9 Now in the fourteenth year of 
king Hezekiah did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria come up against all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and took them, 


14 And Hezekiah king of Judah sent 
to the king of Assyria to Lachish, say- 
ing, | have offended; return from me: 
that which thou puttest on me will I 
bear. And the king of Assyria appointed 
unto Jlezekiah king of Judah three 
hundred talents of silver and thirty 
talents of gold. 


1h And Hezekiah gave him all the 
silver that was found in the house of 
the Lorn, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house. 


16 At that time did Hezekiah cut off 
the gold from the doora of the temple 
of the Lor», and from the pillars which 
Hezekiah king of Judah had overlaid, 
and gave it to the king of Assyria. 


1y 4 And the king of Assyria sent 
Vartan and RKabsaris and Rab-shakeh 
from Lachish to king Wlezekiah with 
a great host against Jerusalem. And 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they 
came and stood by the conduit of the 
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upper pool, which zs in the highway 
oP the oak. field. 


18 And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah, which zas over the 
household, and Shebna the scribe, and 
Joah the son of Asaph the recorder. 


19 And Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
peak ye now to Hezekiah, ‘Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest ? 


20 Thou sayest, (but they are but vain 
words,) J have counsel and strength 
for the war. Now on whom dost thou 
trust, that thou rebellest against me ? 


21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even upon 
Key pt, on which if a man lean, it will 
go into his hand, and pierce it: so is 
Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all that 
trust on him. 


2 But if ye say unto me, We trust 
in aie Lorn our God: is not that he, 
whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath 
suid to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar in Jerusalem ? 


23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
pledges to my lord the ing of Assyria 
and 1 will deliver thee two thousand 
horses, if thou be able on thy part to 
set riders upon them. 


24 Tow then wilt thou turn away

and put thy 
trust on Egypt for chariots and for 
horsemen ? 


my master’s servants, 


25 Am I now come up without the 
Lorn against this place to destroy it? 
The Lorn said to me, Go up against 
this land, and destroy ‘it 


26 'Then said Kliakim the son of TTil- 
kiah, and Shebna, and Joeah, unto 
Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Syrian Janguage; 
for we understand of: and talk not 
with us in the Jews’ language in the 
ears of the people that are on the wall. 


27 But Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Hath my master sent me to thy ma- 
ster, and to thee, to speak these words ? 
hath he not sent me to the men which 
sit on the wall, that they may cat their 
own aug and drink their own piss 
with you? 


28 Then Rab-shakeh stood and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jews’ language, 


and spake, saying, Hear the word of 


the great king, the king of Assyria: 
29 Thus saith the king, Let not He- 
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zekiah deceive you: for he shall not 
be able to deliver you out of his hand: 
80 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lorn, saying, The Lorp 
will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be delivered into the haud of 
the king of Assyria. 


31 Hearken not to Hezekiah: for thus 
saith the king of Assyria, Make an 
agreement with me by a present, and 
come out to me, and then eat ye every 
man of his own vine, and every one 
of his fig tree, and drink ye every one 
the waters of his cistern: 


32 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards, a land of oil olive and of 
Honeys that ye may live, and not die: 
and hearken not unto Hezekiah, when 
he persuadeth yuu, saying, The Lorp 
will deliver us. 


33 Hath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered at all his land out of the hand 
of the king of Assyria? 


34 Where are the gods of Hamath, 
and of Arpad? where are the gods ot 
Sepharvaim, Hena, and Ivah? have 
they delivered Samaria out of mine 
hand? 

35 Who are they among all the gods 
of the countries, that have delivered 
their country out of mine hand, that 
the Lorp should deliver Jerusalem out 
of mine hand? 


36 But the people held their peace, 
and niaeere him not a word: for 
the king’s commandment was, saying, 
Answer him not. 


37° Then came Ehiakim the son of Hil- 

kiah, which was over the household, 
and Shebna the seribe, and Joah the 
son of Asaph the recorder, to Hezekiah 
with ther clothes rent, and told him 
the words of Rab-shakeh. 


CHAPTER XIX. 


ND it came to pass, when king 

Hezekiah heard ¢e, that he rent 
his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house of 
the Loup. 


2 And he sent Eliakim, which wus 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, to Isaiah the 
prophet the son of Amuz. 


8 And they said unto him, ‘Thus saith 
Hezekiah, This day isa day of trouble, 
and of rebuke, and blasphemy: for the 
children are come to the birth, and 
there is not strength to bring forth. 


4 Jt may be the Lor» thy God will 
hear all the words of Rab- shakeh, 
whom the king of Assyria his master 
hath sent to reproach the living God; 
and will eye the words which the 

Lorp My ee d hath heard: wherefore 
lift ne thy prayer for the remnant that 
are left. 
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5 So the servants of king Hezekiah 
came to Isaiah. 


6 7 And Isaiah said unto them, Thus 

shall ye say to your master, Thus 
saith the Lorn, Be not afraid of the 
words which thou hast heard, with 
which the servants of the king of 
Assyria have blasphemed me. 


7 Behold, I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, and 
shall return to his own land; and I 
will cause him to fall by the sword in 
his own land. 


8 J So Kab-shakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warring 
against Libnah: for he had heard that 
he was departed from Lachish. 


9 And when he heard say of Tirhakah 
king of Ethiopia, Behold, he is come 
out to fight against thee: ‘he sent mes- 
sengers again unto Hezekiah, saying, 


10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy 
God in whom thou trustest deceive 
thee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be 
delivered into the hand of the king of 
Assyria. 

1] Behold, thou hast heard what the 
kings of Assy ria have done to all lands, 
by destroying them utterly: and shalt 
thou be delivered? 


12 Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have 
Hestroyee ; as Gozan, and Haran, and 
Rezeph, and the children of Eden 
which were in Thelasar ? 


13 Where is the king of Hamath, and 
the king of Arpad, and the king of the 
city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah? 


14 FY And Hezekiah received the 
letter of the hand of the messengers, 
and read it: and Hezekiah went up 
into the house of the Lorn, and spread 
it before the Lorn. 


15 And Hezekiah prayed before the 
Lorn, and said, O Lory (rod of Israel, 
which dw ellest. between. the cherubims. 
thou art the God, even thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; thou 
hast made heaven and earth. 


16 Lor», bow down thine ear, and 
hear: open, Loxp, thine eyes, and see: 
and hear the words of Sennacherib, 
which hath sent him to reproach the 
living God. 


17 Of a truth, Lorn, the kings of 
Assyria have destroyed the nations 
and their lands, 

18 And have east their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the 
work of men’s hands, wood ait stone: 
therefore they have destroy ed them. 


19 Now therefore, ( Lorp our God, I 

beseech thee, save thou us out of his 
hand, that all the kingdoms of the 
earth may know that thou art the 
Lorp God, eren thou only. 


20 Y Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent to Wezekiah, saying, Thus saith 
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the Lorn God of Israel, Vhat which 
thou hast prayed to me against Sen- 
nacherib king of Assyria I have heard. 

21 This is the word that the Lorn hath 
spoken concerning him; The vega the 
daughter of Zion hath despised thee, 
and laughed thee to scorn; the daugh- 
ter he Jerusalem hath shaken her head 
at t 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

23 By thy messengers thou hast re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said, With 
the multitude of my chariots I am come 
up to the height of the mountains, to 
the sides of Lebanon, and wil “cut 
down the tall cedar trees thereof. and 
the choice fir trees thereof: and I will 
enter into the lodgings of his borders, 
and into the forest of hig Carmel. 

24 I have digged and drunk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my feet 
have I dried up all the rivers of be- 
sieged places. 

2 Hast thou not heard long ago how 
I have done it, and of ancient times 
that I] have formed it? now have I 
brought it to pass, that thou shouldest 
be to lay waste fenced cities into 
ruinous heaps. 

26 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and confounded: they were as the 
grass of the field, and as the green herb, 
as the grass on the house tops, and as 
corn blasted before it be grown up. 

27 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and thy 
rage against me. 

28 Because thy rage against me and 
thy tumult is come up into mine ears, 
therefore 1 will put my hook in thy 
nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and 
T will turn thee back by the way by 
which thou camest. 

20 And this shull be a sign unto thee, 
Ye shall eat this year such things as 
grow of themselves, and in the second 
year that which springeth of the same; 
and in the third year sow ye, and reap, 
and plant vineyards, and eat the fruits 
thereof. 

30 And the remnant that is escaped 
of the house of Judah shall yet again 
take root downward, and bear fruit 
upward, 

31 For out of Jerusalem shall go forth 
au remnant, and they that escape out 
of mount Zion: the zeal of the Lonp 
us hosts shall do this. 

2 Therefore thus saith the Loup con- 
eee the king of Assyria, He shall 
not come into this city, nor shoot an 
arrow there, nor come before it with 
shield, nor cast a bank against i 

33 By the way that he came ay the 
same shall he return, and shal not 
come into this city, saith the Lorp. 

34 For I will de end this city, to Bave 
it, for mine own sake, and for my ser- 
vant David's sake. 

35 F And it came to pass that night, 
that the ange) of the Lone went out, 
and smote in the camp of the As- 
syrians an hundred fourscore and five 
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thousand: and when they arose earl 
in the morning, behold, they were ail 
coat corpses. 

6 So Sennacherib king of Assyria 
sonata. and went and returned, and 
dwelt at Nineveh. 

87 And it came to pass, as he was 


worshipping in the house of Nisroch, 


his god, that Adrammelech and Sha- 
rezer his sons smote him with the 
sword: and they escaped into the land 
of Armenia. And Esarhaddon his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAVTER XX. 


N those days was Hezekiah sick unto 

death, And the prophet Isaiah the 
son of Amoz came to him, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the Lor», Set 
thine house in order; for thou. shalt 
die, and not live. 


2 Then he turned his face to the w all, 
and prayed unto the Lonp, saying, 


3 I beseech thee, O Lorn, remember 
now how I have walked before thee 
in truth and with a perfect heart, and 
have done that which is good in thy 
sight. And Huzekiah wept sore. 


4 And it came to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone out into the middle court, 
that the word of the Lorp came to 
hin, saying, 


5 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah the 
captain of my people, ‘Thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of David thy father, 1 
have heard thy prayer, I have seen 
thy tears: behold, I] will heal thee: on 
the third day thou shalt go up unto 
the house of the Lorn. 


6 And I will add unto thy days fifteen 
years; and 7 will deliver thee and this 


city out of the hand of the king of 


Assyria; and TP will defend this city 
for mine own sake, and tor my servant 
David's sake, 
7 And Isaiah said, Take 
figs. And they took and laid ct on the 
boil, and he recovered. 


8 9 And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, 
What shall be the sign that the Lorn 
will heal me, and that IT shall go up 
into the house of the Lorn the third 
day ? 


9 And Isaiah said, This sign shalt 
thou have of the Lox, that the Lorp 
will do the thing that he hath spoken: 
shall the shadow go forward ten de- 
grees, or go back ten degrees ? 


10 And Hezekiah answered, It is a 
light thing for the shadow to go down 
ten degrees: nay, but let the shaduw 
return backward ten degrees. 

11 And Isaiah the prophet cried unto 
the Lorp: and he brought the shadow 
ten degrees backward, by which it had 
gone down in the dial of Ahuaz. 


12 ¢ At that time Berodach-baladan, 
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the son of Baladan, king of Babylon, 
sent letters and a present unto Heze- 
kiab: for he had heard that Hezekiah 
had been sick. 


18 And Hezekiah hearkened unto 
them, and shewed them all the house 
of his precious things, the silver, and 
the poli, 1, aud the spices, and the pre- 
cious ointment and all the house of 
his armour, and all that was found in 
his treasures: there was nothing in his 
house, nor in all his dominion, that 
Hezckiah shewed them not. 


14 ¢ Then came Isaiah the prophet 
unto king Hezekiah, and said unto 
him, What said these men? and from 
whence came they unto thee? And 
Hezekiah said, They are come from a 
fur country, even from Babylon. 


15 And he said, What have they seen 
in thine house? And Hezekiah an- 
swered, All the things that are in mine 
house have they seen: there is no- 
thing among iny treasures that I have 
not shewed them. 


16 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lorn. 


17 Behold, the days come, that all 
that és in thine house, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in store unto 
this day, shall be carried into Baby- 
lon; nothing shall be left, saith the 
Lorp. 


18 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, which thou shalt beget, shall 
they tuke away; and they shall be 
eunuchs in the palace of the king of 
Babylon. 


19 ‘Then said Wezekiah unto Isaiah, 
Good ea the word of the Lor» which 
thou hast spoken. And he said, Js it 
not good, if peace and truth be in my 
days ? 


20 YF And the rest of the acts of He- 
zekiah, and all his might, and how he 
made a pool, and a conduit. and brought 
water into the city, ave they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah? 


21 And Hezekiah nen with his fa- 
thers: and Manasseh his son reigned 
In his stead. 


CHAPTER XAT. 


ANASSEH was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and reign- 
ed fifty and five years in Jerusalem. 
ou his mother’s name was Hephzi- 
yah 
2 And he did that which wag evil in 
the sight of the Lorn, after the abomi- 
nations of the he sathen, whom the Lorp 
cast out before the children of Israel. 
3 For he built up again the high pla- 
ces which Hezekiah his father had de- 
te | ed; aud he reared up altars for 
Baal, and made a grove, as did Ahab 
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king of Israel; and whee di all the 
host of heaven, and served them. 


4 And he built altars in the house of 
the Lorn, of which the Lorp said, In 
Jerusalem will I put my name. 


§ And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lorn. 


6 And he made his son pass through 
the fire, and observed times, and used 
enchantments, and dealt with familiar 
spirits and wizards: he wrought much 
wickedness in the sight of the Lorn, 
to provoke him to anger. 


7 And he set a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in_ the house 
of which the Lor» said to David, anc 
to Solomon his son, In this house, and 
in Jerusalem, which ] have chosen out 
of all tribes of Israel, will I put my 
name for ever: 


8 Neither will I make the feet of Is- 
rael move any more out of the land 
which ] gave their fathers; only if they 
will observe to do acc ording to all that 
I have commanded them, and accord- 
ing to all the law that my servant Mo- 
ses commanded them. 


9 But they hearkened not: and Ma- 
nasseh seduced them to do more evil 
than did the nations whom the Lorn 
destroyed before the children of Israel. 


10 § And the Lorp spake by his ser- 
vants the prophets, s saying, 


11 Because Manasseh king of Judah 
hath done these abominations, and hath 
done wickedly above all that the Amor- 
ites did, which were before him, and 
Hae made Judah also to sin w ith his 
idols: 


12 Therefore thus saith the Lorp God 

of Israel, Behold, I am bringing such 
evil upon Jerusi alem and Jud ah, that 
whosoever heareth of it, both his ears 
shall tingle. 


18 And I will stretch over Jerusalem 
the line of Samaria, and the plummet 
of the house of Ahab: and I| will wipe 
Jerusalem us @ man wipeth a dish, 
wiping zt, and turning it upside down. 


14 And I will forsake the remnant of 

mine inheritance, and deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies; and 
they shall become a prey and a spoil 
to all their enemies; 


15 Because they have done that which 
was evil in my sight, and have pro- 
voked me to anger, since the day their 
fathers came forth out of Lgypt, even 
unto this day. 


16 Moreover Manasseh shed an oceut 
blood very much, till he had tilled J 
rusalem from one end to auotlien: ‘ 
beside his sin wherewith he made Ju- 
dah to sin, in doing that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lonp. 


17 ¥ Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
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nasseh, and all that he did, and his 
sin that he sinned, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah?- ; 

18 And Manasseh slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the garden 
of his own house, in the garden of Uzza: 
and Amon his son reigned in his stead. 


19 § Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s tame was Meshullemeth, 
the duughter of Haruz of Jotbah. 

20 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lonny, as his father 
Manasseli did. 

21 And he walked in all the way that 
his futher walked in, and served the 
idols that his father served, and wor- 
shipped them: 

22 And he forsook the Lorn God of 
his fathers, and walked notin the way 
of the Lor». 

23 9 And the servants of Amon con- 
spired against him, and slew the king 
in his own house. 

24 And the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead,

2d Now the rest of the acts of Amon 
which he did, are they not written iu 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? 

26 And he was buried in his sepul- 
chre in the garden of Uzza: and Jo- 
sith his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER XXII 


I Bete was eight years old when 
e he began to reign, and he reigned 
thirty and one years in Jerusalem. 
And his mothers name was Jedidah, 
the daughter of Adaiah of Boseath. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lorn, and walked 
in all the way of David his father, and 
turned not aside to the right hand or 
to the left. 
$9 And it came to pass in the eigh- 
teenth year of king Josiah, that the 
king sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah, 
the son of Meshullam, the scribe, to 
the house of the Loup, say tug, 

4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver which is 
brought into the house of the Lorn, 
which the keepers of the door have 
gathered of the people: 

5 And let them deliver it into the 
hand of the doers of the work, that 
have the oversight of the house of the 
Lorn: and let them give it to the doers 
of the work which 2s in the house of 
the Lorp, to repair the breaches of 
the house, 

6 Unto carpenters, and builders, and 
masons, and to buy timber and hewn 
stone to repair the house. 

7 Howbeit there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that 
was delivered into their hand, because 
they dealt faithfully. 
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8 | And Hilkiah the high priest said 
unto Shaphan the scribe, I have found 





the book of the law in the house of

9 And Shaphan the scribe came to

king, saying, Hilkiah the priest hath 
delivered me a book.

12 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the priest, and Ahikam the son of

18 But to the king of Judah which 
seut you to enquire of the Lorn, thus 
shall ye say to him, Thus saith the 
Lorn God of Israel, As touching the 
words which thou hast heard; 


19 Because thine heart was tender, 
and thou hast humbled thyself befure 
the Lorp, when thou heardest what I 

pare a ainst this place, and against 

e inhabitants thereof, that they should 


concerning the words of this .

CHAPTER XXIII. 


A ND the king sent, and they gather- 
ed unto him all the elders of Judah 
and of Jerusalem. 


2 And the king went up into the 
house of the Lorn, and all the men of 
Judah and all the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem with him, and the priests, and 
the prophets, and all the people, both 
small and great: and he read in their 
ears all the words of the book of the 
covenant which was found in the house 
of the Lorn. ; 


3.9 And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a covenant before the Lorn, 
to walk after the Lorn, and to keep his 
commandments and his testimonies and 
his statutes with all their heart and all 
their soul, to perform the words of this 
covenant that were written in this 
book. And all the people stood to the 
covenant. 


4 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the high priest, and the priests of the 
second order, ‘and the keepers of the 
door, to bring forth out of the temple 
of the Lorn all the vessels that were 
made for Baal, and for the grove, ane 
for all the host of heaven: and he 
burned them without Jerusalem in the 
fields of Kidron, and carried the ashes 
of them unto Beth-el. 


h And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah had 
ordained to burn incense in the high 
places in the cities of Judah, and in 
the places round about Jerusalem: 
them also that burned incense unto 
Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, 
and to the planets, and to all the host 
of heaven. 


6 And he ve ught out the grove from 
the house of the Lorp, without Jeru- 
salem, unto the brook Kidron, and 
burned it at the brook Kidron, and 
stamped it small to powder, and cast 
the powder thereof upon the graves of 
the children of the people. 


+ And he brake down the houses of 
the sodomites, that were by the house 
of the Lorn, where the women wove 
hangings for the grove. 


8 And he brought a]l the priests out of 
the cities of Judah, and defiled the high 
places where the priests had burned 
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incense, from Geba to Beer-sheba, and 
brake down the high places of the 

ates that were in the entering in of 
the gate of Joshua the gov ernor of the 
city, which were on a man’s left hand 
at the gate of the city. 


9 Nevertheless the priests of the high 
pace came not up to the altar of the 
op in Jerusalem, but they did eat 
of the unleavened bread among their 
brethren. 


10 And he defiled Topheth, which zs in 
the valley of the children of Hinnom, 
that no man might make his son or 
his daughter to pass through the fire 
to Molech. 


11 And he took away the horses that 
the kings of Judah had given to the 
sun, at the entering in of the house of 
the Lorn, by the chamber of Nathan- 
melech the chamberlain, which was in 
the suburbs, and burned the chariots 
of the sun with fire. 


12 And the altars that were on the 
ae of the upper chamber of Ahaz, 

ich the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which Manasseh had 
made in the two courts of the house 
of the Lorn, did the king beat down, 
and brake then down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Kidron. 


18 And the high places that were 
before Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of corruption, 
which Solomon the king of israel had 
pulled for Ashtoreth the abomination 
of the Zidonians, and for Chemosh the 
abomination of the Moabites, and for 
Milcom the abomination of the children 
of Ammon, did the king detile. 


14 And he brake in pieces the images 
and cut down the groves, and filled 
their places with the bones of men. 


15 9 Moreover the altar that mas at 
Beth-el, aud the high place which Je- 
roboam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin, had made, both that altar 
and the high ‘pl ace he brake down, and 
burned the high place, and stamped it 
small to powder, and burned the grove. 


16 And as Josiah turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that ere there 
in the mount, and sent, and took the 
bones out of the sepulchres, and burn- 
ed them upon the altar, and polluted 
it, according to the word of the Lorn 
which the man of (rod proclaimed, 
who proclaimed these words. 


17 Then he said, What title is that 
that I see? And the men of the city 
told him, 4 is the sepulchre of the 
man of God, which came from Judah, 
and proclaimed these things that thou 
hast done against the altar of Beth-el. 


18 And he said, Let him alone; let no 
man move his bones. So they let his 
bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria. 
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19 And all the houses also of the high 

places that were in the cities of Sa- 
maria, which the kings of Israel had 
made to provoke the LOKD fo anger, 
Josiah took away, and did “to them 
according to all the acts that he had 
done in beth-el 


20 And he slew all the priests of the 

high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men’s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. 


21 4 And the king commanded all 
the peoples saying, Keep the passover 
unto the Lorp your God, at it is writ- 
ten in the book of this covenant. 





22 Surely there was not holden such 
i passover from the days of the judges 
that judged Israel, nor in all the days 
of the kings of Israel, nor of the kings 
of Judah; 


23 But in the eighteenth year of king 
Josiah, wherein this passover was hold- 
en to the Lorp in Jerusalem. 


24 49 Moreover the workers with fa- 
miliar spirits, and the wizards, and the 
images, and the idols, and all the 
abominations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Josiah put away, that he might per- 
form the words of the law which were 
written in the book that Hiikiah the 
priest found in the house of the Lorn. 


25 And like unto him was there no 
king before him, that turned to. the 
Lory with all his heart, and with a 
his soul, and with all his inight, ‘ ac- 
cording ‘to all the law of Moses; nei- 
ther after him arose there any like him. 


20 § Notwithstanding the Lorn turned 
not from the fierceness of his. great 
wrath, wherewith his anger was kindled 
against Judah, because of all the pro- 
vocations that Manasseh had provoked 
him withal. 


27 And the Lor» said, I will remove 
Judah also out of my sight, as I have 
removed Israel, and will cast off this 
city Jerusalem which I have chosen, 
and the house of which I said, My 
name shall be there. 


28 Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, 

and all that he did, are they not -writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah ? 


29 F In his days Pharaoh-nechoh king. 
of K pypt went up against the king of 
Assyria to the river Kuphrates: and 
king Josiah went against him; and he 
slew him at Megiddo, when "he had 
seen him. 


30 And his servants carried him in a 

chariot dead from Megiddo, and brought 
him to Jerusalem, and buried him in 
his own sepulchre. And the people of 
the land took Jehoahaz the son of Jo- 
siah, and anointed him, and made him 
king in his father’s stead. 


81 J Jehvahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign; and

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he reigned three months in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 


82 Andhe did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, according to all 
that his fathers had done. 


88 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him in 
bands at Riblah in the land of Ha- 
math, that he might not reigr in Je- 
rusalem; and put the land to a tribute 
of an hundred talents of silver, and a 
talent of gold. 

84 And Pharaoh-nechoh made [lia- 
kim the son of Josiah king in the room 
of Josiah his father, and turned his 


‘name to Jehoiakimn, and touk Jehoahaz 


away: and he came tu Kgypt, and died 
there. 


35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver and 

the gold to Pharaoh; but he taxed the 
land to give the money according to 
the commandment of Pharaoh: he ex- 
acted the silver and the gold of the 
people of the land, of every one ac- 
cording to his taxation, to give 7 unto 
Pharaoh-nechoh.

And 
his mother’s name was Hamutal, the 
daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 


19 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorn, according to all 
that Jehoiakim had done. 

20) For through the anger of the Lorn 
it came to pass in Jerusalem and Ju- 
dah, until he had cast them out from 
his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled 
against the nae of Babylon. 








CHAPTER XXV. 


ND it came to pass in the ninth

before his eyes, and put out the eyes 
of Zedekiah, and bound him with fet- 
ters of brass, and carried him to Ba- 
bylon. 


8 § And in the fifth month, on the 
seventh day of the month, which zs 
the nineteenth year of king Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon, came Nebuzar- 
adan, captain of the guard, a servant of

14 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the snuffers, and the spoons, and 
all the vessels of brass wherewith they 
ministered, took they away. 


15 And the firepans, and the bowls, 
and such things as were of gold, in 
gold, and of silver, im silver, the cap- 
tain of the guard took away. 


16 The two pillars, one sea, and the 
bases which Solomon had made for 
the house of the Lorn; the brass of all 
these vessels was without weight. 


17 The height of the one pillar was 
eighteen cubits, and the chapiter upon 
it was brass: and the height of the 
chapiter three cubits; and the wreathen 
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work, and pomegranates upon the cha- 
piter round about, all of brass: and like 
unto these had the second pillar with 
wreathen work. 


18 ¥ And the captain of the guard 
took Seraiah the chief priest, and Ze- 
phaniah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door: 


19 And out of the city he took an 
officer that was set over the men of 
war, and five men of them that were in 
the king’s presence, which were found 
in the city, and the principal scribe of 
the host, which mustered the people of 
the land, and threescore men of the 
people of the land that were found in 
the city: 


20 And Nebuzar-adan captain of the 
guard took these, and brought them to 
the king of Babylon to Riblah: 


21 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and slew them at Riblah in the 
Jand of Hamath. So Judah was carried

away out of their land. 


22 € And as for the people that 
remained in the land of Judah, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon had 
left, even over them he made Gedaliah 
ue son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, 
ruler. 


28 Aud when all the captains of the 
armies, they and their men, heard that 
the king of Babylon had made Gedaliah 
rovernor, there came to Gedaliah to 
Jizpah, even Ishmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah, and Jobanan the sun of Careah, 
and Seraiah the son of Tanhumeth the 
ae eatin and Jaazaniah the son 
of a Maachathite, they and their men. 


24 And Gedaliah sware to them, and 

to their men, and said unto them, 
Fear not to be the servants of the

7 Your country ¢s desolate, your ci- 
ties are burned with fire: your land, 
strangers devour it 1n your presence, 
and it is desolate, as overthrown by 
strangefs.

8 And the daughter of Zion is left as 
a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in 
a garden of cucumbers, as a besieged 


city. 

9 Except the Lorn of hosts had left 
unto us a very small remnant, we 
should have been as Sodom, and we 
should have been like unto Gomorrah. 

10 § Hear the word of the Lory, ye 
rulers of Sodom; give ear unto the 
law of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. 

11 'To what purpose is the multitude 
of your sacrifices unto me? saith the 
Lorp: I am full of the burnt offerings 
of rains, and the fat of fed beasts; and 
I define not in the blood of bullocks, 
or of lambs, or of he goats. 

12 When ye come to appear before 
me, who hath required this at your 
hand, to tread my courts? 

13 Bring no more vain oblations; in- 
cense is an abomination unto me; the 
new moons and sabbaths, the calling 
of assemblies, I cannot away with; 2 
tg iniquity, even the solemn meeting.

doings are against the Lorn, to provoke 
the eyes of his glory. 
9 4 The shew of their countenance 
doth witness against them; and they 
declare their sin as Sodom, they hide 
it not. Woe unto their soul! for they 
have rewarded evil unto themselves. 
10 Say ye to the righteous, that it 
shall be well with him: for they shall 
eat the fruit of their doings. 
-l1 Woe unto the wicked! 7 shall be ill 
with him: for the reward of his hands 
shall be given him. . 
(12 4 As for my people, children are 
their oppressors, and women rule over 
them. O my people, they which lead 
thee cause thee to err, and destroy the 
way of thy paths. 

13 The Lorp standeth up to plead, 
and standeth to judge the people. 

14 The Lorn will enter into judgment 
with the ancients of his people, and 
the princes thereof: for ye have eaten 
up the vineyard; the spoil of the poor 
is in ‘eon houses. 

15 What mean ye that ye beat my 
people to pieces, and grind the faces of 
the poor? saith the Lord Gop of hosts.! 

16 § Moreover the Lorn saith, Because 
the daughters of Zion are haughty, and 
walk with stretched forth necks and 
wanton eyes, walking and mincing as 
they go, and making a tinkling with 
their feet: 

17 Therefore the Lord will smite with 
a scab the crown of the head of the 
daughters of Zion, and the Lorn will 
discover their secret parts. 

18 In that day the Lord will take 
away the bravery of their tinkling orna- 
ments about their feet, and their cauls, 
and zheix round tires like the moon, 

19 The chains, and the bracelets, and 
the mufflers, 

20 The bonnets, and the ornaments 
of the legs, and the headbands, and 
the tablets, and the earrings, 

21 The rings, aud nose jewels, 

22 The changeable suits of apparel, 
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and the mantles, and the wimples, and 
the crisping pins, 

23 The glasses, and the fine linen, 
and the hoods, and the vails. 

And it shall come to pass, that 
instead of sweet smell there shall be 
stink; and instead of a girdle a rent; 
and instead of well set hair baldnesa: 
and instead of a stomacher a girding 
of sackloth; and burning instead of 

eauty. 

25 Thy men shall fall by the sword, 
and thy mighty in the war. 

26 And her gates shall lament and 
mourn; and she being desolate shall 
sit upon the ground. 


CHAPTER IV. 


AY in that day seven women gt 
take hold of one man, saying, 
will eat our own bread, and wear our 
own apparel: only let us be called by 
thy name, to take away our reproach. 
2"In that day shall the branch of the 

Lorn be beautiful and glorious, and 
the fruit of the earth shudl be excellent 
and comely for them that are escaped 
) Israel. 

3 And it shall come to pass, that he 
that is left in Zion, and he that re- 
maineth in Jerusalem, shall be called 
holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in Jerusalem: 

4 When the Lord shall have washed 
away the filth of the daughters of 
Zion, and shall have purged the blood 
of Jerusalem from the midst thereof 
by the spirit of judgment, and by the 
spirit of burning. 

5 And the Lorn will create upon 
every dwelling place of mount Zion, 
and upon her assemblies, a cloud and 
smoke by day, and the shining of a 
flaming fire by night: for upon all the 
glory shall be a defence. 

(6 And there shall be a tabernacle 
for a shadow in the daytime from the 
heat, and for a place of refuge, and 
for a covert from storm and from rain. 


CHAPTER V. 


Now will I sing to my wellbeloved 
a song of my beloved tonching his 
vineyard. My wellbeloved_ hath a vine- 
yard in a very fruitful hill: 

2 And he fenced it, and gathered out 
the stones thereof, and planted it with 
the choicest vine, and built a tower 
in the midst of it, and also made a 
winepress therein: ‘and he looked that 
it should bring forth grapes, and it 
brought forth wild grapes.

5 And now go to; I will tell vou what 
I ayill do to my vineyard: take 
away the hedge thereof ud: it shall 
be eaten up; and break down the wall 
thereof, and it shall be trodden down: 
6 And I will lay it waste: it shall not 
be pruned, nor digged; but there shall 
come up briers and thorns: I will also 
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command the clouds that they rain no 
rain: upon it. 

7 For the vineyard of the Lorn of 
hosts is the house of Israel, and the 
men of Judah his pleasant lant: and 
he looked for judgment, but behold 
cusression, for rig teousness, but be- 


F Woe unto them that join house 
to house, that lay field to field, till 
there be no place, that they may be 
placed alone in the midst of the earth! 
Y In mine ears said the Lorn of hosts, 
Of a truth many houses shall be deso- 
late, even great and fair, without in- 
habitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
Nibot one bath, and the seed of an 

ome shall yield an ephah. 

1 Y¥ Woe unto them that rise up 
early in the nore , that they may 
follow strong drink; that continue until 
night, él wine inflame them! 

13 And the harp, and the viol, the 
tabret, and pipe, and wine, are in their 
feasts: but they regard not the work 
of the Lorn, neither consider the ope- 
ration of his hands. 

13 § Therefore my people are gone 
into captivity, because they have no 
knowledge: and their honourable men 
are fanished, and their multitude dried 
up with thirst. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged her- 
self, and opened her mouth without 
measure: and their glory, and their 
multitude, and their pomp, and he that 
rej oiceth, shall descend into it. 

15 And the mean man shall be brought 
down, and the mighty man shall be 
humbled, and the eyes of the lofty 
shall be humbled: 

16 But. the Lory of hosts shall be 
exalted in judgment, and God that is 
holy shall be sanctified in righteousness. 

17 Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner, and the waste places of 
the fat ones shall strangers eat. 

18 Woe unto them that draw iniquity 
with cords of vanity, and sin as it were 
with a cart rope: 

19 That say, Let him make speed, 
and hasten his work, that we may see 
it: and let the counsel of the oly 
One ot Israel draw nigh and come, 
that we may know it! 

20 | Woe unto them that call evil 
good, and good evil; that put dark- 
ness for light, and light for darkness; 
that put bitter for sweet, and sw ect 
for bitter! 

21 Woe unto them that are wise in 
their own cyes, and prudent in their 
own sight! 

22 Woe unto them that are mighty 
to drink wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drink: 

23 Which justify the wicked for re- 
ward, and take away the righteousness 
of the righteous from him! 

24 Therefore as the fire devoureth 
the stubble, and the flame consumeth 
the chaff, so their root shall be as 
rottenness, and their blossom shall go 
up as dust: because they have cast 
away the Jaw of the Lorn of hosts, 
and despised the word of the Holy 
One of Israel. 

26 Therefore is the anger of the Lorp 
kindled against his peor e, and he hath 
stretched forth his hand against them, 
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and hath smitten them: and the hills 
did tremble, and their carcases were 
torn in the midst of the streets, For 
all this his anger is not turned away, 
but his hand is stretched out still. 

26 FY And he will lift up an ensign 
to the nations from far, and will hiss 
unto them from the end of the earth: 
and enol, they shall come with speed 
swi 


tly: 
27 Nowe shall be weary nor stumble 
among them; none shall slumber nor 
sleep; neither shall the girdle of their 
loins be loosed, nor the latchet of 
their shoes be broken: 
28 Whose arrows are sharp, and all 
their bows bent, their horses’ hoofs 
shall be counted like flint, and their 
wheels like a whirlwind: 
29 Their roaring shall be like a lion, 
they shall roar like young lions: yea, 
they shall roar, and lay hold of the 
prey, and shall carry zt away safe, and 
none shall deliver zt. 
30 And in that day they shall roar 
against them like the roaring of the 
sea: and if one look unto the land, be- 
hold darkness and sorrow, and the 
light is darkened in the heavens thereof. 


CHAPTER VI. 


ie the year that king Uzziah died I 
saw also the Lord sitting upon a 
throne, high and lifted up, and his 
train filled the temple. 

-2 Above it stood the seraphims: each 
one had six wings; with twain he 
covered his face, and with twain he 
covered his feet, and with twain he 
did fly. 

3 And one cried unto another, and 
said, Holy, holy, holy, is the Lorp of 
hosts: the whole earth is full of his 
glory.

6 Then flew one of the seraphims 
unto me, having a live coal in his 
hand, which he had taken with the 
tongs from off the altar: 

7 And he laid 7¢ upon my mouth, and 
said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips; 
and thine iniquity is taken away, an 
thy sin purged. it 

8 Also 1 heard the voice of the Lord, 
saying, Whom shall I send, and who 
will go for us? Then said I, Here am 
J; send me. 

9 9 And-he said, Go, and tell this 
people, Hear ye indeed, but under- 
stand not; and see ye indeed, but 
perceive not. 

10 Make the heart of this people fat, 
and make their ears heavy, and shut 
their eyes; lest they see with their 
eyes, and hear with their ears, and un- 
derstand with their heart, and convert, 
and be healed. 

11 ‘Then said I, Lorn, how long? And 
he answered, Until the cities be wasted 
without inhabitant, and the houses 
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without man, and the land be utterly 

desolate 

12 And the Lonp have removed men 

4a away, and there be a great forsak- 
ing in the midst of the land. 

% But yet in it shall be a tenth, 
and 2 shall return, and shall be eaten: 
as a teil tree, and as an oak, whose 
substance is in them, when the cast 
their leaves: so the holy seed shall be 
the substance thereof, 
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ND it came to pass in the days of 

Ahaz the son of Jotham, the son 
of Uzziah, king of Judah, that Rezin 
the king of Syria, and Pekah the son 
of Remaliah, king of Israel, went up 
toward Jerusalem. to war against it, 
but could not prevail against it. 


2 And it was told the house of Da- 
vid, saying, Syria is confederate with 
Ephraim.

3 Then said the Lorn unto Isaiah, 
Go forth now to meet Ahaz, thou 
and Shear-jashub thy son, at the end 
of the conduit of the upper pool in the 
highway of the fuller’s field; 

4 And say unto him, ‘lake heed, and 
be quiet; fear not, neither be fainthearted 
for the two tails of these smoking tire- 
brands, for the fierce anger of Rezin 
with Syria, and ot the son of Remaliah. 


5 Because Syria, Ephraim, and the son 
of Remaliah, h ave taken evil counsel 
against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Judah, and 
vex it, and let us make a breach therein 
for us, and set a kin i the midst of 
it, even the son of Tabeal: 

7 Thus saith the Lord Gop, It shall 
not stand, neither shall it come to pass. 


8 For the head of Syria is Damascus 
and the head of Damascus is Rezin; 
and within threescore and five ycars 
shall Ephraim be broken, that it be 
not a people. 

9 And the head of Ephraim is Sa- 
Maria, and the head of Samaria is Re- 
maliah’s son. If ye will not believe, 
surely ye shall not be established. 


10 € Moreover the Lorp spake again 
unto Abhaz, saying, 

1] Ask thee a sign of the Lorn thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, nei- 
ther will I tempt the Lorn. 


13 And he said, Hear ye now, () house 
of David; Js it a small thing for you 
to weary men, but will ye weary my 
God also 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, a bear a son, and shall 
call his name Immanuel. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, 
that he may know to refuse the evil, 
and choose the good. 
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16 For before the child shall know to 
refuse the evil, and choose the good, 
the land that thou abhorrest shall be 
forsaken of both her kings. 

17 ¥ The Lorp shall bring upon thee, 
and upon thy people, and upon thy 
father’s house, days that have not 
come, from the day that Ephraim de- — 
parted from Judah; even the king of 
Assyria. 

18 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lorp shall hiss for the 
fly that is in the uttermost part of the 
rivers of Egypt, and for the bee that 
7g in the land of Assyria. 

19 And they shall come, and shall 
rest all of them in the desolate valleys, 
and in the holes of the rocks, and upon 
all thorns, and upon all bushes. 


20 In the same day shall the Lord 
shave with arazor that is hired, name- 
ly, by them beyond the river, by 
ine king of Assyria, the head, and the 
hair of the feet: and it shall also con- 
sume the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a man shall nourish a young 
cow, and two sheep; 

22 And it shall come to pass, for the 
abundance of milk chat they shall give 
he shall eat butter: for butter and 
honey shall every one eat that is left 
in the land. 

23 And it shall come a a8 in that 
day, that every place shai"* , where 
there were a thousand vines at a thou- 
sand silverlings, it shall even be for 
briers and thorns. 


24 With arrows and with bows shall 
men come thither; because all the land 
shall become briers and thorns. 

25 And on all hills that shall be dig- 
ged with the mattock, there shall not 
come thither the fear of briers and 
thorns: but it shall be for the sending 
forth of oxen, and for the treading of 
lesser cattle. 


CHAPTER VIIL 


OREOVER the Lorn said unto 

A me, ‘Take thee a great roll, and

he shall come up over all his channels, 
and go over all his banks: 


8 And he shall pass through Judah; — 


he shall overflow and go over, he 
shall reach even to the neck; and the 
stretching out of his wings shall fill 
the breadth of thy land, O Immanuel. 

9 F Associate yourselves, O ye people, 
and ye shall be broken in pieces; and 
give ear, all ye of far countries: gird 
-yourselves, and ye shall be broken in 

pistes: gird yourselves, and ye shall 

e broken in pieces. 

10 Take counsel together, and it shall 
come to nought; speak the word and 
it shall not stand: for God is wit 

For the Lorn spake thus to ae 
with a strong hand, and instructed me 
that I should not walk in the way of 
th ah Br eens saying, 

ay ye not, A confederacy, to all 
an to whom this people shall say, 
A confederacy; neither fear ye their 
fear, nor be afraid. 

13 Sanctify the Lorn of hosts himself; 
and /et him be your fear, and let him 
be your dread. 

4 And he shall be for a sanctuary; 
but for a stone of stumbling and for a 
rock of offence to both the houses of 
Israel, £24> gin and for a snare to the 
inhabitarivyd’ o7erusalem. 

15 An 6 ‘an amoung them shall 
stumble*'and fall, and be broken, and 
be: snared, and be taken. 

16 Bind up the testimony, seal the 
law among my disciples. 

17 And I will wait upon the Lorn, 
that hideth his face from the house of 
Jacob, and I will look for him. 

18 Behold, I and the children whom 
the Lorn hath given me are for signs 
and for wonders in Israel from the Lop 
of hosts, which dwelleth in mount Zion. 

19 §¥ And when they shall say unto 
you, Seek unto them that have fa- 
miliar spirits, and unto wizards that 
peep, and that mutter: should not a 

eople seek unto their God? for the 
ving to the dead? 

20 To the law and to the testimony: 
if they speak not according to this word, 
it ig because there is no light in them. 

21 And they shall pass through it, 
hardly bestead and hungry: and it 
shall come to pass, that-when they 
shall be hungry, they shall fret them- 
selves, and curse their king and their 
God, and look upward. 

22 And they shall look unto the 
earth; and behold trouble and dark- 
ness, dimness of anguish; and they 
shall be driven to darkness. 


CHAPTER IX. 

EVERTHELESS the dimness shall 

not be such as wae in her vexation, 
when at the first he lightly afflicted 
the land of Zebulun and the land of 
Naphtali, end aed did more 
Gnevousty afflict her by the way of 
the sea, beyond Jordan, in Galilee of 
the nations.

6 For unto us a child is born, unto 
us ason is given: and the government 
shall be upon his shoulder: and _ his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, ‘The mighty God, The everlaat- 
ing Father, ‘The Prince of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, upon 
the throne of David, and upon his 
kingdom, to order it, and to establish 
it with judgment and with juatice from 
henceforth even for ever. The zeal of 
ae Lorn of hosts will perform this. 

% ¢ ‘The Lord sent a word into Jacob, 
and it hath lighted upon Israel. 

Y And all the people shall know, even 
Kphraim and the inhabitant of Sa- 
maria, that say in the pride and stout- 
ness of heart, 

1) ‘The bricks are fallen down, but we 
will build with hewn stones: the sy-

19 ‘Through the wrath of the Lorn of 
hosts is the land darkened, and the 
people shall be as the fuel of the fire: 
no man shall spare his brother. 

20 And he shall snatch on the right 
hand, and be hungry; and he shall 
eat on the left hand, and they shall 
not be satisfied: they Shall eat every 
man the flesh of his own arm: 

21 Manasseh, Ephraim; and Ephraim, 
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Manasseh: and they together shall be 
against Judah. For all this’ his anger 
‘is not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 


CHAPTER X. 


OE unto them that: decree un- 

righteous decrees, and that write 
grievousness which they have pre-

Hamath as Arpad? zs not Samaria as 
poaecny ? 

10 As my hand hath found the king- 
doms of the idols, and whose graven 
images did excel them of Jerusalem 
and of Samaria; 

1] Shall I not, as T have done unto 
Samaria and her idols, so do to Jeru- 
salem and her idols? 

12 Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
that when the Lord hath performed his 
whole work upon mount Zion and on 
Jerusalem, 1 will punish the fruit of 
the stout heart of the king of Assyria, 
and the glory of his high looks. 

13 For he saith, By the strength of 
my hand I have done vz, and by my 
wisdom; for | am prudent : and | have 
remov rad the bounds of the people, and 
have robbed their treasures, and I have 
put down the inhabitants like a valiant 
man: 

14 And my hand hath found as a 
nest the riches of the people: and as 
one gathereth eggs that are left, have 
1 gathered all the earth; and there 
was none that moved the wing, or 
opened the mouth, or peeped. 

Shall the ax boast itself against 
him that bd therewith? or shall 
the saw magnif y itself against him that 
shaketh it? as if the rod should shake 
iteelf against them that lift it up, or 
as if the staff suoaid lift up itsel/’, as 
if it were no wood 

16 Therefore shall the Lord, the Lord

20 F And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the remnant of Israel, 
and such as are escaped of the house 
of Jacob, shall no more again sta 
upon him that smote them; but shall 
stay upon the Lorn, the Holy One of 
Isrdel, in truth. 

21 The remnant shall return, even the 
remnant of Jacob, unto the migh a folate 

22 For though thy people Israe] be as 
the sand of the sea, yet a remnant of them 
shall return: the consumption decreed 
shall overflow with righteousness. 

28 For the Lord Gop of hosts shall 
make a consumption, even determined, 
in the midst of all the land. 

24 4 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gon of hosts, O my people that dwellest 
in Zion, be not afraid of the Assyrian: 
he shall smite thee with a rod, and 
shall lift up his staff against thee, after 
the manner of Egypt. 

25 For yet’a very little while, and 
the indignation shall cease, and mine 
anger in their destruction.

31 Madmenah is removed; the inhabi- 
tants of Gebim gather themselves to flee. 

32 As yet shall he remain ut Nob that 
day: he shall shake his hand agaznst

22 Now therefore be ye not mockers, 
lest your bands be made strong: for | 
have heard from the Lord Gon of hosts 
a consumption, even determined upon 
the whole earth. ; 
23 ae ye ear, and hear my voice; 
hearken, and hear my speech. 

24 Doth the perms plow all day 
to sow? doth he open and break the 
clods of hia ground . 

25 When he hath made plain the 
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face thereof, doth he not cast abroad 

the fitches, and scatter the cummin 

ane cast in the principal wheat and 

the apporated barley and the rie in 
their pla 

26 For his God doth instruct him to 
discretion, and doth teach him. 

For the titches are not threshed 
with a threshing instrument, neither 
is a cart wheel turned about upon the 
cummin; but the fitches are beaten 
out with a staff, and the cummin with 
a rod. 

28 Bread curn is bruised; because he 
will not ever be threshing it, nor break 
it with the wheel of his cart, nor bruise 
it with his horsemen.

10 And am I now come up without the 

Lorn against this land to destroy. it? 
the Loxp said unto me, Go up against 
this land, and destroy it. 
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11 § Then said Kliakim and Shebna 
‘and Joah unto Rabshakeh, Speak, I 
prey thee, unto thy servants in the 
Syrian language; for we understand zt: 
and speak not to us in the Jews’ lan- 
guage, in the ears of the people that 
are on the wall : 


12 § But Rabshakeh said, Hath my 
master sent me to thy master and to 
thee to speak these words? hath he not 
sent me to the men that sit upon the 
wall, that they may eat thelr own 
gong and drink their own piss with 
you 


18 Then Rabshakeh stood, and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jews’ lan- 
guage, and said, Hear ye the words of 
the great king, the king of Assyria. 


14 Thus saith the king, Let not He- 
gekiah deceive you: for he shall not 
be able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lorn, saying, The Lorp 
will surely deliver us: this city shall 
not be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Assyria. 

16 Hearken not to Hezekiah: for thus 
saith the ning of Assyria, Make an 
agreement with me by a present, and 


come out to me: and eat ye every - 


one of his vine, and every one of his 
fig tree, and drink ye every one the 
waters of his own cistern; 


17 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards. 


18 Beware lest Hezekiah persuade 
you saying, The Lorp will deliver us. 
Jath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered his land out of the hand of 
the king of Assyria? 

19 Where are the gods of Hamath 
and Arphad? where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim? and have they delivered 
Samaria out of my hand? 


20 Who are they among all the gods 
of these lands. that have delivered their 
land out of my hand, that the Lorn 
should deliver Jerusalem out of my 
hand? ” 
21 But they held their peace, and 
answered him not a word: for the king’s 
commandment was, saying, Answer 
him not. 


22 § Then came Eliakim, the son of 
Hilkiah, that was over the household, 
and Shebna the scribe, and Joah, the 
son of Asaph, the recorder, to I[eze- 
kiah with their clothes rent, and told 
him the words of Rabshakeh. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 


AN it came to pass, when king 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent 
his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house 
of the Lorn. 

2 And he sent Kliakim, who us over

7 Behold, I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, and 
return to his own land; and I will 
cause him to fall by the sword in his 
own land. 


8 ¢ So Rabshakeh returned, and found 
the king of Assyria warring against 
Libnah: for he had heard that he was 
departed from Lachish. 


9 And he heard say concerning Tir- 
hakah king of Ethiopia, He is come 
forth to make war with thee. And 
when he heard 7, he sent messengers 
to Hezekiah, saying, 


10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy God, 
in whom thou trustest, deceive thee, 
sayink, Jerusalem shall not be given 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. 


11 Behold, thou nast heard what the 
kings of Assyria have done to all lands 
by destroying them utterly; and shalt 
thou be delivered ? 


12 Have the gods of the nations de- 

livered them which my fathers have 
posored: as Gozan, and Haran, and 
Rezeph, and the children of Eden 
which were in Telassar? 


18 Where is the king of Hamath, and 
the king of Arphad, and the king of 
the city of Sepharvaim, Hena,and Ivah? 


14 J And Hezekiah received the let- 
ter from the hand of the messengers, 
and read it: and Hezekiah went up 
unto the house of the Lorn, and spread 
it before the Lorn. 


15 And Hezekiah prayed unto the 
Lorp, saying, 


16 O Lorn of hosts, God of Israel, that. 
dwellest between the cherubims, ‘thou 
art the God, even thou alone, of ‘all the 
kingdoms of the earth: thou hast made 
heaven and earth. 


17 Incline thine ear, O Lorp, and 
hear; open thine eyes, O Lorn, anil 
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gee: and hear all the words of Sen- 


nacherib, which hath sent to reproach | 


the living God 

18 Of a ate Lorn, the kings of As- 
syria have laid waste all the nations, 
and their countries, 

- 19 And have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the 
work of men’s hands, wood and stone: 
spore they have destroyed them. 

0 Now therefore, O Lorn our God, 
save us from his hand, that all the 
kingdoms of the earth may know that 
Be art the Lorn, even thou only. 

1 § Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent unto ee saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp God of Israel, Whereas thon 
hast prayed to me against Sennacherib 
king of Assyria: 


22 This is the word which the Lorn 


hath spoken concerning him; ‘The vir- 
gin, the daughter of Zion, hath despised 
thee, and laughed thee to scorn; the 
daughter of Jerusalem hath shaken 
her head at thee. 

23 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed’? and against whom hast 
thou exalted éhy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

24 By thy servants hast thou re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said, By 
the multitude of my chariots am I 
come up to the height of the moun- 
tains, to the sides of Lebanon; and | 
will cut down the tall cedars thereof, 
and the choice fir trees thereof: and I 
will enter into the height of his border 
and the forest of his Carmel. 

25 I have digged, and drunk water; 
and with the sole of my feet have I 
dried up all the rivers of the besieged 
places. 

26 Hast thou not heard long ago, how 
I have done it; and of ancient times 
that I have formed it? now have 1 
brought it to pass, that thou shouldest 
be to lay waste defenced cities into 
ruinous heaps. 

27 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and confounded: they were as the 
prass of the field, and as the green 

erb, as the grass on the housetops, and 
as corn blasted before it be grown up. 

But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and thy 
rage against me. 

29 Because thy rage against me, and 
thy tumult, is come up into mine ears, 
therefore will I But my hook in thy 
nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and I 
will turn thee back by the way by 
which thou camest.

83 Therefore thus pene the Lorn con- 
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cerning the king of Assyria, He shall 
not come into this city, nor shoot an 
arrow there, nor come before it with 
shields, nor cast a bank against it. 


34 By the way that he came, by the | 
game shall he return, and shall not 
come into this city, saith the Lorn. 

35 For I will defend this city to save -- 
it for mine own sake, and for my ser- — 
vant David’s sake. 
36 Then the angel of the Lorp went ;:

11 J said, I shall not see the Lorn, even 
the Lorp, in the land of the living: 
shall behold man no more with the in- 
habitants of the world.

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12 Mine age is departed, and is re- 
moved from me as a shepherd's tent: 
I have cut off like a weaver my life: 
he will cut me off with pining sick- 
ness: from day even to night wilt thou 
make an end of me. ; 

18 T reckoned till morning, that, as 
a lion, so will he break all my bones: 
from day even to night wilt thou make 
an end of me. 

14 Like a crane or a swallow, so did 
I chatter: I did mourn as a dove: mine 
eyes fail with wokns upward: O Lorn, 
I am oppressed; undertake for me. 

15 What shall I say? he hath both 
spoken unto me, and himself hath 
done it: I shall go softly all my years 
in the bitterness of my soul.

and there is no judgment in their 
goings: they have made them crooked

not know peace. 

0 4 Therefore is judgment far from us, 
neither doth justice overtake us: we 
wait for light, but behold obscurity; for 
brightness, but we walk in darkness. 
10 We grope for the wall like the blind, 
and we grope as if we had no eyes: we 
stumble at noon day as in the mght; 


we are in desolate places as dead meu. 


We roar all like bears, and mourn 
sore like doves: we look for judgincut, 
but there is none; for salvation, bud it 
is far off from us. 

‘12 For our transgressions are multi- 
plied befure thee, and our sins testify 
against us: for our transgressions (ue 
with us; and as Jor our iniquities, we 
know them; 

13 In transeressing and lying agaiust 
the Lorp, and departing away from 
vur God, speaking oppression and re- 
volt, conceiving and uttering from the 
heart words of falsehood.

CHAPTER 1. 


HE words of Jeremiah the son of 
Hilkiah, of the priesta that were in 
Anathoth in the land of Benjamin: 


2 To whem the word of the Lorn 
came in the days of Josiah the son of 
Amon king of Judah, in the thirteenth 
year of his reign. 


3 It came also in the days of Jehoia- 

kim the son of Josiah king of Judah 
unto the end of the eleventh year of 
Zedekiah the son of Josiah King of 
Judah, unto the carrying away of Je- 
rusalem captive in the fifth month. 


4 Then the word of the Lorn came 
unto me, saying, 


5 Before | formed thee in the belly I 

knew thee; and before thou camest 
forth out of the womb I sanctified 
thee , and I ordained thee a prophet 
unto the nations. 


6 Then said I, Ah, Lord Gon! behold, 
I cannot speak: for I am a child. 


7 J But the Lorn said unto me, Say 
not, I ana child: for thou shalt ; zo to 
all that J shall send thee, and what- 
soever I] command thee thou shalt speak. 


% Be not afraid of their faces: for I 
am with thee to deliver thee, saith the 
ORP, 


9 Then the Lorp put forth his hand, 

and touched my mouth. And the Lorp 
said unto me, Behold, I have put my 
words in thy mouth. 


10 See, I have this day set thee over 
the nations and over the kingdoms, to 
root out, and to pull down, and to de- 
stroy , and to throw down, to build, 
and to plant. 


1! € Moreover the word of the Lorn 
came unto me, saying, Jeremiah, what 
seest thou? And said, I see a rod 
of an almond tree. 


12 Then said ne Lorp unto me, Thou 
hast well seen: for I will hasten my 
word to perform it. 


18 And the word of the Lorp came 
unto me the second ane, paying, What 
seest thou? And I said, I see a seeth- 
ing pot: and the face thereof ie toward 
the north. 


14 Then the Lorn said unto me, Out 
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of big north ¢ an evil shall break forth 
upon all ie inhabitants of the land. 

B "For, | o, I will call all the families 
of the kingdoms of the north, saith the 
Lorp; and they shall come, "and they 
shall set every one his throne at the 
entering of the gates of Jerusalem, and 

about, all tha walls thereof round 
about, and against all the cities of 





a “And I will utter my judgments 
against them touching all their wicked- 
ness, who have forsaken me, and have 
burned incense unto other gods, and 
worshipped the works of their own 
hands. 

17 4 ‘Thou therefore gird up thy loins 
and arise, and speak unto them all 
that I command thee: be not dismayed 
at their faces, lest I confound thee be- 
fore them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee this 
day a defenced city, and an iron pillar, 
and brasen walls against the whole 
land, against the kings of Judah, against 
the princes thereof, against the priests 
person and against the people of the 
an 

19 And they shall fight against thee; 
but they shall not prevail against thee; 
for I am with thee, saith the Lorn, to 
deliver thee. 


CHAPTER OT. 


OREOVER the word of the Lorn 
came to me, saying, 

2 Go and cry in the ears of Jeru- 
salem, saying, Thus saith the Lorn; | 
remember thec, the kindness of thy 
youth, the love of thine espousals, when 
thou wentest after me in the wilder- 
ness, in a land that was not sown, 

$ Israel was holiness unto the Lorp 
and the firstfruits of his increase: sll 
that devour him shall offend; evil shall 
come upon them, saith the . ORD. 

4 llear ye the Word of the Lorn, O 
house of Jacob, and all the families 
of the house of Israel: 

5 4 Thus saith the Lorn, What ini- 
ey have your fathers found in me, 

iat they are gone far from me, and 
have walked after vanity, and are be- 
come vain? 

6 Neither said they, Where zs the 
Lorp that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through the 
wilderness, through a land of deserts 
and of pits, through a land of drought, 
and of the shadow of death, through 
a land that no man passed. through, 
and where no man dwelt? 

¢ And I brought you into a plentiful 
country, to eat the fruit thereof and 
the goodness thereof; but when ye 
entered, ye defiled my land, and made 
mine heritage an abomination. 

8 The priests said not, Where zs the 
Loup? and they that handle the law 
knew me not: the pastors also trans- 
gressed against me, and the prophets 
prophesied by Baal, and walked after 
things that do not profit. 

94 Wherefore I will yet plead with 
aa saith the Lorp, and with your 
children’s children will I plead. 
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10 For pass over the isles of Chittim 
and see; and send unto Kedar, an 
consider diligently, and see if there be 
such a thing. 

11 Hath a nation changed their gods, 
which are yet no gods? but my peo- 
ple have changed their glory for that 
which doth not profit. 

12 Be astonished, O ye heavens, at 
this, and be horribi afraid, be ye very 
desolate, saith the Lorn. 

13 For my people have committed 
two evils; they have forsaken me the 
fountain of living waters, and hewed 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns, that 
can hold no water. 

4 4 Js Israel a servant? is he a 
homeborn slave? why is he spoiled ? 

15 The young lions rvared upon him 
and yelled, and they made _ his land 
waste: his cities are burned without 
inhabitant. 

16 Also the children of Noph and 
Tahapanes have broken the crown of 
thy head, 

17 Hast thou not procured this unto 
thyself, in that thou hast forsaken the 
Lor» thy God, when he led thee by 
the way ? 

18 And now what hast thou to do in 
the way of Egypt, to drink the waters 
of Sibhor? or what hast thou to do in 
the way of Assyria, to drink the waters 
of the river? 

19 ‘Thine own wickedness shall correct 
thee, and thy backslidings shall reprove 
thee: know therefore and see that it 
wo an-evil éhng and bitter, that thou 
hast forsaken the Lory thy God, and 
that my fear és not in thee, saith the 
Lord Gop of hosts. 

20 49 For of old time IT have broken 
thy yoke, and burst thy bands; and 
thou saidst, I will not transgress; when 
upon every high hill and under every 
green tree thou wanderest, playing the 
harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee a noble 
vine, wholly a right seed: how then 
art thou turned into the degenerate 
plant of a strange vine unto me? 

22 For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much sope, yet 
thine iniquity is marked before me, 
saith the Lord Gop. 
23° How canst thou say, I am_ not 
polluted, T have not gone after Baal- 
im? see thy way in the valley, know 
what thou hast done: thou urt a swift 
dromedary traversing her ways; 

24 A wild ass used to the wilderness, 
that snuffeth up the wind at her plea- 
sure; in her occasion who can turn 
her away ? all they that seek her will 
not weary themselves; in her month 
they shall find her. 
2h Withhold thy foot from being unshod, 
and thy throat from thirst: but thou 
saidst, There is no hope: no; for I 
have loved strangers, and after them 
will I go. 

26 As the thief is ashamed when he is 
found, so is the house of Israel asham- 
ed; they, their kings, their princes, and 
their priests, and their prophets, 

27 Saying to a stock, Thou aré my 
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father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
brought me forth: for they have turned 
their back unto me, and not their face: 
but in the time of their trouble they 
will say, Arise, and save us. 

23 But where are thy gods that thou 
hast made thee? let them arise, if they 
can save thee in the time of thy trouble: 
for according to the number of thy cities 
are thy gods, O Judah. 

29 Wheretore will ye plead with me? 
ye all have transgressed against me, 
saith the Lorn. 

80 In vain have I] smitten your chil- 
dren; they received no correction: 
your own sword hath devoured your 
pre like a destroying lion. 

14 O generation, see ye the word of 
the Lorn. Have 1 been 2 wilderness 
unto Israel? a land of darkness! ? where- 
fore say my people, We are lords ; we 
will come no more unto thee? 

82 Can a maid forget her ornaments, 
or a bride her attire? yet my people 
have forgotten me days without number. 

38 Why trimmest thou thy way to seek 
love? therefore hast thou also taught 
the wicked ones thy ways. 

$4 Also in thy skirts is found the 
blood of the souls of the poor inno- 
cents: I have not found it by secret 
search, but upon all these. 

3h Yet thou sayest, Because I am inno- 
cent, surely his anger shall turn from 
me. Behold, I will plead with thee, be- 
cause thou sayest, I have not sinned. 

36 Why gaddest thou about so much 
to change thy way? thou also shalt 
be ashamed of Egypt, as thou wast 
ashamed of Assyria. 

87 Yea, thou shalt go forth from him, 
and thine hands upon thine head: for 
the Lor» hath rejected thy confidences, 
and thou shalt not prosper in them. 


CHAPTER IIL 


HEY say, If a man put away his 

wife, and she go from him, and 
become another man’s, shall he return 
unto her again? shall not that land be 
greatly egeritnd but eu hast played 
the harlot with many lovers; yet re- 
turn again to me, saith the Lorn. 
2 Lift up thine eyes unto the high 
places, and see where thou hast not 
been lien with. In the ways hast thou 
sat for them, as the Arabian in the 
wilderness; and thou hast polluted the 
land with thy wi:oredoms and with 
thy wickedness. 
3 Therefore the showers have been 
withholden, and there hath been no 
latter rain; and thou hadst a whore’s 
forehead, thou refusedst to be ash: uned. 
4 Wilt thou not from this time cry 
unto me, My father , thou art the 
guide of my youth? 

ill he reserve his anger for ever? 
will iia keep it to the end? Behold, 
thou hast spoken and done evil things 
as thou couldest. 

6 4 The Lorn said also unto me in 
the days of Josiah the king, Hast thou 
seen that which backsliding Israel hath 
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done? she is gone up upon every high 
mountain and under every green tree, 
and there hath played the harlot. 

And 1 said after she had done all 
these things, ‘Turn thou unto me. But 
she returned not. And her treachervus 
sister Jadah saw it. 

8 And I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel committed 
adultery I had put her away, and given 
her a bill of divorce; yet her treacherous 
sister Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot also. 

9 And it came to puss fhvoueh the 
lightness of her whoredom, that she 
detiled the land, and committed adul- 
tery with stones and with stocks. 


10 And yet for all this her treacherous 
sister Judah hath not turned unto me 
with her whole heart, but feignedly, 
saith the Lorn. 

1i And the Lor» said unto me, The 
backsliding Israel hath justified herself 
more than treacherous Judah, 

12 § Go and proclaim these words to- 
ward the north, and say, Return, thou 
backsliding Israel, saith the Loan; und 
] will not cause mine anger to fall 
upon you: for T am mereiful, saith 
the Lory, and I will not keep anger 
fur ever. 

13) Only sekiswledae thine iniquity, 
that thou hast transgressed against the 
Lorn thy God, and hast scattered thy 
ways tu the strangers under every 
green tree, and ye_have not obeyed 
my vuice, saith the Lorn. 


14 ‘Turn, O backsliding children, saith 
the Lorn: for I] am married unto you: 
and J will take you one of a city, and 
two of a family, and I will bring you 
to Zion: 

15 And I will give you pastors accord- 
ing to mine heart, which shall feed you 
with knowledge and understanding. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be multiplied and increased in the 
land, in those days, saith the Lorn, 
they ‘shall si: ay no more, The ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp: neither shall it 
come tu mind: neither shall they re- 


- member it; neither shall they visit 7; 


ucither shall that be done any more. 


17 At that time they shall call Jeru- 
salem the throne of the Loxn: and all 
the nations shall be gathered unto it, 
to the name of the Lorn, to Jerusalem: 
neither shall they walk any more after 
the imagination of their evil heart. 

Ix In those days the house of Judah 
shall walk with the house of Israel, 
and they shall come together out of 
the land of the north to the land that 
I have given for an inheritance unto 
fie fathers. 

19 But I said, How shall I put thee 
among the children , and give thee a 
pleasant land, a goodly heritage of 
the hosts of nations? and I said, Thou 
shalt call me, My father; and shalt 
not turn away from me. 

20 9 Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her husband, so have 
re dealt treacherously with me, O 

ouse of Israel, saith the Lorp. 
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21 A voice was heard upon the high 


places, weeping and supplications of 


the children of Israel: for they have 
perverted their way, and they have 
forgotten the Lox» their God. 


22 Return, ye backsliding children, 
and 1 will heal your backshidings. Be- 
hold, we come unto thee; for thou art 
the Lorp our God. 


23 Truly in vain is salvation hoped for 
from the hills, and from the multitude 
of mountains: truly in the Lorp our 
God is the salvation of Israel. 


24 For shame hath devoured the 
labour of our fathers from our youth; 
their flocks and their herds, their sons 
and their daughters. 


25 We lie down in our shame, and 
our confusion covereth us: for we pave 
sipned against the Lorn our God, we 
and our fathers, from vur youth even 
unto this day, and have not obeyed 
the voice of the Lorn our God. 


CHAPTER IV. 


i@ thou wilt return, © Israel, saith 
the Lorpo, return unto me: and 
if thou wilt put away thine abomi- 
nations out of my sight, then shalt 
thou not remove. 

2 And thou shalt swear, The Loup 
liveth, in truth, in judgment, and in 
righteousness 3 and the nations shall 
bless themselves in him, and in him 
shall they glory. 


3 9 For thus saith the Lorn to the 
men of Judah and Jerusalem, Break 
up your fallow ground, «and sow not 
among thorns. 

4 Circumeise yourselves to the Lorn, 
and take away the foreshins of your 
pete ye men of Judah and inhabitants 

Jerusalem: lest my fury come forth 
like fire, and burn that none can quench 
it, because of the evil of your doings. 


5 Declare ye in Judah, and publish in 
Jerusalem; and say, Blow ye the trum- 
pet in the land: cry, gather together, 
and say, Assemble yourselves, and let 
us go into the defenced cities. 
6 Set up the standard toward Zion: 
retire, stay not: for T will bring evil 
from the north, and a great destruction. 
The hon is come up from his thick- 
et, and the destroyer of the Gentiles 
is on his way; he is gone forth from 
his place to make thy Jand desolate ; 
and thy cities shall be laid w aste, 
without an inhabitant. 
8 For this gird you with sackcloth, 
Jament and howl: for the fierce anger 
of the Lorn is not turned back from us. 


9 And it shall come to pass at that 


duy, saith the Lorn, that the heart of 
the king shall perish, and the heart of 


the princes; and the priests shall be 
astonished, and the prophets shill 
wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord Gon! surely 
thou hast ercatly deceived this people 
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and Jerusalem, saying, Ye shall have 
peace; whereas the sword reacheth 
unto the soul. 

11 At that time shall it be said to 
this people and to Jerusalem, A dry 
wind of the high places in the wilder- 
ness toward the daughter of my peo- 
ple, not tu fan, nor tu cloanse, 

12 Kven a full wind from those places 
shall come unto me: now also will I 
give sentence against them. 

13 Behold, he shall come up as clouds, 
and his chariots shall be as a whirl- 
wind: his horses are swifterthan eagles. 
Woe unto us! for we are spoiled. 

li O Jerusalein, wash thine heart 
from wickedness, that thou mayest be 
saved. How long shall thy vain thoughts 
lodge within thee? 

15 For a voice declarcth from Dan, 
and publisheth affliction from mount 
Ephraim. 

16 Make ye mention to the nations; 
behold, publish against Jerusalem, ¢ha¢ 
w atchers come fr om a far country, and 
give out their voice against the cities 
of Judah, 

17 As keepers of a field, are they 
against her round about; because she 
hath been rebellious against me, saith 
tlie Loup, 

18 ‘Thy way and thy doings have 
procured these things unto thee; this 
is thy wickedness, because it is bitter, 
because it reacheth unto thine heart. 

19 F My bowels, my bowels! [ am 
pained at my very heart; my heart 
maketh a noise in me; | cannot hold 
my peace, because thou hast heard, 
OQ my soul, the sound of the trumpet, 
the alarm of war. 

20° Destruction upon destruction is 
evieds for the whole land is spoiled: 
suddeuly are my tents spoiled, and 
my curtains In a moment. 
2t How long shall I see the standard, 
and hear the sound of the trumpet? 
22 Kor my people és foolish, they have 
not known me; they «are idtish chil- 
dren, and they ‘hi we none understand- 
ing: they are wise to do evil, but to 
do good they have no knowledge. 

23 1 beheld the earth, and, lo, 2 was 
without form, and void; and the hea- 
vens, and they Aad no light, 

24 [ beheld the nuneue and, lo 
they trembled, and all the hills moved 
lightly. 

25 J belreld, and, lo, Chere was no man, 
ca all the birds of the heavens were 


25 ‘| beheld, and, lo, the fruitful place 
mus a wilderness, and all the cities 
thereof were broken down at the pre- 
sence of the Lorp, and by his tierce 
anger. 

27 Kor thus hath the Lorp said, The 
whole land shall be desolate; yet will 
I not make a full end. 

28 For this shall the earth mourn, and 
the heavens above be black: because 
1 have spoken i, I have purposed i, 
and will not repent, neither will I turn 
back from it. 

20 The whole city shall flee for the 
noise of the horsemen and bowmen; 
they shall go into thickets, and climb 
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up upon the rocks: every cit shall be 
forsaken, and not aman dwell therein. 
80 And when thou art spoiled, what 
wilt thou do? ‘Though thou clothest 
thyself with crimson, though thou 
deckest thee with ornaments of gold,

though thou rentest thy face with 
painting, in vain shalt thou make thy- 
self fair; thy lovers will despise thee, 
they will seek thy life. 

31 For I have heard a voice as of a 
woman in travail, avd the anguish as 
of her that bringeth forth her first child, 
the voice of the daughter of Zion, that 
bewaileth herself, that spreadeth her 
hands, saying, Woe is me now! for my 
soul is wearied because of murderers. 


CHAPTER V. 


UN ye to and fro through the 
streets of Jerusalem, and see now, 
and know, and seek in the broad pla- 


ces thereof, if ye can tind a man, if 


there be any that executeth judgment, 
that seeketh the truth; and I will 
par don it. 

2 And though they say, The Lorp 
Hy oul: surely they swear falsely. 

QO Lorn, are not thine eyes upon 
re truth? thou hast stricken them, 
but they have not grieved; thou hast 
consuined them, but they have refused 
to receive correction: they have made 
their faces harder than uw rock; they 
have refused to return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor; they are foolish: for they know 
not the way of the Lory, nor the 
judgment of their God. 

will get me unto the great men, 
and will speak unto them; fur they 
have knuwn the way of the Lorn, crud 
the judgment of ther God: but these 
have altogether broken the yoke, «nd 
burst the bonds. 

6 Wherefore a lion out of the forest 
shall slay them, avd a wolf of the 
evenings shall spoil them, a leopard 
shall watch over their cities: every 
one that gocth out thence shall be torn 
in pieces: because their transgressions 
are many, oud their backslidings are 
increased. 

7 J How shall] pardon thee for this ? 
thy children have forsaken me, and 
sworn by them that ave no gods: when 
I had fed them to the full, they then 
committed adultery, and assembled 
themselves by troups in the harlots’ 
houses. 

% They were as fed horses in the 
morning: ev ery one neighed after his 
neighbour's wife. 

9 Shall I not visit for these things? 
saith the Lorn: and shall not my soul 
be avenged on such a nation as this ? 

10 YF Go ye up upon her walls, and 
destroy; but make not afull end: take 
away her battlements ; for they «are 
not the Lorn’s. 

11 For the house of Israel and the 
house of Judah have dealt very treacher- 
ously against me, saith the Lorn. 

12 They have belied the Lor», and 
said, Jt is not he; neither sh: ul evil 
come upon wus; neither shall we sec 
sword nor famine: 

13 And the prophets shall become 
wind, and the word is not in them: 
thus shall it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus saith the Lorp 
God of hosts, Because ye speak, this 
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word, behold, T will make my words 
in thy mouth fire, and this people wood, 
and it shall devour them. - 


15 Lo, I will bring a nation upon you 
from far, O house of Israel, saith the 
Lorn: it is a mighty nation, it is an 
ancient nation, a nation whose language 
thou knowest not, neither understand- 
est what the 

16 Their auvee ig ag an open sepul- 
chre, they are all mighty men. 


17 And they shall eat up thine har- 

vest, and thy bread, which thy sons and 
thy daughters should eat: they shall 
eat up thy flocks and thine herds: 
they shall eat up thy vines and thy 
lig trees: they shall impoverish thy 
fenced cities, wherein thou trustedst, 
with the sword, 


1% Nevertheless in those days, saith 
the Lory, | will not imake a full end 
with you. 

19 9 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye shall say, Wheretore doeth the Lorp 
our God all these things unto us? then 
shalt thou answer them, Like ae ye 
have forsaken me, and served strange 
gods in your land, so shall ye serve 
strangers in a land that is not your’s. 


20 Declare this in the house of Ja- 
cob, and publish it in Judah, saying 

21 Hear now this, O foolish people, 
and without underst: wding; which 
have eyes, and see not; which have 


‘cars, and hear not: 


22 Fear ye not me? saith the Lorn: 
will ye not tremble at my presence, 
which have placed the sand jor the 
bound of the sea by a perpetual de- 
cree, that it cannot pass it: and though 
the waves thereof toss themselves, yet 
ein they not prevail; though they roar, 
yet can they not pass over it: 


23 But this people hath a revolting 
and a rebellious heart; they are re- 
volted and gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart, 
Let us now fear the Lorp our God, 
that giveth rain, both the former and 
the latter, in his season: he reserveth 
unto us the appointed weeks of the 
harvest. 

25 F Your iniquities have turned away 
these ¢éhings, and your sins have with- 
holden good things from you. 

26 Kor among my people are found 
wicked men: they ee wait, as he that 
setteth snares; they set a trap, they 
catch men. 

27 As a cage is full of birds, so are 
their houses full of deceit: therefore 
they are become great, and waxen rich. 


28 ‘They. are waxen fat, they shine: 
yea, they overpass the dee ds of the 
wicked: they judge not the cause, the 
enuse of the fatherless, yet they pros- 
per; and the right of the needy do 
they not judge. 

29 Shall I not visit for these things? 
saith the Lorn: shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 

30 9 A wonderful and horrible thing 
is committed in the land; 

31 The prophets prophesy falsely, and 
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the priests — rule by mele means; 
and my peer! e love tw have it so: and 
what will ye do in the end thereof? 


CHAPTER VI. 


O YE children of Benjamin, 
yourselves to flee out of the midst 
of Jerusalem, and blow the trumpet in 
‘Tekoa, and set up a sign of fire in Beth- 
haccerem: for evil appeareth out of the 
north, and great destruction. 

I have likened the daughter of Zion 
to a comely and delicate woman. 

8 The shepherds with their flocks shall 
come unto her; they shall pitch ther 
tents against her round about; they 
shall feed every one in his place. 

4 Prepare ye war against her; arise, 
and let us gu up at nuon. Woe untu us! 
for the day gueth away, for the shadows 
of the evening are stretched out. 

5 Arise, and let us go by night, and 
let us destroy her palaces. 

G 4 For thus hath the Lorp of hosts 
suid, Hew ye down trees, and cast a 
mount against Jerusalem: this vs the 
city to be visited; she ¢s wholly op- 
pression in the midst of her. 

7 As afountain casteth out her waters, 
go she casteth out her wickedness: vio- 
Jence and spoil is heard in her; before 
me continually is grief and wounds. 

8 Be thou instructed, O Jerusalem, lest 
my soul depart from thee; lest T make 
thee desolate, a land not inktabited. 

94 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, ‘They 


gather 


shall throughly glean the remnant of 


Israel as a vine: turn back thine hand 
Us 2 Bre exatherer into the baskets. 

10 ‘Yo whom shall T speak, and give 
that they may he uy ? behold, 
and they 


warning , 
their ear zs uncireumcised, 
cannot hearken: behold, 
the Lorn is unto them a reproach; they 
have no delight in it. 


{1 Therefore I am full of the fury of 


the Lorn; [To am weary with holding 
in: I will pour it out upon the children 
abroad, and upon the assembly of young 
men together: for even the husband 
with the wife ‘shall be taken, the aged 
with Aim that is full of days. 

{2 And their houses shall be turned 
unto others, with ther fields and wives 
together: for I will stretch out my hand 
upon the inhabitants of the land, saith 
the Lorn. 

13 For from the least of them even 
unto the greatest of them every one 
is given to covetousness; and from the 
prophet even unto the priest every 
one dealeth falsely.

15 Were er ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? nay, they 
were not at all ashamed, neither could 
they blush: therefore they shall fall 
among them that fall: at the time that 
I visit them they shall be cast duwn, 
saith the Lor». 
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16 Thus saith the Lorn, Stand ye in 
the ways, and see, and ask for the old 
paths, where is the good way, and walk 
therein, and ye shall find rest for your 
souls. But they said, We will not walk 
therein. 

17 Also I set watchmen over you, 
saying, Tearken to the sound of the 
trumpet. But they said, We will not 
hearken. 

18 ¥ ‘Therefore hear, ye nations, and 
know, O congregation, what is among 
them. 

19 Hear, O earth: behold, I will bring 
evil upon this people, even the fruit of 
their thonghts, because they have not 
hearkened unto my words, nor to my 
law, but rejected it. 

20 'To what purpose cometh there to 
me incense from Sheba, and the sweet 
cane from a far country ? your burnt 
offerings ave not acceptable, nor your 
sacrifices sweet unto me. 

21 ‘Therefore thus saith the Lorn, Be- 
hold, J will lay stumblingblocks before 
this people, and the fathers and the 
sons together shall fall upon them; the 
neighbour and his friend shall perish. 


22 Thus saith the Lorn, Behold, a 
people cometh from the north country, 
and a great nation shall be raised from 
the sides of the earth. 

23 ‘They shall lay hold on bow and 
spear; they are cruel, and have no 
mercy; their voice roareth like the 
sea; and they ride upou horses, set in 
array as men for war against thee, O 
daughter of Zion. 

24 We have heard the faine thereof: 
our hands wax feeble: anguish hath 
taken hold of us, avd pain, as of a 
woman in travail. 

24 Go not forth into the field, nor 
walk by the way; for the sword of the 
enemy and fear is on every side. 


26 9 O daughter of my people, gird 
thee with sackcloth, and wallow thyself 
in ashes: make thee mourning, as jor 
an only son, most bitter lamentation : 
for the spoiler shall suddenly come 
upon us. 

27 J have set thee for a tower and a 
fortress among my people, that thou 
mayest know and try their way. 

28 ‘They are all grievous revolters, 
walking with slanders: they are brags 
and iron; they are all corrupters. 

4 'The bellows are burned, the lead 
is consumed of the fire; the founder 
melteth in vain: for the wicked are 
not. plucked away. 

30) Reprobate silver shall men call 
them, because the Lorp hath rejected 
them.

5 For if ye throughly amend your 
ways and your doings; jf ye throughly 
execute judgment between & man and 

is neighbour ; 


6 Jf ye oppress not the stranger, the 
fatherless, and the widow, and shed 
not innocent blood in this place, neither 
walk after other gods to your hurt: 


7 Then will I cause you to dwell in 
this place, in the land that I gave to 
your fathers, for ever and ever. 


8 § Behold, ye trust in lying words, 
that cannot profit. 


9 Will ye steal, murder, and commit 
adultery, and swear falsely, and burn 
incense unto Baal, and walk after other 
gods whom ye know not; 


10 And come and stand before me in 
this house, which is called by my name 
and sa ‘We are delivered to do all 
these abominations? 


11 Is this house, which : called by 
my name, become a den of robbers in 
your eyes? Behold, even I have seen 
at, saith the Lorn. 


12 ete ty ye now unto my place which 
was in Shiloh, where I sct my name at 
the first, and see what IJ did to it for 
the wickedness of my people Israel. 


13 And now, because ye have done 
all these works, saith the Lorn, and I 
spake unto you, rising up ear ‘ly and 
speaking, but ye heard not; and 
called you, but ye answered not: 


14 Therefore ike I do unto this house, 
which is called by my name, wherein 
he trust, and unto the pl: we which I 

¢ to you and oo your fathers, as | 
have done to Shiloh 


16 And I will cast you out of my sight, 
as I have cast out all your brethren, 
even the whole seed of Ephraim. 


16 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up cry nor prayer 
for pew neither make intercession to 
me; for i will not hear thee. 


17 4 Seest thou not what they do in 
the cities of Judah and in the streets 
of Jerusalem ? 


18 The children gather wood, and the 
fathers kindle the fire, and the women 
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knead their dough, to make cakes to 
the queen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink offerings unto other gods, that 
they may provoke me to anger. 


19 Do they provoke me to anger? 
saith the Lorn: do they not provoke 
themselves to the confusion of their 
own faces 


20 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Behold, mine anger and my fury shall 
be poured out upon this place, upon 
man, and upon beast, and upon the 
trees of the field, and upon the fruit 
of the ground; and it shall burn, and 
shall not be quenched. 


21 9 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Put your burnt 
onerngs unto your sacrifices, and eat 
esh 


22 For I spake not unto your fathers, 

nor commanded them in the day that 
I brought them out of the land of 
Keypt, concerning burnt offerings or 
sacrifices: 


23 But this thing commanded I them, 
saying, Obey my voice, and I will be 
your God, and ye shall be my people: 
and walk ye in all the ways that I 
have commanded you, that it may be 
well unto you. 


24 But they hearkened not, nor in- 
clined their ear, but walked in the 
counsels and in the imagination of 
their evil heart, and went backward, 
and not forwar “dd. 


25 Since the day that your fathers 
came forth out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day 1 have even sent unto 
you all my servants the prophets, daily 


rising up early and sending them: 


26 Yet they hearkened not unto me 
nor inclined their ear, but hardened 
their neck: they did worse than their 
fathers. 


27 Therefore thou shalt speak all 
these words unto them; but they will 
not hearken to thee: thou shalt also 
call unto them; but they will not 
answer thee. 


28 But thou shalt say unto them, This 

is a nation that obeyeth not the voice 
of the Lorn their God, nor receiveth 
correction: truth is perished, and is 
cut off from their mouth. 


29 9 Cut off thine hair, O Jerusalem, 
and cast it away, and "take up a la- 
mentation on high places; for the Lorn 
hath rejected and forsaken the gene- 
ration of his wrath. 


30 For the children of Neath have 
done evil in my sight, saith the Lorn: 
they have set their abominations in 
the house which is called by my name, 
to pollute it. 


31 And they have built the high la- 
ces of Tophet, which is in the valle 
of the son of Hinnom, to burn their 
sons and their daughters in the fire; 
which [ commanded them not, neither 
came it into my heart. 


B2 F Therefore, behold, the days come, 
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saith the Lorn, that. it shall no more 
be called Tophet, nor the valley of the 
son of Hinnom, but the valley of 
slaughter: for they shall bury in To- 
phet, till there be no place. 


- 88 And the carcases of this people 
shall be meat for the fowls of the hea- 
ven, and for the beasts of the earth; 
and none shall fray them away. 


34 Then will I cause to cease from 
the cities of Judah, and from the streets 
of Jerusalem, the voice of mirth, and 
the voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the bride: 
for the land shall be desolate. 


CHAPTER VII. 


AC that time, saith the Lorn, they 
shall bring out the bones of the 
kings of Judah, and the bones of his 
princes, and the bones of the priests, 
and the bones of the prophets, and the 
bones of the inhabitants of Jerus: uem, 
oul of their graves: 


2 And they shall spread them before 
the sun, and the moon, and all the

5 Why then is this people of Jeru- 
salem slidden back by a perpetual 
backsliding? they hold fast deceit, they 
refuse to return. 


6 I hearkened and heard, bat they 
spake not aright: no man repented 
him of his wickedness, saying, What. 
have I done? every one turned to his 
course, as the horse rusheth into the 
battle. 


@ Yea, the stork in the heaven know- 
eth her appointed times; and the turtle 
and the crane and the awallow observe 
the time of their comings; but my peo- 
ple know not the judgment of the Lorn. 


8 How do ye say, We are wise, and 
the law of the Lorn és with us? La, 
certainly in vain made he ¢; the pen 
of the scribes zs in vain. 


9 The wise men are ashamed, they 
are dismayed and taken: lo, they have 
rejected the word ofthe Lorn; and what 
wisdom is in them? 


10 Therefore will I give their wives 
unto others, ard their fields to them 
that. shall inherit them: for every one 
from the least even unto the greatest 
is given to covetousness, from the 
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JEREMIAH, IX. 
prophet even unto the priest every 
one dealeth falsely. 

1 For they have healed the hurt of 
the daughter of my people slightly, 
saying, Peace, peace; when there is no 
peace. 

12 Were they ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? nay, they 
were not at all ashamed, neither could 
they blush: therefore shall they fall 
among them that fall: in the time of 
their visitation they shall be cast down, 
saith the Lorn. 

13 § I will surely consume them, saith 
the Lorn: there shall be no grapes on 
the vine, nor figs on the fig tree, and 
the leat shall fade; and the things that 
I have given them shall pass away 
from them. 

14 Why do we sit still? assemble ‘ 
yourselves, and Jet us enter ante the 
defenced cities, and let us be silent 
there: for the Lorn our God hath put 
us to silence, and given us water of 
gall to drink, because we have sinned 
ae tinst the Lorn. 

> We looked for peace, but no good 
ee and for a time of health, and 
behold trouble! 

16 ‘The snorting of his horses was 
heard from Dan: the-whole land trem- 
bled at the sound of the neighing of 
his strong ones; for they are come, 
and have devoured the land, and all 
that is in if; the city, and those that 
dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, 
cockatrices, among you, which will not 
be charmed, and they shall bite you, 
saith the Lorn. 

18 9 When I would comfort myself 
sige sorrow, my heart ¢s faint in me. 

19 Behold the voice of the cry of the 
daughter of my people because of them 
that dwell in a far country: Js not the 
Lorn in Zion? és not her king in her? 
Why have they provoked me to anger 
with their graven images, and with 
strange vanities ? 

20 The harvest is past, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved. 

21 For the hurt of the daughter of 
my people am I hurt; I am_ black; 
astonishment hath taken hold on me. 
22 Js there no balm i in Gilead ; 7s there 
no physician there? why then is not 
the health of the daughter of my pev- 
ple recovered? 


CHAPTER IX. 


()#! that my head were waters, and 
mine eyes a fountain of tears, that 


I will send serpents, 


I might weep day and_ night for the 
slain of the daughter of my. people! 

2 Oh that I had in the wilderness a 
lodging lace of wayfaring men; that 
I might leave my arlene and go from 
them! for they de all adulterers, an 
assembly of treacherous men. 

8 And they bend their tongues dike 
their bow Yor lies: but they are not 
valiant for the truth upon the earth; 
for they proceed from evil to evil, an 
they know not me, saith the Lorn. 

4 Take ye heed every one of his 
neighbour, and trust ye not in any 
brother: for every brother will utterly 
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supplant, and every neighbour will 
walk with slanders. 

§ And they will deceive every one 
his neighbour, and will not speak the 
truth: they have taught their tongue 
to speak lies, and weary themselves to 
commit iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation is in the midst of 
deceit; through deceit they refuse to 
know ‘me, saith the Lorn. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lorn of 
hosts, Behold, 1 will melt them, and 
try them; for how shall I do for the 
daughter ‘of my people? 

8 Their tongue zs ag an arrow shot 
out; it speaketh deccit: one speaketh 
peaceably to his neighbour with his 
mouth, but in heart he layeth his wait. 

9g Shall I not visit them for these 
things? saith the Lorn: shall not my 
ou be avenged on such a nation as 
this 

10 For the mountains will T take up 
a weeping and wailing, and for the 
habitations of the wilderness a lamen- 
tation, because they are burned up, so 
that none can pass through them; nei- 
ther can mex hear the voice of the cattle; 
both the fowl of the heavens and the 
peat are fled; they are gone. 

And I will make Jerusalem hea : 
anda den of dragons; and TI will mak 
the cities of Judah desolate, without 
an inhabitant. 

12 § Who is the wise man, that may 
understand this? and who is he to whom 
ne mouth of the Lorn hath spoken, that 

e may declare it, for what the land 
perisheth and is burned up like a wil- 
derness, that none passeth through’? 

13 And the Lorn saith, Because they 
have forsaken my law which I set 
before them, and have not obeyed my 
voice, neither walked therein; . 

14 But have walked after the imagi- 
nation of their own heart, and after 
viper which their fathers taught 


them: 

15 vy herefore thus saith the Lorn of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, J will 
feed them, even this people, with worm- 
wood, and give them water of gall to 
drink. 

16 J will scatter them also among the 
heathen, whom neither they nor their 
fathers have known: and I will send a 
sword after them, till J have consumed 
them. 

17 7 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, Con- 
sider ye, and call for the mourning avo- 
men, that they may come; and send for 
cunning women, that they may come: 

18 And let them make haste, and take 
up a wailing for us, that our eyes may 
run down with tears, and our eyelids 
gush out with waters. 

19 For a voice of wailing is heard out 
of Zion, How are we spoiled! we are 
aie confounded, because we have 

saken the land, because our dwell- 
a gs have cast ws out. 

Yet hear the word of the Lorn», 

6 ye women, and let your ear receive

¥ Silver spread into plates is brought 
from Tarshish, and gold from Uphaz, 
the work of the workman, and of the 
hands of the founder: blue and purple 
is their clothing: they are all the work 
of cunning men. 

10 But the Lorn is the true Ged, he 
is the livine God, and an everlastin 
king: at his wrath the earth sha 
tremble, and the nations shall not be 
able to abide his indignation. 

11 Thus shall ye say unto them, The 
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gods that have not made the heavens 
and the earth, even they shall perish 
from the earth, and from under these 
heavens 

12 He “hath made the earth by his 

wer, he hath established the world 

y his wisdom, and hath stretched out 
the heavens by his discretion. 

13 When he uttereth his voice, there 
74.8 multitude of waters in the heavens, 
and he causeth the vapours to ascend 
from the ends of the earth; he maketh 
lightnings with rain, and bringeth forth 

the wind out of hig treasures. 


14 Every man is brutish in his know- 

ledge: every founder is confounded 
by the graven image: for his molten 
image is falsehood, and there is no 
breath in them. 


1b ‘They are vanity, and the work of 


errors: in the time of their visitation 
ney shall perish. 

16 The portion of Jacob isnot like them: 
for he is the former of all things; and 
Israel is the rod of his inheritance: The 
Lorn of hosts 7s his name. 


17 F Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, O inhabitant of the fortress. 

18 For thus saith the Lorp, Behold, 1 
will sling out the inhabitants of the 
land at this once, and will distress 
them, that they may find it so. 


19 § Woe is me for my hurt! my 
wound is grievous: but 1 said, ‘Truly 
this zs a grief, and I must bear it. 

20 My tabernacle is spoiled, and all 
my cords are broken: my children are 
gone forth of me, and they are not: 
there is none to stretch forth my tent 
any more, and to set up my curtains. 


21 For the pastors are become brutish, 
and have not sought the Lorn: there- 
fore they shall not prosper, and all 
their flocks shall be scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is 
come, and a great. commotion out of the 
north country, to make the cities of 
Judah desolate, and a den of dragons.

venant, and do them, 


7 For J earnestly protested unto your 
fathers in the day thut I brought them 
up out of the land of Kgypt, even unto 
this day, rising early and protesting, 
saying, Obey my voice. 


% Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined 
their car, but walked every one in the 
imagination of their evil heart: there- 
fore I will bring upon them all the words 
of. this covenant, which J] commanded 
them to do; but. they did them not. 


) And the Lorp said unto me, A 
conspiracy is found among the men of 
Judah, and among the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 


10 They are turned back to the ini- 

quities of their forefathers, which re- 
fused to hear my words; and they 
went after other gods to serve them: 
the house of Israel and the house of 
Judah have broken my covenant which 
T made with their fathers. 


11 Y Therefore thus saith the Lor», 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
which ‘they shall not be able to es- 
cape; and though they shall cry unto 
me, I will not hearken unto them. 


12 Then shall the cities of Judah and 
inhabitants of Jerusalem go, and cry 
unto the gods unto whom they offer 
incense: but they shall not save them 
at all in the time of their trouble. 


13 For according to the number of thy 

cities were thy gods, 0 Judah; and 
according to the number of the streets 
of Jerusalem bave ye set up altars: to 
that shameful thing, even altars to burn 
incense unto Paal. 


Therefore ey not thou for this 
seaile neither lift up a cry or prayer 
for them: for I will not hear them in 
the time that they cry unto me for 
their trouble. 


15 What hath my beloved tu do in 
mine house, seeing she hath wrought 
lewdness with many, and the holy 
flesh is passed from thee? when thou 
doest evil, then thou rejoicest. 
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16 The Lorp called thy name, A 

reen olive tree, fair, and of goodl 

uit: with the noise of a great tumult 
he hath kindled fire upon it, and the 
branches of it are broken. 

17 For the Lorp of hosts, that plant- 
ed thee, hath pronounced evil against 
thee, for the evil of the house of Is- 
rael and of the house of Judah, which 
they have done against themselves to 
provoke me to anger in offering incense 
unto Baal. 

18 | And the Lox» hath given me 
knowledge of it, and | know @: then 
thou shewedst me their doings. 

19 But I was like a lamb or an ox 
that is brought to the slaughter; and 
I knew not that they had devised de- 
vices against me, saying, Let us de- 
stroy the tree with the fruit thereof, 
and let us cut him off from the land 
of the living, that his name may be 
no more remembered. 

20 But, O Lorp of hosts, that judgest 
righteously, that triest the reins and 
the heart, Jet me see thy vengeance 
on them: for unto thee have I revealed 
my cause. 

21 ‘Therefore thus saith the Lor» of 
the men of Anathoth, that seek thy 
life, saying, Prophesy not in the name 
of the Lory, that thou die not by our 
hand: 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lop of 
hosts, Behold, 1 will punish them: the 
young men shall die by the sword, 
their sons and their daughters shall 
die by famine: 

23 And there shall be no remnant of 
them: for I will bring evil upon the 
men of Anathoth, even the year of their 
visitation. 


CHAPTER XII. 


IGHTEOUS art thou, O Lorp, when 

I plead with thee: yet let me talk 
with thee of thy judgments: Wherefore 
doth the way of the wicked prosper? 
wherefore ure all they happy that deal 
very treacherously ? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root: they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit: thou art near-in their 
mouth, and far from their reins. 

38 But thou, QO Lorn, knowest me: 
thou hast seen me, and tried mine 
heart toward thee: pull them out like 
sheep for the slaughter, and prepare 
them for the day of slaughter. 

How long shall the land mourn, 
and the herbs of every tield wither. 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein? the beasts are consumed, and 
the birds; because they said, He shall 
not see our last end. 

5 4 If thou hast run with the toot- 
men, and they have wearied thee, then 
how canst thou contend with horses ? 
and if in the land of peace, wherein 
thou trustedst, they weuried thee, then 
how wilt thou do in the swelling of 
Jordan ? 

6 For even ay brethren, and the 
house of thy father, even they have 
dealt treacherously with thee; yea, 
they have called a multitude after 
thee: believe them not, though they 
speak fair words unto thee. 
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7 4 I have forsaken mine house. | 
have left mine heritage; I have given 
the dearly beloved of my soul into the 
hand of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a lion 
in the forest; it crieth out against me: 
therefore have I hated it. 

9 Mine heritage és unto me as a 
speckled bird, the birds round about 
are against her; come ye, assemble all 
the beasts of the field, come to devour, 


10 Many pastors have destroyed my 
vineyard, they have trodden my por- 
tion under foot, they have made my 
pleasant portion a desolate wilderness. 

11 They have made it desolate, and 
being desolate it mourneth unto me; 
the whole land is made desolate, be- 
cause no man layeth 7t to heart. 


12 ‘The spoilers are come upou all 
high places through the wilderness: 
for the sword of the Lorp shall devour 
from the one end of the land even to 
the other end of-the land: no flesh 
shall have peace. 

13 They have sown wheat, but shall 
reap thorns: they have put themselves 
to pain, but shall not protit: and they 
Shall be ashamed of your revenues be- 
cause of the fierce anger of the Lorn. 


14 { ‘Thus saith the Lorp against all 
mine evil neighbours, that touch the 
inheritance which I have caused m 
people Israel tu inherit; Behold, I will 
pluck them out of their land, and 
pluck out the house of Judah from 
among them. 

15 And it shall come to pass, after 
that [ have plucked them out I will 
return, and have compassion on them, 
and will bring them again, every rman 
. We heritage, and every man to his 
at 

16 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will diligently learn the ways of my 
people, to swear by my name, ‘The 
Lorn liveth: as they taught my peo- 
pe to swear by Baal; then shall they 

e built in the midst of my people. 


17 But if they will not obey, I will 
utterly pluck up and destroy that na- 
tion, saith the Lorn. 


CHAPTER XIII. 


f eae saith the Lorn unto ime, (0 
and get thee a linen girdle, and 
put it upon thy loins, and put it not 
in water. 

2 So T got a girdle according tu the 
word of the Lorp, and put won my 
loins. 

3 And the word of the Lorp came 
unto me the second time, saying, 


4 ‘Take the girdle that thou hast got, 
which zs upon thy loins, and arise, go 
to Kuphrates, and hide it there in a 
hole of the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by Euphrates, 
as the Lorn commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many 
days, that the Lorp said unto me, 
Arise, go to Euphrates, and take the 
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girdle from thence, which ] commanded 
oe to hide there. 


7 Then I went to Buplitates and 
digged, and took the girdle from the 
place where I had hid it: and, behold, 
the girdle was marred, it was profit- 
able for nothing. 


8 Then the word of thé Lory came 
unto me, saying, 


9 Thus saith the Lorn, After this 
manner will I mar the pride of Judah, 
and the great pride of Jerusalem. 


10 This evil people, which refuse to 
hear my words, which walk in the 
imagination of their heart, and walk 
after other gods, to serve ‘them, and 
tu worship them, shall even be as this 
girdle, which is guod for nothing. 


11 For as the girdle cleaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused to 


cleave unto me the whole house of 


Israel and the whole house of Judah, 
saith the Lorn; that they might be 
unto me for a peuple, and fur a name, 
and fur a praise, and for a glory: but 
they would not hear. 


12 § Therefore thou shalt speak unto 
them this word; Thus saith the Lor» 
God of Israel, Iv ery bottle shall be 
filed with wine: and they shall say 
unto thee, Do we not certainly know 
that every bottle shall be filled with 
wine? 


13 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, 1 will fill 
all the inhabitants of this Jand, even 
the kings that sit upon David's throne, 
and the priests, and the prophets, and 
all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, with 
drunkenness. 


14 And ] will dash them one against 
another, even the fathers and the sons 
together, saith the Loxp: IT will not 
pity, nor spare, nor have mercy, but 
destroy them. 


15 FY Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
proud: for the Lorn hath spoken. 


16 Give glory to the Lonp vote God, 
before he cause darkness, and before 
your feet stumble upon the dark moun- 
tains, and, while ye look for light, he 
turn it into the shadew of death, coud 
make it gross darkness. 


17 But if ye will not hear it, my soul 
shall weep in secret places for your 
pride; and mine eye shall weep sore, 
aad run down with tears, because the 
Lorn’s flock is carried awuy captive. 


18 Say unto the king and to the queen, 
Humble yourselves, sit down: for your 
principalities shall come down, even the 
crown of your glory. 


19 The cities of the south shall be shut 
uP, and none shall open them: “Judah 
shall be carried away captive all of it, 
it shall be wholly carried away captive. 


20 Lift up your eyes, and behold 
them that come from the north: where 
is the flock that was given thee, thy 
beautiful flock ? 
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21 What wilt thou say when he shall 
punish thee? for thou hast taught them 
to be captains, and as chief over thee: 
shall not sorrows take thee, as a wo- 
man in travail? 

22 4 And if thou say in thine heart, 
Wherefore come these things upon me? 
For the greatness of thine iniquity are 
thy skirts discovered, and thy heels 
made bare, 

23 Can the Ethiopian change his skin, 
or the leopard his spots? ther may ye 
wlso do good, that are accustomed to 
do evil. 

24 ‘Therefore will I scatter them as 
the stubble that passeth away by the 
wind of the wilderness. 

25 This és thy lot, the portion of thy 
measures from me, saith the Lorp; 
because thou hast forgotten me, anc 
trusted in falsehood. 

26 Therefore will } discover thy skirts 
upon thy face, that thy shame may 
appear, 

27 | have seen thine adulteries, and 
thy neighings, the Jewdness of thy 
whoredom, cand thine abominations on 
the hills in the fields. Woe unto thee, 
( Jerusalem! wilt thou not be made 
clean? when shall it once be? 


CHAPTER XIV. 
lees word of the Lorn that came to 
Jeremiah concerning the dearth. 

2 Judah mourneth, and the gates 
thereof languish; they ure black unto 
the ground; and the cry of Jerusalem 
is LONG Up. 

3 And their nobles have sent their 
little ones to the waters: they came 
to the pits, avd found no water; they 
returned with their vessels empty ; 
they were ashamed and confounded, 
and covered their heads.

7 4 O Lorn, though our iniquities 
testify ag ainst us, do thou ét for thy 
name's sake: for our backslidings are 
many; we have sinned against thee. 

& ( the hope of Israel, the saviour 
thereof in time of trouble, why should- 
est thou be as a stranger in the land, 
and as a wayfaring man that turneth 
aside to tarry for a night? 

9 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man that cannot 
save? yet thou, © Lorn, art in the 
midst of us, and we are called by thy 
name; leave us uot. 

10 & Thus saith the Lorp unto this 
people, Thus have they loved to wan- 
der, they have not refrained their feet, 
therefore the Lorn doth not accept 
them; he will now remember their 
de ity, and visit their sins. 

1] ‘Then said the Lorn unto me, Pray 
not for this people for their good. 

12 When they fast, J will not hear

ing for us? we looked for peace, and 
there is no good; and for the time of 
healing, and behold trouble! 


20 We acknowledge, QO Lorn, our 
wickedness, and the iniquity of our fa- 
thers: for we have sinned against thee. 


21 Do not abhor ws, for thy name’s 
sake, do not disgrace the throne of thy 
glory: remember, break not thy cove- 
nant with us. 


22 Are there any among the vanities 
of the Gentiles that can cause rain? 
or can the heavens give showers? «art 
not thou he, © Lorp our God? there- 
fore we will wait upon thee: for thou 
hast made all these things. 


CHAPTER XV. 


TINHEN said the Lory unto me, Jhough 
Moses and Samuel stood befure me, 
yet my mind cowd not be toward this 
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people: cast them out of my sight, and 
t them go forth. 

2 And it shall come to pass, if they 
say unto thee, Whither shall we go 
forth? then thou shalt tell them, Thus 
saith the Lorn; Such as-.are for ‘death, 
to death; and such as are for the sword,,.

11 The Lorn said, Verily it shall be 
well with thy remnant; verily 1 will 
cause the enemy, to entreat thee well 
in the time of evil and in the time of 
affliction. 

12 Shall iron break the northern iron 
und the steel? 

13 ‘Thy substance and thy treasures 
will T give to the spoil without price, 
and that for all thy sins, even in all 
thy borders. 

14 And T will make thee to pass with 
thine enemies into 2 land wluch thou 
knowest not: for a fire is kindled in 
ee unger, which shall burn upon you. 

5 | ©) Lorn, thou knowest: remem- 
far me, and visit me, and revenge me 
of my persecutors; take me not away 
in thy longsuffering: know that for 
thy sake I have suttered rebuke. 

16 Thy words were found, and I did 
eat them; and thy word was unto me 
the py, and rejoicing of mine heart:

9 And at what instant IT shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concerning a 
kingdom, to build and to plant it; 


10 If it do evil in my sight. that it 
obey not my voice, then I will repent 
of the good, wherewith I] said I would 
benefit them. 


11 ¥ Now therefore go to, speak to the 
men of Judah, and to the inhahitants 
of Jerusalem, s ring, Thus saith the 
Lorp; Behold, T frame evil against 
you, and devise a device ugainst you: 
return ye now every one from his 
evil way, and make your ways and 
your doings good. 


12 And they said, There is no hope: 
but we will walk after our own devices, 
and we will every one do the imagi- 
nation of his evil heart. 


18 Therefore thus saith the Lorn; Ask 
ye now among the heathen, who hath 
heard such things: the virgin of Israel 
hath done a very horrible thing. 


14 Will a aan leave the snow of Le- 

banon which cometh from the rock of 
the tield? or shall the cold flowing 
waters that come from another place 
be forsaken ? 


15 Because my people hath forgotten 
me, they have burned incense to vanit 
and they have caused them to stumb e 
in their ways from the ancient. paths, 
to walk in paths, 2a way not cast up; 


16 To make their land desolate, and 
a perpetual hissing; every one that 
passeth thereby shall be astonished, 
and wag his head. 

17 1 will acatter them as with an 
east wind before the enemy; J will 
shew them the back, and not the face, 
in the day of their calamity. 


18 § Then said they, Come, and let 
us devise devices against Jeremiah; 
for the law shall not perish froin the 
priest, nor counsel from the wise, nor 
the word from the prophet.

G Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorn, that this place shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor The 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but The 
valley of slaughter. 

< And I will make void the counsel 
of Judah and Jerusalem in this place; 
and I will cause them to fall by the 
sword before their enemies, and by the 
hands of them that seek their lives: 
and their carcases will I give to be 
meat for the fowls of the heaven, and 
for the beasts of the earth. 


% And I will make this city desolate, 
and an eens every one that passeth 
thereby shall be astonished and hiss 
because of all the plagues thereof. 


4 And I will cause them to eat the 
Hesh of their sons and the flesh of 
their daughters, and they Shall eat 
every one the Hesh of his friend in 
the siege and straitness, wherewith 
their enemies, and they that seek their 
lives, shall straiten them.

15 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Behold, I will bring 
upon this city and upon all her towns 
all the evil that I have pronounced 
against it, because they have hardened 
their necks, that they might not hear 
my words.

OW Pashur the son of Immer the 
priest, who was _ also chief gover- 
nor in the house of the Lorn, heard 
that Jeremiah prophesied these things.

6 And thou, Pashur, and all that dwell 
in thine house shall go into captivity: 
and thou shalt come to Babylon, and 
there thou shalt die, and shalt be buried 
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there, thou, and all thy friends, to whom 
thou hast prophesied lies. 

7 4 O Lorn, thou hast deceived me, 
and I was deceived: thou art stronger 
than I, and hast prevailed: I am in 
derision daily, every one mocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I cried out, I 
cried violence and spoil; because the 
word of the Lorn was made a reproach 
unto me, and a derision, daily. 

9 Then I said, I will not make men- 
tion of him, nor speak any more. in 
his name. But hie word was in mine 
heart as a burning fire shut up in my 
bones, and I was weary with forbear- 





ing. @ and I could not stay. 


For I heard the defaming of 
ee fear on every side. Report, say 
they, and we will report it. All my 
fnmiliars watched for my halting, say- 
ing, Peradventure he will be enticed, 
and we shall prevail against him, and 
we shall take our revenge on him. 

11 But the Lorn is with me as a 
mighty terrible one: therefore my per- 
secutors shall stumble, and they shall 
not prevail: they shall be greatly 
ashamed; for they shall not prosper: 
their everl: iting confusion shall never 
be forgotten. 

12 But, © Lorn of hosts, that triest 
the righteous, and seest the reins and 
the heart, let me see thy vengeance 
on them: for unto thee have I opened 
my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Lorn, praise ye the 
Lorn: for he hath delivered the soul of 
the poor from the hand of evildoers. 

14.9 Cursed be the day wherein I 
was born: let not the day wherein my 
mother bare me be ‘blessed. 

15 Cursed be the man who brought 
tidings to my father, saying. A man 
child is born unto thee; making him 
very glad. 

16 And let that man be as the cities 
which the Lorn overthrew, and re- 
pented not: and let him hear the cry 
in the morning, and the shouting at 
noontide; 

17 Because he slew me not from the 
womb; or that my mother might have 
been my grave, and her womb ¢o be 
always great with me. 

18 Wherefore came ‘T forth out of 
the womb to see labour and sorrow 
that my days should be consumed 
with shame? 


CHAPTER XXI.

10 And I will send the sword, the fa- 
mine, and the pestilence, amung thein, 
till they be consumed from ofl the 
land that I gave unto them and to 
their fathers. 


CHAPTER XXV. 


FHNHE word that came to Jeremiah 

concerning all the people of Ju- 
dab in the fourth year of Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, that 
was the first year of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon; 


2 The which Jeremiah the prophet 
spake unto all the peuple of Judah, 
and to all the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem, saying, 


8 From the thirteenth year of Josiah, 
the son of Amon king of Judah, even 
unto this day, that 2s the three and 
twentieth year, the word of the Lorp 
hath come unto me, and J have spoken 
unto you, rising early and speaking; 
but ye have not hearkened. 


4 And the Lorn hath sent unto you 

all his servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending them; but ye have 
not hearkened, nor inclined your ear 
to hear. 


5 They said, Turn ye again now 
every one from his evil way, and 
from the evil of your doings, and 
dwell in the land thi at the Lorp hath 
given unto you and to your fathers 
for ever and ever: 

6 And go not after other gods to 
gerve them, and to worship them, and 
provoke me not to anger with the 
works of your hands; and 1 will do 
you no hurt. 


7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saith the Lorp; that ye might 
prov oke me to anger with the works 
of your bands to your own hurt. 


8 § Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts; Because ye have not heard 
my words, 


9 Behold, I will send and take all the 
families of the north, saith the Lorn, 
and Nebnehadrezzar the king of Ba- 
bylon, my servant, and will bring thein 
against this land, and against the in- 
habitants thereof, and against all these 
nations round about, and will utterly 
destroy them, and make them = an 
astonishment, and an hissing, and 
perpetual desolations. 
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10 Moreover I will take from them 
the vuice Of mirth, and the voice of 
gludness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the sound 
of the millstones, and the light of the 
candle. 


11 And this whole land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment; and 
these nations shall serve the king of 
Babylon seventy years. 


12 4 And it shall come to pass, when 
seventy years are accomplished, that 
I will punish the king of Babylon, and 
that nation, saith the Lorn, for their 
iniquit. , and the land of the Chaldeans, 
and will make it perpetual desolations. 


13 And I will es upon that land all 
my words which | have pronounced 
against it, even all that is written in 
this book, which Jeremiah hath pro- 
phesied against all the nations. 


14 For many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of them also: 
and 1 will recompense them according 
to their deeds, and according to the 
works of their own hands. 


15 4 For thus saith the Lory God 
of Israel unto me; Take the wine cup 
of this fury at my hand, and cause 
all the nations, to whom I send thee, 
to drink it. 


16 nue they shall drink, and be moved, 
and be mad, because of the sword that 
I will send among them. 


17 Then took I the cup at the Lorn’s 
hand, and made all the nations to drink, 
unto whom the Loxp had sent me; 


18) 7o wit, Jerusalem, and the cities 
of Judah, and the kings thereof, and 
the princes thereof, to make them a 
desolation, an astonishment, an hissing, 
aud a curse; as it es this day; 


19 Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his 
servants, and his princes, and all his 
people; 

20 And all the mingled peonle, and 
all the kings of the land of Uz, and all 
the kings of the Jand of the Philistines, 
and Ashkelon, and Azzah, and Ekron, 
and the remnant of Ashdod, 


21 Kdom, and Moab, and the children 
of Ammon, 


22 And all the kings of Tyrus, and 
all the kings of Zidon, and the kings 
of the isles which are beyond the sea, 


23 Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and 
all that are in the utmost corners. 


24 And all the kings of Arabia, and 
all the kings of the mingled people 
that dwell in the desert, 


26 And all the kings of Zimri, and all 
the kings of Klam, and all the’ kings of 
the Me Cs, 


26 And all the kings of the north, far 
and near, one with another, and all 
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the kingdoms of the world, which are 
upon the face of the earth: snd the king 
of Sheshach shall drink after them. 


27 Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the God 
of Israel; Drink ye and be drunken, 
and spue, and fail, and tise no more, 
because of the sword which I will send 
among you. 

28 And it shall be, if they refuse to 
take the cup at thine hand to drink, 
then-shalt thou say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorn of hosts; Ye shall cer- 
tainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on 
the city which is called by my name, 
and should ye be utterly unpunished? 
Ye shall not be unpunished: for I will 
call for a sword upon all the inhabitants 
of the earth, saith the Lorn of hosts. 


30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them, The Lorp shall roar from on high, 
and utter his voice from his holy ha- 
hitation; he shall mightily roar upon 
his habitation; he shall give a shout, 
as they that tread the grapes, against 
all the inhabitants of the earth. 


31 A noise shall come even to the 
ends of the earth; for the Lorn hath a 
controversy with the nations, he will 
plead with all flesh; he will give them 
that are wicked to the sword, saith 
the Lorn. 

29 Thus saith the Lor» of hosts, Behold, 
evil shall go forth from nation to na- 
tion, and a great whirlwind shall be 
raised up from the coasts of the earth. 
38 And the slain of the Lor» shall be 
at that day from ore end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the earth: 
they shall not be lamented, neither 
gathered, nor buried; they shall be 
dung upon the ground. 

34 4 Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; 
and wallow yourselves cz the ashes, ye 


principal of the flock: for the days of 


your slaughter and of your dispersions 
ure accomplished; and ye shall fall like 
a pleasant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have no 
way to flee, nor the principal of the 
flock to escape. 

36 A voice of the ery of the shepherds, 
and an howling of the principal of the 
flock, shall be heard: for the Lon hath 
poiled their pasture. 

37 And the peaceable habitations are 
cut down because of the fierce anger 
of the Lorp. 

38 He hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion: for their land is desolate be- 
cause of the fierceness of the oppres~ 
sor, and because of his fierce anger. 


CHAPTER XXVI. 


N the beginning of the reign of Je- 


hoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah came this word from the Lorp, 


saying, 
2 Thus saith the Lorp; Stand in the 
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court of the Lorp’s house, and speak 
unto all the cities of Judah, which 
come to worship in the Logn’s house, 
all the words that I command thee to 
speak unto them; diminish not a word: 


3 If so be they will hearken, and turn 

every man from his evil way, that I 
may repent me of the evil, which I 
purpose to do unto them because of 
the evil of their doings. 


4 And thou shalt say untu them, Thus 
saith the Lorn; If ye will not hearken 
to me, to walk in my law, which I 
have set before you, 


~ ft To hearken to the words of my ser- 


vants the prophets, whom I sent unto 
you, both rising up early, and sending 
them, but ye have not hearkened; 


6 Then will I make this house like 
Shiloh, and will make this city a curse 
to all the nations of the oarth. 


7 So the priests and the prophets and 
all the people heard Jeremiah speaking 
these words in the house of the Lorp. 


8 F Now it came to pass, when Je- 
remiah had made an end of speaking 
all that the Lorn had commanded hin 
to speak unto all the people, that the 
priests and the prophets and all the 
people took him, saying, Thou shalt 
surely die. 


9 Why hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the Lorn, saying, This house 
shall be like Shiloh, and this city shall 
be desolate without an inhabitant’? 
And all the people were gathered 
against Jeremiah in the house of the 
4URD, 


10 § When the princes of Judah heard 
these things, then they came up from 
the king’s house unto the house of the 
Lorn, and sat down in the entry of 
the new gate of the Lorn’s house. 


11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to all 
the people, saying, This man /s worthy 
to die; for he hath prophesied against 
this city, ag ye have heard with your 
ears. 


12 9 Then spake Jeremiah unto all 
the princes and to all the people, say- 
ing, The Lorp sent me to prophesy 
against this house and against this 
city all the words that ye have heard. 


13. Therefore now amend your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voice 
of the Lorn your God; and the Lorn 
will repent him of the evil that he 
hath pronounced against you. 


14 As for me, behold, I am in your 
hand: do with me as seemeth good 
and meet unto you. 


15 But know ye for certain, that if ye 
put me to death, ye shall surely brin 
innocent blood upon yourselves, anc 
upon this city, and upon the inhabi- 
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tants thereof: for of a truth the Lorn 
hath sent me unto you to speak all 
these words in your ears. 


16 | Then said the princes and all 
the people unto the priests and to the 
prophets; This man zs not worthy to 
die: for he hath spoken to us in the 
name of the Lorn our God. 


17 Then rose up certain of the elders 
of the land, and spake to all the as- 
sembly of the people, saying, 


18 Micah the Morasthite prophesied 
in the days of Hezekiah king of Judah, 
and spake tu all the people of Judah, 
saying, ‘Thus saith the Lorn of hosts: 
Zion shall be plowed like n field, and 
Jerusalem shall become heaps, and the 
mountain of the house as the high 
places of a forest. 


19 Did Hezekiah king of Judah and 
all Judah put him at all to death? did 
he not fear the Lorn, and besought 
the Lonp, and the Lorn repented him 
of the evil which he had pronounced 
against them? Thus might we procure 
great evil against our souls. 


20 And there was also a man_ that 
prophesied in the name of the Lorn, 
Urijah the son of Shemaiah of, Kirjath- 
jearim, who prophesied against this 
city and against this land aecording 
to all the words of Jeremiah: 


21 And when Jehotakhim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death: but when 
rH heard it, he was afraid, and 
fled, and went into gy pt; 


22 And Jehoiakim the king sent men 
into Keypt, vamely, lnathan the sou 
of Richer. and certain men with him 
into It gy pt. 


23 And they fetched forth Urijah out 
of Kgypt, and brought him unto Je- 
hoiakim the king; who slew him with 
the sword, and cast his dead body into 
the graves of the common people. 


24 Nevertheless the hand of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan was with Jeremiah, 
that they should not give him into the 
hand of the people to put him to death, 


CHAPTER XXVII. 


[4 the beginning of the reign of Je- 
hoiakim the gon of Josiah king of 
Judah came this word unto Jeremiah 
from the Lorn, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorn to me; Make 

thee bonds and yokes, and put them 
upon thy neck, 


3 And send them to the king of Edom, 
and to the king of Moab, and to the 
king of the Ammonites , and to the 
king of Tyrus, and to the king of Zi- 
don, by the hand of the messengers 
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which come to Jerusalem unto Zede- 
kiah king of Judah; 


4 And command them to say unto 
their masters, ‘hus saith the Lorn of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Thus shall ye 
say unto your masters; 


5 I have made the earth, the man and 
the beast that are upon the ground, 
by my great power and by my out- 
stretched arm, and have given it unto 
whom it seemed mect unto me. 


6 And now have I given all these 
lands into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, my servant; and 
the beasts of the field have I giv en 
him also to serve him. 


7 And all nations shall serve him 
and his son, and his son’s son, until 
the very time of his land come: and 
then many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of him. 


8 And it shall come to pass, that the 
nation and kingdom which will not 
serve the same Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon, and that will not put. 
their neck under the yoke of the king 
of Babylon, that nation will I punish, 
saith the Lonn, with the sword, and 
with the famine, and with the pesti- 
lence, until J have consumed them by 
his hand. 


9 Therefore hearken not ye to your 
prophets, nor to your divitfers, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your enchanters, 
nor to your sorcerers, which speak 
unto you, saying, Ye ‘shall not serve 
the king of B: ibylon: 


10) For they prophesy a lie unto yon, 
to remove you far from your land; 
and that IT should drive you out, and 
ye should perish. 


11 But the nations that bring their 
neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him. those will I 
Jet remain still in their own land, saith 
the Lorn; and they shall till it, and 
dwell therein. 


12 § I spake also to Zedekiah king 
of Judah according to all these words, 
saying, Dring your necks under the 
ole of the king of Babylon, and serve 
1im and his people, anc live. 


13 Why will ye die, thou and thy 
people, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence, ‘as the Lorn hath 
spoken against the nation that will 
not serve the king of Babylon? 


14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak unto 
ou, Pa} ing, Ye shall not serve the 
ing of 3abylon: for they prophesy a 
lie unte you. 


1h For I have not sent them, saith 
the Lorn, yet they. sopnety a lie'in 
my name: that I might drive you out, 
and that ye might perish, ye, and the 
prophets that prophesy unto you. 


16 Also T spake to the priests and to 
all this people, saying, ‘Thus saith the

Lorn; Hearken not to the words of 
your "pro hets that prophesy unto you, 
saying, Behold, the vessels of the 
‘Lonn’s house shall now shortly be 
babe del again from Babylon: for they 
prophesy a lie unto you. 


17 Hearken not unto them; serve the 
king of Babylon, and live: wherefore 
should this city be laid waste? 


18 But if they be prophets, and if the 
word of the Lorp be with them, let 
them now make intercession to the 
Lorn of hosts, that the vessels which 
are left in the house of the Lorn, and 
in the house of the king of Judah, and 
at Jerusalem, go not to Babylon. 


19 ¢ For thus ‘saith the Lorp of hosts 
concerning the pillars, and concerning 
the sea, and concerning the bases, and 
concerning the residue of the vessels 
that remain in this city, 


2) Which Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon took not, when he carried 
away captive Jeconiah the son of Je- 
hoiakim king of Judah from Jerusalem 
to Babylon, and all the nobles of Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem; 


21 Yea, thus saith the L orp of hosts, 
the God of Israel, concerning the ves- 
sels that remain in the house of the 


Lorn, and in the house of the king of 


Judah and of Jerusalem; 


22 They shall be carried to Babylon, 
and there shail they be until the day 
that I visit them, saith the Lorn; then 
will [I bring them up, and restore them 
to this place. 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 


ND it came to pass the same year, 


in the beginning of the reign. of 


Zedekiah king of Judah, in the fourth 
year, and in the fifth month, ¢hat Ha- 
naniah the son of Azur the prophet, 
which was of Gibeon, spake unto me 
in the house of the Loup, in the pre- 
sence of the priests and of all the peou- 
ple, saying, 

2 Thus a pabety the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying, I have bro- 
ken the yoke of the Ree of Babylon. 


3 Within two full years will IT bring 
again into this place all the vessels of 
the Lorn’s house, that Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon took away froin this 
place, and carried them to Babylon: 


4 And I will bring agi ain to this place 
Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim king of 
Judah, with all the captives of Judah, 
that went into Babylon, saith the Lorn: 
for I will break the yoke of the king 
of Babylon. 


5 4 Then the prophet Jeremiah said 
unto the prophet Hananiah in the pte 
sence of the priests, and in the 
sence of all the people that stoo an 
the house of the Lorn, 
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6 Even me prophet Jeremiah said, 
Amen: the Lorn do so: the Lorn per- 
form thy words which thou hast pro- 
phesied, to bring again the vessels of 
the Lorp’s house, and all that is car- 
ried away captive, from Babylon into 
this place. 


7 Nevertheless hear thou now this 
word that I Jee in thine ears, and 
in the ears of all the people; 


8 The prophets that have been before 
me and before thee of old prophesied 
both against many countries, . and — 
against great kingdoms, of war, and of | 
evil, and of pestilence. 


9 The prophet which prophesieth of 
peace, when the word of the proplet 
shall come to pass, then shall the pro- 
phet be known, that the Lorp hath 
truly sent him. 


10 | Then Hananiah the prophet took 
the yoke from off the prophet Jere- 
miah’s neck, and brake it. 


11 And Hananiah spake in the pre- 
sence of all the people, saying. ‘Thus 
saith the Lorn; Even so will I break 
the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon from the neck of all nations 
within the space of two full years. And 
the prophet Jeremiah went his way. 


12 4 ‘Then the word of the Lorp came 
unto Jeremiah the prophet, after that. 
Hananiah the prophet had broken the 
yoke from off the neck of the prophet 
Jeremiah, saying, 


18 Go and tell Hananiah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorn; Thou hast broken the 
yokes of wood; but thou shalt make 
for them yokes. of iron. 


14 For thus saith pe Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel; I have pat a yoke 
of iron upon the ee of all these na- 
tions, that they may serve Nebuchad-~ 
nezzar king of Babylon; and they shall 
serve him: and I have given him the 
beasts of the field also. 


15 § Then said the prophet Jeremiah 
unto Hananiah the prophet, Hear now, 
Hananiah; The Lorn hath not sent 
thee; but thou makest this people to 
trust in a lie. 


16 Therefore thus saith the Lorn; Be- 
hold, I will cast thee from off the face 
of the earth: this year thou shalt die, 
because thou hast taught rebellion 
against the Lorn. 


17 So Hananiah the prophet died the 
same year in the seventh month. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 


OW these are the words of the 
letter that Jeremiah the prophet 
sent from Jerusalem unto the residue 
of the elders which were carried away 
captives, and to the priests, and to the 
prophets, and to all the people whom 
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Nebuchadnezzar had Sarvied away cap- 
tive from Jerusalem to Babylon; 


2 (After that Jeconiah the king, and 
the queen, and the eunuchs, the prin- 
ces of Judah and Jerusalem, and the

h Build ye houses, and dwell cx them; 
and plant gardens, and eat the fruit 
of them; 


6 Take ye wives, and beget sons and 
daughters: and take wives for your 
sons, and give your daughters to hus- 
bands, that they may bear sons and 
daughters; that. ye may be increased 
there, and not diminished. 


« And seek the peace of the city 
whither I have caused you to be car- 
ried away captives, and pray unto the 


Lor for it: for in the peace thereof 


shall ye have peace. 


8 ¥ For thus saith the Lorn of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Let not your pro- 
phets and your diviner 3, that be in the 
midst of you, deceive you, neither 
hearken to your dreams w lich ye cause 
to be dreamed. 


9 For they prophesy falsely unto you 
in my name: 1 have not. sent them, 
saith the Lorn. 


10 | For thus saith the Lorn, That 
after ah years be accomplished 
at Babylon | will visit you, and per- 
form my good word toward you, in 
causing you to return to this place. 


11 For 1 know the thoughts that | 


think toward you, saith the Lorn, . 


thoughts of peace, and not of evil, to 
give you an expected end. 


12 Then shall ye call upon me, and 
ye shall go and pray unto me, and I 
will hearken unto you. 


13 And ye shall seek me, and tind 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart. 


14 And J] will be found of you, saith 

the Lorn: and I will turn away your 
captivity, and J will gather you from 
all the nations, and from all the pla- 
ces whither | have driven you, saith 
the Lorn; and I will bring you again 
into the ‘place whence I caused you 
to be carried away captive. 


15 ¥ Because ye have said, ‘The Loap 
hath raised us up prophets in Babylon; 


“16 Know that. thus saith the Lorn of

the hand of Elasah the son of 
Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of 
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the king that sitteth upon the throne 
of David, and of all the people that 
dwelleth in this city, and of your bre- 
thren that are not gone forth with you 
into captivity; 


17 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; Be- 
hold, I will send upon them the sword, 
the famine, and the pestilence, and 
will make them like vile figs, that can- 
not be eaten, they are go evil. 


18 And I will persecute them with 
the sword, with the famine, and with 
the pestilence, and will deliver them 
to be removed to all the kingdoms of 
the earth, to be a curse, und an aston- 
ishment, and an hissing, and a re- 

roach, among all the nations whither 
liave driven them: 


19 Because they have not hearkened 
to my words, saith the Lorn, which I 
sent unto them by m servants the 
prophets, rising up early and sending 
ny but ye would not hear, saith the

2) § Hear ye therefore the word of 
the Lorn, all ye of the captivity, whom 
1 have sent from Jerusalem to abylon:

9 But they shall serve the Lonp their 
God, and David their king, whom I 
will raise up unto them. 

10 § Therefore fear thou not, O my 
servant Jacob, saith the Lorn; ’ neither 
be dismayed, O Israel: for, lo, I willsave 
thee from afar, and thy seed from the 
land of their iy ity; and Jacob shall 
return, and shall be in rest, and be 
quiet, and none shall make him afraid. 


11 For I am with thee, saith the 
Lorn, to save thee: though I make a 
full end of all nations whither J] have 
scattered thee yet will I] not make 
a full end of thee: but I will correct 
thee in measure, ani will not leave 
thee altogether unpunished. 

12 For thus saith the Lorn, Thy 
bruise is incurable, and thy wound zs 
grievous. 
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'18 There is none to plead thy canes, 


that thou mayest be bound up: 
hast no healing medicines. 

14 All thy lovers have forgotten thee; 
they seek thee not; for I have wounde 
thee with the wound of an enemy, with 
the chastisement of u cruel one, for the 
multitude of thine iniquity; because thy 
sing were increased. 

16 Why criest thou for thine afflic- 
tion? thy sorrow is incurable for the 
multitude of thine aay because 
thy sins were increased, I have done 
these things unto thee. 

16 ‘Therefore all they that devour thee 
shall be devoured; and all thine adver- 
saries, every one of them, shall go into 
captivity; and they that spoil thee shall 
be a spoil, and all that prey upon thee 
will I give for a prey. 

17 For J will restore health unto thee, 
and [ will heal thee of un wounds, 
saith the Lorp; because they called 
thee an Outcast, saying, This is Zion, 
whom no man seekcth after. 

18 4 ‘Thus saith the Lorn; Behold, I 
will bring again the captivity of Jacob’s 
tents, and have mercy on his dwelling- 
places: and the city shall be builded 
upon her own heap, and the palace 
shall remain after the manner thereof. 

19 And out of them shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of them 
that make inerry: and I will multiply 
them, and they shall not be few; I 
will also glorify them, and they shall 
not be simall. 

20 Their children also shall be as 
aforetime, and their congregation shall 
be established before me, and I] will 
punish all that oppress them. 

21 Aud their nobles shall be of them- 
selves, and their governor shall proceed 
from the midst of them; and I will 
cause him to draw near, and he shall 
awpproach unto me: for who zs this that 
engaged his heart tu approach unto 
me? saith the Lorp. 

22 And ye shall be my people, and I 
will be your God. 

23 Behold, the whirlwind of the Lor» 
goeth forth with pate , a continuing 
whirlwind: it shall i, we pain upon 
the head of the wicked. 

24 The fierce aueer of the Lorp shall 
not return, until he have done i, and 
until he have performed the intents of 
his heart: in the latter days ye shall 
consider it. 


CHAPTER XXXI. 


A’ the same time, saith the Lorn, 
will I be the God of all the families 
of Israel, and they shall be my people. 
Thus saith the Lorn, The people 
sahich were left of the ‘sword found 
grace in the wilderness; even Israel, 
when I went to cause him to rest. 
3 The Lorn hath epee’ of old 
unto me, saying, Yea, I have loved thee 
with an ever asting love: therefore 
wee lovingkindness have I drawn thee. 
ain I will build thee, and thou 
shalt nase built, O virgin of Israel: thou 
shalt again be adorned with thy tabrets

§ ‘Thou shalt yet plant vines upon 
the mountains of Samaria: the plant- 
ers shall plant, and shall eat ¢hem us 
common things. 
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6 For there shall be a day, that the 
watchmen upon the mount Ephraim 
shall cry, Arise ye, and let us go up 
to Zion unto the Lorn our God. 

7 For thus saith the Lorn; Sing with 

edness for Jacob, and shout among 

e chief of the nations: publish ye, 
Saas ye, and say, © Lorn, save thy 
people, the remnant of Israel. 

8 Behold, J will bring them trom the 
north country , and gather them from 
the coasts of the earth, and with them 
the blind and the lame, the woman 
with child and her that travaileth with 
child together: a great company shall 
return thither. 

9 They shall come with weeping, and 
with supplications will I lead them: I 
will cause them to walk by the rivers of 
waters in a straight way, wherein they 
shall not stumble: for I am a father to 
Israel, and Ephraim is my firstborn. 

10 4 Hear the word of the Lorn, 
ye nations, and declare 7 in the a 
afar off, and say, He that scattered 
Israel will gather him, and keep him, 
us a shepherd doth his ‘flock. 

11 For the Lorn hath redeemed Jacob, 


and ransomed him from the hand of 


him that was stronger than he. 

12 Therefore they shall come and 
sing in the height of Zion, and shall 
flow together to the goodness of the 
Lorn, for wheat, and for wine, and for 
oil, and for the young of the flock and 
of the herd: and their soul shall be as 
a watered garden; and they shall not 
sorrow any more at. all. 

13 Then shall the virgin rejoice in the 
dance, both young men and old to- 
gether: for I will turn their mourning 
into joy, and will comfort them, and 
make them rejoice from their sorrow. 
14 And I wil satiate the soul of the 
priests with fatness, and my people 
shall be satistied with my goodness, 
saith the Lorp.

16 Thus saith the Lorp; Refrain thy 
voice from weeping, and thine eyes from 
tears: for thy work shall be rewarded, 
saith the Lorn; and they shall come 
again from the Jand of the cnemy. 

17 And there is hope in thine end, 
saith the Lorn, that thy children shall 
come ag ain to their own border. 

18 § I have surely heard Ephraim 
bemoaning himself thus; Thou hast 
chastised me, and | was chastised, as 
a bullock unaccustomed éo the yoke; 
turn thou me, and [ shall be turned; 
for thou art the Lorn my God. 

19 Surely after that I was turned, 
I repented; and after that I] was in- 
structed, I smote upon my thigh: I 
Was ashamed, yea, even confounded, 


ue T did bear the reproach of 


youth. 

Is Ephraim my dear son? is he 
a Popleneant child? for since I spake 
against him, I do earnestly remember 
him still: therefore my bowels are 
troubled for him; I will surely have 
mercy upon him, "saith the Lor». 
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21 Set thee up waymarks, make thee 
high heaps: set thine heart toward 
the highway, even the way which thou 
wentest: turn again, O virgin of Is- 
rael, turn again to these thy cities. 


22 9 How long wilt thou go sbout, 
Q thou backsliding daughter? for the 
Lorp hath created a new thing in the 
earth, A woman shall compass 4 man. 


23 Thus saith ae Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; aie they siall use - 
this speech in ane and of Judah and 
in the cities thereof, when I skall bring 
again their captivit ; The Lorv bless 
thee, O habitation of justice, aid moun- 
tain of holiness. 


24 And there shall dwell in Judah 
itself, and in all the cities thereof to- 
gether, husbandmen, and they that go 
torth with flocks. 


25 For I have satiated the weary 
soul, and I have replenished every 
sorrowful soul. 


26 Upon this I awaked, and beheld; 
and my sleep was sweet unto me. 


27 F Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lorn, that I will sow the house 
of Israel and the house of Judah with 
the seed of man, and with the seed 
of beast. : 


28 And it shall come to pass, ¢had 
like as I have watched over them. to 
pluck up, and to break down, and to 
throw down, and to destroy, and to 
afflict; so will JT wateh over them, to 
build, and to plant, saith the Lorn. 


20 Tn those days they shall say no 
more, The fathers have eaten a sour 
prape, and the children’s teeth are 
set on edge. 

30 But every one shall die for his own 
iniquity: every nan that eateth the sour 
grape, his teeth shall be set on edge. 


31 9 Behold, the days come, saith the 

Lorp, that I will make a new cove- 
nant "with the house of Israel, and 
with the house of Judah: 


32 Not according to the covenant that 
1] made with their fathers in the day that 
J took them by the hand to bring them 
out of the land of Kgypt; which my 
covenant they brake, although I was 
an husband unto them, saith the Lorn: 
33 But this shadl 6e the covenant that 
I will make with the house of Israel; 
After those days, saith the Loup, I will

34 And they shall teach no more

38 4 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorn, that the city shall be built to the 
Lorp from: the tower of Hananee! unto 
the gate of the corner. 


39 And the measuring line shall 
oF forth over against it upon the ‘il 
aa and shall compass about to 


vis ger the whole valley of the dead 
bodies, and of the ashes, and all the 
fields unto the brook of Kidron, unto 
the corner of the horse gate toward 
the east, shall be holy unto the Lor»; 
it shall not be plucked up, nor thrown 
down any more for ever. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 


HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lorp in the tenth year 
of Zedekiah king of Judah which was 
the eighteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar. 


2 For then the king of Babylon's 
army besieged Jerusalem: and_ Jere- 
miah the prophet was shut up in the 
court of the prison, which was in the 
king of Judah’s house. 


3 For, Zedekiah king of Judah had 
shut him up, saying, Wherefore dost 
thon prophesy, and say, Thus saith 
the Lor», Behold, I will give this city 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and he sha)l take it; 


4 And Zedekiah king of Judah sha} 
not escape out of the hand of the Chal- 
deans, but shall surely be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and shall speak with him month to 
mouth, and his eyes shall behold his 
eyes; 


5 And he shall lead Zedekiah to Ba- 
bylon, and there shall he be until I 
visit him, saith the Lorn: though ye 
fight with the Chaldeans, ye shall not 
prosper. 


6 ¥ And Jeremiah said, The word of 
the Lory came unto me, saying, 


7 Behold, Hanameel the son of Shal- 
lum thine uncle shall come unto thee, 
saying, Bu uy thee my field that is in 
Anathoth: for the right of redemption 
is thine to buy it. 


8 So Hanameel mine uncle's son came 
to me in the court of the prison accord- 
ing to the word of the Lorn, and said 


unto me, Buy my field, J pray thee, 
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that is in Anathoth, which zs in the 
country of Ben amin: for the right of 
inheritance iz thine, and the redemp- 
tion is thine; buy 7 for thyself. Then 
I knew that this was the word of the 
Lonp. 

9 And I bought the field of Hanameel 
my uncle’s son, that was in Anathoth, 
and weighed him the money, even 
seventeen shekels of silver. 

10 And I subscribed the evidence, 
and sealed it, and took witnesses, 
and weighed him the money in the 
balances. 

11 So I] took the evidence of the 
purchase, both that which was sealed 
according to the law and custom, and 
that which was open: 

12 And I gave the evidence of the 
purchase unto Baruch the son of 

eriah, the son of Maaseiah, in the 
sight of Hanameel mine uncle's son, 
and in the presence of the witnesses 
that subscribed the book of the pur- 
chase, before all the Jews that sat in 
the court of the prison. 

13 4 And I charged Baruch before 
them, saying, 

14 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Isruel; Take these evidences, 
this evidence of the purchase, both 
which is sealed, and this evidence 
which is open; and put them in an 
earthen vessel, that they may continue 
many days. 

15 For thus saith the Lorn of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Houses and fields 
and vineyards shall be possessed again 
in this land. 

16 4 Now when I had delivered the 
evidence of the purchase unto Baruch 
the sou of Neriah, I prayed unto the 
Lory, saying, 

17 Ah Lord Gop! behold, thou hast 
made the heaven and the earth by thy 
great power and stretched out arm, and 
there is nothing too hard for thee: 


18 Thou shewest lovingkindness unto 

thousands, and recompensest the ini-- 
quity of ‘the fathers into the bosom of 
their children after them: the Great, 
the Mighty God, the Lorp of hosts, is 
his name, 

19 Great in counsel, and mighty in 
work: for thine eyes are open uponall 
the ways of the sons of men: to gtve 
every one according to his ways, and 
according to the fruit of his doings: 

20 Which hast set signs and wonders 
in the land of Egypt, even unto this 
day, and in Israel], and among other 
men; and hast made thee a name, as 
at this day ; 

21 And hast Pia ton forth thy people 
Israel out of the land of Egypt with 
signs, and with wonders, and with a 
strong hand, and with a stretmed out 
arm, and with great terror; 

22 And hast given them this land, 
which thou didst swear to their fa- 
thers to give them, aland floying with 
milk and honey; 


23 And they came in, and possessed

it; but they obeyed not thy voice, 
neither walked in thy law; they have 
done nothing of all that thou command- 
edst them to do: therefore thou hast 
caused all this evil to come upon them: 


24 Behold the mounts, they are come 
unto the city to take it; and the cit 
is given into the hand of the Chal- 
deans, that fight against it, because 
of the sword, and of the famine, and 
of the pestilence: and what thou hast 
spoken is come to pass; and, behold, 
thou seest zt. 


25 And thou hast said unto me, O 
Lord Gop, Buy thee the field for 
money, and take witnesses; for the 
city 18 given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans. 

26 J Then came the word of the Lor 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 


27 Behold, I am the Lorv, the God of 


all flesh: is there any thing too hard 
for me? 

28 Therefore thus saith the Lorop; 
Behold, | will give this city into the 
hand of the Chaldeans, and into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar hing of Ba- 
bylon, and he shall take it: 


29 And the Chaldeans, 
against this city, shall come and set 
tire on this city, and burn it with the 
houses, upon whose roofs they have 
offered incefhse unto Baal, and poured 
out drink offerings unto other gods, to 
provoke me to anger. 


30 Kor the children of Israel and the 
children of Judah have only done evil 
before me from their youth: for the 
children of Israel have only provoked 
me to anger with the work of their 
hands, saith the Lorn, 

ol For this city hath been to me as 
a provocation of mine anger 
my fury from the day that they built 
it even unto this day; that [ should 
remove it fromm before my face, 


32 Because of all the evil of the chil- 


that tight 


dren of Israel and of the children of 


Judah, which they have done to pro- 
voke ine to anger, they, their kings, 
their princes, their priests, and their 
prophets, and the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 


33 And they have turned unto me the 
back, and not the face: though I taught 
them, rising up early and = teaching 
then, yet they have not hearkened to 
receive tustruction. 

34 But they set their abominations 
in the house, which is called by iy 
name, to detile if. 


35 And they built the high places of 
Baal, which are in the valley of the 
son ot Hinnom, to cuuse their sons 
and their daughters to pass through 
the fire unto Molech; which TI com- 
manded them not, neither came it into 
my mird, that they should do this 
abomination, to cause Judah to sin. 

36 F Aid now therefore thus saith the 
Lorp, tle God of Israel, concerning 
this city . whereof ye say, It shall be 


delivered into the pe of the king of 


and of 
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Babylon by the sword, and by the fa- 
mine, and by the pestilence: 


87 Behold, I will gather them out of 
all countries , whither I have driven 
them in mine anger, and sn ys fury, 
and in great wrath; and 1 will brin 
them again unto this place, and I wi 
cause them to dwell safely: 


88 And they shall be my people, and 
I will be their God: 


39 And I will give them one heart, 
and one way, that they may fear me 
for ever, for the good of them, and of 
their children after them: 


40 And T will make an everlasting 
covenant with them, that I will not 
turn away from them, to do them good; 
but J] will put my fear in their hearts, 
that they shall not depart from me. 


41 Yea, I will rejoice over them to 
do them good, and I will plant them 
in this land assuredly with my whole 
heart and with my whole soul. 


42 For thus saith the Lorn; Like as

43 And fields shall be bought in this 
land, whereof ye say, /¢ 7s, desolate 
without man or beast; it is given into 
the hand of the Chaldeans. 


44 Men shall buy tields for money, 
and subscribe evide nees, and seal them, 
and take witnesses in the land of Ben- 
jamin, and in the places about Jeru- 
salem, and in the cities of Judah, and 
in the cities of the mountains, and in 
the cities of the valley, and in the 
cities of the south: for I will cause

CHAPTER XXXII.

26 ‘Then will I cast away the seed of 
Jacob, and David my servant, so that 
1 will not take any of his seed to be 
rulers over the seed of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob: for I will cause their cap- 
ny to return, and have mercy on 
thein. 


also my covenant be 
avid my servant, that 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 


MWVHE word which came unto _Jere- 
miah from the Lor», when Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon, and all 
his army, and all the kingdoms of the 
earth of his dominion, and all the peo- 
ple, fought against Jerusalem, and 
against all the cities thereof, saying, 


2 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of 
Israel; Go and speak to Zedekiah king 
of Judah, and tell him, Thus saith the 
Lorn; Behold, I will give this city inte 
the hand of the king of Babylon, and 
he shall burn it with fire: 


35 And thou shalt not escape out 
of his hand, but shalt surely be taken, 
and delivered into his hand; and thine 
eyes shall behold the eyes of the king 
of Babylon, and he shall speak with 
thee mouth to mouth, and thou shalt 
gu to Babylon. 


4 Yet hear the word of the Lorn, O 

Zedekiah king of Judah; ‘Thus saith 
the Lorn of thee, ‘Thou shalt not die 
by the sword: 


5 But thou shalt die in peace: and 
with the burnings of thy fathers, the 
former kings which were betore thee, 
so shall they burn odours for thee; 
and they will lament thee, saying, Ah 
lord! for T have pronounced the word, 
saith the Lorn. 


6 ‘Then Jeremiah the prophet spake 
all these words unto Zedekiah king of 
Judah in Jerusalem, 


7 When the king of Babylon’s army 
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fought against Jerusalem, and against 
all the cities of Judah that were left, 
against Lachish, and against Azekah: 

for these defenced cities remained of 
the cities of Judah. 


8 4 This is the, word that came unto 
‘Jeremiah from the Lorn, after that 
the king Zedekiah ,.had made a cove- 
nant with all the “people which sere 
Jerusalem, to proclaim liberty unto 
them; 


9 That every man should let his 
Manservant, and every man his maid- 
servant, being an Hebrew or an He- 
brewess , go free; that none oe 
serve himself of them, fo at, of a Jew 
his brother. 


10 Now when all the princes, and all 
the people, which had entered into the 
covenant, heard that every one should 
let his manservant, and every one his 
maidservant, go free, that none should 
serve themse es of them any more, 
then they obeyed, and let them go. 


11 But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the handmaids, 
whom they had let go free, to return, 
and brought them into subjection for 
servants and tor handmaids. 


12 | Therefore the word of the Lorn 
came to Jeremiah from the Lorn, 
saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of 
Israel; 
fathers in the day that I brought them 
forth out of the land of Kgypt, out of 
the house of bondmen, saying, 


14 At the end of seven years let ye 
go every man his brother an Hebrew, 
which hath been sold unto thee; and 
when he hath served thee six years, 
thou shalt let him go free from thee: 
but your fathers hearkened not unto 
me, neither inclined their ear. 


15 And_ye were now turned, and had 

done right in my sight, in proclaiming 
liberty every man to his neighbour; 
and ye had made a covenant. before 
me in the house which is called by 
my name: 


16 But ye turned and polluted my 
name, and caused every man his ser- 
vant, and every man his handmaid, 
whom he had set at liberty at their 
pleasure, to return, and brought them 
into subjection, to be unto you for 
servants and for handimaids. 


17 ‘Therefore thus saith the Lor; 
Ye have not hearkened unto me, in 
proclaiming liberty, every one to his 
brother, and every man to his neigh- 
bour: behold, [ proclaim a liberty for 
you, saith the Lorn, to the sword, to 
the pestilence, and to the famine; and 
I will make you to be removed. into 
all the kingdoms of the earth. 


18 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant, which 
have not performed the words of the 
covenant which they had made before 
me, when they cut the calf in twain, 
and passed between the parts thereof, 


I made a covenant with your, 
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19 The 1 rinces of Judah, and the 
princes of Jerusalem, the eunuchs, 
and the priests, and all the people of 
the land, which passed between the 
parts of the calf; 


20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life: and 
their dead bodies shall be for meat 
unto the fowls of the heaven, and to 
the beasts of the earth. 


21 And Zedekiah king of Judah and 
his princes will I give into the hand 
of their enemies, and into the hand of 
them that seek their life, and into the 
hand of the king of Babylon’s army, 
which are gone up from you. 


22 Behold, I will command, saith the 
Lorn, and cause them to return to this 
city; and they shall fight against it, 
and take it, and burn it with fire: and 
I will make the cities of Judah a desu- 
lation without an inhabitant. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 


MWYWHE word which came unto Jere- 

miah from the Lorn in the days 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, saying, 


2 Go unto the house of the Rechabites, 

and open unto them, and bring them 
into the house of the Lorp, into one 
of the chambers, and give them wine 
to drink. 


3 Then I took Jaazaniah the son of 
Jeremiah, the son of Habaziniah, and 
his brethren, and all his sons, and the 
whole house of the Rechabites; 


4 And J] brought them into the house 
of the Lorn, into the chamber of the 
sons of Hanan, the son of I Siar 
a man of God, which was by the 
chamber of the princes, which was 
above the chamber of Maaseiah the 
son of Shallum, the keeper of the door: 


® And J] set befcre the sons of the 
house of the Rechabites pots full of 
wine, and cups, and T said unto them, 
Drink ye wine. 


6 But they said, We will drink no 
wine: for Jonadab the son of Rechab 
our father commanded us, saying, Ye 
shall drink no wine, neither ye, nor 
your sons for ever: 


7 Neither shall ye build house, nor 
sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have 
any: but alk your days ye shall dwell 
in tents; that ye may live many days 
in the Jand where ye be strangers. 


® Thus have we obeyed the voice of 
Jonadab the son of Rechab our father 
in all that he hath charged us, to drink 
no wine all our days, we, our wives, 
our sons, nur our daughters; 


9 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in: neither have we vineyard, nor field, 
nor seed. 


10 But we have dwelt in tents, and 
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have obeyed, and done according to 
mr that Jonadab our father command- 
ed us, 


11 But it came to pass when Ne- 
buchadrezzar king of Babylon came 
up into the land, that we said, Come, 


and let us go to ‘Jerusalem for fear of 


the army of the Chaldeans, and for 
fear of the army of the Syrians: BO We 
dwell at Jerusalem. 


12 § Then came the word of the Lorn 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 


13 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Go and tell the men of 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem, Will ye not receive instruction to 
hearken to my words? saith the Lorp. 


14 The words of Jonadab the son of 
Rechab, that he commanded his sons 
not to drink wine, are performed; for 
unto this day they drink none, but 
obey their father’s commandment: 
BOE netanding l have spoken unto 

ou, rising early and speaking; but ye 

earkened not unto me. 


15 I have sent alao unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising up early 
and sending them, saying, Return ye 
now every man from his evil way, and 
amend your doings, and go not after 
other gods to serve them, and ye shall 
dwell in the land which T have given 
to you and to your fathers: but ye have 
not inclined your ear, nor hearkened 
unto me. 


16 Because the sons of Jonadab the 
son of Kechab have performed the 
commandment of their father, which 
he commanded them; but this people 
hath not hearkened unto me: 


17 Therefore thus saith the Lorn God 

of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
will bring upon Judah and upon all 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem all the 
evil that I have pronounced against 
them: because I have spoken unto 
them, but they have not heard; and | 
have called unto them, but they have 
not answered. 


18 9 And Jeremiah said unto the 
house of the Rechabites, ‘Thus saith 
the Lorn of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Because ye have obeyed the com- 
mandment of Jonadab your father, 
and kept all his precepts, and done 
according unto all that he hath com- 
manded you: 


19 Therefore thus saith the Lorn of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Jonadab the 
son of Rechab shall not want a man 
to stand before me for ever. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 


ND it came to pass in the fourth 

vear of Jehoiakim the son of Jo- 
siah king of Judah, that this word came 
re Jeremiah frum the Lorp, saying, 

2 Take thee a roll of a.book, and 
write therein all the words that I 
have spoken unto thee against Tiel 
and against Judah, and against all the 
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nations, from the day I spake unto 
thee, from the days of Josiah, even 
unto this day. | 


3 It may be that the house of Judah 
will hear all the evil which I purpose 
to do unto them; that they may return 
every man from his evil way; that I 
may forgive their iniquity and their sin. 


4 Then Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Neriah: and Baruch wrote from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words 
of the Lorn, which he had spoken unto 
him, upon a roll of a book. 


6 And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, | am shut up; I cannot go into 
the house of the Lorn: 


6 Therefore go thou, and read in the 
roll, which thou hast written from my 
mouth, the words of the Lorn in the 
ears of the people in the Lorn’s house 
upon the fasting day: and also thou 
shalt read them in the ears of all Ju- 
dah that come out of their cities. 


7 It may be they will present their 
supplication*before the Lorn, and will 
return every one from his evil way; 
for great zs the anger and the fury 
that the Lorn hath pronounced against 
this people. 


8 And Baruch the son of Neriah did 
according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him, reading in 
the book the words of the Lorn in the 
Lorp’s house. 


9 And it came to pass in the fifth 
eas of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
ing of Judah, in the ninth month, 
that they proclaimed a tast before the 
Lorp to all the people in Jerusalem, 
and to all the people that came from 
the cities of Judah unto Jerusalem. 


10 Then read Baruch in the book the 
words of Jeremiah in the house of the 
Lorn, in the chamber of Gemariah the 
son of vir eee the scribe, in the higher 
court, at the entry of the new gate of 
the Lorn’s house, in the ears of all the 
people. 


11 § When Michaiah the son of Ge- 
mariah, the son of Shaphan, had heard 
ou of the book all the words of the 
sORD, 


12 Then he went down into the king’s 
house, into the scribe’s chamber: and, 
lo, all the princes sat there, even Eli- 
shama the scribe, and Delaiah the son 
of Shemaiah, and Elnathan the son of 
Achbor, and Gemariah the son of Sha- 
phan, and Zedekiah the son of Hana- 
niah, and all the princes. 


13 Then Michaiah declared unto them 
all the words that he had heard, when 
Baruch read the book in the ears of 
the people. 


14 Therefore all the princes sent Je- 
hudi the son of Nethaniah, the son of 
Shelemiah, the son of Cushi, unto Ba- 
ruch, saying, Take in thine hand the 
roll wherein thou hast read in the ears 
of the people, and come. So Baruch 
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’ the son of Neriah took the roll in his 


hand, and came unto them. 


15 And they said unto him, Sit down 
now, and read it in our ears. So Ba- 
ruch read it in their ears. 


16 Now it came to pass, when they 

had heard all the words, they were 
afraid both one and other, and said 
unto Baruch, We will surely tell the 
king of all these words. 


17 And they asked Baruch, saying 
Tell us now, How didst thou ‘write all 
these words at his mouth? 


18 Then Baruch answered them, Ie 
pronounced all these words unto me 
with his mouth, and I wrote them with 
ink in the book. 


19 Then said the pEnete unto Baruch, 
Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah; 
and let no man know where ye be. 


20 9 And they went in to the king 
into the court, but they laid up the 
roll in the chamber of Elishama the 
seribe, and told all the words in the 
ears of the king. 


21 So the king sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll: and he took it out of Eli- 
shama the scribe’s chamber. And .Je- 
hudi read it in the ears of the king, 
and in the ears of all the princes which 
stood beside the king. 


22 Now the king sat in‘the winter- 
house in the ninth month: and there 
was a fire on the hearth burning be- 
fore him. 


23 And it came to pass, that when 
Jehudi had read three or four leav es, 
he cut it with the penknife, and cast 
#into the fire that was on the hearth, 
until all the roll was consumed in the 
fire that was on the hearth. 


24 Yet they were not afraid, nor rent 
their garments, xedther the king, nor 
any of his servants that heard all 
, these words. 


25 Nevertheless Elnathan and De- 
lainh and Gemariah had made inter- 
cession to the king that he would not 
burn the roll: but lie would not hear 
them. 


2% But the king commanded Jerah- 
meel the son of Ilammelech, and Se- 
raiah the son of Azriel, and Shelemiah 
the son of Abdeel, to take Baruch the 
scribe and Jeremiah the prophet: but. 
the Lorn hid them. 


7 4 Then the word of the Lorn came 
. STerermualt: after that the king had 
burned the roll, and the words which 
Baruch wrote ‘at the mouth of Jere- 
miah, saying, 


28 ‘Take thee again another roll, and 
write in it all the former words that 
were in the first roll, which Jehoiakim 
the king of Judah hath burned. 
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29 And thou shalt say to Jehoiakim 
king of Judah, Thus saith the Lorn;. 
Thou hast burned this roll, saying, 
Why hast thou written therein, say- 
ing, The king of Babylon shall cer- 
tainly come and destroy this land, and 
shall cause to cease from thence man 
and beast? 


30 Therefore thus saith the Lorn of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah; He shall 
have none to sit upon the throne of 
David: and his dead body shall be 
cast out in the day to the heat, and 
in the night to the frost. 


31 And [ will punish him and his 
seed and his servants for their iniquity ; 
and I will bring upon them, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
upon the men of Judah, all the evil 
that ] have pronounced against them; 
but they hearkened not. 


32 F Then took Jeremiah another roll, 
and gave it to Baruch the scribe, the 
son of Neriah; who wrote therein from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words 
of the book which Jehoiakim king of 
Judah had burned in the fire: and 
there were added besides unto them 
many like words. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 


ND king Zedekiah the son of Jo- 

siah reigned instead of Coniah the 
son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon made king in 
the land of Judah. 


2 But neither he, nor his servants, 
nor the people of the land, did hearken 
unto the words of the Lorn, which he 
spake by the prophet Jeremiah. 


3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehu- 
cal the son of Shelemiah and Zepha- 
niah the son of Mauseiah the priest to 
the prophet Jeremiah, saying, Pray 
now unto the Lox» our God for us. 


4 Now Jeremiah came in and went. 
vut among the people: for they had 
not put him into prison. 

Then Pharaoh’s army was come 
fin th out of Egypt: and when the Chal- 
deans that besieged Jerusalem heard 
tidings of them, they departed from 
Jerusalem, 


6 { ‘Then came the word of the Lorn 
unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 


7 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of Is- 
rael; ‘Thus shall ye say to the king of 
Jud: ah, that sent you unto me to en- 
quire of me; Behold, Pharaoh’s army. 
which is come forth to help you, shall 
return to Faypt inte their own land, 


8 And the Chaldeans shall come 
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again, and fight against this city, and 
take it, and burn it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the Lorn; Deceive not 
yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans shall 
surely depart from us: for they shall 
not depart. 


10 For though ye had smitten the 
whole army of the Chaldeans that 
fight against you, and there remained 
but wounded men among them, yet 
should they rise up every man in his 
tent, and burn this city with fire. 


11 § And it came to pass, that when 
the army of the Chaldeans was broken 
up from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaoh’s 
army, 


12 Then Jeremiah went forth out of 
Jerusalem to go into the land of Ben- 
jamin, to separate himself thence in 
the midst of the people. 


13 And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin, a captain of the ward was 
there, whose name wae Irijah, the son 
of Shelemiah, the son of Hananiah; 
and he took Jeremiah the prophet, 
any Ang Thou fallest away to the Chal: 

eals. 


14 Then said Jeremiah, /t is false; I 

fall not away to the Chaldeans, But 
he hearkened not to him: so Irijah 
took Jeremiah, and brought him to the 
princes. 


15 Wherefore the princes were wroth 
with Jeremiah, and smote him, and 
put him in prison in the house of Jo- 
nathan the scribe: for they had made 
that the prison. 


16 | When Jeremiah was entered into 
the dungeon, and into the cabins, and 
Jeremiah had remained there many 
days; 

17 Then Zedekiah the king sent, and 
took him out: and the king asked him 
secretly in his house, and said, Is 
there any word from the Lorn? And 
- Jeremiah said, There is: for, said he, 
thou shalt be delivered into the hand 
of the king of Babylon. 


18 Moreover Jeremiah said unto king 
Zedekiah, What have I offended against 
thee, or ert thy servants, or against 
this people, that ye have put me in 
prison ? 

19 Where are now your prophets 
which prophesied unto you, saying, 
The king of Babylon shall not come 
against you, nor against this land? 


20 Therefore hear now, I pray thee, 
O my lord the king: let my suppli- 
cation, I pray thee, be acvepted before 
thee; that thou cause me not to return 
to the house of Jonathan the scribe, 
lest I die there. 


21 Then Zedekiah the king com- 
manded that they should commit Je- 
remiah into the court of the prison, 
and that they should give him daily a 
piece of bread out of the bakers’ street, 
until the bread in the city were 
spent. ‘Thus Jeremiah remained in the 
court of the prison. 
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CHAPTER XXXVIII. 


A heey Shephatiah the son of Mattan, 
and Gedaliah the son of Pashur, 
and Jucal the son of Shelemiah, and 
Pashur the son of Malchiah, heard the 
words that Jeremiah had spoken unto 
all the people, saying, 


2 Thus saith the Lorv, He that re- 
maineth in this city shall die by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the pesti- 
lence: but he that goeth forth to the 
Chaldeans shall live; for he shall have 
his life for a prey, and shall live. 


3 Thus saith the Lorp, This city 
shal] surely be given into the hand 
of the king of Babylon’s army, which 
shall take it. ; 


4 Therefore the princes said unto 
the king, We beseech thee, let this 
man be put to death: for thus he 
weakeneth the hands of the men of 
war that remain in this city, and the 
hands of all the people, in speaking 
such words unto them: for this man 
seeketh not thea welfare of this people, 
but the hurt. 


® ‘Then Zedekiah the king said, Be- 
hold, he is in your hand: for the 
king is not he that can do any thing 
against you. 


6 'Then took they Jeremiah, and cast 
him into the dungeon of Malchiah the 
son of Hammelech, that was in the 
court of the prison: and they let 
down Jeremiah with cords. And in 
the dungeon there was no water, but 
mire: so Jeremiah sunk in the mire. 


7 Y Now when Ebed-melech the 
Ethiopian, one of the eunuchs which 
was in the king’s house. heard that 
they had put Jeremiah in the dun- 
geon; the king then sitting in the 
gate of Benjamin; 


8 Ebed-melech went forth out of the 
king’s house, and spake to the king, 
saying, 


9 My lord the king, these men have 
done evil in all that they have done 
to Jeremiah the prophet, whom they 
have cast into the dungeon; and he 
is like to die for hunger in the place 
where he is: for there is no more 
bread in the city. 


10 Then the king commanded Ebed- 

melech the Ethiopian, ey ine Take 
frum hence thirty men with thee, and 
take up Jeremiah the prophet out of 
the dungeon, before he die. 


11 So Kbed-melech took the men with 
him, and went into the house of the 
king under the treasury, and took 
thence old cast clouts and old rotten 
rags, and ‘et them down by cords into 
the dungeon to Jeremiah. 


12 And Ebed-melech the Ethiopian 


JEREMIAH, XXXVIIL 


said unto Jeremiah, Put now these old 
cast clouts and rotten rags under thine 
armholes under the cords. And Jere- 
miah did so. 


18 So they drew up Jeremiah with 
cords, and took him up out of the 
dungeon: and Jeremiah remained in 
the court of the prison. 


14 & Then Zedekiah the king sent, 
and took Jeremiah the prophet unto 
him into the third entry that zs in the 
house of the Lorn; and the king said 
unto Jeremiah, I will ask thee a thing; 
hide nothing from me. 


15 Then Jeremiah said unto Zedekiah, 
If I declare i¢ unto thee, wilt thou not 
surely put me to death? and if I give 
thee counsel, wilt thou not hearken 
unto me? 


16 So Zedekiah the king sware se- 
cretly unto Jeremiah, saying, As the 
Lorn liveth, that made us this soul, I 
will not put thee to death, neither 
will I give thee into the hand of these 
men that seek thy life. 


17 Then said Jeremiah unto Zedekiah, 
Thus saith the Lorn, the God of hosts, 
the God of Israel; If thou wilt agsured- 
ly go forth unto the king of Baby- 
lon’s princes, then thy soul shall live, 
and this city shall not be burned with 
tire; and thou shalt live, and thine 
house: 


18 But if thou wilt not go forth to 
the king of Babylon's princes, then 
shall this city be given into the hand 
of the Chaldeans, and they shall burn 
it with fire, and thou shalt not escape 
out of their hand. 


1) And Zedehiah the king said unto 
Jeremiah, [am afraid of the Jews that 
are fallen to the Chaldeans, lest they 
deliver me into their hi ind, and they 
mock me. 


20 But Jeremiah said, They shall not 
deliver thee. Obey, | beseech thee, the 
voice of the Lorn, which I speak unto 
thee: so it shall be well unto thee, and 
thy soul shall live. 


21 But ifthou refuse to go forth, this 
ig the word that the Lorp hath shew- 
ed me: 


92 And, behold, all the women that, 
are left in the king of Judah's house 
shall be brought forth to the king of 
Babylon’s princes, and those women 
shall say, Thy friends have set thee 
on, and have prevailed against thee: 
thy feet are sunk in the mire, and they 
are turned away back. 


28 So they shall bring out all thy 
wives and thy children to the Chal- 
deans: and thou shalt not escape out 
of their hand, but shalt be taken by 
the hand of the king of Babylon: and 
thou shalt cause this city to be burned 
with fire. 


24 49 Then said Zedekiah unto Jere- 
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miah, Let no man know of these words, 
and thpu shalt not die. 


20 Dut if the princes hear that I have 
talked with thee, and they come unto 
thee, and say unto thee, Declare unto 
us now what thou hast said unto the - 
king, hide it not from us, and we will 
not put thee to death; also what the 
king suid unto thee: 


26 Then thou shalt say untu them, I 
resented my supplication before the 
‘ing, that he would not cause me to 
return to Jonathan’s house, to die there. 


27 'Then came all the princes unto 
Jeremiah, and asked him: and he told 
them according to all these words that 
the aati had commanded. So they left 
off speaking with him; for the matter 
was not perceived. 


28 So Jeremizh abode in the court of 
the prison until the day that Jerusalem 
was taken: and he was there when Je- 
rusalem was taken. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 


N the ninth year of Zedekiah king 

of Judah, in the tenth da llaY came 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon and 
all his army agaist Jerusalem, and 
they besieged it. 


2 And in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, 
ui the fourth month, the ninth day of 
the month, the city was broken up. 


& And all the princes of the king of 
Babylon came in, and sat in the middle 
gate, even Nergal-sharezer, Samear- 
nebo, Sarsechim, Rab-saris, Nergal- 
sharezer, Rab-mag, with all the residue 
of the princes of the king of Babylon. 


4 4 And it caine to pass, that when 
Zedekiah the king of Judah saw them, 
and all the men of war, then they fled, 
and went forth out of the city by night, 
by the way of the king’s garden, by the 
gate betwixt the two walls: and he 
went out the way of the plain. 


5 But the Chaldeans’ army pursued 
after them, and overtook Zedekiah in 
the plains of Jericho: and when they 
had taken him, they brought him up 
to Nebuchadnezzar hing of Babylon to 
Riblah in the land of Ilamath, where 
he gave judgment upon him. 


6 Then the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah in Riblah before his 
eyes: ulso the king of Babylon slew all 
the nobles of Judah. 


7 Moreover he put out Zedekiah’s 
eyes, and bound him with chains, to 
carry him to Babylon. 


8 ¢ And the Chaldeans burned the 
king’s house, and the houses of the 
people, with fire, and brake down the 
walls of Jerusalem. 


JEREMIAH, XL. 
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_ 9 Then Nebuzar-adan the captuin of 

the gare carried away captive into 
Babylon the remnant of the people that 
remained in the city, and those that 
fell away, that fell to him, with the 
rest of the people that remained. 


10 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard left of the poor of the peo- 
le, which had nothing, in the land of 
Tudah, and gave them vineyards and 
tields at the same time. 


11 | Now Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon gave charge concerning Jere- 
miah to Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard, saying, 


12 Take him, and look well to him, 
and do him no harm; but do unto him 
even as he shal] say unto thee. 


18 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard sent, and Nebushasban, Rab- 
saris, and Nergal-sharezer, Rab-mag, 
and all the king of Babylon's prilices ; 


14 Even they sent, and took Jere- 
miah out of the court of the prison, 
and committed him unto Gedaliah the 
son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, 
that he should carry him home: so he 
dwelt among the people. 


15 ¢ Now the word of the Lorp came 
unto Jeremiah, while he was shut up 
in the court of the prison, saying, 


16 Go and speak to Ebed-melech 
the Ethiopian, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel; Be- 
hold, I will bring my words upon this 
city for evil, and not for good; and 
they shall be accomplished in that day 
before thee. 


17 But I will deliver thee in that 
day, saith the Logn: and thou shalt 
not be given into the hand of the men 
of whom thou art afraid. 


18 For J will surely deliver thee, and 
thou shalt not fall by the sword, but 
thy life shall be for a prey unto thee: 
because thou hast put thy trust in me, 
saith the Lorp. 


CHAPTER XL. 


HE word that came to Jeremiah 

from the Lorp, after that Nebuzar- 
adan the en of the guard had let 
him go from Ramah, when he had taken 
him being bound in chains among all 
that were carried away captive of Je- 
rusalem and Judah, ees were carried 
away captive unto Bab ylon. 


2 And the ca ave of the guard took 
Jeremiah, and said unto him, The 
Toorp thy God hath pronounced this 
evil upon this place. 


3 Now the Lorn hath brought i, and 
done according as he hath said: be- 
cause ye have sinned against the Lorn, 
and have not obeyed his voice, there- 
fore this thing is come upon you. 


4 And now, behold, 1 loose thee this 
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day from the chains which were upon 
thine hand. If it seem aie unto thee 
to come with me into Babylon, aba 
and I will look well ante t ee: but if 
it seem ill unto thee to come with me 
into Babylon, forbear: behold, all the 
land is before thee: whither it seem- 
eth good and convenient for thee to 
go, thither go. 


5 Now while he was not yet gone 
back, he said, Go back also vi (xedaliah 
the son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, 
whom the king of Babylon hath made 
governor over the cities of Judah, and 
dwell with him among the people: or 
go wheresoever it seemeth convenient 
unto thee to go. So the captain of the 
guard gave him victuals and a reward, 
and let him go. 


6 Then went Jeremiah unto Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam to Mizpah; and 
dwelt with him among the people that 
were left in the land. 


7 4 Now when all the captains of the 
forces which were in the fields, even 
he and their men, heard that the king 

3abylon had made Gedaliah the son 
i Ahikam governor in the land, and 
had committed unto him men, and wo- 
men, and children, and of the poor of 
the land, of them that were not carried 
away captive to Babylon; 


8 Then they came to Gedaliah to 

Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah, and Johanan and Jonathan the 
sons of Kareah, and Seraiah the son of 
Tanhumeth, and the sons of Ephai the 
Netophathite, and Jezaniah the son of 
a Maachathite, they and their men. 


9 And Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan sware unto them 
and to their men, saying, Fear not to 
serve the Chaldeans: dwell ‘in the land, 
and serve the king of Babylon, and it 
shall be well with you. 


10 As for me, behold, I will dwell at 
Mizpah, to serve the Chaldeans, which 
will come unto us: but ye, gather ye 
wine, and summer fruits, and oil, and 
put them in you. vessels, and dwell in 
your cities that ye have taken. 


11 Likewise when all the Jews that 
were in Moab, and among the Am- 
monites, and in Edom, and that were 
in all the countess heard that the 
king of Babylon had left a remnant of 
Judah, and that he had set over them. 
Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan; 


12 liven all the Jews returned out of 
all places whither they were driven, 
and came to the land of Judah, to 
Gedaliah, unto Mizpah, and gathered 
wine and summer fruits very much.

4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising early and 
sending them, saying, Oh, do not this 
abominable thing that I hate.

20 § Then Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, to the men, and to the women, 
and to all the people which had given 
him that answer, saying, 


21 The incense that ye burned in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jerusalem, ye, and your fathers, your 
kings and your princes, and the peo- 
ple of the land, did not the Lorp re- 
member them, and came it not into 
his mind? 


22 So that the Lorn could no longer 
bear, because of the evil of your 
doings, and because of the abomina- 
tions which ye have committed; there- 
fore is your land a desolation, and 
an astonishment, and a curse, without 
an inhabitant as at this day.

7 Babylon hath been a golden cup in 
the Lorn’s hand, that made all the earth 
drunken: the nations have drunken 
of her wine; therefore the nations 
are mad. 

& Babylon is suddenly fallen and de- 
stroyed: howl for her; take balm for 
her pain, if so be she may be healed. 
y We would have healed Babylon, 
but she is not healed: forsake her, 
and let us go every one into his own 
country: for her judgment reacheth 
unto heaven, and is lifted up even to 
the skies. 

10 The Lorn hath brought forth our 
righteousness: come, and let us declare 
in Zion the work of the Lorn our God. 

11 Make bright the arrows; gather 
the shields: the Lorn hath raised up 
the spirit of the kings of the Medes: 
for his device ¢#¢ against Babylon, to 
destroy it; because it zs the vengeance 
of the Lorp, the vengeance of his 
temple. 

12 Set up the standard upon the 
walls of Bubylon, make the watch 
strong, set up the watchmen, prepare 
the ambushes: for the Lorn hath both 
devised and done that which he spake 
against the inhabitants of Babylon. 

3 © thou that dwellest upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine 
end Is come, and the measure of thy 
covetousniess, 

4 The Lorn of hosts hath sworn by 
iamaale saying, Surely I will till thee 
with men, as with caterpillers; and 
they shall lift up a shout against thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by his 

ower, he hath established the world 

y his wisdom, and hath stretched out 
the heaven by his understanding. 

16 When he uttereth hes voice, there is 
# multitude of waters in the heavens; 
and he causeth the vapours to ascend 
from the ends of the earth: he maketh 
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lightnings with rain, and bringeth forth 
the wind out of his treasures. 

17 Every man is brutish by his know- 
ledge; every founder is confounded 
by the graven image: for his molten 
image is falsehood, and there is no 
breath in them. 

18 ‘They are vanity, the work of errors: 
in the time of their visitation they shall 
perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob is not like 
thein; for he zs the former of all things: 
and Jsrael is the rod of his inheritance: 
the Lory of hosts zs his name. 

20 Thou arg my battle ax and wea ous 
of war: for with thee will I brea 
picces the nations, and with thee will 

destroy kingdoms; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieces the horse and his rider; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
chariot and his rider; 

22 With thee also will I break in 
pieces man and woman; and_ with 
thee will I break in pieces old and 
young; and with thee will I break in 
ae the > youns man and the maid; 
23 1 will also break in pieces with 
thee the shepherd and his flock; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
husbandman and his yoke of oxen; 
and with thee will I break in pieces 
captains and rulers. 

24 And | will render unto Babylon 
and to all the inhabitants of Chaldea 
all their evil that they have done in 
Zion in your sight, saith the Lorn. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, O 
destroying mountain, saith the Lorn, 
which destroyest all ‘the earth: and I 
will stretch out mine hand upon thee 
and roll thee down from the rocks, anc 
will make thee a burnt mountain. 

26 And they shall not take of thee 
a stone for a corner, nor a stone for 
foundations; but thou shalt be deso- 
late for ever, saith the Lorn. 

27 Set ye up a standard in the land, 
blow the trumpet among the nations, 
prepare the nations against her, call 
together against her the kingdoms of 
Ararat, Minni, and Ashchenaz; appoint 
a captain against her; cause the horses 
to come up us the rough caterpillers. 
28 Prepare agaiust her the nations 
with the kings of the Medes, the cap- 
tains thereof, and all the rulers thereof, 
and all the land of his dominion. 

29 And the land shall tremble and 
sorrow; for every purpose of the Lorb 
shall be performed against Babylon, 
to make the land of Babylon a deso- 
lation without an inhabitant. 

30° The mighty men of Babylon have 
forborn to fight, they have remained 
in their holds: their might hath failed; 
they became #8 women: they have 
burned her dwellingplaces; her bars 
are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet another, 
and one messenger to meet another, to 
shew the king of Babylon that his city 
is tuken at one end, 

32 And that the passages are stopped, 
and the reeds they have burned with 
fire, and the men of war are affrighted. 
33'For thus saith the Lorp of hosts 
the God of Israel; ‘The daughter of 
Babylon is like a threshin floor, i is 
time to thresh her: yet a little while, 
and the time of her harvest shall come. 
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84 Nebuchadeezzar the king of Baby- 
lon hath devoured me, he hath crushed 
me, he hath made me an empty vessel, 
he hath swallowed me up like a dra- 
gon, he hath filled his belly with my 
elicates, he hath cast me out. 

Be The violence done to me and to 

flesh be upon Eewicn: shall the 
in abitant of 7 ion say; and my blood 
upon the inhabitants of Chaldea, shall 
Jerusalem say. 

36 Therefore. thus saith the Lorn; Be- 
hold, I will plead thy cause, and take 
vengeance for thee; and I will dry up 
her sea, and make her s rings dry. 

37 And Babylon shall become heaps, 
a dwellingplace for dragons, an asto- 
nishment, and an hissing, without an 
inhabitant. 

88 They shall roar together like lions: 
they shall yell as lions’ whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and I will make them drunken, 
that they may rejoice, and sleep a 
perpetual sleep, and not wake: saith 
the Lorn. 

40 I will bring them down like lambs 
to the slaughter, like rams with he goats. 

41 How is Sheshach taken! and how 
is the praise of the whole earth sur- 
prised! how is Babylon become an 
astonishment. among the nations! 

42 The sea is come up upon Babylon: 
she is covered with the multitude of 
a waves thereof. 

$8 Hér cities are a desolation, a dry 
ind. and a wilderness, a land wherein 
no man dwelleth, neither doth any son 
of man Boa thereby. 

I will punish Bel in Baby- 
lon, aiid I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath swallowed 
up: and the nations shall not flow to- 
gether any more unto him: yea, the 
wall of Babylon shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the midst 
of her, and deliver ye every man his 
soul from the fierce anger of the Lon». 

46 And lest your heart faint, and ye 
fear for the rumour that shall be heard 
in the land; arumour shall both come 
one year and after that in another 
year shall come a rumour, and vivlence 
in the land, ruler against ruler. 

44 Therefore, behold, the days cone, 
that I will do judament vas the graven 
images of Babylon: and her whole land 
shal] be confounded, and all her slain 
shall fall in the midst of her. 

{48 ‘Then the heaven and the earth, 
and all that ie therein. shall sing for 

Babylon: for the spoilers shall come 
unto Ne from the north, saith the Lorn. 

AY As Babylon hath caused the slain 
of Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall 
fall the slain of all the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
go away, stand not still: remember 
the Lorn afar off, and let Jerusalem 
come into your mind. 

61 We are confounded, because we 
have heard reproach: shame hath cover- 
ed our faces: for strangers are come 
into the sanctuaries of the Lorn’s 


ouse. 
52 Wherefore, behold, the days come 
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saith the Lorn, that I witf do Iudement 

on her graven images: an gh 
al her land the wounded shall groan. 
53 Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, yet 
from me shall spoilers come unto her, 
saith the Lorp. 


h4 <A sound of a ery cometh from 
Babylon, and great destruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans: 


5h Because the Lorp hath spoiled 

Babylon, and destroyed out of her the 
great voice; when her waves do roar 
like great waters, a noise of their voice 
is uttered: 


56 Because the spoiler is come upon 
her, even upon Babylon, and her mighty 
men are taken, every one of their 
bows is broken: for the Lorn God of 
recompences shall surely requite. 


57@ And I will make drunk her princes, 
and her wise men, her captains, and 
her rulers, and her mighty men: and 
they shall "sleep a perpetual slecp, and 
not wake, saith the King, whose name 
is the Lorn of hosts. 


58 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts; The 
broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly 
broken, and her high gates shall be 
burned with fire; and the people shall 
labour in vain, and the folk in the 
fire, and they shall be weary. 


59 | The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the son 
of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when 
he went with Zedekiah the king of 
Judah into Babylon in the fourth year 
of his reign. And this Seraiah was a 
quiet prince. 


60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all 
the evil that should come upon Baby- 
lon, even all these words that are 
written against Babylon. 


61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When thou comest to Babylon, and 
shalt see, and shalt read all these words; 


62 Then shalt thou say, © Lorp, thou 
hast spoken against this place, to cut 
it off, that none shall remain in it, nei- 
ther man nor beast, but that it shall 
be desolate for ever. 


63 And it shall be, when thou hast. 
made an end of reading this book, éhut 
thou shalt bind a stone to it, and cast 
it into the midst of Euphrates: 


64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise from 
the evil that J will bring upon her: 
and they shall be weary. ‘lhus far are 
the words of Jeremiah. 


CHAPTER LIL 


y fue was one and twenty 
4 years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was: 
rae ul the daughter of Jeremiah of 
abnah. 
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2 And he did that which was evil in 
the eyes of the Lorp, according to all 
that Jehoiakim had done. 


3 For through the anger of the Lorp 

it came to pass in Jerusalem and Ju- 
dah, till he had cast them out from 
his 'presence, that Zedekiah rebelled 
against the king of Babylon. 


4 | And it came to pass in the ninth 

ear of his reign, in the tenth month, 
in the tenth of the month, that 
Nebuchadrezzar ce of Babylon came, 
he and all his army, against. Jerusalem, 
and pitched against it, and built forts 
against it round about. 


§ So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 


6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that there was 
no bread for the people of the land. 


7 Then the city was broken up, and 
all the men of war fled, and went forth 
out of the oy by night by the way 
of the gate between the two walls, 
which was by the king’s garden; (now 
the Chaldeans were by the city round 
about:) and they went by the way of 
the plain. 


$ 9 But the araty of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook 
coed in the plains of Jericho; and 

his army was scattered from him. 


9 Then they took the king, and carried 
him up unto the king of Babylon to 
Riblah in the land of Hamath; where 
he gave judgment upon him. 


10 And the king of Babylon slew the 

sons of Zedekiah before his eyes: he 
slew also all the princes of Judah in 
Riblah, 


1] Then he put out the eyes of Ze- 

dekiah ; and the king of Babylon bound 
him in chains, and. carried him to 
Babylon, and put him in prison till 
the day of his death. 


12 4 Now in the tifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which aweas the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon, came Nebuzar-adan, 
captain of the guard, which served the 
king of Babylon, into Jerusalem, 


13 And burned the house of the Lorn, 
and the king’s house; and all the houses 
of Jerusalem, and all the houses of the 
great men, burned he with fire: 


14 And all the-army of the Chaldeans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down all the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. 


15 ‘Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
me uard carried away captive certain 

f the poor of the people, and the 
rabid of the people that remained in 
the city, and tho se that fell away, that 
fell to the king of Babylon, and the 
rest of the multitude. 


16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard left certain of the poor of 
the land for vinedressers and for hus- 
bandmen. 
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17 Also the pillars of brass that were 
in the house of the Loxp, and the 
bases, and the brasen sea that was in 
the house of the Lorn, the Chaldeans 
brake, and carried all the brass of then 
to Baby! lon. 


18 The caldrons also, and the shovels, 
and the snuffers, and the bowls, and 
the speons, and all the vessels of brass 
wherewith they ministered, took they 
away. 


19 And the basons, and the firepans 
and the bowls, and the caldrons, and 
the candlesticks, and the spoons, and 
the cups; that which was of gold in 
gold, and that which was of silver in 
silver, took the captain of the guard 
away. 


20 The two pillars, one sea, and twelve 
brasen bulls that were under the bases, 
which king Solomon had made in the 
house of the Lorp: the brass of 
these vessels was without weight. 


21 And concerning the_ pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen cubits: 
and a tillet ot twelve cubits did com- 
pass it; and the thickness thereof was 
four fingers: ¢¢ was hollow. 


2 And a chapiter of brass was upon 
- and the height of one chapiter was 
five cubits, with network and pome- 
granates upon the chapiters round 
about, all of brass. The second pillar 
also and the pomegranates were like 
unto these. 


23 And there were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side; and all the 
pomegranates upon the aetwork were 
an bundred round about. 


24 9 And _the captain of the guard 
took Seraiah the chief priest, and Ze- 
phaniah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door: 


25 He took also out of the city an 
eunuch, which had the charge of the 
men of war; and seven men of them 
that were near the king’s person, which 
were found in the city; and the prin- 
cipal seribe of the host, who mustered 
the people of the land; and threescore 
men of the people of the land, that 
were found in the midst of the city. 


26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard took them, and brought them 
to the king of Babylon to Riblah. 


27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in Riblah 
in the land of Uamath. Thus Judah 
was carried away captive out of his 
own land. 


28 ‘This is the people whom. Nebu- 
chadrezzar carried away captive: in 
the seventh yeur three thousand Jews 
and three and twenty: 


29 In the eighteenth year of Nebu- 
chadrezzar he carried away captive 
from Jerusalem eight hundred thirty 
und two persuns: 
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30 In the three and twentieth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzar-adan the 
- Captain of the guard carried away cap- 
tive of the Jews seven hundred forty 
and five persons: all the persons were 
A thousand and six hundred. 


1 4 And it came to pass in the seven 


a thirtieth year of the captivity of 


Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth 
month, in the five and twentieth day 
of the month, that Evil-merodach king 
of Babylon in the jfirst year of his 
reign lifted up the head of Jehoiachin 
king of Judah, and brought him forth 
out of prison, 


32 And spake kindly unto him. and 
set his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon, 

33 And changed his prison garmeuts: 
and he did continually eat bread be- 
fore him all the days of his life. 


34 And for his diet, there was a con- 


tinual diet. given him of the king of 


Babylon, every day 2 portion until the 
day of his death, all the days of his 
life,

CHAPTER IL. 


OW it came to pass in the thir- 

tieth year, in the fourth month, in 
the fifth day ‘of the month, as 1 was 
mnong the eaptives by the river of 
Chebar, that the heavens were opened, 
and To saw visions of God. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, which 
was the fifth year of king Jehoiachin’s 
captivity, 

’ The word of the Lorn came ex- 
pressly unto Kzehiel the priest, the 
son of Buzzi, in the land of the Chal- 
deans by the river Chebar; and the 
hand of the Lorp was there upon him. 

4 4 And J looked, and, behold, a 
whirlwind came out of the north, a 
great cloud, and a fire infolding itself, 
and a brightness was about it, and out 
of the nudst thereof as the colour of 
amber, out of the midst of the fire. 

® Also out of the midst thereof came 
the likeness of four living creatures. 
And this was their appearance; they 
had the likeness of a man. 

6 And every one had four faces, and 

every one had four wings. 
7 And their feet were straight feet; 
and the sole of their feet was hke the 
sole of u ealf’s foot: and they sparkled 
like the colour 6f burnished brags. 

% And they had the hands of a man 
under their wings on their four sides; 
and they four had their faces and their 
wings. 

9 ‘Their wings were joined one to 
another; they turned not when they 
went; they went every one straight 
forward. 

10 As for the likeness of their faces 
they four had the face of a man, and 
the face of a lion, on the right side: 
and they four had the face of an ox 
on the left side; they four also had 
the face of an eagle. 

lt Thus were their faces: and their 
wings were stretched upward; two 
mings of every one were joined one to 
another, and two cov sell their bodies. 

12 And they went every one straight 
forward: whither the spirit was to go, 
they went; and they turned not when 


they went. 


13 As for the Hkeness of the living 
creatures, their appearance was like 
burning coals of fire, and like the ap- 
pearance of lamps: it went up and 
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down among the living creatures; and 
the fire was bright, and out of the fire 
went forth lightning. 

14 And the living creatures ran and 
returned as the appearance of a flash 
of lightning. 

15 § Now as I beheld the living crea- 
tures, behold one wheel upon the earth 
by the living creatures, with his four 
faces. 

16 The appearance of the wheels and 
their work was like unto the colour of 
a beryl: and they four had one like- 
ness: and their appearance and their 
work was as it were a wheel in the 
middle of a wheel. 

17 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides: and they turned not 
when they went. 

18 As for their rings, they were so 
high that they were readful ; and their 
rings were full of eyes round about 
them four. 

19 And when the living creatures 
went, the w heels went by them: and 
when the living creatures were lifted 
up from the earth, the wheels were 
lifted up. 

20 Whithersoever the spirit was to 
go, they went, thither was their spirit 
to go; and the wheels were lifted up 
over against them: for the spirit of the 
living creature was in the wheels. 

21 When those went, these went; and 
when those stood, these stood; and 
when those were lifted up from the 
earth, the wheels were lifted up over 
ngs Linst them: for the spirit of the liv- 
ing creature was in the wheels. 

2 And the likeness of the firmament 
upon the heads of the living creature 
was as the colour of the terrible ery- 
stal, stretched forth over their heads 
above. 

23. And under the firmament were 
their wings straight, the one toward 
the other: every one had two, which 
covered on this side, and every one 
had two, which covered on that side, 
their bodies. 

24 And when they went, I heard 
the noise of their wings, like the noise 
of great waters, as the voice of the 
Almighty, the voice of speech, as the 
noise of an host: when they stood, 
they let down their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from the 
firmament that was over their heads, 
when they stood, and had let down 
their wings. 

26 § And above the tirmament that 
was over their heads was the likeness 
of a throne, as the appearance of a 
sapphire stone: and upon the likeness 
of the throne was the likeness as the 
appearance of a man above upon it, 

7 And I saw as the colour of amber, 
as the appearance of fire round about 
within it, from the appearance of his 
loins even upward, and from the ap- 

earance of his loins even downward, 

saw as it were the appearance of fire, 
and it had brightness round about. 

28 As the appearance of the bow ne 
is in the cloud in the day of rain, 
was the appearance of the Eriphitiieds 
round about. This was the appearance 
of the likeness of the glory of the 
Lonp. And when I saw it, I fell upon 
my face, and I] heard a voice of one 
that spake, 
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CHAPTER IL 


A® I) he said unto me, Son of man 
stand upon thy feet, and I will 
speak unto thee. 


2 And the spirit entered into me 
when he spake unto me, and set me 
upon my feet, that I heard him that 
spake unto me. 


3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
1 send thee to the children of Israel 
to a rebellious nation that hath rebelled 
against me: they and their fathers 
have transgressed against mo, even 
unto this very day. 


4 For they are impudent children and 
stiffhearted. I do send thee unto them;

® And they, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear, (for 
they ave a rebellious house,) yet shall 
know that there hath been a prophet 
among them. 


G6 YF And thou, son of man, be not 
afraid of them, neither be afraid of 
their words, though briers and thorns 
be with thee, and thou dost dwell 
among scorpions: be not afraid of their 
words, nor be dismayed at their looks, 
though they be a rebellious house. 


7 And thou shalt speak my words 
unto them, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear: for they 
are most rebellious. 


& But thou, son of man, hear what I 
say unto thee; Be not thou rebellious 
like that rebellious house: open thy 
mouth, and eat that I give thee. 


9 FY Aud when I looked, behold, an ¢ 
hand was sent unto me: and, lo, a roll 
of a book wus therein; 


10 And he spread it before me; and 

it was written within and without: 
and there was written therein lamen- 
tutions, and mourning, and woe. 


CHAPTER TIL 


OREOVER he said unto me, Son 

of man, cat that thou tindest; eat 
this roll, and go speak unto the house 
of Israel. 


2 So 1 opened my mouth, and he 
caused me to eat that roll 


3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 

cause thy belly to eat, and fill thy 
bowels with this roll that I give thee.

10 Moreover he said unto me, Son of 
man, all my words that 1 shall speak 
unto thee receive in thine heart, and 
hear with thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of the 
captivity, unto the children of thy 
people, and speak unto them, and 
tell them, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear. 

12 Then the spirit took me up, and 
T heard behind me a voice of a great 
rushing, saying, Blessed be the glory 
of the Lorn from his place. 

13 / heard also the noise of the wings 
of the living creatures that touched 
one another, and the noise of the 
wheels over against them, and a noise 
of a great rushing. 


14 So the spirit lifted me up, and 

took me away, and J went in bitter- 
“ness, im the heat of my spirit; but 
the hand of the Lorn was. strong 
upon_me. 
{4 Then T came to then of the 
more at 'Tel-abib, that dwelt by 
the river of Chebar, and ] sat where 
they sat, and remained there asto- 
nished among them seven days. 


16 And it eame to pass at the end of 
seven days, that the word of the Lor» 
came unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, |] have made thee a 
watchman unto the house of Israel: 
therefore hear the word at my mouth, 
and give them warning from me. 


[8 When I say unto the wicked, ‘Thou 
shalt surely die; and thou g: tvest. him 
not warning, nor speakest. to warn the 
wicked from his wicked way, to save 
his life; the same wicked man shall 
die in his iniquity; but his blood will 
T require at thine hand. 


19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, and 
he turn not from ‘his wickedness, nor 
from his wicked way, he shall die in 
his iniquity; but thou hast. delivered 
thy soul: 

20 Again ; When a righteous mean 
doth turn from his righteousness, and 
commit iniquity, and J lay a = stum- 
blingblock before him, he shall die: be- 
cause thou hast not given him warning, 
he shall die in his sin, and his righteous- 
ness which he hath done shall not be 
remembered: but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand. 


21 Nevertheless if thou warn tht 
righteous man, that the righteous sin 
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not, and he doth not sin, he shall 
surely live, because he is warned; also 
thou hast delivered thy soul 


22 ¥ And the hand of the Lorp was 
there upon me; and he said unto me, 
Arise, go forth into the plain, and I 
will there talk with thee. 


23 Then I arose, and went forth into 
the plain: and, behol d, the glory of the 
Lorp stood there, as the glory which 
TI saw by the river of Chebar: and I 
fell on my face. 


24 Then the spirit entered into me, 
and set me upon my feet, and spake 
with me, aud said unto me, Go, shut 
thyself within thine house. 


25 But thou, O son of man, behold, 
they shall put bands upon thee, and 
shall bind thee with them, and "thou 
shalt not go vut among them: 


26 And I will make thy tongue cleave 
to the roof of thy mouth, that thou 
shalt be dumb, and shalt not be to 
them a reprover: for they are a re- 
bellious house. 


27 But when I speak with thee, I will 
open thy mouth, and thou shalt say 
unto them, ‘Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
He that heareth, let him hear; and he 
that forbeareth, let him forbear: for 
they are a rebellious house. 


CHAPTER IV. 


TEIVHOU also, son of man, take thee 

a tile, and lay it befure thee, and 
pourtray upon it the city, even Jeru- 
coe mn: 

2 And lay siege against it, and build 
7 fort against it, and cast a mount 
against it; set the camp also against 
it, and Bet battering rams against it 
round about. 


3 Moreover take thou unto thee an 
iron pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between ‘thee and the city: and set th 
face against it, and it shall be besieged, 
and thou shalt "1 ay siege ugainst it. ‘This 
shall be a sign to the house of Israel. 


4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, 
wud jay the iniquity of the house of 
Israel upon it: according to the num- 
ber of the days that thou shalt lie 
upon it thou shalt bear their iniquity. 


o For | have laid upon thee the years 
of their on uity, according to the 
number of the days, three hundred 
and ninety days: sv shalt thou bear 
the iniquity of the house of Israel. 


6 And when thou hast accomplished 
them, lie again on thy right side, and 
thou shalt bear the iniquity of the 
house of Judah forty days: I have ap- 
pointed thee each day for a year. 

7 Therefore thou shalt set thy face 
toward the siege of Jerusalem, and 
thine arm shall be uncovered, and thou 
shalt prophesy against it. 

8 And, behold, I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee from 
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one side to another, till thou hast ended 
the days of thy siege. 


9 4 Take thou also unto thee wheat 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, an 
millet, and fitches, and put them in 
one Vv essel, and make thee bread thereof, 
according to the number of the days 
that thou shalt lie upon thy side, three 
hundred and ninety days shalt thou 
eat thereof. 


10 And thy meat which thou shalt eat 
shall be by weight, twenty shekels a 
day: from time to time shalt thou eat it. 


11 Thou shalt drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of an hin: from 
time to time shalt thou drink. 


12 And thou shalt eat it as barley 
cakes, and thou shalt bake it with 
dung that cometh out of man, in their 
sight. 

13 And the Lorn sail, Kven thus 
shall the children of Isr: nel eat their 
defiled bread among the’ Gentiles, 
whither TI will drive them. 


14 Then said J, Ah Lord Gon! be- 
hold, my soul hath not been polluted: 
for from my youth up even till now 
have I not eaten of that which dieth 
of itself, or is torn in pieces: neither 
came there abominable flesh into my 
mouth. 


15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I have 
given thee cow’s dung for man’s dune, 
ae thou shalt prepare thy bread there- 
with. 

16 Moreover he said unto me, Son of 
man, behold, I will break the staff of 
bread in Jerusalem: andthey shall eat 
bread by weight, and with care; and 
they shall drink water by measure, 
and with astonishment: 


17 That they may want bread and 
water, and be astonied one with an- 
other, and consume away for their 
iniquity. 


CHAPTER V. 


ND thou, son of man, take thee a 

sharp knife, take thee a barber's 
razor, and cause it to pass upon thine 
head and upon thy beard: then take 
hee balances to weigh, and divide the

2 Thou shalt burn with fire a third 
part in the midst of the city, when 
the days of the siege are fultille led: and 
thou shalt take a third part, aud smite 
about it with a knife: anda third part 
thou shalt scatter in the wind; and I 
will draw out a sword after them. 

& Thou shalt also take thereof a few 
in number, and bind them in thy 
skirts.

Jerusalem: I have set it in the midst, 
of the nations and countries that are 
round about her. 
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G And she hath changed my judg- . 
ments into wickedness more than the 
nations, and my statutes more than 
the countries that are round about her: 
for they have refused my judgments 
and my statutes, they have not walked 
mn them. 


7 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Hecate ye multiplied more than the 
nations that are round about you, and 
have not walked in my statutes, neither 
have kept my judgments, neither have 
done according to the qucemens of the 
nations that are round about you; 


& Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I, even I, am against thee, and 
will execute judgments in the midst 
of thee in the sight of the nations. 


9 And I will do in thee that which I 

have not done, and whereunto | will 
not do any more the like, because of 
all thine abominations. 


10 Therefore the fathers shall cat the 
sons in the midst of thee, and the 
sons shall eat their fathers; ‘and I will 
execute judgments in thee, and the 
whole remnant of thee will’ I scatter 
into all the winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, caith the 
Lord Gon; Surely, because thou hast 
detiled my sanctuary with all thy 
detestable things, and with all thine 
abominations, therefore will I also 
diminish thee; neither shall mine eye 
spare, neither will [ have any pity. 

12 9 A third part of thee shall die 
al the pestilence, and with famine 
shall they be consumed in the midst 
of thee: and a third part shall fall by 
the sword round about thee; and I 
will scatter a third part into all the 
winds, and J] will draw out a sword 
after them. 

13 Thus shall mine anger be accom- 
plished, and I will cause my fury to 
rest upon them, and J will be com- 
forted: and they shall know that T the 
Lorn have spoken zin my zeal, when 
have accomplished my fury m them.

crease the famine upon you, and will 
break your staff of bread: 


17 So will I send upon you famine 
and evil beasts, and they shall bereave 
thee; and pestilence and blood shall 
pass through thee; and I will bring 
the sword upon thee. I the Lorn have 
spoken at.

ND the word of the Lorp came

shall be scattered through the countries. 

% And they that escape of you shall 
remember me among the nations whi- 
the: they shall be carried captives, be- 
cause J am broken with their whorish 
heart, which hath departed from me, 
and with their eyes, which go a whor- 
ing after their idols: and they shall 
lothe themselves for the evils which 
they have committed in all their abo- 
minations. 

10 And they shall know that 1 am the 
Lorn, and that I have not said in vaiu 
that I would do this evil unto them. 

11 ¢ Thus saith the Lord Gov: Smite 
with thine hand, and stump with thy 
foot, and say, Alas for all the evil abu- 
minations of the house of Israel! for 
they shall fall by the sword, by the 
famine, and by the pestilence.

10 Behold the day, behold, it is come: 
the morning is gone forth; the rod 
hath blossomed, pride hath budded. 

{1 Violence is risen up into a rod of 
wickedness: none of them shall remain, 
nor of their multitude, nor of any of 
theirs: neither shall there be wailing 
fur them. 

12 The time is come, the day draweth 
near: let not the buy er rejoice, nor 
the seller mourn: tor wrath ¢s upon 
all the multitude thereof: 

13 For the seller shall not return to 
that which is sold, although they were 
vet alive: for the Vision ¢g touching 
the whole multitude thereof, which 
shall not return; neither shall any 
strengthen himself in the iniquity of 
his life. 

14. They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready; but none 
goeth to the bnttle: for my wrath is 
upon all the multitude thereof. 

1h The sword és without, and the pesti- 
lence and the tamine within: he 
that es in the field shall die with the 
sword: and he that ¢s in the city. fa- 
anne and pestilence shall devour him. 

6 FY But they that escape of them 
shal escape, and shall be on the moun- 
tains like doves of the valleys, all of 
them. aoe ene every one for his 
iniquit 

7, Alt hands shall be feeble, and all 
knees shall be weak as water. 

18 ‘They shall also gird themselves with 
sackcloth, and horror shall cover them; 
and shame shall be upon all faces, and 
baldness upon all their heads, 

19 ‘They shal) cast their silver in the 
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streets, and their old shall be removed: 
their silver and their gold shall not be 
able to deliver them in the diy of the 
wrath of the Lorp: they shall not sa- 
tisfy their souls, neither fill their bo- 
wels: because it is the stumblingblock 
of their En qUILy 

20 4 As for the beauty of his orna- 
ment, he set it in majesty: but they 
made the images of their abominations 
and of their detestable things therein: 
therefore have I set it far from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers fur a prey, and to the 
wicked of the earth for a spoil; and 
they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from them, 
and they shall pollute my secret place: 
for the robbers shall enter into it, and 
defile it. 

23.9 Make a chain: for the land is 
full of bloody crimes, and the city is 
full of violence. 

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst 
of the heathen, and they shall possess 
their houses: I will also make the 
ay of the strong to cease; and their 
1oly places shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction cometh; and they shall 
seek peace, and there shall be none. 

26 Mischief shall come upon mischief, 
and rumour shall be upon rumour; 
then shall they seek a vision of the 
prophet; but the law shall perish from 
the priest, and counsel from the an- 
cients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the 
prince shall be clothed with desolation, 
and the hands of the pene of the 
land shall be troubled: 1 will do unto 
them after their way, and according 
to their deserts will ] judge them; and 
they shall know that I am the Lorp. 


CHAPTER VII 


ND it came to pass in the sixth 

year, in the sixth month, in the 
fifth day of the month, as I satin mine 
house, and the elders of Judah sat be- 
fore me, that the hand of the Lord 
Gop fell there upon me.

13 9 He said also unto me, Turn thee 
yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations that they do. 

14 ‘Then he brought me to the door 
of the gate of the Lorn’s house which 
mas toward the north; and, behold, 
there sat women weeping for ‘Tammuz. 

15 J Then said he unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, () son of man? turn thee 
yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations than these. 

16 And he brought me into the inner 
court of the Lorp’s house, and, behold, 
at the dvor of the temple of the Lorp, 
between the porch : anit the altar, rere 
about five and twenty men, with their 
backs toward the temple of the Lorn, 
and their faces toward the east; and

9 Then said he unto me, The ini- 
quity of the house of Israel and Judah 
is exceeding great, and the land is full 
of blood, and the city full of perverse- 
ness: for they say, The Lonp bath 
forsaken the earth, and the Jorn 
seeth not. 


10 And as for me also, mine eye shall 
not spare, neither will I have pity, but

11 And, behold, the man clothed 
with linen, which had the inkhorn by 
his side, reported the matter, saying, 
I have done as thou hast command- 
ed me. 


CHAPTER X. 


HEN I looked, and, behold, in the 

firmament that was above the head 
of the cherubims there appeared over 
them as it were a sapphire stone, as 
the appearance of the likeness of a 
throne.

8 4 And there appeared in the cherub- 
ims the form otk man’s hand under 
their wings. 

9 And when J looked, behold the 
four wheels by the cherubims, one 
wheel by one cherub, and another 
wheel by another cherub: and the 
appearance of the wheels was as the 
colour of a beryl stone. 

10 And as for their appearances, they 
four had one likeness, as if a wheel 
had been in the midst of a wheel. 

11 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides; the: turned not a8 
they went, but to the place whither 
the head looked they followed it; they 
turned not as they went. 

12 And their whole body, and their 
backs, and their hands, and_ their 
wings, and the wheels, were full of 
eyes round about, even the wheels 
that they four had. 

13 As for the wheels, it was cried 
unto them in my hearing © wheel. 

And every one had four faces: 
the first face was the face of a cherub, 

and the second face was the face of a 
man, and the third the face of a lion, 
and the fourth the face of an eagle. 

15 And the cherubims were lifted up. 
This 7s the living creature that 1 saw 
by the river of Chebar. 

16 And when the cherubims went, 
the wheels went by them: and when 
the cherubims lifted up their wings 
to mount up from the earth, the same 
wheels also turned not from beside 
them. 

17 When they stood, these stood; and 
when they were lifted up, these lifted 
up themselves also: for the spirit of 
the living creature was in them. 

is Then the glory of the Lorp de- 
ately from off the threshold of the 
10use, and stood over the cherubims. 

19 And the cherubims lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth 
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in my sight: when they went out, the 
wheels also were beside them, and 
every one stood at the door of the east 
gate of the Lorp’s house; and the 
glory of the God of Israel was over 
them above. 


90 This is the living creature that I 
saw under the God of Israel by the 
river of Chebar; and I knew that they 
were the cherubims. 


21 Every one had four faces apiece, 
and every one four wings; and the 
likeness of the hands of a man was 
under their wings. 


22 And the likeness of their faces 
was the same faces which I saw by 
the river of Chebar, their appearances 
and themselves: they went every one 
straight forward. 


CHAPTER XI. 


If OREOVER the spirit lifted me 
up, and brought me unto the 
east gate of the Lorn’s house, which 
looketh eastward: and behold’ at the 
door of the gate five and twenty men; 
amoug whom J saw Jaazaniah the son 
of Azur, and Pelatiah the son of Be- 
naiah, princes of the people.

Your slain whom ye have laid in the 
midst of it, they are the flesh, and 
this city ts the caldron: but, T will 
bring you forth out of the midst of it. 


% Ye have feared the sword; and I 
will bring a sword upon you, saith the 
Lord Gop 

9 And T will bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and deliver you into 
the hands of strangers, and will exe- 
cute judgments among you. 


~ 10 Ye shall fall by the sword; [ will 
judge you in the border of Israel ; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lorp. 


11 This cit eras wot be your caldron, 
neither sha be the flesh in the 
midst thereof; Y but I will judge you in 
the border of Israel: 

12 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp: for ye have not walked in my 
statutes, neither executed my judg- 


and give wicked counsel in 
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ments, but have done after the man- 
ners of the heathen that are round 
about you. 
138 | And it came to pass, when I 
rophesied, that Pelatiah the son of 
Bensiah died. Then fell I down upon 
my face, and cried with a loud voice, 
and said, Ah Lord Gon! wilt thou 
make a full end of the remnant of 
Israel? 

14 Again the word of the Lorn came 
unto me, saying, 

1h Son of man, thy brethren, even 
thy brethren, the men of thy kindred, 
and all the house of Israel wholly, are 
they unto whom the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem have said, Get you far from 
the Lorn: unto us is this land given 
in possession, 


16 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Although “have cast them far 
off among the heathen and although J 
have scattered them among the coun- 
tries, yet will T be to them as a little 
sanctuary in the countries where they 
shall come. 

17 Therefore say, ‘Thus saith the Lord 
Gon; I will even gather you from the 
people, and assemble you out of the 
countries where ye have been scattered, 
and IT will give you the land of Israel. 


18 And they shall come thither, and 
they shall take away all the detestable 
things thereof and all the abominations 
thereof from thence. 

19 And J will give them one heart, 
and I will put a new. spirit within 
you; and IT will take the stony heart 
out of their flesh, and will give them 
an heart of flesh: 

20 ‘That they may walk in my statutes, 
und keep mine ordinances, and do 
them: and they shall be my people, 
and J will be their God.

16 And of thy garments thou didst 
take, and deckedst thy high places 
with divers colours, and playedst the 
harlot thereupon: the like things shall 
not come, neither shall it be so, 

17 Thou hast also taken oy fair jewels 
of my gold and of my silver, which | 
had given thec, arc madest to thy- 
self images of men, and didst com- 
mit whoredom with them, 

18 And tookest thy broidered garments, 
and coveredst them: and thou hast set 
mine oil and mine incense before them. 
19 My meat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, where-- 
with 1 fed thee, thou hast even set it 
before them for a sweet savour: and 
thus it was, saith the Lord Gon. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
borne unto ine, and these hast thou 
sacrificed unto them to be devoured. /s 
this of thy whoredoms a small matter, 
21 That. thou hast slain my children, 
and delivered them to cause them to 
pass through the frre for them? 

22 And in all thine abominations and 
thy whoredoms thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, when 
thou wast naked and bare, and wast 
polluted in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! saith 
the Lord Gon: ) 

24 That thou hast also built unto thee 
an eminent place, and hast made thee 
an high place in every street. 

25 ‘Thou hast built thy high place at 
every head of the way, and hast made 
thy beauty to be abhorred, and hast 
opened thy feet to every one that passed 
by, and multiplied thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed fornica- 
tion with the Egyptians thy neighbours, 
great of flesh; and hast increased thy 
whoredoms, to provoke me to anger. 
27 Behold, therefore I have stretched 
out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished thine ordinary food, and 
delivered thee unto the will of them that 
hate thee, the daughters of the Philis- 
tines which are ashamed ofthy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, because thou wast 
unsatiable; yea, thou hast played the 
harlot with them, and yet couldest not 
be satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplie 2d thy 
fornication in the land of Canaan unto 
Chaldea; and yet thou wast not satisfied 
herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith the 
Lord Gon, seeing thou doest. all these 
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things, the work of an imperious whor- 
ish woman; 

31 In that thou buildest thine eminent 
place in the head of every way, and 
makest thine high place in every street; 
and hast not been as an harlot, in 
that thou scornest hire; 

32 But as a wife that committeth 
adultery, which taketh strangers in- 
stead of her husband! 

33 ‘They give gifts to all whores: but 
thou givest thy gifts to all thy lovers, 

and hirest them, that they may come 
unto thee on every side for thy whore- 
dom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, where- 
as none felloweth thee to commit 
whoredoms: and in that thou givest 
a reward, and no reward is given unto 
thee, therefore thou art contrary. 

3) 9 Wherefore, © harlot, hear the 
word of the Lorn: 

36 Thus saith the Lord Gon; Because 
thy filthiness was poured out, and thy 
nakedness discovered through thy 
whoredoms with thy lovers, and with 
all the idols of thy abominations, and 
hy the blood of thy children, which 
thou didst give unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather all 
thy lovers, with whom thou hast taken 
pleasure, and all ¢hem that thou hast 
loved, with all themthat thou hast hated; 
I will even gather them round about 
against thee, and will discover thy 
nakedness unto them, that they may 
see all thy nakedness.

39 And IT will also give thee into their 
hand, and they shall throw down thine 
eminent place, and shall break down 
thy high places: they shall strip thee 
also of thy clothes, and shalltake thy fair 
jewels, and leave thee naked and bare. 

40 They shall also bring up a com- 
pany against thee, and = they = shall 
stone thee with stones, and thrust thee 
through with their swords. 

41 And they shall burn thine houses 
with fire, and execute judgments upon 
thee in the sight of many women: and 
I will cause thee to cease from pli tying 
the harlot, and thou also shalt give no 
hire any more. 

42 So will IT make my fury toward 
thee to rest, and my jealousy shall 
depart from thee, and I will be quiet, 
and will be no more angry. 

48 Because thou hast not remembered 
the days of thy youth, but hast fretted 
me in all these things; behold, there- 
fore I also will recompense thy way 
upon thine head, saith the Lord Gon: 
and thou shalt not commit this lewd- 
ness above all thine abominations. 

44 49 Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use this proverb against 
thee, saying, As zs the mother, so zs her 
daughter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
that lotheth her husband and her chil- 
dren; and thou art the sister of thy 
sisters , which lothed their husbands 
and their children: your mother was 
an [ittite, and your father an Amorite. 

46 And thine elder sister zs Samaria, 
she and her daughters that dwell at 
thy left hand: and thy younger sister, 
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that dwelleth at thy right hand, is 
Sodom and her daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after 
their ways, nor done after their abo- 
minations: but, as if that were a very 
little thing, thou wast corrupted more 
than they in all thy ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord Gon, 
Sodom thy sister hath not done, she 
nor her daughters, as thou hast done, 
thou and thy daughters. 

49 Behold, this was the iniguity of 
thy sister Sodom, pride, fulness of bread, 
and abundance of idleness was in her 
and in her daughters, neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor and 
needy. 

50 Knd they were haughty, and com- 
mitted abomination before me: there- 
fore I took them away as I suw good. 

51 Neither hath Samaria committed 
half of thy sins; but thou hast mul- 
tiplied thine abominations more than 
they, and hast justified thy sisters in 
all thine abominations which thou hast 
done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged thy 
sisters, bear thine own shame for thy 
sins that thou hast committed more 
abominable than they: they are more 
righteous than thou: yea, be thou con- 
founded also, and bear thy shame, in 
that thou hast quetiaed thy sisters. 

68 When I shall bring again their 
captivity, the captivity of Sodom and 
her daughters, and the captivity of 
Samaria and her daughters, then al 
1 bring again the captivity of thy cap- 
tives in the midst of them: 

54 That thou mayest bear thine own 
shame, and mayest be confounded in 
all that thou hast done, in that thou 
art a comfort unto them. 

55 When thy sisters, Sodom and her 
daughters, shall return to their former 
estate, and Samaria and her daughters 
shall return to their former estate, then 
thou and thy daughters shall return 
to your former estate. 

56 For thy sister Sodom was not 
mentioned by thy mouth in the day 
of thy pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness was discov- 
ered, as at the time of thy reproach 
of the daughters of Syria, and all that 
are round about her. the daughters of 
the Vhilistines which despise thee 
round about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness and 
thine abominations, saith the Lorn. 

59 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I 
will even deal with thee as thou hast 
done, which hast despised the oath in 
breaking the covenant. 

60 FY Nevertheless I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days 
of thy youth, and J will establish unto 
thee an everlasting covenant. 

61 Then thou shalt remember thy 
ways, and be ashamed, when thou 
shalt receive thy sisters, thine elder 
and ae younger: and I will give them 
unto thee for daughters, but not by 
thy covenant. 

65 And I will establish my covenant 
with thee; and thou shalt know that I 
am the Lorn: : 

63 That thou mayest remember, and 
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amie . oor: 


be confounded, and never open thy 
mouth any more because of thy 
shame, when I am pacified toward

29 I will also save you from all your 
uncleannesses: and I will call for the 
corn, and will inerease it, and Iny no 
famine upon you. 


30 And I will multiply the fruit of 


the tree, and the increase of the field, 
that ye ‘shall receive no more reproach 
of famine among the heathen. 


31 Then shall ye remember your own 
evil ways, and your doings that aere 
not good, and shall lothe yourselves 
in your own sight for your iniquities 
and for your abominations. 


32 Not for your sakes do I this, saith 

the Lord Gon, be it known unto you: 
be ashamed and confounded for your 
own ways, Q house of Israel. 


33 Thus saith the Lord Gon; In the 
day that I shall have cleansed you 
from all your iniquities I will also 
cause you to dwell in the cities, and 
the wastes shall be builded. 

34 And the desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the 
sight ‘of all that passed by. 

35 And they shall say, This land that 
was desolate is become like the garden

8 § After many days thou shalt be 
visited: in the latter years thou shalt 
come into the land thai is brought 
back from the sword, and ?s gathered 
out of many people, against the moun- 
tains of Israel, which have been al- 
ways waste: but it is brought forth out 
of the nations, and they shall dwell 
safely all of them. 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come like 
a storm, thou shalt be like a cloud to 
cover the land, thou, and all thy bands, 
me many people with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gon; It shall 
also come to pass, that at the same 
time shall things come into thy mind, 
and thou shalt think an evil thought:

{he stairs thereo!, and measured the 
threshold of the pate, which was one 
reed broad; and the other threshold of 
the gute, which was one reed broad. 


7 And every little chamber was one 
reed Jong, and one reed broad; and 
between the little chambers were five 
cubits; and the threshold of the gate 
by the porch of the gate within was 
one reed. 

S He measured also the porch of the 
gate within, one reed, 


9 ‘Then measured he the porch of the 
meatle, eight cubits; and the posts there- 
of, two cubits; and the porelt of the 
gate was inward, 

10 And the little chambers of the gate | 
eastward were three on this side, and 
three on that side; they three were of 
one measure: and the posts had one 
measure ot this side and on that side. 


1) And he measured the breadth of 
the entry of the gate, ten cubits; and 
the Jength of the gate, thirteen cubits. 
12 The space also before the little 
chambers was one cubil on this side, 
nnd the space was one cubit on that 
side: and the little chambers were six 
cubits on this side, and six cubits on 
that. side. 

I3 Ile measured then the gate from 
the roof of ove little chamber to the 
roof of another: the breadth was tive 
and twenty cubits, door against door. 


14 He made also posts of threescore 
cubits, even unto the post of the court 
round about the gate. 


> And trom the faee of the gate of 
the entrance unto the face of the porch 
of the inner gate were filly cubits, 

16 And there were varrow windows to 
the litthe chambers, and to their posts 
within the gate round about, and like- 
wise to the arches: and windows were 
round about inward: and upen each 
post were palm trees. 


17 Then brought he me into the out- 
ward court, and, lo, ¢here were chatm- 
bers, and a pi avement made for the 
court round about: thirty chambers 
were upon the pavement. 

Is And the pavement by the side of 
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the gates over against the length of 
the gates was the lower pavement. 


19 Then he measured the breadth 


from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits eastward 
and northward. 

20 € And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north 
he measured the length thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
were three on this side and three on 
that side; and the posts thereof and 
the arches thereof were after the 
measure of the first gate: the length 
thereof was fifty cubits, and the breadth 
five and twenty cubits. 


22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were after 
the measure of the gate that looketh 
toward the east; and they went up 
unto it by seven steps; and the arches 
thereof were before them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was Over against the gate toward the 
north, and toward the east; and he 
measured from gate to gate an hundred 
cubits. 

24 9 After that he brought me toward 
the south, and behold a gate toward 
the south: and he measured the posts 
thereof and the arches thereof accord- 
ing to these measures. 

25 And there were windows in it and 
in the arches thereof round about, like 
those windows: the length was fifty 
cubits, and the breadth five and twenty 
cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps to go 
up to it, and the arches thereof were 
before them: and it had palm trees, 
one on this side, and another on that 
ace upon the posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south: and he mea- 
sured from gate to gate toward the 
south an hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by the south gate: and he mea- 
sured the south gate according to these 
measures 

29 And ‘tlie little chambers thercof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to ‘these measures: 
and there were Windows in it and in 
the arches thereof round about: 2f was 
tifty cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 


30 And the arches round about were 
five and twenty cubits long, and five 
cubits broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were toward 
the utter court; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereof: and the going 
up to it had eight ates 
32 4 And he brought me into the 
. Inner court toward the ecast:-and he 
messunee the gate according to these 
measu 

38 ren the litthe chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, were according to these mea- 
sures: und there were windows therein 
and in the arches thereuf round about: 
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it was iifty cubits long, and five and 
twenty cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were to- 
ward the outward court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof, on 
this side, and on that side: and the 
going up to it hud eight steps. 

35 4 And he brought me tu the north 
gute, and measured ¢¢ according to 
these measures; 

36 ‘Lhe little chambers thereof, the 
posts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
and the windows to it round about: 
the length was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

$7 And the pusts thereof were toward 
the utter court; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereof, on this side, 
and ou that side: and the guing up to 
it head eight steps. 

38 And the chambers and the entries 
thereof were by the posts of the gates, 
where they washed the burnt offering. 


39° 49 And in the porch of the gate 
were two tables on this side, and two 
tables on that side, to slay thereon the 
burnt offering and the sin offering and 
the trespass offering. 

40 And at the side without, as one 
gueth up to the entry of the north 
gate, were two tables; and on the other 
side, which was at the porch of the 
gate, were two tables. 

41 Pour tables were on this side, and 
four tables on that side, by the side of 
the gate; eight tables, whereupon they 
slew thea SACTUCES. 

42 And the four tables were of hewn 
stone for the burnt offering, of a cubit 
and an half long, and a cubit and an 
half broad, and one cubit high: where- 
upon also they laid the instruments 
wherewith they slew the burnt offer- 
ing and the sacrifice. 

43 And within were hooks, an hand 
broad, fustened round about: and upon 
the tables was the flesh of the offering. 


44 9 And without the inner gate 
were the chambers of the singers in 
the inner court, which was at the side 
of the north gate; and their prospect 
was toward the south: one at the side 
of the east gate having the prospect 
toward the north.

47 So he measured the court, an hun- 
dred cubits long, and an hundre d cu- 
bits broad, foursquare; and the altar 
that was betore the house. 

48 4 And he brought me to the porch 
of the house, and measured each post 
of the porch, five cubits on this side, 
and five cubits ou that side; and the 
breadth of the gate was three cubits 
me this side, and three cubits un that 
side. 
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49 The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits; and he brought me by the steps 
whereby they went up to it: and there 
were pillars by the posts, one on this 
side, and another on that side. 


CHAPTER XLI. 


A‘ TERWARD he brought me to the 
temple, and measured the posts, 
six cubits broad on the one side, and 
six cubits broad on the other side, 
which was the breadth of the tabernacle.

4 So he measured the length thereof, 
twenty cubits; and the breadth, twenty 
cubits, before ‘the temple: and he said 
unto me, This és the most holy place. 


& After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of 
crery side chamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on ey ery side. 


G And the side chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of the house for the side cham- 
bers round about, that they might 
have hold, but they had not hold in 
the wall of the house. 


7 And there wes an enlarging, and a 
winding about still upward to the side 
chambers: for the winding «about of 
the house went still upward) round 
about the house: therefore the breadth 
of the house was sédd upward, and so 
increased from the lowest chamber to 
the highest by the midst. 


8 I saw also the height of the house 
round about: the foundations of the 
side chambers were ua full reed of six 
great cubits.

the separate place at the end toward 
the west was seventy cubits broad; 
and the wall of the building was five 
eubits thick round about, and the 
length thereof ninety cubits.

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13 So hie measured the house, an hun- 
dred cubits long; and the separate 
place, and the building, with the walls 
thereof, an hundred cubits long;

15 And he measured the length of 
the building over against the separate 
place which was behind it, and the 
gilleries thereof on the one side and 
on the other side, an hundred cubits, 
with the inner temple, and the porches 
of the court;

19 So that the face of a man was to- 
wird the palm tree on the one side, 
wnd the face of a young lion toward 
the palm tree on the other side: a ewes 
made through all the house round 
about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubims and palm trees 
made, and ov the wall of the temple. 

21 ‘The posts of the temple were 
squared, aud the face of the sanctuary; 
the appe: arance of the one as the ap- 
pearance of the other. 

2? The altar of wood was three cubits 
high, and the length thereof two cu- 
bits; and the corners thereof, and the 
length thereof, and the walls thereof, 
mere of wood: and he said unto me, 
This ew the table that és before the Lorn.

Yio And the doors had two leaves 
apiece, two turning leaves; two deaves 
for the one door, and two leaves for 
the other door.

CHAPTER XLII. 


Re he brought me forth into the 
utter court, the way toward the 
north; and he brought me into the 
chamber that was over against the se- 
parate place, and which was before the 
building toward the north. 

2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits was the north door, and the 
breadth was fifty cubits. 

3 Over against the twenty cubits which 
were for the inner court, and over 
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against the pavement which was for 
the utter court, was gallery against 
gallery in three stories. 


4+ And before the chambers was a 
walk often cubits breadth inward, a 
way of one cubit; and their doors to- 
ward the north. 

5 Now the upper chambers were 
shorter: for the galleries were higher 
than these, than the lower, and than 
the middlemost of the building. 


6 For they were in three stories, but 

had not pillars as the pillars of the 
courts: therefore the building was strait- 
ened more than the lowest and the 
middlemost from the ground. 


7 And the wall that was without over 
against the chambers, toward the utter 
court on the forepart of the chambers, 
the length thereof was fifty cubits. 


% For the length of the chambers that. 
were in the utter court was fifty cubits ; 

and, lo, before the temple were an hun- 
dred cubits. 

9 And from under these chambers wes 
the entry on the east side, as one 
goeth into them from the utter court. 


10 The chambers were in the thick- 
ness of the wall of the court toward 
the east, over against the separate 
place, and over against the building. 


{1 And the way before them was like 
the appearance of the ehambers which 
mere toward the north, pe long as they, 
and as broad as they! and all their 
goings out were both ac cording to their 
fashions, and according to their doors. 


12 And according to the doors of the 

chainbers that were toward the south 
was a door in the head of the way, 
even the way directly before the wall 
powate the east, as one entereth into 
them. 


13 ¢ Then said he unto me, The north 

chambers and the south chambers, 
which are before the separate place, 
they be holy chambers, where the 
priests that approach unto the Lorp 
shall ent the most holy things: there 
shall they lay the most holy things, 
and the meat offering, and the sin 
offering, and the trespass offering; for 
the place zs holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the holy 
place into the utter court, but there 
they shall lay their garments wherein 
they minister; fur they are holy; and 
shall put on other garments, and shall 
approach to those things which are for 
the people. 


15 Now when he had made an end of 
measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth toward the gate whose pros- 
pect 7s toward the east, and measured 
It round about. 

16 He measured the east side with the 
measuring reed, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring reed round about. 

17 He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring 
reed round about. 
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18 He measured the south side, five 

hundred reeds, with the measunng 
reed. 

19 | He turned about to the west 
side, and measured tive hundred reeds 
with the measuring reed. 

‘() He measured it by the four sides: 
it had a wall round about, five hundred 
reeds long, and five hundred broad, to 
make @ separation between the sanc- 
tuary and the profane place. 


CHAPTER XLII 


At TERWARD he brought me to 
the gate, even the gate that looketh 
toward the east: 

2 And, behold, the glory of the God of 
Israel came trom the way of the east:

shall the house of Israel no more defile, 


neither they, nor their kings, by their 


whoredom, nor by the carcases of their 
kings in their high places. 

x In their setting of their threshold 
by my thresholds, and their post by 
my posts, and the wall between me 
and them, they have even detiled my 
holy name by their abominations that 
they have committed: wherefore I have 
consumed them in mine anger. 

Now let them put away their whore- 
dom, and the carcases of their kings, 
far from me, and I will dwell in the 
midst of them for ever. 

10 9 ‘Thou son of man, shew the house 
to the house of Tsrael, that they may 
be ashamed of their iniquities: and let 
them measure the pattern.

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing i, thou shalt offer a young 
bullock without blemish, and a ram 
out of the flock without ble amish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them before 
the Lorp, and the priests shall cast 
galt upon them, and they shall offer 
them up for a burnt offertug unto the 
Lorp. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare 
every day a goat for a sin offering: 
they shall also prepare a young bul- 
lock, and a ram outof the flock, with- 
out blemish, 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shall con- 
secrate firenineliee 

27 And when these duys are expired, 
it shall be, éhat upon the eighth day, 
and so forward, the priests shall make 
your burnt offerings upon the altar, 
and your peace offerings; and I will 
accept you, saith the Lord Gop. 
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f¥XILEN he brought me back the way 

of the gate of the outward sanc- 
tuary which looketh toward the east; 
and it was shut. 

2 Then said the Lorp unto me; This 
gate shall be shut, it shall not be opened, 
and no man shail enter in by it; be- 
cause the Lorp, the Goud of Israel 
hath entered in by it, therefore it shall 
be shut. 

> It is for the prince; the prince, he 
shall sit in it to eat brend before "the 
Lorp; he shall enter by the way of the 
porch of thaé gate, and shall go out by 
a way of the same. 

4 4 Then brought he me the way of 
the north gate before the house: and I 
looked, and, behold, the glory of the 
Lorn filled the house of the Lorp: and 
I fell upon my face.

all that | say unto thee concerning all 
the ordinances of the house of the Lorn 
nnd all the laws thereof; and mark ‘well 
the entering in of the house, with every 
going forth of the sanctuary.

8 And ye have not kept the charge 
of mine holy things: but ye have set 
keepers of my charge in my sanctuary 
for yourselves. 

9 § Thus saith the Lord Gov; No 
stranger, uncircumcised in heart, nor 
uneireumeised in flesh, shall enter into 
my sanctuary, of any stranger that is 
among the children of I latael 

10 And the Levites that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, which went astray away from 
me after their idols; they shall even 
bear their iniquit 

{1 Yet they sh: nll be ministers in my 
sanctuary, having charge at the gates 
of the house, and ministering to the 
house: they shall slay the burnt offer- 
ing and the sacrifice for the people, 
and they shall stand before them ty 
minister unto them. 

l2 Because they ministered unto them 
before their idols, and caused the 
house of Israel to fall into iniquity; 
therefore have | lifted up mine hand 
against them, saith the Lord Gop, and 
they shall bear their iniquity. 

13) And, they shall not come near 
unto me, to do the office of a pr et 
unto me, nor to come near ty an 
my holy things, in the most Poly 
pluce: but they shall bear their shade. 
und their abominations which they 
have committed, 
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14 But I will make them keepers of 
the charge of the house, for all the 
service thereof, and for all that shall 
be done therein. 


1h | But the priests the Levites, the 
sons of Zadok, that kept the charge of 
my sanctuary when the children of 
Israel went astray from me, they shall 
come near to me to minister unto me, 
and they shall stand before ine to offer 
unto me the fat and the blood, saith 
the Lord Gon: 


16 They shall enter into my sanctuary, 
and they shall come near to my table, 
to minister unto me, and they shall 
keep my charge. 

17 F And it shall come to pass, that 
when they enter in at the gates of the 
inner court, they shall be clothed with 
linen gurments: und no wool shall 
come upon them, whiles they minister 
in the gates of ‘the Inner court, and 
within. 

18 ‘They shall have linen bonnets 
upon their beads, and shall have linen 
breeches upon their loins; they shall 
not gird themselves with any thing that 
causeth sweat. 


19 And when they go forth into the 
utter court, even into the utter court. 
tov the people, they shall put off their 
garments wherein they ministered, and 
lay them in the holy chambers, and 
they shall put on other garmeuts: and 
they shall not sanctify the people with 
their garments.

“2 And they shall teach my people 
the difference between the holy and 
pe and cause them to discern 
etween the unclean and the clean. 


24 And in controversy they shall stand 
in judgments; and they shall judge it 
according to my judginents: and they 
shall keep my Inws and iny statutes 
in all mine assemblies; and they shall 
hallow my sabbaths. 

26 And they shall come at no dead 
person to defile themselves: but for 
father, or for mother, or for son, or 
for daughter, for br other, or for sister 
that hath had no husband, they may 
defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they shall 
reckon untu him seven days. 


27 And in the day that he goeth into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, 
to minister in the sanctuary, he shall 
offer his sin offering, saith the Lord 


drop 

28 ‘And it shall be unto them for an 
inheritance: I am their inheritance: 
and ye shall give them no possession 
in Israel: I am their possession. 

29 They shall eat the meat offering, 
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and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering; and every | dedicated thing in 
Israel shall be their’. - 

30 And the first of all the firstfruits 
of all things, and every oblation of all, 
of every sort of your oblations, shall 
be the priest’s: ye shall also give unto 
the priest the first of your dough, that 
he may cause the blessing to rest in 
thine house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing that is dead of itself, or torn, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 


CHAPTER XLV. 


hy ee LOVER, when ye shall divide 
by lot the land for inheritance, 
ye shall offer an oblation unto the 

Lorn. an holy portion of the land: the 
length shall ie the length of five and 
twenty thousand reeds, and the breadth 
shall be ten thousand. This shall be 
holy in all the borders thereof round 
about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanc- 
tuary five hundred in length, with five 
hundred tn breadth, square round 
about; and fifty cubits round about 
for the suburbs thereof. 

8 And of this measure shalt thou 
measure the length of five and twenty 
thousand, and the breadth of ten thou- 
sand: and in it shall be the sanctuary 
and the most holy place. 

4 The holy portion of the land shall 
be for the priests the ministers of the 
sanctuary, which shall come near to 
minister unto the Lorp: and it shall 
be a place for their houses, and an 
holy place for the sanctuary. 

5 And the five and twenty thousand 
of length, and the ten thousand of 
breadth, shall also the Levites, the 
ininisters of the house, have for them- 
selves, for a possession for twenty 
ch: imbers. 

6 9 And ye shall appoint the posses- 
sion of the city five thousand broad, 
and five and twenty thousand long, 
over against the oblation of the holy 
portion: it shall be for the whole house 
of Israel. 

7 9 And a portion shall be for the 
prince on the one side and on the other 
side of the oblation of the holy portion, 
and of the possession of the’ city , be- 
fore the me ation of the holy portion, 
and before the possession of the city, 
from the west side westward, and from 
the cast side eastward: and the length 
shall be over against one of the por- 
tions, from the west border unto the 
east border. 

8 In the land shall be his possession 
in Israel: and my princes shall no 
more oppress my people; and the rest 
of the land shall they give to the house 
of Israel according to their tribes. 

9 § ‘Thus saith the Lord Gon: Let it 
suffice you, O princes of Israel: remove 
violence and spoil, and execute judg- 
ment and justice, take away your 
exactions from my people, saith the 
Lord Gop. 

10 Ye shall have just balances, and — 
u just ephah, and a just bath. 
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11 The ephah and the bath shall be 
of one measure, that the bath may 
contain the tenth part of an homer, 
and the ephah the tenth part of an 
homer: the measure thereof shall be 
after the homer. 


12 And the shekel shall be twenty 
gerahs: twenty shekels, five and twenty 
phere fifteen shekels, shall be your

13 This is the oblation that ye shall 
offer; the sixth part of an ephah of an 
homer of wheat, and ye shall give 
the sixth part of an ephah of an homer 
of barley: 

14 Concerning the ordinance .of oil, 
the bath of oil, ye shall offer the tenth 
part of a bath out of the cor, which is 
an homer of ten baths; for ten baths 
are an homer: 


15 And one lamb out of the floek, out 

of two hundred, out of the fat p: astures 
of Israel; for a meat offering, and for 
a burnt offering, and for pence offerings, 
to make reconciliation for them, saith 
the Lord Gop. 


16 All the people of the land shall 
give this ablation for the prince in 
Israc 

17 And it shall be the prince’s part 
to give burnt offerings, and meat offer- 
ings, and drink offerings, in the feasts, 
and in the new moons, and in’ the 
sabbaths, in all solemnities of the 
house of Israel: he shall prepare the 
sin offering, and the meat offering, and 
the burnt offering, and the peace offer- 
ings, to make reconciliation for the 
house of Israel. 


18 Thus saith the Lord Gon; In the 
first month, in the first duty of the 
month, thou shalt take a young bullock 
without blemish, and cleanse the sanc- 
tuary: 


19 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering, and put a 
upon the posts of the house, and upon 
the four corners of the settle of the 
altar, and upon the posts of the gate 
of the inner court. 

20 And go thou shalt do the seventh 
day of the month for every, one that 
erreth, and for him that is simple: so 
shall ye reconcile the house. 


21 In the first month, in the fourteenth 

day of the month, ye shall have the 
paeoy er, a feast of seven days; un- 
eavened bread shall be eaten. 


22 And upon that day shall the prince 
prepare for himself and for all the peo- 
ple of the land a bullock for a sin 
offering.

offering. 

24 And he shall prepare a meat otfer- 
ing of an ephah for a bullock, and an 
ephah for a ram, and an hin of oil for 
an ephah. 

2) In the seventh month, in the 
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fifteenth di of the month, shall he do 
the like in the feast of the seven days, 
according to the sin offering, according 
to the burnt offering, and according to 
the meat offering,an according tothe oil. 


CHAPTER XLVI. 


'I.HUS saith the Lord Gon; The gate 

of the inner court that looketh to- 
ward the east shall be shut the six 
working days; but on the sabbath it 
shall be opened, and in the day of the 
new moon it shall be opened. 

a And the prince shall enter by the 
of the porch of that gate without, 
shall stand by the post of the gate, 

and the priests shall prepare his burnt 
bHerine and his peace offerings, and 
he shall worship at the threshold of the 
gate: then he shall go forth; but the 
gate shall not be shut until the evening. 

3 Likewise the people of the land 
shall worship at the door of this gate 
before the Lsns in the sabbaths and 
in the new moons. 

4 And the burnt offering that the 
prince shall offer unto the Lorp in the 
sabbath day shall be six lambs without 
blemish, and a ram without blemish. 

5 And the meat offering shall be an 
ephah for a ram, and the meat offer- 
ing for the lambs as he shall be able 
to give, and an hin of oil to an ephah. 
6 And in the day of the new mvon 
zt shall be a young bullock without 
blemish, and six lambs, and a ram: 
they shall be without blemish. 

7 And he shall prepare a meat offer- 
ing, an ephah for a bullock, and an 
ephah for a ram, and for the lambs 
according as his hand shall attain unto, 
and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

8 And when the prince shall enter, 
he shall go in by the way of the porch 
of that gate, and he shall go forth by 
the way thereof. 
¥ § But when the people of the land 
shall come before the Lorp in the 
solemn feasts, he that entereth in by 
the way of the north gate to worshi 
shall go out by the way of the south 
gate; and he that entereth by the way 
of the south gate shall go forth by the 
way of the north gate: he shall not 
return by the way of the gate where- 
by he came in, but shall go forth over 
against it. 

10 And the prince in the midst of 
them, when they go in, shall go in; 
and when they go forth, shall go forth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the so- 
lemnities the meat offering shall be an 
ephah to a bullock, and an_ ephah to 
a ram, and to the lambs as he is able 
to give, and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall prepare 
a voluntary burnt offering or peace 
offerings voluntarily unto the Loro, 
one shall then open him the gate that 
looketh toward the east, and he shall 
prepare his burnt offering and his ‘peace 
offerings, as he did on the sabbath 
day: then he shall go forth; and after 
his going forth one shall shut the gate. 

13 ‘Thou shalt ea prepare a burnt 
offering unto the Lorn of a lamb of 
the first year without blemish: thou 
shalt prepare it every morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it every morning, the sixth 
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part of an ephah, and the third part 
of an hin of oil, to temper with the 
fine flour; a meat offering continually 
by a perpetual ordinanee unto the 
Lorp. 

15 Thus shall they prepare the lamb, 
and the ineat. offering, and the oil. 
every morning for a continual burnt 
offering. 

16 € ‘Thus saith the Lord Gop; Hf the 
prince give a gift unto any of his SOTIS, 
the inherit ance thereof shall he his 
sons’; it shall be their possession by 
inheritance. 

17 But if he give a gift of his inherit- 
ance to one of his servants, then it 
shall be his to the year of libe ty: after 
it shall return to the prince : but hits 
inheritance shall be his sous’ for them. 

IS Moreover the prince shall not take 
of the people’s inheritance by oppres- 
sion, to thrust them out of their pos- 
Re asion : but he shall give his) sous 
inheritance out of his Own possession: 
that my people be not scattered every 
ve au from his possession. 

9 4 After he brought me through the 
sae which was at the side of the 
gate, into the holy chambers of the 
priests, which looked toward the north:

6 Ye have sown much, and. bring in 
little; ye eat, but ye have not enough; 
ye drink, but ye are not filled with 
drink; ye clothe you, but there is none 
warm; and he that earneth wages 
earneth wages tv put it into a. bag 
with holes. 

7 4 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts; 
Gonalder your ways. 

8 Go up to the mountain, and brin 
wood, and build the house; and I will 
tuke pleasure i init, and I will be glori- 
fied, saith the Lory. 


HAGGAL, I. 
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9 Ye looked for much, and, lo, # came 
to little; and when ye brought it home, 
I did blow upon it. Why? saith the 
Lorn of hosts. Because of mine house 
that is waste, and ye run every man 
unto his own house. 


10 Therefore the heaven over you is 
stayed from dew, and the earth is 
stayed jrom her fruit. 


11 And I called for a drought upon 
the land, and upon the mountains, and 
upon the corn, and upon the new wine, 
and upon the oil, and upon that which 
the grourtd bringeth forth, and upon 
men, and upon cattle, and upon all 
the labour of the hands. 


12 ¢ Then Zerubbabel the son of Sheal- 
tiel, and Joshua the son of Josedech, 
the high priest, with all the remnant 
of the people, obeyed the voice of the 
Lorn their God, and the words of 
Ilaggai the prophet, as the Lorn their 
God had sent him, and the people did 
fear before the Lorn.

among you: fear ye not. 


6 For thus saith the Lorn of hosts; 
Yet once, it is a little while, and I will 
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shake the heavens, and the earth, and 
the sea, and the dry land; 


7 And I will shake all nations, and 

ma desire of all nations shall come: 
d I will fill this house with glory, 

saith the Lory of hosts. 

8 The silver is mine, and the gold zs 

mine, saith the Lorn of hosts. 


9 The glory of this latter house 
shall be greater than of the former, — 
saith the Lorp of hosts: and in this 
place will I give peace, saith the Lorp 
of hosts. 

10 | In the four and twentieth day 
of the ninth month, in the second year 
of Darius, came the word of the Lorp 
by Haggai the prophet, saying, 


11 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts; Ask 
now the priests concerning the law, 
saying, 

12 If one bear holy flesh in the skirt 
of his garment, and with his skirt do 
touch bread, ur pottage, or wine, or 
oil, or any meat, shall it be holy? And 
the priests answered and said, No. 


13 Then said Haggai, If one that is 
unclean by a dead body touch any of 
these, shall it be unclean? And _ the 
priests answered and said, Jt shall be 
unclean. 


14 Then answered Haggai, and said, 
So is this people, and so is this nation 
before me, saith the Lorn; and 80 is 
every work of their hands ; and that 
which they offer there ix unclean. 


15 And now, I pray you, consider 
from this day ‘and upward, from be- 
fore a stone was laid upon a stone in 
the temple of the Lorn: 


16 Since those days were, when one 
came to an heap of twenty measures, 
there were bul ten: when one came to 
the pressfut for to draw out fifty ves- 
sels out of the press, there were but 
twenty. 

17 I smote you with blasting and 
with mildew and with hail in all the 
labours of your hands; yet ye turned 
not to me, saith the Lorp. 


18 Consider now from this day and 
upward, from the four and twentieth 
day of the ninth month, even from the 
day that the foundation of the Lorp’s 
temple was laid, consider zt, 


19 Is the seed yet in the barn? yea, 
as yet the vine, and the fig tree, and 
the pomegranate, and the olive tree, 
hath not brought forth: from this day 
will I bless you. 

20 § And again the word of the Lorp 
came unto Haggai in the four and 
twentieth day of the month, saying, 


21 Speak to Zerubbabel, governor of

22 And I will overthrow the throne 
of kingdoms, and I will destroy the 
strength of the kingdoms of the hea- 
then; and I will overthrow the char lots 
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and those that ride in them; and the 
horses and their riders shall come 
-down, every one by the sword of his 
brother. 


23 In that day, saith the Lorn of 
hosts, will I take ‘thee, O Zerubbabel, 
my servant, the son of Shealtiel, saith 
the Lorn, and will make thee as a 
signet: for I have chosen thee, saith 
the Lorn of hosts.

he dealt with us. 


7 4 Upon the four and twentieth day 

of the eleventh month, which zs the 
month Sebat, in the second year of 
Darius, came the word of the Lonrp 
unto Zechariah, the son of Berechiah, 
the son of Iddo the prophet, saying, 


8 I saw by night, and behold a man 
riding upon a red horse, and he stood 
among the myrtle trees that were in 
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the bottom; and behind him were there 
red horses, "speckled, and white. 

9 Then said I, O my lord, what are 
these? And the angel that talked with 
me said unto me, I will shew thee 
what these be. 

10 And the man that stood among 
the myrtle trees answered and said, 
These are they whom the Lorp hath 
sent to walk to and fro through the 
earth. 

11 And they answered the angel of 
the Lorn that stood among the myrtle 
trees, and said, We have walked to 
and fro through "the earth, and, behold, 
all the earth sitteth still, and is at rest. 


12 ¥ Then the angel of the Lorn an- 
swered and said, O Lorp of hosts, how 
long wilt thou not have mercy on Je- 
rusalem and on the cities of Judah, 
against which thou hast had indigna- 
tion these threescore and ten years?

21 ‘Then said I, What come these to 
do?

9 For, behold, I will shake nuns hand 
upon therm, and they shall be a spoil 
to their servants: and ye shall know 
that the Lorn of hosts hath sent me.

before Zerubbabel thou shalt become a

8 Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

9 The hands of Zerubbabel have laid 
the foundation of this house; his hands 
shall algo finish it; and thou shalt know 
that the Lorp of hosts hath sent me 
unto you.

8 4 And the word of the Lory came 
unto Zechariah, saying, 


9 Thus speaketh the Lorn of hosts, 
saying, Execute true judgment, and 
shew mercy and Compassions every 
man to his brother: 


10 And oppress not the widow, nor 
the fatherle ess, the stranger, nor the 
poor; and let none of you imagine evil 
against his brother in your heart. 


1! But, they refused to hearken, and 
pulled away the shoulder, and stopped 
their ears, that they should not hear. 


J2 Yea, they made their hearts as an 
adamant stone, lest they should hear 
the law, and "the words which the 
Lorn of hosts hath sent in his spirit 
by the former prophets: therefore caine 
a great wrath from the Lor» of hosts. 


13 Therefore it is come to pass, that 
as he cried, and they would not. hear: 
so they cried, and T would not hear, 
saith the Lory of bosts: 


14 But J scattered them with a whirl 
wind among all the nations whom they 
knew not. ‘Thus the land was desolate 
after them, that no man passed through 
nor returned: for they laid the pleasant 
land desolate.

10 For before these days there was 
no hire for man, nor any hire for beast;

molten image. Thus they changed their 20) 
glory into the similitude of an ox that 
eateth grass. They forgat God their 2! 
saviour, which had done great things 
in Kgypt; Wondrous works in the land 22 
of Ham, and terrible things by the Ked 
sea. Therefore he said that he would 23 
destroy them, had not Moses his chosen 
stood before him in the breach, to turn: 
away his wrath, lest he should destroy . 
them. Yea, they despised the pleasant < 
land, they believed not his word: But 
murmured in their tents, avd hearkened 5 
not unto the voice of the Lorn. Therefore 26 
he lifted up his hand against them, to ._ 
overthrow them in the wilderness: To 44 
overthrow their seed also among the 
nations, and to scatter them inthe lands. 
They joined themselves also unto Baal- 2 
eor, and ate the sacrifices of the dead. 
‘hus they provoked him: a anger with - 
their inventions: and the plague brake 
in upon them. Then stood up Phinehas, 30 
and executed judgment: and so the 
plague was stayed. And that was 31 
counted unto him for righteousness 
unto all generations for evermore. They § 2 
angere aL hin also at the waters of strife, 
so that it went ill with Moses for their 
sakes: Because they provoked his spirit, 33 
so that he spake unadvisedly, with his 
lips. They did not destroy the nations, 3 
concerning whom the Lorn command- 
ed them: But were mingled among 35 
the heathen, and learned their works. 
And they served their idols: which 36 
were i snare unto them. Yea, they 37 
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sacrificed their sons and their daugh- 
ters unto devils, 

88 And shed innocent blood, even the 
blood of their sons and of their daugh- 
ters, whom they sacrificed unto the 
idols of Canaan: and the land was 
polluted with blood. 

39 Thus were they defiled with their 
own works, and went a whoring with 
their own inventions. 

4() Therefore was the wrath of the Lorn 
kindled against his people, insomuch 
that he abhorred his own inheritance.

4 And his sons went and feasted ¢ 
their houses, every one his day; and 
sent and called for their three sisters 
to eat and to drink with them.

Job sent and sanctified them, and rose 
up early in the morning, and. offered 
burnt offerings according to the num- 
ber of them all: for Job said, It may 
be that my sons have sinned, and 
cursed God in their hearts. Thus did 
Job continually. 


6 9 Now there was a day when the 
sons of God came to present themselves 
before the Lorp, and Satan came also 
among them. 


7 And the Lorn said unto Satan, 
Whence comest thou? Then Satan 
answered the Lorp, and said, Irom 
going to and fro in the ear th, and 
trom walking up and down in it.

16 While he zwuas yet speaking there 
came also another, and said, The fire 
of God is fallen from heaven, ‘and hath 
burned up the sheep, and the servants, 
and consumed them; and I only am 
escaped alone to tell thee. 

17 While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said, The Chal- 
deans made out three bands, and fell 
upon the camels, and have carried them 
away, yea, and slain the servants with 
the edge of the sword; and T only am 
escaped alone to tell thee. 

1% While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said, Thy sons 
and thy daughters awer eeating and drink- 
ing wine in their eldest brother’s house: 


19 And, behold. there came a great 
wind from the wilderness, and smote 
the four corners of the house, and it 
fell upon the young men, and they are 
dead; and IT only am eseaped alone to 
tell thee. 
20 Then Job arose, and rent his mantle, 
nnd shaved his head, and fell down 
upon the ground, and worshipped, 


21 And said, Naked came I out of my 
mother’s w omb, and naked shall J re- 
turn thither: the Lerp gave, and the 
Lorp hath taken aw ay; blessed be the 
name of the Lorn. 

2? In all this Job sinned not, nor 
charged God fvolishly. 


CHAPTER II. 


GAIN there was a day when the 

sons of God came to present them-

11 ¢ Now when Job’s three friends 
heard of all this evil that was come 
upon him, they came every one from 
his own place; Eliphaz the Temanite, 
and Bildad the Shuhite, and Zophar 
the Naamathite: for they had made an 
appointment together to come to mourn 
with him and to comfort him. 

12 And when they lifted up their eyes 
afar off, and knew him not, they lifted 
up their voic e, and wept; and they rent 
every one his mantle, ‘and sprinkled 
dust upon their heads “toward heaven. 


13 So they sat down with him upon 
the groundseven days and seven nights, 
and none spake a word unto him: for

16 Or as an hidden untimely birth I 
had not been; as infants which never 
saw light. 

17 ‘There the wicked cease from trou- 
bling; and there the weary be at rest. 

18 There the prisoners rest together; 
ae hear not the voice of the oppressor. 

19 The small and great are there; and 
the servant 7s free from his master. 

20 Wherefore is light given to him 
that is in misery, and life unto the

22 Which rejoice exceedingly, and are, 
glad, when they can find the grave?

2 And the name of the man was Eli- 
melech, and the name of his wife 
Naomi, and the name of his two sons 
Mahlon and © thilion, J¢phrathites of 
Beth-lehem-judah, And they came into 
the country of Moab, and continued 
there. 

3 And Klimelech Naomi’s husband 
died; and she was left, and her two sons. 

4 And they took them wives of the 
women of Moab; the uname of the one 
was Orpah, andthe name of the other 
Ruth: and they dwelled there about 
ten years. 

9 And Mahlon and Chilion died also 
both of them; and the woman was left 
of her two sous and her husband. 

6 J 'Then she arose with her daughters 
in law, that she might return from the 
country of Moab: for she had heard in 
the country of Moab how that the 
Lorn had visited his people in giving 
them bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out of 
the place where she was, and her two 
daughters in law with her; and they 
went on the way to return unto the 
land of Judah. 

8 And Naomi said unto her two 
daughters in law, Go, return each to 
ber mother’s house: the Lor» deal 
kindly with you, as ye have dealt with 
the dead, and with me. 

9 The Lorn grant you that ye may. 
find rest, each of you in the house of 
her husband. ‘Then she kissed them; and 
they lifted up their voice, and wept. 
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10 And they said unto her, Surely we 
will return with thee unto thy people. 
11 And Naomi said, ‘urn again, my 
daughters: why will’ ye go with me? 
arg there yet any more sons in my 
womb, that they may be your husbands 7? 
12 Turn again, my daughters, go your 
way; for I am too old to have an hus- 
band. If I should say, I have hope. if 
I should have an husband also to night, 
and should also bear sons; 


18 Would ye tarry for them till they 
were grown? would ye stay for them 
from having husbands? nay, my daugh- 
ters; for it grieveth me much for your 
sakes that the hand of the Lorp is 
gone out ugainst me. 

14 And they lifted up their voice, and 
wept again: and Orpah kissed her mo- 
ther in law; but Ruth clave unto her. 


15 And she said, Behold, thy sister 
in law is gone back unto her people, 
and unto her gods: return thou alter 
thy sister in law. 

16 And Ruth said, Intreat me not to 
leave thee, or to return from following 
after thee: for whither thou goest, | 
will go; and where thou lodgest, 1 will 
lodge: thy 
and thy God my God: 

17 Where thou diest, will J] die, and 
there will I be buried: the Lorp do so 
to me, and more also, cf ought but. 
death part thee and me, 

18 When she saw that she was sted- 
fastly minded to go with her, then she 
left speaking unto her. 

19 ¢ So they two went until they 
came to Beth-lehem. And it came to 
pees when they were come to Beth- 
ehem, that all the city was moved 


about ‘them, and they said, Js this 
Naomi? 
20 And she said unto them, Call me 


not Naomi, call me Mara: for the Al- 
mighty hath dealt v ery bitterly with me. 


21 J went out full, and the Lor» hath 
brought me home again empty: why 
then call ye me Naomi, seeing the Inorp 
hath testified against me, and the Al- 
mighty hath afticted me? 

22 So Naomi returned, and Ruth the 
Moabitess, her daughter in law, with 
hers which returned out of the coun- 

try of Moab: and they came to Beth- 

em in the beginning of barley harvest. 


. CHAPTER II. 


ND Naomi had a kinsman of her 

husband’s, a mighty man of wealth, 
of the family of Elimelech; and his 
name was Boaz. 

2 And Kuth the Moabitess said unto 
Naomi, Let me now go to the field, and 
glean ears of corn after hin in whose 
sight I shall find grace. And she said 
unto her, Go, my daughter. 

3 And she went, and came, and 
gleaned in the field after the reapers: 
and her hap was to light on a part of 
the field delon. ing unto Boaz, who was 
ot the kindred ot Klimelech.

7 And she said, I pray you, let me 
glean and gather after the reapers 
among the sheaves: so she came, and 
hath continued even from the morn- 
ing until now, that she tarried a little 
in the house. 

8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Hearest 
thou not, my daughter ? Go not to 
glean in anot ier field, neither go from 
hence, but abide here fast y my 
maidens: 


9 Let thine eyes Je on the field that 
they do reap, and go thou after them: 
have | not charged the young men 
that they shall not touch thee? and 
when thou art athirst, go unto the 
vessels, and drink of that which the 
young men have drawn. 

10 ‘Then she fell on her face, and 
bowed herself to the ground, and paid 
unto him, Why have found grace in 
thine eyes, that thou shouldest take 
knowledge of me, seeing lamastranger ? 


11 And Boaz answered and said unto 
her, It hath fully been shewed me, all 
that thou hast done unto thy mother 
in law sinee the death of thine hus- 
band: and how thou hast left thy fa- 
ther and thy mother, and the land of 
thy nativity, and art come unto a peo- 
ple which thou knewest not heretofore. 

12 ‘The Lorp recompense thy work, 
and a full reward be given thee of the 
Lorp God of Israel, under whuse wings 
thou art come to trust. 


13 ‘Then she said, Let me find favour 
in thy sight, my lord; for that thou 
hast comforted me, and for that thou 
hast spoken friendly unto thine hand- 
inaid, though [ be not like unto one 
of thine handmaidens. 

14 And Boaz said unto her, At meal- 
time come thou hither, and eat of the 
bread, and dip thy morsel in the vinegur. 
And she sat beside the reapers: and 
he reached her parched corn, and she 
did eat, and was sufficed, and left. 


15 And when she was risen up to 
glean, Boaz commanded hig young men, 
saying, Let her glean even among the 
sheaves, and reproach her not: 

16 And let fall also some of the hand- 
fuls of purpose for her, and leave them, 
that she may glean them, and rebuke 
her not. 

17 So she gleaned in the field until 
even, and beat out that she had gleaned:

and it was about an ephah of barley. 


16 ¢ And she took i up, and went 
into the city: and her mother in law 
saw what she had gleaned: and she 
brought forth, and gave to her that 
she had reserved after she was sufficed.

and where wroughtest thou? blessed 
be he that did take knowledge of thee. 
And she shewed her mother in law 
with whom she had wrought, and said, 
The man’s name with whom [ wrought 
to day 7s Boaz. 

2) And Naomi gaid unto her daughter 
in law, Blessed be he of the Lorp, who 
hath not left otf his kindness to the liv- 
ing and to the dead. And Naomi said 
unto her, The man 7s near of kin unto 
us, one of our next kinsmen. 


21 And Ruth the Moabitess said, lle 
said unto me also, Thou shalt keep 
fast by my young men, until they have 
ended all my harvest. 

22 And Naomi said unto Ruth her 
daughter in law, /é is good, my daughter, 
that thou go out with his maidens, that 
they meet thee not in any other field. 


23 So she kept fast by the maidens 
of Boaz to glean unto the end of bar- 
ley harvest and of wheat harvest; and 
dwelt with her mother in law. 


CHAPTER III. 


HEN Naomi her mother in law 

said unto her, My daughter, shall 
TI net seek rest for thee, that it may 
be well with thee ? 

2 And now is not Boaz of our kindred, 
with whose maidens thou wast? DBe- 
hold, he winnoweth barley to night in 
the threshingtloor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore, and anoint 
ren and put thy raiment upon thee, 
and ‘pet thee down to the floor: but 
make not thyself known unto the man, 
until he shall have done cating and 
drinking. 

4 And it shall be, when he heth down, 
that thou shalt mark the place where he 
Shall hie, and thou shalt go in, and un-~ 
cover his feet, and lay thee down; and 
he will tell thee what thou shalt do. 

5 And she said unto her, All that 
thou sayest unto me [ will do. 

6 § And she went down unto the 
floor, and did according to all that her 
mother in law bade her. 

@ And when Boaz had eaten and 
drunk, and his heart was merry, he 
went to lie down at the end of the 
heap ot corn: and she came softly, and 
uncovered his feet, and laid her down. 
% 4 And it came to pass at midnight, 
that the man was afraid, and turned 
himself: and, behold, a woman lay at 
his feet. 

Y And he said, Who art thou? And 
she answered, I am Ruth thine hand- 
maid: spread "therefore thy skirt over 
thine handmuaid; for thou aré a near 
kinsman. 

10 And he said, Blessed be thou of 
the Lorp, my daughter: for thou hast 
shewed inore kindness in the latter 
end than at the beginuing, inasmuch 
as thou followedst not young men, 
whether poor or rich. 

11 And now, my daughter, fear not; I 
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will do to thee all that thou requirest: 
for all ‘the city of my people doth 
know that thou art a virtnous woman. 

12 And now it is true that I am thy 
near kinsman: howbeit there is a kins- 
man nearer than I. 

13 Tarry. this night. and it shall be in 
the morning, that if he will perform 
unto thee the part of a kinsman, well; 
Jet him do the kinsman’s part: but if 
he will not do the nart of a kinsman 
to thee, then will I do the part of a 
kinaman to thee, as the Lorn liveth: 
lie down until the morning. 

14 7 And she lay at his feet until 
the morning: and she rose un before 
one could know another. And he said, 
Let it. not be known that a woman 
came into the floor. 

1h Also he said, Brine the vail that 
thou hast upon thee, and hold it. And 
when she held it, he measured six 
measures of barley, and Jaid zt on her: 
and she went into the city. 

16 And when she came to her mo- 
ther in law, she said. Who art thou. 
my daughter? And she told her all 
that the man had done to her. 

17 And she said, These six measures 
of barley gave he me; for he said to me, 
Go not empty unto thy mother in law.

6 4 And the kinsman said, I cannot 
redeem zt for myself, lest I mar mine 
own inheritance: redeem thou my right 
to thyself; for I cannot redeem it. 


a Now this aas the manner in former 
time in Israel concerning redeeming 
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and concerning changing, for to con- 
firm all things; a man lucked off his 
shoe, and gave i¢ to his neighbour: 
and this was a testimony in Israel. 

8 Therefore the kinsman said unto 
Boaz, Buy it for thee. So he drew off 
me shoe. 

9 | And Boaz said unto the elders, 
and unto all the people, Ye are wit- 
nesses this day, that I have bought 
all that was Elimelech’s, and all that 
was Chilion’s and Mahlon’ s, of the 
hand of Naomi. 

10 Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, the 
wife of Mahlon, have I purch ased to 
be my wife, to raise up the name of the 
dead upon his inheritance, that the 
name of the dead be not cut off from 
among his brethren, and from the gate 
of his place: ye are witnesses this day. 
11 And all the people that were in 
the gate, and the elders, said, We are 
witnesses. ‘The Lorn make the woman 
that is come into thine house like 
Rachel and like Leah, which two did 
build the house of Israel: and do thou 
worthily in Ephratah, and be famous 
in Beth-lehem: 

12 And let thy house be like the house 
of Pharez, whom ‘Tamar bare unto Ju- 
dah, of the seed which the Lorp shall 
give thee of this young woman. 

13 J So Boaz took Ruth, and she was 
his wife: and when he went in unto 
her, the Lorn gave her conception, and 
she bare a son. 

14 And the women said unto Naomi, 
Blessed be the Lorn, which hath not 
left thee this day without a kinsman, 
that his name may be famous in Israel. 

15 And he shall be unto thee a re- 
storer of thy lite, and a nourisher of thine 
old age: for thy daughter in law, which 
loveth thee, which is better to thee 
than seven sons, hath born him. 

16 And Naomi took the child, and 
laid it in her bosom, and became nurse 
unto it.

4 The ways of Zion do mourn, because 
one come to the solemn feasts: all 
her gates are desolate: her priests sigh, 
her virgins are afflicted, and she zs in 
bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are the chief, her 
enemies prosper; for the Lorn hath 
afflicted her for the multitude of her 
transgressions: her children are gone 
into captivity before the enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Zion all 
her beauty is departed: her princes are 
become like harts that find no pasture, 
and they are gone without strength 
before the pursuer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in the days 
of her affliction and of her miser ies all 
her pleasant things that she had in the 
days of old, when her people fell into 
the hand of the enemy, and none did 
help her: the adversaries saw her, and 
ae mock at her sabbaths. 

& Jerusalem hath grievously sinned; 
therefore she is removed: all that 
honoured her despise her, because they 
have seen her nakedness: yea, she 
sigheth, and turneth backward. 

9 Her filthiness is in her skirts; she 
remembereth not her last end; there- 
fore she came down wonderfully: she 
had no comforter. O Lorn, behold my 
affliction: for the enemy hath magnified 
himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out his 
hand upon all her pleasant things: for 
she hath seen that the heathen entered 
into her sanctuary, whom thou didst 
command thaé they should not enter 
into ny mein Mi 

11 All her people sigh, they seek 
bread; they have given their pleasant 
things for meat to relieve the soul: 
see, © Lory, and consider; for I am 
become vile. 

12 ¥ Js i¢ nothing to you, all ye that 
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pass by? behold, and see if there be 
any sorrow like unto my sorrow, which 
is done unto me, wherewith the Lorn 
hath afflicted me in the day of his 
fierce anger 

18 Krom above hath he sent fire into 
my bones, and it prevaileth against 
them: he hath spread a net for my {cet, 
he hath turned me back: he hath made 
me desolate and faint all the day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions is 
bound by his hand: they are wreathed, 
and come up upon my neck: he hath 
made my strength to fall. the Lord 
hath delivered me into their hands, 
Srom whom T am not able to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under foot 
all my mighty men inthe midst of.me: 
he hath called an assembly against me 
to crush my young men: the Lord 
hath trodden the virgin, the daughter 
of Judah, as in a winepress. 

16 For these things I weep; mine eye, 
mine eye runneth down with water, be- 
cause the comforter that should relieve 
my soul is far from me: my children are 
desolate, because the enemy prevailed. 

17 Zion spreadeth forth her hands, 
and there is none to comfort her: the 
Lorp hath commanded concerning Ja- 
cob, that his adversaries should be round 
about him: Jerusalem is as a men- 
struous woman among them.

21 They have heard that I sigh: there 
zs none to comfort me: all mine ene- 
mies have heard of my trouble; they 
are glad that thou hast done zt: thou 
wilt bring the day that thou hast called, 
and they shall be like unto me. 

22 Let all their wickedness come be- 
fore thee; and do unto them, as thou 
hast done unto me for all my trans- 
gressions: for my sighs are many, and 
my heart is faint.

4 One generation passcth away, and 
another generation cometh: but the 
earth abideth for ever. 


5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun 
goeth down, and hasteth to his place 
where he arose. 


6 The wind gocth toward the south, 
and turneth about unto the north; 
it whirleth about continually, and the 
wind returneth again according to his 
circuits. 


7 All the rivers run into the sea; yet 
the sea zs not full; unto the place from 
whence the riv ers come, thither they 
return again. 


8 All things are full of labour; man 
cannot utter 7; the eye is not satis- 
fied with seeing, nor the ear filled with 
hearing. 


9 The thing that hath been, it is that 
which shall be; and that which is done 
is that which shall be done: and there 
és NO new thing under the sun. 


10 Is there any thing whereof it may 
be said, See, this ig new? it hath been 
already of old time, which was before us. 


11 There is no remembrance of fornier 
things; neither shall there be any re- 
membrance of things that are to come 
with those that shall come after. 
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24 1 the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 


18 And I gave my heart to seek and 
search out by wisdom concerning all 
things that are done under heaven: 
this sore travail hath God given to the 
sons of man to be exercised therewith. 


14 I have seen all the works that are 
done under the sun; and, behold, all is 
vanity and vexatiun of spirit. 


15 That which is crooked cannot be 
made straight: and that which is want- 
ing cannot be numbered. 


16 I communed with mine own heart, 
saying, Lo, ] am come to great estate, 
and have gotten more wisdom than 
all they that have been betore me in 
Jerusalem: yea, my heart had great 
experience of wisdom and knowledge. 


17 And | gave my beart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly: 1 perceived that this also is vexa- 
tion of spirit. 


Is For in much wisdom is much grief: 
and he that increaseth knowledge in- 
creaseth surrow. 


CHAPTER I. 


SAID in mine heart, Go to now, I 
will prove thee with mirth, there- 
fore enjoy pleasure: and, behold, this 
also ?s vanity. 
2 I said of laughter, /¢ is mad: and 
of mirth, What doeth it? 


8] svught in mine heart to give my- 
self unto wine, yet acquainting mine 
heart with wisdom; and to lay hold 
on folly, till I might see what was that 
good for the sons of men, which they 
should do under the heaven all the 
days of their life. 

‘ I made me great works; I builded 
me houses; | planted me vineyards: 


5 I made me gardens and orchards, 
and J planted trees in them of al) 
hind of fruits: 

G J made me pools of water, to water 
therewith the wood that bringeth forth 
trees: 

7 1 got me servants and maidens, and 
had servants born in my house; also 
I had great possessions of great and 
sminall cattle above all that were in Je- 
rusalem before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and gold, 
and the peculiar treasure of kings and 
of the provinces: | gat me men singers 
and women singers, and the delights 
of the sons of men, as musical instru- 
ments, and that of all sorts. 


J So I was great, and increased more 
than all that were before me in Je- 
rusalem: also my wisdom remained 
with me. 
10 And whatsoever mine cyes desired 
I eg not from them, I withheld not 
eart from any joy; for my heart 
rejoiced in all my labour: and this 
was my portion of all my labour. 
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11 Then I looked on all the works that 
hands had wrought, and on the 
bout that I had laboured to do: and, 
and. all was vanity and vexation 
of spirit, and there was no profit under 
the sun. 

12 ¢ And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly: for 
what can the man do that cometh after 
the king? even that which hath been 
already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excelleth 
folly, as far as light excelleth darkness. 


14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walketh in dark- 
ness: and ] myself perceived also that 
one event happeneth to them all.

17 Therefore I hated life; because the 
work that is wrought under the sun 
is frievous unto me: for all 7s vanity 
und vexation of spirit. 

18 9 Yea, I hated all my labour which 
T had taken under the sun: because | 
should leave it unto the man that shall 
be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise maz or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my labour 
wherein I have laboured, and where- 
in I have shewed myself wise uuder 
the sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
which I took under the sun. 


21 For there is a man whose labour 
“# in wisdom, and in knowledge, and 
in equity; yet to a man that hath not 
laboured therein shall he leave it Jor 
his portion. This also zis vanity and a 
great evil. 


2? For what hath man of all his labour, 
and of the vexation of his heart, where- 
in he hath laboured under the sun? 


23 For all his days wre sorrows, and 
his travail grief; yea, his heart taketh 
notrest in the night. This is also vanity. 


24 9 There is nothing better for a man, 

than that he should eat and drink, and 
that he should make his soul enjoy 
good in his labour. This also T saw, 
that it was from the hand of God. 


2 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten hereunto, more than |? 


26 For God giveth to a man that 7s 
goo in his sight wisdom, and know- 
dge, and joy: but to the sinner he 
pivetl travail, to gather and to heap 
up, that he may give to him that is 
pood before God. This also is vanity 
and vexation of spirit.

7 For in the multitude of dreams and 
mmany words dhere are also divers va- 
nities: but fear thou God. 

% 9 If thou seest the oppression of 
the poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and eae in @ province, 
marvel not at the matter: for he that 
ws higher than the highest regardeth; 
und there be higher than they. 

3 9 Moreover the profit of the earth 
is for all: the king himself is served 
by the tield. 

10 Tle that loveth silver shall not be 
satisfied with silver; nor he that loveth 
abundance with increase: this is also 
vanit 
11 When goods increase, they are in- 
creased that eat them: and what good 
is there to the owners thereof, saving 
the veholding of them with their eyes ? 


12 The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whetber he eat little or much: 
but the abundance of the rich will not 
suffer him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I have 
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seen under the sun, namely, riches kept 
for the owners thereof to their hurt.

9 § Better zs the sight of the cyes 
than the wandering of the desire: this 
is also vy and vexation of spirit. 

10 That which hath been is named 
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already, and it is known that it is 
man: neither may he contend with 
him that is mightier than he. 


11 ¥ Sceing there be many things that 
increase vanity, what 7s man the better ? 


12 For who knoweth what is good 
for inan in és life, all the days of 
his vain life which he spendeth as a 
shadow ? for who can tell a man what 
shall be after him under the sun? 


CHAPTER VII. 


A GOOD. name is better than pre- 
cious ointment; and the day of 
death than the day "of one’ s birth. 

2 9 Jt is better to go to the house of 
mourning, than to go to the house of 
feasting: for that 7s the end of all men;

19 Wisdom ¢s good with an inherit- 
ane nad by at there is protit. to them 
that, see the sun. 

12 For wisdom /s a defence, and money. 
is 2a defence: but the execllency of 
knowledge is, that wisdom giveth life 
to them that have it. 

15 Consider the work of God: for who 
can make that straight, which he hath 
made crooked | 

14 In the day of prosperity be joyful, 
but in the day of adversity consider: 
(rod also hath set the one over against 
the other, to the end that man should 
find nothing after him. 

15 All things have IT seen in the days 
of my qouty there is a just man that 
perisheth in his righteousness, and there 
is 4 wicked man that prolongeth his life 
in his wickedness.

12 The words of a wise man’s mouth 
are gracious; but the lips of a fool will 
swallow up himself. 

13 The beginning of the words of his 
mouth is foolishness: and the end of 
his talk cs mischievous madness, 
14 A fool also is full of words:

16 J Woe to thee, O land, when thy 
hing us a child, and thy princes eat in 
the morning!

BOOK OF ESTHER. 


CHAPTER 1. 


(OW it came to pass in the days of 
Almsuerus, (this 7s Ahasuerus 
which reigned, ‘from India even unto 
Kithiopta, orer an hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces:) 


2 That in those days, when the king 
Madera sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in Shushan the 
palace, 


3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his prine es and 
his servants; the power of Persia and 
Media, the ‘nobles and princes of the 
provinces, being before him: 


ESTHER, I. 








4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of 
his excellent majesty many days, even 
an hundred and fourscore days. 


5 And when these days were exnired, 
the king made a feast unto all the 
people that were present in Shushan 
- the palace, both unto great and small, 
seven days. in the court of the garden 
of the king’s palace; 


G Where were white, green, and blue, 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
linen and purovle to silver rings and 
pilars of marble: the beds were of 
gold and silver, upon a pavement of 
red, and blue, and white, and black, 
marble. 


7 And they gave them drink in ves- 
sels of gold, (the vessels being diverse 
one from another, ) and royal wine in 
abundance, according to the state of 
the king. 


8 And the drinking was according to 
the law; none did compel: for so the 
king had appointed to all the officers 
of his house, that they should do ac- 
cording to every man’s pleasure. 


9 Also Vashti the queen made a feast 
for the women jn the royal house 
which belonged to king Ahasucrus. 


10 &F On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with wine, 
he commanded Mehuman, Biztha, THar- 
bona. Bigtha, and Abagtha, Zcthar, 
and Carcas, the seven chamberlains 
that served in the presence of Aha- 
suerus the king, 


11 To bring Vashti the queen before 
the king with the crown royal, to shew 
the people and the princes her beauty : 
for she was fair to look on. 


12 But the unetn Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment. by 
his chamberlains: therefore was the 
king very wroth, and his anger burned 
in him. 


18 4 Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so 
was the king’s manner toward all that 
knew law and judgment: 


14 And the next unto him was Car- 
shena, Shethar, Admatha, Tarshish, 
Meres, Marsena, and Memucan, the 
seven princes of Persia and Me din, 
which saw the king’s face, and w hich 
sat the first in the kingdom; ) 


1H What shall we do unto the queen 

Vashti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the commandment 
of the king Ahasuerus by the chain- 
berlains? 


16 And Memucan answered before 
the king and the princes, Vashti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the king 
only, but also to all the princes, and 
to all the people that are in all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus. 


17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, 80 that 
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they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be reported, 
‘Phe king Ahasuerus commanded Vashti 
the queen tv be brought in before him, 
but she came not. 

13 Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of 
the deed of the queen. ‘Yhus shuld there 
arise too much contempt and wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there go 
a royal commandment trom him, and 
let it be written among the laws of the 
Persians and the Medes, that it be not 
altered, ‘That Vashti come no more be- 
ture king Ahasuerus; and let the king 
give her royal estate unto another that 
is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree which 
he shall make shall be published 
throughout all his empire, (fur it is 
great,) all the wives shall give to their 
husbands honour, both to great and 
small. 

21 And the saying pleased the king 
and the princes; and the king did ac- 
cording to the word of Memucan: 

22 For he sent letters into all the 
king's provinces, into every province 
according to the writing thereot, and 
to every people after their language, 
that every man should bear rule in 
his own house, and that 2¢ should be 
published according to the language ct 
every people. 


, CHAPTER 1. 


ETER these things, when the wrath 

of hing Ahasuerus was appeased, 
he remembered Vashti, and wirit she 
had done, and what was decreed 
against her. 


2 Then said the hing’s servants that 
ininistered unto him, Let there be fair 
young virgins sought tur the king: 


3 And let the king appoint oflicers in 
all the provinces of his kingdom, that 
they may gather together all the fair 
young virgins unto Shushan the pa- 
face, to the house of the women, unto 
the custody of Hege the king’s cham- 
berlain, keeper of the women; and let 
their things for purilication be given 
them: 


4 And let the maiden which pleas- 
eth the king be queen instead of 
Vashti. And the thing pleased the 
king; and he did so. 


» 9 Now in Shushan the palace there 
Was a certain Jew, whose name was 
Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of 
Shimei, the sun of Kish, a Benjamite; 


6 Who had been carried away from 
derusalem with the captivity which 
had been carried away with Jeconiah 
king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried away. 


4 And he brought up Hadassah, that 
is, Ksther, his uncle’s daughter: for she 
had neither father nor mother, and

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the maid was fair and beautiful; whom 
Mordecai, when her father and ‘mother 
were dead, took for his own daughter. 


8 ¥ So it came to pass, when the 
king’s commandment and his decree 
was heard, and when many inaidens 
were gathered together unto Shushan 
the palace, to the custody of Hegai, 
that Esther was brought also unto the 
king’s house, to the custody of Hegai, 
keeper of the women. 


9 And the maiden pleased him, and 
she obtained kindness of him; and he 
speedily gave her her things for purt- 
fication, with such things as belonged 
tu her, and seven maidens, which were 
meet to be given her, out of the king’s 
house: and he preferred her and her 
maids unto the best place of the house 
of the women. 


10 Esther had not shewed her people 
nor her kindred: for Mordecai had 
charged her that she should not shew ed. 


1] And Mordecai walked every day 
before the court of the women’s house, 
to know how Esther did, and what 
should become of her. 

12 9 Now when every aatd’s turn

14 In the evening she went, 
the morrow she returned into the se-~ 
cond house of the women, to the cus- 
tody of Shaashgaz, the king’s cham- 
berlin, which kept the concubines : 
she ¢ ame in unto the king no more, 
except the king delighted in her, and 
that she were called by name. 


ls JF Now when the turn of Esther, 


and on 


the daughter of Abihail the unele of 


Mordecai, who had taken her tor his 
daughter, was come to go in unto the 
king, she required nothing but what 
Hegai the king’s chamberlain, the keep- 
er Of the women, appointed. And 
Isther obtained favour in the sight of 
ull them that looked upon her. 


16 So Esther was taken unto king 
Ahasuerus into his house royal in the 
Lenth month, which ts the month 'Pe- 
beth, in the seventh year of his reign. 


7 And the king loved Esther above 
ull the women, and she obtained grace 
and favour in his sight more than all 
the virgins; so that he set the royal 
crown upon her head, and made her 
yueen instead of Vashti. 


18 Then the king made a great feast

unto all his prices and his servants, 
even Usther'’s feast; and he made « re- 
lease tu the provinces, and gave gilts, 
according to the state of the king. 


19 And when the virgins were gather- 
ed together the second time, then 
Mordecai sat in the hing’s gate. 


‘) UMsther had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people; as Mordecai 
had charged her: for Idsther did the 
conmnandinent of Mordecai, like as 
when she was brought up with him. 


2! J In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king's gate, two of the king's 
chamberlains, Bigthan and Teresh, of 
those which kept the door, were wroth, 
and sought to lay hand on the king 
Ahasuerus. 


22 And the thing was hnown to Mor- 
decal, who told e unto Esther the 
queen; and esther certified the king 
thereof in’ Mordecats mame. 


2 And when inquisition was made 
of the matter, it was found out; there- 
fore they were both hanged on a tree: 
and it was written tn the book of the 
chronicles before the hing. 


CHAPTER IL. 


FPER these things did king Aha- 

sucrus promote Hanin the son ot 
lamimedatha the Agagite, and advan- 
ced him, and set his seat above all the 
prinees that were with him. 


2 And all the King’s servants, that 
rere tn the hing’s gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Haman: for the king had 
so commanded concerning him. But 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did Rim re- 
verenee.

6 And he thought scorn to lay hands 
on Mordecai alone; for they had shewed 
him the people of Mordecai: wheretore 
Tlaman sought to destroy all the Jews 
that erere throughout the whole king- 
dom of Ahasuerus, even the people of 
Mordecai. 


7% In the first month, that és, the 
month Nisan, in the twelfth year of 
king Abhasuerus, they cast Pur, that 
is, the lot, before Haman from day to 
day, and from month to month, ¢o the 
twelfth month, that es, the month Adar.

8 9 And Haman said unto king Aha- 
suerus, There is acertain people scattered 
abroad and dispersed among the people 
in all the provinces of thy kingdom;

profit to suffer them. 


9 If it please the king, let it be 
written that they may be destroyed: 
and [ will pay ten thousand talents 
of silver to the hands of those that 
have the charge of the business, to 
bring 2¢ into the king’s treasuries. 


10 And the king took his ring from 
his hand, and gave it unto Haman the 
son of Ilammedatha the Agagite, the 
Jews’ enemy. 


11 And the king said unto Haman, 
The silver is given to thee, the people 
also, to do with them as it seemeth 
good to thee.

guage: in the name of king Ahasuerus 
Was it written, and sealed with the 
king's ring. 


13 And the letters were sent by posts 
into all the king’s provinces, to destroy, 
to kill, and to cause to pe rish, all Jews, 
both young and old, little children 
and women, in one day, even upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which és the month Adar, and to take 
the spoil of them for a prey. 


14 The copy of the writing for a com- 
mandment to be given inevery province 
was published unto all people, that 
they should be ready against th: at cd: ly. 


15 The posts went out, being hastened 

by the king’s commandment, and the 
decree was given in Shushan the pa- 
lace. And the king and Haman sat 
down to drink; but the city Shushan 
was perplexed. 


CHAPTER IV. 


HEN Mordecai perceived all that 
was done, Mordecai rent his 
clothes, and put on sackcloth with 
ashes, and went out into the inidst of 
the city , and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry: 


® And came even before the king's 
gate: for none might enter into the 
_king’s gate clothed with sackcloth. 
- 8 And in every province, whitherso- 
ever the king's commandment and his

know what it eas, and why it was. 


6 So Hatach went forth to Mordecai 
unto the street of the city, which was 
before the king’s gate. 


7 And Mordecai told him of all that 
had happened unto him, and of the 
sum of the money that "HWaman had 
promised to pay to the king's treasuries 
for the Jews, to destroy thei. 


& Also he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given at 
Shushan to destroy them, to shew a 
unto Msther, and to declare it unto her, 
and to charge her that she should go 
in unto the king, to make supplication 
untu him, and to make request before 
him for her people. 


Y And Hatach came and told Esther 
the words ot Mordecai. 


JO 4 Again Esther spake unto Ha- 
tach, and gave him commandment unto 
Morde cal; 


J! All the hing’s servants, and the 
people of the king’s provinces, do know, 
that whosvever, whether man or wo- 
man shall come unto the king tnto the 
inner court, Who is not called, there is 
one law of his to put Adan to death, @x- 
cept such to whom the king shall ‘hold 
out the golden sceptre, that he may 
live: but [have not been called to come 
in unto the king these thirty days. 


12 And they told to Mordecai Esther's 
words. 


138 Then Mordecai commanded to an- 

swer esther, Think not with thyself 
that thou shalt esc ape in the king’s 
house, more than all the Jews. 


lf For if thou altogether holdest thy 
peace at this time, ¢hen shall there en- 
largement and deliy erance arise to the 
Jews from another place; but thou and 
thy father’s house shall ‘be destroyed: 
and who knoweth whether thou artcome 
to the kingdom for such a time as this? 


1) 9 Then Esther bade them return 
Mordecai this answer, 


16 Go, gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Shushan, and fast ye 
forme, and neither eat nor ‘drink three 
days, night or day: I also and my maid- 
ens will fast likewise; and so will I go 
in unto the king, w hich 7s not according 
to the law: and if I perish, I perish.

17 So Mordecai went his way, and did 
according to all that Esther had com- 
manded him. 


CHAPTER V. 


OW if caine to pass on the third 

day, that Ksther put on her royal

7 Jhen answered [esther, and. said, 
My petition and my request is; 


Sf Lhave found favour im the sight 
of the king, and if it please the hing 
to grant my petition, and to perform 
my request, let the king and Tlaman 
cume to the banquet that TP shall pre- 
pare for them, and [ will do to mor- 
row as the king hath said. 


94 ‘Then went Haman forth that day 
joyful and with a glad heart: but when 
fuman saw Mordecai in the king's 
gate, that he stood not up, nor moved 
for him, be was full of indignation 
against Mordecai. 


10 Nevertheless Haman refrained him- 
self: and when he came home, he sent 
and called for his frieuds, and Zeresh 
his wife. 


It And Haman told them of the glory 
of his riches, and the multitude of his 
children, and all the things wherein the 
king had promoted him, and how he 
had advanced him above the princes 
and servants of the king. 


12 Haman said moreover, Yea, Esther 
the queen did let no man come in 
with the king unto the banquet that 
“she had prepared but myself; and to 


and stood in the inner court of 
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morrow am I invited unto her also 
with the king. 


13 Yet all this availeth me nothing, 
so long as I see Mordecai the Jew 
sitting at the hing’s gate. 


14 4 Then said Zeresh his wife and 
all his friends unto him, Let a gallows 
be made of fifty cubits high, and_ to 
morrow speak thou unto the king that 
Mordecai may be hanged thereon: then 
go thou in merrily with the king unto 
the banquet. And the thing pleased 
Haman; and he caused the gallows to 
he made.

the king delighteth to honour. 


10 "Then the king said to Haman, . 
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alace garden into the place of the 
Ganudet of wine; and Haman was - 
fallen upon the bed whereon Esther 
was. Then said the king, Will he force 
the queen also before me in the house? 
As the word went out of the king’s 
mouth, they covered Haman’s face. 


9 And Harbonah, one of the chamber- 

lains, said before the king, Behold 
also, the gallows fifty cubits high, which 
Haman had made for Mordecai, who 
had spoken good for the king, stand- 
eth in the house of Haman.

5 And said, If it please the king, and 
if ] have found favour in his sight, and 
the thing seem right before the king, 
and | de pleasing in his eyes, let. it be 
written to reverse the letters devised 
by Haman the son of Tammedatha the 
Agagite, which he wrote to destroy 
the Jews which «are in all the king’s 
provinces:

or how can I endure to see the destruc- 
tion of my kindred? 


79 Then the king Ahasuerus said unto 

Isther the queen and to Mordecai the 
Jew, Behold, | have given Isther the 
house of Haman, and him they have 
hanged upon the gallows, because he 
laid his hand upon the Jews. 


8 Write ye also for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king’s name, and 
seal it with the king’s ring: for the 
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writing which is written in. the king’s 
name, and sealed with the king’s ring, 
may no man reverse. 


Y Then were the king’s scribes called 
at that time in the third month, that zs, 
the month Sivan, on the three and 
twentieth day thereof; and it) was 
written aecording to all that Mordeeai 
commanded unto the Jews, and to the 
heutenants, and the deputies and rulers 
of the provinces which are trom Tndia 
unto Ethiopin, an hundred twenty and 
seven provinces, unto every provinee 
according to the writing thereof, and 
unto every people after their lanwu: Ure, 

and to the Jews according to their 
writing, and according to thetr lan- 
ruse. 


10 And he wrote tm the king Alra- 
suerus’ name, and sealed é with the 
king’s ring, and sent letters by posts 
on horseback, avd riders on mules, 
camels, avd young dromedaries: 


11 Wherein the king granted the Jews 
which were in every city to gather 
themselves together, and to stand for 
their life, to destroy, to slay, and to 
cause to perish, all the power of the 
people and province that would assault 
them, doth little ones and women, and 
to take the spoil of them for a prey, 


12 Upon one day in all the provinces 
of king Abhasuerus, vonely, upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month Adar. 


13 The copy of the writing for oa 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all people, 
and that the Jews should be ready 
against that day to avenge themselves 
on their enennes. 


14 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the ktng’s commiuand- 
ment. And the decree was given at 
Shushan the palace. 


1h § And Mordecai went out from the 

presence of the king in’ royal apparel 
of blue and white, and with a great 
crown of gold, and with tf garment of 
fine linen and purple: and the city of 
Shushan rejoiced and was glad. 


16 The Jews had hebt, 
and joy, and honour 


tnd gladness, 


17 And in every province, and in 
every city, whithersvever the king’s 
commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had wey and gladness, a feast 
and a good day. And many of the 
peuple of the land became Jews; for 
the tear of the Jews fell upon them. 
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CHAPTER IX. 


OW in the twelfth month, that is, 

the month Adar, on the thirteenth 
day of the same, when the king’s com- 
mandment and his decree drew near 
to be put in execution, in the day 
that the enemies of the Jews hoped to 
have power over them, (though it was 
turned to the contrary, that the 
Jews had rule over them that hated 
them) 


2 The Jews gathered) themselves to 
rether in their cities throughout all 
the provinces of the hing Ahasuerus, 
to lay hand on such as sought their 
hurt: and no man could withstand 
them: for the fear of them fell upon 
all people. 

8 And all the rulers of the pro- 
vinees, and the lieutenants, and the 
deputies, and officers of the king, 
helped the Jews; because the fear of 
Mordecai fell upon them. 


4 Vor Mordecai vas great inthe king’s 
house, and his fame went out through- 
out all the provinees: for this man 
Mordecat waxed greater and greater. 


® Thus the Jews smote all their ene 
mies with the stroke of the sword, and 
sliughter, and destruction, and = did 
what they would unto those that hated 
them. 


® And in Shushan the palace the 
Jews slew and destroyed five hundred 
men. 


@ And Parshandatha, 
aud Aspatha, 


and Dalphon, 


% And Poratha, and Adalia, and Ari- 
datha, 


% And Parmashta, and Arisar, and 
Aridai, and Vajezatha, 


10 The ten sons of Haman the son of 
Hammedatha, the enemy of the Jews, 
slew they; but on the spoil laid they 
not their hand. 
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ll On that day the number of those 
that were slain in Shushan the palace 
was brought before the king. 


12 ¢ And the king said unto Esther 
ng queen. The Jews have slain and 
destroyed five hundred men in Shushan 
the palace, and the ten sons of Human; 
what have they done in the rest of the 
king’s provinces? now what is thy pe- 
tition? and it shall be granted thee: 
or what zs thy request further? and it 
shall be done. 


13 Then said Ksther, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews 
which are in Shushan to do to morrow 
also according unto this day’s decree, 
and let Haman’s ten sons be hanged 
upon the gallows. 


14 And the king commanded it 80 to 
be done: and the decree was given al 
Shushan; and they hanged Haman’s 
ten sons. 


15 Forthe Jews that were in Shushan 

gathered themselves together on the 
fourteenth day also of the month Adar, 
and slew three hundred men at Shu- 
shan; but on the prey they laid not 
their hand. 


16 But the other Jews that were in 
the king’s provinces gathered them- 
selves together, and stood for their lives, 
and had rest from their enemies, and 
slew of their focs seventy and five 
thousand, but they laid not their hands 
on the prey, 


17 On the thirteenth day of the month 


Adar; and on the fourteenth day of 
the same rested they, and made it a 
day of feasting and gladness. 


18 But the Jews that ere at Shushan 
assembled together on the thirteenth 
day thereof, and on the fourteenth 
thereof; and on the fifteenth day of the 
same they rested, and made it a day 
of feasting and gladness. 


19 Therefore the Jews of the villages, 
that dwelt in the nuwalled towns, made 
the fourteenth day of the month Adar 
a day of gladness and feasting, and a 
good day, and of sending portions one 
to another, 


20 | And Mordecai wrote these things, 

und sent letters unto all the Jews that 
were in all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuerus, both nigh and far, 


21 To stablish ¢éi¢s among them, that 

they should keep the fourteenth day 
of the month Adar, and the fifteenth 
day of the same, yearly, 


22 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn- 
ing into a good day: that they should 
make them days of feasting and joy, 
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and of sending portions one to another, 
and gifts to the poor. 


23 And the Jews undertvok to do as 
they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them; 


24 Because Haman the son of Ham- 
medatha, the Agagite, the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had cast 
Pur, that zs, the lot, to consume them, 
and to destroy them; 


25 But when Esther came before the 
king, he commanded by letters that 
his wicked device, which he devised 
against the Jews, should return upon 
his own head, and that he and_ his 
sons should be hanged on the gallows. 


26 Wherefore they called these days 
Purim after the name of Pur. There- 
fore for all the words of this letter, and 
of that which they had seen concern- 
ing this matter, and which had come 
unto them, 


27 The Jews ordained, and took upon 

them, and upon their seed, and upon 
all such as joined themselves unto 
them, so as it should not fail, that 
they would keep these two days ac- 
cording to their writing, and according 
to their appoimled time every year; 


28 And that these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every pro- 
Vinee, and every city; and that these 
days ‘of Purim’ should not. fail from 
among the Jews, nor the memorial of 
them perish from their seed. 


20 Then lsther the queen, the daugh- 
ter of Abihail, and Mordecai the Jew, 
wrote with all authority, to contirm 
this second letter of Purim. 


0 And he sent the letters unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
seven provinces of the kingdom of Aha- 
suerus, wh words of peace and truth, 


ol To comtirm these days of Purim 
in their times appointed, according as 
Mordecai the Jew and Esther the queen 
had enjoined them, and as they had 
decreed for themselves and for their 
seed, the matters of the fustings and 
their cry. 


32 And the decree of Esther confirmed 
these matters of Purim; and it was 
writcen In the book. 


CHAPTER X 


NI) the king Ahasuerus laid a tri- 
bate upon the land, and upon the 
isles of the sea 
2 And all the acts of his power and of 
his might, and the declaration of the 
greatness of Mordecai, whereunto the

3 For Mordecai the Jew was next unto 
king Ahasuerus, and great among the 
Jews, and accepted of the multitude 
of his brethren, seeking the wealth of 
his peoples and speaking peace to all 
his seed.

iy the third year of the reign of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah came Ne- 
buchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 
Jerusalem, and besieged it.

but well favoured, and skilful in all 
wisdom, and cunning in knowledge, 
and underst: anding science, and such 
as had ability in them to stand in the 
king’s palace, and whom they might 
teach the learning and the tongue of 
the Chaldeans. 


6 And the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat, and 
of the wine which he drank: so nourish- 
ing them three years, that at the end 
thereof they riialit. stand before the king. 


6G Now among these were of the chil- 
dren of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: 


7 Unto whom the prince of the eu- 
nuchs gave names: for he gave unto 
Daniel the nwne of Belteshazzar; and 
to Tlananiah, of Shadrach; and to 
Mishael, of Meshach: and to Azariah, 
of Abed-nego. 


8% F But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor with 
the wine which he drank: therefore he 
requested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself. 


% Now God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender love with the prince 
of the eunuchs. 


10 And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Daniel, I fear my lord the king, 
who hath ap pointed our meat and your 
drink: for why should he see your facea 
worse liking than the children which 
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are of your sort? then shall ye make 
me endanger my head to the king. 


11 Then said Daniel to Melzar, whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had set over 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, 


12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 
ten days; and let them give us pulse 
to eat, and water to drink. 


18 Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and the countenance 
of the children that eat of the portion 
of the king’s meat: and as thou seest, 
deal with thy servants. 


14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 


1h And at the end of ten days their 
countenances anpeared fairer and fatter 
in flesh than all the children which did 
eat the portion of the king’s meat. 


16 Thus Melzar took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that 
they should drink ; ‘and gave them pulse. 


17: § As for these four children. God 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom: and Daniel had 
understanding in all visions and dreams. 


1% Now at the end of the days that the 
king had said he should bring them in, 
then the pr ince of the eunuchs brought 
them in before Nebuchadnezzar. 


19 And the king communed with them; 

and among them all was found none 
like Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah: therefore stood they before 
the king. 


20 And in all matters of wisdom and 
understanding, that the king enquired 
of them, he found them ten times 
better than all the magicians and as- 
trologers that were in all his realm. 


21 And Daniel continued even unto 
the first year of king Cyrus. 


CHAPTER IL. 


AN D in the second year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar Nebu- 
ehadnezzar dreamed dreams, where- 
with his spirit was troubled, and his 
sleep brake from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call 
the magicians, and the astrologers, and 
the sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for 
to shew the king his dreams. So they 
cume and stood before the king. 


&o And the king said unto them, J 
have dreamed a dream, and my spirit 
was troubled to know the dream. 

Then spake the Chaldeans to the 
king in Syriack, O king, live for ever: 
tell thy servants the dream, and we 
will shew the interpretation. 


h The king auswered and said to the 
Chaldeans, ‘Ihe thing is gone from me: 
if ye will not make known unto me 
the dream, with the interpretation 
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thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, and 
your houses shall be made a dunghill. 


6 But if ye shew the dream, and the 

interpretation thereof, ye shall receive 
of me gifts and rewards and great 
honour: therefore shew me the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof. 


7 They answered again and said, Let 
the king tell his servants the dream, and 
we will shew the interpretation of it. 


8 The king answered and said, I 
know of certainty that ye would gain 
the time, because ye see the thing is 
gone from nie. 


9 Butif ye will not make known unto 
me the dream, there is dué one decree 
for you: for ye have prepared lying 
and corrupt words to speak before 
me, till the time be changed: thereture 
tell me the dream, and I shall know 
that ye can shew me the interpretation 
thereof. 


10 ¥ The Chaldeans answered before 
the king, and said, There is not a man 
upon the earth that can shew the king’s 
matter: therefore there is no king, lord, 
nor ruler, chat asked such things at any 
magician, or astrologer, or Chaldean. 


11 And iv zs a rare thing that tho 
king requireth, and there is none other 
that can shew it before the king, ex- 
cept the gods, whose dwelling ts not, 
with flesh. 


12 For this cause the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to 
destroy all the wise men of Babylon, 


13 And the decree went forth that the 

wise men should be slain; and they 
eee Daniel and his fellows to be 
slain 


14 9 Then Daniel answered with coun- 
sel and wisdom to Arioch the captain 
of the king’s guard, which was gone 
forth to slay the wise men of Babylon: 


1b He answered and said to Arioch 
the king's captain, Why es the decree 
so hasty from the king? Then Arioch 
made the thing known to Daniel. 


16 ‘Then Daniel went. in, and desired 
of the king that he would give him 
time, and that he would shew the 
king ‘the interpretation. 


17 'Then Daniel went to his house, and 
made the thing known to Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah, his companions: 


18 That they would desire mercies 
of the God of heaven concerning this 
secret; that Daniel and his fellows 
shonld not, ae with the rest of the 
wise men of Babylon. 


1) 4 ‘Then was the secret revealed 
unto Daniel in a night vision. Then 
Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 


DANIEL, II. 
90 Daniel answered and said, Blessed 
be the name of God for ever and ever: 
for wisdom and might are his: 


91 And he changeth the times and 
the seasons: he removeth kings, and 
setteth up kings: he giveth wisdom 
unto the wise, and knowledge to them 
that know understanding: 


h

22 He revealeth the deep and secret 
| things: he knoweth what 7s in the dark- 
ness, and the light dwelleth with hin. 


23 I thank thee, and praise thee, © 
thou God of my fathers, who hast given 
me wisdom and might, and bast made 
known unto me now what we desired 
of thee: for thou hast zow made known 
unto us the king’s matter. 


24° 9 Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained 
to destroy the wise men of Babylon: 
he went and said thus unto him; De- 
stroy not the wise men of Babylon: 
bring me in before the king, and [ will 
shew unto the hing the interpretation. 


25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel be- 
fore the king in haste, and said) thus 
unto him, [ have found a man of the 
captives of Judah, that will make hnown 
unto the hing the interpretation. 


26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, 
Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which T have seen, and the 
interpretation thereof? 


27 Daniel aon bed in the presenee 
of the king, and said, The secret which 
the king hath dem: anded annot the wise 
men, the astrologers, the magicians, the 
soothsayers, shew unto the king; 


28 But there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and maketh known 
to the king Nebuchadnezzar what shall 
be in the hitter days. Thy dream, and 
the visions of thy head upon thy bed, 
are these; 


29 As for thee, © king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mad upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh hnown 
to thee what shall come to pass. 


50 But as for me, this secret is not 
revealed to me for cay wisdom that ! 
have more than any living, but for 
ther sakes that shall make hnown the 
interpretation to the king, and that 


thou mightest know the thoughts of 


thy heart. 


31 9 Thou, O king, | sawest, and be- 
hold a great image. This great image, 
whose brightness was excellent, stool 


before thee; and the form thereof was 


terrible. 


32 This image’s head was of fine gold, 
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his breast and his arms of silver, his 
belly and his thighs of brass, 


33 His legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. 


34 Thou sawest till that a stone was 
cut out without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron 
and clay, and brake them to pieces. 


35 Then was the iron, the El book the 
brass, the silver, and the roken 
to pieces together, and became like 
the chaff of the summer threshing- 
floors; and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found for 
them: and the stone that smote the 
image became a great mountain, and 
filled the whole earth. 


36 9 This is the dream; and we will 
tell the interpretation thereof before 
the king. 


37 Thou, O king, art aking of kings: 

for the God of heaven hath given 
thee a kingdom, power, and strength, 
and glory. 


38 And wheresoever the children of 
men dwell, the beasts of the field and 
the fowls of the heaven hath he given 
into thine hand, and hath made thee 
ruler over them all. Thou art this 
head of gold. 


30 And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. 


40 And the fourth kingdom shall be 

strong as iron: forasmuch as_ iron 
breaketh in pieces and subdueth all 
thengs: and as iron that breaketh all 
these, shall it break in pieces and 
bruise. 


41 And whereas thou sawest the feet 
and toes, part of potter's clay, and 
part of iron, the kingdom shall be di- 
vided; but there shall be in it of 
the strength of the iron, forasmuch as 
thou sawest the tron mixed with miry 
clay. 


42 And as the toes of the feet were 
part of iron, and part of clay, so the 
kingdom shall be partly strong, and 
partly broken. 


43 And whereas thou sawest iron 
mixed with miry clay, they shall mingle 
themselves with the seed of men: but 
they shall not cleave one to another, 
even as iron is not mixed with clay. 


44 And in the days of these kings 
shall the God of heaven set up a king- 
dom, which shall never be destroyed: 
and the kingdom shall not be left to 
other people, but it shall break in pieces 
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and consume all these kingdoms, and 
it shall stand for ever. 


45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that 
the stone was cut out of the mountain 
without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, the 
silver, and the gold; the great God 
hath made known to the king what 
shall come to pass hereafter: and the 
dreain is certain, and the interpretation 
thereof sure, 


46 9 Then the king Nebuchadnezzar 
fell upon his fuce, and worshipped Da- 
niel, and commanded that they should 
ofter an oblation and sweet odours 
unto him. 


47 The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said, Of a truth das, that your 


(rod is a God of gods, and a Lord of 


Cee anda revealer of secrets, seeing 
thou couldest reveal this secret. 

48 ‘Then the king made Daniel a 
great man, and gave him many great 
gifts, and made him ruler over the 


whole province of Babylon, and chiet 


of the governors over all the wise men 
of Babylon. 


49 Then Daniel requested of the king, 
and he set Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, over the affairs of the pro- 
vince of Babylon: but Daniel saé in the 
gate of the king. 


CHAPTER WT. 


N= (BUCHIADNEZZAR the king made 
an image of gold, whose height was 
threescore cubits, and the breadth there- 
of six cubits: he set it up inthe plain 
of Dura, in the province of Babylon. 


2 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent 
to gather together the princes, the 
governors, and the captains, the judges, 
the treasurers, the counsellors, the 
sheriffs, and all the rulers of the pro- 


vinees, to come to the dedication of 


the image which Nebuchadnezzar the 
king had set up. 


3 Then the princes, the governors, and 
captains, the judges, the treasurers, the 
counsellors, the sheriffs, and all’ the 
rulers of the provinces, were gather- 
ed together unto the dedication of the 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the king 
had set up; and they stood before the 
image that Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 


4 Then an herald cried aloud, To you 
it is commanded, © people, nations, 
and languages, 


5 That at what time ye hear the sound 
of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, 


psaltery , dulcimer, and all kinds of 


musick, ye fall down and w orship the 
golden image that Nebuchadnezzar the 
king hath set up: 


6 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth shall the same hour be 
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cast into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace. 


7 Therefore at that time, when all the 
people heard the sound of the cornet 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and al 
kinds of musick, all the people, the 
nations, and the languages, fell down 
and worshipped the golden image 
that Nebuchadnezzar the hing had 
set up. 


8 F Wherefore at that time certain 
(Chaldeans came near, and accused the 
Jews. 


0 'They spake and said to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, © king, live for 
ever, 


10 Thou, O king, hast nade a decree, 

that every man that shall hear the 
suund of the cornet, flute, harp, sack- 
but, psaltery, and dulcimer, and all 
hinds of musick, shall fall 1 dow m and 
worship the golden image 


11 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth, that he should be cast 
into the midst of a burning fiery fur- 
nace. 


12 There are certain Jews whom thou 
hast set over the affairs of the province 
of Babylon, Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego; these men, © king, have 
not regarded thee: they serve not thy 
gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 


18.9 Then Nebuchadnezzar in his rage 
and fury commandedto bring Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego. Then they 
brought these men before the king. 


14 Nebuchadnezzar spake and said 
unto them, ds 7 true, © Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-ne go, do not ye 
serve my gods, nor worship the golden 
image which I have set up’ 


1b Now if ye be ready that at what 

time ye hear the sound of the cornet, 
flute, ‘harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dul- 
cimer, and all kinds of musick; ye fall 
down and worship the image which I 
have made; well: but if ye worship 
not, ye shall be cast the same hour 
into the midst of a burning fiery fur- 
nace; and who ¢s that God that shall 
deliver you out of my hands? 


16 Shadrach, Meshach and Abed-nego, 
answered and said to the king, O Ne- 
buchadnezzar, we are not careful to 
answer thee in this matter. 


17 If it be so, our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace, and he will deliver as 
out of thine h: and, © king. 


18 But if not, be it known unto thee, 
© king, that we will not serve thy 
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gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 


19 ¢ eh was Nebuchadnezzar full 
of fury, the form of his visage 
was ¢ ee against Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego: therefore he 
spake, and commanded that they should 
heat the furnace one seven times more 
than it was wont to be heated. 


209 And he commanded the most 
mighty men that were in his army to 
bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, and to cast them into the burn- 
ing fiery furnace, 


21 Then these men were bound in 
their coats, their hosen, and their hats, 
and their other garments, and were cast 
into the midst of the burning fiery fur- 
nace. 


2? Therefore because the king’s com- 
mandment was urgeit, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the flame of the fire 
slew those men that took up Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego. 


23 And these three men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. 


24 Then Nebuchadnezz ar the king 
was astonied, and rose up in haste, cad 
spake, and said unto his counsellors. 
Did not we cast three men bound into 
the midst of the fire? They answered 
and said unto the king, True, © king. 


25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst 
of the fire, and they have no hurt; and 
the form of the fourth is like the Son 
of God 


26 | Then Nebuchadnezzar came near 
to the mouth of the burning fiery fur- 
nace, aud spake, and said, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye servants 
of the most high God, come forth, and 

come hither. ‘Then Sh: adrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, came forth of the midst 
of the fire. 


27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king's counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire had 
no power, nor was an hair of their 
head singed , neither were their coats 
changed, nor the smell of fire had pass- 
ed on them. 


28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, and 
said, Blessed be the God of Shadr: ach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath 
sent his angel, and delivered his ser- 
vants that trusted in hin, and have 
changed the king’s word, and yiclded 
their bodies, that they might not serve 
ene any god, except their own 
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2% Therefore I make a decree, That 
every people, nation, and language, 
which speak any thing amiss against 
the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, shall be cut in pieces, and 
their houses shall be made a dunghill: 
because there is no other God that can 
deliver after this sort. 


30 Then the king promoted Shadrach, 
Meshach,andA bed- nego, in the province 
of Babylon.

18 This dream I king Nebuchadnezzar 
have scen. Now thou, O Belteshazzar, 
declare the interpretation thereof, foras- 
much as all the wise men of my king- 
dom are not able to make known unto 
ne the interpretation: but thou aré able; 
for the spirit of the holy gods es in thee. 


19 § Then Daniel, whose name was 
Relteshazzar, was astonied for one 
hour, and his thoughts troubled him. The 
king spake, and said, Belteshazzar, let 
not the dream, or the interpretation 
thereof, trouble thee. Belteshazzar an- 
swered and gaid, My lord, the dream 
be to them that hate thee, and the 
interpretation thereof to thine enemies. 


20 The tree that thou sawest, which 

grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven, and the 
sight thereof to all the earth; 


21 Whose leaves ‘were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was meat 
for all; under which the beasts of the 
field dwelt, and upon whose branches 
the fowls of the heaven had their ha- 
bitation :

50 ‘The king spake, and said, Is not 
this great Babylon, that I have built 
for the house of the kingdom by the 
might of my power, and for the honour 
of my majesty ? 


St While the word was in the king’s 
mouth, there fell a @oice from heaven, 
saying, O king Nebuchadnezzar, to 
thee it is spoken; ‘The kingdom is de- 
parted from thee.

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and in the days of thy father light and 
understanding and wisdom, like the 
wisdom of the gods, was found in him; 
whom the king Nebuchadnezzar thy 
father, the king, / say, thy father, made 
master of the magicians, astrologers, 
Chaldeans, and soothsayers; 








12 Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understan ing, 
interpreting of dreams, and shewing of 
hard sentences, and dissolving of doubts, 
were found in the same Daniel, whom 
the king named Belteshazzar: now let 
Daniel be called, and he will shew the 
interpretation. 


18 Then was Daniel brought in before 
the king. And the king spake and said 
unto Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, 
which art of the children of the cap- 
tivity of Judah, whom the king my 
father brought out of Jewry ? 


14 I have even heard of thee, that 
the snirit of the gods zs in thee, and 
that light and understanding and ex- 
cellent wisdom is found in thee. 


15 And now the wise men, the astro- 
logers, have been brought in before me, 
that they should read this writing, and 
made known unto me the interpreta- 
tion thereof: but they could not shew 
the interpretation of the thing: 


16 And T have heard of thee, that thou 

canst make interpretations, and dissolve 
doubts: now if thou canst read the 
writing, and make known to me the 
interpretation thereof, thou shalt be 
clothed with searlet, and have a chain 
of gold about thy neck, and shalt be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 


17 § Then Daniel answered and said 
before the king, Let thy gifts be to 
thyself, and give thy rewards to another; 
yet TP will read the writing unto the 
king, and make known to him the in- 
terpretation, 


18 © thou king, the most high God 
gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a 
kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and 
honour: 


19 And for the majesty that he gave 
him, all people, nations, and languages, 
tremble d and feared before him: whom 
he would he slew; and whom he would 
he kept. alive; and whom he would he 
set up; and whom he would he put 
down. 


20 But when his heart was lifted up, 

and his mind hardened in pride, he 
was deposed from his kingly throne, 
and they tuok his glory from him: 


21 And he was driven from the sons of 
men; and his heart was made like the 
beasts, and his dwelling was with the 
wild asses: they fed him with grass 
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like oxen, and his body was wet with 
the dew of heaven; till he knew that 
the most high God ruled in the king- 
dom of men, and that he appointeth 
over it whomsoever he will. 


22 And thou his son, O Belshazzar, 
hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; 


23 But ie ed up thyself against 
the Lord of heaven; ne they have 
brought the vessels of his house be- 
fore thee, and thou, and thy lords, thy 
wives, and thy concubines, have drunk 
wine in them; and thou hast praised 
the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, 
iron, wood, and stone, which see not, 
nor hear, nor know: and the God in 
whose hand thy breath ¢s, and whose 
are all thy ways hast thou not glorified: 


24 Then was the part of the hand 
sent from him; and this writing was 
written. 


25 9 And this ¢s the writing that was 
written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 
UPHARSIN. 


2%) This cv the interpretation of the 
thing: MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. 


27 TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting. 


28 PERS; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medes and Persians. 


29 ‘Then commanded Belshazzar, and 
they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and 
put a chain of gold about his neck, 
and made a proclamation concerning 
him, that he should be the third ruler 
in the kingdoin. 


_ 380 9 In that night was Belshazzar the 
king of the Chaldeans slain. 


31 And Darius the Median took the 
kingdom, bemy about threescore and 
two years old. 


CHAPTER VI. 


T pleased Darius tu set over the 

kingdom an hundred and twenty 
princes, which should be over the 
whole kingdom ; 


2 And over these three presidents; of 
whom Daniel was first: that the prin- 
ces might give accounts unto them, 
and the king should have no di: amuage. 


$ Then this Daniel was preferred 
above the presidents and princes, be- 
cause an excellent spirit was in him; 
and the king thought to set him over 
the whole realm. 


4 9 Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Daniel 
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concerning the kingdom; but they 
could find none occasion oor fault; 
forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
hed there any error or fault found in 
iim 


5 Then said these men, We shall not 
find any occasion against this Daniel, 
except we find 2 against him concern- 
ing the law of his God. 


6 Then these presidents and princes 
assembled together to the king, and 
said thus unto him, King Darius, live 
for ever, 


7 All the presidents of the kingdom, 
ine governors, and the princes, the 
counsellors, and the captains, have con- 
sulted together to establish a royal 
statute, and to make a firm decree, 
that whosoever shall ask a petition of 
any God or man for thirty days, save 
of thee, O king, he shall be cast into 
the den of lions. 


8 Now, (© king, establish the decree, 
and sign the writing, that it be not 
changed, according to the law of the 
Medes and Persians, which altereth not. 


Y Wherefore king Darius signed the 
writing and the decree. 


10 § Now when Daniel knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house; and his windows being open in 
his chamber toward Jer usalem , he 
kneeled upon his knees three times a 
day, and prayed, and gave thanks be- 
fore his God, as he did afuretime. 


11 Then these men assembled, and 
found) Daniel praying and making 
supplication before his God. 


12 'Then they came near, and spake 
before the king concerning the king's 
decree; Hast thou not signed a decree, 
that every man that shall ask a petition 
of any God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, shall be cast into 
the den of lions? The king answered 
and said, The thing zs true, ac cording 
to the law of the Medes and P ersians, 
which altereth net. 


13 Then answered they and said be- 
fore the king, That Daniel, which is of 
the children of the captivity of Judah, 
regardeth not thee, O king, nor the de- 
cree that thou hast signed, but maketh 
his petition three times a ‘day. 


14 Then the king, when he heard 
these words, was sore displeased with 
himself, and set his heart on Daniel to 
deliver’ him: and he laboured till the 
going down of the sun to deliver him. 


15 Then these men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, Know, 


DANI EL, ‘VI 


O king, that the law of the Medea and 
Persians ze, That no decree nor statute 
which the king establisheth may be 
changed. 


16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and cast him into 
the den of lions. Mow the king spake 
and said unto Daniel, Thy God whom 
thou servest continually , he will de- 
liver thee. 


17 And a stone was brought, and laid 
upon the mouth of the den; and the 
king sealed it with his own) signet, 
and with the signet of his lords; that 
the purpose might not be changed con- 
cerning Daniel. 


18 ¢ Then the king went to his palace, 

and passed the night fasting: neither 
were instruments of musick brought 
pelore him: and his sleep went from 
im. 


19 ‘Then the king arose very early in 
the morning, and went in haste unto 
the den of lions. 


20 And when he came tothe den, he 
cried with a lamentable voice unto Da- 
niel: and the king spake and said to 
Daniel, © Daniel, servant of the living 
God, is thy God, whom thou servest 
continually : able to deliver thee from 
the hons? 


21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
© king, live for ever. 


22 My God hath sent his angel, and 

hath shut the hons’ mouths, that they 
have not hurt me: forasmuch as before 
him innocency was found in me; and 
ulso before thee, O king, have LT done 
no hurt. 

23 Then was the exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that they 
should take Daniel up out of the den. 
So Daniel was taken up out of the den, 
and no manner of hurt was found upon 
him, beeause he believed in his God. 


king 


24 49 And the king commanded, and 

they brought those men which had ac- 
cused Daniel, and they cast them into 
the den of lions, them, their children, 
anad their wiv es: and the lions had the 
mastery of them, and brake all their 
bones in pieces or ever they came at 
the bottom of the den. 


25 § Then king Darius wrote unto all 

people, nations, and languages, that 
dwell in all the ‘earth: Peace be mul- 
tiphied unto you. 


26 I make a decree, That in every 

dominion of my kingdom men tremble 
and fear before the God of Daniel: for 
~ he is the living God, and stedfast for 
~ ever, and his kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed, and his dominion 
. shall be even unto the end. 


27 He delivereth and rescueth, and 
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he worketh signs and wonders in hea- 
ven and in earth, who hath delivered 
Daniel from the power of the lions. 


28 So this Daniel proshere in the 
reign of Darius, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 


CHAPTER VII. 


N the first year of Belshazzar king 

of Babylon Daniel had a dream and 
visions of hig head upon his bed: then 
he wrote the dream, and told the sum 
of the matters. 


2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in 
my vision by night, and, behold, the 
four winds of the heaven strove upon 
the grent sen. 


5 And four great beasts came up from 
the sea, diverse one from another. 

4 The first was like a lion, and had 
eagle's wings: T beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was lifted 
up from the earth, and made stand 
upon the feet as a man, and a man’s 
heart was given to it. 


% And behold another beast, a second, 
like to a bear, and it raised up itself 
on one side, "and tt had three ribs in 
the mouth of it between the teeth of 
it: and they said thus unto it, Arise, 
devour much flesh. 


6 After this [ beheld, and lo another, 
like a leopard, which had upon the 
back of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also four heads; and domi- 
nhion was given to it. 


7 After this I saw in the night vistons, 
and behold a fourth beast, dreadful and 
terrible, and strong excee dingly ; and 
it had gre: at iron teeth: it devoured 
and brake in pieces, and stamped the 
residue with the feet of it: ee it was 
diverse from all the beasts that mere 
before it; and it had ten horns. 


% 1 considered the horns, and, behold, 
there came up among them another 
little horn, before whom there were 
three of the first horns plucked up by 
the roots: and, behold, in this Lei 
were eyes like the eyes of man, and a 
mouth speaking great things. 


9 F T beheld till the thrones were 
east down, and the Ancient of days 
did sit, whose garment was white as 
show, and the hair of his head like the 
pure wool: his throne was like the fiery 
flame, and his wheels as burning fire. 


10 A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him: thousand thou- 
sands ministered unto him, and ten 
thousand times ten thousand stood be- 
fore him: the judgment was set, and 
the books were opened. 
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11 T beheld then because of the voice 
of the great words which the horn 
spake: I beheld even till the beast 
was slain, and his bodv destroyed, and 
given to the burning flame. 


12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion taken 
away: yet their lives were prolonged 
for @ season and time. 


13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, one like the Son of man came 
with the clouds of heaven, and came to 
the Ancient of days, ae they brought 
him near before him 


14 And there was given him domi- 
nion, and glory. and a kingdom, that 
all people, nations, and languages, 
should serve him: his dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, which shall not 
pass away, and his kingdom that which 
shall not be destroyed. 


15 § I Daniel was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, and 
the visions of my head troubled me. 


16 I came near unto one of them that 
stood by, and asked him the truth of 
all this. So he told me, and made me 
know the interpretation of the things. 


17 These great beasts, which are four, 
are four kings, wich shall arise out 
of the earth. 


18 But the saints of the most Tigh 
shall take the kingdom, and possess 
the kingdom for ever, even for ever 
and ever. 


19 Then ] would know the truth of 


the fourth beast, which was diverse 
from all the others, exceeding dreadful, 
whose teeth awere of 3 Iron, and his n: uils 
of brass; which dev oured, brake in 
pieces, and stamped the residue with 
his feet; 


20 And of the ten horns that were in 
his head, and of the other which came 
up, and before whom three fell; even 
of that horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
that spake very great things, whose 
look was more stout than his fellows. 


21 I beheld, and the same horn made 
war with the saints, and = prevailed 
against them; 


22 Until the Ancient of days came, 
and judgment was given to the saints 
of the most High; and the time came 
that the saints possessed the kingdom. 


23 Thus he said, The fourth beast 
shall be the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which shall be diverse from all 
kingdoms, and shall devour the whole 
earth, and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 


24 And the ten horns out of this king- 
dom are ten kings that shall arise: and 
another shall rise after them; and he 
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shall be diverse from the first, and he 
shall subdue three kings. 

25 And he shall speak great words 
against the most High, and shall wear 
out the saints of the most High, and 
think to change times and laws: and 
they shall be given into his hand untila 
time and times and the dividing of time. 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy 7¢ unto the end. 
2¢ And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatness of the kingdom under 
the whole heaven, shall be given to 
the people of the saints‘ of the most 
High, whose kingdom is an everlast- 
ing kingdom, and all dominions shall 
serve and obey hin. 

28 Hitherto es the end of the matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitations much 
troubled me, and my countenance 
changed in me: but I kept the matter 
in my heart, 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Ts the third year of the reign of king 
Belshazzar a vision appeared unto 
me, even unto me Daniel, after that 
which appeared unto me ‘at the tirst. 


2 And T saw in a vision; and it came 
to pass, when IT saw, that I was at 
Shushan cm the palace, which ¢s in the 
province of Klam; and [ saw in a 
he and I was by the river of Ulai. 


8 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, there stood before 
the yiv er a ram which had ¢wo horns: 
and the éwo horns were high; but one 
was higher than the other, and the 
higher came up last. 


4 T saw the ram pushing westward, 
and northward, and southward; so that 
no beasts might stand before him, nei- 
ther was there any that could deliver 
out of his hand; but he did according 
to his will, and Decame great. 


5 And as I was considering, behold, 
an he goat came from the west on the 
face of the whole earth, and touched 
not the ground: and the goat had a 
potable horn between his eyes. 


G And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which J had seen standing 
before the river, and ran unto him in 
the fury of his power. 


7 And I saw him come close unto the 
ram, and he was moved with choler 
against him, and smote the rain, and 
brake his two horns: and there was no 
ower in the ram to stand before him, 
a he cast him down to the ground, 
and stamped upon him: and there was 
none that could 1 deliver the ram out 
of his hand. 


% Therefore the he goat waxed very 
great: and when he was strong, the 
great, horn was broken; and for it came 
up four notable ones toward the four 
winds of heaven. 
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9 And out of one of them came forth 
a little horn, which waxed exceeding 
great, toward the south, and toward 
the east, and toward the pleasant land. 

10 And it waxed great, even to the 
host of heaven; and it cast down some 
of the host and of the stars to the 
ground, and stamped upon them. 

11 Yea, he magnified himself even to 
the prince of the host, and by him the 
daily sacrifice was taken away, and the 
piace of his sanctuary was cast down. 

12 And an host was) given him 
against the daily sacrifice by reason of 
transgression, and it cast down the 
truth to the ground; and it practised, 
ay prospered. 

3 4 Then I heard one saint speaking, 
aid another saint said unto thut cer- 
tuin sade which spake, low long shall 
be the vision concerning the daily sacri- 
fice, and the transgression of desolation, 
tu give both the sanctuary and the 
host to be trodden under foot? 

14 And he said unto me, Unto two 
thousand and three hundred = days; 
Hien shall the sanctuary be cleansed. 

Ib 9 And it came to pass, when I, 
even | Duniel, had seen the vision, aud 
sought for the me aning, then, behold, 
there stood before me as the appear- 
ance of © man. 

16 And I heard u man’s voice between 
the banks of Ulai, which called, and 
said, Gabriel, mi: ike this man to under- 
stand the vision. 

17 So he came near where I stood: 
and when he came, | was afraid, and 
fell upon my face: but he said unto 
me, Understand, O son of man: for at 
the time of the end shall be the vision. 

1X Now us he was speaking with me, 
] was in a deep sleep on my faee to- 
ward the ground: but he touched me, 
and set me upright. 

19 Aud he said, Behold, T will make 
thee know what shall be in the last 
end of the indignation: for at the time 
appointed the end shad be. 

20 The ram which thou sawest having 
two horns are the kings of Media and 
Persia. 


21 And the rough goat ¢s the hing of 


Grecia: and the great horn that os be- 
tween his eyes zs the first king. 

22 Now that being broken, whereas 
four stood up for it, four kingdoms 
shall stand up out of the nation, but 
not in his power. 

23° And in the latter time of their 
kingdom, when the transgressors are 
come to the full, a king of tierce coun- 
tenance, and understanding dark sen- 
tences, shall stand up. 

24 And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power: and he 
shall destroy wonderfully, and shall 
prosper, and practise, and shall es 
the mighty and the holy eople. 

20 And through his policy also he 
shall cause craft to prosper in his hand; 
and he shall magnify himself in his 
heart, and by peace shall destroy many: 
he shall also stand up against. the 
Prince of princes; but he shall be 
broken withaut hand. 

26 And the vision of the evening 
and the morning which was told is 
true: wherefore shut thou up the vision; 
for it shall be tor many days. 

27 And I Daniel fainted, and was sick 
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certain days; afterward I rose up, and 
did the king's business; and [ was 
astonished at the vision, but none un- 
derstood ct, 


CHAPTER IX. 


N the first year of Darius the son 

of Ahasuerus, of the seed of the 

Medes, which was made king over the 
realm of the Chaldeans; 

2 In the first year of his reign I Da- 
niel understood by books the number 
of the years, whereof the word of the 
Lor» cume to Jeremiah the prophet, 
that he would accomplish seveuty years 
in the desolations of Jerusalem. 


5 q And 1 set my face unto the Lord 
God, to seek by prayer and supplica- 
tions, with fasting, and sackcloth, and 
ashes: 

4 And | prayed unto the Lorn my 
God, and made my confession, and 
said, © Lord, the great and dreadful 
God, keeping ‘the covenant and mercy 
to them that love him, aud to them 
thi it keep his comm: andments; 

5 We have sinned, and have com- 
mitted iniquity, and have done wick- 
edly, and have rebelled, even by de- 
parting from thy precepts and from 
thy judgments: 


( Neither have we hearkened unto 
thy servants the prophets, which spake 
in thy name to our kings, our princes, 
and our fathers, and to all the people 
a the land. 

© Lord, righteousness belongeth un- 
ne thee, but unite us confusion of faces, 
as at this ad: ty; to the men of Judah, 
and to the mbhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and unto all Israel, ¢haé are near, and 
that are far off, through all the coun- 
tries whither thou hast driven them, 
because of their trespass that they 
have trespassed against thee. 


8 Lord, to us delongeth confusion 
of face, to our kings, to our princes, 
and to our fathers, because we have 
sinned against thee. 

J ‘Lo the Lord our God belong mercies 
and furgivenesses, though we have 
rebelled against him; 

10 Neither have we obeyed the voice 
of the Lorn our God, to walk in- bis 
laws, Which he set before us by his 
servants the prophets. 


I} Yea, all Tsrael have transgressed 
thy law, even by departing, that they 
might not obey thy voice; therefore 
the curse is poured upon us, and_the 
oath that ¢s written in the law of Mo- 
ses the servant of God, because we 
have sinned against him. 

12 And he bath coutirmed his words, 
which he spake against us, and against 
our judges that judged us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil: for under the 
whole heaven hath not been done as 
hath been done upon Jerusalem. 

13 As et vs written in the law of Mo- 
ses, all this evil is come upon us: yet 
made we not our prayer before the 
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Lory our God, that we might turn 
from our iniquities, and understand thy 
truth. 

14 Therefore hath the Lorn watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon us: 
for the Lorp our God is righteous in 
all his works which he doeth: for we 
obeyed not his voice. 


15 And now, © Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth Out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty hand, 
and hast gotten thee renown, as at this 
day; we have sinned, we have done 
wicked, 

6 FY O Lord, according to all thy 
Re UR eee I beseech thee, let. thine 
anger and thy fury be turned away 
from thy city Jerusalem, thy holy 
mountain: because for our sins, and 
for the iniquities of our fathers, Jeru- 
salem and thy people are become a re- 
proach to all that are about us. 


17 Now therefore, O our God, hear the 
prayer of thy servant, and his suppli- 
cations, and cause thy face to shine 
upon thy sanctuary that is desolate, 
for the Lord’s sake. 

IS O my God, incline thine ear, and 
hear; open thine eyes, and behold our 
desolations, and the city which is called 
by thy name: for we do not present 
our supplications before thee for our 
righteousness, but for thy great mercies. 


19 O Lord, hear; © Lord, forgive; © 
Lord, hearken and do; defer not, for 
thine own sake, QO my God: for thy 
city and thy people are called by thy 
name. 

20 F And whiles was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and 
the sin of my people Israel, and_pre- 
senting my supplication before the Lorn 
my God for the holy mountain of my 
God; 


21 Yea, whiles I was speaking in 
prayer, even the man Gabriel, whom 
T had seen in the vision at the begin- 
ning, being caused to tly swiftly, touch- 
ed me about the time of the evening 
oblation. 

22 And he informed me, and talked 
with me, and said, O Daniel, lam now 
come forth to give thee skill and un- 
derstanding. 

23 At the beginning of thy supplica- 
tionsthe commandment came forth, and 
I am come to shew thee; for thou art 
greatly beloved: therefore understand 
the matter, and consider the vision. 


24 Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, to finish the transgression, and 
to make an end of sins, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring 
in everlasting righteousness, and to 
seal up the vision and pr ophec y, and 
to anoint the most Holy. 


25 Know therefore and understand, 
that from the going forth of the com- 
mandment to restore and to build Je- 
rusalem unto the Messiah the Prince 
shall be seven weeks, and threescore 
and two weeks: the street shall be built 


again, and the wall, even in troublous 
times. 
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26 And after threescore and two weeks 
Shall Messiah be cut off, but not for 
himself: and the people of the prince 
that shall come shall destroy the city 
and the sanctuary; and the-end there- 
of shall be with a flood, and unto the 
end of the war desvlations are deter- 
mined. 


27 And he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in the 
midst of the week he shall cause the 
sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and 
for the overspreading of abominations 
he shall make ¢¢ desolate, even until 
the consunmnation, and "that deter- 
mined shall be poured upon the desolate. 


CHAPTER X. 


N the third year of Cyrus king of 
Persia a thing was revealed unto 
Daniel, whose name was called Bel- 
tushazzar; and the thing was true, but 
the time appointe 2d was long: and he 
understood the thing, and had under- 
standing of the vision. 


2 In those days I Daniel was mourn- 
ing three full weeks. 


5 f ate no pleasant bread, neither 
came flesh nor wine in) my mouth, 
neither did 1 anoint myself at all, till 
three whole weeks were fulfilled. 


4 And in the four and twentieth day 
of the first mouth, as J] was by the side 
of the great river, which -s Hiddekel; 


h® Then [ lifted up- mine eves, and 

looked, and behold a certain) man 
elothed in linen, whose loins were 
girded with fine gold of Uphaz: 


G Wis body also wus like the. beryl, 
and his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes as lamps of fire, 
and his arms and his feet like in colour 
to polished brass, and the voice of his 
words like the voice of a multitude. 


7 And I Daniel alone saw the vision: 

for the men that were with me saw 
not the vision; but a great quaking 
fell upon them, so that they fled to 
hide themselves. 


8% Therefore I was left alone, and saw 

this great Vision, and there remained 
no strength in me: for my comeliness 
was turned in me into corruption, and 
IT retained no strength. 


9 Yet heard I the voice of his words: 
and when J heard the voice of his words, 
then was lin a deep sleep on my face, 
aud my face toward the ground. 


10 § And, bebold, an hand touched 
me, which set me upon my knees and 
upon the palms of my hands. 


11 And he said unto me, O Daniel. a 

man gieatly beloved, understand the 
words that [ speak unto thee, and 
stand upright: for unto thee am I now 
sent. And when he had spoken this 
word unto me, I stood trembling. 


DANIEL, XI. 


12 Then said he unto me, Fear not, 
Daniel: for from the first day that thou 
didst set thine heart to understand, 
and to chasten thyself before thy God, 
thy words-were heard, and I am come 
for thy words. 

13 But the prince of the kingdom of 
Persia withstood me one and twenty 
days: but, lo, Michael, one of the chiet 
princes, came to help me; and I re- 
mained there with the kings of Persia. 


14 Now Iam come to make thee un- 
derstand what shall befall thy people 
in the latter days: for yet the vision 
is for many days. 


15 And when he had spoken such 
words unto me, I set my face toward 
the ground, and I became dumb. 


16 And, behold, ove like the similitude 
of the sons of men touched my lips: 
then ] opened my mouth, and spake, 
and said unto him that stood before 
me, Q my lord, by the vision my sor- 
rows are turned upon me, and | have 
retained no strength. 

17 For how can the servant of this 
my Jord talk with this my lord? for 
as for me, straightway there remained 
no strength in me, neither is there 
breath left in me.

4 And whosoever remaimeth in any 
place where he sojourneth, let the men 
of his place help him with silver, and 
with gold, and with goods, and with 
beasts, beside the freewill offering for 
the house of God that és in Jerusalem. 


5 F Then rose up the chief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, and 
the priests, and the Levites, with all 
them whose smrit God had raised, to 
go up to build the house of the Lorp 
which es in Jerusalem. 


G And all they that were about them 
strengthened their hands with vessels 
of silver, with gold, with goods, and 
with beasts, and with precious things, 
beside all ¢hat was willingly offered: 


7 4 Also Cyrus the king brought forth 
the vessels of the house of the Lorn, 
which Nebuchadnezzar had brought 
forth out of Jerusalem, and had put 
them in the house of his gods; 


S Even those did Cyrus king of Persia 
bring forth by the hand of Mithredath 
the treasurer, and numbered them 
unto Sheshbazzar, the prince of Judah.

thirty chargers of gold, a thousand

66 Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hun- 
dred forty and five;

68 § And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house 
of the Lorn which 7s at Jerusalem, 
offered freely for the house of God to 
get it up in his place: 


69 They gave after their ability unto 
the trensure of the work threescore 
and one thousand drams of gold, and 
five thousand pound of silver, and one 
hundred priests’ garments. 


70 So the priests, and the Levites, and 

some of the people, and the singers, 
and the porters, and the Nethinims, 
dwelt in their cities, and all Israel in 
their cities. 


CHAPTER TIT. 


ND when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel 
were in the cities, the people gathered 
themselves together as one man to 

Jerusalem. 

2 Then stood up Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and his brethren the priests, 
and Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, 
and his brethren, and builded the altar 
of the God of Israel, to offer burnt of- 
ferings thereon, as it is written in the 
law of Moses the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his 
bases; for fear was upon them because 
of the people of those countries: and 
they offered burnt offerings thereon 
unto the Lorn, eren burnt offerings 
morning and evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of taber- 
Nacles, as it is written, and offered the 
ae burnt offerings by number, ac- 
cording to the custom, as the duty of 
‘every day required; 

_ 6 And afterward offer ed the continual 
‘burnt offering, both of the new moons, 
‘and of all the set feasts of the Lorn 
ithat were consecrated, and of every 
‘one that willingly offered a freewill 
‘offering unto the Lorp. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
‘month began they to offer burnt otfer- 
pings unto the Lorn. But the foundation 
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ys ee temple of the Lorn was not yet 
Ric 


7 They gave money also unto the 
masons, and to the carpenters; and 
meat and drink, and oil, unto them 
of Zidon, and to them of Tyre, to bring 
cedar trees from Lebanon to the sea 
of Joppa, according to the grant that 
they had of Cyrus king of Persia. 


8 Y Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Je- 
rusalem, in the second month, began 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests 
and the Levites, and all they that were 
come out of the captivity unto Jeru- 
salem; and appointed the Levites, from 
tw enty years old and upward, to set 
iy ard the work of the house of the 
sORD. 


9 Then stood Jeshua with his sons 
and his brethren, Kadmiel and his 
sons, the sons of Judah, together, to 
set forward the workmen i in the house 
of God: the sons of Henadad, ath 
their sons and their brethren the Le- 
vites. 


10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lorn, 
they set the priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph with cymbals, to praise 
the Lorn, after the ordinance of David 
king of Israel. 


{1 And they sang together by course 

in praising and giving thanks unto the 
Lorn; because he vs good, for his mercy 
endureth {for ever toward Israel. And 
ul the people shouted with a great. 
shout, when they praised the Lorn, 
because the foundation of the house 
of the Lorp was laid. 


12 But many of the priests and Le- 
vites and chief of the fathers, who were 
ancient men, that had seen the first 
house, when the foundation of this 
house was laid before their eyes, wept. 
with a loud voice; and many shouted 
aloud for joy: 


IS So that the people could not dis- 
cern the noise of the shout of joy from 
the noise of the weeping of the people: 
for the people shouted with a loud 
shout, and the noise was heard afar oft, 


CHAPTER IV. 


OW when the adversaries of Ju- 

dah and Benjamin heard that the 
children of the captivity builded the 
temple unto the Lorn (od of Israel: 
2 Then they came to Zerubbabel, and 
to the chief of the fathers, and said 
unto them, Let us build with you: for 
we seek your God, as ye do; and we 
do sacrifice unto him ‘since the days 
of Esar-haddon king of Assur, which 
brought us up hither. 
3 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshu: a, and 
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the rest of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, said unto them, Ye have no- 
thing 'to do with us to build an house 
unto our God; but we ourselves to- 
gether will build unto the Lorn God 
of Israel, as king Cyrus the king of 
Persia hath commanded us. 


4 'Then the people of the land weaken- 
ed the hands of the people of Judah, 
and troubled them in building, 


§ And hired counsellors against them, 
to frustrate their purpose, all the days 
of Cyrus king of Persia, even until 
the reign of Darius king of Persia. 


4 And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in 
the beginning of his reign, wrote they 
unto him an accusation against the in- 
habitants of Judah and Jerusalem. 


7 4 And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, ‘Tabeel, and 
the rest of their companions, unto Ar- 


taxerxes king of Persia; and the writ-. 


ing of the letter was written in the 
Syrian tongue, and interpreted in the 
Syrian tongue. 


8 Rehum the chancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king in 
this sort: 


9 Then wrote Rehum the chancellor, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and the rest 
of their companions; the Dinaites, the 
Apharsathchites, the Tarpelites, the 
Apharsites, the Archevites, the Baby- 
lonians, the Sus: inchites, the Deh: avites, 
and the Elamites, 


10 And the rest of the nations whom 
the great and noble Asnapper brought 
over, and set in the cities of Samaria, 
and the rest that are on this side the 
river, and at such a time. 


1] 4 This zs the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto him, even unto 
Artaxerxes the king; Thy servants the 
Men on this side the river, and at 
such a time. 


12 Be it known unto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee to 
us are coine unto Jerusalem, building 
the rebellious and the bad city, and 
have set up the walls thereof’, and 
joined the foundations. 


13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they not 
pay toll, tribute, and custom, and so 
thou shalt endamage the revenue of 
the kings. 


14 Now because we have maintenance 
from the king’s palace. and it was not 
meet for us to see the king’s dishonour, 
therefore have we sent and certified 
the king; 


15 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers: so 
shalt thou find in the book of the re- 
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cords, and know that this city vs a re- 
bellious city, and hurtful unto kings 
and provinces, and that they have 
moved sedition within the same of old 
time: for which cause was this city 
destroyed. 


16 We certify the -king that, if this 
city be builded again, and the walls 
thereof set up, by this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side the 
river. 


17 9 Then sont the king an answer 
unto Rehum the chuncellor, and to 
Shimshai the scribe, and ¢o the rest of 
their companions that dwell in Samaria, 
and unto the rest beyond the river, 
Peace, and at such a time. 


18 The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read befure me. 


19 And [| eommanded, and. search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath made insur- 
rection against kings, and that rebellion 
and sedition have been made therein. 


20 ‘There have been mighty kings also 
over Jerusalem, which have ruled over 
all countries beyond the river; and toll, 
tribute. and eustom, was paid unto 
them. 


Yt Give ye now commandment to 
ciuse these men to cease, and that 
this city be not builded, until another 
commandment shall be given from me. 


22 'Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this: why should damage grow 
to the hurt of the kings ? 


25 9 Now when the copy of king Ar- 
taxerxes’ letter was read before Rehum, 
and Shimshai the seribe, and = their 
companions, they went up in haste to 
Jerusalem unto the Jews, and made 
them to cease by force and power. 


24 ‘Then ceased the work of the house 
of God which ts at Jerusalem. So it 
ceased unto the second year of the 
reigu of Darius king of Persia. 


CHAPTIER V. 


fe the aor Hageal the 
prophet, and Zechariah the son of 
Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews that 
were in Judah and Jerusalem in the 
ane of the God of Israel, even unto 
them. 


2 Then rose a Zerubbabel the son 

of Shealtiel, Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and began to build the house 
of God which is at Jerusalem: and 
with them were the prophets of God 
helping them. 


3 9 At the same time came to them 
Tatnai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shethar-bozn ai, and their com 
nions, and said thus unto them, Who 
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hath commanded you to build this 
house, and to make up this wall? 


4 Then said we unto them after this 
manner, What are the names of the 
men that make this building ? 


5 But the eye of their God was upon 
the elders of the Jews, that they could 
not cause them to cease, till the matter 
came to Darius: and then they return- 
ed answer by letter concerning this 
matter. 


6 9 The copy of the letter that Tat- 

nai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shethar-boznai, and his compa- 
nions the Apharsachites, which were 
on this side the river, sent unto Darius 
the king: 


7 They sent a letter unto him, where- 
in was written thus; Unto Darius the 
king, all peace. 


- 8 Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the province of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, whieh 
is builded with great stones, and timber 
is laid in the walls, and this work goeth 
fast on, and prospereth in their hands. 


9 Then asked we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who commanded 
you to build this house, and tou make 
up these walls? 


10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. 


1] And thus they returned us answer, 
saying, We are the servants of the 
God of heaven and earth, and build 
the house that was builded these m: uly 
years ago, which a great king of Israel 
builded and set up. 


12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 


wrath, he gave them inty the hand of 


Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon, 
the Chaldean, who destroyed this house, 
and carried the people away into Ba- 
bylon. 


13 But in the first year of Cyrus the 
ang of Babylon the same king Cyrus 
made a decree to build this house of 
God. 


14 And the vessels also of gold and 

silver of the house of God, which Ne- 
buchadnezzar took out of the temple 
that was in Jerusalem, and brought 
them into the temple of Babylon, those 
did Cyrus the king take out of the 
temple of Babylon, and they were de- 
livered unto one, whose name was 
Sheshbazzar, whom he had made go- 
vernor; 


15 And said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the tem- 
Be that 7s in Jerusalem, and let the 
ouse of God be builded in his place. 


16 Then came the same Sheshbazzar, 
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and laid the foundation of the house 
of God which is in Jerusalem: and 
since that ‘time even until now hath 
it been in building, and yeé it is not 
finished. 

17 Now therefore, if i¢ seem good to 
the king, let there "be search made in 
the king’s treasure house, which zs 
there at Babylon, whether it be so, 
that a decree was made of Cyrus the 
king to build this house of God at 
Jerusalem, and let the king send his 
pleasure to us concerning this matter. 


CHAPTER VL 


fee Darius the king made.a de- 
cree, and search was made in the 
house of the rolls, where the treasures 
were laid up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at Achmetha, 
in the palace that zs in the province 
of the Medes, a roll, and therein was 
a record thus written: 


3 In the first year of Cyrus the king 
the sume Cyrus the king made a decree 
concerning the house of God at Jeru- 
sulem, Let the house be builded, the 
place where they offered sacrifices, and 
let the foundations thereof be strongly 
laid; the height thereof threescore cu- 
bits: and the breadth thereof threescore 
cubits; 


4 With three rows of great stones, 
and a row of new timber: and let the 
expences be given out of the king’s 
house: 

fy And algo let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took furth out of the 
temple which ¢s at Jerusalem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be restored, and 
brought again unto the temple which 
is at Jerusalem, every one to his place, 
and place them in the house of God. 


0 Now therefore, ‘Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar- boznai, and 
your companions the Apharsachites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye far 
from thence: 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone; let the governor of the Jews 
and the elders of the Jews build this 
house of Grod in his place. 


% Moreover I make a decree what 
ye shall do to the elders of these Jews 
for the building of this house of God: 
that of the king’s goods, even of the 
tribute beyond the river, forthwith ex- 
pences be given unto these men, that 
they be not hindered. 


Y And that which they have need of 
both young bullocks, and rams, and 
lambs, for the burnt offerings of the 
God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and 
oil, according to the’ appointment of 
the priests, which are at Jerusalem, 
let it be given them day by day with- 
out fail: 


10 That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savours unto the God of heaven, 
and pray for the life of the king, and 
of his sons. 
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1! Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, et 
timber be pulled down from his house, 
and being set up, let him be hanged 
thereon; and let his house be made a 
dunghill for this. 


12 And the God that hath caused his 

name to dwell there destroy all kings 
and people, that shall put to their hand 
to alter and to destroy this house of 
(god which és at Jerusalem. I Darits 
have made a decree; let it be done 
with speed. 


13 9 Then ‘Tatnai, governor on this 
side the river, Shethar-boznai, and their 
companions, according to that which 
Dariug the king had sent, so they did 
speedily. 


14 And the elders of the Jews build- 

ed, and they prospered through the 
prophesying of Hageai the prophet and 
Zechariah the son of Iddo. And they 
builded, and finished i, according to 
the commandment of the God of Israel. 
and according to the commandment of 
Cyrus, and Darius, and Artaxerxes 
king of Persia. 


15 And this house was finished on the 
third day of the month Adar, which 
was in the sixth year of the reign of 
Darius the king. 


16 9 And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this house of God 
with joy, 


17 And offered at the dedication of 


this house of God an hundred bullocks, 
two hundred rams, four hundred lambs; 
and for a sin offering for all Israel, 
twelve he goats, according to the 
number of the tribes of Israel. 


18 And they set the priests in their 
divisions, and the [Levites in their 
courses, for the service of God, which 
is at Jerusalem: as itis w ritten in the 
hook of Moses. 


19 And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover upon the fourteenth 
day of the first month. 


20 For the priests and the Levites 
were purified together, all of them 
were pure, and killed the passover for 
wil the children of the captivity, and 
for their brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. 


2} And the children of Israel, which 
were come again out of captivity, and 
all such as had separated themselves 
unto them from the filthiness of the 
heathen of the land, to seek the Lorn 
God of Israel, did eat, 


22 And kept the feast of unleavened 

bread seven days with joy: for the 
Lorv had made them joyful, and turn- 
ed the heart of the king of Assyria 
unto them, to strengthen their hands 
in the work of the house of God, the 
God of Israel. 
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CHAPTER VIE. 


OW after these things, in the reign 
of Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezra 
the son of Seraiah, the son of Azariah, 
the son of Hilkiah, 

2 The son of Shallum, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Ahitub, 

‘The gon of Amariah, the son of 

Azariah, the son of Meraioth, 

4 The son of Zerahiah,the son of Uzzi, 
the son of Bukki, 

5 The son of Abishua, the son of 
Phinehas, the son of If leazar, the son 
of Aaron the chief priest: 

6 This Ezra went up from Babylon; 
and he was a ready scribe in the law 
of Moses, which the Lorn God of Is- 
rael had given: and the king granted 
him all his request, according to the 
hand of the Lorn his God upon him. 


7 And there went tip some of the 
children of Israel, and of the priests 
and the Levites, and the singers, anc 
the porters, and the Nethinims, unto 
Jerusalem, inthe seventh year of Arta- 
xerxes the king. 

% And he came to Jerusalem in the 
litth month, which eas in the seventh 
year of the king. 


9 For upon the first day of the first 
mouth began he to go up from Baby- 
lon, and on the first day of the fifth 
month came he to Jerusalem, accord- 
ne to the good hand of his God upon 
in. 

10 Tor Hzra had prepared his heart 
to seek the law of the Laas and to do 
wd, and to teach in Israel statutes and 
judgments. 

1 FY Now this ts the copy of the 
letter that the king Artaxerxes gave 
unto Ezra the priest, the scribe, ener 
a seribe of the words of the com- 
mandments of the Lorn, and of his 
statutes to Israel. 


12 Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto 
}izra the priest, a seribe of the law of 
the God of heaven, perfect peace, and 
at such a time. 

13 J make a decree, that all they of 
the people of Israel, and of his priests 
and Levites, in my realm, which are 
minded of their own freewill to go up 
to Jerusalem, go with thee. 


14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of the 
king, and of his seven counsellors, to 
enguire concerning Judah and Jeru- 
salem, according to the law of thy God 
which ¢s in thine hand; 

15 And to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God of Is- 
rael, whose habitation 2s in Jerusalem, 


16 And all the silver and gold that 
thou canst find in all the province of 
Babylon, with the freewill offering of 
the people, and of the priests, offering 
willingly for the house of their God 
which 7s in Jerusalem: 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, lambs, 
with their meat offerings and their 
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drink offerings, and offer them upon 
the altar of the house of your God 
which is in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good 
tu thee, and to thy brethren, to do with 
the rest of the silver and the gold, that 
do after the will of your rod. 

19 The vessels also that are given 


thee for the service of the house of 


thy God, those deliver thou before the 
God of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsvever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestuw, bestow c¢ out of the king’s 
treasure house. 

21 And I, even I Artaxerxes the king, 
do make 4 decree to all the treasurers 
which are beyond the river, that what- 
soever Kzra the priest, 
the law of the God of beaven, shall 
require of you, it be done speodily, 


22 Unto an hundred talents of silver, 
aud to an hundred measures of wheat, 
and to an hundred baths of wine, and 
to an hundred baths of oil, and salt 
without prescribing how auch. 

23) Whatsoever is commanded by the 
God of heaven, let it be diligently done 
for the house of the God of heaven: 
for why should there be wrath against 
the realm of the king and his sons? 


24 Also we certify you, that touch- 
ing any of the priests and Levites, 
singers, porters, Nethinims, or mi- 
nisters of this house of God, it shall 
not be lawful te impose toll, tribute, 
or custom, upon them. 

25 And thou, Itzra, after the wisdom 
of thy God, that is in thine hand, set 
magistrates and judges, which may 
judge all the people th at are beyond 
the river, all such as know the laws 
of thy God; and teach ye them that 
know them not. 

26 And whosoever will not do the law 
of thy God, and the law of the king, 
let judgment be executed speedily 
upon him, whether it be unto de ath, 
or to banishment, or to confiscation of 
foods, or to imprisonment. 


27 FY Blessed be the Lorn God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thing 
as this in the king’s heart, to beautify 
the house of the Lory which jx in Je- 
rusalem: 

28 And hath extended merey unto 
me before the king, and his counsel- 
lors, and pert all the king’s mighty 
princes. And I was strengthened as 
the hand of the Lorn my God was 
upon me, and | gathered together out 
of Israel chief men to go up with me. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


A aan are now the chiet of their 
fathers, and ¢his is the genealogy 
of them that went up with me from 
Babylon, in the reign of Artaxerxes 
the king.

7 And of the sons of Elam; Jeshaiah 
the son of Athaliah, and with him 
seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of Shephatiah; Ze- 
badiah the son of Michael, and with 
him fourscore males. 

G Of the sons of Joab; Obadiah the 
son of Jehiel, and with him two hun- 
dred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shelomith; the 
son of Josiphiah, and with him an 
hundred aud threescore males. 


11 And of the sons of Bebai; Ze- 
eharinh the son of Bebai, and with 
him twenty and eight males. 

12 And of the sons of Azgad; Johanan 
the son of Hakkatan, and with him an 
hundred and ten males. 

13 And of the last sons of Adonikam, 
whose names ave these, Kliphelet, Jeiel, 
and Shemaiah, and with them three- 
score males. 


14 Of the sons also of Bigvai; Uthat 

and Zabbud, and with them seventy 
males. 

15 F And TJ gathered them together 
tu the river that runneth to Ahava,; 
and there abode we in tents three 
days: and IT viewed the people, and 
the priests, and found there none of 
the sons of Levi. 

16 Then sent I for Eliezer, for Ariel, 
for Shemaiah, and for EInathan, and 
for Jarib, and for Elnathan, and = for 
Nathan, and for Zechariah, and for 
Meshullam. chief men; also for Joiarib, 
and for Elnathan, men of understanding. 


17 And I sent them with command- 
nent unto Iddo the chief at the place 

Casiphia, and I told them what they 
should say unto Iddo, and to his bre- 
thren the Nethinims, at the place 
Casiphia, that they should bring unto 
us ministers for the house of our (sod. 
18 And by the good hand of our God 
upon us they brought us a man of 
understanding, of the sons of Mahli, 
the son of Levi, the son of Israel; and 
Sherebiah, with his sons und his. bre- 
thren, eighteen; 

19 And Hashabiah, and with bim 


Jeshaiah of the sons of Merari, his 
brethren and their sons, twenty ; 
20 Also of the Nethinims, whom 


David and the princes had appointed 
for the service of the Levites, two 
hundred and twenty Nethiuims: all of 
them were expressed by name. 

21 4 Then I proclaimed a fast there, 
at the river of Ahava, that we might 
afflict ourselves before our God, to 
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seek of him aright way for us, and for 
our little ones, and for all our substance. 


»” For ] was ashamed to require of 


the king a band of soldiers and horse- 
men to help us against the enemy in 
the way: because we had spoken unto 
the king, saying, ‘The hand of our God 
is upon all them for good, that seek 
him; but his power and his wrath is 
against all them that forsake him. 


23 So we fasted and besought our God 
for this: and he was intreated of us. 
24 § Then J separated twelve of the 
chief of the priests, Sherebiah, [asha- 
biah, and ten of their brethren with them, 


25 And weighed unto them the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, even the 
offering of the house of our Goi, which 
the king, and his counsellors, and his 
lords, and all Israel chere present, had 
offered: 

26 I even weighed unto their hand 
six hundred and fifty talents of silver, 
and silver vessels an hundred talents, 
und of gold an hundred talents; 


27 Also twenty basons of otis of a 


thousand drams; and two vessels of 


tine copper, precious as gold. 


25 And I said unto them, Ye are 
holy unto the Lorn; the vessels ure 
holy also; and the silver and the gold 
ere a freewill offering unto the Lorn 
God of your fathers. 


29 Watch ye, and keep them, until 
ye weigh them betore the chief of the 
priests and the Levites, 
the fathers of Israel, at Jerusalem, in 
the chambers of the “house of the Lorn, 


30 So took the priests and the Levites 

the weight of the silver, and the gold, 
and the vessels, to bring ¢hem to Je- 
rusalem unto the house of our God. 


31 4 


Then we departed trom the 


river of Ahava on the twelfth day of 


the first month, to go unto Jerusalem: 
and the hand of our God was upon us, 


and he delivered us from the hand of 


the enemy, and of such as lay in wait 
by the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and 
etbode there three days. 

33 § Now on the fourth day was 
the silver and the gold and the ves- 
sels weighed in the house of our 


God by the hand of Meremoth the son of

34 By number and by weight of 
every one: and all the weight was 
written at that time. 


35 Also the children of those that had 
been carried away, which were come 
out of the captivity, offered burnt of- 
ferings unto the God of Israel, twelve 
bullocks for all Israel, ninety and six 
rans, seventy and seven lambs, twelve 


he goats for a sin offering: all this was — 


a burnt offering unto the Lorp.

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36 FY And they delivered the king’s 
commissions under the king’s lieute- 
nants, and to the governors on this 
side the river: and thy furthered the 
people, and the house of God. 


CHAPTER IX. 


OW when these things were done, 

the princes came to me, saying, 
‘The people of Israel, and the priests, 
uid the Levites, have not separated 
themselves from the people of the 
lands, doing according to their abomi- 
nations, even of the Canaanites, the 
Hittites, the Perizzites, the Jebusites, 
the Ammonites , the ‘Moabites, the 
Egyptians, and the Amorites. 

2 For they have taken of their daugh- 
ters for themselves, and for their suns: 
so that the holy seed have mingled 
themselves with the people of those 


lands: yea, the hand of the princes 
and rulers hath been chief in this 
Lrespass. 


3 And when I heard this thing, I rent 
my garment and my mantle, and 
ee off the hair of my head and 
of my beard, and sat down astonied. 

‘Thon were assembled unto me 
a ery one that trembled at the words 
of the God of Isr: acl, because of the 
transgression of those that had been 
carried away; and I sat astonied until 
the evening sacrifice. 

5 § And at the evening sacrifice | 
arose up from my heaviness; and having 
rent. my garment and my mantle, I 
fell upon my knees, and spread out 
my hands unto the Lorn my (od, 

G And said, O my God, I am ashamed 
and blush to litt up my face to thee, 
iny God: for our iniquities are increased 
over our head, and our trespass is 
grown up unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have 
we been in a great trespass unto this 
day; and for our iniquities have we, 
our kings, and our priests, been deliver- 
ed into the hand of the kings of the 
lands, to the sword, to captivity, and 
toa spoil, and to confusion of face, as 
ut ds this day. 

8s And now for a little space grace 
hath been skewed frum the Lorn our 
God, to leave us a remnant to escape, 
and to give usa nail in his holy place, 
that our God may lighten our eyes, 
and give us a little reviving in our 
bondage. 

9 Tor we were bondmen; yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our bond- 
age, but hath extended mercy unto 
us in the sight of the kings of Persia, 
to give us a reviving, to set up the 
house of our God, and to repair the 
desolations thereof, and to give us a 
wall in Judah and in Jerusalem. 

10 And now, O our God, what shall 
we say after this? fur we have for- 
saken thy commandments, 

11 Which thou hast commanded_by 
thy servants the prophets, saying, The 
land, unto which ye go to possess it, 
ig an unclean land with the filthiness 
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ewer ete 


of the people of the lands, with their 
abominations, which have filled it from 
one end to another with their unclean- 


ness. 


12 Now therefore give not your daugh- 
ters unto their sons, neither take their 
daughters unto your sons, nor seek 
their peace or their wealth for ever: 
that ye may be strong, und eat the 
good of the land, and leave i for an 
inheritance to your children for ever. 


13 And after all that is come upon 
us for our evil deeds, and for our great 
trespass, sceing that thou our God 
hast. punished us Jess than our ini- 
quities deserve, and hast given us such 
deliverance as this; 


14 Should we again break thy com- 
mandments, and join in aftinity with 
the people of these abominations? 
wouldest not thou be angry with us 
till thou hadst consumed us, so that 
there should be no remnant nor escaping ? 


15 O Lorn God Israel, thou art right- 
eous: for we remain yet escaped, as 
wis this day: behold, we are betore 
thee in our trespasses: for we cannot 
stand before thee because of this. 


CHAPTER X. 


OW when Ezra had prayed, and 

when he had confessed, weeping 
and casting himself down before the 
house of God, there assembled unto 
him out of Israel a very great congre- 
gation of men and women and children: 
for the people wept very sore. 

2 And Shechaniah the son of Jehiel, 
one of the sons of Klam, answered and 
said unto Iara, We have trespassed 
against our God, and have taken 
strange wives of the eople of the 
land: yet now there is one in Israel 
concerning this thing. 

* 3 Now therefore let us make a cove- 
nant with our God to put away all 


the wives, and such as are born of 


, them, according to the counsel of my 
_ lord, "and of those that tremble at the 
* commandment of our God; and let it 
: be done according to the law. 
» 4 Arise; for this matter belongeth unto 
“thee: we also wll be with thee: 
, Boor conte and do ef. 
 § Then arose Ezra, and made the 
: chief priests, the Levites, and all Israel, 
‘to swear that they should do accord- 
fing to this word. And they sware. 
* 6 § Then Ezra rose up from before

% chamber of J ohanan the son of Eliashib: 

and when he came thither, he did eat 
#,no bread, nor drink water: for he mourn- 
ey ed because of the transgression of them 
Ki that had been carried away. 

es 7 And they made proclamation 
mehroughout Judah and Jerusalem unto 
fall the children of the captivity, that 
miehey should gather themselves together 
gonto Jerusalem; 
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8 And that whosoever would not 
come within three days, according to 
the counsel of the princes and the 
elders, all his substance should be for~ 
feited, and himself separated from the 
congregation of those that had been 
carried away 
9 Then ah the men of Judah and 
Benjamin gathered themselves tugether 
unto Jerusalem within three days. 
It was the ninth month, on the twen- 
tieth day of the month; and all the 
people sat in the street of the house 
of God, trembling because of tis matter, 
and for the great rain. 

10 And Ezra the priest stood up, and 
said unto them, Ye have transgressed, 
and have taken strange wives, to in- 
crease the trespass of Israel. 

1! Now therefore make confession 
unto the Lorn God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure: and = separate 
yourselves from the people of the land, 
und from the strange wives. 

12 Then all the congregation answer- 
ed and said with a loud voice, As thou 
hast said, so must we do. 

18 But the people are many, and é zs 
atime of much rain, and we are not 
able to stand without, neither 7s this 
a work of one day or two: for we are 
many that have transgressed in this 
thing. 

14 Let now our rulers of all the 
congregation stand, and let all them 
which have taken strange wives in 
our cities come at appointed times, 
and with them the elders of every city, 
and the judges thereof, until the fierce 
wrath’ of our God for this matter be 
turned from us. 

1» | Only Jonathan the son of Asahel 
aa Jahaziah the son of ‘Tikvalr were 
employed about this matter: and Me- 
shullam and Shabbethai the Levite 
helped them. 

16 And the children of the captivity 
did so. And Ezra the priest, with cer- 
tain chief of the fathers, after the 
house of their fathers, and all of them 
by ther names, were separated, and 
gat down in the first day of the tenth 
month to examine the matter. 

17 And they made an end with all 
the men that had taken strange wives 
by the jrst day of the first month. 

IX § And among the sons of the 
priests there were found that ‘had 
taken strange wives: namely, of the 
sons of Jeshua the son of Jozadak, 
and his brethren; Maaseiah, and Kliezer, 
and Jarib, and Gedaliah, 

19 And they gave their h ands that 
they would put away their wives; and 
being guilty, they offered a ram of the 
Hock for their trespass. 

20 And of the sons of Immer; Hanani, 
and Zebadiah. 

21 And of the sons of Harim; Maa- 
seiah, and Klijah, and Shemaiah, and 
Jehiel, and Uzziah. 

22 And of the sons of Pashur; Fihoenai, 
Maaseiah, Ishinael, Nethaneel, Jozabad, 
and Elasah. 

23 Also of the Levites; Jozabad, and 
Shimei, and Kelaiah, (the same és Ke- 
lita,) Pethahiah, Judah, and Eliezer. 
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24 Of the singers also; Eliashib: and 
of the porters; Shallum, and ‘'Jelem, 
and Uri. 

95 Moreover of Israel: of the sons 
of Parosh; Ramiah and Jeziah, and 
Malchiah, and Miamin, and Eleazar, 
and Malchij ah, and Benaiah. 

26 And ‘of the sons of Elam; Mattan- 
inh, Zechariah, and Jehiel, and Abdi, 
and Jeremoth, and Eliah. 

27 And of the sons of Zattu; Elioenai, 
Eliashib, Mattaniah, and Jeremoth, and 
Zabad, and Aziza. 

28 Of the sons also of Bebai: Jeho- 
hanan, Hananiah, Zabbai, and Athlai.

BOOK OF NEHEMIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 


NE words of Nehemiah the son of 
Ilachaliah. And it came to pass in 
the month Chisleu, in the twentieth 
year, as I was in Shushan the palace, 


2 That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and I asked them cone erning the Jews 
that had escaped, which were left of the 
captivity, and concerning Jerusalem. 


3 And they said unto me, The rem- 
nant that. are left of the captivity there 
in the province ave in great affliction 
and reproach: the w all of Jerusalem 
also zs broken down, and the gates 


thereof are burned with fire. 


4 4 And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that J sat. down 
and wept, and mourned certain days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the God 
of heaven, 


5 And said, I beseech thee, O Lorn 
God of heaven, the great. and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and merey 
for them that love him and observe 
his commandments: 


6 Let thine ear now be attentive, and 

thine eyes open, that thou mayest hear 
the prayer of thy servant, which I pray 
before thee now, day and night, for 
the children of Israel thy servants, 
and confess the sins of the children of 
Israel, which we have sinned against 
thee: both I and my father’s house 
have sinned. 


7 We have dealt very corruptly against 

thee, and have not kept the command- 
ments, nor the statutes, nor the judg- 
ments, which thou commandedat thy 
servant: Moses. 


8 Remember, I beseech thee, the word’ 
that thou commandedst thy servant 
Moses, saying, /f ye transgress, I will 
scatter you a road among the nations: 


9 But if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 
though there were of you cast out unto 
the uttermost part of the heaven, yet 
will I gather them from thence, and 
will bring them unto the place that I 
have chosen to set my name there. 


10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
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some few men with me; neither told 
I any man what m God. had put in 

my heart to do at Jerusalem: neither 
was there any beast with me, save the 
beast that I rode upon. 


13 And I went out by nig! ht by the 
gate of the valley, even before the 
dragon well, and to the dung port, and 
viewed the walls of Jerusalem, which 
were broken down, and the gates there- 
of were consumed with fire. 


14 Then I went on to the gate of the 

fountain, and to the king’s pool: but 
there was no place for the beast that 
was under me to pass. 


15 Then went I up in the night by 
the brook, and viewed the wall, and 
turned back, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and so returned. 


16 And the rulers knew not whither 
I went, or what I did; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
priests, nur to the nobles, nor tu the 
rulers, nor to the rest that did the work. 


17 ¢ Then said I unto them, Ye see 
the distress that we are in, how Jeru- 
salem lieth waste, and the gates thereof 
are burned with fire: come, and let us 
build up the wall of Jerusalem, that 
we be no more a reproach. 


18 ‘Then I told them ‘of the hand 
of my God which was good upon me; 
as also the king’s words that he had | 
spoken unto me. And they said, Let us 
rise up aud build. So they strengthened 
their hands tor dies good work. 


19 But when Sanballat the Horonite, 
and ‘Lobiah the servant, the Ammon- 
ite, and Geshem the Ar nbian, heard zt 
they laughed us to scorn, and de spised 
us, and said, What zs this thing that 
ye "do? will ye rebel against the king? 


2) Then answered J them, and. said 
unto them, The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us; therefore we his ser- 
vants will arise and build: but ye have 
no portion, nor right, nor memorial, in 
Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER ITI. 


HEN Eliashib the high priest rose 
ry with his brethren the priests, 

and they builded the sheep gate; they 
sanctified it, and set up the doors of 
it; even unto the tower of Meah they 
sanctified it, unto the tower of Hana- 
nee 

2 And next unto him builded the men 
of Jericho. And next to them builded 
Zaceur the son of Imri. 

3 But the tish gate did the sons of 
Hiassenaah build, who also laid the 
beams tuereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof. 

4 And next unto them repaired Me- 
remoth the son of Urijah, the son of 
Koz. And next unto them repaired 
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Meshullam the son of Berechiah, the 
son of Meshezabeel. And next ‘unto 
them repaired Zadok the son of Baana. 
6 And next unto them the Tekoites 
repaired; but their nobles put not their 
necks to the work of their Lord. 


G Moreover the old gate repaired Je- 
hoiada the son of Paseah, and Me- 
shullam the son of Besodeiah; they 
laid the beams therereof, and set. up 
the doors thereof, and the locks there- 
of, and the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired Me- 
latiah the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, and 
of Mizpah, unto the throne of the 
governor on this side the river. 


8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel the 
son of Harhaiah, of the goldsmiths. 
Next unto him also repaired Hananiah 
the son of one of the apothecaries, and 
ies fortified Jerusalem unto the broad 
wall. 

9 And next unto them repaired Re- 
yhaiah the son of Eur, the ruler of the 
halt. part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired Je- 
daiah the son of Harumaph, even over 
against his house. And next unto him 
Papas Hattush the son of Hashab- 
niah. 

11 Malchijah the son of Harim, and 
Hashub the son of Pahath-moab, re- 
patred the other piece, and the tower 
of the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired Shal- 

‘lum the son of Halohesh, the ruler of 
the half part of Jerusalem, he and his 
daughters. 

13 'The valley gate repaired Hanun, 
and the inhabitants of Zanoah; they 
built it, and set up the doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars thereof, 
and a thousand cubits on the wall 
unto the dung gate. 

14 But the dung gate repaired Mal- 
chiah the son of Rechab, the ruler of 
part. of Beth-haccerem; he Duilt it, and 
set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereot: 


15 But the gate of the fountain re- 
paired Shallun the son of Col-hozch, 
the ruler of part. of Mizpah; he built 
it, and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and the wall of the pool of 
- Siloah by the king’s garden, and unto 
the stairs that go down from the city 
of David. 

16 After him repaired Nehemiah the 
son of Azbuk, the ruler of the halt 
part of Beth-zur, unto éhe place over 
againat the sepulchres of David, and 
to the pool that was made, and “unto 
the house of the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Levites, 
Rehum the son of Bani. Next unto 
He prenais ed Hashabiah, the ruler of the 
‘h art of Keilah, in his part. 
" id fter him repaired their brethren, 
; Bavai the son of Henadad, the ruler 
| of the half part of Keilah. 
19 And next to him repaired Kzer 
. the son of Jeshua, the ruler of Mizpah, 
another piece over against the going 


; 
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up to the armoury at the turning of 
thE 101 

20 After him Baruch the son of Zabbai 
earnestly repaired the other piece, from 
the turning of the wall unto the door 
of the house of Eliashib the high priest. 


21 After him repaired Meremoth the 
son of Urijah the son of Koz another 
piece, from the door of the house of 
Eliashib even to the end of the house 
of Hliashib. 

2 And after him repaired the priests, 
the men of the plain. 

23 After him repaired Benjamin and 
Hashub over against their house. After 
him repaired Azariah the son of Maa- 
seith the gon of Ananiah by his house. 

24 After him repaired Binnui the son 
of Hlenadad another piece, from the 
house of Azariah unto the turning of 
the wall, even unto the corner. 


25 Palal the son of Uzai, over against 

the turning of the wall, and the tower 
which lieth out from the king’s high 
house, that was by the court of the 
prison. After him Pedaiah the son of 
Parosh. 

2, Moreover the Nethinims dwelt in 
Ophel, unto the place over against the 
water gate toward the east, and the 
tower that lieth out. 

27 After them the Tekoites repaired 
another piece, over against the great 
tower that Heth out, even unto the 
wall of Ophel. 

28 From above the horse gate repaired 
the priests, every one over against his 
house. 

29 After them repaired Zadok the son 
of Immer over against his house. After 
him repaired also Shemaiah the gon of 
Shechaniah, the keeper of the cast gate. 

30 After him repaired H[ananiah the 
son of Shelemiah, and Hanun the sixth 
son of Zalaph, another piece. After 
him repaied Meshullam the son of 
Berechiah over against his chamber. 


31 After him repaired Malchiah the 
goldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
Nethinims, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate Miphkad, and to the 
going up of the corner. 

32 And between the going up of the 
corner unto the sheep gate repaired 
the goldsmiths and the merchants. 


CUAPTER IV. 


UT it came to pass, that when 

Sanballat heard that we builded 
the wall, he was wroth, and took great 
indignation, and mocked the Jews. 

2 And he spake before his brethren 
and the army of Samaria, and said, 
What do these feeble Jews? will they 
fortify themselves? will they sacrifice ? 
will they make an end in a day? will 
they revive the stones out of the heaps 
of the rubbish which are burned? 

3 Now Tobiah the Ammonite was b 
him, and he said, Even that whic 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall 
even break down their stone wall. 

4 Hear, 0 our God; for we are de- 
spised: and turn their reproach upon 


| 
| 
| 
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their own head, and give them for a 
prey in the land of captivity: 


5 And cover not their iniquity, and 


' Jet not their sin be blotted out from 
' before thee: for they have provoked 


thee to anger before the builders. 


6 So built we the wall; and all the 
will was aoe together ‘unto the half 
thereof: for the people had a mind to 
work. 


7 4 But it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Ara- 
bians, and the Ammonites, and the 
Ashdodites, heard that the walls of 
Jerusalem were made up, and that the 
breaches began to be stopped, then 
they were very wroth, 


8 And conspired all of them together 
to come and to fight against Jerusalem, 
and to hinder it. 


9 Nevertheless we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 


10 And Judah said, ‘The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, and 
there is much rubbish; so0 that we are 
not able to build the wall. 


11 And our adversaries said, They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in the midst among them, and 
slay them, and cause the work to cease. 


12 And it came to pass, that when 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times, From all 
places whence ye shall return unto us 
they will be upon you. 


13 § Therefore set Tin the lower places 
behind the wall, and on the higher 
places, I even set the people after their 
families with their sw ords, their spears, 
and their bows. 


14 And I looked, and rose up, and 
said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, 
and to the rest of the people, Be not 
ye afraid of them: remember the Lord, 
which is great and terrible, and fight 
for your brethren, your sons, and your 
daughters, your wives, and your houses. 


15 And it came to pass, when our ene- 
nies heard that it was known unto us, 
and God had brought their counsel to 
nought, that we returned all of us to 
the wall, every one unto his work. 


16 And it came to pass from that time 
forth, thut the half of my servants 
wrought in the work, and the other 
half of them held both the spears, the 
shields, and the bows, and the h aber- 
geons; and the rulers were behind all 
the house of Judah. 


17 They which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with those 
that laded, every one with one of his 
hands w rought in the work, and with 
the other hand held a weapon. 
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18 For the builders, every one had 
his sword girded: by his side, and 80 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet wus by me. 


19 § And I said unto the nobles, 
and to the rulers, and to the rest of 
the people, The work is great and 
large, and we are separated upon the 
wall, one fur from another. 


20 In what place therefore ye heur the 
sound of the trumpet, resort ye thither 
unto us: our God shall fight for us. 


21 So we laboured in the work: and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the stars 
appeared. 





22 Likewise ut the same time said I 
unto the ad ee Let every one with 
his servant odge within Jerusalem 
that in the night they may bea puna 
to us, aud labour on the day. 


23 So neither [, nor my brethren, nor 
my servants, nor the men of the guard 

which followed me, none of us put off 
our clothes, saving that every one put 
them off for washing. 


CHAPTER V. 


A’ I) there was a great cry uf the 
people and of thei wives against 
their brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we tuke up corn for them, 
th at we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said, We 
have mortguged our lands, vineyards, 
and houses, that we might buy corn, 
because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that said, We have 
burrowed money for the king’s tribute, 
and that upon our lands and vineyards. 


o Yet now our flesh is as the tlesh 
of our brethren, our children as their 
children: and, lo, we bring into bond- 
age our suns and our daughters to be 
servants, and some of our daughters 
are brought unto bondage already: 
neither ¢s 2¢ in our power to redeem 
them; for other men have our lands 
and vineyards. 

6 § And I was very angry when 1 
heard their cry and these words. 


7 Then IT consulted with myself, and 
I rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, 
and said unto them, Ye exact usury, 
every one of his brother. And I set a 
greut assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We after 
our ability have redeemed our brethren 
the Jews, which were suld unto the 
heathen; and will ye even sell your 
brethren? or shall they be sold unto 
us? Then held they their peace, and 
found uothing to answer. 

9 Also I said, It is not good that ye 
do: our ye not to vale in the fear 
of our God because of the reproach of 
the heathen our enemies? 
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10 I likewise, and my brethren, and 
my servants, might exact of ‘them 
money and corn: I pray you, let us 
leave off this usury. 


11 Restore, I pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oh iveyards, and their houses, also 
the hundredth part of the money, and 
of the corn, the wine, and the oil, that 
ye exact of them. 


12 Then said they, We will restore 
them, and will require nothing of them: 
go will we do as thou gayest. Then I 
called the priests, and took an oath of 
them, that they should do according 
to this promise. 


13 Also T shook my lap, and said, So 
God shake out every man from his 
house, and from his labour, that per- 
furmeth not this promise, even thus 
be he shaken out, and emptied. And 
ul the congrer: ation said Amen, and 
praised the Lorp. And the people did 
according to this promise. 


!4 9 Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in 
the land of Judah, from the twentieth 
year even unto the two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes the king, ¢hat is, 
twelve years, [and my brethren have 
not eaten the bread of the governor. 


15 But the former governors that hud 
been before me were chargeable unto 
the people, and had taken of them 
bread and wine, beside forty shekels 
of silver; yea, even their servants bare 


. yule over the peuple: but su did not 


of this wall, 


I, because of the fear of God. 


16 Yea, also I continued in the work 
neither bought we any 


» fand: and all my servants were gather - 
' ed thither unto the work, 


ee 


17 Moroover there were at my table 
an hundred and fifty of the Jews and 
rulers, beside those that came unto 
us from among the heathen that aze 
about us. 


18 Now that which was prepared fur me 
daily was one ox and six choice sheep; 
also fowls were prepared for me, and 
once in ten days store of all sorts of 
wine: yet for all this required not I the 
bread of the governor, because the 
bondage was heavy upon this people. 


19 Think upon me, my God, for good, 
according to all that I have done for 
this people. 


CHAPTER VI. 


OW it came to pass, when San- 
ballat, and Tobiah, and Geshem 


‘the Arabian, and the rest of our ene- 


mies, heard that I had builded the 
wall, and that there wags no breach left 
therein; (though at that time 1 had 
not set up the doors upon the gates;) 
2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
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ute me, saying, Come, let us meet 

together in some one of the villages 
in the plain of Ono. But they thought 
to do me mischief: 

3 And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down: why should 
the work cease, whilst [ leave it, and 
come down to you? 

4 Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand; 

6 Wherein was written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gashmu saith 
it, that thou and the Jews think to 
rebel: for which cause thou buildest 
the wall, that thou mayest be their 
king, according to these words. 


7 And thou hast also appointed pro- 
phets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, 
saying, Jhere is a king in Judah: 
and now. shall it be reported to the 
king according to these words. Come 
now therefore, and let us take counsel 
together. 

& Then I sent unto him, saying, There 
are no such things done as thou say- 
est, but thou feignest them out of thine 
own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, say- 
ing, Their hands shall be w vakenod 
from the work, that il be not done. 
Now therefore, 0 (od, strengthen my 
hands. 

10 Afterward | came unto the house 
of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the 
son of Mehetabeel, who was shut up; 
and he said, Let us meet together in 
the house of God, within the temple, 
and let us shut the doors of the teim- 
ple: for they will come to slay thee; 
yea, in the night will they come to 
slay thee. 

1] And J said, Should such a man as 
1 flee? and who is there, that, being as 
I um, would go into the ‘temple to save 
his life? J will not go in. 


12 And, lo, I perceived that God had 
not sent him; but that he pronounced 
this prophecy against me: for Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired him. 


18 ‘Therefore was he hired, that I 

should be afraid, and do so, "and sin, 
and this they might have matter for 
an eve Veport, that th ey might re- 
proach me. 

14. My God, think thou upon Tobiah 
and Sanballat ac cording to these their 
works, and on the prophetess Nvadiah, 
and the rest of the prophets, that would 
have put me in fear. 


15 F So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month Elul, 
in fifty and two days. 


16 And it came to pass, that when all 
our enemies heard thereof, and all the 
heathen that were about us saw these 
things, they were much cast down in

unto Jobiah, and the letters of ‘Tobiah 
came unto them. 


18 For there were many in Judah 
sworn unto him, because he was the 


gon in jaw of Shechaniah the son of 


Arah; and his son Johanan had taken 


the daughter of Meshullam the son of 


Berechiah. 


19 Also they reported his good deeds 
before me, and uttered my words to 
him. And Tobiah sent letters to put 
me in fear, 


CHAPTER VII. 


OW it came to pass, when the wall 

was built, and I had set up the 
doors, and the porters and the singers 
and the Levites were appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother Hanan, 
and Hananiah the ruler of the palace, 
charge over Jerusalem: for he was a 
faithful man und feared God above many. 
3 And I said unto them, Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened until 
the sun be hot; and while they stand 
by, let them shut. the doors, and bar 
them: and appoint watches of the inha- 
bitants of Jerusalem, every one in his 
watch, and every one éo be over against 
his house. 

4 Now the city was large and great: 
but the people were few therein, and 
the houses were not builded. 

5 § And my God put into mine heart 
to gather together the nobles, and the 
rulers, and the people, that they might 
be reckoned by genealogy. And I found 
a register of the genealogy of them 
which came up at the first, and found 
written therein, 

6 These are the children of the pro- 
vince, that went up out of the capti- 
vity, of those that had been carried 
away, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon had_ carried away, and 
came again to Jerusalem and to Ju- 
dah, every one unto his city; 

7 Who came with Zerubbabel, Jeshua, 
Nehemiah, Azariah, Raami: ah, Naha- 
mani, Mordecai, Bishan. Mispereth, 
Bigvai, Nehum, Baanah. The number, 
T say, ‘of the men of the people of Is- 
rael was this; 

8 The children of Parosh, two thou- 
sand an hundred seventy and two. 

9 The children of Shephatiah, three 
hundred seventy and two. 

10 The children of Arah, six hundred 
fifty and two. 

11 The children of Pahath-moab, of 
the children of Jeshua and Joab, two 
thousand and eight hundred and 
eighteen.

61 And these were they which went 
up also from 'Tel-melah, ‘Tel-haresha, 
Cherub, Addon, and Immer: but they 
could not shew. their father’s house, 


nor their seed, whether they were of 


Israel. 

62 The children of Delaiah, the chil- 
dren of Tobiah, the children of Nekoda, 
six hundred forty and two. 


63 9 And of the priests: the children 
of Habaiah, the children of Koz, the 
children of Barzillai, which took one 
of the daughters of Barzillai the 
Gileadite to wife, and was called after 
their name. 

64 These sought their register anong 
those that were reckoned by genealogy, 
but it was not found: therefore were they, 
«8 polluted, put from the priesthood. 


65 And the Tirshatha said unty them, 
that they should not eat of the most. 
holy things, till there stood up a priest 
with Urim and Thummin. 

66 YF The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three hun- 
dred and threescore, 

67 Beside their manservants and their 
maidservants, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty and 
seven: and they had two hundred forty 
and five singing men and singing women. 


68 Their horses, seven hundred thirty 
and six: their mules, two hundred forty 
and five: 

69 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five: six thousand seven hundred 
“ twenty asses. 

0 Y And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The Tir- 
shatha gave to the treasure a thousand 
drams of gold, fifty basons, five hun- 
dred and thirty priests’ garments. 

71 And some of the chief of the fathers 
gave to the treasure of the work twenty 
thousand dramas of gold, and two thou- 
sand and two hundred pound of silver.

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
pulpit. of wood. which they bad inade 
for the purpose; and beside him stood 
Mattithiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, 
and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, 
on his right hand; and on his_ left 
hand, Pedaiah, and Mishael, and Mal- 
echiah, and H ashum and Hashbadana, 
Zech: iiah, and Meshull: am. 


® And Ezra opened the book in. the 
sight of all the people; (for he was 
tbove all the people;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up: 


& And Kzra blessed the Lorp, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
swered, Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their hands: and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped the Lorn with 
ther faces to the ground. 


@ Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Shere- 
biah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbeth: ai, Hodi- 
jah, M: aaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, 
MManan, Pelai ah, and the J evites, caused 
the pe ople to understi ind the law: and 
the people stood in their place. 


% So they read in the book in the law 
of God distinctly, and gave the sense, 
and caused them to understand the 
reading. 


9 9 And Nehemiah, which zs the Tir- 
shatha, and Ezra the priest the scribe, 
and the Levites that taught the peo- 
ple, said unto all the people, 'This day 
7s holy unto the Lory your God; mourn 
not, nor weep. For all the peo le wept, 
when they heard the words of the law. 


10 Then he said unto them, Go your 
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way, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, 
an send portions unto them for whom 
nothing is prepared: for this day is 
holy unto our Lord: 
sorry; for the joy of the Lorn is your 
strength. 

11 So the Levites stilled all the people, 
saying, Hold your peace, fur the day 
is holy; neither be ye grieved, 


12 And all the people went their way 
to eat, and to drink, and to send por- 
tions, and to make great mirth, because 
they had understood the words that 
were declared unto them. 


138 F And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the fa- 
thers of all the people, the priests, and 
the Levites, tnto [ezra the scribe, even 
to understand the words of the law. 


14 And they found written in the 
law which the Lor» bad commanded 
by Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in buoths in the feast of 
the seventh month: 


15 And that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in Jeru- 
siulem, saying, Go forth unte the mount, 
and fetch vlive branches, and pine 
branches, and myrtle branches, and 
palin branches, and branches of thick 
trees, tu make bouths, as ¢¢ vs written. 


16 ¢ So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made themselves 
bouths, every one upon the roof of his 
house, aud in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of Gsod, and in the 
street of the water gate, and in the 
street of the gate of phe: im. 


17 And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the cap- 
tivity made booths, and sat under the 
booths: for since the d ays of Jeshua 
the son of Nun unto that day had not 
the children of Israel done so. And 
there was very great gladness. 


18 Also day by day, from the first 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they kept 
the feast seven days; and on the eighth 
day was a solemn assembly, according 
unto the manner. 


CHAPTER IX. 


Nor in the twenty and fourth day 
of this month the children of Is- 
rael were assembled with fasting, and 
with suckclothes, and earth upon them. 
2 And the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all strangers, and 
stood and confessed their sins, and the 
iniquities of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their place, 
and read in the book of the law of 
the Lory their God one fourth part of 
the day; and another fourth part they 
confessed, and worshipped the Lorp 
their God. 

4 § Then stood up upon the stairs, 
of the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kad- 
miel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, 


neither be ye . 
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Bani, and Chenani, and cried with a 
loud voice unto the Lorn their God. 


h Then the Levites, Jeshua, and Kad- 
se pen’ Hashabniah, ‘Sherebiah, 

odijah , Shebaniah, and Pethahiah, 
ae Stand up and bless the Lorp your 
God for ever and ever: and blessed be 
thy glorious name, which is exalted 
above all blessing and praise. 


6 Thou, even thou, art Lorn alone; 

thou hast made heaven, the heaven of 
heavens, with all their host, the earth, 
and all things that are therein, the 
seas, and all that is therein, and thou 
reservest them all; and the host of 
1eaven worshippeth "thee. 


7 Thou art the Lorn the God, who 
didst choose Abram, and broughtest him 
forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, and 
guvest him the name of Abraham; 


8 And foundest his heart faithful be- 
fore thee, and madest a covenant with 
him to give the land of the Canaanites, 
the Hittites, the Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Jebusites, and the 
Girgashites to give it, 1 say, to his 
seed, and hast performed thy words; 
for thou art righteous: 


9 And didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their 
ery by the Red sea; 


10 And shewedst signs and wonders 

upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land: for 
thou knewest that they dealt proudly 
against them. So didst thou get thee 
i name, as it is this day. 


11 And thou didst divide the sea be- 

fore them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. 


12 Moreover thou leddest them in the 
day by_a cloudy pillar; and in the night 
by a pillar of fire, to give them light 
in the way w herein they should go. 


13. Thou camest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good sta- 
tutes and commandments: 


14 And madest known unto them thy 

holy sabbath, and commandedst them 
precepts, statutes, and laws, by the 
hand of Moses thy servant: 


15 And gavest them bread from hea- 
ven for their hunger, and broughtest 
forth water for them out of the rock 
for their thirst, and promisedst them 
thatthe should’ go in to possess the land 
which es hadst sworn to give them. 


16 But wey and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, 


17 And refused to obey, neither were 
mindful of thy wonders that thou didst 
among them; but hardened their necks, 
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and in their rebellion appointed a 
captain to return to their bondage: 
but thou art a God ready to pardon, 
gracious and merciful, slow to anger, 
and of great kindness, and forsookest 
them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them a 
molten calf, and said, This is thy God 
that brought thee up out of Kgypt, 
and had wrought great provocations ; 


19 Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness: 
the pillar of the cloud departed not 
from them by day, to lead them in the 
way; neither the pillar of tire by night, 
to shew them sent, and the way wherein 
they should g 

20 Thou al also thy good spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest not. 
thy manna from their -mouth, and 
gavest them water for their thirst. 


21 Yea, forty years didst thou sustain 
them in the wilderness, so that they 
lacked nothing; their clothes wawned 
not old, and their feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide 
them into corners: so they possessed 
the land of Sthon, and the land of the 
king of Heshbon, and the land of Og 
king of Bashan. 

23 Their children also multiphedst thou 
as the stars of heaven, and broughtest 
them into the land, concerning which 
thou hadst promised to their tathers, 
that they should go in to possess 7t. 


24 So the children went in and pos- 
seased the land, and thou subduedst 
before them the inhabitants of the land, 
the Cansanites, and gavest them into 
their hands, with their kings, and the 
people of the land, that they might do 
with them as they would. 


2h And they took strong cities, and a 

fat land, and possessed houses full of 
all goods, wells digged, vineyards, and 
Oliveyards, and fruit) trees in’ abun- 
dance: 80 they did eat, and were filled, 
and became fat, and delighted them- 
selves in thy great goodness. 


26 Nevertheless they were disobedient, 
and rebelled against thee, and cast thy 
law behind their backs, 'and slew thy 
prophets which testified against them 
to turn them to thee, and they wrought 
great provocations. 

27 ‘Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them: and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven; and 
according to thy manifold mercies thou 
gavest them saviours, who saved them 
out of the hand of their enemies. 


28 But after they had rest, they 
did evil again before thee: therefore 
leftest thou them in the hand of their 
enemies, 80 that they had the dominion 
over them: yet when they returned, 
and cried unto thee, thou heardest 
them from heaven; and many times 
didst thou deliver them according to 
ui mercies ; 

And testifiedst against them, that 
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_ NEHEMIAH, X. 


thou mightest bring them again unto 
thy law: yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto thy commandments, 
but sinned against thy juaement 
(which if a man do, he shall live in 
them;) and withdrew the shoulder, and 
hardened their neck, and would not 
hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou forbear 
them, and testifiedst against them by 
thy spirit in thy prophets: yet would 
they not give ear: therefore gavest. 
thou them into the hand of the people 
of the lands. 


31 Nevertheless for thy great mercies’ 
suke thou didst not utterly consume 
them, nor forsake them; for thou arta 
gracious and merciful God. 


32 Now therefore, our God, the great, 
the mighty, und the terrible God, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let. not 
ull the trouble seem little before thee, 
that hath come upon us, on our kings, 
on our princes, and on our priests, and 
on our prophets, and on our fathers, 
and on all thy people, since the time 
of the kings of Assyria unto this day. 


33 Howbeit thou art just in all that 
is brought upon us; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly: - 


34 Neither have our kings, our prin- 
ees, our priests, nor our fathers, kept. 
thy law, nor hearkened unto thy com- 
Inandments and thy testimonies, where- 
with thou didst testify against them. 


30 For they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great good- 
ness that thou gavest them, and in the 
large and fat land which thou gavest. 
before them, neither turned they from 
their wicked works. 


36 Behold, we are servants this day, 
and Jor the land that thou gavest unto 
our fathers to eat the fruit thereof and 
the good thereof, behold, we «are ser- 
vants in it: 


37 And it yieldeth much increase unto 
the kings whom thou hast set over us 
because of our sins: also they have 
dominion over our bodies, and over 
our cattle, at their pleasure, and we 
ure in great distress. 


08 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant, and write 2; and our 
princes, Levites, and priests, seal canto it.

32 Also we made ordinances for us, 
to charge ourselves yearly with the 
third part of a shekel for the service 
of the house of our God; 


38 For the shewbread, and for the 
continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab- 
baths, of the new moons, for the set 
feasts, and for the holy things, and for 
the sin offerings to make an atonement 


for Isracl, and for all the work of the. 


house of our God. 


o4 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, for 
the wood offering, to bring 7¢ into the 
house of our God, after the houses of 
our fathers, at times appointed year 
by year, to burn upon the altar of the 
rag our God, as it is written in the 
aw: 


39 And to bring the firstfruits of our 

ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit 
of all trees , ear by year, unto the 
house of the Lorn: 


86 Also the firstborn of our sons, and 
of our cattle, as it is written in the 
law, and the firstlings of our herds and

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of our flocks, to bring to the house of 
our God, unto the priests that minister 
in the house of our God: 

37 And thaé wo should bring the first- 
fruits of our dough, and our offerings, 
and the fruit of all manner of trees, of 
wine and of oil, unto the priests, to 
the chambers of the house of our God; 
and the tithes of our ground unto the 
Levites, that the same Levites might 
have the tithes in all the cities of 
our tillage.

17 And David went out to meet them, 
and answered and said unto them, If 
ye be come peaceably unto me to help 
me, mine heart shall be knit unto you: 
but if ye be come to betray me to mine 
enemies, seeing there is no wrong in 
mine hands, the God of our fathers 
look thereon, and rebuke it. 
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18 Then the spirit came upon Amasai, 
who was chief of the captains, and he 
said, Thine are we, David, and on thy 
side, thou son of Jesse: peace, peace 
be unto thee, and peace 6e to thine 
helpers; for thy God helpeth thee. 
Then David received them, and made 
them captains of the band. 


19 And there fell some of Manasseh 
to David, when he came with the 
Philistines against Saul to battle: but 
they helped them not: for the lords of 
the Philistines upon advisement sent. 
him away, saying, He will fall to his 
master Saul to the yeopardy of our heads. 


20 As he went to Ziklag, there {ell 
to him of Manasseh, Adnah, and Jo- 
gzabad, and Jediael, "and Michael, and 
Jozabad, and Elihu, and Zilthai, cap- 
tains of the thousands that rere of 
Manasseh. 


21 And they helped David against 
the band of the rovers: tor they were 
all mighty men of valour, and were 
captains in the host. 


22 For at that time day by day there 
came to David to ne him, until 2 
was a great host, like the host of God. 


23 9 And these are the nuinbers of 
the bands that were ready armed to the 
war, and came to David to Hebron, 
to turn the kingdom of Saul to him, 
according to the word of the Lorn. 


24 The children of Judah that bare 
shield and spear were six thousand 
and eight hundred, ready armed to 
the war. 


25 Of the children of Simeon, mighty 
men of valour for the war, seven thou- 
sand and one hundred. 


26 Of the children of Levi four thou- 
sand and six hundred. 


27) And Juhoiada US the leader of 
the Aaronites, and with him were three 
thousand and seven hundred: 


28 And Zadok, a young man mighty 
of valour, and of his father’s house 
twenty and two captains, 


29 And of the children of Benjamin 
the kindred of Saul, three thousand: 
for hitherto the greatest part of them 
had kept the ward of the house of Saul. 


30 And of the children of Ephraim 
twenty thousand and eight hundred, 
mighty men of valour, famous through- 
out the house of their fathers. 


3L And of the half tribe of Manasseh 

ce thousand, which were ex- 
ressed by name, ‘to come and make 
Yavid king. 


32 And of the children of Issachar, 
which were men that had understand- 
ing of the times, to know what Israel 
ought to do; the heads of them were 
two hundred; and all their brethren 
were at their ‘commandment, 


33 Of Zebulun, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, with all in- 
struments of war, fifty thousand, 
which could keep rank: they were not 
of double heart. 
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34 And of Naphtali a thousand cap- 
tains, and with them with shield and 
spear thirty and seven thousand. 





36 And of the Danites expert in war 
twenty and eight thousand and six 
hundred. 


36 And of Asher, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, forty thousand, 


o¢ And on the other side of Jordan, 
of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments of war 
for the battle, an hundred and twenty 
thousand. 


38 All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, came with a perfect heart to 
Hebron, to make David king over all 
Israel: and all the rest also of Israel 
were of one heart to make David king. 


39 And there they were with David 
three days, eating and drinking: for 
their brethren had prepared for them. 


10 Moreover they that were nigh 
them, even unto Issachar and Zebulun 
and Naphtali, brought bread on asses, 
and on camels, and on mules, and on 
oxen, aud meat, meal, cakes of figs, 
and bunches of raisins, and wine, and 
oil, and oxen, and sheep abunduntly: 
for there was joy in Israel. 


CHAPTER XII. 


A* D David consulted with the cap- 
tains of thousands and hundreds, 
and with every leader.

6 And David went up, and all Israel, 
to Baalah, that is, to Kirjath-jearim, 
which belonged to Judah, to bring up 
thence the ark of God the Lorn, that 
dwelleth between the cherubims, whose 
name is called on zt. 


7 And they carried the ark of God ina 
new cart out of the house of Abinadab: 
and Uzza and Ahio drave the cart.

8 And David and all Israel played 
before God with all their might, and 
with singing, and with harps, and with 
psalteries, and with timbrels, and with 
cymbals, and with trumpets.

14 And the ark of God remained with 
the family of Obed-edom in his house 
three months. And the Lorn blessed 
the house of Obed-edom. and all that 
he had. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


OW Hiram king of Tyre sent 

messengers to David, and timber 
of cedars, with masons and carpenters, 
to build him an house. 


2 And David perceived that the Lorn 
had conlirmed him king over Israel, 
for his kingdom wus lifted up on high, 
because of his people Israel. 


3.9 And David took more wives at 
Jerusalem: and David’ begat. more 
sons and daughters. 


4 Now these are the names of his 
children which he had in Jerusalem;

Shall IT go up against the Philistines ? 
and wilt thou deliver them into mine 
hand? And.the Lorp said unto him, 
Go up; for I will deliver them into 
thine hand. 


11 So they came up to Baal-perazim ;

ll! And David called for Zadok and 
Abiathar the priests, and for the Le- 
vites, for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, She- 
maiah, and Ekiel, and Amminadab, 

12 And said unto them, Ye are the 
chief of the fathers of the Levites: 
sanctify yourselves, both ye and your 
erie that ye may bring up the ark 
of the Lorn God of Israel unto the 
place that I have prepared for it. 


None ought to 
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138 For because ye did it not at the 
as the Lorn our God made a breach 

on us, for that we sought him not

14 So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up the 
ark of the Lorn God of Israel. 


15 And the children of the Levites

17 So the Levites appuinted Heman 
the son of Joel; and of his brethren, 
Asaph the son of Berechiah; and of 
the sons of Merari their brethren, Ethan 
the son of Kushaiah; 


1s And with thein their brethren of 
the second degree, Zechariah, Ben, and 
Jaaziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, 
and Unni, Kliab, «snd Benaiah, and 
Maaselah,und Mattithiah,and I: Elipheleh, 
and Mikneiah, and Obed- edom, and 
Jeiel, the porters. 


19 So the singers, Ileman, Asaph, and 
Ethan, were appointed to sound with 
cymbals of brass; 


20 And Zechariah, and Aziel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, 
and Eliab, and Maaseiah, and Benaiah, 
with psalteries on Alamoth; 


21 And Mattithiah, and Mlipheleh, and 
Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, 
and Azaziah, with naEPs on the She- 
minith to excel. 


22 And Chenaniah, chief of the Le- 
vites was for song: he instructed about 
the song, because he was skilful. 


23 And Berechiah and Elkanah were 
doorkeepers for the ark. 


24 And Shebaniah, and Jehoshaphat, 
and Nethaneel, and Amasai, and Ze- 
chariah, and Benaiah, and Eliezer, the 
priests, did blow with the trumpets be- 
fore the ark of God: and Obed-edom 
and Jehiah were doorkeepers for the ark. 


2) F So David, and the elders of Is- 
rael, and the captains over thousands, 
went to bring up the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lorp out of the house of 
Obed-edom with joy. 


26 And it came to pass, when God 
helped the Levites that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorn, that they 
offered seven bullocks and seven rams. 


27 And David was clothed with a robe 
of fine linen, and all the Levites that 
bare the ark, and the singers, and 
Chenaniah the master of the song with 
the singers: David also Aad upon him 
an ephod of linen. 

98 ‘Thus all Israel brought up the ark

4 And David took from him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot- 
men: David also houghed all the cha- 
riot horses, but reserved of them an 
hundred chariots. 


5 And when the Syrians of Damas- 
cus came to help Hadarezer king of 
Zobah, David slew of the Syrians two 
and twenty thousand men. 


6 Then David put garrisons in Syria- 
damascus; and the Syrians became 
David’s servants, and brought gifts. 
Thus the Lorn preserved David whi- 
thersvever he went. 


7 And David touk the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Huada- 
rezer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 


8 Likewise from Tibhath, and from 
Chun, cities of WWadarezer, brought 
David very much. brass, wherewith 
Solomon made the brasen sea, and the 
pillars. and the vessels of brass. 


| Now when Tou king of Hamath 
heard how David had smitten all the 
host of Hladarezer king of Zobah; 


1) He sent Hadoram his son to king 
David, to enquire of his welfare, and 
to coneritulate him, because he had 
fought against Hadarezer, and smitten 
him; (for Wadarezer had war with 
Tou;) and with him all manner of ves- 
sels of gold and silver and brass.

7 So they hired thirty and two thou- 
sand chariots, and the king of Maa- 
chah and. his’ eople; who came and 
pitched beture Medeba. And the chil- 
dren of Ammon gathered themselves 
together from their cities, and came to 
battle. 

8 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the host of the 
mighty men 

9 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array before 
the gate of the city: and the kings 
that were come were by themselves in 
the field. 

10 Now when Joab saw that the battle 
was set against him before and be- 


hind, he chuse out of all the choice of 


Israel, and put them in array against 
the Syrians. 

1! And the rest of the people he de- 
livered unto the hand of Abishat his 
brother, and they set ¢hemselves in 
array against the children of Ammon. 

12 And he said, If the Syrians be too 
strong fur me, then thou shalé help 
me: but if the “children of Ammon be 
tuo strong for thee, then I will help 
’ thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us 
behave ourselves valiantly for our peo- 
ple and for the cities of our God: and 

t the Lorn do that which is good in 
his sight. 

14 So Joab and the people that were 
with him drew nigh before the Syrians 
unto the battle; and they fled before 
him. 

15 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Syrians were fled, they 
likewise fled before Abishai his bro- 
ther, and entered into the city. ‘Then 
Joab came to Jerusalem. 

16 | And when the Syrians saw that 
they were put to the worse before Is- 
rael, they sent messengers, and drew 
forth the Syrians that were beyond the 
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_ CHRONICLES, XX. 





river: and Shophach the captain of 
the host of Hadarezer went before 
them. 

17 And it was teld David; and he 
athered all Israel, and passed over 
urdan, and came upon them, and set 
the battle in array against them. So 
when David hat put the battle in arra 
aaaiigl the Syrians, they fought wit 
im. 

18 But the Syrians fled before Israel; 
and David slew of the Syrians seven 
thousand men which fought in chariots, 
and forty thousand footmen, and killed 
Shophach the captuin of the host. 


19 And when the servants of Hada- 
rezer saw that they were put to the 
worse before Israel, they made peace 
with David, and became his servants: 
neither would the Syrians help the 
children of Ammon any more. 


CHAPTER XX. 


A‘ 1) it came to pass, that after the 
ear was expired, at the time that 
nae go out tv battle, Joab led forth 
the power of the army, and wasted 
the country of the aiddesn of Ammon, 
and came and besieged Rabbah. But 
David tarried at Jerusalem. And Joab 
smote Rabbah, and destroyed it. 


2 And David took the crown of their 
king from off his head, and found it 
to weigh a talent of gold, and. there 
were precious stones in it; and it was 
set upon David’s head: and he brought 
also exceeding much spoil out of the city.

6 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a main of great -sta- 
ture, whose fingers and toes were four 
and twe uty, six on each hand, and six 
on each foot: and he also was the son 
of the giant. 


' 7 But when he detied Israel), Jonathan 


the son of Shimea David's brother 
slew him. 


% These were born unto the giant in 
Gath; and they fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his ser- 
vants.

5 G@ And Joab gave the sum of the 
munber of the people unto David. And 
all they of Israel were a thousand thou- 
sand and an hundred thousand men 
that drew sword: and Judah aas four 
hundred threescore and ten thousand 
men that drew sword. 


§ But Levi and Benjamin counted he 
not nmong them: for the king’s word 
was abominable to Joab. 


7 And God was displeased with this 
thing; therefore he smote Israel. 


8 And David said unto God, T have 
sinned greatly, because I have done 
this thing: but now, TF beseech thee, 
do away the iniquity of thy servant; 
tor T have done very foolishly. 


9 G And the Lown spake unto Gad, 
David's seer, saying,

choose thee one of them, that T may 
do tt unto thee.

let thine hand, I pray thee, O Lorp 
my God, be on me, and on my father’s 
house; “Dut nut on thy people, that they 
should’ be plagued. 

Is 9 Then the angel of the Lorp com- 
munded Gad to say to David, that 
David should go up, and set up an 
altar unto the Lorp in the threshing- 
floor of Ornan the Jebusite. 

19 And David went up at the saying 
of Gad, which he spake in the name 
of the (iow: 

20 And Ornan turned back, and saw 
the angel; and his four sons with him 
hid themselves. Now Ornan was thresh- 
ing wheat. 

21 And as David came to Ornan, 
OQrnan looked and saw David, and 
went out of the threshingtloor, and 
bowed himself to David with Ais face 
to the ground. 

22 'Then David said to Ornan, Grant 
me the place of ¢/ws threshingtloor, that 
I may build an altar therein unto the 
Lorp: thou shalt grant it me for the 
full price: that the plague may be stayed 
from the people. 

23 And Ornan said unto David, Take 
it to thee, and Iet my lord the king do do 
that mhich is good in his eyes: lo, 
give thee the oxen also for burnt one 
ings, and the threshing instruments for 
wood, and the wheat for the meat of- 
fering; I give it all.

27 And the Lorn commanded the 
angel; and he put up his sword again 
into the sheath thereof. 

28 9 At that time when David saw 
that the Lorn had answered him in 
the threshingfloor of Ornan the Jebus- 
ite, then he sacrificed there. 

29 For the tabernacle of the Lor», 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, 
were at that season in the high place 
at Gibeon. 

30 But David could not go before it

So David prepared abundantly before 
his death. 


6 4 Then he called for Solomon his 
son, and charged him to build an house 
for the Lorn God of Israel. 


@ And David said to Solomon, My 
son, as for me, it was in my mind to 
build an house unto the name of the 
Lory my God: 


8 But the word of the Lorn came to 
me, saying, Thou hast shed blood abun- 
dantly, and hast made great wars: thou 
shalt not build an house unto my name, 
because thou hast shed much blood 
upon the earth in my sight. 


9 Behold, a spn shall be born to thee, 
who shall be a man of rest; and I will 
give him rest from all his enemies 
round about: fur his name shall be 
Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quietness unto Israel in his days. 


10 He shall build an house for my 
name; and he shall be my son, and I 
will be his father; and I will establish 
the throne of his kingdom over Israel 
for ever. 


11 Now, my son, the Lorn be with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build the 
house of the Lorp thy God, as he hath 
said of thee. 


12 Only the Lorn give thee wisdom 
and understanding, and give thee charge 
concerning Israel,that thou mayest keep 
the law of the Lorp thy God. 


18 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fulfil the statutes and 
cements which the Lorn charged 

oses with concerning Israel: be 
strong, and of good courage; dread 
not, nor be dismayed.

14 Now, behold, in my trouble J have 
prepared for the house of the Lorn an 

undred thousand talents of gold, and 
u thousand thousand talents of silver: 
and of brass and iron without weight;

stone have I prepared; and thou mayest 
add thereto. 


15 Moreover there are workmen with 
thee in abundance, hewers and workers 
of stone and timber, and all manner 
of cunning men for every manner of 
work. 


16 Ofsthe gold, the silver, and the 
brass, and the iron, there is no number. 
Arise therefore, and be doing, and the 
Lorp be with thee. 


Iv F David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon his 
son, saying,

on every side? for he hath given the 
inhabitants of the land into mine hand;

Lorn, and before his people. 


19 Now set your heart and your soul 
to seck the Lorn your God; arise there- 
fore, and build ye the sanctuary of the 
Lorp God, to bring the ark of the co- 
venant of the Lorn, and the holy vessels 
of God, into the house that is to be 
built to the name of the Lorn. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 


O when David was old and full of 
days, he made Solomon his son 
king over Israel. 
2 4 And he gathered together all the 
princes of Israel, with the priests and 
the Levites. 


3 Now the Levites were numbered 
from the age of thirty years and up 
ward: and their number by their polls, 
man by man, was thirty and eight 
thousand.

% The sons of Laadan; the chief was 
Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, three. 
9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, and 
Hlaziel, and Ilaran, three. These were 
the chief of the fathers of Laadan. 


10 And the sons of Shimei were, Ja- 
hath, Zina, and Jeush, and Beriah. 
These four were the sons of Shimei. 

11 And Jahath was the chief, and 
Zizah the second: but Jeush and Be- 
riah had not many sons; therefore 
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they were in one reckoning, according 
to their father’s house. 

12 4 The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 

18 The sons of Amram; Aaron and 
Moses: and Aaron was separated, that 
he should sanctify the most holy things, 
he and his sons for ever, to burn in- 
cense before the Lorp, to minister 
unto him, and to bless in his name 
for ever. 

14 Now concerning Moses the man of 
God, his sons were named of the tribe 
of Levi. 

1 The sons of Moses were, Gershom, 
and Eliezer. 

16 Of the sons of Gershom, Shebuel 
was the chiefi 

17 And the sons of Eliezer were, Re- 
habiah the chief. And = Eliezer had 
none other sons; but the sons of Re- 
habiah were very man 

Is Of the sons of lenin Shelomith 
the chief. 

19 Of the sons of Hebron.; Jeriah the 
first, Amariah the second, jJahaziel the 
third, and Jekameam the fourth. 

20 Of the sons of Uzziel; Micah the 
first, and Jesiah the sec ond. 

21 q ‘The sons of Merari; Mahli, and 
Mushi. ‘The sons of Mahli; Kleazar, 
and Kish. 

22 And Eleazar died, and had no 
sons, but daughters: and their bre- 
thren the sons of Kish took them. 

23 The sons of Mushi; Mahl, and 
Kder, and Jeremoth, three. 

24 q These were the sons of Levi 
after the house of their fathers; even 
the chief of the fathers, as they were 
counted by number of names by their 
polls, that did the work for the service 
of the house of the Lorn, from the age 
of twenty years and upward. 

2 For 
Israel hath given rest unto his people, 
Hee they may dwell in Jerusalem for 


"6 ‘And also unto the Levites; they 
shall no more carry. the tabernacle, 
nor any vessels of it for the service 
thereof. 

27 For by the last words of David 
the Levites were numbered from twen- 
ty years old and above: 

28 Because their oftice was to wait 
on the sons of Aaron for the service 
of the house of the Lorn, in the courts, 
and in the chambers, and in the puri- 
lying of all holy things, and the work 
of the service of the house of God; 

29 Both for the shewbread, and for 
the fine flour for meat offering, and 
for the unleavened cakes, and for that 
which is baked in the pan, and for that 
Which is fried, and for all manner of 
measure and size; 

sO And to stand every ea to 
thank and ai the Lorn, and like- 
Wise at eve 

ol And to offer all burnt sacrifices 
unto the Lorp in the sabbaths, in the 
hew moons, and on the set feasts, by 
number, according to the order com- 
manded unto them, continually before 
the Lorn: 

32 And that they should keep the 


avid said, The Lor» God of 
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charge of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and the charge of the holy 
place, and the charge of the sons of 
Aaron their brethren, in the service of 
the house of the Lorp. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 


OW these are the divisions of the 
sons of Aaron. The sons of Aaron; 

Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and 
Ithamar. 

2 But Nadab and Abihu died before 
their father, and had no children: 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar exe- 
cuted the priest's oftice. 

3 And David distributed them, both 
Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and 
Ahimelech of the sons of Ithamar, ac- 
cording to their offices in their service. 

4 And there were more chief men 
found of the sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar; and thus were 
they divided. Among the sons of 
Kleazar there were sixteen chief men 
of the house of thei fathers, and eight 
among the sons of Ithamar according 
to the house of their fathers. 

h Thus were they divided by lot, one 
sort with another; for the governors 
of the sanctuary, and governors of the 
house of God, were of the sons of 
Kleazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 

6 And Shemaiah the son of Netha- 
neel the scribe, one of the Levites, 
wrote them before the king, and the 
princes, and Zadok the priest, and Ahi- 
melech the son of Abiathar, and before 
the chief of the fathers of the priests 
and Ievites: one principal household 
being taken for Eleazar, and one taken 
for Ilthamar. 

7 Now the first lot came forth to Je- 
hoiarib, the second to Jedaiah, 

8 ihe third to Harim, the fourth 
to 


9 The fifth to Malchijah, the sixth to 
Mijamin, 

10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the eighth 
to Abijah, 


11 The ninth to Jeshuah, the tenth 
to Shecaniah, 

12 The eleventh to Kliashib, the 
twelfth to Jakim, 

13 The thirteenth to Huppah, the 
fourteenth to Jeshebeab, 

14 ‘The fifteenth to Bilgah, the’ six- 
teenth to Immer, 

15 The seventeenth to Hezir, the eigh- 
teenth to Aphses, 

16 The nineteenth to Pethahiah, the 
twentieth to Jehezekel, 

17 'The one and twentieth to Jachin, 
the two und twentieth to Gainul, 

18 The three und twentieth to De- 
oN the four and twentieth to Maa- 
ziah. 

19 These were the orderings of them 
in their service to come into the house 
of the Lorn, according to their man- 
ner, under Aaron their father, as the 
eal God of Israel had commanded 
lim. 

20 ¢ And the rest of the sons of Levi 
mere these: Of the sens of Amram; 
Shubael: of the sons of Shubael; Jeh- 
deiah. 

21 Concerning Rehabiah: of the sons 
of Rehabiah, the first as Isshiab.

22 Of the Izharites; Shelomoth: of 
the sons of Shelomoth; Jahath. 

23 And the sons of "Hebron; Jeriah 
the first, Amariah the second, Jahaziel 
the third, Jekameam the fourth. 

24 Of the sons of Uzziel; Michah: of 
the sons of Michah; Shamir. 

95 The brother of Michah was Is- 
sah of the sons of Isshiah; Zecha- 
ria 

26 The sons of Merari were Mahli and 
Mushi: the sons of Jaaziah; Beno. 

27 4 The sons of Merari by Jaaziah; 
Hono and Shoham, and Zaccur, and 


28 ‘Of Mahli came Eleazar, who had 
no sons. 

29 Concerning Kish: the son of Kish 
was Jerahmeel. 

30 The sons also of Mushi; Mahli, 
and Eder, and Jerimoth. These were 
the sons of the Levites after the house 
of their fathers. 

31 These likewise cast lots over against 
their brethren the sons of Aaron in 
the presence of David the king, and 
Zadok, and Ahimelech, and the chief 
of the fathers of the priests and le- 
vites, even the principal fathers over 
against their younger brethren. 


CHAPTER XXV. 


OREOVER David and the cap- 

tains of the host separated to the 
service of the sons of Asaph, and of 
Heman, and of Jeduthun, who should 
prophesy with harps, with psalteries, 
and with cymbals: and the number of 
the workmen. according to their ser- 
vice was: 

2 Of the sons of Asaph; Zaceur, and 
Joseph, and Nethaniah, and Asare Hah, 
the sons of Asaph under the hands 
of Asaph, which prophesied according 
tu the order of the king. 

3 Of Jeduthun: the sons of Je- 
duthun; Gedaliah, and Zerit, and 
Jeshutah, Hashabiah, and Mattithiah, 
six, under the hands of their father 
Jeduthun, who prophesied with a harp, 
to give thanks and to praise the Lor». 

4 Of Heman: the sons of Heman; 
Bukkiah, Mattaniah, Uzziel, Shebuel, 
and Jerimoth, LI: inaniah, Han an, Klia- 
thah Giddalti, and Romamti- ezer, Josh- 
be ‘kashah, Mallothi, Hothir, and Maha- 
ziot : 

6 All these were the sons of Heman 
the king’s seer in the words of God, to 
hift up the horn. And God gave to 
lieman fourteen sons and three daugh- 
ters, 

6 All these were under the hands of 
their father for song zz the house of 
the Loun, with cymbals, psalteries, and 
harps, for the service of the house of 
(rod, according to the king’s order to 
Asaph, Jeduthun, and Heman. 

«So the number of them, with their 
brethren that were instructed in the 
songs of the Lorn, even all that were 
cunning, was two hundred fourscore 
and eight. 

8 F And they cast lots, ward against 
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ward, as well the small as the great, 
the teacher as the scholar. 

9 Now the first lot came forth for 
Asaph to Joseph: the second to Geda- 
liah, who with his brethren and sons 
were twelve: 

10 The third to Zaccur, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 


11 The fourth to Izri, ke, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve:

%() And of the Hebronites, Hashabiah 
and his brethren, men of valour, a thou- 
sand and seven hundred, were officers 
among them of Israel on this side Jor- 
dan westward in all the business of 
the Lorp, and in the service of the 
king. 

31 Among the Hebronites was Jerijah, 
the chief, even among the Hebronites, 
according to the generations of his fa- 
thers. In the fortieth year of the reign 
of David they were sought for, and 
there were found among them mighty 
men of valour at Jazer of Gilead.

18 O Lory God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Isr: ael, our fathers, keep this 
for ever in the imagination of the 
thoughts of the heart of thy people, 
and prepare their heart unto thee: 


19 And give unto Solomon my son 
a perfect heart, to keep thy command- 
nents, thy testimonies, and thy sta- 
tutes, and to do all these things, and 
to build the palace, for the which [| 
have made provision. 


20 | And David said to all the con- 
gregation, Now bless the Lory your 
God. And all the congregation blessed 
the Lorn God of their fathers, and 
bowed down their heads, and wor- 
shipped the Lorn, and the king. 


21 And they sacrificed sacrifices unto 
the Lorp, and offered burnt offerings 
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unto the Lor», on the morrow after 
that day, even a thousand bullocks, a 
thousand rams, and a thousand lambs, 
with their drink Perma me sacri- 
fis oe in abundance for Israel:

THE SECOND BOOK 


OF THE 


CHRONICLES. 


CHAPTER I. 


ND Solomon the son of David was 

strengthened in his kingdom, and 
the Lorn his God was with him, and 
magnified him exceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon spake unto all Is- 

rael, to the captains of thousands and 
of hundreds, and to the judges, and to 
every governor in all Israel, the chief 
of the fathers. 

3 So Solomon, and all the congrega- 
tion with him, went to the high place 
that was at Gibeon; for there was the 
tabernacle of the congregation of God, 
which Moses the servant of the Lorp 
had made in the wilderness. 


4 But the ark of God had David 
brought up from Kirjath-jearim to the 
place which David had prepared for it: 
for he had pitched a tent for it at Je- 
rusalem. 


5 Moreover the brasen altar, that Be- 
zuleel the son of Uri, the sun of Hur, 
had made, he put before the taber 
nacle of the Lorp: and Solomon and 
the congregation sought unto it. 


6 And Solomon went up thither to 
the brasen altar before the Lorn, whieh 
mas at the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and offered a thousand burnt 
offerings upon it. 


¢ 4 In that night did God appear 
unto Solomon, and said unto him, Ask 
what I shall give thee. 


*% And Solomon said unto God, Thou 
hast shewed great mercy unto David 
my father, and hast made me to reign 
in his stead. 


9 Now, © Lorn God, let thy promise 
unto David my father be established: 
for thou hast made me king over a 
people like the dust of the earth in 
multitude. 


10 Give me now wisdom and know- 
ledge, that I may go out and come in 
before this people: for who can judge 
this thy people, that is so great ? 


11 And God said to Solomon, Because 
this was in thine heart, and thou hast 
not asked riches, wealth, or honour, nor 
the life of thine enemies, neither yet 
hast asked long life; but hast asked 
wisdom and knowledge for thy- 
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self, thut thou mayest judge my people, 
over whom I have made thee king: 


12 Wisdom and knowledge is granted 
unto thee; and 1 will give thee riches, 
and wealth, and honour, such as none 
of the kings have had that have been 
before thee, neither shall there any 
after thee have the like. 


18 | Then Solomon came from his 
journey to the high place that was at 
Gibeon to Jerusalem, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned over Israel. 


14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen: and he bad a thousand 
and four hundred chariots and twelve 
thousand horsemen, which he placed 
in the chariot cities, and with the king 
at Jerusalem. 


15 And the king made silver and gold 
at Jerusalem as plenteous as stones, and 
cedar trees made he as the sycomore 
trees that are in the vale for abun- 
dance. 


16 And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the king’s 
merchants received the linen yarn at 
iu price. 


17 And they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of IMgypt a chariot for six 
hundred shefels of silver, and an horse 
foran hundred and fifty: and so brought 
they out horses for all the kings of the 
Hittites, and for the kings of Syria, by 
their means. 


CHAPTER IT. 


ND Solomon determined to build 
an house for the name of the Lorn, 
and an house for his kingdom. 

2 And Svlomon told out threescore 
and ten thousand men to bear burdens, 
and fourscore thousand to hew in the 
mountain, and three thousand and six 
hundred to oversee them. 

3 § And Solomon sent to Huram the 
ane of lyre, saying, As thou didst deal 
with David iny father, and didst send 
him cedars to build him an house to 
dwell therein, even so deal with me. 

4 Behold, I build an house to the 
name of the Lorn my God, to dedicate 
eé to him, and to burn before him sweet 
incense, and for the continual shew- 
bread, and for the burnt offerings morn- 
ing and ev ening, on the sabbaths, and 
on the new moons, aud on the solemn 
feasts of the Lorp our God. This és an 
ordinance for ever to Israel, 

h And the house which I build zs 
great: for great zs our God above all 
gods. 

6 But who is able tu build him an 
house, seeing the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain him? who 
am I then, that I should build him an 
house, save only to burn sacrifice be- 
fore him? 

7 Send me now therefore a man cun- 
ae to work in gold, and in silver, and 
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in brass, and in iron, and in purple, 
and crimson, and blue, and that can 
skill to grave with the cunning men 
that are with me in Judah and in Je- 
rusalem, whom David my father did 
provide, 


8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, 


and algum trees, out of Lebanon: for 


I know that thy servants can skill to 
cut timber in Lebanon; and, behold, 
my servants shall be with thy serv ants, 


9 Even to prepare me timber in abun- 
dance: for the house which [I am about 
to build shall be wonderful great. 


10 And, behold, I will give to thy ser- 
vants, the hewers that cut timber, 
twenty thousand measures of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand mensures 
of barley, and twenty thousand baths 


of wine, and twenty thousand baths of 


oil. 


{1 § Then Huram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent to 
Solomon, Because the Lorn hath loved 
his people, he hath made thee king 
over them. 


12 Ifuram said moreover, Blessed be 
the Lorp God of Israel, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, endned 
with prudence and underst: nding, that 
might build an house for the Lorp, and 
an house for his kingdom. 


13 And now T have sent a cunning man, 
endued with understanding, of Huram 
my father’s, 


14 The son of a woman of the daugh- 

ters of Dan, and his father was & man 
of Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and 
in silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, 
and in timber, in_ purple, in blue, and 
in fine linen, ‘and in crimson ; also to 
grave any manner of graving, and to 
tind out every device which shall be 
put to him, with thy cunning men, and 
with the cunning men of my lord David 
thy father. 


{5 Now therefore the wheat, and the 
barley, the oil, and the wine, which 
my lord hath spoken of, let him send 
unto his servants: 


16 And we will cut wood out of Le- 

banon, as much as thou shalt need: 
and we will bring it to thee in tlotes 
by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt carry 
it up to Jerusalem. 


17 | And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that ere in the land of Is- 
rael, after the numbering wherewith 
David his father had numbered them; 
and they were found an hundred and 
fifty thousand and three thousand and 
six hundred. 


18 And he set threeseore and ten 


thousand of them to 6e bearers of 


burdens, and fourscore thousand to be 
hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred, overseers to 
set the people a work. 
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II. CHRONICLES, ITI. 


CHAPTER IIL. 


es Solomon. began to build the 
house of the Lorp at Jerusalem in 
mount Moriah, where the L ORD appear- 
ed unto David his father, in the place 
that David had prepared in the thresh- 
ingfoor of Ornan the Jebusite. 


2 And he began to build in the second 
day of the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. 


3 Y Now these are the things wherein 

Solomon was instructed for the build- 
ing of the house of God. The length 
by cubits after the first measure was 
threescore cubits, and the breadth 
twenty cubits. 


4 And the porch that was in the front 
af the house, the length of it was ac- 
cording to the breadth of the house, 
twenty cubits, and the height was an 
hundred and twenty: *and he overlaid 
it within with pure gold. 


h And the greater house he cieled 
with fir tree, which he overlaid with 
fine gold, and set thereon palm trees 
and chains. 


6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the gold 
was gold of Parvaim. 


* He overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls there- 
of, and the doors thereot, with gold; 
ancl graved cherubims on the walls. 


% And he made the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to 
the breadth of the house, twenty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof twenty cubits: 
and he overlaid it with fine gold, amount- 
mg to six hundred talents. 


9 And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. Aud he overlaid 
the upper chambers with gold. 


10 And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubims of tmage work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 


11 4 And the wings of the cherubims 
mere twenty cubits long: one wing of 
the one cherub was five cubits, reaching 
to the wall of the house: and the other 
wing was likewise tive cubits, reaching 
to the wing of the other cherub. 


12 And one wing of the other cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall 
of the house: and the other wing was 
five cubits adso, joining to the wing of 
the other cherub. 


13 The wings of these éaribind Bpread 
themselves forth twenty cubits: and 
they stood on their feet, and their faces 
were inward. 


14 9 And he made the vail of blue, 
and purple, and crimson, and fine linen, 
and wrought cherubims thereon. 


15 Also he made before the house two 
pillars of thirty and five cubits high, 
and the chapiter that was on the top 
of each of them was five cubits. 


16 And he made chains, as in the 
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oracle, and put ¢hem on the heads of 
the pillars; and made an hundred 
pomegranates, and put them on the 
chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars be- 
fore the temple, one on the right hand 
and the other on the left; and called 
the name of that on the right hand 
Jachin, and the name of that on the 
left Boaz. 


CHAPTER IV. 


OREOVER he made an altar of 

brass, twenty cubits the length 
thereof, and twenty cubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten cubits the height 
thereof. 


2 4 Also he made a molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round in 
compass, and five cubits the height 
thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did 
compass it round about. 


3 And under it was the similitude of 
oxen, which did compass it round 
ubout: ten in a cubit, compassing the 
sea round about. ‘Two rows of oxen 
were cast, when it was cast. 


4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and = three 
looking toward the east: and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. 


h And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadth, and the brim of it hke 
the work of the brim of a cup, with 
flowers of lilies; and it received and 
held three thousand baths. 


6 F He made also ten lavers, and put 
five on the right hand, and five on the 
left, to wash in them: such things as 
they offered for the burnt offering they 
washed in them; but the sea was tor 
the priests to wash in. 


7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and set 
them in the temple, five on ‘the right 
hand, and five on the left. 


8% He made also ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, five on the right 
side, and five on the left. And he 
made an hundred basons of gold. 


9 4 Furthermore he made the court 
of the priests, and the great court, 
aud doorg for the court, and ov erluid 
the doors of them with brags. 


10 And he set the sea on the right. 
side of the east end, over against the 
south. 


1! And Huram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basons. And Hu- 
ram finished the work that he was to 
make for king Solomon for the house 
of God; 

12 To wit, 


the two pillars, and the 
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pommels, and the chapiters which were 
on the top of the two pillars, and the 
two wreaths to cover the two pommels 
of the chapiters which were on the 
top of the pillars; 


13 And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; two rows of pome- 
Branates on each wreath, to cover 
the two pommels of the chapiters 
which were upon the pillars. 


14 He made also bases, and lavers 
made he upon the bases; 


15 One sea, and twelve oxen under it. 


16 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the fleshhooks, and all theif in- 
struments, did Huram his father make 
to king Solomon for the house of the 
Lorp of bright brass. 


17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay vround 
between Sucecoth and Zeredathah. 


18 ‘Thus Solomon made all these ves- 
sels in great abundance: for the weight 
of the brass could not be found out. 


19 ¢ And Solomon made all the ves- 
sels that were for the house of God, 
the golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon the shew bread was set; 


20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn 
after the manner before the oracle, of 
pure gold; 


21 And the flowers, and the lamps, 
and the tongs, made he of gold, and 
that perfect gold; 


22 And the snuffers, and the bagsons, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of 
pure gold: and the entry of the house, 
the inner doors thereot for the most 
holy place, and the doors of the house 
of the temple, were of gold. 


CHAPTER V. 


MENUS all the work that Solomon 

made for the house of the Lorn 
was finished: and Solomon brought 
in allthe things that David his father 
had dedicated; and the silver, and the 
gold, and all the instruments, put he 
among the treasures of the house of 


Gor 

2 7 Then Solomon assembled the eld- 
ers of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto Jerusalem, to 
bring up the ark of the cov enant. of 
the Lor» out of the city of David, 
which zs Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king 
in the feast which was in the seventh 
month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came; 
and the Levites took up the ark. 

® And they po al up the ark, and 
the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
all the holy vessels that were in the 
tabernacle, these did the priests and 
the Levites bring up. 
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6 Also king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Israel that were assembled 
unto him before the ark, sacrificed 
sheep and oxen, which could not be 
told nor numbered for multitude. 


7 And the priests brought in the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorn unto his 
place, to the oracle of the house, into 
the most holy place, eren under the 
wings of the cherubims: 


8 For the cherubims spread forth their 
wings over the place of the ark, and 
the cherubims covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 


9 And they drew out the staves of 


the ark, that the ends of the staves 
were seen from the ark before the 
oracle; but they were not seen with- 
out. And there it is unto this day. 


10 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which Moses put therezn 
at Horeb, when the Lory made a cove- 
nant with the children of Israel, when 
they came out of Egypt. 


11 ¢] And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy place: 
(for all the priests thal were present 
were sanctified, and did not then wait 
by course: 


12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, of Heman, 
of Jeduthun, with their sons and their 
brethren, being arrayed in white linen, 
having cymbals and psalteries and 
harps, stood at the east end of the 
altar, and with them an hundred and 
twenty priests sounding with trumpets: ) 


13 It came even to pass, as the trum- 
peters and singers were as one to make 
one sound to be heard in praising and 
thanking the Lorn; and when they 
lifted up their voice with the trumpets 
and cymbals and instruments of musick, 
and praised the Lorn, saying, For he is 
good; for his mercy endureth for ever: 

that then the house was filled with a 
cloud, even the house of the Lorn; 


14 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason Of the cloud: 
for the glory of the Lorn had filled the 
house of God. 


CHAPTER VI. 


(PREN said Solomon, The Lorp hath 
said that he would dwell in the 
thick darkness. 

2 But I have built an house of habi- 
tation for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of Is- 
rael: and all the congregation of Israel 
stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed be the Lorn 
God of Israel, who hath with his hands 
fulfilled thaz which he spake with his 
mouth to my father David, saying, 

‘ Sinee the day that J broug t forth 
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my people out of the land of Reyot | J 
chose no city among all the tribes of 
Israel to build an house in, that my 
name might be theré; neither chose I 
any man to be a ruler over my people 
Israel: 

6 But I have chosen Jerusalem, that 
my name m vy be there; and have 
chosen David to be over my people 
Israel. 

7 Now it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the Lory God of Israel. 


8 But the Lorp said to David my fa- 

ther, Forasmuch as it was in thine 
heart to build an house tor my name, 
thou didst well in that it was in thine 
heart: 
9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not 
build the house: but thy son which 
shall come forth out of thy loins, he 
shall build the house for my name. 


10 The Lorn therefore hath performed 
his word that he hath spoken: tor I am 
risen up in the room of David my fa- 
ther, and am set on the throne of [s- 
riel, as the Lorn promised, and have 
built the house for the name of the 
Lorn God of Israel. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, 
wherein zs the covenant of the Lorn, 
that he made with the children of 
Israel. 

12 9 And he stood before the altar of 
the Lorp in the presence of all the con- 
gregation of Israel, and spread forth 
his hands: 

13 For Solomon had made a brasen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and tive 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, 
and had set it inthe midst of the court: 
and upon it he stood, and kneeled down 
upon his knees before all the congre- 
gation of Israel, and spread forth his 
hands toward heavy en, 

14 And said, © Lorn God of Israel; 
there is no God like thee in the heaven, 
nor in the earth; which keepest cove- 
nant, and shewest mercy unto thy ser- 
vants, that walk before thee with all 
their hearts: 

15 Thou which hast kept with th 
servant David my father that wh hich 
thou hast promised him; and spakest 
with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled at 
with thine hand, as 7 is this day. 


16 Now therefore, O Lorn God of Is- 
rael, keep with thy servant David my 
father that which thou hast promised 
him, saying, There shall not fail thee 
a man in my sight to sit upon the 
throne of Israel; yet so that thy chil- 
dren take heed to their way to walk 
in my law, as thou hast walked be- 
fore me. 

17 Now then, O Lorn God of Israel, 
let thy word be verified, which thou 
hast spoken unto thy servant David. 


18 But will God in very deed dwell 
with men on the earth? behold, heaven 
and the heaven of heavens cannot 
contain thee; how much leas this 
house which i have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the prayer 
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aiane and the sacritices; and the 
glury of the Lorn filled the house. 


2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the Lory, because 
the glory of the Lorp had filled the 
Lorp’s house. 


3 And when all the children of Israe) 
suw how the fire came down, and the 
glory of the Lorv upon the house, 
they buwed themselves with their faces 
to the out upon the pavement, 
und worshipped, and praised the Loup, 
saying, For he is good; for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 


4 4 Then the king and all the _peo- 
ple offered sacrifices before the Lorn. 


5 And king Solomon offered a saeri- 

tice. of twenty and two thousand oxen, 
and an hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep: su the king and all the people 
dedicated the house of God. 


6 And the priests waited on their 
offices: the Levites also with iustru- 
nents of musick of the Lory, which 
David the king had made to praise 
the Lorp, because his inercy endureth 
for ever, when David praised by their 
ministry; and the priests sounded 
bursts before them, and all Israel 
KtOOC 


7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the court that wus before 
the house of the Lorn: for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and the fat of 
the peace offerings, because the brasen 
altar which Solomon had made was 
not able tu receive the burnt offerings, 
ind the meat offerings, and the fat. 


&® F Also at the same time Svlomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all Is- 
rael with him, a very great congrega- 
tion, from the entering in of Hamath 
unto the river of egypt. 


) And in the eighth day they made 
a solemnn assembly: for they kept the 
dedication of the altar seven days, 
and the feast seven days. 


10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent the 
people away into their tents, glad and 
merry in heart for the goodness that 
the Lorn had shewed unto David, and 
to Solomon, and to Israel his people. 


11. Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lorn, and the king's house: 
and all that came into Solon nt s heart 
to make in the house of the Lorn, 
and in his own house, he prosperously 
offected. 


12 | And the Lorn appeared to So- 
lomon by night, and said unto him, 
I have heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to myself for an 
house of sacrifice. 


13 If I shut up heaven that there be 

no rain, or if I command the locusts 
to devour the land, or if I send pesti- 
lence among my people; 


14 If my people, which are called by 
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myname, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
trom their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land. 


15 Now mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine cars attent unto the prayer that 
is nutde in this place. 


16 For now have I chosen and sanc- 
tified this house, that my name may 
be there for ever: and mine eyes and 
mine heart shall be there perpetually. 


17 And as tor thee, if thou wilt walk 
before me, as David thy father walked, 
and do according to all that I have 
commanded thee, and shalt observe 
my statutes and my judgments; 


18 Then will I stablish the throne of 
thy kingdom. according as I have co- 
venanted with David thy father, say- 
ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
to be ruler in Israel. 


19 But if ye turn away, and forsake 
my statutes and my commandments, 
which I have set before you, and shall 
0 and serve other gods, and worship 
them; 


20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have 
given then; and this house, which I 
have sanctified for my name, will I 
cast out of my sight, and will make 
it to be a proverb and a byword among 
all nations. 


21 And this house, which is high, shall 

be an astonishment to every one that 
passeth by it; so that he shall say, 
Why hath the Lorn done thus unto 
this land, and unto this house? 


22 Andit shall be answered, Because 
they forsook the Lorp God of' their 
tuthers, which brought them forth out 
of the land of Egypt. and laid hold on 
other gods, and A dtc them, and 
served them: therefore hath he brought 
all this evil upon them. 


CHAPTER VIIL 


ND it came to pass at the end of 

twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had built the house of the Lorn, and 
his own house, 

2 That the cities which Huram had 
restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of Is- 
rael to dwell there. 

8% And Solomon went to Hamath-zo- 
bah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tadmor in the wil- 
derness, and all the store cities, which 
he built in Hanath. 

5 Also he built Beth-horon the upper. 
and Beth-horon the nether, fencec 
cities, with walls, gates, and bars; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store cities 
that Solomon had, and all the chariot 
cities, and the cities of the horsemen, 
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and_all that Solomon desired to build 
in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and 
throughout all the land of his domi- 
nion, 


7 4 As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, 
and the Jebusites, ‘which were not of 
Israel, 


8 But of their children, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
dren of Israel consumed not, them did 
Solomon make to pay tribute until 
this day. 


9 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, and 
chief of his captains, and captains of 
his chariots and horsemen. 


10 And these were the chief of king 

Solomon’s officers, even two hundred 
and fifty, that bare rule over the 
people. 


11 4 And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had 
built’ for her: for he said, My wife 
shall not dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, because the places are 
holy whereunto the ark of the Lorp 
hath come. 


12 4 Then Solomon. offered burnt 
offerings unto the Lorp on the altar 
ot the Lorp, which he had built before 
the porch, 


13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons, and on the 
solemn feasts, three times in the year. 
even in the feast of unleavened bread. 
and in the feast of weeks, and in the 
feast of tabernacles. 


14 4 And he appointed, according to 
the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their service, 
and the Levites to their charges, to 
praise and minister before the priests, 
as the duty of every day required: the 
porters also by their courses at every 
gate: for so had David the man of 
(god commanded. 


15 And they departed not from the 
commandment. of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 


16 Now all the work of Solomon was 
prepared unto the day of the founda- 
tion of the house of the Lorn, and un- 
til it was finished. So the house of the 
Lorn was perfected. 

1? ¥ Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
eeber, and to Eloth, at the sea side in 
the land of Edom. 

18 And Huram sent him by the hands 
of his servants ships, and servants 
that had knowledge of the sea; and 
they went with the servants of Solo- 
mon to Ophir, and took thence four 
hundred and fifty talents of gold, and 
brought them to king Solomon.

CHAPTER IX. 


N D when the queen of Sheba heard 

of the fame of Solomon, she came 
to prove Solomon with hard questions 
at Jerusalem, with a very great com- 
pany, and camels that bare spices, and 
goldin abundance, and precious stones: 
and when she was come to Solomon, 
she communed with him of all that 
was in her heart. 


2 And Solomon told her all her ques- 
tions: and there was nothing hid 
from Solomon which he told her not. 


3 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the 
house that he had built, 


4 And the meat of his table, and the 

sitting of his servants, and the attend- 
anee of his ministers, and their ap- 
parel; his cupbearers also, and their 
apparel; and his ascent by which he 
went up into the house of the Lorn; 
there was no more spirit in her. 


o And she said to the king, /¢ was a 

true report which I heard in mine 
own land of thine acts, and of thy 
wisdom: 


6 Howbeit I believed not their words, 

until [ came, and mine eyes had seen 
tée and, behold , the one half of the 
greatness of thy wisdom was not told 
me: for thou exceedest the fume that 
I heard. 


7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, which stand con- 
tinually before thee, and hear thy 
wisdom. 


8 Blessed be the Lox» thy God, which 

delighted in thee to set thee on his 
throne, to be king for the Lorn thy 
God: because thy God loved Israel, to 
establish them for ever, therefore made 
he thee king over them, tu do judg- 
ment and justice. 


§ And she gave the king an hundred 
and twenty talents of gould, and of 
spices great abundance, and precious 
stones: neither was there any such 
spice as the queen of Sheba gave king 
Solomon. 


10 And the servants also of Huram 
and the servants of Solomon, which 
brought gold from Ophir, brought algum 
trees and precious stones. 


1] And the king made of the algum 
trees terraces to the house of the 
Lorp, and to the king’s palace, and 
harps and psalteries for singers: and 
there were none such seen before in 
the land of Judah. 


12 And king Solomon gave to the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
svever she asked, beside that which 
she had brought unto the king. So she 
turned, and went away to her own 
land, she and her servants. 


Il. CHRONICLES, IX. 


13 § Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred and threescore and six talents 
of gold; 


14 Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the kings 
of Arabia and governors of the coun- 
try brought gold and silver to So- 
lomon. 


1b q And king Solomon made two 
hundred ih bes of beaten gold: six 
hundred shekels of beaten gold went 
tu one target, 


16 And three hundred shields sande 
he of beaten gold: three hundred she- 
‘els of gold went to one shield. And 
the king put them in the house of the 
forest. of Lebanon. 


17 Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 

18 And there were six steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, which 
were fastened to the throne, and stays 
on each side of the sitting place, and 
two lions standing by the stays: 


19 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps. There was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 


YY And all the drinking vessels of 
king Solomon were of gold, and all 
the vessels of the house of the forest 
of Lebanon were of pure gold: none 
mere of. silver; it was not any thing 
accounted of in the days of Solomon. 


2! For the king’s ships went to ‘lar- 
shish with the servants of Huram: 
every three years once came the ships 
of Tarshish bringing gold, and_ silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 


2? And king Solomon passed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wis- 
dom. 

23 9 And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon, to 
hear his wisdom, that God had put 
in his heart. 

24 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels 
of gold, and raiment, ‘harness, and 
spices, horses, and mules, arate year 
by year, 

20 FY And Solomon had four thou- 
sand stalls for horses and chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen; whom he 
bestowed in the chariot cities, and 
with the king at Jerusalem. 


26 9 And he reigned over all the 
kings from the river even unto the 
land of the Philistines, and to the bor- 
der of Egypt. 


27 And the king made silver in Je- 
rusalem as stones, and cedar trees 
made he as the sycomore trees that 
qe in the low plains in abundance. 


28 And they brought unto Solomon 
oraes out of Egypt, and out of all 
ands. 
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29 | Now the rest of the acts of Sv- 

loon, first and last, are they not 
written in the buok of Nathan the pro- 
phet, and in the Pie the of Ahijah 
the Shilonite, and in the visions of 
lddo the seer against Jerubuam the 
sun of Nebat! 


30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem 
over all Israel forty years. 


31 And Svlomon slept with his fa- 
thers, and he was buried in the city 
of David his father: and Rehoboam 
his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER X. 


ND Rehoboam went to Shechem: 
for to Shechem were all Israel 
come to make him king. 


2 And it came to pass, when Jero- 
buam the son of Nebat, who was in 
Egypt, whither he had fled from the 
presence of Solomon the king, heard 
a, that Jeruboam returned out of 
Egypt. 

3 And they sent and called him. So 
Jeroboam and all Israel came and 
spake to Rehoboam, saying, 


4 Thy father made our yoke griev- 
ous: now therefure ease thou some- 
what the grievous servitude of thy 
father , aad his heavy yoke that he 
put upon us, and we rit serve thee. 


© And he said unto them, Come 
again unto me after three days. And 
the peuple departed. 

6 9 And king Rehoboam took coun- 
sel with the old men that bad stood 
hetore Solomon his father while he yet 
lived, saying, What counsel give ye 
me to return answer to this people? 


7 And they spake unto him,. saying, 
If thou be kind to this people, and 
please them, and speak good words to 
them, they will be thy servants for 
ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel which 
the old men gave him, and took coun- 
sel with the young men that were 
brought up with him, that stood be- 
fore him. 


9 And he said unto them, What ad- 
vice give ye that we may return an- 
swer tu this people, which have spu- 
ken to me, saying, Ease somewhat the 
yoke that thy father did put upon us? 


10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou answer the 
veople that spake unto ee saying, 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, but 
make thou it somewhat lighter for us; 
thus shalt thou say unto them, My 
little singer shall be thicker than my 
father’s luins. 


11 For whereas my father put a heavy 

yoke upon you, I will put more to 
your yoke: my father chastised you 
with whips, but I «will chastise you 
with scorpions. 


Il. CHRONICLES, XJ. 

12 So Jsroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam on the third day, 
as the king bade, saying, Come again 
to me on the third day. 


18 And the ane answered them 
roughly; and king Rehoboam forsook 
the counsel of the old men, 


14 And answered them after the ad- 

vice of the young men, saying, My 
father made your yoke heavy, but | 
will add thereto: my father chastised 
you with whips, but I will chastise you 
with scorpions. 


15 So the king hearkened not unto 
the people: for the cause was of God, 
that the Lorn might perform his word, 
which he spake by the hand of Ahijah 
thee nilonite to Jeroboam the son of 

ebat. 


16 4 And when all Israel saw that 
the king would not hearken unto them, 
the people answered the king, saying, 
What portion have we in David? and 
we have none inheritance in the son 
of Jesse: every man to your tents, © 
Israel: cad now, David, see to thine 
own house. So all Israel went to their 
tents. 


17 But as for the children of Israel 
that dwelt in the cities of Judah, Re- 
heboam reigned over them. 


1% Then king Rehoboam sent Ha- 
doram that was overmthe tribute; and 
the children of Israel stoned hini with 
stones, that he died. But king Rebo- 
boam made speed’ to get him up to 
his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 


19 And Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 


CHAPTER XI. 


ND when Rehoboam was come to 
Jerusalem, he gathered of the 
house of Judah and Benjamin an hun- 
dred and fourscore thousand chosen 
men, which were warriors, to fight 
against Israel, that he might bring the 
kingdom again to Rehoboam. 


2 But the word of the Lory came to 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 


3 Speak unto Rehoboam the son of 


Solomon, king of Judah, and to all Is- 
racl in Judah and Benjamin, saying, 
4 Thus saith the Lorn, Ye shall not 
go up, nor fight against your brethren: 
return every man to his house: for 
this thing is done of me. And they 
obeyed the words of the Lorn, and re- 
turned from guing against Jeroboam. 
5 § And Rehoboam dwelt in Jeru- 
salem, and built cities fur defence in 
Judah. 

6 He built even Beth-lehem, and 
Ktam, and ‘l'ekoa, 

i And Beth-zur, and Shoco, and Adul- 


am, 
8 And Gath, and Mareshah, and Ziph, 
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I. CHRONICLES, XIf 


9 And Adoraim, and Lachish, and 
Azekah, 

10 And Zorah, and Aijalon, and He- 
bron, which are in Judah and in Ben- 
jamin fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong holds, 
and put captains in them, and store 
of victual, and of oil and wine. 


12 And in every several city he put 
shields and spears, and made them 
exceeding strong, having Judah and 
Benjamin on his side. 


13 G And the priests and the Levites 
that vere in all Israel resorted to him 
out of all their coasts. 


14 For the Levites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem: for Jeroboam and 
his sons had cast them off from exe- 
cuting the priest's office unto the 
Lorp: 


15 And he ordained hm priests for 
the high places, and for the devils, 
and for the calves which he had made. 


16 And after them out of all the tribes 

of Israel such as set their hearts 
to seek the Lorn God of Israel came 
to Jerusalem, to sacrifice unto the 
Lorn God of their fathers. 


17 So they strengthened the kingdom 
of Judah, and made Rehoboam the son 
of Solomon strong, three years: for 
three years they walked in the way 
of David and Solomon. 


18 F And Rehoboam took him Maha- 
lath the daughter of Jerimoth the son 
of David to wife, and Abihail the 
daughter of Eliab the son of Jesse; 


19 Which bare him children; Jeush, 
and Shamariah, and Zaham. 

20 Aud after her he took Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom; which bare 
him Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
Shelomith. 


21 And Rehoboam loved Maachah the 

daughter of Absalom above all his 
wives and his concubines: (for he took 
eighteen wives, and threescore concu- 
bines; and begat twenty and eight 
sons, and threescore daughters.) 


22 And Rehoboam made Abijah the 
son of Maachah the chief, to de ruler 
among his brethren: for he thought to 
make him king. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dispersed 
of all his children throughout all 
the countries of Judah and Benjamin, 
unto every fenced city: and he gave 
them victual in abundance. And he 
desired many wives. 


CHAPTER XIL 


ND it came to pass, when Reho- 
boam had established the kingdom, 
and had strengthened himself, he for- 
sook the law of the Loxp, and all Is- 
rael with him. 
2 And it came to pass, thut in the 


mic CHRONICLES, XII. 


fifth year of king Rehohoam Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem, because they had transgressed 
against the Lorn, 


3 With twelve hundred chariots, and 
threescore thousand horsemen: and 
the people were without number that 
came with him out of Key ot 
bims, the Sukkiims, and the Ethiopians. 


4 And he took the fenced cities 
which pertained to Judah, and came 
to Jerusalem. 


6 ¥ Then came Shemaiah the pro- 
phet to Rehoboam, and to the princes 
Mf Judah, that were gathered together 
to Jerusalem because of Shishak, and 
said unto them, Thus saith the Lorn, 
Ye have forsaken me, and therefore 
have I also left you in the hand of 
Shishak. 


G Whereupon the princes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; and 
they said, ‘he Lorn ie righteous. 


¢ And when the Lorn saw that they 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
Lorp came to Shemaiah, saying, They 
have humbled themselves; therefore 
I will not destroy them, but I ‘will 
grant them some deliverance; and my 
wrath shall not be poured out upon 
Jerusalem by the hand of Shishak. 


8 Nevertheless they shall be his ser- 
vants; that they may know my ser- 
vice, and the service of the kingdoms 
of the countries. 


9 So Shishak king of Egypt came up 

against 7 Chuanlem, and took ener the 
treasures of the house of the LORD, 
and the treasures of the king’s house; 
he took all: he carried away also the 
pede af gold which Solomon had 
made 


10 Instead of which king Rehoboam 
made shields of brass, and committed 
them to the hands of the chief of the 
guard, that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. 


tl And when the king entered into 
the house of the Lorn, the guard came 
and fetched them, and brought them 
again into the guard chamber. 


12 And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the Lorn turned from 
him, that he would not destroy him 
altogether; and also in Judah things 
went well. 


13 § So king Rehoboam strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned: for 
Rehoboam was one and forty years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, 
the city which the Lorn had chosen 
out of all the tribes of Israel, to put. 
his name there. And his mother’ 8s name 
mas Naamah an Ammoniteas. 


14 And he did evil, because he pre- 
pared not his heart to seek the Lorn. 


15 Now the acts of Rehoboam, first 
and last, are they not written in the 
book of Shemaiah the prophet, and of 
Iddo the seer concerning genealogies ? 
And there were wars between Reho- 
boam and Jeroboam continually. 
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I. CHRONICLES, XTIL 


16 And Rehoboam slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the cit of 


‘David: and Abijah his son reigned in 


his stead, 


CHAPTER XIII. 


No in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 
over Judah. 


2 He reigned three years in Jerusa- 
lem. His mother’s name also was Mi- 
chaiah the daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. 
And there was war between Abijah 
and Jeroboam. 


3 And Abijah set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, 
even four hundred thousand chosen 
men: Jeroboam also set the battle in 
array against him with eight hundred: 
thousand chosen men, Jeing mighty 
men of valour. 


4 4 And Abijah stood up upon mount 
Zemaraim, which is in mount Ephraim, 
and said, Hear me, thou Jeroboam, 
and all Israel; 


h Ought ye not to know that the 
Lorn God of Israel gave the kingdom 
over Israel to David for ever, even to 
him and to his sons by a covenant. of 
salt ? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, the 
servant of Solomon the son of David, 
is risen up, and hath rebelled against 
his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him 
vain men, the children of Belial, and 
have strengthened themselves against 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon, when 
Rehoboam was young and tender- 
hearted, and could not withstand them. 


- 8 And now ye think to withstand the 


kingdom of the Lorn in the hand of the 
sons of David; and ye de a great mul- 
titude, and there are with you golden 
calves, which Jeroboam made vou for 
gods, 

9 Have ye not cast out the priests 
of the Lorn, the sons of Aaron, and 
the Levites, and have made you priests 
after the manner of the nations of 
other lands? sy that whosoever cometh 
to consecrate himself with a young | 
bullock and seven rams, the same may ‘ 
be a priest of them that are no gods. 


10 But as for us, the Lorn is our 
God, and we have not forsaken him; 
and the priests, which minister unto 
the Lorn, are the sons of Aaron, and 
the Levites wazt upon their business: 


11 And they burn unto the Lorp 
every morning and every evening 
burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: 
the shewbread also set they in order 
upon the pure table; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn every evening: for we keep 
the charge of the Lorn our God; but 
ye have forsaken him. 


12 And, behold, God himself is with 
us for our captain, and his priests with 
sounding trumpets to cry alarm against 


IL CHRON ICLES, XIV. 
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you. O children of Israel, fight ye not 
against the Lorp God of your fathers; 
i ye shall not prosper. 

3 ¥ But Jeroboam caused an am- 
buckwont to come about behind them: 
so they were before Judah, and the 
ambushment was behind them. 


14 And when Judah looked back, be- 
hold, the battle was before and be- 
hind: and they cried unto the Lor», 
and the priests sounded with the 
trumpets. 


15 Then the men of Judah gave a 
shout: and as the men of Judah shout- 
ed, it came to pass, that God smote 
Jeroboam and all Israel before Abijah 
and Judah. 


16 And the children of Israel fled be- 

fore Judah: and God delivered them 
into their hand. 
17 And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so there 
fell down slain of Israel tive hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Judah prevailed, because 
they relied upon the Lorn God of their 
fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after Jero- 
boam, and took cities from him, Beth- 
el with the towns thereof, and Jesha- 
nah with the towns thereof, and 
Ephrain with the towns thereof. 


20 Neither did Jeroboam recover 
strength again in the days of op ee 
and the Lorp struck him, and he died. 


21 ¥ But Abijah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

2 And the rest of the acts of Abijah, 
and his ways, and his sayings, are 
wien in the story of the prophet 
ddo 


CHAPTER XIV. 


O fen tee slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the city of Da- 
vid: and Asa his son reigned in his 
stead. In his days the land was quiet 
ten years. 
2 And Asa did that which was good 
ae right in the eyes of the Lorn his 


3 For he took away the altars of the 

strange gods, and the high places, and 
brake down the images, and cut down 
the groves: 

4 And commanded Judah to seek the 
Lorn God of their fathers, and to do 
the law and the commandment. 

65 Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places and 
the images: and the kingdom was 
quiet before him. 

6 ¥ And he built fenced cities in Ju- 
dah: for the land had rest, and he had 
no war in those years; because the 
Lorp had given him rest. 

¢ Therefore he said unto Judah, Let 


\ 
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us build these cities, and make abott 
them walls, and towers, gates, and bars, 
while the land is yet before us; be- 
cause we have sought the Lorn our 
God, we have sought him, and he hath 
given us rest on every side. So they 
built and prospered. 


8 And Asa had an army of men that 
bare targets and spears, out of Judah 
three hundred thousand; and out of 
Benjamin, that bare shields and drew 
bows, two hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand: all these were mighty men of 
valour. 

9 9 And there came out against them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with an host of 
a thousand thousand, and three hun- 
dred chariots; and came unto Mareshah. 


10 Then Asa went out against him, 
and they set the battle in array in the 
valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 


11 And Asa cried unto the Lorn his 
God, and said, Lorn, it is nothing with 
thee to help, ‘whether with many, or 
with them.that have no power: help 
us, O Lorn our God; for we rest on 
thee, and‘in thy name we go against 
this multitude. O Lorn, thou aré our 
(,od; Jet not man prev ail against thee. 


12 So the Lorn smote the Ethiopians 
before Asa, and before Judah; and the 
Ethiopians fled. 


13 And Asa and the people that were 
with him pursued them unto Gerar: 
and the Ethiopians were overthrown, 
that they ejaldnot recover themselves; 
for they were destroyed before the Lorn, 
and before his host; and they carried 

away very much spoil. 


14 And they smote all the cities round 
about Gerar; for the fear of the Loan 
came upon them: and they spoiled all 
the cities; for there was exceeding 
much spoil in them. 


15 They smote also the tents of cattle, 
and carried away sheep and camels in 
abundance, and returned to Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER XV. 


ND the Spirit of God came upon 
Azariah the son of Oded: 

2 And he went out to-meet Asa, and 
said unto him, Hear ye me, Ana, and 
all Judah and’ Benjamin; The Lorn ia 
with you, while ye be with him; and 
if ye seek him, he will be found of you; 
hut ifye forsake hin, he will forsake you. 

3 Now tor a long season Israel hath 
been without the true God, and with- | 
out a teaching priest, and without law. 

4 But when they in their trouble did 
turn unto the Lorn God of Israel, and 
sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to 
iim that came in, but great vexations 
were upon all the inhabitants of the 

countries. 

6 And nation was destroyed of nation, 
and ate of city: for God did vex them 
with all adversity. 


II. CHRONICLES, XVI. 


7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak: for your work 
shall be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the pro- 
phet, he took ae and put away 
the abominable idols’ out of all the 
land of Judah and Benjamin, and out 
of the cities which he had taken from 
mount Ephraim, and renewed the altar 
of the Lorn, that was before the porch 
of the Lorp. 


9 And he eatbered all Judah and 
Benjamin, and the strangers with them 
out of Ephraim and Manasseh, and 
out of Simeon: for they fell to him 
out of Israel in abundance, when the 

saw that the Lorn his God was with 


him 

10 So they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of 


Asa 

il. And they offered unto the Lorn 
the same time, of the spoil which they 
had brought, seven hundred oxen and 
seven thousand sheep. 


12 And they entered into a covenant 
to seek the Lorp God of their fathers 
with all their heart and with all their 


soul; 

18 That whosoever would not seek 
the Lorp God of Israel should be put 
to death, whether small or great, whe- 
ther man or woman. 


14 And they sware unto the Lorp 
with a loud voice, and with shouting, 
and with trumpets, and with cornets. 
16 And all Judah rejoiced at the 
oath: for they had sworn with all their 
heart, and sought him with their whole 
desire: and he was found of them: and 
the Lorp gave them rest round about. 


16 4 And also concerning Maachah the 
mother of Asa the king, he removed 
her from being queen, because she had 
made an idol in a grove: and Asa cut 
down her idol, and stamped it, and 
burnt 7 at the brook Kidron. 

17 But the high places were not taken 
away out of Israel): nevertheless 
the heart of Asa was perfect all his 


ay 8. 

18 § And he brought into the house 
of God the things that his father had 
dedicated, and that he himself had de- 
dicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 


19 And there was no more war unto 
wae and thirtieth year of the reign 
of Asa. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


i ee the six and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa Baasha king of Israel 
came up against Judah, and built Ra- 
mah, to the intent that he might let 
none go out or come in to Asa king 
of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house 
of the Lorp and of the king’s house, 
and sent to Ben-hadad king of Syria. 
that dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father 
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IT. CHRONICLES, XVI 


and thy father: behold, I have sent 
thee silver and gold; go, break thy 
league with Baasha king of Israel. that 
he may depart from me. 


4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of his 
armies against the cities of Israel; and 
they smote Ijon, and Dan, and Abel- 
maim, and allthe ‘store cities of Naphtali. 








h And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard it, that he left off building of 
Ramah, and let his work cease. 


6 Then Asa the king took all Judah; 
and they carried away the stones of 
Ramah, and the timber thereof, where- 
with Baasha was building; and he built 
therewith Geba and Mizpah. 


7 J And at that time Hanani the seer 
came to Asa king of Judah, and said 
unto him, Because thou hast. relied on 
the king ‘of Syria, and not relied on 
the Lorn thy God, therefore is the 
host of the king of Syria escaped out 
of thine hand. 


8 Were not the Ethiopians and the 
Lubims a huge host, with Meat many 
chariots and horsemen ? yet, because 
thou didst rely on the Lorn, he deli- 
vered them into thine hand. 


9 For the eyes of the Lorn run to 
and fro throughout the whole earth, 
to shew himself strong in the behalf 
of them whose heart zs perfect toward 
him. Herein thou hast done foolishly: 
therefore from henceforth thou shalt 
have wars. 


10 Then Asa was wroth with the seer, 
and put him in a prison house; for he 
was in arage with him because of this 
thing. And Asa oppressed some of the 
people the same time. 


1] ¥ And, behold, the acts of Asa, first 
and last, lo, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Judah and Israel. 


12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet, until his disease was exceeding 
great: ye et in his disease he sought not 
to the Lorn, but to the physicians. 


13 4 And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year 
of his reign. 


14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for 
himself in the city of David, and laid 
him in the bed which was filled with 
sweet odours and divers kinds of spices 
prepared by the apothecuries’ art: and 
they madea very great burning for him. 


CHAPTER X VII. 


ND Jehoshaphat his son reigned 
in his stead, and strengthened 
himself against Israel. 
2 And he placed forces in all the

fenced cities of Judah, and set garri- 
sens in the land of Judah, and in the 
ci, 28 of Ephraim, which Asa his father 
had taken. 


3 And the Lorn was with Jehoshaphat, 
because he walked in the first ways of 
his father David, and sought not unto 
Baalim ; 


4 But sought to the LORD God of 
his father, and walked in his com- 
mandments, and not after the doings 
of Israel. 


h Therefore the Lorn stablished the 
kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
brought to Jehoshaph: ut presents; and 
he had riches and honour in abundane 2e, 


6 And his heart was lifted up in the 
ways of the Lorp: moreover he took 
away the high places and groves out 
of Judah. 


7 & Also in the third year of his 
reign he sent to his princes, even to 
Ben-hail, and to Obadiah, and to Ze- 
chariah, and to Nethaneel, and to 
Michaiah, to teach in the cities of Judah. 


& And with them he sent J.evites, 
even Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and 
Zebadiah, and ‘Asahel, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jehonathan, and onal 
and Pobijah , and Tob- adonijah, Le- 
vites: and with them Elishama and 
Jehoram, priests. 

Y And they taught in Judah, and had 
the book of the law of the Lorn with 
them, and went about throughout all 
the cities of Judah, and taught the people. 


10 ¢ And the fear of the Lorn fell upon 
all the kingdoms of the lands that were 
round about Judah, so that they made 
no war against Jehosh: iphat. 


11 Also some of the Philistines brought 
Jehoshaphat presents, and tribute silver; 
and the Arabians brought him flocks, 
seven thousand and = seven hundred 
rams, and seven thousand and seven 
hundred he goats. 
_ 12 9 And Jehoshaphat w axed great 
exceedingly; and he built’ in Judah 
castles, and cities of store. 


18 And he had much business in the 
cities of Judah: and the men of war, 
mighty men of valour, were in Jerusalem. 


14 And these ave fie numbers of them 
according to the house of their fathers: 
Of Judah, the captains of thousands; 
Adnah the chief, and with him mighty 
men of valour three hundred thousand. 


15 And next to him was Jehohanan 

the captain,and with him two hundred 
and fourscore thousand. 
16 And pext him was Amasiah the 
gon of Zichri, who willingly offered 
himself unto the Lorn; and with him 
two hundred thousand mighty men of 
valour. 


17 And of Benjamin; Eliada a mighty 
man of valour, and with him armed 
men with bow ‘and shield two hundred 
thousand. 

18 And next him was Jehozabad, and 
with him an hundred’ and fourscore 
thousand ready prepared for the war. 
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19 These waited on the king, beside 
those whom the k ing put in the tenced 
cities throughout all Judah, 


CHAPTER XVUL 


Now Jehoshaphat had riches and 
honour in abundance, and joined 
affinity with Ahab. 


2 And after certain years he went 
down to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab 
killed sheep and oxen for him in abun- 
dance, and for the people that ke had 
with him, and persuaded hii to go up 
with him to Ramoth-gilead. 


3 And Ahab king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah, Wilt thou 
go with me to Ramoth- gilead? And he 
answered him, [ am as thou art, and 
my people as thy people; and we will 
be with thee in the war. 


4 9 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Enquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lorn to day. 


5 Therefore the king of Israel gathered 
together of prophets four hundred men, 
and said unto them, Shall we go to 
Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall I for- 
bear? And they said, Go up; tor Goud 
will deliver 2 into the king’s hand. 


6 But Jehoshaphat said, ds (here not 
here a prophet of the Low besides, 
that we might enquire of lin? 


7 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, Jhere is yet une man, 
by whom we may enquire of the Lorn: 
but ] hate him; for he never prophesied 
good unto me, but always evil: the 
same is Micaiah the sun of Imla. And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king say sv. 


8 And the king of Israel called for 
one of fus oftiers, and said, Fetch 
quickly Micaiah the son of Imla. 


) And the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat king of Judah sat either of 
thein on his throne, clothed in ther 
robes, and they sat in a void place at 
the entering in of the gate of Samaria; 
ne all the prophets prophesied before 
them. 


10 And Zedekiah the sou of Chenaanah 

had made him horns of iron, and said, 
Thus saith the Lorn, With these thou 
shalt push Syria until they be con- 
sumed. 


It And all the prophets prophesied 
sv, saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, 
and prosper: for the Lorn shall deliver 
u¢ into the hand of the king. 


12 Aud the messenger that went to 
call Micaiah spake to him, saying, Be- 
hold, the words of the prophets eclure 
good to the king with one assent; let 
thy word therefure, I pray thee, be like 
one of their’s, and speak thou good. 


13 And Micaiah said, As the Lorp 
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liveth, even what my God saith, that 
will I ‘speak, 

14 And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, Micaiah, 
shall we go to Ramoth- =siead to battle, 
or shall I forbear? And he said, Go 
ye up, and prosper, and they shall be 
delivered into your hand. 

15 And the king said to him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou say nothing but the truth to me 
in the name of the Lorn ? 


16 Then he said, I did see all Israel 
scattered upon the mountains, as sheep 
that have no shepherd: and the Lorp 
said, ‘These have no master; let them 
return therefore every man to his house 
in peace. 

17 And the king of Israel said to Je- 
hoshaphat, Did I not tell thee that he 
would not prophesy good unto me, 
but evil? 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear the 
word of the Lorp; 1 saw the Lorp 
sitting upon his throne, and all the 
host of heaven standing on his right 
hand and on his left. 

19 And the Lorn said, Who shall entice 
Ahab king of Israel, ‘that he may gu 
up and tall at Ramoth- gilead? And 
one spake saying after this manner, 
and another saying after that manner. 


2) Then there came out a spirit, and 
stood before the Lorn, and said, I will 
entice him. And the Lorp said unto 
him; Wherewith ? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and be 
a lying spirit in the mouth ot all his 
prophets. And the LORD said, Thou 
shalt entice him, and thou shalt also 
prevail: go out, and do even so. 


22 Now therefore, behold, the Lorn 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
of these thy prophets, and the Lorp 
hath spoken evil against thee. 

23 Then Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah came near, and smote Micaiah 
upon the cheek, and said, Which way 
went the Spirit’ of the Lory from me 
to speak unto thee? 

24 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see on that day when thou shalt 
Bo into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

5 Then the king of Israel said, ‘Take 
ve Micaiah, and carry him back to 

Amon the governor of the city, and 
to Joash the king’s son; 

26 And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until J return in peace. 
27 And Micaiah said, If thou certainly 
return in peace, then hath not the Lorp 

spoken by me. And he said, Ilearken, 

a ye people. 

28 So the king of Israel and Jeho- 
shaphat the king of Judah went up to 
Ramoth-gilead. 

29 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and will go to the ‘Dattle : ut put thou 
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on thy robes. So the king of Israel 
disguised himself; and they went to 
the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded the captains of the chariots 
that were with him, saying, Fight ye 
not with small or great, save only with 
the king of Israel. 

381 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jehosha- 
phat that they said, It zs the king of 

srael ‘Therefore they compassed about 
him to fight: but Jehoshaphat cried 

and the Lorn helped him; and 

God moved them to depart from him. 


32 For it came to pass, that, when 
the captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, they 
turned back again from pursuing him. 
33 And a certain man drew a bow at 
a venture, and smote the king of Is- 
rael between the joints of the harness: 
theretore he said to his chariot man, 
Turn thine hand, that thou mayest ca 
me out of the host; for I am wounde 


34 And the battle increased that dav 
howbeit the king of Israel stayed him- 
self up in his chariot against the Syrians 
until the even: and about the time of 
the sun going down he died, 


CHAPTER XIX. 


ND Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
returned to his house in peace to 
Jerusalem. 

2 And Jehu the son of Hanani the 
seer went out to meet him, and said 
to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly, and love them that ~ 
hate the Lorn? therefore is wrath upon 
thee trom before the Lorn. 


3 Nevertheless there are good things 
found in thee, in that thou hast taken 
away the groves out of the land, and 
hast prepared thine heart to seek God. 


4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusa- 
lem: and he went out aguin through 
the peuple from Beer-sheba to mount 
Ephraim, and brought them back unto 
the Lorn God of their fathers. 

5 § And he set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of Ju- 
dah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges, Take heed 
what ye do: for ye judge not for man, 
but for the Lorp, who és with you in 
the judgment. 


7 Wherefore now let the fear of the 
reer be upon you; take heed and du 

for there is no iniquity with the 
ee our God, nor respect of persons, 
nor taking of gifts. 


& § Moreover in Jerusalem did Jeho- 
shaphat set of the Levites, and uf the 
priests, and of the chief of the fathers 
of Israel, for the judgment of the Lorn, 
and for controversies, when they re- 
turned to Jerusalem. 
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9 And he charged them, saying, Thus 


shall ye do in the fear of the Lorn,: 


faithfully, and with a perfect heart. 


10 And what cause soever shall come 
to you of your brethren that dwell in 
their cities, between blood and blood, 
between law and commandment, sta- 
tutes and judgments, ye shall even 
warn them that they trespass not 
against the Lorp, and so wrath come 
upon you, and upon your brethren: 
this do, and ye shall not trespass. 


11 And, behold, Amariah the chief 
priest zs over you in all matters of 
the Lorp; and Zebadiah the son of 
Ishmael, the ruler of the house of Ju- 
dah for all the king’s matters: also 
the Levites shall be officers before you. 
Deal courageously, and the Loxp shall 
be with the good. 


CHAPTER XX. 


if came to pags after this alsu, the 
the children of Moab, and the chil- 
dren of Ammon, and with them other 
beside the Ammonites, came against 
Jehoshaphat to battle. 

2 Then there came some that told 
Jehoshaphat, saying, There cometh a 
great multitude against thee from bhe- 
yond the sea on this side Syria; and, 
behold, ote, bein Hazazon-tamar, which 
is Kn-gedi. 

3 And Jehoshaphat feared, and set 
himself to seek the Lorp, and pro- 
claimed a fast throughout all Judah. 


J And Judab gathered themselves 
together, to ask help of the Loan: even 
out of all the cities of Judah they 
came to seek the Lorn. 

5 9 And Jehoshaphat stood in the 
congregation of Judah and Jerusalem, 
in the house of the Lorn, before the 
new court, 

6 And said, O Lorn God of our fa- 
thers, art not thou God in heaven? 
and rulest rot thou over all the king- 
‘doms of the heathen? and in. thine 
hand és there not power and might, so 
that none is able to withstand thee? 


7 Art not thou our God, who didst 
drive out the inhabitants of this land 
before thy people Israel, and gavest 
it to the seed of Abr aham thy friend 
for ever ? 

* And they dwelt therein, and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
name, saying, 

) If, when evil cometh upon us, «as 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, or 
famine, we stand before this house, 
and in thy presence, (for thy name zs 
in this house,) and cry unto thee in 
our affliction, then thou wilt hear and 
help. 

10 And now, behold, the children of 
Ammon and Moab and mount Seir, 
whom thou wouldest not let Israel in- 
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vade, when they. came oud of the land 
of Egypt, but they turned from them, 
and destroyed them not; 

11 Behold, J say, how: they reward 
us, to come to cast us out of thy pos- 
session, which thou hast given us to 
inherit. 

12 0 our God, wilt thou not judge 
them? for we have no might against 
this great company that cometh against 
us; neither know we ‘what to do: but 
vur eyes are upon thee. 

13 And all Judah stood before the 
Lorp, with their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

Then upon Jahaziel the son of 
Zechariah, the son of Benaiah, the son 
of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a Le- 
vite of the sons of Asaph, came the 
Spirit of the Lorp in the midst of the 
congregation; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all Ju- 
dah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and thou king Jehoshaphat, Thus saith 
the Lorn unto you, Be not afraid nor 
dismayed by reason of this great mul- 
titude; for the battle zs not your's, but 
God's. 

16 'To morrow go ye down against 
them: behold, they come up by the 
clitl of Ziz ; and ye shall tind thank at 
the end of the brook, before the wil- 
derness of Jeruel. 

17 Ye shall not need to tight in this 
hattle: set yourselves, stand ye sérdl, 
and see the salvation of the Lorn with 
you, © Judah and Jerusalem: fear 
not, nor be dismayed; to morrow go 
out against them: for the Lorn will he 
with you. 

18 ‘And Jehoshaphat bowed his head 
with his face to the ground: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
len fell before the Lop, worshipping 
the Lonp. 

19 And the Levites, of the children 
of the Kohbathites, and of the children 
of the Korhites, stood up to praise the 
Loup God of Israel with a loud voice 
on high. 

20 GF And they rose early in the 
morning, and went forth into the wil- 
derness of Tekon: and as they went 
forth, Jehoshaphat stood and said, 
Hear me, © Judah, and ye inhabitants 
of Jer usalem: Believe in the Lonp 
your God, so ‘all ye be established; 
believe his prophets, so shall ye prosper. 

21- And whew he had consulted with 
the peuple, he appointed singers unto 
the Lorn, and that should praise the 
beauty of holiness, as they went out 
before the army, and to say, Praise 
oe eee for hs mercy endureth tor 


ey q And when they began to sing 
and to praise, the Lorp set ambush- 
ments against the children of Ammon, 
Moab, and mount Seir, which were 
come against Judah; and they were 
smitten. 


. 23 For the children of Ammon and 


Moab stood up ageinst the inhabitants 
of mount Seir, utterly to slay and de- 
stroy them: and when they had made 
an end of the inhabitants of Seir, every 
one helped to destroy another. 

24 And when Judah came toward the 
watch tower in the wilderness , they 
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looked unto the multitude, and, be- 
hold, they were dead bodies fallen to 
the earth, and none escaped. 

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his 
people came to take away the spoil of 
them, they found among them in 
abundance both riches with the dead 
bodies, and precious jewels, which they 
stripped off for themselves, more than 
they could carry away: and they were 
three days in gathering of the spoil, it 
was 80 much. 

26 9 And on the fourth day they as- 
sembled themselves in the valley of 
Berachah; for there they blessed the 
Lorp: therefore the name of the same 
place was called, ‘The valley of Be- 
rachah, unto this ‘day. 

27 ‘Then they returned, every man of 
Judah and Jerusalem, and Jehoshaphat 
in the forefront of them, to go again 
to Jerusalem with joy; for the Lorp 
had made them to rejoice over their 
enemies. 

28 And they came to Jerusalem with 
psalteries and harps and trumpets 
unto the house of the Lorn. 

29 And the fear of God was on all 
the kingdoms of those countries when 
they had heard that the Lorp fought 
against the enemies of Israel. 

30 So the realin of Jehoshaphat vas 
quiet: for his God gave him rest round 
about. 

31 | And Jehoshaphat reigned over 
Judah: he was thirty and five years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned twenty and five years in Je- 
rusalem. And his mother’s name was 
Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

32 And he walked in the way of Asa 
his father, and departed not from it, 
doing that which wus right in the sight 
of the Lorn. 

33 Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away: for as yet the people had 
not prepared their hearts unto the 
God of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, first and last, behold, they 
ure written in the book of Jehu the 
son of Hanani, who is mentioned in 
the book of the kings of Israel. 

35 FY And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with Aha- 
zlah king of Israel, who did very 
wickedly: 

36 And he joined himself with him to 
make ships to go to Tarshish: and 
a made the ships in Kzion-gaber. 

¢ Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah 

of ‘Mareshah prophesied aguinst Jeho- 

shaphat, et Hat Because thou hast 

pemes thyse f{ with Ahaziah, the Lorp 

ath broken thy works. And the ships 

were broken, that they were not able 
to go to ‘larshish. 





CHAPTER XXI. 


NGS Jehoshaphat slept with his. 


fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David. And Je- 
horam his son reigned in his stead. 
2 And he had brethren the sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and 
Zechariah, and Azariah, and Michael, 
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and Shephatiah: all these were the 
sons of Jehoshaphat king of Israel. 


3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of pre- 
cious things, with fenced cities in Ju- 
dah: but the Rippon gave he to Je- 
horam; because he was the firstborn. 


4 Now when Jehoram was risen up 
to the kingdom of hjs father, he streng- 
thened himself, and slew all his bre- 
thren with the sword, and divers also 
of the princes of Israel. 


5 § Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 


6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house 
of Ahab: for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife: and he wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the Lorn. 


7 Howbeit the Lorn would not de- 
stroy the house of David, because of 
the covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he promised to give a 
light to him and to his sons for ever. 


8 4 In his days the Edomites revolt- 
ed from under the dominion of Judah,’ 
and made themselves a king. 


9 Then Jehoram went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose up by night, and smote 
the EKdomites which compagsed him in, 
and the captains of the chariots. 


10 So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Libnah 
revolt from under jis hand; because 
he had forsaken the Lorn God of his 
fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places in 
the mountains of Judah, and caused 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to com- 
mit fornication, and compelled Judah 
thereto. 


12 9 And there came a writing to him 
from Elijah the prophet, saying, ‘Thus 
saith the Lor» God of David thy fa- 
ther, Because thou hast not walked in 
the ways of Jehoshaphat thy father, 
nor in the ways of Asa king of Judah, 


13. But hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, and hast made Ju- 
dah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
to go a whoring, like to the whore- 
doms of the house of Ahab, and also 
hast slain thy brethren of thy father’s 
house, which were better than thyself: 


14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the Lorn smite thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy 
goods: ° 
15 And thou shalt have great sick- 
ness by disease of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

16 | Moreover the Lorn stirred up 
against Jehoram the spirit of the Phi- 
a and of the Arabians, that cere 
near the Ethiopians: 

17 And they came up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substance that was found in 
the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives; so that there was never 
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a son left him, save Jehoahaz, the 
youngest of his suns. 


18 § And after all this the Lorn 
smote him in his bowels with an in- 
curable disease. 


19 And it came to pass, that in pro- 
cess of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason of 
his sickuess: so he died of sore disea- 
ses. And his people made no burning 
for him, like the burnt of hig fathers. 


20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem eight years, and departed 
without being desired. Howbeit they 
buried him in the city of David, but 
not in the sepulchres of the kings. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


ND the inhabitants of Jerusalem 

made Abhaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead: for the band of men 
that came with the Arabians to the 
camp had slain all the eldest. So Aba- 
aiah the son of Jehoram king of Judah 
reigned. 


2 Forty and two years old was Aha- 
ziah when he began to reign, and he 
reigned one year in Jerusalem. Lis 
mother’s name also was Athaliah the 
daughter of Omri. 


3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab: for his mother was 
his counsellor to du wickedly. 


4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the Lory like the house of Ahab: 
for they were his counsellors after the 
death of his father to his destruction. 


5 4 He walked also after their eoun- 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son 
of Ahab king of Israel to war against 
Hazael king of Syria at Ramoth-gilead : 
and the Syrians smote Joram. 


6 And he returned to be healed in 
Jezreel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Ramah, when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria, And 
Azariah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah went down to see Jehoram the 
gon of Ahab at Jezreel, because he 
was sick. 


7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 
was of God by coming to Joram: for 
when he was come, he went out with 
Jehoram against Jehu the gon of 
Nimshi, whom the Lorp had anointed 
to cut ott the house of Ahab. 


8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and found the prin- 
ces of Judah, and the sons of the bre- 
thren of Ahaziah, that ministered to 
Ahaziah, he slew. them. 


9 And he sought Ahaziah: and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Sama- 
ria,) and brought him to Jehu: and 
when they had slain him, they buried 
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him: Because, said they, he is the son 


of Jehoshaphat, who sought the Lorp 
with all his heart. So the house of 
Ahaziah had no power to keep still 
the kingdom. 


10 ¢ But when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal of the house of Judah. 


11 But Jehoshabeath, the daughter of 

the king, took Joash the son of Aha- 
viah, and stole him from among the 
king's sons that were slain, and put 
him and his nurse in a bedchamber. 
So Jehoshabeath, the daughter of king 
son the wife of Jehoiada the 
priest, (for she was the sister of Aha- 
ziah,) hid him from Athaliah, so that 
she slew him not. 


12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of God six years: and Athaliah 
reigned over the Jand. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


ND in the seventh year Jehoiuda 

strengthened himself, and took the 
captains of hundreds, Azariah the son 
of Jeroham, and Ishmael the sot of 
Jehohanan, and Azariah the son of 
Obed, and Maaseiah the son of Adainh, 
and Elishaphat the son of Zichri, into 
covenant with him. 

2 And they went about in Judah, and 
gathered the Levites out of all’ the 
cities of Judah, and the chief of the 
fathers of Israel, and they came to 
Jerusalem. 

3 And all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king in the honse 
of God. And he said unto them, Be- 
hold, the king’s son shall reign, as the 
Lorp hath said of the sons of David. 
4 This is the thing that ye shall do; 
A. third part of you entering on the 
sabbath, of the priests and of the Le 
vites, shall be porters of the doors; 

h And a third part. shall be at the 
king’s house; and a third part at the 
gate of the foundation: and all the 
people shall be in the courts of the 
house of the Lorn. 

6 But let none come into the house 
of the Lorn, save the priests, and they 
that minister of the Levites; they shall 
go in, for they are holy: ut all the 
people shall keep the watch of the 

ath) 

7 And the Levites shall compass the 
king round about, every man with 
his weapons in his hand; and whoso- 
ever else cometh into the houae, he 
shall be put to death: but be ye with 
the king when he cometh in, and when 
he goeth out. 

8 So the Levites and all Judah did 
according to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest had commanded, and took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on the sabbath, with them that were 
to go out on the sabbath: for Jehoiada 
the priest dismissed not the courses. 
Moreover Jehoiada the priest de- 
livered to the captains of hundreds 
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spears, and bucklers, and shields, that 
had been king David's, which were in 
the house of God. 


10 And he set all the people, every 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from the right side of the temple to 
the left side of the temple, along by 
the altar and the temple, by the king 
round about. 


11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
fine. him the testimony, and made him 

And Jehoiada and his sons 
Tnoted him, and said, God save the 
king. 


12 ¢ Now when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and prais- 
ing the king, she came to the people 
into the house of the Lorn: 


13 And she looked, and, behold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the entering 
in, and the princes and the trumpets 
by the king: and all the people of the 
land pejoicett and sounded with trum- 
pets, also the singers with instruments 
of musick, and such as taught to sing 
praise. Then Athaliah rent her clothes, 
and said, Treason, Treason. 


14 'Then Jehoiada the priest brought 
out the ete of hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth of the ranges: and 
whoso followeth her, let him be slain 
with the sword. For the priest said, 
Slay her not in the house of the Lorn. 


15 So they Inid hands on her; and 


when she was come to the entering of 


the horse gate by the king’s house, 
they slew her there. 


16 9 And Jehoiada made a covenant 

between him, and between all the 
people, and between the king, that 
they should be the Lorw’s people. 


17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Baal, and brake it down, and 
brake his altars and his images in 


piecees and slew Mattan the priest of 


aal before the altars. 


18 Also Jehoiada aroun the offices 
of the house of the Lorn by the hand 
of the priests the Levites, whom Da- 
vid had distributed in the house of the 


Lorn, to offer the burnt offerings of 


the Lorn, as i¢ is written in the law of 
Moses, w ‘ith rejoicing and with singing, 
as it was ordained by David. 


19 And he set the porters at the gates 
of the house of the Lorn, that none 
which was unclean in any thing should 
enter in. 


20 And he took the captains of hun- 
dreds, and the nobles, and the gover- 
nors of the people, and all the people 
of the land, and brought down the 
king from the house of the Lorn: and 
they came through the high gate into 
the king’s house, and set the king upon 
the throne of the kingdom.

CHAPTER XXIV. 


OASH was seven years old when 
he began to reign, and he rei ned 
forty years in Jerusalem. His mother’s 
name also was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 
2 And Joash did that which was right 
in the Hehe of the Lorn all the days 
of Jehoiada the priest. 
3AndJehoiada took for him two wives; 
a he begat sons and daughters. 


4 4 And it came to pass after this, 


that Joash was minded to repair the 


house of the Lorn. 

5 And he gathered together the priests 
and the Levites, and said to them, Go 
out unto the cities of Judah, and gather 
of all Israel money to repair the house 
of your God from year to year, and 
see that ye hasten the matter. Howbeit 
the Levites hastened it not. 


6 And the king called for Jehoiada 
the chief, and said unto him, Why 
hast thou not required of the Levites 
to bring in out of Judah and out of 
Jerusalem the collection, according to 
the commandment of Moses the servant 
of the Lorn, and of the congregation 
of Israel, for the tabernacle of witness ? 


7 For the sons of Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of 
God; and also all the dedicated things 
of the house of the Lorn did they 
bestow upon Baalim. 


&% And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it without 
at the gate of the ‘house of the Lorp. 


9 And they made a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to bring 
in to the Lorp the collection that Mo- 
ses the servant of God daid upon Israel 
in the wilderness. 


10 And all the princes and all the 
people rejoiced, and brought in, and 
cast into the chest , until they had 
made an end. 


11 Now it came to pass, that at what 

time the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the Le- 
vites, and when they saw that there 
was much money , the king’s scribe 
and the high priest’s officer came and 
emptied the chest, and took it, and 
carried it to his place again. Thus 
they did day by day, and gathered 
money in abundance. 


12 And the king and Jehoiada gave 
it to such as did the work of the ser- 
vice of the house of the Lorn, and 
hired masons and carpenters to repair 
the house of the Lorn, and also such 
as wrought iron and brass to mend 
the house of the Lorn. 


13 So the workmen wrought, and the 
work was perfected by them, and they 
set the house of God in his state, and 
siveneeoned it. 

14 And when they had finished it, 
4s 
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they brought the rest of the money 
before the king and Jehoiada, whereof 
were made vessels for the house of 
the Lorn, even vessels to minister, and 
to offer withal, and spoons, and vessels 
of gold and silver. And they offered 
burnt opennee in the house of the Loro 
continually all the days of Jehoiada. 


15 4 But Jehoiada waxed old, and 
was full of days when he died: an 
hundred and thirty years old was he 
when he died. 

16 And they buried him in the city 
of David among the kings, because he 
had done good in Israel, both toward 
God, and toward his house. 

1v Now after the death of Jehoiada 
came the princes of Judah, and made 
obeisance to the king. hen the king 
hearkened unto them. 


18 And they left the house of the 
Lorn God of their fathers, and served 
groves and idols: and wrath came 
upon Judah and Jerusalem for this 
their trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the Lorn; and 
they testitied against them; but. they 
would not give ear. 


20 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Zechariah the son of Jehoiada the 
priest, which stood above the people, 
and said unto them, ‘Thus saith God, 
W Met transgress ye the commandments 
e Lorn, that ye cannot prosper? 
ae. ye have forsaken the Lorn, 
he hath also forsaken you. 
21 And they conspired against him, 
and stoned him with stones at the 
commandment of the king in the court 
of the house of the Lorn. 


22 Thus Joash the king remembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had done to him, but slew his 
son, And when he died, he said, ‘The 
Lorn look upon i, and require it. 

23 9 And it came to pass at the end 
of the year, that the host of Syria came 
up against him: and they came to Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem, and destroyed all 
the princes of the people from among 
the people, and sent all the spoil of 
them unto the king of Damascus. 


24 For the army of the Syrians came 
with a small company of men, and the 
Lorn delivered a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken 
the Lorn God of their fathers. So they 
executed judgment against Joash. 

25 And when they were departed 
from him, (for they left him in great. 
diseases, ) his own servants conspired 
against him for the blood of the sons 
of Jehoiada the priest, and slew him 
on his bed, and he died: and they bu- 
ried him in the city of David, but they 
buried him not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 


26 And these are the 
against him; Zabad the son of Shi- 
meath an Ammonitess, and Jehozabad 
me son of Shimrith a 'Moabitess. 

¢ Now concerning his sons, and 
tie greatness of the burdens da’d upon 


that conspired 
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him, and the repairing of the house 
of God, behold, they are written in 
the story of the book of the kings. 
and. Amazinh his son reigned in his 
stea 


CHAPTER XXV. 


PCa was twenty and five 
years oldywhen he began to reign, 
and he reigned twenty and nine years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Jehoaddan of Jerusalem. 


2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lorn, but not with 
a perfect heart. 

3 9 Now it came to pass, when the 
kingdom was established to him, that 
he slew his servants that had killed 
the king his father. 


4 But he slew not their children, but 
did as it ts written in the law in the 
book of Moses, where the Lorp com- 
manded, saying, ‘The fathers shall not 
die for the children, neither shall the 
children die for the fathers, but every 
man shall die for his own sin. 

5 § Moreover Amaziah gathered Ju- 
dah together, and made them captains 
over thousands, and captains over 
hundreds, according to the houses of 
their fathers, throughout all Judah 
and Benjamin: and he numbered them . 
from twenty years old and above, and 
found them three hundred thousand 
choice men, able to go forth to war, 
that could handle spear and shield. 


6G He hired also an hundred thousand 
mighty men of valour out of Israel 
for an hundred talents of silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, saying, O king, let not the army 
of Israel go -with thee; for the Lorp 
is not with Israel, to wit, with all the 
children of Ephraim. 

% But if thou wilt go, do it, be strong 
for the battle: God shall make thee 
fall before the enemy: for God hath 
power to help, and to cast down. 


9 And Amaziah said to the ‘man of 
God, But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given 
to the army of Israel? And the man 
of God answered, The Lorp is able to 
give thee much more than this. 


10 Then Amaziah separated them, to 

mit, the army that was come to him 
out. of Ephraim, to go home again: 
wherefore* their anger was greatly 
kindled against Judah, and they re- 
turned home in great anger. 


1) § And Amaziah strengthened him- 
self, and led forth his people, and went 
to the bear ie of salt, and smote of the 
children of Seir ten thousand. 


12 And other ten thousand deft alive 
did the children of Judah carry away 
captive, and brought them unto the 
top of the rock, and cast them down 
from the top of the rock, that they all 
were broken in pieces. 

13 4 But the soldiers of the army 
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which Amaziah sent back, that hey 
should not go with him to ‘pattl e, fell 
upon the cities of Judah, from Sama- 
ria even unto Beth-horon, and smote 
three thousand of them, and took 
much spoil. 


14 § Now it came to pass, after that 
Amaziah was come from the slaughter 
of the Edomites, that he brought the 
gods of the children of Seir, and set 
them up to be his gods, and bowed 
down himself before them, and burned 
incense unto them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of the Lorp 
was kindled against Amaziah, and he 
sent unto him a prophet, which said 
unto him, W by hast thou sought after 
the gods of the people, which could 
not deliver their own people out of 
thine hand? 


16 And it came to pass, as he talked 
with him, that the king said unto him, 
Art thou made of the king’s counsel ? 
forbear; why shouldest thou be smit- 
ten? ‘Then the prophet forbare, and 
said, I know that God hath determined 
to destroy thee, because thou hast 
done this, and hast not hearkened unto 
iIny counsel. 

17 | Then Amaziah king of Judah 
took advice, and sent to Joash, the 
son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, king 
of Israel, saying, Come, let us see one 
another in the face. 


I8 And Joash Aine of Israel sent to 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying, ‘The 
thistle that wae in Lebanon sent to 
the cedar that was in Lebanon, say 
ing, Give thy daughter to my son to 
wite: and there passed by a wild beast 
that was in Lebanon, and trode down 
the thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smitten 
the Kdomites; and thine heart lifteth 
thee up to boast: abide now at home; 
why shouldest thou meddle to thine 
hurt, that thou shouldest fall, even 
thou, and Judah with thee? 

20 But Amaziah would not hear; for 
it came of God, that he men deliver 
them into the hand af their enemies, 


because they sought after the gods of 


Edom. 

21 So Joash the king of Israel went 
up; and they saw one another in the 
face, both he and Amaziah king of Ju- 
Gott ene ReMeay which belongeth 

udah. , 


22 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel, and they fled gv@ry man 
to his tent. 

28 And Joash the king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, 
Joash, the son of Jehoahaz , at Beth- 
shemesh, and brought him ‘to Jerusa- 
lem, and brake down the wall of Je- 
rusalem from the gate of Ephraim to 
the corner gate, four hundred cubits. 


24 And he took all the gold and the 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with Obed- 
edom, and the treasures of the king’s 
house, the hostages also, and returned 
to Samaria. 

25 ¥ And Amaziah the son of Joash 


king of Judah lived after the death of 


the son of 
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. Joash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel 


fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Ama- 
ziah, first and last, behold, are they 
not written in the book of ‘the kings 
of Judah and Israel? 


27 | Now after the time that Ama- 
ziah did turn away from following the 
Lorp they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem; and he fied to La- 
chish: but they sent to Lachish after 
him, and slew him there. 


28:'And they brought him upon horses, 
and buried him with his fathers in 
the city of Judah. 


CHAPTER XX VI. 


rQ\HEN all the people of Judah took 

- Uzziah, who was sixteen years old, 
and made him king in the room of 
his father Amaziah. 

2 He built Kloth, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with 
his fathers. 

3 Sixteen years old was Uzziah when 
he began to reign, and he reigned fifty 
nnd two years in Jerusalem. His mo- 
ther’s name also was Jecoliah of Je- 
rusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorn, according to all 
that his father Amaziah did. 


f And he sought God in the days of 
Zechariah, who had understanding in 
the visions of God: and as long as he 
sought the Lorn, God made him to 
prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred 
against the Philistines, and brake down 
the wall of Gath, and the wall of 
Jabneh, and the wall of Ashdod, and 
built cities about Ashdod, and among 
the Philistines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against the Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
hunims. 

% And the Ammonites gave gifts to 
Uzziah: and his name spread abroad 
even to the entering in of Egypt; for 
he strengthened himself exceedingly. 


9 Moreover Uzziah built towers in 
Jerusalem at the corner gate, and at 
the valley gate, and at the turning of 
the wall, and fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in the desert, 
and digged many wells: for he had 
much cattle, both in the low country,. 
and in the plains: husbandmen also, 
and vinedressers in the mountains, 
andin Carmel: for he loved husbandry. 


1! Moreover Uzziah had an host of 
fighting men, that went out to war by 
bands, according to the number of 
their account by the hand of Jeiel the 
scribe and Maaseiah the ruler, under 
the hand of Hlananiah, one of the 
king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of the chief of 
the fathers of the mighty men of va- 
ee were two thousand and six hun- 
dred. 
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13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, that 
made war with mighty bower, to help 
the king against the enem 

And Uzziah prepare "for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones. 


15 And he made in Jerusalem engines, 
invented by cunning men, to be on 
the towers and upon the bulwarks 
to shoot arrows and great stones with- 
ul. And his name spread far abroad: 
for he was marvellously helped, till 
he was strong. 

16 J But when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted upto his destruction: 
for he transgressed against the Lorp 


his God, and went into the temple of 


the Lory to burn incense upon the 
altar of incense. 


17 And Azariah the priest went in 
after him, and with him fourscore 
priests of the Lor», that were valiant 
meu: 

18 And they withstood Uzziah the 
king, and said unto him, /t appertaineth 
not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn incense 
unto the Lorn, but to the priests the 
sons of Aaron, that are consecrated 
to burn incense: go out of the sanc- 
tuary; for thou hast trespassed; nei- 
ther shall it be for thine honour from 
the Lorp God. 


19 Then Uzziah was wroth, and had 
a censer in his hand to burn incense: 
and while he was wroth with the priests, 
the leprosy even rose up in his fore- 
head before the priests in the house 
et the Lorn, from beside the incense 
altar. 


20 And Azariah the chief priest, and 
all the priests, looked upon him, and, 
behold, he was leprous in his forehead, 
and they thrust him out from thence; 
yea, himself hasted also to go out, be- 
cause the Lorn had smitten him. 


21 And Uzziah the king was a leper 
unto the day of his death, and dwelt 
in & several house, deing a leper; for 
he was cut off from the house of the 
Lorp: and Jotham his son was over 
the king’s house, judging the people 
of the land. 

22 4 Now the rest of the acta of Uz- 
ziah, first and last, did Isaiah the pro- 
phet, the son of Amoz, write. 


23 So Uzziah slept with his fathers, 
‘and they buried him with his fathers 
in the field of the burial which belonged 
to the kings; for they said, He is a 
leper; and Jotham his son reigned iu 
his stead. 


CHAPTER XXVIL 


a) OTHAM was twenty and five years 
old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was Jerushah, 
the daughter of Zadok. 

2 And he did thut which wus right in 
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the sight of the iow: according to all 
that his father Uzziah did: howbeit he 
entered not into the temple of the 
Lorn. And the people did yet corruptly. 


3 He built the high gate of the house 
of the Lorn, and on the wall of Ophel 
he built much. 

4 Moreover he built cities in the 
mountains of Judah, and in the forests 
he built castles and towers. 


9 ¥ He fought also with the king of 
the Ammonites, and prevailed against 
them. And the children of Ammon 
gave him the same year an hundred 
talents of silver, and ten thousand 
measures of wheat, and ten thousand 
of barley. So much did the children 
of Ammon pay unto him, both the 
second year, and the third. 


6 So Jotham became mighty, because 
he prepared his ways before the Lorn 
his God. 

7 | Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
tham, and all his wars, and his ways, 
lo, they are written in the book of the 
kings of Israel and Judah. 


8 He was five and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. 


94 And Jotham slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in the city 
of David: and Ahaz his son reigned 
in his stead. 


CHAPTER XX VUL 


WAZ was twenty years old when 

he began to reign, and he reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem: but he did 
not that which was right in the sight 
of the Lorn, like David his father: 

2 For he walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also molten 
images for Baalim. 

% Moreover he burnt incense in the 
valley of the son of Hinnom, and 
burut his children in the fire, after the 
abominations of the heathen whom 
the Lorn had cast out before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt incense 
in the high places, and on the hills, 
and under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lorn his God deli- 
vered him into the hand of the king 

of Syria; and they smute him, and 
carried away a great multitude of 
them captives, and brought them to 

Damascus. And he was also delivered 
into the hand of the king of Israel, 
who smote him with a great slaughter. 

6 J For Pekah the son of Remaliah 
slew in Judah an hundred and ewenty 
thousand in one day, which were all 
valiant men; because they had for- 
saken the Lory God of their fathers. 

7 And Zichri, a mighty man of Ephraim, 
slew Maaseiah the king's son, and 
Azrikam the governor of the house 
and Elkanah that was next to the king. 
8 And the children of Israel carried 
away captive of their brethren two 
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hundred thousand, women, sons, and 
daughters, and took also away much 
spoil from them, and brought the spoil 
to Samaria. 


9 But a prophet of the Lorp was 
there, whose name was Oded: and he 
went out before the host that came 
to Samaria, and said unto chen Be- 
hold, because the Lory God of your 
fathers was wroth with Judah, he 
hath delivered them into your hand, 
and ye have slain them in a rage that 
reacheth up unto heaven. 


10 And now ye purpose to keep under 

the children of Judah and Jerusalem 
for bondmen and bondwomen_ unto 
you; but are there not with you, even 
with. VOU, sins against the Lorn your 
God? 

11 Now hear me therefore, and deliver 
the captives again, which ye have 
tuken captive of your brethren: for 
the fierce wrath of the Lorn ts upon 
you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of the 
children of Iphraim, Azariah the son 
of Johanan, Berechiah the son of Me- 
shillemoth,. and Jehizkiah the son of 
Shallum. and Aiasa the son of Had- 
lai, stood up against them that came 
from the war, 


18 And said unto them, Ye shall not 

bring in the captives hither: for where- 
as we have offended against the 
Lorp already, ye intend to add more 
tu our sins and to our trespass: for 
our trespass is great, and ¢here is 
fierce wrath against Israel. 

14 So the armed men left the cap- 
tives and the spoil before the princes 
and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which were expressed 
by name rose up, and took the cap- 
tives, and with the spoil clothed all 
that were naked among them, and 
arrayed them, and shod them, and 
gave them to eat and to drink, and 
anointed them, and carried all the 
feeble of them upon asses, and brought 
them to Jericho, the city of palm trees, 
to their brethren: then they returned 
to Samaria. 

16 | At that time did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings of Assyria to help him. 


17 For again the Edomites had come 
and smitten Judah, and carried away 
captives. 

18 The Philistines also had invaded 
the cities of the low country, and of 
the south of Judah, and had taken 
Beth-shemesh, and Aj alon, and Gede- 
roth, and Shocho with the villages 
thereof, and Timnah with the villages 
thereof, Gimzo also and the villages 
thereof: and they dwelt there. 

19 For the Lorn brought Judah low 
because of Ahaz king of Israel; for 
he made Judah naked, and transgress- 
ed sore against the Lorn. 

20 And Tilgath-pilneser king of As- 
svria came unto him, and distressed 
him, but strengthened him not. 

21 For Ahaz took away a portion out 
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of the house of the Lonp, and oud. of 
the housé of the king, and of the prin- 
ces, and gave 7 unto the king of As- 
syria: but he helped him not. 


22 9 And in the time of his distress 
did he trespass yet more against the 
Lorn: this es that king Ahaz. 

23 For he sacrificed unto the gods ot 
Damascus, which smote him: and he 
said, Because the gods of the kings of 
syrit help them, therefore will I sacri- 
fice to them, that they may help me. 
But they were the ruin of him, and 
of all Israel. 


24 And Ahaz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and cut 
in pieces the vessels of the ‘house of 
God, and shut up the doors ot the 
house of the Lonp, and he made him 
altars in every corner of Jerusalem. 

25 And in every several city of Ju- 
dah he made high places to burn in- 
cense unto other gods, and provoked 
to anger the Lorn God of his fathers. 


20 J Now the rest of his acts and of 
all his ways, first aud last, behold, 
they are written in_ the book of the 
hings of Judah and Israel. 
2+ And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, ever. 
in Jerusalem: but they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the kings 
of Israel: and Hezekiah his son reigned 
in hig stead. 


COAPTER NXIX. 
L EZEKIAIL began to reign when he 


was five and twenty years old, 
and he reigned nine and twenty years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Abijah, the daughter of Zechariah. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorp, according to 
all that David his father had done. 

3 § Le in the first year of his reign, 
in the first month, opened the doors 
of the house of the Loup, and repaired 
them. 

to And he brought in the priests and 
the Levites, and gathered them to- 
gether into ‘the east street. 
® And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites, sanctily now yourselves, and 
sanctity the house of the Lor» God 
of your fathers, and carry forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lory our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
Lonp, and turned (her backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor 
offered burnt offerings in’ the holy 
place unto:the (rod of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lorn 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye 
see with your eyes. 

Y For, lo, our fathers have fallen by 
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the sword, and our sonsand our daugh- 
rat and our wives are in captivity for 
this. 

10 Now i¢ ig in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the Lorn God of Is- 
rael, that his fierce wrath may turn 
away from us. 

11 My sons, be not now negligent: 
for the Lorn hath chosen you to stand 
before him, to serve him, and that ye 
should minister unto him, and burn 
incense. 

12 9 Then the Levites arose, Mahath 
the son of Amagai, and Joel the son 
of Azarinh, of the sons of the Ko- 
hathites:and of thesonsof Merari, Kish 
the son of Abdi, and Azariah the son 
of Jehalelel: and of the Gershonites; 
Joah the son of Zimmah, and Eden 
the son of Joah: 

13 And of the sons of Elizaphan;: 


Shimri, and Jeiel: and of the sons of 


Asaph; Zechariah, and Mattaniah: 

14 And of the sons of Heman; Je- 
hiel, and Shimei: and of the gons of 
Jeduthun; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

1b And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of the 
king, by the words of the Lorp, to 
cleanse the house of the Lorn. 


16 And the priests went into the 
inner part of the house of the Lorn, 
to cleanse if, and brought out all the 
uncleanness that they found in the 


temple of the Lorn into the court of 


the house of the Lorn. And the Le- 
vites took it, to carry i out abroad 
into the brook Kidron. 


17 Now they began on the first day 
of the first month to sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came 
they to the porch of the Lorn: so they 
sanctified the house of the Lorn in 
eight days; and in the sixteenth day 
of the first month they made an ‘end. 


18 Then they went in to Hezekiah 
the king, and said, We have cleansed 
all the house of the Lorn, and the 
altar of burnt offering. with all the 
vessels thereof. and the shewbread 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 


19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast awav 
in his transgression, have we prepared 
and sanctified, and, behold, they are 
before the altar of the Lorn. 


20 ¢ Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
a and went up to the house of the 
ORD. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven jambs, 
and seven he goats, for a sin offering 
for the kingdom, and for the sanc- 
tuary, and for Judah. And he com- 
manded the priests the sons of Aaron 
to offer them on the altar of the Lorn. 


22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
aprinkled i¢ on the altar: likewise, 
when they had killed the rams, they 
anrinkled the blood upon the altar: 
they killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he 
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goats jor the sin offering before the 
king and the congregation; and they 
laid their hands upon them: 

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make an atone- 
ment for all Isracl: for the king 
commanded that the burnt offering 
and the sin offering should be made for 
all Israel. 

2h And he set the Levites in the 
house of the Lorp with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harns, ace ording 
to the commandment of Dav id, and of 
Gad the king’s seer. and Nathan the 
prophet: for so was the commandment 
of the Lorn bv his prophets. 

5 And the Levites stood with the 
instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer 
the burnt offering upon the altar. And 
when the burnt offering began. the 
song of the Lorn began also with the 
trumpets. and with the instrumend 
ordained by David king of Israel. 

28 And all the congregation worship- 
ped, and the singers sang, «und the 
trumneters sounded: and all this con- 
Goued until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

29 And when they had made an end 
of offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, 
and worshipped. 

30) Moreoy er ITezekiah the king and 
the princes commanded the Levites 
to sing praise unto the Lorn with the 
words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and said, 
Now ve have consecrated yourselves 
unto the Lorn, come near and bring 
snerifices and thank offerings into the 
house of the Lorn. And the congre- 
gation brought in sacrifices and thank 
offerings; and 2s many as were of a 
free heart burnt offerings. 

32. And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten bul- 
locks, an hundred rams, and two hun- 
dred lambs: all these were for a burnt 
offering to the Lorn. 

*) And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheen. 

ot But the priests were too few, so 
that they could not flay all the burnt 
offerings: wherefore their brethren the 
Levites did help them, till the work 
was ended, and until the other priests 
had sanctified themselves: for the Le- 
vites were more upright in heart to 
sanctify themselves than the priests. 
3h And also the burnt offerings were 
in abundance, with the fat of the 
peace offerings, and the drink offer- 
ings for enery burnt offering. So the 
service of the house of the Lorn was 
set in order. 

36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the 
people, that God had prepared the 
people: for the thing was done sud- 


denly. 
CHAPTER XXX. 


ND Hezekiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah, and wrote letters also 
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to Ephraim and Manasseh, that they 
should come to the house of the Lorp 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover 
unto the Lorn God of Isruel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and all the congre- 
gation in Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month. 


3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not sanc- 
tified themselves sufficiently, neither 
had the people gathered themselves 
together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation. 

® So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all Is- 
rael, from Jeer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the 
passover unto the Lorp God of Israel 
at Jerusalem: for they had not done 
7 of a long time um such sort as it was 
written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes through- 
out all Israel and Judah, and accorid- 
ing to the commandment of the king, 
saying, Ye children of Israel, turn 


again unto the Lorn God of Abr aham, _ 


Isaac, and Israel, and he will return 
to the remnant of you, that are esc aped 
out of the hand of the kings of Assyria. 


7 And be not ye like your fathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 
passed against the Lorn (rod of their 
Yathers, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. 

% Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your 
fathers were, but yield yoursely es untu 
the Lorp, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified tor ever: and 
serve the Lorp your God, that the 
fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
trom you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lorn, 
your brethren and your children shud 
Jind compassion betore them that lead 
them captive, 80 that they shall come 
again into this land: for the Lor» your 
(god is gracious and merciful, and will 
not turn away /ws face from you, if 
ye return unto hin. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city through the country of Kphraim 
and Manasseh even unto Zebulun: but 
they laughed them to scorn, and mock- 
ed them. 

11 Nevertheless divers of Asher and 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 


12 Also in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lorn. 

13.9 And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast 
of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in.Jerusalem, and 
all the altars for incense took they 
away, and cast them into the brovk 
Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on 
the fuurteenth day of the second month: 
and the priests and the Levites were 
ashamed, and sanctified themselves, 
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and brought in the burnt offerings into 
the house of the Lorp. 


16 And they stood in their place 
after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of Giod: the 
priests sprinkled the blood, which they 
received of the hand of the Levites. 


17 For there were many in the con- 
pregution that were not sanctitied: 
therefore the Levites had the charge 
of the killing of the passovers for 
every one thaé was not clean, ta sanc- 
tify them unto the Lorn. 


18 For a multitude.of the people, even 
many of Ephraim, and Manasseh, Is- 
gachar, and Zebulun, had not cleansed 
themselves, yet did they eat the pass- 
over otherwise than it was written. 
But Hezekiah prayed for them, say- 
ing, The good Lorn pardon every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lorn God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed according to 
the purification of the sanctuary. 


20 And the Lor» hearkened to Heze- 
kiah, and healed the people. 


21) And the children of Isracl that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness: and the Levites 
aud the priests praised the Lorn day 
by day, singing with loud instruments 
unto the Lorp. 


22 And Hezekiah spake comfortably 
unto all the Levites that taught the 
good knowledge of the Lorn: and they 
did eat throughout the feast seven 
days, offering peace offerings, and 
making confession to the Lorn God of 
their fathers. 


23. And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: and 
they kept other seven days with gladness, 


24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did 
give to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and seven thousand sheep; 
und the princes gave to the congre- 
ration a thousand bullocks and ten 
thousand sheep: and a great number 
of priests sanctified themselves. 


25 And all the congregation of Ju- 
dah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came 
out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, and 
that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 


26 So there was great joy in Jeru- 
salem: for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel there 
mas not the like in Jerusalem. 

27 | Then the priests the Levites 
arose and blessed the people: and their 
vuice was heard, and their prayer 
eame up to his holy dwelling place, 
even unto heaven. 


CHAPTER XXXI. 
OW when all this was finished, all 


Israe) that were present went ‘out 
to the cities of Judah, and brake the 
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images in pieces, and cut down the 
groves, and threw down the_ high 
places and the altars out of all Judah 
and Benjamin, in Ephraim also and 
Manasseh, until they had utterly de- 
stroyed them all. Then all the chil- 
dren of Israel returned, every man to 
his possession, into their own cities. 


2 ¢ And Hezekiah _appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man accord- 
ing to his service, the priests and Le- 
vites for burnt offerings and for peace 
offerings, to minister, and to give 
thanks, and to praise in the gates of 
the tents of the Lorp. 

3 He appointed also the king’s portion 
of his substance for the burnt, offer- 
ings, ¢o wit, for the morning and even- 
ing burnt offerings, and the burnt 
offerings for the sabbaths, and for the 
new moons, and for the set. feasts, as 
it is written in the law of the Lorn. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo- 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to give 
the portion of the priests and the Le- 
vites, that they might be encouraged 
in the law of the Lorn. 


5 And as soon as the command- 
ment came abroad, the children of Is- 
rael brought in abundance the first- 
fruits of corn, wine, and oil, and ho- 
ney, and of all the increase of the 
field; and the tithe of all things brought 
they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of Is- 
rael and Judah, that dwelt in the eh 
ties of Judah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things which were con- 
secrated unto the 08 their (rod, and 
laid them by heap 

7 In the third ontt ee began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished ¢hem in the seventh month. 

% And when Hezekiah and the prin- 
ces came and saw the heaps, they 
blessed the Lorn, and his people Israel. 
9 Then Hezekiah questioned with the 
priests and the Levites concerning the 
heaps. 


10 And Azariah the chief priest of 


the house of Zadok answered him. and 
said, Since ¢he people began to bring 
the offerings into the house of the 

Lorp, we have had enough to eat, and 
have left plenty: for the Lorn hath 
blessed his people; and that which 1S 
left, is this great store. 

11 & Then Hezekiah commanded to 
prepare chambers in the house of the 
Lorn; and they prepared them, 

12 Afd brought in the offerings and 
the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully: over which Cononiah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shimei his bro- 
nee was the next. 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Na- 
hath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and 
Jozabad , and Eliel, and Ismachiah, 
and Mahath, and Benaiah, were over- 
seers under the hand of Cononiah and 
Shimei his brother, at the command- 
ment of Hezekiah the king, and Aza- 
riah the ruler of the house of God. 
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14 And Kore the son of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the east, 
was over the freewill offerings of God, 
tu distribute the oblations of the Lorp, 

and the most holy things. 


15 And next him were Eden, and Mi- 
niamin, and Jeshua, and Shemaiah, 
Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the cities 
of the priests in their set office, tu 
give to their brethren by courses, as 
well to the great as to the small: 


16 Beside their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, evex 
unto every one that entereth into the 
house of the Lory, his daily portion 
for their service in their charges ac- 
cording to their courses; 


17 Both to the genealogy of the priests 
by the house of their fathers, and the 
Levites from twenty years old and 
upward, in their charges by their 
COUrseS; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their sons, 
and their daughters, through all the 
congregation: for in their set office 
they sanctified themselves in holiness: 


19 Also of the sons of Aaron the 
priests, which were in the fields of the 
suburbs of their cities, in every several 
city, the men that were ex gto by 
name, to give portions to all the males 
among the priests, and to all that were 
reckoned by genealogies among the 
Levites. 


20 YF And thus did Hezekiah through- 
out all Judah, and wrought that which 
was good and right and truth before 
the Lorn his God 

2. And in every work that he began 
in the service of the house of God, and 
in the law, and in the commandments, 
to seek his God, he did /¢ with all his 
heart, and prospered. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 


Ab TER these things, and the eata- 
blishment thereof, Sennacherib king 
of Assyria came, and entered into Ju- 
dah, and ene amped against the fenced 
cities, and thought to win them for 

Limselt. 

2 And when Hezekiah saw that Sen- 
nacherib was come, and that he was 
purposed to tight against Jerusalem, 

3 He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the wa- 
ters of the fountains which were with- 
out the city: and they did help him. 

4 So there was gathered much peo- 
ple together, who stopped all the foun- 
aie and the brook that ran through 
the midst of the land, saying, Why 
should the kings of Assyria come, and 
find much water? 

fy Also he strengthened himself, and 
built up all the wall that was broken, 
and raised i up to the towers, and 
another wall without, and repaired 
Millo zx the city of David and made 
darts and shields in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over 
the people, and gathered them together 
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es ee 


' CHAPTER XXXUL. 


MANASSEH was twelve years old 

when he began to reign, and he 
reigned fifty and five years in Jeru- 
salem: _ 

2 But did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorn, like unto the abo- 
minations of the heathen, whom the 
Lory had cast vut before the children 
of Israel. 

3.4 For he built again the high 

laces which Hezekiah his father had 

roken down, and he reared up altars 
for Baalim, and made groves, and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, and 
served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house 
of the Lor», whereof the Lorp had 
ssaid, In Jerusalem shall my name be 
for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the. host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lor». 

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in the valley of the 
son of Hinnom: also he observed times, 
and used enchantments, and used 
witchcraft, and dealt with a familiar 
spirit, and with wizurds: he wrought 
much evil in the sight of the Lorn, to 
nrovoke him to anger. 

And he set a carved image, the 
‘dol which he had made, in the house 
of God, of which God had said to Da- 
vid and to Solomon his son, In this 
house, and in Jerusalem, which | have 
chosen before all the tribes of Israel, 
will 1 put my name for ever: 

8 Neither will [ any more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your fa- 
thers; so that they will tuke heed to 
do all that I have commanded them, 
according to the whole law and the 

‘statutes and the ordinances by the 
hand of Moses. 

9 So Manasseh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, aad 
to do worse than the heathen, whom 
the Lory had destroyed before the 
children of Israel. 

10 And the Lorn spake to Manasseh, 
and to bis people: but they would not 
hearken, 

lf & Wherefore the Lor» brought 
upon them the captains of the host of 
the king of Assyria, which took Ma- 
nasseh among the thorns, and bound 
him with fetters, and carried him to 
Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, he 
Pesoumlt the Lorn his God, and hum- 
bled himself greatly before the God 
of his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and he 
was intreated: of him, and heard his 
supplication, and br ought him again to 
Jerusalem into his kingdom. Then Ma- 
ween knew that the Lorp he us 


i ‘Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the west 
side of Gihon, in the valley , even to 
the entering in at the fish gate, and 
coipassed about Ophel, and raised it 
up a very great height, and put cap- 
tains of war in all the fenced cities of 
Judah. 

15 And he tvvk away the strange 
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gods, and the idol out of the house of 
the Loxp, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house 
of the Lorn, and in Jerusalem, and 
cast them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lorn, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and com- 
manded Judah to serve the Lorp God 
of Israel}. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sacri- 
fice still in the high places, yet unto 
the Lorn their God only. 

18 § Now the rest of she acts of Ma- 
nasseh, and his prayer unto his God, 
and the words of the seers that spake 
to him in the name of the Lorp God 
of Israel, behold, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Israel. 

19 His prayer also, and how God was 
intreated of him, and all his sins, and 
his trespass, and the places wherein 
he built high places, and set up groves 
and graven images, before he was 
humbled; behold, they are written 
among the sayings of the seers. 

20 § So Manasseh slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in his own 
house: and Amon his son reigned in 
his stead. 

21 G Amon was two and twenty years 
old when he began to reign, and reigned 
two years in Jerusalem. 

22 But he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, as did Manasseh 
his father: for Amon sacrificed unto 
all the carved images which Manasseh 
his father had made, and served them; 

23 And humbled not himself before 
the Lorp, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled himself: but Amon trespassed 
more and more. 

24 And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his own house. 

25 ¥ But the Thad of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the 
ud nace Josaks his son king in his 
stead. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 


OSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem one anc thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorn, and walked in 
the ways of David his father, and de- ° 
clined neither to the right hand, nor 
to the left. 

3 9 For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, he be- 
gan to seek after the God of David 
his father: and in the twelfth year he 
began to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
from the high places, and the groves, 
and the carved images, and the molten 
ie es. 

nd they brake down the altars 
of Baalim in his presence; and the 
images, that were on high above them, 
he cut down; and the groves, and the 
carved images, and the molten images, 
he brake in pieces, and made dust of 
them, and strowed cz upon the graves 
of them that had sacrificed unto them. 
5b And he burnt the bones of the 
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house of the Lorn, and all the men of 
Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and the priests, and the Levites, 
and all the people, great and small: 
and he read in their ears all the words 
of the book of the covenant that was 
found in the house of the Lonp. 


81 And the king stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before the Lorn, 
to walk after the Lorn, and to keep 
his commandments, and his testimo- 
nies, and his statutes, with all his 
heart, and with all his soul, to per- 
form the words of the covenant whidh 
are written in this book. 


32 And he caused all that were pre- 

sent in Jerusalem and Benjamin to 
stand to 2t. And the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem did according to the covenant 
of God, the God of their fathers. 


83 And Josiah took away all the abo- 
minations out of all the countries that 
pertained to the children of Israel, and 
made all that were present in Israel 
to serve, even to serve the Lorp their 
God. And all his cays they departed 
not from following the Lorn, the God 
of their fathers. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 


OREOVER Josiah kept a pass- 
over unto the Lorn in Jerusalem: 
and they killed the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the first month. 
2 And he set the priests in their 
charges, and encouraged them to the 
service of the house of the Lorn, 


$8 And said unto the Levites that 


taught all Israel, which were holy 


unto the Lorn, Put the holy ark in 
the house which Solomon the son of 
David king of Israel did build; zt shall 
not be a burden upon your shoulders: 
serve now the Lorn your (rod, and 
his people Israel, 


4-And prepare yourselves by the houses 
of your fathers, after your courses, 
according to the writing of David king 
of Israel, and according to the writing 
of Solomon his son. 

5 And stand in the holy place accord- 
ing to the divisions of the families of 
the fathers of your brethren the peo- 
ple, and after the division of the fa- 
milies of the Levites. 


6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your brethren, 
that they may do according to the 
word of the Lorn by the hand of Moses. 


7 And Josiah gave to the people, of 
the flock, lambs and kids, all tor the 
passover offerings, for all that were 
present, to the number of thirty thou- 
sand, and three thousand bullocks: 
these were of the king’s substance. 


8 And his princes gave willingly unto 
the people, to the priests, and to the 
Levites: Hilkiah and Zechariah and 
Jehiel, rulers of the house of God, 
gave unto the priests for the passover 
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offerings two thousand and six hun- 
died small cattle, and three hundred 
ox 

9 Conanial also, and § serene) and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
biah and Jeiel 1 and Jozabad, chief of 
the Levites, gave unto the Levites 
for passover offerings five thousand 
small cattle, and five hundred oxen. 


10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levitest in their courses, according 
to the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, and 
the. priests sprinkled the blood from 
their hands, and the Levites flayed 


them 

12 eer they removed the burnt offer- 
ings, that they might give according 
to the divisions of the families of the 
people, to offer unto the Lorn, as it is 
written in the book of Moses, And 80 
did they with the oxen. 


18 And they: roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance: 
but the other holy oferings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans 
and divided them speedily among all 
the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests: 
because the priests the sons of Aaron 
were busied in onerne © of burnt offer- 
ings and the fat until night; therefore 
the Levites prepared for themselves, 
and for the priests the sons of Aaron. 


15 And the singers the sons of Asaph 
were in their place, according to the 
commandment of David, and Asaph, 
and Heman, and Jeduthun the king’s 
seer; and the porters waited at every 
gate ; they might not depart from their 
service; for their brethren the Levites 
prepared for them. 

16 So all the service of the Lorn was 
prepared the same day, to keep the 
passover, and to offer burnt offerings 
upon the altar of the Lorn, according 
to the commandment of king Josiah. 


17 And the children of Israel that 
were present kept the passover at that 
time, and the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days. 

18 And there was no passover like to 
that kept in Israel from the days of 
Samuel the prophet; neither did all 
the kings of farnel keep such a puss- 
over as Josiah kept, and the priests, 
and the Levites, and all Judah and 
Israel that were present, and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. 


19 In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 4 After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared the temple, Necho king of 
Egypt came up to fight against Char- 
Euphrates: and Josiah 
went out against him. 


21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What have JT to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? J come not against 
thee this day, but against the house 
wherewith I have war: for God com- 


manded me to make haste: forbear 
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_ thee from meddling with God, who is 
with me, that he destroy thee not. 

2 Nevertheless Josiah would not 
turn his face froin him, but disguised 
himself, that he might fight with hii, 
and hearkened not unto the words of 
Necho from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 

28 And the archers shot at king Jo- 
siah; and the king said to his servants, 
Ilave me away ; for Tam sore wounded. 

24 lis servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him in 
the second chariot that he had; and 
ehey brought him to Jerusalem, and 
he died, and was buried in one of the 
sepulchres of his fathers. And all Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem mourned for Josiah. 

20 YF And Jeremiah lamented for Jo- 
siah: and all the singing men and the 
singing women spake of Josiah in their 
lamentations to this day, and made 
them an ordinance in Israel: and, be- 
hold, they are written in the lamen- 
tations. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
siah, and his goodness, according to 


that which was written in the law of 


the Lorn, 

27 And his deeds, first. and last, be- 
hold, they ave written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. 


CIAPTER XXXVI. 


TENTEN the people of the land took 
Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, and 
made him king in his father’s stead in 
Jerusalem. 
2 Jchoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned three months in Je- 
rusalem.

3 And the king of Egypt put him 
down at Jerusalem, and condemned 
the land in an hundred talents of gil- 
ver and a talent of gold. 

4 And the king of Egypt made Elia- 
kim his brother king over Judab and 
Jerusalem, and turned his name to 
Jchoiakim. And Neeho took Jchoahaz 
his brother, and carried him to Kgypt. 


5 ¥ Jehoiakim was twenty and tive 
years old when he began to reign, and 
ie reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: 
and he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorn his God. 

(G Against him came up Nebuchad- 
nevzar king of Babylon, and bound him 
in fetters, to carry him to Babylon. 


7 Nebuchadnezzar also carried of the 
vessels of the house of the Lorn to 
Babylon, and put them in his temple 
at Babylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoia- 


kim, and his abominations which he 


did, and that which was found in him, 
behold, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Israel and Judah: and 
Jehoiachin his son reigned in his stead. 


9 F Jehoiachin was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he reign- 
ed three months and ten days in Je- 
rusalem:; and he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lor». 
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10 And when the year was expired, 
king Nebuchadnezzar sent, and brought 
him to ‘Babylon, with the goodly ves- 
sels of the house of the Lorn, and 
made Zedekiah his brother king over 
Judah and Jerusalem. 


11 9 Zedekiah was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, and 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 

12 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorn his God, and 
humbled not himself before Jereminh 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of the Lorn. 


13 And he also rebelled against ne 
Nebuechadnezz ar, who had made him 
swear by God ‘but he stiffened his 
neck, and atdenad his heart from 
turning unto the Lorn God of Israel. 


14 Moreover all the chief of the priests, 
and the people, transgressed very much 
after all the abominations of the hea- 
then; and polluted the house of the 
Lorn which he had hallowed in Jeru- 
salem. 

1b And the Lorp God of their fathers 
sent to them by his messengers, rising 
up betimes, and sending; because he 
had compassion on his people, and on 
his dwelling place: 


16 But they mocked the messengers 
of God, and despised his words, and 
misused his prophets, until the wrath 
of the Lorn arose against his people, 
till there was no remedy. 


17 Therefore he brought upon them 
the king of the Chaldees, who slew 
their young men with the sword in 
the house of their sanctuary, and had 
ho compassion upon young man or 
maiden, old man, or him that stooped 
for age: he gave them all into his hand. 


18 And all the vessels of the house 
of God, great and small, and the trea- 
sures of the house of the Lorn, and 
the treasures of the king, and of his 
princes; all ¢hese he brought to Da- 
bylon. 

19 And they burnt the house of God, 
and brake down the wall of Jerusalem, 
and burnt all the palaces thereof with 
lire, and destroyed all the goodly ves- 
gels thereof. 


2) And them that had escaped from 
the sword carried he away to Babylon; 
where they were servants to him and 
his sons until the reign of the king- 
dom of Persia: 

21 To fulfil the word of the Lorn by 
the mouth of Jeremiah, until the land 
had o joyed her sabbaths: for as long 
as she mi desolate she kept sabbath, 
- fulfil threescore and ten years. 


2 9 Now in the first year of Cyrus 
line of Persia, that the word of the 
Lorn spoken by the mouth of Jeremiah 
might be accomplished, the Lorn stirred 
up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that he made a proclamation through- 
out all his kingdom, and pud it also in 
writing, saying, 

23 ‘Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
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ir the kingdoms of the earth hath 

he Lorn God of heaven given me; 
ay he hath charged me to build him 
an house in Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. Who is there amon you of all 
his people? ‘The Lorp his God be with 
him, and let him go up. 
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
